And tooke fuch a habite, and d eligh t in it, that he made it as it were his ordinary pafletime,and recrea- 
tion. Thefe fine rudiments, and commencements , pmcliufcd Uuj * great deale of love, &vour, and relpeCt rrom 
every man. His firft beginning iucarviug and cutting were not fruitiefle. For, by his art andinduftrie,he grew 
fo famous every where, that the Prince of Parma, who then kept his Court at Bevere,on the land of VTaes,having 
befeiged Antwerpe , fent for him from Gaunt to Bevere abovelaid, by his Confeflbur , for to cut fome figures in 
copper, who afterward with faire,& large promises, would have periwaded him to have gone to Rome with him: 
fothat he could not get from him but by fteaith. Befides,hehadthegiftof writing many iaire hands, as the feve- 
rall coppies of his booke demonftrate, which afterward were printed. He was alfo from his youth very expert in 
the knowledge of cutting of letters , & Archetypes for printing : in which skill he was fo excellent, that he made 
it for a time his chiefe profeffion, and attained to this knowledge, without the helpe of a Matter, which is rare, & 
in my ppinion unmatchable. His Father then perceiving his admirable, & ingenious fpirit , put him out to ftud- 
die and learning, that he might learne the Latin tongue, and the rudiments of the Grecian: wherein he advanced 
greatly in a fliort time, and would not be milled from his generous ftuddie, notwithftanding all games and boyes 
lports, whereunto youth is given , which indeed is the corruption of this age. Alfo, thefenis more ferious {rud- 
dies, could not divert him at his vacant houres, from the exerciliug of his tuft art, and knowledge : above all, he 
was addicted to the ftuddie of the Mathematicks, and to thofe things which chiefly did tend to that art he loved. 
Being twentie yeeres of age, after that the Citty of Gaunt was given over into the Kings hands , he retyred him- 
felfe into the noble Citty of Londo in England, where being fetled he began to follow hard his Art of Cofinogra- 
phie, and with his skilfull Engraver, drew many fine draughts, and matter Speeces , as S r . fragcu Drains voyage 
aboutthe World: the Holy-land, the Romane Empire, Scdiverfe others 5 among the reft,his 2 excellent Globes, 
the one Celeftiall, the other the Terreftriall, thegreateft that ever was made in the World. When he was 21 
yeares old, in the yeare of our Lord 15 86, he marryed amaide of Gaunt, named Colltttt vander Keere 9 of whome 
he procreated 1 3 children, to wit, feven Sonnes and fixe daughters , whereof two of his Sonnes are yet living, & 
three daughters, whereof one of them Henry Hondius of Amfterdam , makes profeffion of his Fathers 
art. Having then dwelt fome yeeres in England , he removed from thence with his familly into Holland , and 
dwelt in the famous Citty of Amfterdam : a chiefe Citty, which with honour can give teftimonie of his fervice to 
pofterity. For in this place aboue all others , by his cunning Engraver , and Mathematical! fcience , he made a 
draught of the Regions, and Seas knowne, and unknowne, afwell the Eafterne, as the Wefterne s yea in fuch fort 
that it were a hard matter to defcribe in particular the watches , labour and travell , care and diligence which he 
tooke for the benefite of pofterity. And what (hall wee fay of this Atlas (one of the wonders of the world) which 
as au Orphan lamenting t he ioffe of his firft ! 5 arents,fbrwant of perfection, is by his labour and induftrie,accom- 
pliftied in all partes, as many Kings, Princes,Nobles, Gentle-men, Devines, and Philofbphers , with other perfon- 
nages of quality and condition foever have witnelTed to his honour. What mall wee fay alfo of fo many forts of 
Terreftriall and Celeftiall Globes, great, middle & fmaller ones, which he cut,anddrew out with foch dexterity ? 
What shall wee fay then of fo many fine and curious Maps of all fifes, both great, litle, circular , and fquare, and 
of the di verfity of his Engravers and CompalTes, which he fo artifically invented & made > Let Egypt then boaft 
of her Ptolomee : Germanieof herMunfter : France of her Belle-Foreft : and England of her Camden Spaine 
of herVafea: Italic of her Plinie : Holland is not inferiour unto them, and hath j uft caufe to glorie in her great 



Hondius. Wee muft not omit alfo the dilligence , he tooke in publifhing the Greeke-Latine Ptolomv en- 
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him and his workes : yea fometimes fbure or five at a time : how he was beloved, refpeded and favored by many 
illuftrious, and learned men of quality,this narration would be too teadious. N otwithftanding all thefe things , 
which cannot be omitted, and which he hath with good fuccefle performed,his future projects were in no wife in- 
feriour to his preterit : for he was refolved , if God had prolonged his dayes, to have given out diverfe other 
workes: but being 48 yeares of age, a violent ficknefle feized upon him,info much, that in the fpace of 4 dayes, 
he 

was alive and dead, and fo dyed on the 16 of Ianuarij 16 1 1, being in the flower of his age, ftrong and vigorous, 
and able to have effected great things, which might have done great good toPofteryti. ButtheLord,whois moft 
wife in Councill, difpofeth of every mans life, and death at his pieafure. To him be given all honour, glorie, and 
praife, now and evermore , AMEN.

THfe PREFACE V P O N ATLAS. 




T L A S king of Mauritania.was borne of a Royall race,aud had for his father Serrenus, or 
Iudigena (asEufebiuswithneffethoutofthemoft auncient Hiftorians) whofefurname was 
Coelus,& whofe mother was K/rt,fnrnamed Terra-, his great Grand-father on the Fathers and 
mothers fide were Elm or .W.King of Phoenice.who with his wife Indwelt infittiw,bodi 
of them excellently verfed in A S T R O N O M I E , and in naturall difciplines, fo that for 
their learning fake, they were accounted worthy of the names of Sol and of C*«*»,vndoub- 
tedlythis Atlas,as the Ancients re P ort(namely Dhdom in his fourthbooke and fifth chapter) was a moil skill- 
full Aftrologer, and thefirft among men, thatdifputed of the Sphcere. He had manie Bretheren, to the number 
of 4i .whom ate begot of diverfe woemen, whereof ,7 of them he hadby Tim, amoft prudent Matron , 
thatdidmany g oodomce S tomen,wKomheaftertheirmothers n amecalledrt^«. He had alfo fifters,among 
whomtheprincipallwere Bafilia w.ho in favour of her mother, brought vp all her brethren and theretore they 
called her Grandmother, and ^4 

lingtheotbersinprudence and vertue.by the common confent of her bretheren, and the people .bemgaVir- 
.mnandvnmarryed,(heeobtaynedtheRingdome. Afterwards, being defirous to leave an heirebehmd her, (he 
was marryedtoher brother ^»,andmeebaremmtwoSonns,towit, Jo/and Lm, whole prodence Hype- 
rions brethren,admirin g; to theintent the Kingdom mightnot befetled vpon bis ilfue,theymalacredham,and 
drownedSolhis Sonnbeingyet an lutein the riverof Erydanus. Then the Sonnesof Coelus, f*™*™ n °- 
bleftofthemwere ^and Smnm, (hated their Fathers ; Kingdomes betweene them. Atlas hadfor his parr, 
thofe Countries , which lay next vnto the Ocean, and Lybia, and the (heights of Gibraltar whence Mount- 
Atlas and the Atlanticke people in Mauritania took* firft their name, and Saturnus obtayned Siciha and Ly o.a, 
whobeingafterward hated of bis people , for thecrueltiehevfedagainft his Father Co**, ftedd.ntoltahe,

Xcb at I ft, he came with a profperous winde, where he lived fo prudently and rel.g.oufly that when he fled 
L B»* being driven from thenceby his brother , for his excellent wifedome and prudence he was made 
Tutorto/I^, and adminiftratour of the Kingdom, whichoffices Atlas bis brother vndertooke. Mypur- 
nofe then is to followe this Atlas, a num fo excelling in erudition, humanitie, and wifedome, (as from a loftie 
Ltch tower) to contemplate Coftnographie.as muchas my ftrength and abilitie will permit mee,to fee .fper- 
adventure, by my diligence, I may finde out fome truths in things yet vnknowne, which may ferve to the 
ftudie of wifedom. And as the world conteyneththe numberof all things, the fpecies .order, harmome, pro- 
portion vertues and effeds } fo beginning from the creation: I will number all the parts thereof, fo farm as me- 
Ldicall reafon requireth , according to the order of the creation.and will contemplate phyficaUy tl,at the 
caufes of things may be knowne, whereof confifteth that fcience of fciences wifedom , wind .ductal 
every thing to a good end, by a provident wifedom, which doth fkcilitate the way to the ends.

T is a common 
thofe,who are in any wife elevated, 
in the contemplation of the worke 
of this frame of the world , that 
God , who is the Authour thereof, 
is of an immenfe power, wifedome 
and goodnefle, and it is impoflible, 
that a man should doubt ofhis power, who beleeveth 
that it was created of nothing, and that the matter 
thereof is not eternall. If there be any man,to whom 
this power, & goodnefle of God doth not fufficiently 
appeare,asnot having yet confidered well the com- 

mendable^xquifitc, aodmoft wife ornament and dif- 
pofition of this Eabrick , let him then diligently en- 
quire with vs, fo farte as the contemplation of the 
workmanship it felfe , may perfwade^im^, and as 
ferreas is lawfnlltoknowebyt , " 
the experience of things. For this is tne maine icope 
wee avme at , that in handling Cofinographie,the m- 
finite wifedome of God, and his inexhauft gcrodneffe 

afwell by the admirable concordan 
cieofaU things to one and the lame end of God ,a 
alfobv bis infcrutable providence in the compoutior, 
whereby wee may be continually rapt vo to reverence 
and honour his Majeftie,8c to embrapehis rich good- 
neffe. Godgraunt then, that he will be pleafed, to en- 
liehtenourdarkevnderftandine with his hght, and 
dke& our mindes , to the finding out of this true 
wifedome. It is fo then, that this immenfe goodnefle 
of God, not able to conteyne his owne glorie in ium- 
fdfe, by reafon of his fuperabundant fecundine to be- 
set was willing tocreate man, to whom he mignt 
Communicate die fame , and having conceived inn* 
wifedome,to in veft him with a Bodie, fuch as wee fee, 
and as his firft Creation sheweth him to be, created 
and brought forth the world by his. Ahmghtie power, 
and digetted it into that order . nature.and propor- 
tion according to that Idea, which hefrom allEter- 
nitie had conceived,furniihed with all parts neceffane 
for the vfe of manfo created.Therefore,the chief end 
of the works of God, & his primarie intention.was to 
communicate his elorie.

as farre as the Scriptures and the worke of God 
teacheth vs of the facred Trmitie, and who shall dili- 
gently obferve the true definitions of time , '< 
place : but this impietie , and wickedneffeof men are 
not worthy the anfwering 5 for it is religion, not to 
prye further into the hidden fecrets , and judgment* 
of God, then hee hath revealed vnto vs in his holy 
word , and to difpute of things , that are out of out 
element, and before the world was, and of things that 
are above our reach and capacitie, is meere temeritie 
and folly ; feing they beget onely opinions, not fcien- 
ces, and therefore can bring no true wifedome along 
with thera : but rather produce ftrange do&rins;

THe Platonifts from the communion of the 
fpecies , which is difcerned in things and in 
the order which appeared in them, have very 
well alTended vnto that One, who is the firft 
andthe beginning of all things , that is (according as 
Paul faith Rom.t.2*.) thatin beholding thedifpoii-- 
tion , and moft adorned harraonie of all things , per- 
ceived after feme manner in them , the exiftenceor

fome Providence, and vnderftanding them to be the 
worke of fim one have attayned fo farre , that they 
were drawne, afwell to the meditating of them, as to 
the affirming theit Creation. But when agame _, they 
did difcend from this O » e, to the Contemplation ot 
his workes, they erred both in the manner , and in the 
order of the Creation. Firft of all, in that they make 
the intellect , or Spirit Fabricator ot the World , out 
of this One, and diftinguilh him entirely from him, 
and make him another afterwards. Againe , in this, 
that feparating the matter it felfe from all fwthey 
vnderftand it not to be the generation of any ldeaior 
Ideasare fpecies.orformes, w* can engender nothing 
but formes , and fo confidently muft of neceffitie 
followe, that they vnderftand it not to have beene 
created , but that it is eternall. The onginaU of this 
errour is, becanfe they beleeved the matter was onely 
fufceptible of formes and that it had no communion 
with the formes of nature , and therefore have not 
onely once dreamed.that it was in the feeds °f forms, 
and that the force thereof, might be conduced by 
the worker. Whence they were at length conftraynd 
toconftituteacertaineperpetuall,:anda tormaU be- 
ginning out of the matter. By the fame reafon , they 
were induced to fetdowne one fiffam out ot One, 
and diverfe from him, fo catting too neere tlje quicK, 
and fpoyling this One, and primane beginning ot 
all thLgs, ot all natute of being and fearing bout 
caufe)they (hould moke this atbing copounde At hey 
invented an other beginning of things out of this 
One, begotten of O n e , but diftind in Effence and 
pmpr etif of nature from whome alone as from the 
FatLr.fottandimmeadiedydependedthefirftmo. 

dell of the worke of the world, andof the ^mediate, 
vertue formatrix of things. The traces ofwbich do- 
ctrine, Valentine following added other fancies vnto 
it* having found out a meane , whereby O ne , whom 
he calletn Proarche and Bytbum, hath proceeded tothe 
generation of the Spirit , & by fome generation com- 
ming betwixt afterwards. Finally , deducing it tothe 
Creation , afwell of the matter , as of *U things , and 
even mixing therewith this prodigious Phylofophie 
of Pr/W^ , whom, his difciples following , taught 
the fame dodrinein obfcuring, and adulterating the 
truth in all parts $ more then with olde wives tables , 
but feinc the raving of thefe men.vanuhed ot it i elte, 
wee will rather haverefpeft to the Theologie of the 
Platonifts, and tothe originallofthe world.the which 
as it hath more appearance of divimty,then allothers , 
andfeemeth to comeneerefttothe Mofaicall truth: 
folikewife it may more eafely drawe vs, to true and 
facred Phylofophie. And therefore , in propounding a 
briefe fumme thereof, wee will oppofe agamft it a 
true narration of things drawne alwell from the fe- 
crets of the holy Scripture , as from nature , confir- 
ming the one , by folid reafons , and rejecting the o- 
thertwherin it ftrayetbfrom the truth; to the end 
that vnderthe colour of a more divine Theologie, 
the eyes of our vnderftanding bee notdazled m the 
fearch of this phylofophie,wherin much falfitie is con- 
tayned. That itmayealfoappearetoaUmen.thata- 
monethe £/(b«%there was never fchoolefo holy.no 
care fo fervent.no wits fo excellent, that by their own 
induftrie could attay ne vnto the troth of things ; con- 
fiderine alfo the moft Religious among them, even 
the Platonifts themfelves , wandred aftrayc , and mi- 
niftred matter of erring to others. Wherefore lett vs 
give thanks vnto God alone , who is the Beginning,

motion , it is made living , from whome being forty, 
fled and replenifhed with power, and perfection, is en- 
riched by it felfe, of the fame intelligence, and be- 
commeth a Spirit, and Intellect, and afwell m refpect 
to his Father, as to himfelfe becomes intelligent : but 
in afmnch as regarding himfelfe, andbeingwell ac- 
quainted with his owne power (how farre it is exten- 
ded, as that from whence the vertue,which is the G e- 
netrix of ail taketh her force) defineth to himfelfe 
his Effence , which hethereto was indefinite , and in- 
determinate, and makcth it explicate, not in apply- 
ing thereto his Spirit, or in palling it into his vnder- 
ftanding, as a man doth in feekingof thatwhichhec 
hath not, or defireth to knowe, that which he is igno- 
rant of: but by a fole and a perpetuall Act of his vn- 
derftanding, which never flumbreth. An Internal! 
Act ( I faye ) of his Effence, having evermore an eye 
to his power, and knowing determmately things , 
which were hidden, without addition of Intelligence 
fo ( I faye) he conceiveth in his vnderftanding the 
Ideas, or formative fpecies of all things, which they 
call Intelligible Gods,andengendreththemin fome 
fort. Diftinguifhed by a formall reafon, but the fame 
in Effence as manie Exiftents One- I fay not one, 
& manie, but one -manie, as Permenides will have it, 
fortheleffe numerous unity, afwell in the thought, 
as inthe foule,and as the Intellect is rcplenilhed with 

power received from ONE- fo likewife being full of 
r Ideas, 
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Ideas , bt the Formes of all things remayne one , 
and the tame with them, all beings exifttngm this, 
and them true,becaufe they are immutable and eter- 
nall , which as a Satyr fuddenly fwalloweth them 
vp,as being engendred from him,& inhim , fuffenng 
them not to bee noorriihed at Rheas houfe , that is, 
not fuffenng themto fallinto the matter of things 

& fraile: but keepeth all things in himl elt,& 
sth them without diffolution or partition , 
«*. uoxxeffeth all things in one , being prefent alio to 
all things, and in all places , and yet neverthelefle is 
not in them, but they in him , as depending ot him, 
andconfiftinginhim. flow as the Intellect is O n e- 
manie, thati Si Owbeing in himfelfeaU, ahd mlden. 
tity of Eflence,or an unitie impartible, but diftingui- 
flied in himfelfe.according tothe parts , abyding to- 
gether, and inwardly by an alteritie, is not partible 
in fequent being , but remayneth alwayes with it 
felfe, as one is not diftributed into fequents.* or it 
is not difperced diftinctly into many things , actor- 
ding to his internall alterity , but procreateth one 
onely, according tothe feminall reafons , being al- 
ready by ad, and power manie together, to wit, the 
Stale- whereo'f weelball come tofpeake of imme- 
diatly. They terme this inteUea, the great Cod, the 
fecond C«i, andbefides notany, bat AlGod, trom 
whome as from the primarier^w**^alLbes^,all 
beings immediatly obtaine their hffence, and there- 
fore til Gods. They call this aho the word of God, 
a£t produced, from the feme good,and agame 
the Image of God, becanfe it imitateth the good- 
neffe ofTiis begetter, with aU his-ftrength , byaco- 
piousand a fruitfidl ptoprietie toengender , wheh 
forces feeing he receiver! them from his Begetter , 
areyetfoconjoynedtoinm, thatit feemeth onely, 
to bee diftinguiihed from him ,by a certame ahenue. 
And PlatocJUethit idea, becaufe it comprehendedi 
in its effence , the Patterne and fole individual!. Ipe- 
,L of all things. HeecaUeth it both tbecaufeand 
.„akerof tfe world, inafinuchas bemg 

ftDefog, itaftewardbecommeththe Parent ot aU 

be i£ generation of this Spirit is the Soule of the 
wetld, & third.God, no otherwife proceeded trom 
tfaenre, thenit fiombne, for it felfeis the word ot 
the Spirit i It is the hght ftreaming forth by the ^Spi- 
rit Creatour of the world, it is an Aft , and ^the whole 
produceth outwardly , ahd the life , which 
Things inferiour i according^ it is enhvened iby^the 
intefleft, it felfe being enlivened by couveriion to 
onc,andasthebemgwmchlookethtoitsbegetter« 

»de Intelleft: fo the Soule alfo having regard to the 
Spirit is made reafon from the fame intelled*. Light 
and Trace , evermore' depending trom thence, it 
being likewife of the fame conjunction , but com- 
prehending from thence inferiour things, one and 
Linie exiling together , according to Vrngmte : 
One, becaufe that under a Common inteUedluall ef- 
fence,it receiveth the reafons of aUformes.and is re- 
pleniftied when it hath regardjo its Fadw the inte - 
led, and fo manie together , becaufe that when t is 
converted to it felfe , it conceiveth apart by it felte, 
the feminall reafons of all formes, and their n umber 
bv order , and by their exceeding great fecundity to 
rioduce, being heated within: it animateth them.and 
Ueth them a beginning of motion to engender 
Formes in the matter, to wit , to create fence to living 
Creatures , Nature vigetatiye to plants , Motion to 
caleihaUbodies.andbefidesaUthis,whatfoeverap- 

pertaynethto order, Species, Nature,proportton,and 



the Motion of things. Therefore , the Soule being fo 
conftituted in her Effence , that as the One , and the 
Intellect the fame may alfo bee in every place , and 
being prefent to all things , it cannot be otherwife, 
but it muft ordaine all things in this vifible world: 
difpofe i vigetate , animate, and conduct every thing 
as it were in hatching it to its proper being and form: 
yet the Spirit abideth , not in it felfe impartible , but 
in fome fort to all bodies , and infinuateth it felfe into 



them in every place, that is, according to the reafon 
of every fpecies ; but not diftributed into parts de 
ded by it felfe:for it is both according to its fubftance, 
and according to all its effence indevifible;and is both 
togetherinali places, and in all things i but worketh 
di verily, inexercifing its forces by the feminall , and 
fpecificall reafons , which are many and make one re* 
femblancej to wit ; of fpecies in things of it felfe, and 
therefore though that in its Effence , it becommeth 
divifible: yet nevertheleffe, that is not done by a pro- 
per neceffitie of devifion (for it abideth alwaies whol- 
ly in it felfe) but it is becaufe that the bodies by' rea- 
fon of their devifibility,cannot receive inde viGbility* 
fo that, this partition of bodies , is not a paffion , or a 
neceffity of the Soule. 

The Platonifts then afcribe to Divine things,thefo 
three beginnings in the fame manner, as I have de- 
clared them. As for the firft,they doe not agree,that 
it "fcr wft* -«f femejOne (as it ought not to bee,) 
or that it hath an f action : yet they graunt that it is 
potentiall, that is to fay i thatit hath the power to 
produce, retayning the limplicity of O n e. But that 
the Intelled* , is an ad* flowing from one. And that 
the Soule alfo is an K& from this fame intciled , and 
that both the one, and the other, are differing from 

him from .wl 
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jhey proceede. That he alio , who 

& greater, and better then he whichns be- 
gotten of him : and therefore , the intellect is leffe , 
and worfe then the One , but that it is better , and 

greater then^he Soule , and likewife the Soule then 
the fpecies , which it produceth. This is the meaning 

of aU? the Platonick Theologie , againft which wee 
will heere oppofe that which is more true. t

AftionoradproceedingistheheatewBich cometfa 

out of it. Andthe Soule is thebeginning and mo- 
tive powe^itistHerdifpofitio^orwiUtomoove^tis 

fiAlUe the motion it felfe. 

Butbecaufe that God hath not created the world, 
either by chance , or through ignorance , fearching 
the meanes how, orwithout wifdom,but with a great 
deale of Prudence and wifdonte, it cannot be denied, 
butthat fromaU Eternitie , hee had conceivediome 
certaine determinate modell, and all the Ideas ot his 
works, to which wee give not beginning mthe word, 
b * as Plato doth, but tothe b Parent of the word , con- 
ffit- fidering that whatfoe ver the Sonne hath, hee hath it 
Q*d £ rom Father , and for this caufe wee wul place tne 
* f patter firft, as the Seminary reafon of the world, the 

Sonne,the force vigetative , the H.Ghoft the vertue 
I'rodu&ive, 8c animative,the which with+im procee- 
ding from theFather,6c being toed out by the Sonne, 
it pSTethintoaworke.So,theH.Ghoft, w^is aboun- 
dins in the Father ,awakeneth this Almightie & inex- 
hauft fountaine of the Father, and the immefe fecun> 
ditie of the Sonne incites him ( as it were ) to budde 
forth , and by the quickning fpiration of his holy Spi- 
rit, the Father begetteh the world,by a meane and fe- 
minall reafon, having conceived it, eives it to his 
Sonne , as hee who properlie e^relTeth the Father,

Archited, aciferding to the caufes expreffed,and no- 
ted by order, Forasincrcatiiig,hec^vetoaUthing8 
their nature: fotteyalfoiiwncdiatcTy efieded that, 
whichwasenjoynedthem,'and(haU focontitae, till 
the Confummationof things. And therefore nothing 
is more fure, then to fearch out diligently his worke, 
as it hath been wrought by this lame Authour, and it 

hath beene left vntousinwritby hi*holy Spirit, by 
ffe Ministry tf tofts ,fiitbf*U in*Ab* ho*fe. For wee 
cannot fo eafily erre,in affigningthe caufes of things, 
when as wee mall contemplate , the Primary , and 
principall Lawes of Nature, commonly knowne" , and 
that wee defcribe the hke effefis. So then nothing is 
more ccrtayne , then that all things Ponderous , fall 
downwards, and all Ught things afcend vpwards-, that 
nothing,which hath motion in the world is infinite,^ 
that which is the fubtileiL evaporateth from the grot 
fer,whence wee colled, that heavie things , meete all 
together in the^/mthat the world hath a Sphericall 
f orm,or Round. And the order of all its parts ,and the 
differenceof itsfubtiltie, &nobilitie. Bytheorderof 
things, theircaufes,& their ends being demonftratcd, 
wee (hall eafily perceive, and foone convince the Er- 
rours of the Ancient Philofophers , touching the be- 
ginning, and caufes of things,that by this meanes,the 
truth may befirmeliefixedandfetledintheminds of 
men , to the end they may not be (haken nor fcduced 
by diverlitieof opinions ,& ambiguous reafons,what- 
foever appearance of perfuafion they may have. And

fo in fine ? forae matter of truth may be found out, 

touching 



touching the increafe,and decreafe of the Moone,the 
admirable flowing and ebbing of the Sea, and of the 
caufes thereof , andfo the fearch of things of which 
concerne the Art of Navigation may be enlarged 
wherein it fcemes, fomethings of great confequencfe 
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great good and commodity of Princes and of the 
whole world , the neceflfitie whereof is fiich , that 
without the helpe thereof, Merchants cannot have I 
any acceffe into ftrange 6c forraigne Countries, which 
might make them familiarly acquainted one with an- 
other meither Princes themfelves know well the large 
and long extent of their Realmes and Dominions :^

A Litle beforethe time of Mofes , Saturn was 
borne ,and before him other Gods of the Gen- 
tilesjwhobeing given toftudienatnral tbings, 
were the Inventonrs of diverfe things t and lowed j 
many herefies.whidiafterwatds felling into the hands I 
of Philofophers , great difpnters of the beginning ot 
dunK^ndof great varietie of opinions^mongtoeia- 

felves produced diverfe feds : Mofes therefore gi^ 
vin K atmenarrationofthefefamebeginnings.oppo. 

feththis moftandentveritie.ag^ft^theirerrours, 
and eonvinceth them,taking his begSnhig from the 
firftmatter of things, whereof they tad foiled many 
leafings intheir braine,and ending the whole Fabnch 
ofthe world , heefpeakeththusinthea and 4 . Cliap- 
ters of Genefis j Thefe are the generations of heaven, and 
tf earth, and not thofe, which the fcllieof menhath 

invented. Herein wee will follow the Text of Mo- 
fesconfideringitparticularhe.anddmgendie.accor^ 

ding to the gift of grace which I have received I from 
theiord. /•^^^(laith^tbttis.whenas 

vet there was nothing created , and that the Divine

being, even as the fruite in the betlie,and beinff at iaft 
hacchedbythepowerofGod,quickning, ai 

filing dbc fame,is made manifeft.So the onely God Al- 
mightie, conceived, formed , and brought forth into 
the light, out of nothing in the vigour of his Tnphci- 
tie, and without the aflumption of anyfubj e&, the 
matter of all things, which were to be created, not by 
the operation, firft of the Father , afterwards of the 
Word , and finallie of the holy Ghoft , but all wor- 
king, and confpiringjoynthe together infeperabhe ; 
and unceffantlie, among themfelves in the unitie of 
the divine EfTence. Now this which is faid , In the be- 
£/tf»/ff£,ought to be io vnderftood as Efdras doth lib. 4 
cap. 6. laying: oLord thm baB fftfyfrom the btgtn- 
ningeftbyCreaureS^^ Let it be made, 6cc. Mow 
in that he faith, From the beginning of thy Creature, 
he sheweth fufficiently , that this beginning or ongi- 
nall,ought not to beunderftood ofthe Sonne of God; 
but ofthe firft moment of the Creation, which is alfo 
manifeft, afweli by the prepofition as by the conftru- 
<3ion ofthe words, In the beffnning and Cre4ture 9 iot to 
joyne this vecbe, Thouhaft fpoken, withthat ot Crea- 
ture, the thing it felfe- contradiaeth it: ieeing the 
I Creature was not yet in being , to which God might 
fpeake. Moreover, forafinuchas Mofes /as I have 
faidJ wrote deliberately againft the Gentiles, letting 
downe a beginning tothe world. This beginning cad 
. t c no otfxerwife ouderftood ,then as we have interpret 
ted it: for if he had faid, to have created in his Sonne 
(which is alfo true) and meaneth thereby no othet 
thing, whencethencan we gatheran argument againft 
the Eternity of the world, or of its matter, feeing th£ 
beginning it felfe is eteroall ? Mofes then fpeaketit 
i limply ot a temporall beginning , and not othcrwifci 
ftr the Bedven andthe smb , hee undetftandeth not 
1 two diftind and ditlerent bodies, figniBedat thisday 
by the names of »w^and Bmh, for then neither 
I Heaven nor Earth had their beings>according to thei t 
I proper forme , but that Heaven was made the fecond 

day, and the Earth laft appeared, the third day, the 
waters being feparated, afterward the other*rts of 
f the world,createdofthis primary J#^,were reduced 

into order. By the Heaven and the Earth then, he uri- 
derfbndeth6garatively,thisfirft^withoutforme; 

whereof the Heaven and Earth were formed. Mofes 
then had to doe with the Gentiles, to whom he teftfc 
fieth, that the Heaven and Earth which wee behold; 
had heretofore beene created of God, as he will shew 
afterward, and ufeth names, and things knowne, the 
betrtfrto lead men to the confideration of their be- 
ginning. For Mofes meaning was,- to pull out ot all 
human underftandings, aURapfodiesofPhilofopheK,* 
and their felfe dodrine, touching the eternity ot the 
world, and its matter, and by this way to fubmit it td 
the glory of God, as heefilentlylheweth in his fecond 
and fourth Chapters. But, he taketh the Heaven and 
the Earth figuratively , for the matter ot them.' 
Thefe Epethites- foUowing,demand itfHOHrtoBOHr 
which he attributed! tothe fameMaffe created firlt 
of aU : becaufe it was without forme, vaft, voyd, ioli- 
tary and vacant ; and doth not adjoy ne thofe Epetnites 
to the Heaven and Earth, but to the Earth onely,car- 
ryine the Reader by this meanes , from the contemj 
piationof perfeft bodies, to their primary matter,and 
hereby underftandeLh , not the Earth onely m her 
fbrrae, but this indigefted and unformed Chaos, uling 
ne verthelefle the word £4*W>ecaufe it better refem- 
bleth the condition of the Earth, thanof the Heaven; 

as alfo he leaveth at laft this word £4** 3 whenhe con- 
tinueth the defcription of this Mafle, and cals it THE- 
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HO M t that is to fay,an Abiffe. And To by degrees con- 
ft rain eth the underftanding ot a contemplating man 
vet beine voyd of all determinate kinde of things, tor 
the contemplation ofthe firft matter of Heaven and ' 
Earth- Nevertheles, in this word Abifie, he painteth 
out fome certaine kinde of tome , of this primary 
matter to wit, that it was a liquid and fluide matter, 
and thatbottomeleffe, as that which in all things, was 
like and equall unto it feife,as water to water and clay 
to clay. Alio in the 3 * .Chapter of Iohn verfe 3 8. this 
firft matter is called APH AR,thatis cla^which God 
in the beginning reduced to afolideEarth. Itisaiio 
called by the molt ancient Grecians ft* that is,clay, 
the firft matter of all things; And againe Chaos, from 
ylm becaufe it is fufible, by which its firft forme was 
undoubtedly made knowne to them , and to all the 
world, from theAtfLH^brew Fathers, andMofes. 
That Mafle thenfirft of all created ot God , was clay 
and atufible matter, not of di verfe natures but of one 
fimple.and indeviduallfubftance andforme,havingm 
it felre the feminarie vertue of a terreftriall, waterilh 
and a cccleftiaU forme , and of all tilings which God 
was to forme out of this Maffe,

NOw after that all things were made , all men 
may eafily underftand the end , which God 
propofedtouchicgtheCW, to wit, that nee 
mightdevide it, and forme out ofit.as many fpecies 
oithines.as he ftoraal eternity had decreed to bene- 
ceffarv tor theOeconomy 3c government ot t heworld, 
and gave and eftabhftied to all things at once, their 

force and law, that it might abide immoveableto the 
end for which he ordained all things- But , forafmuch 
as he createa* all other things for mans ufe,and iuoje. 
aed*6*b him,til the time (hal come,wbcn as he will 
tranfport mankinde into his heavenly Manfions • as 
Paul teacheth us in the 8. of the Romanes. This moft 
wife Architect, created and conftituted them in fuch 
an order, that by a fubmiffive fervice and afweete 
harmony; they mould all bee ferviceable toman: 
which harmony chiefely confifteth herein , that the 
fuperiour caufes rule over the inferiour , and that all 
eftetf s , paffe the chiefe caufes by the meaneft and 
loweft. Afterward alfo in this,that there is a m*uall 
inclination in all things accordingtotheconfequence 
ofcaufesand effe&s, and as it were a certaine love, 
whereby inferiour things refpea: their Superiours, as 
their Benefa&ours : and likewife the Superiours the 
Inferiours,as receiving aliofome benefits from them. 

Andalbeit it commeth to paiTe in thefe two conditi- 
ons of nature, that there is fome contrariety and ftnte 
foundintherneaner fpecies of things : Neverthe es, 
every one &them agree well together in their order } 
and have their recourfe to their primary caufe, as to 
their Ccnter,andyeeldtrue fer vice, both to God their 
Creatour , and to man : So that all things according 
totheirproperoffice, agreetogether among them- 
felves, but of thefe things wee will fpeake more at 
larcehereafter. Forthe prcfent , I will advertife the 
Reader to obferve well and diligently in the creation 
of thing<;,to \vit,that thou mayeft know by what order 
of what things , andhow, andby what meanes God 
worketh; and fo thou (halt learne that which ought to 
be firft in all, the Government of nature j and that 

■ 



which oushttobethelaft, what the caufes of wor*s 
are what the generations 01 all things are, and alfo the 
definition of things andtheir natures , their Sympa- 
thies and Antipathies, their diflerences inftrengtn, 
and debility, their nobility, and ignobility, what is ot 
durance, and what is corruptible, with many others. 
For whatfoever may bee difputed of the nature ot 
thin** dependeth on their generation and primary 
Creation. He that can comprehend^ him compre- 
hend. There are many things, that are very difficult 
in the fearchingofthem out : nevertheiefTe, man by 
a deepe fpeculation can reach high principally, when 
after havinginvocated the holy Ghoft, his maine end 
and fearch bee , toslorifie God in his works. Thou 
mayeft here alfo well obferve, themeamng ofthings 
naturall, and another order in the workeot nature, 
, than that which the Philofophers have taught, which 
was impoffible for them to conceive by their naturall 
reafon, the beginnings of the world, in fuch fort, as 
Mofes hath delcribed them unto us: but let us put 
our Chariot againe into the right way. The Chaos 
being created, firft it is to be thought upon how God 
firft of all did difpofe thereof. Above ail things it is 
necelTaryfirftof all to ailigne it a fixed place, forwee 
fee, that the heavieft of ail bodies is the Earth,to which 
this Mafle hath a better reiemblance than to the Hea- 
ven. Now had it not beene in fa fixed place, it might 
eafily have falneinto amtifimti* of pieces, the weight 
alwayes urging the motion. But to the end hee may 
here marke well the beginning of things, let him well 
obferve, that God of the moft bafeft and grofleft cle- 
ment/)!: tbe moft ilfavouredlr,ahd without any forme 
beginneth his creation by little and little, mounting 
up to the higheft, to the nobleft, and to the divinelt 
things, Obierve like wife, he beginneth with the moft 
follid , and moft firme bodies , that the things which 
ought to be prepared appertaining to the life and per- 
fe&ion of Creatures,, which are all iraile arnl change- 
able^ the end ( i fay) that all thefe things might have 
afirme fubjecl: to which they might bee fattened and 
made firme : He* afligned then a place for the Earth, 
and the Chaos, to wit,a point in the midft of the void, 
upon which it refted, and beyond which i t is 
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t per- 

mttted tomoove. Thmsthegreateft Miracle of all 
nature , furpaffing the capacity of man , and humane 
credence: were it not that the wheeling courfe of the 
ftarres, and the Navigations round about* the world, 
cUdnotmauifeftly wi tneiTe the fame : for who could 
beleeve,that fo ponderous a weight couldfubfift han- 
ging in the middeft of the Heaven? and yet the truth 
thereof makes us belee v e i t, who is he that could un- 
derftand, that fo huge, and lb heavy a Mafle, can fub- 
fift ,and without any fupporter fettle it telle? what man 
is he that can imagine tr\at it hath a foundation there 
where it hath no underpropping? riehtly did Godthen 
difputingwith lob^inthe midftofhisanguifti demand 
of him, if he underftoodpfcr* he laid the foundations of 
the Earth, hee should declare it. lob J8.4. Here is the in- 
fcrutable wifedome of God , and his incomparable 
power, therefore it is not poffible for a man to give a 
found realbn touching this groundworke, but onely 
the will of God, who followeth the. caufes and reafons 
whichare hidden in hirnfelfe,and whom all things muft 
obey. <~rfs he willed, foit was done ; his will minifters 
him matter forthe framing aud forming of all things, 
his will, from one fole bodie , from one onely forme, 
falhioneth many ofdiverfe formes 5 from that which is 
without life, and without any activity , he prodnceth it 
immediately into force, and vigetative vigour, into 

life,rnotion,fence,and intelligense 3 and which is more, 

all 
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all things which hee created, are fo tied and agree to- 
gether, by amutualllove, whereuntoalltlungstendj 
that hee caufeth them by the fole impreffion of his 
will, to have a naturall affedion, and acertaine incli- 
nation to that duty whichis imprinted in them,accor- 
ding to their Creators will , by the harmonious con- 
fent of the Ideas in the divine thought: fo this Chaos, 
and above all, that which is the heavieft in it, to wit, 
the Earth, defireth unceffantly the point, which is af- 
fignedto it in this vacuity, by an impreffion from the 
will of God, and is mooved towards him, by a certaine 
defire inks ponderofity , till that it hath obtained a 
like retting place on all parts , fupporting and i uftai- 
ning upon it, the other parts of the world, as upon its 
Ihoulders. This then is the nature of the Earth , and 
fo likewife of the chaos, and the Sympathy, which it 
hath with all other creatures , whichhefubje&ethto 
all in the feate, which he hath appointed to it , which 
is the Center of the world, and being fettled firme, 
roundaboutthe Center, refteth, andbeareth upall 
other things, andfeeingit is moft imperfeft, it feekes 
helpe and bleffing from on high , to produce that 
which it is enjoyned to doe. In this point then , the 
Chaos refteth neceffarily, becaufe the LORD hath 
appointed this for its place of repofe , and as a bound 
tor the motion of its weight , which law and limit , it 
cannot , nor will not furpafle s becaofe the Lord 
hathfpokeuiit muftbe fo,aud this nature, this sympa- 
thy is given to it from the Lord, as a neceflary fufteo- 
tation of all the Species and Indeviduals. For whicfc 
reafon, David faith, Pfal. 104.5. & bath laid tbe founda- 
tion of the earth upon Bafes, that it should not be mooved fei 
€W.andPfal.i3<5.tf. Ogivetb*nk£sto him that flretck 
eth out the Earth dove the waters. Now becaufe thi: 
Chaos ist^motherofaUCreatures,notonelyotuu 

inferiour bodies , but alfo of the celeftiali , andotal 
things created,as we lhaliheareanon 5 weoughtnot* 
doubt, but all the Elements, yea all the Heavens , u 
to the very higheft , bcare the nature of their mothei 
fome more , fomeleffe, and have fome weiehttor t 
incline downewards, towards the midft, and exercife 
their Sympathy, as well towards the Earth, as among 
themfelves , by a certaine cherrifhing , a gentle 
touching, and as it were by a feeling. 

Nowexperiencealfoteacheththis^thatthc weigh- 
tier! things, by nature draw more eafily , and neareft 
to the Center of the world, andthe feate (Ifey) ot 
ponderous things. Whence proceedeth a moft cer- 
taine reafon of orderin the univerfe , that the things 
which are lighteft, andfubtileft, have the fuperiour 
place,and not onely that, but alfo the Spsencall fagure 
Of the Chaos,and of the whole world,take fromhence 
their Sourfe , for feeing the nature of the Chaos was 
iating,andfoaltogether,and that ailfides of equaU 
wrtue, and facility,was borne by its weight to this re- 
tting place, fothat all the extremities were equally 
diftant from the Centered fubfifted fromevery part 
of the Center with a like weight : forif.the diftance 

thereof had beene une- 
quall from the Center, 
more weight had laien 
upon the one fide of 
the Center, than upon 
the other.Suppofethat 
in this Cube theCenter 
bee 4 the extremities, b 

cde and that thou be- 
houWeft b outof d , ro 
the Angle rfinthe midle 

fide.the Kneels much 



longer , than the line c a or e a. The mauer then 
which mould reft upon the Center , according to a 
b or d a would have much more weight upon it, 
then that which is according to ca or ea the weight 
then of d a would beare it downe , and in (hoveing 
it forward , it would fall topfie-turvie , upon c a and 
ea till it came together into alike weight, that is to 
fay, of a like diftance from theCenter, the matter, 
being liquide , and fleeting. The Chaos then muft 
neceiTanly confift of an equall weight under theSphe- 
ricallfigure , and no figure elfe could bee fo conve r 
nient for the world, fince that the fuperiour and moft 
perfect bodies , ought to march about the circurnfe- 
rence of the Earth, for the helpe of generation , by a 
perpetuall circumvolution, lohnde Sacrobujco, , and 
fome other Mathematitians , approove belt of the 
SpWicallfigureofthe Earth, by fome apparent Ac- 
cidents: but it is much more excellent,to demorftrate 
every thing from the fountaine it felfe, and out of the 
caules(l fay)becaufefoUidfcience proceedeth by this_ 
way. It is cleare then, that the point found out of 
thefe things alreadie prooved, ought to be called the 
Center of the World; becaufe of the weight thereof, 
and the fetling place of al ponderous things.Now Phi- 
fitians cali.it the loweft ot all, and the other the rngfap 
eft, in affirming that the motion towards the middle, 
is made downeward,but from the middle upward^nd 
A«t rt S htly,becaufe thatought to becaUcdfupreai 
which is moftpertea, and which may conferreupon 
others fome more excellent nature; but the lowed: 
is the. fartheft from off them , as well in place, as in 
condition.

MOfes flieweth moft clearely,that the light which 
was created out of the Chaos in the beginning, 
was the principle of althings made by God, P ro- 
ducing out o&he fame.all the works of the fixe . dayes; 
now his 6rft propofition argueth 
was nothing created by God , before this matter , 
Ser^ifehelwould no! have eonftituted thereintte 
beginning of the Creation Seeing then , that all 
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atter, andontof it,to 
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things are made after this 
fearchas is requifite , the originallof nature , ai 
conftitute the beginnings, according — ^ 
naturaH Pnilofophy* It is neceffary above all things 
to confider moft diftgently, what this primary matter 
was. TheH^thetfPMfefo^isrs tr^tedthemfelves

fcribe it by a«fimifitude thef neer eft to the thing,being 
. taught by a moft ancient tradition, that the firft mat- 
tetof all was A P H A K and ti Aif , hee added that this 
fame matter, had not onely a paffive htneffe to all 
things, as others w ould have it ^ that it might receive 
formes induced from elfewhere , bat that it aftually 
(fupply not exprelly, but potentially) conteyned in it 
ielfe, or in its owne eflence all fortnes,and aU ^ifecies, 
wherein furelyheerrethnotfarreiftoifithetriith, as 
it (hall appeare in the progrefle, but if hee wouldhave 
the fpecies to be formed from the matter 9 as Pfotin 
leemethtofay, certainly therein hee erred: %i$he 
moft imperfed cannot produce the moft perfeft, but 

it felfe hath need of one to perfeft it. Now for toat- 



tayne 
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tiyne to the true doftrine of the primarye matter, 

omitting the dreames of the Paeans (I fay,) breiflly , 
what Ithinke ought firft to be thought of it, and in 
thepurfuit thereof will proove it out of the word of 
pod , and the confent of perceptible nature with it : 
fuch then is the irate of this matter. 



The omnipotent God Lord of nature , is able only 
to create whatfoe ver hee willeth , whereof John the 
Baptift gives teftimonie in the j. Chapter of Ma- 
thews Gofpeil, anditi^the 3. likewife or JLuke, Tbai 
GodJi jbk tfthofi jUnes, to raife vp Children vnto Abra- 
ham^fetC^ And who without any fubje&ed matter 
to workevpon, was able out of nothing to create this 
vn%fe^0t»14mnch more could hee then alfo in a mo- 
ment, make one of al^att whatfoeverhee would. Ne- 
verthfites hee himielfe , hatixMowed: in creating 3 a 
maru^r^ andrute, which hee gave to nature as wee 
ihaU fefcanefl. Now nature being once ordayned, and 
conftitutea^by God;doth not all what (hee willeth jOut 
of att that Osee w«ikfih*.but.&ee engendreth it out of 
the rflatcer , which ist&eneereft to that, which nature . 
Propdfetfe, forfiiehis his infinite providence. So (hee 
ciige^idf^h\nx^o^coftflxmecoriK^ an earthy 
and watenA moiftUre , neither doth (hee produce 
fire oi*rof wefier, butotifiofoyle, andyec moreout of 
brimftenej Aquatoief'tJaen, accommodated to things, 

which a^engendi«d*iSr«^niredia tEic matter , atid^ 

wee fee fey t& vniyeffaU law of nature once confti- 
wted God^ thatnothing is begot out of nothiog, 
norout-6faaia«ter aiFeAedta the contrary, off im- 

prope^ t& g^e*ttiOB; ' 

AH operate then of nature , in the matter affe- 
fted torae conttary andimproper, isvioknt, lefle 
neverfh^btheiimpiK^er, thanin the affe&edto 
the cOfi»ary^ Now. dw, whick&fireth force, the 
operaton^ being takan%ray, it returnetfeto itaatu- 
rall ciotuift, untifleitbe vaoquShedby antaA of lon- 
ger dutance, andby little and httk is drawneintathe 
nature of thte Operator MGenetataootie^iathe 
matter i^ viok^, W«e% , that it was without all 
qualities and natural* afifedio^whereby ic may been- 
cUn^dtoengender. Now the Generatioij» and conti- 
nuation of thefoe^i«s , their nudtiphcaoon , and the 
agreement , and fyinpariiy of things among tbem- 
felves^nece^ieasitisfaio^hithe $ €hap. and as a 
man may fee mamfeftBe, throughout in the Oecono- 
my of the world: It was requifite then that the matter 
out of which fomethhig was to be engendred , (hould 
firft have fbra© nalure , an4 condition proper to it 
fehe , Which might be msete to^fihe foecies intended , 
which ©tight to Deengendred out of it. 

Thisfime nature it in lome fort, it lad not had a 
roote ilgbe pr imatie matter, out of the creation,how 
conld ffi^e inctyned to that dutie , whereuqto God 

had appointed all things, to wit, to Vet ve for the ufe of 
man? what fympathjecould there ever be of things a- 
mong themlelves ) which is fo necef&rie to be known 
andoofervedbyus, that the holy Ghoft, which fus- 
tayneth, and direfteth all things created to this ufe 
(the ApoftlePaulfpeakingin the 8. Chap.to the Re- 
mains deferibeth it amply) when hee ftieweth us , the 
incomparable greatenefle of the glorie, which (hal be 
manifefted to us by the fervice of thefe creatures , 
faying 1 neemtieBiXieaathnfiftk^AturewMtetbf^ 

doth *e dutie , which God hath impofed upon it 
cheerfelhe , fuftayning careftllie mankindem this 
life, irithaG^firetfetthey might be faved, and bee 
ledd toGod their Creatour. And fo this ferviceofthe 
Creature faith hee is done to many in vaine , and un- 



profitable, and neverthelefTe is not fubjecl: to this va- 
nitie of its owne accord,tbat is, it is not all one, whe^ 
ther it is ferviceable to the good , or to the badd , but 
as much as it is able, doth the office , which is enjoy- 
nedtoit; to the glorie of God and the Salvation of 
man, NeyerthelefTcGodhathfubjeaeditto this va- 
nitie, that it might ferve alio to the wkked,though in 
vaine yet not fimplye, but by reafon of him,who hath 

fubje&ed the fame in hope, if perad venture they 
might in groping, taftethe benignity and benevo- 
lenceofGod, and be converted. And to (hew, that it 
ferveth tothe wicked unwilUnglyia4ding 4 thatit{hall 
be dehvered from the bondage of corruption, into 
the glorious liberty of the Children of God , after 
which the whole Creation groaneth,to wit,till Chrift 
J out Lord, and nature having finifhed the laft prppaga- 
1 rion of mankinde , (hall bring his faithfull ones into 
the glory of God his Father ; thou feeft here moft 
taamfettly, how great the Sympathie of aU things is 
betweene them, and man, which were impoffible to 
be done out of a matter without all forme, or void of 
any quality or affection. But thou wilt lay out ofthe 
Eiutoibpby of the Pagans, that God hath Jince given 
afocme unto the matter created, out of which there 
after generation and propacatjon is made. And to 
what purpofe I pray you, hath he made in the. fecond 
placeCand by a fecond operation, that which he might 
have done at ttie Srft^ndby the firft Creation?might 
hee not afwell from the beginning , have given the 
matter properlie qualified, in it's owne nature , as af- 
terward to have given the qualitie, and that by force? 
Againe, can hee which is aU forme,vertue,a moft per- 
fe& a a moft nnghtie, and a moft good ad: , the begin- 
ning it felfe , and the fountaine of good,, procreate 
fomethingali^ethe^widioutXonne, and moft ahe- 
i^dftomallcjnanner of afedipnandaiaion? Now 
tte Lord would create, inaahis.chiefe wotfce, after 
his owne image , tor orAerwife how could he en^. 
joy the glorie of in^miUtude? Things that 
are unlike% delight not in dungs unlike , but ab-i 
horxe them , in is then requifite for man to have a 
great fimilitude with Gpd,as hee whichought to par- 
ticipate greatlie of his glorie.

that which is finite, and that which is infinite. Out of 
this Symphony alio of the Creatures, ortheconfent 
and concordance of nature and office, foiloweth a 
Sympathie, the which is neceflary; becaufe of the end 
of the Creation. The things which hitherto have 
beene fpoken of, partly in general!, and alfo partly de- 
monttrated touching the matter and forme oi the 
Species, Miniftry, and Sympathie , (hine forth more 
clearely , and thall bee proovedinthe hiftoryofthe 
Creation. Let us now then come to fpeake of them.

Of the time cftht beginning iff the CredtUn. 

The firft day. 

WHen as the Lord began to create the Starres , 
and their motion was not yet in being, and con- 
fequently, as yet there was notime , according 
tothePhiiofbphers definition; nevertheles this dark- 
fome fpace,which proceeded or went before the light, 
is accounted for a part of this day, and is called Night ; • 
and Evening : Gen. 1.5 . and constituted with the light 
following , unto its fetting, a naturall day, equallto 
them that followed. This eternail fpace then is mea- 
furedbyGod, by the firft, andlaft, according to the 
greatnefie of the parts,and there is nodirTereucc,with 
0 D the 
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thetimc of tfeePlilficians, faring that it cannot bee \ 
Itwafored.but by the compatifou of meafure, borrow- 
ed out of the Creation ; for this eternity goingbetore 
the world , had neither as yet yeares, moneths, or 
dayes, or any fuch like accident whereby it might bee 
tneafured. And ifthe time ofthe Phifitians cannot be 
meafnred, ftall it therefore ceafe to be time? tor the 
tneafurineof time, is an accident belonging to time, 
it cannot Bee defined. Whatfoeverisknowne to bee, 
hath its definition in the nature of ir.thoughit cannot 
be expreffed by words. So Eternity is truely knowne 
tobei , becanfecommon underftanding fhwethit : 

confidering, there is not an y ^ c ° nteir 5*;^ " ° I 
be, which never was , ^tbat which is , fomenmes , 

not to be, and therefore that which there is no doubt . 
butthatfometime,orinfometimeitwas, andthisis 
acommon opinion, thatthatwhich was in noame, 
and which is irt» part, that that is not at all. For it is 
impoffibleto coneeketUe effence of any thuig.with- 
ont the circnmftance of time and place. Therefore, 
forthe manning of ambiguous and captious tearmes, 
and many vaine imaginations, drawne from the de- 
finition of times and pba,althou8h at this dayinuie, 
and whereby deceiveable Sophifters obfcnrethe un- 
dertodme, as it were with a thick mill, it is better to 
apply thelpirit to the fubftance* themfc v« of time 
anapW.otifthouwUtmayratherbecalkdEuence, 

and ifyee cannot expreffe their reafons, becaufe ex- 
toreffe words are wanting, neverthelefle to contem- 
plate them, after fome conceived finule. So thou 
mayeft imagine time to bee a certaine exwnfionoi 
dunrice, beweene the firft, and the lafr, which after 
the Creation of the world, i s exquifitely meafured ,by 
die ctmftant, and immooveable motions of the Rare, 
andthontrhthere werenofachmeafurings before the 

Creation of the world , yetitceafed not tohave time 

to it, and if any fpeculation require* the mealunng, 

wewiUapplybyourdionghtthemeafuresof this our 
time , touching the externum to the eternall parts 
thereof. As if wee would in fome forte declare the 
eternity of God , wee may fay it was a thoufand ages 
( I fpeake of fo great an externum) before the Creation 
ofthe World, andbefidesthem, a thoufand more al- 
io, and a thoufand befides, and fo forward without 
end. Andfo acommon underftanding, may in fome 
forte meafiirethepartsof eternity, and what neede 
havewehereofanyfubtile Tergiverfations, and La- 
berinths ? Things which are eternall and uncreated, 
are eafily conceived by fome fuch like conception, 
whentiieyarenotdefinedorwelldefcribed. And the i 
word of Godafcribethoften to him, eternall andinfi- 
nite ages, from the firft, tothelaft, accommodating 
it to the common capacity , which hee likewife hath 
formed. Wee may alfo fuppofe the place to bee a cer- I 
taine fpace.wherein the thing is,which we will devide 
into three Species , into that which exceedeth the 
comprehenfion, into the eqnall, andinto the letter, 
notdeterminingof any thing touchingthe greatuelfe 
ofthe comprehenfion. According to the firft, man is 
in a home: for the fecond, every body is in the water, 
or aire , comprehending on all fides the extremities: 
according to the' third, everything, and God princi. 
pally is alio in the very leaft place : the creature ac 
eording to the figure Synecdoche.but God according 
tohis whole Effence. Ifanyone, thefetbings being 
thus determined, mould doubt, that fomething was 
ordained eternally befides God,he muft confider.that 
time and place are brought in God, yeafrom hisefc 
fence , confidering , that effence cannot bee without 

timeand place. For God [as nbv Dumfitnt fpeaketh

Let us lay then with Mofcs verfe the fi&M** 
beginning of the Creation and firft n^Jy ^ 
m a S dc by V> ^d that the night isthe firft putof 
the day , and that we ought to begin the time ot th* 
World/fromthefirftmomentortheCreation. and 
that God therefore hath not onely ordamed a weete 

of dayes,as a memoriallof the Crearion,but he would 
! alfohaveus, that wee ftiould take likewife the begin- 
nine of every day, from the fetting of the Sunne, ana 
from the Evening, andthatthofejudgeamifle, who 
would have that the ancient Hebrews did begin the day 
from the riling of the Sunne, perfwading them there- 
unto by fome paffages of the holy Scripture , milun- 
derft ood, and perverted,in Exodus. Chap. 1 2. 1 8. The 
Solemnitie ofthe Pa/over is commanded to be ce- 
lebrated for ferai dayes, the beginning, and the end 
whereof is apponited inthe evening : And the Lord 
ordaped the firft , fcthelaftdayfolemne. verf.i6.lo 
that the firft of John the 19. v. j 1. is called the high 
Sabboth, and the Hebrews callParafceve, that is, the 
preparation, the 14 day of the moneth, in which die 
, Lambe wasfacrificed,betwecne two Evenings, &di- 
ftinguKhedfromthePaffover immediately following 
as appearethMatth: 27. 62. Marke. 1 j. 4*% Luke 21. 
verie s +. John 19. verfe 5 1- Thefe are then , two 
I dayes, and two evening* following one another. The 
I firft is the end ofthe fourth day,the other after Sunne 
fetting, of the nigty following,whtch appertained! to 
tl\e day following. Betweene thefe two evenings, hee 
commandeth in the fixth verfe, that the LambThould. 
bepreparedandflaine , but thatcouldnot be donein 
a moment,deviding the one, and the other day ,there- 
fbre, the evening is taken more largely, forthevef- 
I pertine time , andincUning totheend of the day , or 
ne xt ending the day , and following incontinently. So 
verfe the eighteenth, when hee commanded them to 
eate the unleavened bread, upon the fourteenth day 
from the evening, he meaneth from the evening end> 
| ingimmediately , thedaybeing ftmtup. For Teeing 
that the fettingof the Sunne^ffinguifliththedayes, 
as yee might in which the Pafchall Lambe was eaten, 
and the part of the day before the Sunne^fetting , in 
which they flew the Lambe, may be referred to a day> 
In Marke the 16. it appeareth more clearely , that 
the night was the beginning of the naturail day. Vfbm 
the Samtb-day voa* pafi (faith hee) the women brought 
fame ointments, which was not lawfull for them to do 
upon tne Sabboth, they did this then in the evening,' 
the Sabboth being ended, becaufehee addeth , that 
very earely in the morning,the firft day ofthe weeke, 
they came unto the Sepuicher. The Hebrewes thea 
began theirnaturali day, from the evening and the let- 
ting ofthe Sunne, becaufethe firft day ofthe Creati. 
I on began from the night.

THe firft thing then which God created , was 
this Chos, wnereof hitherto we have difcour-

for the Earth was firft finilhed, and brought forth her

A Hee addeth that this Chaos had not yet,that which 
was moft neceflfarie forthe conftitution of nature, ge- 
nerative and procreative of all things,to wit, tbeisght.

proper lawes of nature, to the Elements ,Elemen- 
tare* and to the Cceleftiali, matter Coelefti all. It is 
to bee underftood ne vertheleffe , that alwell the Ele^ 
ment of the ayre, as the heaven it felfe % wherein the 
Scarres are, have beene noted afterward in the facred 
Scriptures, under one and the fame name , as for that 
then, which concerneth the name , which was orday* 

j Qod,thefe two were in the beginning 
of one, and the fame conditioniand were created to* 
6ethcr , without diftin&ion , but prefently began to 
be feparated,to wit, when it was requifite to forme the 
Firmament, and the Starres of the nobleft part of it. 

Obfervenow, what the matter of the Cceleftiali 
fubftancewas. The Element of water,began now to 
appeare, and to be gathered together in the Arch of 
the Chaos, ere there was light , which was neceflary 
to the operations of nature. And behoId|(faith hee) 
the Spirit of God moovedvpon the face of the waters , hee 
ftirred vp a vehement wind out ofthe Chaos, to move 
the waters , not yet feparated from the Earth and to 
make them mount vp into higher waves , that by this 
agitation, the water might begjnby little & little to 
feparate it felfe from the moft groffe fubftance of the 
Earth , and the moft fubtileft Spirit being ftirred out 
of this waterifii part of the Chaos,was rnade ay re,and 
the more part of the iEthereall ayre, or Cceleftiali 
fubftanccs. This blaft made thefe three things, the 
firft day, which without all doubt , made the agitation 
to endure longer, and it became more forcible, and 
vehement, a greater abandance of this windie Spirit 
being ftirred vp, till fuch time that at laft , the earth 
began to fuftaine it felfe , and to gather it felfe more 
together, it allayed by little andlittle this agitation, 
and this windy agitation being fomcwhat exKauft and 
cofiimed,it began by degrees to reft. When then thou 
beholdeft the heaven to be extra&ed , and formed of 
Water, not yet feparated : thou mayeft eafily from 
thence underftand, that it hath fome affinity with the 
Earth, much more with the Water, from whence the 
Hebrewes call it SHAM AIM, from the word ESff 9 
which fignifieth waters, becaufe it is made of waters, 
and carry eth the Starres about it, z&etfUmtd waters $ 
according to that which E«g*fei^writeth , touching 
the Etymology of this noune. But feeing that the 
Chaos had heavineffe,as well as greatneffe, and what- 
foever hath beene made thereof; refembleth in fome 
wife the nature of a mother, the heavier^nd the more 
ignoble, fettled together in one, but the lighter, and 
more noble Subftance, which was as it were the fatnes 
of all the Chaos,being carried upward,was a long time 
coupled with the Superiour, whence it came to pafle, 
that the Heaven was created of the more noble part 
ofthe one , and of the other Elements , before they 
were feparated everyone into his place, hence it is 
that the Heavens excell in beauty , nobleneffe, and 
vertue, all the other Elements, as having beene crea- 
ted ofthe more noble fubftance ofthe Chaos,yea like- 
wife in the Heaven, the higher things are more excel- 
lent than the inferiour 5 moreover, the Celeftials have 
a perpetuall Sympathy, and affinity with the Elemen-

intvmc definite. Soalfoin the adions ofGod, when 
hee faith, GtdAvideJ the light from the darkenefe , hee 
intendeth not an externall adion , but the perpetuall 
will of God, whereby alone hee begirnieth and perre- 
deth all things preordayned in tyme. Now I will not 
fay that in this day, this devifion was compleate, alter 
I which the fourth day , the Sunne , and ail the Starres 
were finally perfefted , but hee giveth the wife , not 
obfeurely to underftand this coUe^ion of light 
whereof 1 have fpoken, and that the fame proceeded 
thus farre this day,that the light gathered together in 
I onepartof theheaven, might have power to fet, lea- 
vine behindeitthe night , and darkneffe. Alter the 
wo& of this day ended,hee addeth this light to have 
beene approoved&teftifyedbyGod for g^which 
hee did not of aUCreatures,but of thefe onely, which 
above all others bringethto man an excellent bene- 
I fit, and illuftrateth , and recommendeth excellently, 
theworke, and the intention of God. So inthings 
following hee extolleth with the fame praife the dry- 
nefle of the Earth, the generations of Hearbs,Trees, 
and Fruites , the offices of the Sunne , Moone, and 
the Starres, the waterifh living Creatures, after alfo 
theterreftrialls. Ail which things , man being finally 
.created, hee approved them to be very good, as thofe 

which were moft convenient for his fervice,for whole

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feke they were created. The voor\s of the lord are great, 

fought out of all them that have flcajure therein. Pfal. i 1 1 . 
v.2 .Light then being brougnt into the world,the firft 
day was accomplished , which he faith coniifteth of 
the evening, & of the morning , or of the night, & of 
the day f hee calieth it naturall from the Latins. Hee 
placetn the night before , becaufe that from it the 
creation began,for the light could not be created the 
firft of ail things , according to the idea of all things 
conceived in the underftanding of the Workmafter, 
but the matter was requifite before, out of which it 
ought to be formed.

The fecond daj begmntthi 

AFter the couching of the light , followed the 
fecond day, wherein the firmament was crea- 
ted. But he addeth not out of what matter 
Godwouldit(houldbemade:butthis is majuifeft by 
the creation of the light. For feeing the light was 
produced out of the waters.facK as ^ have faid * and 
all kghtcommeth from trie firmament, it is certaine 
that that lucent fubftance which brought forth the 
day,and obtayned the circular motion, was made this 
day into the firmament^ Whence the firmament in 
the holy tongue is called Shamaim, becaufe it is of the 
lame fubftance with the lightj towit,wateri(h,though 
a little more ignoble. For the light,as being the more 
noble, required alfo the more noble part of the fame 
fubftance, wherefore the fpecies and nature thereof 
was alfo later perfe&ed. to wit, the fourth day. This 
firmament Mofes calieth R A KI A i by which word 
difFufion, extenfion, expanfion, and diftenfion are fig- 

nified. The reafon therefore of this name is taken 
out of the worke of the creation, which was made in 
this order , and fuccefle. By and by fo foone as the 
winde fell to blowe upon the deepe , it exhaled up- 
ward, and the ay rie , and celeftiall fubftance was dif- 
fufed, wherein whatfoever was proper to light (dige- 
fted into a luminous eflence) ftraight begun to be ga- 
thered together, to make vp the day : as aho the fub- 
ftance of the future firmament, wherein the light was 




athered together, and permanent, elevated on high 
om the element of theayre 5 diffufed,extended, and 
difplayed, as afaile or tent about the whole inferiour 
world , and having diurnall motion , even from the 
verie firft day , and carrying about with it the light. 
This firmament therefore by reafon of this diffufion, 

extenfion,andexpanfion,isproperlie called Rahia, not 
forthefoliditie, or compaft force of the fubftance, 
which Rakia doth not fignifie. Neither doth the mat- 
ther, whereof this firmament is made, nor that expan- 
fion, which here Mofes attribute* to it 5 and alfo Ifai: 
cap. 42. v. 5. and 40. v. 22. Alfo Pfal. 104. v. 2. carie 
with it neceflarilie fuch a foliditie , and fuch a force of 
fubftance; nor is to be fuppofed to carie with it: unles 
fome argument thereof in the word of God did clear- 
lie appeare. The comparifon taken from a faile 
foread & extended with the windes, & a tent firmelie 
let up anddifplayedjdoth rather declare the ftabiiitie, 
immobilitie, and incorruptibilitie of it : fuch a firma- 
ment would God fignifie, & have to be , that it might 
be a perpetuall ayde, and upholder, of fraile and cor- 
ruptible things. And what profit , I pray you , (hould 
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be there of the rigiditie and force of yron , or hard- 
nes of the adamant ; where there is no wearing , ikk- 
thing that can corrupt } God alfo called this firma? 
ment, heaven, or Sbamaim, that we might underftand 
it to be of the lame fubftance with the light , and to- 
gether with it to have been created. Here is to be ob^ 
lerved that Efdras lib.4. cap.6. repeating the creatidn 
of the world, faith of this firmament : And on the fe~ 
cond day (faith he) thou created the Sfirit of the firmament, 
and commanded it, &c. The order of the creation tea- 
cheth , the proportion of ponderous & heavie things 
teacheth , the rariti'e of fubftance and experience 

teacheth , that by how much higher from the center 
of the world bodies are diftant , they are more rati- 
fied, lighter, and more Spirit uall: and therefore it ne^ 
cefTarilie followeth , that thofe things that refide 
higheft of all, are moft Spirituall. Now this firma- 
ment is much higher than theeiements,wherefore it 
is alfo much more Spirituall than the ayre , and moft 
of all in the extreame fublimitie of it , where fd 
marie Starrs have a perpetuall, moft conftant, and 
lelTe variable motion. Now it was necelTarie fuch a 

heaven to be made, after that the mafculine force s 
which fubfifteth in the lpiritdall fubftance , was to be 
inferted into it : to helpe the imperfe# power of en- 
gendring Of thefe inferiour things. Neither did it 
fijifice , the fubftance thereof to be fuch equallid 

throughout the whole, that is to fay homogeneaU but 
according to the varietie and nature of things , a va- 
riable and turgent fecunditie was alfo required t 
which fhould extend it felfe abroad by a naturall in- 
clination to ripen the fruits of the inferiour world : 
and as it were to doe the office of a midwife in help- 
ing them to bring forth • But that fecunditie lyeth 
in the exundant Spirituall eflence, & fortitude there-, 
of, wherefore there ought to be made a colle&ion of 
this Spirituall fubftance, which is in every heaven j of 
part thereof, into one bodie Sphericall , as a member 
? enitall. So in the heaven of the Sunne, the chiefe 
orce of the Spirituall fubftance is colleded into the 

globe of the Sunne : Idercurie and Venue adjoyned td 
it for the helpe of generation. So the Moone and the* 
Stars from the firft beginning of the created light ^ 
according to the exigence of their office, were collet 
cted every one into their one feverail globes: and the 
fourthday finally perfected. Aho the heate & Splen- 
dor of the light, or rather eradiation , was necelTarie 
to the a<£ ofthe generation of the Spiritual! vertue t 
produ&ion, & intention: wherefore when God crea- 
ted the light , he made light alfo the Spirituall fub- 
ftance of heaven. Now if it were poffible for any 
one to know the naturall caufe, and originall of light 
in fubftance , he {hould attayne unto a great myfterie 
to inquire after , and in fome fort to finde out , the 
nature of the Starres , which without doubt follow 
their efficient, and materiall caufe, forif thou doeft 
apply all the fubtilitie of thy minde,thou (halt fee the 
creation of things almoft follow the naturall order of 
caufes, & from caufes to deduce caufes, untillit come 
totheeffe&propofed. Andriisisthe incomprehen- 
sible wifdome of God, that of one&r& created , he did 
fo forme and inftitute nature , according to the uni-* 
verfall Idea , that he may be thought no Iefle to have 
imitated , than created and ordayned it. For crea. 
ting by his willand power the univerfall Idea of na- 
ture, moft exadllie conceived , he doth alfo moft 
exadtlie imitate and expreffe , that both in the Idea , 
and Fabrickj the fame naturall fucceffe of things and 
of caufes (hould appeare* 
O the moft wife power i and moft powerfull wife^ 
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lameut, corn- 



dome, Awe all admirable How great ought tne ar- 
finity ofnatnre to be unto its Creatour ? UteJOt the 
*J,*ndit»* models willis the eflence of it.where- 
fore as hewUleth, fo is it, andhewiUetb . • and he wil- 
leth it for the lame. Godwilled, and willed with de- 
legation and ftudy , thatthe Heaven and every Star 
in it, by a variable motion, Ihouldferve man, and tor 
man. every creatnre4 . 

This will, this ftudy, even with a certame deledti- 
on , remaineth imprinted in ths Heaven : the Hea- 
ven willeth the fame, is enchned to the ftm e and ex- 
ecuteth it diligently with a certame J**^™ • the 
affeflion of God thereforetowards his Creature , a 
made the affcdion of one Crwture towards ano her. 
This is thefirft and chietecaufe, and the op&n& ot 
all Sympathie , whereby every thing is excited to >the 
execution of their duty. It is not needefu 1 that wee 
flionld attribute to the Heaven any other caufc, ot the 
Angels to be moovers,as though it were of it felteim- 
moovcabl^and difperfed his beatnes idlely,and \rnth, 
out any affection andSympathie to mferiour things, 
MoeverithapnethUmocbletfethatweftouW 

fay, thatkis perpetually mooved of. a divine Spirit, 
but by apeipetuaflnaturc, according to his; jwttonce 
imprinted in it. Yetinthe meane time, ^umk 
tAt this philofopbie concerning Sytnpathy^thou

veHtthilte agreat gaine unto thee, to have learned 
iiisimpeifcrutabiUty, totheetidthoumaycft learne 
more luShly to admire the infimte wifedome of God, 
and With a more teadyminde to reverence haMaje- 
fty. Thisalfolhalt thoueafily gaine, that ^thou ihalt 
finde.thereisnothingcreatedof God without caufe, 
andiuft reafo^tendingto one fcopc or end. Andnow 
I hope thouunderfhndeft what Ejdr* meanethwnen 
fee raith,r**w bS mated the S[Mt of the mnmcnt,*nd 
commanded it: tomtit the^ielhaUmatter, which 
is moft fpiritnaU, perceiving the votd of God, orthe 
impreffionof his will, doth with hta put on the fame 
affe&ion towards man : to wit, that for his caufe wax- 
infe hot, is extenuated, is made fpiritnall, doth elevate 
it felfe on higb,abovethe Element ofthe Aire,extend 

there remaine 6xed : devidinp the waters 
iromtnc waters. Therefore, theceleftialTmatter,ha- 
ving ftom the will of Godandhisimoreffion , obtai- 
ned this Sympathy, & yet mixed with the Aire , and 
tumedintoamorefpirituall eflence, bvitsowne in- 
clination mounted^upward 5 and this is that which he 
faith, The fenndd&yrM cnutd the Spirit of tU Firma- 
ment, though as yet there was no contradion ofthe 
Starres and Planets into Globes. It executed alio the 
reft ofthe Commandemeiit, to wit, the devifion out 
ofthe fame Sympathie, and inclination the fame day ; 

Iremainethin the fame office,untill the will of God 
v „omthe which the Sympathie thereof hath depen- 
dence) be accomplished s as WitneiFeth that of David, 
Pfal. 14S. He bath efiMsbe&tkm (the celeftiali thhigs) 
to endure verptu&fy andforiver^ he b«h gtventhetn a Sta- 
tute, *»a they shall not pAffh it. 
This Firmament was not any particular Heaven 

devided from others, but one Machine of the Hea- 

vens. as is manifeft : for that the fourth day he fct the 



This being granted, what communion 

of natures^rould there be, betweene the 
clementarytWngs>what Sympathy? were not this to 

difturbe all order of things, and to overthrow Gods 
fcopeand intent inhisCrearioa> When tteretopethe 
univerfelilaw of natutedoth fo comport it felfe tho- 
row allthings,communicatingam^themfelv«, it 
canbe nodoubtwany, but that thofe things which 
proceed from mt conformable in it felfe, and not dif- 
cordant, obtaine the fame reafon unto that tw, as the 
Sonne to his Parent, and every thine engendred, to 
his progenitor, exprefle infome fort the nature there- 
of and be inclined unto Wm,as to lus beginning bound 

with the bond of love. Therefore there will bee the 
fame reafon of celeftiali things among themfelves, as 
of elementaries,feeing that ai thinpwere created ftc- 
ceffively ofthe fameMaffe,conformable and concor- 
dant in it felfe $ and thefuperiours outof their noble- 
neffe and perfe&ion, will embrace thefe inferiours, as 
their beginnings, fo much the more ftrongly, bvhow 
much they do more communicate in naturc^nd ferve 
man to their utmoft power. The fuperiours alfobeing 
more purified , more diftilled, andexcoft, having a 
more noble forme fiperadded , will be alfo the more 
noble inftruments of God,untp his fcope and end,and 
will more ftrongly perfbmie their c^ice thereunto. 
Wherefore in my opinion, that which the Aftrologi- 
ans perfwade themlelves of the malice of Saturn and 
of Mars, is moft ab&rd , as we ftiall difcourfe moreat 
large, in the Aftrologicks. 

The Firmament being created s 
was madef f«th Mofes)from the evening and morning 
thefecondday, to wit, beginningfrom the evenings 
the firft, and ending againe at the fetting, and couch- 
ing ofthe light* The reafrnof theday is thefame as 

before 
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before the which fer ving all the time ofthe Creation, 
it iigniheth, thar we ought perpetually to retaine the 
remembrance ofthe Creation. But he called this Fir- 
lament, Heaven- in Hebrew SHAM AIM: if he cal- 

leditby avocaUdiftindion,hefocaUeditfor Adam: 
otherwife that which I havefaid f for God to fay, to be> 
this is the very fame, as to caU % to wit, his eternall will 
Whereby he willed the firmament to be out ofthe Wa- 
ters and made it* 

The ninetb Chapter* 

Of theFabrickof th^ world. 

Of the fifpercek/liall Waters, and the ct eat hit 

of i^ingels. 

OF theSuperceleftiall Waters , there is no where 
any open mention made: but Gen. 1.7. P&l. 148. 
and 4.Efdr.iS.4i. Of themthe opinions of wri- 
ters are divers: lacobus Zeiglerut imagineth very foo- 
Iilhly,that the firft matter was created of God infinite, 
leftthereftiould be thought anything tobe leftwith- 
out the world void: andtbat in creating the world oat 
of that matter,he did not exhaaft the infinity thereof 
but onely adorned fo much as fufficed for the Creati- 
on, and left the reft as it was, which he calleth the 

leftiall waters: voide, anddarfcenefl^ which he afiuv 
methtobeccxcludcdfivMuOie World, by ttoe firma- 
ment: which opinion is too abfurd. For how can it be 
admitted, that the infinite wifedome of Godfttould 
create any thing in vaine ? For that is done altoge- 
ther in vaine which is left void without the world, and 
of no forme or ufe. Which if thou wilt fey was done 
to fill up that Iwilldemand, whetherthere 

was any vacuum there from eternity ,and whether alfo 
this was not created ? It would bring an inextricable 
Laberinth of queftions, nor any meafure , order and 
law, inthe dedtwSNooof the parts of the world out of 
Ac Chaos (houidappeare, bat all things (hould bee 
done without reafon , and without natural! confe- 
auence: fer there Ihouldbe no placeof extenuating 
die matter, dilating, and enobling it. Others, and 
truely not a few, thinke the Saperceleftiall waters, to 
bctheclouds, which atecaTried in the middle rerion 
crftheAite^ andthatdieyarefeparatedbytheinferi- 
ouraire (which is alfo comprifed under the name of 
Heaven ) from the Sea and from the Rivers. But here- 
unto is contrary the holy Teftimony of Mofes, which 
giveth thedevifionto that Firmament , wherein the 
Sunne, Moone and Starres are placed. For the Aire 
which is under the Clouds, and fubj e& to great muta- 
bilities,cannot be called the firmament: which if they 
will call the firmament, becaufe ofthe oeipetaall and 
immutable cituation of it in its place, then (hould the 
water alfo be the Firmament, batanotherfirmenefle 
is required. Such a Firmament was *equifite(as I have 
Cud) which (hould fubfift immutable infubftanceand 
vertue for ever, to faftaine the generation and multi- 
plication of things , according to their Species : but 
this was made after the light, and therefore after the 
Aire, for the Light coold not bee without the Aire, 
whi dh ought to environ the Mafle , and to carry 
the Light , and to make the Day and the Night. 
Wherefore feeingthat this Firmament is made ofthe 
Aiie,and perfeAedonedayafterit, without doubt it 
isjaother different from this inferiour,and more per- 
fection it, above the whidi alfo David placeththefe 
Waters. CfcfcrvefPlalm.t48.) his order in praifing of 
God* pi«ft, ingenerallhee citeth celeftiali things to 

twaifchkn: then furomoneth ail in ajuft order, and

'diftin&ly. Firft thofe that inhabit the fftaven* , to 

wit, the Angels, and the Spirits ofthe blefied : theii 
the parts ofthe heavens : the Sunne,Moone,& Starsj 
that is to fey, the Firmament^ Thirdly the heavens of 
heavenSjtowitithe heavens which environ the firma- 
ment, and comprehend it within thentfelves : or the 
heaven of heaven^as it is Pfal. 113. Laftofail,he moo^ 
veth the waters which be above the heavens • 

Thou feeft how he proceedeth in order froto the 
bafeft, and loweft,to the fupremeft, and higheft : ad^ 
ding alfo a lingular and fpeciall caufe wherefore they 
ought chiefly to praifc God : to wit , becaufe God 
hath eftablifhed them to endure for ever , and hath 
given tbem a law and office which they can not paflc 
unaccomplished. After the celeftiali things, heoaf- 
feth to the terreftriall , wherein he comprehendeth 
the windes, lightnings, haile, cloudes , fowles of the 
heavem to wit,all elementarie things. Thoufeeft then 
two orders of prayfers? the celeftiali , and the elemen. 
tarie* Seeing then he placeth the fuper-celeftiail wa- 
ters among things celeftiali, and immutable , we may 
in no wife believe them to be the cloudes. And Pfeu 
104. v. 3 . God is faid to make continguate, to touch on un- 
otbttjo lay the beamts of hithiib chambers ( that is tofxji 
of the worlds among the water si which can be no other, 
but thefe waters which are above the heavens* 
Now whereof thefe waters are created , & to what 

end,fc dottxnot ©ppeare out of Mofes. For feeing they 
arc not vifible, can not be perceived with the eye,and 
doe not reprefent anything which might be taken of 
Gentiles as matter of Idolatrie , and further feeing 
they are the moft hidden things , and the higheft of 
theuniverfe Creature, which can not be fearchedout 
by any man , it imported not much to explicate theii 
originall and end , or fcope , wherefore alfo Mofes 
concealeth them, and the noly Spirit doth not openly 
reveak them. Yet doth he not make mention of 
them in vaine, but offereth to godlie mindes, matter 

of conceiving fomething higher and intimsteth the 
wifdomeof God highly to be admired , and his inex- 
plicable power, where the moftlharpefubtiltieof the 
underftanding is dulled , and is not able to profe- 
cute any former , the way es , and profund depth of 
them. But the Original! and matter of them, from 
hence may be coprehended , in that he nameth them 
waters : for he fheweth that they are conformable 8c 
conaturall , of the feme nature with the firmament. 
As alfo David when {Pfal . 1 48 J he attributeth , toge- 
ther with Mofes, the higheft place in all the univerfe 
untothem. For feeing all things which hitherto, (afr 
terthe waters moved, andhght created) were madej 
by wder of extenuation, andof perfeaion , were ca- 
ned up on high, and fixed in their place- it may not be 
doubted , but by the fame continued order , it was 
come to the extreame, (aslmayfofay)diftillation, 
andfublimation,inthofefuperceieftiall waters. Then 
thefe waters are the moft clearc , and pure heaven of 
all) which the divines rightly call empyreum, (or feeing 
there is fo great light in the firmament, and colle<fted 
out of the fame fubftance ofthe firmament,which re- 
prefenteth to the eyes and fence, pure fyre , the fub- 
ftance alfo of this laft,audmoft purified heaven,muft 
be a fire much more noble and refplendent , of an 
equall clearnes throughout: as in the which there is 
made nocontra&ion ofthe light into globes , which 
appeareth to be fo made , for that God would termi- 
nate the oeconomie of whole nature , with the con- 
vexitieof the firmament: and therefore writeth that 
divifionof waters to be committed to the firmament; 
to the end that we Ihould underftand,that the werkes 
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of naturearethere terminated, and doe not extend 
hieher, than the fupreame extremity thereof: to wit 

aUwhollycontained within*. ^ that w.thou ^ hat 
convexitie, alUhings are qoietand .mmooveable. 

Now for what end this Superceleft.au wa. :er , and 
this moft cleare Heaven was created , , I will fay that 
which to me feemeth probable- That the Angels 
werccreated there is no man that donbeth feeing 
thereis nothing eternall , except God alone , all the 
reft are Creatures, and have a beginning. But when 
thefe Angels were created it is not eafie to fay. That 
they were not created before the world, it may be 
convinced and prooved, for that it : is faid 
»i»gG*d treat JtheHeavenanJ the 
that Mafle without forme, the mother of Heaven ana 
Earth Now if the Creation did begun from that 
Mafle. then could not the Angels be firft seated Jet 
when the lucent and bright Starres were pbced [m the 
Jirmameht, from that Sme they tooke ^.r be.ng: 
for fo doth the Lord fpeake to Job.chap. 3 8 «• 
kid the comer flone thereof (to wit, of the earth) nhen 

ehomedforjoy. The Sonnes of God could be no other 
than the Angels, for man as then; ^as not created. 
Now if the Angels fungpraifes to God the Creator, 
SiJentefftabh^ theEarthnpon thecorner 

toeether with them , the bright -Cbmu»s 
Starres gavepSfe: thereforethfc third day the An- 
te? SeWa alfo the Starres were , although as vet 
fmSeKo thefirftday inthe morning they be-

FoJfirft the Chaos being created, the Earth began to 
fettle into the Center.

IHe third day God faid, let the materswhiehhee 
under the Heaven, bee gathered together into one

I place, and that which is dry appeare. Mofes nuftd- 
ed nottofay,that finaUy the third day he faid 
this, and began to fepatate : but that his eternall wdl 
was that this third day, the divifionof the earth ^and 
water (hould be perfefted , and the earth be dned up. 
and (hould appeare more high above the waters , ha- 
vine received the waters within her bofoms.to be the 
feat and habitation to aUfcture living creatures and 
aftorehoufe to affoord all fuftenance. What things 
foever are in God are eternaU: his will of deviding,as 
well as of creating was frometernitie } andalio or ac- 
complithingthedevifion, this day was eternaU : and 
when it was finiftied he wiUed it to be made from eter- 
nity, and approved of it eternally . His fentence ftan- 
deth faft, whereof he can not repent.it can not be re- 
dargued, reproved, amended, nor better conceived, 
becaufe his wifdome and prudence is infinite , & doth 
admit no change of counfell & will. Thereforefee.ng 
this day the devifion was compleat ; God faid (faith 
Mofes) thatistofay,fromaU eternity, that the devi- 
fion (hould be made;, and that which is dry appeare , 
that is to fay, that the divifion mould be madeuntill 
that which is dry mould appeare. And when did the 
dry appeare ? even now thethird day of the creation: 
forheaddeth, anditmsfo, to wit, even .now incon- 
tinent after the fecondday , which a little before he 
faid was compleat, andbefore the end of the third 
day , which he will conclude after in the third verfe. 

Now if anyone would comprehend together, the 
devifion beeun.and perfected in one day.what coniti- 
tution thete was of the order, & law of nature, in the 

creation, 
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creation, when as now we fee it to worke fucceffi vely, 
and by caufes » and consequent meanes ? It will then 
neceflarily follow, that God hath created all things 
without any order, and law of nature , and that after 
he ordeyned and gave thefe things to nature : which 
were very abfurd, and impious to thinke: for "things 
ought to bring with them their nature , & law of wor- 
king , from the creation,unles we (hould thinke that 
God in creating wanted either counfell , or was not of 

Eowerfufficient. When therefore in the fecond verfe 
emooved the waters with a ftrong blaft } weunder- 
ftand that he inftitutedthenaturallcaufe,in the works 
following, and that from that tyme the earth was be- 
gun to be feparated from the watenbut that the third 
day this fcparation was perfeded, and compleate. 

This naturall caufe of feparation being obferved, 
the caufe alfo of the inequalitie of the earth j and 
of the gulphes of the Sea may be knowne . For by 
this violence of the winde 9 this Afh*r created in the 
beginning 3 it fo came from divers parts , that it ele- 
vated very high , and from hence colle ft ed the low- 
fctled earth up aloft, but there upon made deepe,a 
great valleys. Thou wilt thinke then that in that part 
in the which is now the Atlantick Sea , a moft vehe- 
ment winde to have fallen upon Aphar , and in lyke 
manner in that part where now Ana , and new India 
are divided : and that the fame windes have made in 

the fame place vafte conratrioes of U> x^ M+A 

e arth & have heaped & raifed it up on high into farme 
lands : alfo that from hence are raifed divers boyfte- 
rous windes, which have caufed the leffer concavi- 
ties, & the waters being on bdth fides carried on high, 
have cdngefted theearth into mountaynes, fo by the 
collifion, repercuffion , or beating ofthe waters one 
againft an other, thou mayeft underftand * that the 
earth was feparated from the waters , and colle&ed 
through the midle regions into moft high mountains ; 
So through Africa, the hill Atlas , and the hils of the 
Moone. By Alia the moiintayne Imaus , and the Caf- 
pian mountaynes;and other mountaynes every where 
were produced.Now the waters after a long agitation 
being purified from all earth,and coUeded into thofe 
places,refided where theLord fet unto them a bound: 
as David faith :Pial. 1 03. v.9.towit , when as all hea- 

vie things approach as neare as ever they can to the 
center of the world, and the water which is fluent, 
andglyding, not able to confift accumulated as the 
earth can ; it doth alway es glide downeward to the ne- 
ther-place , untill it come to the very bottome , the 
plummet, or lead , from whence it cannot afcend a- 
gaine,unles a more heavy thing pofleffe the bottome. 
Thereof it commeth , that all waters not being op- 
pofed, or ftopped by higher bars , doe runne into the 

Sea. - • • 

Nowheare it is to be thought * the Sunne, the 

Moone, and the other Stars tobefoferre forth colle- 
ded , and compared together , that in the nature 
Which is given them, they begin to have more vehe- 
ment forces. For now they increafed unto the 3 day 
in clearenes of light,& naturall vertue. Wherefore it 
is certaine , that it helped much in drying up of the 
earth. The winde alfo in fome fort as yet blowing 
through the ayre , drew , out of myre , and dirt , hu- 
mors perfectly excofted,* extenuated by the Sunne: 
that for two caufes the earth might bedryedup,and 
grow into a greater folliditie : as David faith, Pfid.24. 
God hath eftablifhed the earth upon the waters 5 that 
is to fay, by ficcitie, and folliditie: without the which 
it had remaynedfluxative,arid (relapfed to the deepe 
places) had, according to its nature, fettled under the 



waters : to wit , as being more heavie j and therefore 

forcing them upwards. But we muft underftand this 

ficcitie of the earth ; not to be abfolutc ,but in mcdio- 

critie : fb great as fufficed for the eftablifhment ofthe 

earth, and creation of plants. For the herbes were 

created before it ever rayned , which have neede ot 
moifture,andmanwas formed of clay the 6 day. But 

withall confider this^if the earth had beene altogether 
dry, it could not have beene raifed into high moun- 
taynes , and remaine firme. For there is a certaine 
moyfture which bindeth the earth , whereof, com- 
ming to be deprived,it glideth away as the fand. Nei- 
ther had it beene fit for the engendring of thofe 
things , which God would produce in the bowels 
thereof. Here is alfo to be obferved , now great 
the wifdome of the creator was in making hollow 
thofebayes,Jandchanels, as receptacles otthe wa- 
ters/or fo hath he dift ributed the Sea throughout the 
whole world, that all the Kingdomes of the world 
may have commerce one with an other , and what 
things foever either nature , or art affordeth , may 
transport whither they will. And (which is moft of all) 
that the earth , with the waters cotiefted together , 
making one Sphere, might remaine in one equall baU 
lance:K>r otherwife the earth ihouid not be eftablilhcd 
upon the waters, but the more heavy weight being 
coUeded into one part, would prefle downe all the 
maffeof the earth , towards the center of gravities 
and of the wojld -. * har <fepreffion of the earth ^ 
having elevated* more high* & aloft , the waters lying 
on the other part, would havecaafed them to over, 
flow, ScpoflelTe the next adjoyning lands. For after 
that the earth in the fame quantitie is heavier tharj 
the waters, it is neceffarythat firft thebodie of the 
earth > confift by it felfe in an equall ballance. And 
alfo that the Seasenvironningtheorbeof the earthy 
and communicating together, (hould be fodiftribu«i 
ted , that on every fide lying in an equall ballance j 
they ihouid not bring more waight into one halfe of 
the Sphere , in what circle foever you compafi*e it ( 
than in an other thereunto oppofite. 

If the Seas did not communicate together , but 
fome remained Ihut up within their owne bayes and 
chanels, the earth could in fome forte (although not 
throughout, and in it felfe) confift equally ballance A 
For what weight wanted in one halfe thereof the wa- 
ters would fupply (hut up in it. But feeing the ufe and 
office of the Seas , required a communion of them 
among themfelves , for the neceflary circuit of navi- 
gation: the fame alfo the exoneration and disburde- 
ning of the Rivers reauireth: which by the onely 
communication of the Seas, equally, and according 
to an eqaallballance, may bee diftributed into all the 
parts otthe Sphere : it was firft and chiefel jr neceffa- 
(as I have faid) that the earth (hould remaine in an 
equall ballance, neither could that be fupplyed by the 
waters: for they (hould be raifed and heapedup Wgher* 
in the lighter, then in the heavier part : and therefore 

fhould flow downe, till they had obtained an equall 
height on every fide from the Center. Now if wee 
grant,that thefe waters fupplying that equall ballan ce, 
are fo (hut in, that they cannot flow out : yet two in- 
conveniences would follow 5 the one, that being fub- 
jecT: to corruption, they would infect thofe things 
next unto them , and (hould not be fo ulefuU to hu- 
mane things as they ought : the other, that the earth 
having drawne their fubftance into her bowels, orbe^ 
ing by little and little extra&ed by exhalation , they 
(hould abandon their place, and take away that equa-' 
Ktv that retaineth the whole , chat it cannot budge 
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one way nor other. WWchifany one will maintaine i 

that the waters may bethereconferved, weewiUan- 
£ thltinvaine are imployed agreat numbet of 
meanes (wherein there is more operative labour and 
to the reft unprofitable) to doe that which may bee 
donewithont the fame : and indeed bothmore com- 
pendionfly and more profitably. Whereforethenthe 
fentenceftandethfcft, that the Machine of the earth 
is in it felfe equally ballanced without budgeing < one 
way orother, andUfequentl, ' alfo the • ^a, which,s 
contained withinthe bofomeof it. AndaUb thatthe 
SeaisincontinuaUmotionaeftitJhouldbec^ptoi 

and infeft the aire, and kill [the ^\M°™™>* 
walheth the earth both within and without , that aH 
things (hould be cleane and wholefome > all corrupt!- 
oXngconfumedand^^ ! 
trition.The conftitution of tWight ofthe Center, ;

Hitherto bath betot no other creation but of thole 
chi to which pertained to the generation of 

I things neceffary to the life of man } and might

fervethenl for their habitatii — , 
ofwhich, orbythewhich, thefe things ooj^t to bee 
ensendredandfuftained. Common fence dividethaU 
things createdinto threeclaffes, or rather degrees $ 
into thofe things which have a being; thofe things 
which have Ufe or faculty vegetative 5 and thofe things 
which have fence. Which divifion welt underftood 
and confidered,agreetb very elegantly to .our fubje<a, 
andaideth greatly our fpeculations , andgivetn un- 
derftandingT In the firft degree, itbehoovetbnotto 
underftandonenaked effence,without all forme,qua- 
Utv and efficacy ,fuch as the Philofophers dreamed the 
firft matter to be: fo* I have (hewed that God never 
created any fuch thing, butitbehooveth to under- 
ftand the things, the which whatfoever they are i in 
i vertueorpower.yetaretheyw^ 

in whatfoever place they are , there they reft , there 
i hane a there by themfelves they remaine immoove^ 
able, neither doe aifume to themfelves any augmen- 
tation, or, to fpeake more plainely, which hav e not in 
themfelves force of encreafing: but as nature firft for- 
med them , fothey are, and remaine, not having in 
them any life. In the fecond degree are all things 
i whichhaveinthemthefirft degree of life, towit,ta- 
culty vegetative , & vertue of encreafing, and alpire 
no higher unto Ufe. In the third degree are thofe 
things which ( befides vertue vegetative) have alfo fen. 
fitive,andmove themfelves by their owne proper ver- 
tue, according to the codition of their fence. Hitherto 
the' degrees of the creation proceed from the firft 
matter : and becaofe the vulgare opinion is, that the 
fpirit of man (by which onely he differeth from brute 
I beafts) is not created of the firft matter, but particu- 
larly and fingularly of God : they doe put man him- 
felfe in the number of other living creatures , and 

comprehend him in the third degree of creatures. 
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tint when I lhall have thewed in his place , that 
. en .the Spirit df man is extracted out of the firft 
^atter,by intermediate degrees of perfe&ion, it will 
apjtearethat wemuft conltitute in him a fourth de^ 
gree of Creatures. Therefore the firft degree is of 
thofe things \vhich are. The fecond, of thofe things 
which are ; and have a vegetative vertue- which is the 
firft degree of life. The third, of thofe things which 
are, which live, and have fence ; and by fence moove 
voluntarilie. The fourth, of thofe things which are, 
which live, have fence, underftand, anddifcourfe: or, 
to fpeake more briefly: i.whichare. 2.whichgrow. 
3. which have fence. 4. which underftand and dif- 
cCHiffe : for the fuperior degrees comprehend the in- 
feriour. To t hefe 4 degrees it behooveth a Philofo- 
phet diligently to apply his minde, and afcending,and 
proceeding by thefe degrees 9 to obferve the order of 
the creation. Neither yet is it to be imagined,that all 
thofe things which are of the firft degree , were pro- 
created before thofe things which are of the fe-

cond : for it was not neceffarie, that precious ftones, 
and metals, Ihould be before herbes. For we muftfet 

downe this in the firft place: that thofe things were 
firft to be cttated, which were firft moft requifite for 
the ufe of man. Perries and mettak,though they had 
beene created long after man , could bring,nor caufe 
no difcommoditie at all unto him. But thou wilt fay 
unto me, it wa5 tt cccff«*U A^fc tnmgs to 
created before the feventh day : thou fayeft well , 
but underftand, is is to bejudged thofe things then 
to have beehe created, when God commanded tne 
Srth £ engender them : for the earth is otdeyned to 
bethe motleroftiefetmngs,&reniaynethmother, 
Sidhetfelfe, ft of herfelfe.conceiyethfeed.whereof 
fte produceth perpetually thefe things , 8c according 
S fefeenndide perfe« e * them m their time. But 
SJSrditie & flownes of the petfeftion of a n*fe 
JiM.doth not hinder generation becaufe it is the laft,

fpecificall vertue,which maketh the generation cbm- 
. pleat, was in the beginning given to the earth. 

Here now is prefented a double confideration of ge- 
neration, which rauft be prudently diftinguifhed , to 
the end that the juft order ofthe creation , manifeft- 
lie reprefented in Genefis, be not difturbed : and that 
the reafon of the order may be thorowly knowne. 
There is one ptopertie of the generation of the fanie 
ffecits , which alwayes produceth his like : as a horfe 
produceth a horfe , a (heepe a fheepe 8cc. to the very 
end of the world,becaufe it is done of its proper fub- 
ftance,andbyits proper vertue of engendring. Qfthe 
admirable myfterie whereof we will fpeake in the 
chapter following. An other generatio there is.whicH 
engendreth not hislike,butdiiferinginj^m«, a&. 
cording to the quahtie of the Spirits, of a divers kind 
which concurre together. So the earth engendreth 
gold, fulphur, lead, and fuch like things , unlike unto 
it felfe, and of an other [pedes : the vertue whereof it 
hath in it felfe from the creation, and not after; nor 
doth acquire it any where els, but from theWorke- 
maffer the Creator. 



pear le mould pr ockat another pearle , & one mettall

fore created can give; \x oncly Wlotigethto the Crea- 
tor , to communicate this vertue to the fades that 
are created. And therefore although that the water* 
had produced the firft Jfedes of fifties, & flying foulesj 
yet he did not make the fame fpecificall vertue per- 

petuall, & proper to them all, but perfeded the fame 
vertue begun with the Uving Creatures in the proper" 

matter ot the fame ffecies , taken from the waters, & 
imprinted it, and gave it unto them , faying : increafe ; 
and multiply, and fihhe waters of the Sea, and IctfouUmfr 
thly in the earth* But whatfoever ffecies received not 
this benedi&ion , they could not be multipiyed of 
themfelves, but have a cert aine accidentarie genera- 
tion otherwhere : to wit, of a certaihe element, or 
elements, whereunto God hath imparted that vertue 
of generation, then no doubt when every of them^ha-' 
ving obtained a perfeft fpecies^ received alfo his pro* 
—mature, and his proper fpirit accordingly, asalfd 

e communicated this lame vertue to perTeft living 

" ' fore feeing that the fpecificall 

vertue of thefe [pedes was imprinted in the elements 

already perfeft , it was not neceffarie to produce 
ftones, pearles, mettals *and fuch like to becdnfpi- 
cuous before the feventh day h for their creation w4s 
already effeded in the elements. Neither had they 
need of any further creation-their generation- depen-' 
ding now naturally from the elerrients. 

Now thefe degrees of things being conftituted, let 
thofe who are ftudious of the further fecrets of Philo; 




fophy take diligent heed, which of thefe are moft no-; 
ble- and by what order, by what alfo , and how many 
meanes they are brought to the perfection of their 
/Pedes. But becaufe the undemanding , and reaion, 
addefometbing above fence,and motive vertue ; and 

this hath more than the veget ati ve : and againe, that 
this is the firft acceffe of thofe things which are unto" 
life.it is eafie to be underftood, that by the fame order 
that thefe degrees are numbred, they are alfo formed 
and enobled by nature. We have an example ot all in 
the generation of man, in whom the fpecificall vertue 

impnnted by the Parents in the feed, and therein pro- 
duced,firft formeth the body, and theentrab, which

allthe whiie tiUthe heart bee formed , confift inthe 
firft degree : but fo foonc as the heart is formed , re- 
ceive avegetative nature, and begin to attract to 
themfehes nourifhment, and to grow : but inthe end 
almoft of fixe weekes, having obtained the third de- 
aree, tbey moove : and then truely, can aman difco- 
ver. no appearance at all of underftanding or of a rea- 
fonable foule in the fruit, and yet of neceflity the fob- 
fiance of the reafonable foule is in the fruit,even from 
the firft conception^ grant that the foule en- 
gendredofthe Parents 5 but then asyet it is formed and 
Snifhed laft> being the moft noble. Al generatio then 
Moceedethfrom the ignoble to the more noble, and is 
perfected by the foveraine degree of every fp^nox 
ooth afcend further. For nothing is able to overpaffe 
the bond of his fpecies 5 becaufe further forces of ex- 
tending* felfe, are not given toit, but the benedig- 
on of generation is terminated m the fame fpecies. 
Sothofo things which onely are, although in nobility 
they excell others in their kinde , yet they cannot at- 
■taine tothe power of growing. Ofthofe thmgs which 
have the faculty vegetative.fome are more noble than 
others : but they cannot attaine unto fence:and living 
creatures, whofemarke i" their fpec.es is fence and 
motion, doe not attaine untouodeiftjnding sj tor tlus 
forpafleth an things , andreprefenteth the image ot

In fumme, it 
any man will fearch more diligently the order ot 
things , and confider the communion and difference 
ofOeties, he will perceive that the creation of things 
(beginning from the more bafe and ignoble#««) lo 
almoft afcended upward, as a tree hath at the firft but 
onely a trunke, wherein all things which are fronr the 
rootetothe very top , are but one andthefeme thing 
by the communion of fpecies, every one of the parts I 
in the meane time having their veines therein : but 
when they begin to have any difference among them- 
felves,the firft divifion of thetrunkismadeintobran- 
ches, after (every branch remaining a certaine time | 
untill their veines divide themfelves one from ano- 
ther) is made the feconddivifion, andfo confequent- 
fy untill wee come to the laft branches and fruits. So 
the Chms is the onely trunk of allthe fpecies to bee 
created.havinghisrooteandbeginningintheumver-

increafethmorefiowlythan^ 
les the creation of the oake Was fimfhed the third day 
as well as that of the willow-For (as we fhall anone fee) 
the fpecificall vertue is brought forth together with 
thebudoftheherbe, and imprinted in the plant by 
the Idea formatrix. For the creation of things which 
are like to engender like to themfelves , is finrfhed by 
thefe two } to wit, by the fame fpecies, and by the foe- 
cificaU vertue , that is to fay of propagating the fpe- 
cies : the increafements which follow after, and the 
i eenerationof fruits , are naturall works of the fame 
fpecies , which follow that vertue and the creation. 
But here it behooveth to remember what we have 
faid in the 7 Chapter , which is , that fo foone as the 
1 tnatter of any thing was prepared, there withall toge- 
ther the fpecies of things to be created was brought 
forth; although the thing it felfe was of later growth, 
as the Sunne begunto be created the firft day .when 
God created the light, and yet was notperfe&ed till 
thefourthday. So the waters being' prepared , the 
fpecies of fifties begun to be created the third day,and 
the earth being dryed up, the fpecies of terreftriall 
living creatures : and yet thefe things were not perfe- 
&ed till the fifth day .So the third day the fpecies alfo 
of herbesandof plants began to be created , and yet 
were not finilhed till the fourth day. , For Mofes onely 
noteth the time when the works were finilhed. The 
fpecies therefore of plants, and of terreftriall living 
creatures,were brought forth when the earth.the mo- 
ther of them, was perfectly finilhed: but the things of 
1 amore 
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a more folid fubftance were finifhed later , as the oake 
the fourth day did grow later than the herbes. Thefe 
things concerning the degrees and order of things to 
be created confiderfcd , come we now to the creation 
of plants, which is the other part of the worke of this 
third day. 

The weltfth Chapter. 

Of the Fabrickc of the World. 

■ 

Of the Creation of Herbes, Trees, and of the Sfi- 

ritmU fubftance. 

AFter the feparation of the waters ( which are 
underthe heaven)from the earth, during the 
blaft , as yet followed the other worke of this 
day, the creation of herbes^hereof now we will treat* 
For as much as man, and the other living Creatures , 
were to live of herbes and fruits , the creation pafleth 
to the fecond degree of things , which is the firft of 
Iife,and becaufe they were to ferve for their nourtfh- 

ment, God found out a meanes whereby they (hould 
be multiplied by feed, and fpecificall vertue , or pro- 
pagative , which God blefled that they might fuffice 
unto all living Creatures. For although the benedi- 
ction of multiplicationbe not added, aman may well 
underftandthatit was done, ber armered 
it to other Creatures 8c v.29w3o.of the fecond of Gen. 
he giveth thefe things there for foode to all living 
Creatures.But the benedi<aion, which is exprefled of 
fifties andoffowles,is verfii. feow/S, animuUifhf 3 & 
replenish the waters and the earth: and to men he faith, 
verf.28. utcmfe y and multiply ,and replenish the earth and 
Jubdue it, andhave dominion over the fish of the Sea , and 
ever thefowle of the qre, and over every living thing that 
moovetbvpon the earth. The earth then being prepa- 
red for generation , God faid , ktthe earth m forth ber 
hud y every herb producing feed according to its kindest is 
to fay , trom whence may grow the herb of the fame 
fpecies, and ever) Tree bearing fruit , yeelding fruit accor- 
ding to its kinde .who fe feed is in it felfe vpon the earth : that 
is, let it bring forth fruit wherein the feed of the lame 
Jpecies may lpring inthe meane time , while the tree 
groweth upon the earth , out of which another tree 
of the fame fpecies may lpring. When he faith , let 
the earth put forth her bud , it is certaine that theherbe, 
and the tree, had not their perfeftion in the fame in- 
ftant that he faid it , but both the one , and the other 
by the fpecificall Idea, and benedi&ion of God, from 
one point, andatome (as it were) of the earth ; no 
otherwife than from a feed (which being but fmall , 
hath yet all its vertue in the leaft part, & bud thereof, 
which is contained and lyeth hid in one of the ends) 
commeth to burgen , bud and by little and little to 
grow into a great plant, or tree* 

Now that we are come to the firft degree of life , it 
is neceffarie firft to fearch diligently, & profecute the 
nature and condition of the Spirituall fubftance,from 
whence life taketh its beginning. As I have faid from 
the 6 Chapter, that all things are come by evapora- 
tion, and exhalation from the Chaos : afterwards the 
elements being fo prepared for generation , and the 
celeftiall things for influence,the omnipotent Creator 
tooke the atomes of vertues, or the leaft particles of 
the water and the earth, whereinto he pu* a fpecificall 
vertue according to the Ideas , and according to the 
number of the Ideas comprehended in his wifdom , 
and withall added the benedi&ion of engendring 
their like, to the end they might multiply the fame 



fpecies , being perpetually conferved. But th& Spiri- 
tuall fubftance is the more noble part of every ete~ 
mentj or generative bodie, which attra&ing nourifti- 
ment, con verting it into its nature, and protruding it 
forward to the increafe and groweth ot the bodie j 
hath vertue from the benedi&idn , and from nature; 
So the earth , the water, the aire , and other bodies j 
exhale from themfelves a Spirituall fubftance , by 
meanes of the heat; which by the fpecificall lubftance 
of the feed is converted into the fame nature , and 
fpecies, and affoordeth increafe & growth,or motion^ 
or fence ,' according to the condition of the fpecies; 
The like fubftanee,when it is engendred in the bowels 
of the earth,& produceth its fpecies within the earthy 
doth not bring any increafe at all to the fpecies ,but is 
coagulated, curded^ and bound together into it indif- 
foluble , notpoffible to bedisjoynted from it : nei- 
ther doth exhale otherwhere, difFufing its odour or 
vertue , but onely by contraction , and operation of 
the permanent qualitie. So gold is coagulated and 
joynedtogetherin the qualitie of the Spirituall fub- 
ftance, and receiveth not increafe , but rather is con- 
traded by the fulphureous heat, that it may be made 
more ponderous , and weightie. Stones are in like 
manner engendered; Herbes, and trees , feeing they" 
are to grow & increafe, have a more/oft nourilnmcnr; 
apt to extend: therefore alfo thev exhale and yeeld 
odours and vertues , and at lengtn by little and littld 

arc conlumed , Wmg come by growth to maturitie* 
This Spirituall fubftance is that alone which pre- 
ferveth its fpecies , ( I meane that which is in the 
plant , not that which is without) for this being firft 
attracted, and drawne from that , is changed into the: 
fpecies, and afterwards doth nourifh it , and conferva 
it : and doth nourifh it fo long time , as there is no* 
thing which corrupteth the fame fpecies , conferring 
alwayes the fame chara&erifmes , and markes of 
leaves,of flowers, branches and fruits 5 the odour , fa- 
vour, colour , and other accidents, fo firmlie , that if 

but a little flip, or bud.be graffed into an other plant, 

there alfo will it follow its owne naturall propertied 
changing ail its nourifhment into its own fpecies . But 
all the nourifhment fo attracted is changed into the 
forme of that part whereunto it laft commeth. So thef 
juice of a tree being come to the frait , is changed 
into the fpecies of fruity being come to the leafe , is 
changed into the fpecies of the leafe. And the nou- 
rifhment of the living Creature , when at laft it is at- 
tracted to the liver, is converted into the liver: when 



to the roots of any mufcle,it pafleth into its fubftance 
andfo of all others: and every member draweth unto 
it felfe that which is moft fit for it felfe. But fbmC 
things which are unfit to nourifh the bodie, nature ex- 
pelleth, fome intohaire, fomeintonayles , fome int6 
fcabs, others otherwife : or quite out of the bodies 
Some things which by a hidden vertue are appropria- 
ted to fome part of the entrails , do ftrive thither- 
wards, by a naturall propertie. Therefore this femi- 
narie and fpirituall fubftance , is a thing very divine, 
wherein there is from the creation all fpecificall fa- 
cultie , and vertue formatrix , wherin is ft irrcd up by 
meanes of the heart all motion of the bodie neceffa- 
rie to the living Creature. But by it is firft formed the 
heart in the very middle of the living Creature,that 
the vertue thereof might be fti 11 ready toaffift all the 
extreame parts of it : and doth affoord like feed for 
generation, that the continuation of the fame fpecies 
inay remaine to the end of all things. But we muft 
know and confider this , that the fame fpecies doth 
not come by influence from the Stars , but from that 

G into 
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intoche which God &ft pntit,andwhereuntohe gave 
the benediiSion of generation : the Starres furely ate 
a help, but the originall and root of aU fpecies, is in 
thefe inferiour things. But feeing that this world is 
(as it were) one body, having harmonious parts a- 
mong themfelves, and confpiring together in one, as 
alfo all living creatures, to the image whereoi, and oi 
Cod, man (as a little world) was created, bearing the 
image of God , and having like oeconomy of parts, 
it is credible that the worldhath alfo theSunne tot its 
heart, as the beginning of all life , and that it hadits 
being from the beginning.wben the light was created, 
and that itperformeth the fame office m the world, 
Within the concavity of the Firmament . that the 
heart doth in man, cherritog aU things above and 

Iight,and rhat therefore it hatn 
beene placed in the middle of the world , or a little 
higher, even as the heart in man.

GOdhath given fuch afeminary fpecies through- 
out the whole world , where the temperature ot 
the element was proper thereunto, that the ver- 
tue of that fpecies was never any where wanting s tor 
the plants do not change their pi** 
the earth like Uvina creatures, Tut abiding m their 
place, do there caft mature feed: neither was care ot 
iramplanting them impofed [to man , as to whomaU 
things neceflary prefented themfelves voluntary, and 
oftheir owne accord. And feeing that the wifedome 
of God hath created nothing in va^ne, and wittiout 
caufe, which is not proutable tofome neceffity ofutej 
k is moft certaine that there is not any difeafe, nor de- 
fed of nature, for the which he hath not provided a 
propitious remedy. Wherefore he hah earned tobud 
Wifpring fo many fpecies of plants , as vwneedtull 
for 
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that bv the only anunaantc w — CZ ~ 
£g, amanmayalmoft perceive to what pc 
Piuofiy, ordinary difeafts) ev^gion 

awopermedieine to that difeafe. So mmarrfh places. 
sSth?T^ariskacklowledgethtben^ the 




eth jTTl^Tn^s irWoinannerfcobferved, 

of their entrals, weakenefle of the ftomack , andlut- 
fi^on^ftheSl, that if the paflages of the entrals be 
JSSSh!5to«fcrf thefcidferbe, and length. 
S3 Smadefirmc by the evacuation of the gaU, 

andlitde, engender water oetweene the skin and tie 
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tan, and of attlivinscreatures , and placed the tree 
oflife in the midft of ?aradife, to the end that man by 
the ufe thereof, might preferve his lifein health, un- 
tiil, being made more divine by the exercife and obe* 
dience oFthecommandement,fe might betranflated 
into heav en . So alfo the brute living creatures,feeke 
fuccour for their nature* the Swallow the Chelidony, 
the cat the neppe, named the herbe,from the cat,the 
toad the pkntine,and 6gp,the dog graffe, called dogs 
tooth 5 the torteife marjoram * the weefell me, the 
fi orkeorigan, the partridge parjetary, called aUo7*r- 
dkkm 9 the hawkc hierac , the dove vervine, thepye 
alfo being fick,isfaid to carry bay leaves into her neft, 
that lhe may chace away her ficknefle by them. So we 
beleeve that theharts have (hewed , that the herbe 
^?*/^»healeth them being wounded witharrowes, 
the weapon ejected by eating thereof. Wefuppofe 
that the hindes have dcrnonftrated the herbe called 
Safela, and that the ferpents have made fenell in high 
eftimationjfor we know that by the tailing and eating 
thereof, they have ftripped tnemfelves of okle age, 
and by the juice thereof, regained the fharpeneffe of 
their fight. Which alfo a man might (hew more at 
targe, feeing that beafts themfelves inftru&ed by na- 
ture,have (hewed to mortall men the vermes of many 
herbs knowne unto them. But he hath created in eve- 
*y region fuch fpecies of plants, as are moft agreeable 
m temperature to men , and living creatures there 
iorne, which by experiments is often prooved 5 fo 



arehealthftlljfoorlteveryworft^ , 
noble treacle, and thereis nothing created foaverfe 
' natureof man, the ufe whereof is not fomc 

WttT .herprofitable- Now let us treat of the feed. 

God createdSs.Wbes and the plants of the atomes 
of tlie^eaitA^ldre ; w3*roj^ wiietfome, Idea, and 
benediflion of God : bat fo he created them, as they 
nowfpiingoffeed; for there is the fame orxratoontf 
the firft generation, as of the fecond, feeing the lame 
fceciesis,andremaineth* 
As tfen out of the feed groweth die plant, foitis 

produced of the atome of the earth * finned by the 
Idea into a certaine lpedes:and on the contrary. And 

g bud, contained in one of 
the ends thereof: inwhatpartitmaketh the point of 
the feed , it attradteth the humor of the earth, or of 
the water, andformeth one little rootc or moe, ac- 
cording to the property of th _ 
rifcraent being attra£ed by them into the other end 
ofthefeed^prodaceththetronke, and thereafter the 
branches and leaves, that adhere unto it. But the (pe* 
cificall vertueis in this little young bud, which chan- 
geth into its nature and fpecies , all the nourilhment 
that it attra&eth. The fame reafon is in the theter- 



reftriall atome, formed by the Idea, for it produceth 
its bud no otherwife than doth the feed. Furthermore, 
as this nouriOunent attrafted, is carried hi^ 
it more and more changed into the forme oi* that 
which (pringeth from it , into branches divided from 
thetrunck, into leaves, into flowers, and into fruits* 
The moft perfefl: of all is the fruit, wherein is perfea- 
ly accomplished thefeed which is given for the multi- 
plication of the (pedes. And the higher things exci- 
ted to encreafe by the heat, doattr^jmcefromthe 
inferiours, buttherootenotabletoadminifterfuffi* 
cient nourilhment to the higher, takethnew attrai- 
<aiverootes: whereby it gatheretli nourilhment more 
copioufly. Hence it followeth , that thofe plants 
whichhave more rootes, their higher parts have need 
ofmore nourilhment, andtheirfruits are more moifr, 
except the rootes be of greater ufe than their frtiits: 
wherein the divine wifedome hath provided for the 
ufe of living creatures. So the herbs,the roots where- 
of are ordained to be eaten, attra& more juice, and 
their rootes are more iuccnlent, and more groffe: na- 



ture procuring mcreafe principally to rootes, and not 
toherbes : and thofe that are more long, are ordina- 
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rily of a more dry stnd a more fat fubftance: as thofe I 
Which feeke a more dry nourilhment at the bottom. 
From the accidents and properties of rootes , many 
things may bee obferved , which appertaine to the 
learcn of nature^ and of thofe of herbes. But in herbs, 
thfcjuiceattra&edis carried upward by the parts not 
yet changed; but in trees,by the barke, as being more 
foongious , till that (having ftaied there a certaine 
(pace of time) it bee changed from the nearer part, 
and that which is moft noble & more purified, is then 
tarried upward into flowers, into fruits , andforfeed* 
Many (peculations will prefent themfelves here to 
one that willfearch after them. Now that the juice 
attracted is fo carried tipward, as I have faid, the graf- 
tings of youngfeiences in trees teacheth us fufficient- 
ly ; ft>rin them the humour attra&ed isfirft commu- 
nicated to the barke of the youog fciences,there ftay- 
ingfome fpace of time , doth unite the barkes of the 
youngiciences to the barkes of the ftemmes* and af- I 
tet conjoyfleth wood to wood : but the fpecies which j 
isintheftemme, is changed into the fpecies of the 
young (cience j which is engrafted; So according to 
the commandement of God, the fame (pedes produ- 
ceth alwayes the fame things, whether from the feed, 
or from the young fcierice engraifed,and confequcnt- 
lybringeth forth branches , leaves, fruits, andfeed, 
according to the nature of the fpecies. It is not on* 
profitable alfo to confider, inhow ^« c rimei and how 
long fpace from the earth,the fruit and the feed come 
totheir growth , and with what humours the plants 
aredeliSited about the roots, and what they avoid: 
and (ifitbepoffible) after what manner the juice is 
changed through every degree , in the root , in the 
trrincke, in the leaves, in the flowers,in the fruit* and 
in the feed ; for fo the natureof the fpedes may be 
more exaftly knowne. This at leaftwife is acknow- 
ledged, that the nourilhment of the plant , is much 
inorenoblemthefruit,thariintheplant: butmoft 
nobleinthefeed^thatwhichisthecnd, andicope 

of the creation of all this fpecies. 
Now by thofe things we have already faid, a man may 
gather, that divers herbs and trees have been created 
in divers regions, and experience teacheth,that there 
befomein America , ornewlndia, which are round 
no where in this our continent, Afia, Africa, and Eu- 
rope; which have not beene in the ufe of menuntdl 
fome travelled thither, whichlfuppofewas after the 
timeofChriftandhts Apoftles. In like manner there 
be there livin e creatures,which are not at aU found m 
our cotineiiLw* without doubt have been therefrom 
the creation of the world. Whereupon I prefume that 
thefe Lands were not overwhelmed with the flood, 



Jwoulddeftroy mankinde,Gen.6.unto v.7. 
FwrLTmen at all were there, and therefore the living 
creatures there created, and there inhabiting, ought 
nottobedeftroyed, asmanwas topenfliwhom it re- 
pentedthat hehad created, feeing that in living crea- 
tures he found no caufe wherefore they ought to bee 
deftroved. But in this our continent the hvmgcrea- 

in the Arke , for they were not able to live m the 

^ When therefore God created here and there tho- 
rowouttheworldthe vertues ofthetreeof hfe,by one 
She famemeanes he provided both for theone 
andtheothereftate of man: for that of innocency, 
and the other of finne 5 and the vertue of the tree ot 
Se in paradife , or difperfed thorowout the wor d, 
wasSrnaught. Fortheworldcommingtobere. 
JeXd with men, aiilhould have had aceefte to the 



tree of life: but the herbs and the plantsgrowing here 
and there, had been equevalent, and man had had a 
certaine choice, and the benedi&ion had diverted all 
ficknes.' Seeing then that they were moft wifely crea- 
ted for the ufe and fervice of man, as well in the fupe- 
riour, as in the inferiour world , what a faire harmony 
was there then ? when the lower things did accord 
with the higheft , and expe&ed help from them ; and 
the higheft communicated their gifts to the loweft, 
and all things ferved man , untiil he (hould be tranfla- 
ted of Gbd into his heavenly habitation. This cor- 
refpondende,this beautie of ftate had continued in- 
violable, if Adam had not finned, yet this fame har- 
monie, if one confider it rnore diligently , is as yet dis- 
covered in the traces of the firft nature , for there is 
nothing fo little which doth not ferve tofome thing, 
and which doth not depend of one moreperfed: all 

things are for man. 

Seeing therefore all things tend to their end and 
fcope , and that fcope (that is to fay man) confifteth 
of divers parts , Which yet kecpe among themieives 
a moft agreable harmonie , as that wherein life confi- 
fteth : of thofe fome ferve to the ftomach , fome to 
the liver,fome to the heart, fome to the blood , fome 
to the reynes, &c. wherefore there are fo m^yfim-. 
pies, or plants, as there be entrals in man, and atf eeti- 
ons of them. And feeing that every thing changeth 
into its fpecies the nourilTimentthatitattra<aeth, arid 

j that there are <Uvw ftations in mans bbdie , and di- 
vers wayes to every extreame ftation , by the which 
the nouriflunent paffeth,as in the ventricle, the liver, 
the blood, the (plene, Sec. thofe Cronies are ftronger, 
or pafle (boner as trends by the middle Rations, which 
carrie their verture entire even to the extreams, and 

I there worke: and as for thofe which can not be there 

1 changed by nature, either they are venimous, or noy- 
1 fome to nature. Thofe things which are changed in 
I the firft flattens are frends to nature, or of finall ver- 
tue. Thofe which of an entire vertue penetrate ;unto 
the extreame ftations,being frends to nature,are they 
wlrich are more appropriat to that member,orto that 
part of the entrals,& have certaine charaders where, 
by they may be knowne, if a man take diligent heed. 
For we fee that thofe which refemble nature, greatly 
communicate alfo in figure, as oynions,garlik, & fuch 
like,ha ve a forme of a fmall fcallion for their roote, 
and produce almoft a like herbe upward , if their 
flowers differ in colour this commeth to pa(Te by a 
certaine difference , and peculiar propertie that is in 

them. ' 
I So there are many herbs and trees which have den- 
ted leaves about like a fawe, which for the fame caufe 
fobud, and therefore they havefomething alyke in 
nature, wherein they do agree. Manie herbs alfo and 
plants have their leaves not dented about , but termi- 
minated equally % many that are dented, grow poin- 
ted, many round, as rue, many (harp edged , hard, and 
prickingas the yewe tree. All ought diligently to be 
obferved,for they are not fuch by cafualty , but by na- 
ture^© producing them perpetually : wherefore feein g 
nature produceth nothing temerarie, ralhly, and the 
caufe of the fame figure is created to be perpetually 
the fame, it is neceffarie that many things, by a cer- 
taine law of fpecies, are like , & have a certaine com- 
munion of nature. Moreover feeing there is a coufpi- 
ration, andfodetiebothof celeftiall, and terreflriall 
things , tending to the fame fcope and end, which is 
man°and the celeftiall are eternall, & the fpecies alfo 
in this inferiour world are sternall , having alwayes 
the fame generations in forme, and in figure , and de. 
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j l_ ft,, finewes, even to the com* 

pendineereryoneoftheirptopcrcdeftiaUcanfesjit b y^ v ^'/ n Xat length without doubt hefhalf 



™, , - „ & , and obferve many things 

which have refpec* to one and the lame Star , and ma- 
ny things alfo participating of the lame nature ( a- 
mongthe phifitians) in whichthings they haveamo- 
tuallcorrefpondence, as in figure , colour , tail , and 
other qualities : for lb , by the refemblance , a man 
may learne to judge of the nature of things.For every 
nature hath its proper charaaer.which it ever keepeth 
a like nature in the heavens communicating its vertue 
thereunto. Thele things according to my lpecula- 
tion (fuch asit is) I was defirous to admonilhthe rea- 
der, that he might advance, by his ftudies, a thing 
above all others moft profitable j wherein Salomon 
obtained much praife } . King.* 3 3- For why may not 
a man fearch by ftudie and induftne the things which 
are before his eyes , and folio* peroetuaUy in figure . 
and in forme , the fame law of nature ? It is a labori- 
ous worke indeed •. butlabor overcometh all things. 

I have heard the moft learned Reinerns Sobnan- 
der, Phifitianto the moft Illuftrious Prince Juhers , 
difcourfing moft accuratly, and pemnently.touching 
the chara&ers of herbes : who I would to God he 
would proceed to take fome pay nes in fo neceflane a 
part of Philofophie (if there be any able to doe it , it 
is he, being of thatgreat dexteritk of judgement, in 
the fearching out ofthc nature, and caufes of thuigsj 
we mould have in briefe the demonftrations pt ss^

S ^£tSticcSingto myfmall underftanding, 
1 have treated of the nature and vanetie oi plants, 
there is one foveraine miracle of nature very remar- 
kablej which isthat fomany things which are inevery 
fpecies , as for example the greatnes , the tonne , tne 
figure, the odour, the tafte, the colour, theleaves, 
the finewes , the rootes , the barke , the vertue ; 
and infinite things which are in one only plant are 
hidden in one fo fmallgraine of feed as I have faid . 
For all the vertue of the fpecies is hid in onefofmaU 
a graine, when as that little graine hath nothinein it 
like unto all that, no not any appearance at all, but is 
wholly homogeneall,of the fame kind, and appeareth 
alosether of the lame nature. Wherefore methinkes 
I judge aright that the moft Ample Idea which in the 
begiSiingformedthe feed , accompanied as yet the 
fpecies,3£continueththe fame worke untill generatio 
ceafe. And this is that which Chrift faith, John 5 . 17. 
OWy Father tvirhth hitherte.and I alfo mrh. W hence it 
appeareth,that although there be a Sabbath , or reft, 
from the creation , yetis it not from the luftentation 
of the Creatures, but that this worke endureth even 
to the end of all things : I doe not fee what other 
thing can here be faid. 

He that is curious of thisfpeculation , let turn con- 
fider chiefely what accidents are proper to every fpe- 
cies, and fearchoutthe caufes of them it he can: m 
the firft place , that he gi ve good heed to the figure , 
and that he obferve by what order the growth thereot 
is made fromtheroote unto the top : inwliat manner

£ firft day from the night 
light of the Sun to come, difperfed ft J^b^^i 
ded into the Hemifpbere 

Heaven and the motion thereof ^together with tne 
light,begun to be created. For in the + verfe it is fed, 
that God feparated the light from ^edarkene£e^ whx f 
could not make theday and the nigh^but by the col- 
uaiuu %£ die lrghttBt^osuft y «M*- Kcaven , 
extending it in Paradife. Therefore, feeing the day 
followeth the night, the creation of the light feU to 
be in that moity, which was under the Horizon of Pa- 
radife, where tecoraming more ftrong and more col- 
leded, by its motion towards the Weft, attended 
from the Oriental! part of Paradife above the Hori- 
zon thereof, and made the day. But the cottoftion of 
nik(v*«rv>nfrfc<» dm nf the Moon and of the Stars. 



was not perfeitly finilhed till the fourth day: for Mo- 
fes defcribeth the time when the workes were fully fi- 
WM v«, „~ichdependeth,and is defined from the per- 
petual! will of God. Yet the Sun (which I have laid 
before, Chapter the twclft, to be the heart of the 
world, even as the heart is in living creatures^ ought 
to have been created before all things : therefore he 
begun with the firft creation of the light. Bat the Sun 
having received a moft cleare and iucide fubftance, 
obtained the dominion and rule of the day j the Moon 
of the night, as not illuminating the night by its owne 
light,but by that of the Sun: yet it hath alfo its proper 
li ght , but very little^ yea in the whole ecclipfe thereof 
when the aire is cleare , yet appeareth the circle of it, 
but thelight very fmall. But the Stars and conftella- 
tions, feeme to have a ftronger li ght, but far inferiour 
to that of the Sun. 

That is to be obferved which he faith, that the lights 
were placed in the Firmament of Heaven : and verfe 8. he 
eaUttb the Firmament , Heaven: whence a man may ga- 
ther, that the Chaos was created much leffe than the 
world now is, and from A P H A R 9 and (as it were) a 
flimy AbifTeof the Chaos, the matter being eduded 
and extenuated , was elevated upward , and by little 
and little, as it departed further from the Center, be- 
ing made more and morefubtile and noble, as it ex- 
tended it felfe , begirded and compafled the more 
groffe Elements. AndfotheEmpyreali Heaven was 
made the moll: fubtile and noble , as being the throne 
of God, and the habitation of the blelTed. Under that 
thePrimura mobile, the firft mooveable, a Heaven a 
little moregrolTe, and leffe noble. Under that the 
other Heavens and f laaets, which by how much nea-

i'fer triey are to the earth , by fo much they are of a 
more groffe and leffe noble fubftance, leffe extended. 
So that the Heaven of the Moone is the moft groffe, 
and next in condition to the Elements; This expanfi- 
on or extending, maketh the fuperiour things lighter, 
and the Reparation of them from thofe that are more 
groffe, maketh them more noble. Moreover, the lu- 
minous matter Which was prepared for the fubftance 
of the Stars and lights, was not extended, but contra- 
tfed , that they might Ihinemore ftrongly , and be- 
come more confpicuous. So it commeth that the 
Stars are df a thicker fubftance than the reft of the 
Heaven, yet equally light, becaufe it is fiery, and alfo 
thicker, that the light might bee the more ftrongand 
powerfull; and the reflexion of the beanies caft from 
the other Stars, which doth iUuminate the night: 
efpecially that which is reftedted from the moone- 
butthat light whichis dire&ed from the Sun; dotbdi- 
vide the day from the night. _ 
Befidesthefe offices ofthe twoUghts^itisadded^ 
they may he foffignes, andforftafons, and for day et, and for 
y cores. Here the Aftronomers , by fignes underfta 
certaine afpefts of the Stars, whereby things to come 
are betokened : but they erre greatly , for that where* 
fore thefe lights were created , is of far greater mo- 
ment than the divers divinations of the Aftrologers, 
to wit - that men, whom Ood had lodged in rhfehu 

edifice* might learne to know the omnipotency and 
goodneffeof their Creator: which David (hewethve. 
ryclearely,Pfal.i9.t- The Heavens declare the glory of 
e§i % mdmnm0mmdmeAlitbm9W9ri^ AndS. 
Paul Roma.xp.^**^* may be howne of Goduma- 
tdfekin them Jor God hath shewed it unto them, for the in- 
vWle things of him >from the Cre ai ion of the World are 
ckarelyfcen, being underHood fydethtngs thtt are made 

therefore are for this caufe chiefly fet in Heayen,that 
bv thefe works of Ood, the omnipotency maj efty ,and 
Pivinitieofthe Creator, might bemade knowne : un- 
to men,and not to the intent they fhould ferve for the 
vanity of Aftrologers. Moreover, they aregivenfor 
the defignation of times , when they are to bee chan- 
ged. So they wiUdemonftrate the end of times, and

Tht fifth, day btgamtht 

He fecond degree ofthingshaving beetle cre- 
ated , now is handled the third , concerning 
things which are, which have vegetation and 
motion: and firft of thole which come from 
the waters , whichare of alefle follid fubftance , doe 
taore eafily encreafe, and are not fo long lived, which 
aSvS into many fpecies, and even- one of them

from the which fpecies comming to maturityjand drt 
perfedj the feme fpecies groweth : but the individu- 
als of every fpecies, have alwayes the fame characters 
or markes. So that there is alwayes the fame number 
and figure of the bones , the fame colour, the fame 
forme of body and of other members, the fame force, 
nature dnd favour, as alfo in herbs and in plants j but 
divers fpecies have alfo divets impreffions of chara- 
dters* itferingin figure, or fome accident : of which 
difference, if thou canft gather the caufe,thou mayeft 
contemplate more nearely the proper nature of every 
fpecies. For the proper nature of every fpecies ma- 
keth different impreflions of charaders,and this doth 
follow the other, as from the effe<a a man may gather 
the caufe, and from the caufe, the nature; In the con. 
temptation of fouics,the fame things offer themfelves 
to be confidered. But becaufe that the fubftance of 
foules is more follid, and consequently , longer-lived, 
therefore alio the workemanlhip of them was later fi- 
nilhed this day: although they begun to be formedto- 
gether, when the waters were gathered together intd 
the Seas. For the matter of every thing being pre- 
pared j incontinent the Creation proceeded, and cea- 
fed not till all things were fully finiihed , and the Sab- 
bathi or reft from aft the worke of the Creation was 
come. For there is no caufe wherefore , the matter 
being once prepared,' the creation of things ihould be 

fufpended. God created many things as well as one^ 

and the naturall order of creating things, is elegantly 
obferved. The Stars alfo, which ferved more nearely 
unto life,were now alfo the precedent fourth day per- 
fe&ly finilhed, that they might the more powerfully 
conferre their aid,than when the herbes were; Created; 
So the nature of things created, fo foone as it was pre- 
pared, began to exercife its office , and ail things co^ 
operating together, the Fabrick of. the world went 

forward. O admirable wifedome, which fufficed for 
the creating of the order, the nature, the ornament; 
the perfedion, and the vermes of fo many moft diffe- 
rent things ; and aft without ftudy or reaforiing ! for 
heeffakstbemrd, and they mremaie. It (hall bee good 
here to make an anatomy of every one of the fpecies,- 
that it may be knowne in what things the impreffions 
of the chara&ers of every one are different , and iri 
what manner, and by how many ftations the nouhfh-; 
ment is changed into the fpecies, in what ftation the 
blood is created in filhes.Thou fhalt find alfo in fifties, 
by the admirable providence of God, a little bladder 
full of aire inclofed in it, which taketh increafe toge- 
ther with thefilh,whofe office is to fuftaine it pendant, 
inwhat part of the water foever.it bee , left by the 
weight of the body itfinke to the fr^*- TW 
(halt finde alfo in females many egs, which being Dr<H 
ken againft the rocks , or otherwife bv the vertue of 
nature forced out, come tb multiply their fpecies,and 
even as the feed of the plant , being caft beyond its 
mother (feeing it hath afpecificallvertuemitfelrej 
produceth the fame fpecies in its elementibe it in the 
earth,or in the water. So alfo thefe egs of filhes being 
caft into the water, there receive lite, andlhewtne 
fame fpecies^and the fame character of their mother. 
Neither lhall it be unprofitable alfo to rip upthele^ 
verall fpecies of birds, and to confider their intcnour 
parts, and the functions of every one of them , that 
the caufes of the imprelfions of tlie charafters and 
the originattoftheir proper nature may more rightly 
be knowne. In the which . are procreated egs one at a 
time, and are excluded, having fortheircoverjurea. 
(hell fomewhat hard, left the fpecificali vertue Ihould 
more eafily come to exhale: the which alfo, being ie-

narated from thetf mother,keepe their fpecifiodi ver- 
cue, and being hatched by the heate of the roother,or 
alfo by ftoves, as is ufed in Egypt for the foace of fixe 
moneths, or a moneth,produce birds of the fame ipe- 
cies. Moreover they are conceived by the copulation 
of the mate & female, as other living Creatures. But 
here heed is to be taken principally to the difference 
of fifh, and of fades, that though they were perfectly 
finiftied in one and the fame day,y et doe they not con- 
fift of the fame matter : but fouies , becaufethey re- 
femble more terreftiall living Creatures f as is mam* 
feft by the blood , and by the whole confhtution ot 
their bodie 5 they have more terreftriall fubftance than 
fifties, that they feemc to come of muddie water , and 
fifties of more pure water. Fouies therefore are ot a 
middle mncktetweene terreftriall [living Creatures, 
todfiftiesj nearerto the nature of terreitriaU Jiving 
Creatures, than of fifhes : and therefore later this day 
finiftied. But there is one thing moft worthie to be 
obferved in all living Creatures, that is, that they doe 
iinitateinfomefortetheftiapeof man, wholenature 
(as it were) tending to the forming of man , and not 
having its entire perfection but in man , for although 

they have a longer head , they are hirmihed with au 
inftrumentsin tome fortealike,forfence,and motion- 
the bones of the head are alike , their back-bone anl- 
wereth infome fort to the back-bone of am«ufA 
their ribbes to his ribbes, and attrhemerhbers we for- 
med according to the nature , and operation ot every 
The end of the fifth day.

all living Creatures, which* how much the later they 
were created , fo much the liker are they unto man, 
bothinfenfe and motiombut inreafon man furpafleth 
them all , they being deftitute hereof. But of terre- 
ftriaU living Creatures fotne are more like man then 
others, as they write of the Elephant , that it is a do- 
ciWe beaft , and commeth neare to man in under ftan- 
ding.What (hall wee fay of the Ape, which fporting, 
imitateth mans a&ions ? is angrie , laugheth, applau- 
deth, ferioufly fmclleth, warily beholdeth athing , as 
deliberating, whether it be good to eate ; craks nutts 
with her teeth, hkea man, and while the is bufie about 
her owne worke , lookes upon the by ftanders what 
they doe ; (he hath head , teete, and hands very like | 
thofe of man, and in all things , is that , amongft li- 
ving Creatures, which commeth neareft the chara- 
cters , and nature of man. For this caufe it were not 
amifle diligently to coufider the anatomie of this 
Creature, and to examine how much,and in what,the 
interiour difpofition thereof differeth from that of 
man 5 that the animall vertues may be knowne by the 
inward impreffions. For I thinker hat thofe depend 
uponthefe, or being after a fpeciall manner ingraf- 
ted by nature, are by impreffion of the chara&cr , as 
by afit inftrument, ftirrcd up unto action , which yet 
feemeth ambiguous and doubtfull. For it appeareth 
that every thinghathinit felfe a certaine principle of 
its owne nat ure,which di eth with it, fo that the caufe 
of the nature of every thing is created together with

it,and is not from elfewhere. But wee muft ana torn lie 

erery fpecies, that the inward difference of all living 
CreSurcs among themfelves, may be perceived , and 
the Snce of the animall vertues mayapneare , 
from the diverfitie of the impreffions of their _chara- 
Sers fo fliall y on finde out, for what reafons, the ver- 
me animall are more excellent in fouies . than in 
£s,in beaftes than in fouies in men than in beaftes,

For although the nature of 
everyone changeth bis n(>uriihment into hs > fpectes, 
yet^therefomevmueinherbes.andftmtes, whrch 

tarnethandaltereththefaid aliment into theirowne 
nature, efpeciaUy where there is affinitie of natures 
and eafie digeftion, yea they can alfo change vemmc 
and corrupt it ; but by the force of a contrary natnre 
Birdes alfo feede on fifties , as being in kmdc nearer 
them,and every thing deUghteth in that which comes 
nearer the nature thereof, except that which is of the 
I fame fpecies,which e very li ving Creature loveth,man 

iious beafts,befides their nature good for fomettang, 
have this commodirie , that they every where luck up 
the venimc, & are nouriffied with it.but other beaftes 
devoure them without harme , fo well hath nature 
provided for the fafetie of living Creatures. But>ere 
remaineth one queftion to be anfwered : whether that 
the fame nature , and condition of living Creatures, 
1 which now is, had beenethcfame,tn cafe man had not 
finned > without doubt they (hould have died , their 
life being worne out , & (hould have beene foode one 
foranother.otherwifetheworldcouldnothave con- 
rained their multiplication. And to what end Ihould 
I they have beene immortall,when they were onely or- 
dained'for the fervice of man ? feeing fuch an infinite 
encreafe Ihould have beene for no ufe: They had re- 
verenced man, undoubtedly, and beene obedient to 
him,forGod,Gen.i.*8,a$>i3o. made Adam Lord of 
all things under heaven. And Genet Ctd made 
Adam and ha wife ctatts »f siimes, ivhich doubtleffe 
were taken from bruite beaftes , for God had before 
made an end of creating. 

The feventetnth Chapter. 

I Of the Fabricke of the World .

Of the Creation of man , and the firft and principaU 
| end of the Creation* 

THe fourth degree of things created , and the 
moft per fed is man, for whofe ufe and fervice 
all things were hitherto created , and as all 
thofe things among themfelves have a kindeof order, 
' Scharmonie, for their mutuallafliftance, foallthefe 
together have a certaine conformitie , and harmonie 
unto man, in nature, qualities , and operations , and 
therefore man is ofthe greekes called the little world 
But this conformitie, and harmonie,is fo ferre as con- 
cerneth the animall part of man* . 

Furthermore there is athing farre more noble in 
man, that he exceedeth the dignity of all the Crea- 
tures, to wit, the reafonable foule,according to which 
he was created after the Image and the fimilitude of 
God. Andbecaufe man, according to his fubftance, 
, is area*

Is & reaibnable creature, and received a blefling , that 
he (hould encreafc and multiply, by the generation of 
hislpecies : there is no doubt buc from that blefling, 
he hath alfo received power to beget a reafonable 
foule, which is the cbiete part of the fpecies; Which 
that it (hould be new created in every man , is not a- 
greeable, feeing God the fcventh day ceafed from all 
the workesof his creation,and then kept the Sabbath. 

And there are yet in this inferiour world, the re- 
liquesof that matter, of which the celeftiall andfu- 
perceleftiall things were created ; fo that there is a na* 
turall inclination and fympathie , of the Superiour 
world, unto the Inferiour, and a refpedt and defire of 
the Inferiour unto the Superiour. For from hence al- 
io dependeththeproclivity,andcooperationofthings 

fuperiout, unto the inferiour. The thing moft noble, 
that is in the higher world, is the Empyreall Heaven, 
or thofe fuperceleftiall waters , out of which I have 
Ihewed the Angels to be created. So that the reafo- 
nable foule may be begot of the reliques thereof , in 
this inferiour world: and why may it not,feeing gould 

which is incorruptible, is begot of the hi more groffe 
and ignoble matter ofthe earth? Therefore theeter- 

nall and immortall foule , may much rather be begot 
of the reliques of the fuperceleftiall waters , that it 

may be like unto Angels , and the blefling and com- 
mandement of God gave power to beget rhe VoxAe. 
of fuch reliques, to propagate and multiply the fpe- 
cies. Now fee what gifts ofthe holy Ghoft or God, 
are in this foule. Here are underftanding , reafon ,

whateije. For in tnefe things hebeareth the refem- 
Hance of God and his image, in the immortall Irib- 
ftance of the reafonable foule. For man was created 
in this order and manner, firft he formed thehumane 
(hape , o£APHAR,ot clay , in which undoubtedly 
thofe bowels, which are firft made in generation, be- 
gan to be formed,as the heart,then the liver and thofe 
things which depend immediately upon the heart. 
Which being formed, hee breathed into his face the

noftrils, whereby the heart is kindled venthyeare, and makes it probable by good reafons.

the mouth a . 

with life and motion 5 fo through the mouth and no- 
ftrils he breathed fpirit, which was without queftion, 
ofthe reliques of the fuperceleftiall waters j or feme 
part of them was firft conceived in the mafle or lump, 
ofthe body, of which the reafonable foule by the holy 
Ghoft accompanying it, was at length formed : but 
firft the animall life was produced by the common 
aire. For the reafonable foule and the enlivingani- 
mall,are notthefame 5 feeing they ha ve different of- 
fices the one from the other: and the animall loule 
going before,the rationall remaineth,and the animall 
loule is a certaine harmony and common operation of 
the interiour entrals, confpiring to the life of the ani- 
mall: as for the rationall, it is the image of the divine 
Effence. But that the Animals have obtained lite, it 
commeth to pafle undoubtedly by the Spirit of God 
working with the like blaft ofaire* althoughitbe not 
faid fo/fer it is eafily underftood , that in like things 
God hath wrought after a like manner. The girts, 
which the reafonable foule brought with it , werene- 
ceffary in man, if he oughtto be the image of Godj 
that he might contemplate the workes of God , and 
micht acknowledge, adore andworihip his Creator. 
For the knowledge of God was required unto the 
fcope ofthe creation of man ; for what blefTednes had 
he had with God , without the knowledge ot him ? 
Seeing therefore he knew the chiefe power and good- 



■ • 

nefle of God, and that the contemplation and famili- 
arity of God was pleafanctohim, God would try id 
him, whether he that was enriched by him with gred- 
teft gifts,whereby he could obey God, would acknow- 
ledge and reverence God his Creator : for fo bounti- 
full a Father required voluntary , and willing obedi- 
ence and love, whereby to be worihipped , and coni 
digne fervice received from him. He gave liim an ea- 
fie command , that hee (hould not eate of one tree £ 
where there were fo many full of beft fruits , for fight 
and tafte, that he (hould onely abftaine from that,and 
it is credible, that he obeyed God a while : for as many 
thinker hee remained not in Paradife one hower ; or 

fome dayes or weekes. 

It is likely rather that he remained fome yeares iri 
the obedience of God,as GeorgeGedrenus thinketh, 
that being fohdly taught the workes of God ; by the 
helpe of the holy Ghoft , and longer contemplation] 
he might declare them to his poiteritie. And feeing 
men then lived long, the true dodrine of God, by 
the tradition of a few (to wit three, Adam , Methu(a- 
lem, and Noah) came to Abraham,by whole holy co- 
venant with God, it was eafily preforved in the pofte - 
ritic of Iacob even untoMofes.Butidolatrie too much 
prevailing, about the time of jiis birth,God would by 
the defcription of the chiefe of his workes by Mofes; 
reduce men to the acknowledgement , andworihipof 
one onely God. Here then is propounded to our con- 
templation , the generation of the world , which he 
defcribed,partly by tradition,partly by the revelation 
of the holy Ghoft; whereby wee may attaine,the tf ue 
anctperfefl: defcription of the whole world which wee 
feeke for. He had without doubt frequent talke with 
God,wherein he was taught concerningthe creation,' 
the nature of things, Gods counfell, & other things; 
whichwereneceffaryformantoknow. Godbrought 
to him the living Creatures , that he might behold 
them every one , and give them names according to 
their nature; which could not be done in afmall (pace 
of time. Georg Cedreuus in the abridgement ot hi- 
ftories,faith,fome ancients were of opinio,that Adam 

finned nor. nor was caft out of ParaQife . untill the fe-

IN the meane, whileft Adam dwelt in Paradife, be-* 
ing made more familiar with God, perhaps not fe- 
rioufly confidering Gods command > he lent his 
eares unto Sathan, and heard him long with patience, 
who, being become Gods enemy, becaufe by hisjuft 
judgement, he was call: out of Heaven, laid waite for 
man, perfwaded him that Gods commaudement was 
given him for fome other end,than he had heard from 
God, when neverthelefle he knew that God his Crea- 
tor was true and j uft, and had not given his command 
dement in vaine, but that the ferpent was a lyar, and 
juftly throwne downe from Heaven. For it is not to 
be doubted, but that he had much converfation with 
God in Paradife,and divers difcourfes whereby he was 
inftrufted concerning the Creation, and nature, and 
the end of all things. Yea he acknowledged the pow^ 
erof God, from fo wife a Creation , and the right 
j udgement given againft the Serpent, that of right he 
(hould not have given eare to the Serpent, and that it 
was folly for him fo to doe; neverthelefle, in this he 

3 Ha did 
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did not flnneagainft God, becaufe God had not for- 
bidden it. For it had made for the greater glory ot 
God, if Adam had not finned: fbrthen had man given 
a certaine teftimony of himfelfe,that he was well cre- 
ated, as aS things vere very good. Gem i . J i . Heeeould 
have interrupted the Serpents fpeeeh , and rejected 
him, and hee had not finned. It was the beginning ot 
fmne.bur it was not finne,that hegaye eare to Sathao, 
for God had not forbidden this, and as yet he had 1 po - 
wer to contradka him: but his longer patience and fa- 
miliarity caufed confent, and he forthwith finned by 
tranfereffine the commandement, wherewith the ho- 
ly Ghoft offended , left him , and Ipoyled him of his 
gifts, which he had received in the creatio Dj and were 
preferved in him by the holy Ghoft, fo long as he did 
ot finne, God confidering the event, but not appro- 
• - *- - - ife he had forbidden it , & Adam fo ma-

U Life and death are offered unto man , good and 

i he pleafeth (hall be given unto him. But 
now, nncc God knew before that he would/inmgjy 
didhenot createbim foebaone, as could not fall? 
God did all things well and like a Father. It was his 
favour , that man was adorned with fuch excellent 
giftesof minde, thathe might eafilyobey fofinalla 
lommandement , and man of right ought to have 
beene thankfoU for fo great gifts by obeying his crea- 
tonr.

G^ographie is differingfiom CofcograpHe,as*e 
part from the whale, and isalfo cfflftinguifh^ fiom 
Coroffraphie , as tfee whole from the part : forCof- 
mocraphie is the difcnptipnpf aU the world, wlhch is 
derived from the Grtek Noune zfo* 9 thatis to fay, 
tfartdflBd feom the verbe y/x4p», that is to fay, / write 9 
when one fpeakes of the whole world , we underftand 
the world, as weU Elementary, asCeleftiall. 

Corographie is the particular defcription of fome 
Region, or Country, and commeth alfo from this 
Greek word yjpof, or zfil&, *tat is to fay, and 
from the verbe 7 &Qc*> which is to fay, I write, as the 
defcription of Spaine, Italy, Germany, France,&c. 

Topdgrapiiie is the particular defcription of a cer-

Mannured Lands, -Medowes, Trees, Places and buil- 
dings, reprefented hrwritmg. This isalfo a Greek

But Geqgraphie is properly the defcripribn of the 
fituation ofthe Earth done, wherein firft is to be mar- 
ked, that in the termeof Gcographie this word is not 
onely taken for one of the foure Elements, as in a phi- 
ficallterme , but thereby webunderftand conjoyntly, 
the earthmoiftenedVkh the waters, which are fhow*- 
red upon it, making both together the Center of the 
whole world, which becaufc ofthe round figure is cal- 
led 0^6, or the Gloh^ of the earth. For the Globe is 
a foilide body round (flftf all fides, contained in a Super- 
ficies, having in the mnjdle thereof, a center or poinr, 
whereof all lines which are drawne from thence, unto 
theSuperficies . am equall, this then is a fole Globe, 
compounded otthe one' and the other Element, from 
whence rebounds one ondy Convex or Superficies, 
thatis to lay, which appearfith without concavity.

The La- 
tines call them SoiBrtiaks, that is, Solftices, becaufe 
the Solftices are made in them: for the Sun never paf* 
feth beyond them, but when it commeth to one of 
them , it returneth backwards : from whence they 
havefcaken theirnarne, from the Greek verbe r^«r«r, 
that is, to turne, or from the reverfion. The Tropick 
of Cancer, or the Crab, which is alfo called Efti vail, 
is neareft to the North among all the Circies,t horow 
the which the Sun maketh his courfe s to which when 
it commeth, it goeth no further towards the North, 
but returnes againe to the other part of the world, to* 
wards the South, taking againe his Eftivall courfe, in 
which time , the dayes are at the longeft of all the 
yeare in ourHemi!pliere,and the nights the (horteih 
and this name, the Tropick of Cancer , was given to 
it, from the figne Cancer,or the Crab, which is in the 
Zodiaqae, inftaijly ^hereupon, the Sun beginneth to 
tettime. The Tropick of Capricorne * which is called 
aHb Hyvernall or Brumall, is the Circle neareft to the 
South of all other , thorow the middle whereof the 
Sunpafleth, whereuntotheSunne beingonce come, 
goeth no further toward theMeridionall part , but 
makes his returne in the winter towards the Septentri- 
onal! part, which makes us tohavethe longeft nights 
of alltheyeare, and (horteft dayes. It is called thfc 
Tropick of eapricorae,ftom this figne, when th^Sun 

comestopafleit. ' 
There are two polare Circles furtheft diftantof all, 

and next neighbours to the Poles , being eqaalty di* 

ftantfrom theirPoles , whereof theone of them, is 
that which we alwayes fee, andis called Ar&ique, as 
the Pole it felfe is, from the Greek word JpxnH , that 
is tofey, Beare- becaufe it is marked neafe the feete, 
with the little Beare : it is called alfo Septentrionall, 
Boreall,and Aquilonian, from that part of the world, 

under which it is fituated. 

The other polare Circle, equall and paralell tothe 
Pole Ardique, is called Antar&iquejbccaufe it is dia* 
metrically oppofite to the Arftiquc, it is wholly hid- 
den under the Earth, by the oppofition whereof, wee 
cannot perceive it. It is alfo called Auftrine , or Au- 
ftrall, or Meridionall. 




The fifth Chapter. 

Of the Zones* 

He jbure lefer Circles idi vide all the fuper- 
ficieiof tte earth, into five diftanccs, fpaces, 
or Regions , which the Geographers call 
Zones , the Greeke word zwnj, fignifies a girdle, and 
is taken for a fpacefic inter vail, which isin the Globe 
of the earth, betweene two fmall Circles, or elfc clo- 
fed betweene a little Circle, and thePole. 

The Zones receive fundry denominations , accor- 
ding to the qualitie, andthe nature of their fitua- 
tionsrthe oneis called the Torride,or burning Zone , 
the two others are called Could, and fome what tem- 
perate: that which lies in the middeft betweene the 
foure others is called the Torride , becaufe of the 
heateof the Sunne, which is perpetually hot and bur-

Moreover, antiquity knew onely but feven Cli- 
mates, being of opinion, that that which was beyond 
the feventh climate, could hardly be accounted habi- 
table, being not as yet dilcovered; Thefe Climates 
tooke their denominations from themoft renowned 
places over which the middle place of the Climates 
extended, namely j the firft wafc called per Metoen> or 
diaMeroes* which was an He lying upon the river of 
Nilus, and a city in Africa. The iecond, per Syenem, a 
Towne of Egypt , or dia Spues. The third, per Alexan- 
drian, or dia ^fexandrias , which is alio aTowne of 
Egypt. The fourth,/*? Rbodam 3 or dia Rhodes^ Hand 
well knowne. The filth, ^JfojfeM, 01 dia Romes. The 
fixth, per P&ntum Eux'tnum, or dia Ponton. The feventh, 
per Boiy8hcnem,ox dia Borijlhenes: fome others adde un- 
to them, two more,that is, per Ripheos>thz eighth, and 
per Damam } the ninth* But our moderne Authors, who 
have found out by experience, that the earth was in- 
habited beyond thefe above laid Climats ; have fuppo- 
ftd foure and twenty Climates , reaching over the 67 
degree of the elevation of the Pole- the firft was over 
tMeroes,th& fecond over Syena under the Eftivall Tro- 
pick, the third over Akxandria,thc fourth over Rhodes, 
the fifth over Rome and hcliejpont, the fixth over JMiltan 
and K»rirt,the feventh oyer Pedotia and Tartaria the ief- 
fer,the eighth over Wittetibergbfhz ninth over Roftoc^ 
the tenth over Ireland, the eleventh over Bohu* a For- 
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r^jthe thirteenth 
fourteenth over 



Vtburgb atowne in ftnmd, the hrteenth over ufretsa a 
towne of Sweahland, the fixteenth over the mouth of 
the River of Dalenkaul, and the other which remaine 

over the other places of Ndrway,Sweethland, Ruffia, 
and the places bordering upon the next lies by the 
like interval!. Now it is certaine,that from the Equi- 
no&iall Circle, to the place where the longeft day is 
limited to twenty foure howers, it hath the extenfion 
of twenty foure Climates, but from this place to the 
Pole, the Climates cannot be certainly diftinguifhedj 
becaufe that from thence afterward,the dayes increafe 
in fuch a forte, firft not by halfe howers, but from the 
beginning by whole dayes: After by weeks, and in 
time by moneths 5 So that under the Poles, one of the 
Hemifpheres is enlightened and dried by the light of 
the dayes which laft fixe moneths : the other by the 
like fpace of time, is over-caft with a thick darkenefle 
and a continuail night. 

For the reft the fame confederation, which hath 
beene made of the Climates from the Equino&iall to- 
wards the Pole Arflique , the like aifo muft be obfer- 
ved from the lame Equino&iall on that fide, which li- 
eth towards the Pole Antar&ique, in making alike 
number of them, neverthelefle, the Authors have gi- 
ven no other proper appellations to fuch Climes, but 

named them by thole which were oppofite to them, 
adding this Greek prepolition avnto them , as dvn 
Mtyns ,that is to %,oppofite to that which is over 
Meroe, and lb of the others, as dn) 2$ sufas , wliich is 
oppofite to that which pafleth over Svena , notwith- 
ftanding , a man may call them by tne lame proper 
name, as the others : as, the firft Climate^ by the 
Mountainesofthe Moone, and the Sources of Nilus. 
the fecond. bv the Promontory commonlv called Q- 
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bo de Corientei, under the Hybernall Tropick , and fb 
of others: but for the more eafie conceiving of of the 
latitude of the Climates and Paraiels from the Equi- 
noftiall, the diftances of the one from the other, and 
the length of the longeft dayes, we have prefixed an- 
nexed this foregoing Table ; 

The feventh Chdpter. 

Of (be divifion of the Earth into three hundred *ndftxrj 

degrees % with the longitude and 

latitude thereof. 

He circumference and foundnes of the whole 
Circle according to the Geometricians , is 
divided into 3 60 parts, and this fame divifiori 
is received into the fe&ion of the Sphere and 
of the Globe. The Earth then, as the Sphere is divi- 
ded into i <?o parts, which they call degrees. Every 
degree is divided into do Scruples, which make 1000 
Roman paces, or an Italian mile^ 4000 of them make 
a common Germane mile , or an ordinary Almaine 
mile: fothat every degree cdntaineth 15 Germane 
miles K and the whole counted together , make five 
thoufind and foure hundred: which is the whole cir* 
cumference of the Globe of the Earth: and its Diame- 
ter, or the halfe part thereof equally into two , is a 
thoufand (even hundred and 1 8 Germane miles, with 
two elevenths.- the femi-diameter, from the Superfi- 
cies of the Center^ eight hundred fifty nine, with one 
eleventh* 

Moreover, the degrees bv which the Earth is mea- 
fured , are of two fortes , tne one of longitude , the 
other of latitude. The longitudes are diftinguilhed 
by the Meridian Circles, and the latitudes by the pa- 
raiels. There are thirty uxe Meridians,which are £aft. 
ned upon the Globe, every Meridian having ten de- 
grees, which number being multiplyed,maketh three 
hundred and fixtie. Ptolomy hath placed the firft Me- 
ridian in the Fortunate lies* which at this day are cal- 
led the Canaries, fince the Spaniih Py lots have placed 
it in the lie of Gof-hawks , which in their language is 
called Aflbres,and fome of them have placed it in the 
midft of Spaine. From the Equator to the one or the 
other Pole,are marked out nine Paralels,each of them 
containing ten degrees;thenmultiplying this number 
by foure, ye (hall finde in all thirty uxe Paralells, as in 
the longitude : now we muft hold that the longitude 
is a ccrtaine fpace or intervall of the ^Equator, clofed 
betweene two Meridians, thp one from the lies called 
AlTores , from whence it taketh the beginning, the 
other from that place or Region , whereof we Would 
know the diftance. As touching the breadth or ele- 
vation, that is, agoing backward, or the length of a 
place or of a Count rey diftant from the /Equator , ei- 
ther towards the one or the other Pole. Aifo the ele- 
vation of the Pole is the fame as is the latitude from a 
place. But this latitude is of two fortes , the one is 
Septentrional! from the ^Equator to the Pole Ar- 
<£tique in our Hemilphere^the other is meridionall or 
Auitrall from the Equator in the inferiour Hcrni* 
Iphere to the Pole Antar&ique.

Of the f owe quarters of the world, *ni of the mniet, 

THis whole , which beareth the name of the 
world, and of the Heaven, is no other than a 
body, which in its owne circuit,boundeth and 
enfoldeth althings:it receivelh differences in 
the parts thereof, which are calledthe Regions f of the 
world, orthe points and places from whence the Snn 
arifeth- and that part is called Orient or le vant: where 
to Son goeth downe, that is called Occident or con- 
chant. The fpace through whichthe Sun maketh his 
cSurfe of the o P ne fide,is c^aUed South. and the part op- 
pofite to it, is called the North s to thefe foure there 
S added We other Regions.and parts of the world, 
interpofed and interlaced betweene the foure firft- 
BetwtettheSeptcntrionaU or North, and the Orient 
and the Levant iEquinodtiall, the Orient of the Sum- 
mer is called the Orient of the Sun in Summer. Be- 
tweene the Levant iEquinoaiaU and the South, the 
Levant or Orient Hy&ernall or Winter. Betweene 
the North or Septentrionall and the Occident /E- 
ouino<aiall, the Occident or the Couchant Sum- 
mer. Betweene the Occident EqninoftiaU and the 
South *he Couchant or the Occident Winter. 
MoreoVe^ mthefonre princinaU parts or hinge* of 
the world,there are attributed foure principal windes, 
which from thence are called Cardinals. - 



But the Europeans and all the Germanes who faile 
upon the exteriour Sea , or the great Ocean, have gi- 
ven proper names to the windes as feemed beft unto

But of all thefe windes thus diftinguilhed by their 
names , as well new as later Authors , have ordred 
the fituations fo divers and variable , that a man can 
fcarcely compote thereof a certaine figure , to gather 
all their fo fundry opinions. It is true that the Italians, 
who ordinarily faile upon the Mediterranean Sea , 
which is called the interiour Sea , and hath its ex ten - 
fion betweene Europe, Alia and Africa , have made 
fixtsene fortes of windes,which are divided according 
to this manner following, C. 
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The ninth Chapter. . 

Of Dimenjtons or meaf wring of places. 

THe Romans meafured the dilfeuice of places 
by the number of athoufand paces , which 
they called iMM&are ; and becaufe they mar* 
ked every fpace of athoufand paces with a 
ftone : thence they called their miles or milliaries, 
lapses. As fijr example, when they faid, addec 'tmum 
iapidem, that was, ad decimum mtfisan^ ten thoufand pa- 
ces or the tenth millier. Foure thoufand paces make 
a common Germane mile, hence it is that one degree 
of the Globe of the earth, containeth fixtie thouland 
paces, miles or Italiane milliers, but are fifteen thou- 
fand ordinary Germane miles. The Grecians meafu- 
red the diftance of Places by Furlongs, the Furlong is 
an hundred twenty five paces, whereof eight furlongs 
make an Italian mile, that is athoufand paces ; and 
two and thirty furlongs make an ordinary Germane 
mile.The Perfians meafured the length of their lands 
by that which they called Parafang* , every one of 
them containing thirty furlongs. The Egyptians had 
alfo that called Schcenh that is, Cordes$ which French 
wordisyetin ufeinmany places of France : but the 
S chant of Egypt were not alwayes of an equall diftance 
and length; for fome allowed fixty furlongs to the 

* mm 3 others fourty, fome gave them onely thirty. 




Al ibis day thethoufandornulliers are very common* 
ly ufed among the Germanes. The Danes, the people 
of Norway, Sweds, Englifli and Scottilhufe the word 
mikotmtik : thefemealfo do the Poles, Bohemians 
and other Nations, as Sfcvonia, which have their tniU 
or mik. Alfo the Italians ufe this word , and call it in 
their Language, miglso. The Frence and Spanyards 

5 diftance of Couutreys perleguas cxteuc*x% 
the one call them Ueues % the other, fegua*. The Itali- 
ansalfo andtheEnglilh, fpeaking of the length and 
diftances of the Countreyesof Germanic, Slavoma, 
France andSpaine, diftinguiih them by miles, The 
Italiens call themA;gfe,and the other leagues. The Ruf. 
Cans and Mufcovites mealure their lands by certaine 
lpaces,which they call in their language, Vorep. But al 
thefe forts of meafures and dimenfaons may eafily be 
knowne by the figure, which is hereunto applyed, B. 

Nevertheleffe, we muft here obferve there is not a 
Nation , but hath and keepeth alwayes their owne 
meafures and dimenfions,and of places equall: for the 
Germanes according to the diverfity of their Coun. 
tries,have great miles and little} and others common, 
whereof fifteene make a degree in the Globe of the 
Earth. There are alio in France and Spaine miles un- 
equall , as are the Miles among other Nations , and 
fome Englifh Mathematicians, as the Italians make 
fixtie miles for a degree. 
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which being placed tinder thefe Celeftiall bodies , ad- 
mitteth generation and corruption, and is not onely 
of fimpie bodies, as fire, aire, water and earth,but alfo 
of fiien as are compofed of them * which the Sages 
have faid to be of five forts. For fome are imperfectly 
mixed, which wee call Meteors , to wit , the hailcs , 
raines,fnows,thunders 4 hghtnings& winds. There are 
others perfectly mixed, but without foule , as ftones * 
mettak, marbles, fome others that have a vegetative 
Soule, and growing, as pIants.There are fome againe, 
that have the fenntive , as brute beafts , and others 
which over and above all have a reafonable foule,as 
are men- But for our part wee will leave thofe things 
to Aftrononiers, and Phifitians , which properlie be- 
long to their vocation, and fo here confider principal- 
lie, the circuite, and comprehenfion of the earth. All 
the earth then diverflie interchapt with Seas , Rivers , 
Marifhes make a round body compleat with all thefe 
things , fo that Homer calleth it for this reafon Orbi- 
cular or round • And ASmm Pompitiw for the fame 
confideratio dedicated to the Goddeffe Vefia, a Tem- 
ple of a round forme. And that no other can be the 
forme of it,is fufficiently (hewed alwell by the proofe 
that Ariftotle draweth out of ponderous things all 
which tend to a certaine points as thofe of the Mathe- 
maticians upon the Ecclipfes, andfhadowes ofdyalls. 
Moreover the long and affixed obfervations of Tra- 
vellers , make fufficiently known that the longitudes 
and latitudes of places are diverfifyed according [to 
their Intervals* So that it is very certaine , that there 
be Perices, Antices,& Antipodes, which to jufjifie by 
a long difcourfe were fuperfluous . Antiquitie , and 
thofe of our age aflure us , that this round conteineth 

* in its greateft circuit, 360 degrees,fothatifyee allow 
to every one 15 Germane miles,or6oltalian,yee may 
eafily coinprehend the whole roundnesof the earth, 
which in the opinions of many , is accounted but a 
point, inregard of the univerfe, (as Plinie ipeaketh in 
his fecond Booke of his naturall hiftorie.Chap.5s.) 
It is nevcrtheltfie the matter ofourglorie, our nun ft on » the 
place of our dignities > and honours > in which wee defire ri- 
ches: for this off men firive,& quarrett, in this we make civiU 
wanes \andhy mutuall murtherings , make the earth more 
large by opprejftng of men* Finalise, net 1 9 dwell upon pub- 
is que wanes betweene nation,and nation , it is the earth that 
makes b us to chafe , away our neighbours, and which makfth 
us to entrench upon their poffefiion for the enlarging of ours. 
And jet nevertmlefe when wee shall have atcheived our end 
to the prejudice of our neighbour , and lifywife chafed aw, 
all our neighbours , what part of the Earth doe wee thinkf 
wee shall pofieffe. Put the cafe likcwififhat our limits flrctc 
as-farre as wee wish, after our decease, howmuch\earth will 
ferve our turne f This little fhall iiiffice for the earth, 
in that it maketh with the Sea a round body , and vi- 
fible to all. In that it is diftinguifhed from the waters, 

• & is called in holy writ, Drinefe, it is the proper man- 
fionof man* To her only, for her excellent worth,we 
have impofed the furname of venerable Mother* Shee 
receiveth us from our firft birth,and being borne nou- 
riflieth,and maintaines us thereafter without ceafing, 
and for the laft office having received us into her bo- 
fome ; abaudoned of the reft of nature , covereth us 
as a good mother. The waters are converted into 
raine, hardned into hayle, encreafed into floods , and 
are precipated into Torrents. The aire thickned with 
cloudes, {he weth it felfe furios by her tempefts. But 
is fweete, gentle, and indulgent , accommodating her 
felfe, as a nandmayde, for the ufe of man. What is it 
fhe engendreth not? what is it fhe doth not produce of 
her owne accord > what fweet odours > what fap , and 
juice? what diverfiue of colours ? how faithfully doth 



the render the ufe of that , which is concredited to 
her? how many things dothlhe nouriih for our fakes ? 
But it will not be aniifle to adde that which is called 
aPron*ontorie,anQxtent of earth which reacheth up- 
ward » and appeareth a farre off, which is oppofed to 
that, which is called Gulfe. Such are found in the ut- 
moft parts of Italic, Lacinium, and Zephyr cum\ in SiciSe^ 
Lilybaum.mhfi^sigaum. That which is called an lie, 
is a part of the earth encompafed with water on all 
fides, as Creet, Cyprus Jicilie. Pen-lnfuk is that, which 
is joyned to the tirme land by a ftrait , which they call 
mhnnu > and the Pen-Infula Cherfonefus : as there is the 
Goulden Cherfonefus , the Cimbrick^ or Dazici^ TduricJ^ 
and others. Wee muft adde fomething touching the 
Sea, wee call the one the Mediterran , the other the 
Ocean. The Ocean which the Scriptures call the ne * 
Abjffe of waters, for the extent and depth thereof, fur- *™ 
pafleth all other Seas^extendeth it felfe through the ^Jw" 
whole earth , here and there , with a crooked courfe 
through many coafts of the world , fundrie people , • 
lies, Capes,& Promontoires, changing ftillthe name 
with the place. In fome places called Occidentall , in 
others , Oricntall , ^Ethiopian, Spanifli, Atlantick , 
Scythian, Gaulifh, Brittilh,Germane, Hyberboreall, 
and Ycie. In other places by the marb our new Na- 
vigatours have given it, as the Scutb*Sea , or Pacifque 

Sea, Arcbipclagus of Lazarus, the Indian- Sea 3 the. Lantchi- 
doll. It hath many Gulfes , the Arabian , Perfian, Gange- 
ttch^ the Grand, Samatul^ Mexican, the Read-Sea* A* 
mong the ftreights of the Ocean , thefe are the moft 
nobIe,that of Gibraltar and Magellan. To thefe may be 
added that of the Anian betweene the two laft coafts 
Occidentall of America, and Orientallof Tartaric 
The Mediterranean feperateth Africa from Europe * 
and taketh fundry names according to the diveffltie » 
of the countries which it coafteth. The Sea hath in 
aboundance, fifh, plants , and precious ftones. This is 
remarkeable , that nature by an admirable artifice 
would reprefent in the Sea, almoft all things , w^ are 
feene on the earth, and in the ay re. I leave the Ele- 
phants, Swyne, Tortois, Dogs, Bullocks, Horfe* 
Faulcons, Swallowes. Shee hath reprefented man by 
the Sea-man, Mare-maids , and Nereides , and that 
which is almoft incredible by the Monkfifh And as for 
the Syrenes and Nereides ( although by fome igno- * 
rant, reputed for fables) yetbymany Authors, both 
ancient,& moderne,they are efteemed for true Crea- 
tures , feeing at diverfe times , and places they have 
bin feene. Andif any man doubt thereof, let him go 
to a village called Swartwale , ncere unto the Brill in 
Holland , where heelhali fee a Mare-may de dryed , 
fluffed with flocks,and kept for a teftimonie of truth, 
hanging upon the wainfcot , or fieling of the Church. 
Now the Corrall,Pearl, Amber, Succin , Spunge and 
other innumerable things , make us to admire and 
adore the Soveraigne. But thus much may fuffice for 
this: let us come to the diftribution of the parts ofthe 
world , which the Ancients fometimes divided into 
two, Afia and Europe ; fometimes into three , Europe, 
Afia, Africa, or Libya: which is more notable among 
the Ancients , that knew not yet the new world. But 
the difcovery of America , hath caufed a fourth part 

to be added. 

Mercator di videth into three parts f all this Terre- 
ftriall Globe. The firft conteineth that , which the 
Ancients divided into three parts. The fecond that 
which wee call America. The third is the South re- 
gion or Magellan.

Anftotle, 
in his booke of the world, defcribeth it by the caules f 
to wit ,t bat it is the ordered diftofitiott of things vntyeu 
ftBprefervedh God, and by its part, a congregation olm 
Heaven* and of the Earthed of the natures of them . Apu* 
leius defcribeth it more at large. The world (faith hee) 
is an ordinance well adorned ly the gift of God , a mper 
guarde of the Gods. The fupperter whereof % forfo I eaU the 
Center, is the earth , pong , and immoveable , which tsthc 
Genitrixand Nttree of aUlkving Creatures 5 aMbtgb thtngs 
being environed and covered after the manner of a roofe $ 
by tte clear nefe of the aire. Moreover it is the houfe of the 
„ : _ ! "Heaven, wto A wee behold, ladenwitb 
Cetefliall bodies, with mop beautifuU& lucent torches of the 
Sunte,tbcMoone 9 andthenn of the Planets, wherewith it 

is carried through the whole vniverfeufon the Chariots of 
dayes ant night wheeling about with them the innumerable 

t roups of Starr es by a continual! courfe having no end,by any 
revolution of time. Now that the forme of the world is 
round, as a molt abfolute, and a perfeft Globe ; the la- 
tine name chiefely & the confent of thofe,who call it 
fo,&decipheritround,proovethit evidentlie: butal- 
fo many other naturall reafons, make us beleeve. that 
it is fo: not only becaufe this figure is moft capable, 8c 
moftfimple, &: that all the parts fall into therafelves , 
&that it fupportethit felfe,8c is comprehended & en* 
[in it felfe : having no needeofanytyeorjoin- 
<aure,not fenfible ofbeginning or ending in any of the 
parts thereof, but alfo by the view, becaufe that on e- 
very fide,yee alwayes fee the halfe in our hemyfpHere, 
becaufe alfo all the parts thereof have a Uke forme , 
which in any other figure cannot bee , and it is ridicu- 
lous in thofe who believed that it was not of a round 
forme or fphericall, but of a round figure pointed on 
thetop,orovall, or of fome other figure. The parts 
of the world are two,the AEtbereall, or CekfiiaH» & Ele* 
me nt arte or Subknarie. The iEthereall is this luminous 
Region , which conteineth all the Celeftiall Spheres, 

exempt from all change* The Elementarie is that, 
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Cotm* AMBBflMMa E E will firft reprefent unto jrou 

Europe,though it be the leaft ot alb 
yet 'are mooved thereunto , alwell 
by reafon of the excellence of the 
SoUe, as for the multitude of the 
inhabitans , and merit of the brave 
aftions of thofe , who have poflef- 
fed it hetherto. Plinie calleth it, Anurcing mother 
} of people v the Vominatreffe over all other nations , and by 

much exceUeth all other Countries in Beautie. And verily 
albeit the other parts , are greater, and larger, yet 
nevertheleffe they are leUe inhabited. Europe then 
for thefe, and fuch like reafons (hall be the firft we 
difcribe as the moft noble portion of the inheritance, 
of Lipfc *,The eldeft Sonne of jYwA.who enlarged his 
bounds upon the Territories of Sem , and Cham his 
bretheren. Now followeth the Etmotogie of the 
ft be name fource and reafon why it is fo called.

Others %, that after fliee had 
beene ravilhed, fliee was taken up into a fliip,that car- 
ried in her prowthefliapeof a Bull , fome others af- 
firmeitwasaihipbearingthepiaureof/^. for their 
patronage , and of a Bull, falephatua fcith , that one 
Candiot called Taurus , tooke away out of Italie or the 
Tyrrhenian Repon, Europa the Kings daughter pri- 
fonner. Some againe lay, that he had with him a le- 
©onofSooldiers , who carried in their Colours the 
pifture of a Bull, Others aflirme that fliee was fo cal- 
lee for her beautie , becaufe fliee refembled this Vir- 
gine that was raviflied* TheBulHurely, which they 
wonldhavcthofeofEuropetobearetortheir Amies, | 
doth not unfitly refemble the manners , and nature 
of the Europeans. He is fomewhat of a loftie courage, 
lh3folent,imbelli(hed with homes, of a white colour,a 
large thcoate , a fat ttecke , a leader and comman: 
dour of Heards , of great continencie t but if he be 
brought to unlike fexe, then he Iheweth himfelfe ex- 
treamely hot , but afterward chafte & moderate: fuch 
is almoft the Nature of the Europeans, efpeciaily thofe 

which inhabite the furtheft parts Northward. Andron 
Teius thinkedi that there were two Nymphes mar- 

ryed to the Ocean, whereof one of them was brought 
' to bed of Afia and Africa, the other of Europa, o» 
thers derived it from Europus , whome they fay reig- 
ned in this Province, decern* will not beperfwaded, 
that Europa hath its fource from Greece, becaufe it 
was firft inhabited by the Cimmerians before the Gre- 
cians, and the diverhtie of their languages makes one 
beleeve, that it is fo called by the way of excellencie, 
as overvaluing of other Regions : for Vet a mono- 
fillable formed with its diphtongue, is nothing elfe, 
but great, excellent, "and lurpaffing others* Hop figm. 
fyeth a multitude of people^ The faid Becanus ma 
certaine other booke which he made ufe of in his fi> 

* cond edition, added much here & there with his owne 
hand, and among other things obferved, a new opi- 
nion of the Etymologie of Europa , in thefe words, 
But when I confine more carcfufy (faith hee) this name 
with the boll Scripture, I remember another reafon , much 
better, and more happily met withaU. Weefee,that to Ufhet 
dilation is promifed, and as fome others interpret it , love, 
which he should attaint vnto, when CbriBbad redeemed us 
by bis death. E then fignifjtfh a lawful! marriage 5 Ur, 
excellent iHop, hope, whence jfringttb that Europ ts an 
excellent hope of a legitimate marriage , wheh was proper

yet it was divorced ; but the marriage whereby CbrVI 
hath joy ned Europe to his church, shall never be brokfu , fo 
that Europe is right Ij called the portion of laphet. There 
are other appellations of this part of the world. Some Dattrfk 
call it Tyria , whome they fay was the mother of her , namen 
that was ravilhed. But among the Authours of holy 
writ , many call it lapetia of laphet , of whome I have 
Ipoken. Ptolemie writeth, that it was called by a com* 
mon name Celsica ffrota people that inhabited in it 
here and there for in diverle places of the world , 
which at this day wee call Europe, dwelt the CtkianSk 
That Europe is called fo in good earneft, it appeareth 
manifeftly in Strabo , citing Ephore 5 where dividing 
the parts of the Earth, he faith, that that part which is 
towards the Eafterne winde , is inhabited by the Indi* 
amstdsat which is towards the South,by the Etbioptons; 
that which is towards the North,by the Scythians: and 
that which is towards the Weft, by the Ce/tiaus. The 
Afians call all the people of Europe Branch* The 
Turcks call thofe Francis , which make profeflbn of 
j the Romiflh religion ; and thofe which follow 
theGreekes; The xjaiefm of Ethiopia in Africa as 
many Ephmmits witnefle , tearmc us alfo Atf ranges 9 
and the Chriftian Provinces W/f/fcMjthus much for the . 
name* For the fituation,ye muft prefuppofejthat PtoU fbsfim 
6c fome ancient writers have placed Europe, between 
the Climates 4 and 9, betweene the Parallels 1 1 and 
21, betweene the degrees of latitude 36 and 5<b ^d 
of longitude,betweene iyandai. In our age the de«» ^ 4 > 
clination of the Sunne being changed, as hath beene 
obferved and many Countries difcouvered , and fine* 
added to our Europe , even to the 7a degree North* 
ward , wee were driven i to finde out feme furthet 
Markes of Climes and Parallels. Europe then is fitua* 
ted,betweene the Climes 4 and 18. Parallels u and 
3 6. and degrees of latitude %6 and jv. butfor the Ion* 
gitudeif itDecoDj5dered,asfiureasit extendethi it

andbythismeanes aflaile other (hips which labour a- 
gainft thetempefts and waves of the Sea. The molt 
part of them are Cbriftians , but through the negli- 
gence of their Paftors, many did backflide to idolatry* 
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have fpoken concerning the Poles, now I come to the 
• Regions lying under the Pole Ar&ique , which are 
' Greeneland,PriQand^ovaZembla,withrnanyrno, 

which we will treat of very breifly, fo &r forth as they 
are knowne vtoto us. Greenland is fo called ot green- 
nefle: an Hand the greateft part of it as yet unknowne, 
It is fitnarebetwixt the Circle Ardique and the Pole: 
the extreame paralels whereof towards the South.are 
in the degree of 6/ and towards the North, in 77* In 
thisllandlifwe givecredittoNicholas Zenit, whom 

the yeare i j 8o in bis voiage into thofe parts, was fore 
tofledup anddowne inthofe Seas neare adjoyning) 
there is continnaU winter for the fpace of Qinoneths, 
durine which time it never raineth,and the fnow trom 
the beginning of winter is never diffolved unnll the 
end ofit:yetbnothurtfullataUtothegraffe for here 

is marvellous increafe of pafture , and ^ndance of 
beafts and milch cattell, by feafon of that wondertull 
plenty of paftute , fo that they fct up great piles and 
Lapes of Lx ter and cheefe to fell to thofe that ufual- 
lv Sue thither. Allthis countrieis f ullof crueU beares 
with whom theinhabitants have continual war.There 
be alfo*oxes:and if it be true.as feme fay.Unicornes. 
Weeknow but onely two places that are habitable: 
Alba, and the Monaftery of S . Thomas, in the South 
are thefe Rivers; Thor, Boior, Naph, Land ; m the 
Weft,lver, Nice, Ham, Fiftej in the North, Feder, 
Diver : MMPigrmAoth touch Greenland, which is

Hecatens calleththe Septentrionall Ocean Amalchia 
of the river Paropamifiis, which runneth by Scytba, 
which name in tneir language, figmjeth congealed:

• very rigorous, and moft extreme colde: the Counrnc

foxes, and other ravenous beafts. The Hollanders 
alfo of late, failing into the Northerne Sea, neare un- 
to the Hands which they call the lies of Orange, fitu- 
ated towards the North part of Neva ZembU , in the 
height of 77 degrees, were forcedto go on feore, en- 
ter the lifts, anlfight againftgreat Sea-beafts furpat- 
-finethe Oxe in greatnelfe of body j which the com-- .

Thi^aightisfoundtobcpaflable, there- 
fore the Hollanders ( having thorowly viewed the 
coaftsonbothiides) pafled into .the quiet : and tran. 
quill Sea . On the right fide dwell the Sam mtes on the 
feftfidecertaine Barlars, whofe Wths and foot-fteps 
were feene, butthemlelves in perfon never appeared 
Snough with great labour and diligence thev«-cre 
£3r Thf Samnius have an ill-iavourcd^ody, 
X of rude behaviour, yet in wit feeme to bee ca- 
pabKadfit for the knowledge of arts. Tlicyare do- 
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thed from the head to the foot with the skins of deere, 
the richer forte with cloth furred with skins* They all 
weare their haire long, and curie it. They are of alow 
ftature,have abroad and finooth faces, little eies,ihort 
feer* They are all !dolaters,and have images of wood, 
unpoliftied and rude which they worihip, and where- 
unco they offer Sacrifice. The ftraight of Forbifher, 
hath that name of Martin Forbisher , an Englifhman, 
who in the yeare 1577, feeking apaffageto goto Ca- 
thaia by the North,came to a certaine ftraight where- 
in he found both Hands and men , void of all civility, 
they live upon raw tlefh of wilde beafts , which they 
take by hunting , they eat alfo raw herbes , like bruit 
beafts. Their houfes are covered with whale skins. It 
is there moft bitter colde. They learne their dogs to 
beare the yoake, and draw upon the ice all things ne- 
ceffary. Their weapons are bowes 3 arrowes,and flings. 
They are much delighted with things that fhine and 
glitter, and things that make a tinkling found. W hat 
religion they ufe, and what knowledge of God they 
have,we are altogether ignorant.They have no wood 
there: great ftore of harts , and as the countrie is bar- 
ren , fo are the inhabitants ftupid and blockilh, flow 
and dul,a nd without any fpirit or underftanding.They 
do not at all mannure the earth , but content them- 
felves with what it produceth of its owne accordrthey 
live by hunting: their drinke is the warme blood of 
beafts,or the water of ice: there be no rivers nor foun- 
taines, for the colde is lb violent,that it clofeth up the 
pores of the earth, thatnofpring of water can breake 
out : the men are very ftout hunters , and above all, 
cunning foulers: they ufe a certain kinde ofboat made 
of skins, wherein onely one man can fit, who hath no 
need of anymo oares butoue. in his right hand he hol- 
deth an inftrument wherewith hee fliooteth at birds: 
the pradice hereof hath been feen in England, where 
a man whom MartinForbifher brought withhim from 
hence, foot Swans in this forte with the great admira- 
tion of all men, the Queen giving him leave io to do. 
This man having oh a certaine time at Briftow, feen 
the trumpeter of Captain Fbrbifher get uponhis horfe 
he would alfo get up ; but with his;face towards the 
horfe taile,not without great laughter and pleafure to 
the beholders. The ftraight of Davis , named of one 
Iohn Davis, who difcovered it, who in the yeare 1$ 85, 
and the year following, feeking a paflage by the North 
to go to China, did run along the coaft of America,or 
rather Greenland to the Northeaft, from 53 to7y de- 
grees. That which you feedifcribed in this table of 
thofe foure iles,by 10 many Euripes, under the North 
Poleitfelfe, is taken from thejournall of James Knox 
of Bolduc, or the BufTe, who reporteth that- a certaine 
Englifti Friar, minorife of Oxford, a Mathematician, 
hathfeene and compofed the lands lying about the: 
Pole, and meafured them with an aft rotable , and de- 
icribed them by a Geometricall inftrument. Of this, 
Mercator hath made a table, grounded rather upon 
the report of another , than upon any knowledge hee 
himfelfehadofit. This Knox faith, thai: thefe foure 
Euripes meeting together , lb violently precipitate 
themfeives into this deepe Gulfe (where alfo he ma- 
keth a black rock to ftand under the Pole , thecom- 



pafie whereof is 33 leagues>hat the fhips once entrin; 
therein, cannot retire by any force of the winde 5 an< 
that there is never fo much winde there , as is able to 
turne a winde mill. But thefe things to be falfe , our 
Argonauts of late have (hewed: and namely, the Hol- 
landers, who have difcovered and obferye d thofe pla- 
ces, in which it is faid that thefe Euripes are: who have 
found the Sea to be open unto the 8 1 degree of lati- 
tude, and no fuch attra&ions of waters towards thofe 
places which lye right under the Pole , as are fained; 
when yet the beginning of that attra&ion is written to 
be in 77. But of the Septentrionall or Northerne peo- 
ple thus writeth Mela: In the coasl of Afia (faith ht)ihe 



firft are the Hyperboreans to the North, under the confieRatt* 
on of the Pole, where the fun doth not rife and fet every da}, 

jos with m, but firft "i* h intit E ^° aM °J * h * JP rtn &* 
and fetteth in that ofautome: fo that they have fixe moneths 
day, andamany night. The earth there is narrow expofed 
to the fun, fertile by nature, the inhabitants )uH, and Itve ton- 
wand more bleffedly than any other men. 7 hey delight to 
live at ea/e: they know not what belongeth to wars or diffen- 
tions: they are Worshipers of Apollo, And were wont to fend 
him of their firft fruits by their vergins to Velos and after by 
the people, who incontinent carried them further ; they are 
reported to have obferved this cuftome a long timeout is now 
broken off by default of the people. They dwell in woods and 
forrefts, and when they thinks they have lived long enough, 
crowned with garlands chearfull and merry , they caft them- 
feives from a rock^into the Sea , that is to them an excellent 
funerall. But Hecatasus Iongfince hath written a book 
of thefe things, cited of Plinie, who out of Mela Jiath 
described many things touching this people.Of which 
two approoyed Authors , both the one and the other 
confirme the truth hereof Pauius Jovius in his de- 
fcription of Mufcovia hath thefe words : In the utmoft 
coaft of that Ocean (where Norway and Sweden are joy nedte 
the continent) are the Laplanders, ape ople marveffousfavage, 
who if they fee but a ranger or a ship, wiUflee away. They 
know neither fruit nor apples, nor any benignity of the earth 
or heaven* By their onely skill in shooting, they get to eate, 
and clothe themfeives with skins of wilde veafls. Their cham* 
hers are little caves filed with dry leaves , and the hollow 
truncks of trees fo wrought either by fire put within them, or 
by age. Some inhabiting by the Sea, where is great ft ore of fish 
do ufe very foolish but fortunate arts to take them,and do lay 
up their fish dried hard with the fmoat. They are of a low fta- 
ture^ of a pale and dull countenance, but fwift of foot* Their 
nature the Mufcovites who are next neighbours to them, are 
ignorant oft and fay, that to affatle them with a fmattmuUi* 

tude were dangtrou*, and to provoke with a great armiefueh 

who lead a life needy of all things, they do not efteem profitable 
or honourable. ley end the Laplanders there be found Pygmies 
who after they come to their full growth, fiarce exceed the 
meafure of one of our children of tenyeares of age : a time- 
row people, ex freeing their fpeecb after* chattering manner ; 
in fuch wife that they feemto come neare in nature to the Ape* 
as they are remote from the juftfiature of 4 man.Bcyond theft 
people are other nations much more remote, unkgowne to the 
Mufcovites, by reafon no peregrination of any per f on hath bin 
thitherwards uiit 0 the Oceanjout onely by fame and berefay of 
Merchants. But it is manifeB that Duidna runneth with 
great forcctomrds the North, and that there is there a very 
great Sea, fo that from thence to Cathaia,foOowing the cook 
on the right band, it is credible by moH certain cbnjeclure, a 
man may paffebyship. But concerning the habitation of 
the Hyperboreans> it is expedient to heare Julius Sea- 
liger Exerc. 37. concerning navigation from the Hy- 
perboreall Sea,towards China, writing thus: But whe- 
ther or no any navigation may bee made by that Sea 
unto China,the opinions of men are divers, yet thefe 
be ours : from the river Duvina,thcy prefcribe to coaft 
that countrie which compaffeth Scy thia, even to the 
oriental angle,in dubling whereof it behooveih the 
to change the north wind with the weft^ whereof they 
that fpeak in that manner,(hew, that they are ignorant 
of the nature both of that fea, windes and coaft:for the 
- weft and eaft windes are there fo rare,that they areai- 
moft unknown: but the north wind fo frequent, that 
nature feemeth jto have given it. the right of com- 
mand there:the winter tyrannized* there ten months, 
during which time the lea is covered over with ice la 
Summer perpetuallobfcurity, which after mid day for 
an howre or two, beginning a little to clear up, by and 
by is renewed as much as before. And then is there 
more danger by reafon of the ice : the huge crufts 
whereof floting up and domne refemblemoovingl-. 
lands^running and beating one againft another. 
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SLAND, among the fundry | 
Hands of the Occidentall Ocean, 
which are lubjedUo theKingdome I 
of Norway, is the greateft : it hath I 
its name of the ice , whereby it is J 
commonly frozen. It is alfo called 
Sneland 7 ounow: alfo Gardaretsbolme, 
that is, the He of Gardart, from the name of the firft 
difcoverer:as Amgrinus Ionas an Jllander writeth.Ma- 
ny deem this to be whereof the ancients write, 
which alfo Ptolemie calleth Thule: the middle whereof 
heplacethin degree of latitude, 30. 20. of longitude, 
63. This ^//'wmakethtobefivedayes and nights fai- 
ling from the Orcades: celebrated by the Poets when 
they would intimate any thing to be far feparated 5 as 
moft remote from the continent of the whole world: 
hence Virgl: — Tibi ferviet uhimaThule : the utmoft 
Thule (hall ferve thee. Seneca-. —Terrarum ultima Thule, 
the utmoft of all Lands. Claudian: — Thule frocul axe 
remotum, Thule far remote from the axcltree. Statm, 
_ ignotum vincere rhulen , to vanquifh the unknowne 
Thule: yet this is tobe noted,that Thule is ufed by Sta- 
tins himfelfe for Brilaine in thefe verfes. 
Carulm baud aliter quum demicat incolaThules, 
i^gminafalcifcro circumvenh aclacovine. 

And for a moft remote Region in that of JuvenaL j 
De conducendo loquitur jam Rhetore Thule • I 

Suidm faith, that it took that name ofThule* King 
of Egypt- Iftdore, of the Sun, inthefe words: Thule the 
ut molt lie of the Ocean , betwixt the Septentrionall 
and Occidentall Region beyond fritaine , having its 
name ofthe Sun,bccaufe in it the Sun maketh the Sol- 
ftice of Summer, and beyond it there is no day at all: 
whence it commeth that the Sea there is flow and con- 
cealed* Reinerm Renecciusxxhax. it took that name from 
Sie Saxon word7*/, that is to fay,tfw/,as if it were the 
limit of the Northand of the Weft. But truly^whether 

.there ever was any Thule or no, Sinefius doubteth: and 
4 Gtraldus writeth,uofuchanywhereeverappeared,and 
the more learned fort are of divers opinions- Many 
have affirmed ifland to to have been called T"*^, but I 
to thefe are oppofite, $Axo-Grmm*ticu*,Cranzim>Mtlt-< \ 
hs, lovem, Peucertu Orte&ue is of opinion that Ttlemar^ 
( a Marquifat of Norway) is that Tule of the ancients : 
but feeing that (according to Ifiiore) Thuklitth be- 
tween the north and the weft ,we niuft leek it elfwhere. 
The moft learned Gaflar Peucerus , in thebookot the 
dimenfion ofthe earth, writeth, that Shetland is called 
of Mariners, TheltufeHi which if it be fo, wee jnaywell 
lay with the moft learned Camden, that Thule is found 
out, and that it is not Ifland, or Ti lemark , but Shetland. 
Fortius lie is betwixt Scotland and Norway , horrible 
colde, and on allparts expofed to ftormes and tem- 
pefts; the inhabitants whereof, have in 1 ftead of meale 
and bread,filh dried with the winde and Wed. Sure- 
ly Soltnus placeth it neare unto 5r;^.There are ma- 
ny other lies (faithheej about^W , ofthe which 
Thule is the utmoft,in the which.in the folftice of 1 urn . 
mer, the Sun paffing from the figne o tCancer, there is 
almoft no night ; in the folftice of winter the day is 
there fo fhort,that the rifing and fettine of the Sun are 
conjoynedtogether. Beyond ttoUis die Sea flow and 
congealed .Thence fromthe Promontory of Caledonta, 
to eo to Thule, is two day es failing. But although the 
Pole ArSique is not fo elevated I at Shetland, as Pttheas 
UaSilienfts (as Straho reported hath imagined , yet the

ofthe Pole agreeing with that ot Ptolemie,and that it 

k diftanr^ t^ dayes failing &om the Promontory of 
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Caledonia, according to the defcription of Solinus, 
makes us nevertheles to judge that it is that fame of 
Thule. But of thefe this fumcethj I now returnc to 
Ifland. But Ifland is not fituated under the firft Meri- Thefiwa- 
dian (as one hath notedj but in the eight degree from tim - 
it: the length thereof is 100 Germane miles, as the 
vulgar writers have it; to thefe the atbrefaid Jonas ad- 
44: the latitude 6 $ Germane miles: the heaven rigo- 
rous, and for the moft part it is unmanured, efpecially 
towards the notherne part, by reafon ofthe vehement 
blafts of the foutherly winde , which fuffereth not fo 
much asthelhrubs or fruit trees to grow to any height 
there, as Olaus writeth. The ground not at all fit for 
fowing,neithcr doth it bear any corne:butthe pafture 
is fo good (as all who have written of it report^ that 
there is danger left the cattell be fufFocated with fat- 
nes,ifthey be not reftrained from it. Jonas acknow- 
ledgeth that they have no other beafts for labour but 
Horfes and Oxen : that the oxen and cowes have no 
hornes,but the ftieep have: they have little white dogs 
which they love extremely: white Falcons in great a- 
bundance: there are alfo white Ravens or Crowes, ve- 
ry hurtfull to little Iambs and pigsralfo white bears and 
haresj yea (asourlflander, before mentioned, often 
witnelleth) Eagles with white tailes, which Plinie (as 
1 headdeth; called Pygargos. Velleius witnefleth, that 
this Hand beareth no other tree,but birch and juniper, 
fo that the whole Hand is in great want of wood: unks 
it happen (as it doth fonietimes from the Septentrio- 
nall parts) that great trees by tempeftuous windes 
rooted up and blowne into the water, arecaft upon 
this coaft , like (hipwracks by the fury of the waves, 
which the inhabitants ufe for fire buildings, and to 
make (hips. It was made fubjeato theKingdome of rheC$m 
Norway the yeare U60 inthewhich this Jonas faith ymmtnu 
they did firft do homage thereunto. Wherefore the 
King of Denmarke (who is alfo of Norway) fendeth 
thither every yeare a Govemour, who maketh his re- 
1 fidence in the Cattle of Brfiedc, and they do now obey 
I him, as they did once their Bithops, by whom they 
were converted to the Chriftian faith under Adelberr. 
Some thinke that it begun to be inhabited in the time 
of Harald Fairhaire, the firft King of Norway; to wit, 
after hee had expelled and chafed away all the httie 
kiues out of Norway,who feeking new habitations,re. 
mooved hither with their Families, and (loofmgby 
1 little and little the defire of ret urning into their coun- 
trie) there remained. It feemeth that this happened 
in theyear of Chrift 1000. Jonas the lflander writeth, 
about the yeare 874, where you may finde the order 
and names of all thefe Biftiops. Crantzius nameth 
1 their firft Bifhop Ifleph. It feemeth that it came under 
the government ofthe N orwayes, before 200 yeares, 
i bv that which is extraded out ofthe Eclogues of Ni- 
cholas Zunius : where we read that Zichmi , King at 
Friftand,broucht thither his army, but in vaine ; for he 
wasrepulfed and chafed away by the Gamfon which 
the King of Norway placed there. Thellandisdivi . 
ded into fo many parts, as there be cardinall points .11 
the world: they call the Orientall part, AuHlcndtngafi- 
„dnng: the Occidentall, Wefordnng: the Septenm- j 
omllNortlendinga/rordung: the Meridional!, Smite** 
I dinzafiordung. They have no cities: in place whereof 
I tSSfothemountaines. Hereisafountam,the Tm 
mSUity of the exhalation,and fuming ofthe waters^ 
SKf? ^corrupteth the nature of every thing and fin*****. 
wSever is $ rinkled with the exhalation of this 
fame is chan^ into the hardnes of ftone, the forme 
onlv remaining. There isalfoanother fountain ofpc- 
StZcr, which whofo tafteth,fal et h down dead 
Spoifol But the Septentrionall Ocean, where 
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fflh, and bringeth fo great profit to the 
Ifland, that not otiely the weale,and profpenty ol ma- 
nymeh, but of the whole Hand feemeth to depend 
thereupon : for from thence they all live get lulte- 
nance.W fuftane their Families. Here, ,f I would re- 
up aU the forts of the fifties of this Sea.mne would 
fade me; but it will not be amifle to make men ^ of 
fome of the rareft of them : for nature no where is 
ro orefeenetofportherfelfe, in the var.at.on of the 
formes of fifties, than in thisnortherneSea: the ^ 
a moft monftrous creature, is there feene ot Sailers. 
S having the head of an Owle, ftriking horror to 
fg beholder!, the Sea-horfe having a «™""g8 
deftrudlion to fiftiermen: *eSea-oxe of an aftj otour, 
fometimes goeth out of the water and feedeth on me 
Sea-ftoar, a little hollow skin cleaveth to h« nofe, by 

the helpe whereofhe li veth in the water, wh«ch i being 
broken, bejoynethhimfelfe of hUowne accord too. 

theroxen: the calfe (which l :hey fay > goeth on his 
foure feet in the bottome of the Sea , having a moft 
hard skin, which can fcarcely bee pearced with many 
bbwes. Therearealfofeen2^i,wholefleftwhofo 

cateth, dieth prefently $ having atooth mthe inner 
part of the head, Handing out fe ven cnb^jth.s .fome 
navefold for Unicornes home : it is fuppofed to reiilt 
porfon. This beaft is fourtie ek in length- Rosier, 3° 
lXs,butbathno teeth: h«flemisgoodtoeat, and 
rhefat cureth many difeafes : the BnttnWhak , 30 
els long, wanteth teeth, and hath a tongue 7 els long. 
Therei alfoafortof moftmighu -whales which ,fel- 
dome appear, more like an lland than a filh: they can- 
not pursue other fifties becaufe of their greatnes , yet 
take them by a naturall art of their owne. There sal- 
fo another fifhfull of griftles.fomewhat like « Ray,but 
much greater : when it appeareth it (heweth Uke an I- 
land , loth overfet mips with her wings : and other 
things. George Agricola faith, there : bee there three 
mountaines reaching up to heaven, the tops whereot 
are alwayes white withfnow , the nether parts burne 
with fire: the firft is called ^hefec^d,W;r^r#j 
the third, Helg<i that is to fay , holy. Notfcrdiftant 
fVomfi^, areminesof brimftone the onely mer- 
chandife almoft andcuftome ot the Ilandjforthe mer-

land tne other, over the South: both ofibem having ^ 
their pubbque Academies joyned to their houfes, 
Kn both of them are bound to nounlh and in-

ri ble thunder.cafteth out huge ftones,vomiteth bnm- 
ftone, doth fill all far and near with afties, that a man 
cannot till the ground within ao miles ot it. Ihey 
that of curiofity approach near unto the mountain to 
contemplate the nature and caufes of this burnmg,are 
cafily fwallowed up quick within one gulfe or other, 
for there are many, and covered over with ames, that 
no man can take heedto himfelfe: this place therefore 
they call the prifon of curfed foules. And withaU it 
hapneth when the ice thaweth, for 8 whole moneths, 
that great flakes daftiing againft the (hoare , make a 
ereat noife, which the inhabitants, fay is the howling 
i nd lamentation of foules. Of the fame nature alfo 
there is another mountaine,by name Helga-xhu (moun- 
tain in the year t $ % 1 (as Jonas teftifierfi) with fo great 
noife and thunder did caft up fire and ftones.that four- 
fcore miles off, they beleeved great canons to be Ihot 
off. It hath within it a certain gulfe, where ghofts pre- 
fer* themfelves fo apparant to the company ot men, 
that thofe that know not when they died, hold them 
for living • anddonotknow theerrorof theirfence, 
till they be vanifhed. But thefe things are either fabu- 
lous, or.without doubt,delufions ofdevils. Jonas him- 
felfe thinketh them fabulous. Crantzius writeth,that 



rants are contented to live under one roofe with their 
tab: lieandfeedasthey do.T hey lead a holy Ample 
life , defiring no more than nature affoordeth them, 
for they havl the mountaines for their houfes , a : 
fountaines for dainties; Blefled is that people whofe 
povertynomanenvieth,andfomuchthein^ore^leired 

Laufetheyembraced Chriftiamty. ButtheEnghft 
and Danifh merchants, fufferthemnotto reft and be 
contented with their own: for (by reafon of exportati- 
on of Hftune, frequenting this lland) 
kinde of merchandife, they have brought in aU out vi- 
ces. They celebrate the memorable actions ot their 
Anceftors by verfes graven in rocks, to ^indicate them 
from oblivion. They live moft upon fifti , which alio 
beingdried andbeaten, as it were, intomeale, they

d twice baked.In times paft water was their drink, 
tothe richer fortmilkej but now they have lear- MmJm 
nedto mingle fruits , brought unto them from other 
parts therewith, loathing to drinke pure water: tor 
thofe of Lubeck, Hamburgh and Rolbck yearly fre- 
quenting this lland,do carry thither meal,bread,bear, 
wine,Engliih cloth, linnen, yron, fteel, gould, filver, 
tyres for women, and timber to buildihips it. for thele 
they export Ifland cloth, great pieces of brimftone 
diced out of the earth, fifti hard dried, butter, tallow, 
fleeces of wool, the skins of wilde beafts.foxes, white 
falcons, horfes, and other fuch like things. Here isfo

There is fuch abundance 
of fait butter, that befides their ordinary veflels, they

That the providence of God hath ordained 
divers diings to one and the fame end , who kooweth 
not? and verily,the parcek of earth difperfed here and 
there within the Sea,ferve no ieflc to adorn the world, 
than Lakes lpread upon the earth,and hils raifed aloft, 
as well Divines as Philofophers have alwayes held. 

Li vius and Fabius Rufticus have likened the forme The form 
of great Brittain to a long difly>r a two edged axe,and of the /• 
fo it is indeed lhapened towards the South, as Tacitas W> 
witneffeth , whereupon the fame went of the whole. 
But Northward, that huge and inonntraa of ground 
running beyond unto the furtheft point, groweth nar- 
row and iharpe like a wedge, fo large and of fuch ex- 
ceeding greatneffe in circuit they of old time took it 
to be, that Otfir, who was the firft of all the Romans, 
that discovered it, wrote, how he had found out ano- 
ther world : fuppofing the fame fo great, as that it fee- 

med to contain within it, the Ocean , and not to bee 
compalTed about therewith. And Julius Solinus Poli- 
hiftor hath left in w«ring,that for the largenes therof, 
it deferveth well near the name of a fecc

the fpaces ofheaven, place Britain under the 9 and 13 menftons

day in the North parts of Scotland at the Summer «^w. 
Solftice, 18 howtes long, and no night at all, but only 
an obfeure twilight. And for the meafure thereot 
Caefar in his time writeth , that the coaft of Brittain, 
which looketh towards the South,containeth 500000 
paces- that which is towards the Weft, 700000, and 
that which is towards the North, 800000; makingm 
all the whole circuit, to be aoooooo paces* But thete 
of our modern times, have now at length by many and 
fimdry voyages , found out in fome fort the true di- 
menfion and] uft compaffe of the whole lie more : ex- 
aftly . For from the point travifim (faith Camden; 
unto the Cape Mm* the reaches, and crooked tur- 
nings of the Sea-banckes, along the Weft confidered, 
there are rekoned much about 8 1 2 miles ; from thence 
keeping the Sea fide, as it bendeth Southward, untiU 
you come to the foreland of Kent, 32 3 miles, whence

waters, there is enclofed acertaine heat. To the tern- 
peratenes alfo of this Hand , Cefcenius Getuhcus a 
very ancient Poet feemeth to have refpeft, when ne 
verfifieth thus ofBrittain:

for bread and drink: wherein the forrefts are without 
favage beafts,and the ground void of noifom ferpents. 
Contrariwife, it hath abundance of tame cattell : the 
dayes there are very long, and the nights never with- 
out fome light, whiles thofe utmoft plaines by thefea 
fide caft and raife no ftiadowes on high, and the afpedfc 
both of sky and ftars , paffeth beyond the bound of 
the night, yea the very Sun it felfe,which feemeth un- 
to us for to fet, appeareth there onely to paffe and go 
afide. Hear alfo itit pleafe you what another Author 
iaith to Conftantius, I affiire you it was no fruall dam- 
mage to the Common-wealed, tolofethe bare name 
onely of Brittain : fo to forgo aland, fo plentifuH in 
corne, fo rich in pafture, fo full of mines and veines of 
mettall, fo gaintull in tributes and revenewes, fo ac- 
commodated with havens,and for circuit fo large ar 1 



r: others derive it from Prutenia,a I 
in Germany. Bodine fuppofethittooke thens 
Bretta, a Spanifh word, which fignifieth, earth. Some 
think that the Grecians, who todka pride in impofing 
of names upon Countries, pronounced it fo, and hea- 
ring the native people thereof called Britb and Brithon % 
added Tania to it, and fo made it Britbt*ms 9 which fig- 
nifieth a Region, and was called Britania, becaufe it 
was the Region ofthe Brittans,asMauritaniais named 
from Mauri theMoores: Lufitania,from the Country 
of Lufus,and Aquitaniafrom waters. But Camdens E- 
tymologie is the beft and moft probabIe,who fetching 
it from the Brittilh language , deriveth it from Brit, 
fignifying painted, and mne, a nation: which agreeth 
not only with the Britti(htongue,but with the records 
of the moft fincere and trufty Hiftoriographers , all 
with one confent affirming,that the Brittaines ufed to 
paint themfelves blew, with wood, to make themfhew 
more terrible to the Enemy. As for the name KjiLhion 
(faith CamdenJ I paflenot much,confideringthat the 
Greeks gaveit to this llefor dilfcrencefake,Teeing all 
the Hands round about it, were called Brittifh or Brh 
units. Brittain , faith Plinie, renowned in the Greek 
records and ours, lieth betwixt North and Weft over 
againft Germany, France and Spain, but with a great 
diftance betweene them , they being the grea- 

teft parts by farre of all Europe* uiUnon it had to 

name 
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name when all the lies adjacent, were called Brit Antes, 
whereupon Catullus writing agaioft Cgfar , faid thus: 

Hunc Gallia timent, timent BtittannU. 

Him Gaule doth feare, him Brittains dread. 

Who alfo in the fame frame of verles, called it the 
utmoft He of the weft. And it may be this name Afbon 
fprang from the vanity , fabulous inventions and un- 
conftant levity of the Greeks,in coining names, which 
they termed chaw vpuntoy'm. For feeing they had in 
fabulous wife named Italy HeJperk,of Helperus the fon 
of Atlasj France Gaffatia, ofthe fon of Polyphemus: It 
cannot otherwife be , but that in the feme vein of fa- 
bling, they called this Hand Albion , of Albion Nep- 
tuns fon: which thing Perrottus and Lilius Giraldus, 
have put down in writing; unles a man would derive it 
of AAffon which as Feftus witnefleth, fignifieth white: 
For it is environed with white rocks , which Cicero 
termeth Mir if cas moles, that is, wondrous piles: and 
hereof it is, that upon the coined pieces, bearing the 
ftamp of Antonius Pius and Severus, Brittain is pour- 
tarited fitting upon rocks in womens habit. And the 
Brittifh Poets themfelves name it /iwW«*,thatis,tbe 
white lie. The Scots yet to this day call it Albanik, 
and their Country, Albin: Now let us come to the di- 
Thcdivifi- yifion of Brittain. Our Hiftoriographers will needs 
cn% have that divifion of Brittaine to bee moft ancient, 
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Loffia, Cambria, 
,that is into England,Wales, and Scotland. But the 
moft ancient divifion ofBrittain in the opinion of ma- 
ny learned men, is that which is found in Ptolemy, in 
thefecondbobkof his Mathematical! conftrudions, 
wherehetreatethof theParalels, namely, into Brit- 
tain the great and thelefle. But by their leave (faith 
CamdenJ as learned as they be, they themfelves (hall 
fee, if they pleafe to examine thorowly and exaftly in 
that place the proportion of diftance from the iEqua- 

Geographicall 

there, Brittain 

the great; arid Ireland, Brittain the leffc. Howbeit, 
fome of our later writers named the hither part of this 
Hand towards the South , the Great , and the further 
part northward, theLeffe. The inhabitants whereof 
in times paft, were diftinguifhed into MaiaU and Cak- 
donii, that is, into the inhabitants of thechampaine, 
the Mountainers$ as now the Scots are divided in- 
to High-land-men, and Low-land-men. But for as 
jnuchas the Romans cared not for that further tra&, 
becaufe as Apian faith , it could not bee profitable to 
tli*»m ffinrfrnirftill. having fet down their bounds not

far from Edenburgh,at thefirft they made thi 
part, reduced already into a Province, twofold 
the Lower and the Higher,as it is gathered out 
For this higher or nearer part of England (together 
with Wales ) he termeth the Higher, and the farther 
or Northern part the Lower. Which thing th every 
Quarters and abiding places ofthe Ronan Legions in 
Dio,do proove. Thefecond Legion Augufta, which 
kept at Carleon in Wales,and the twentieth fiirnamed 
Vi&rix, which remained at Chefter, or Deva, he pla- 
ceth in the higher Brittain: but the fixth Legion that 
was reGdent atYorke, fervedashe writeth, in the 
lower Brittain.This divifion as it is fuppofed,was made 
by the Emperor Severus,becaufe Herodian reporteth 
that after he had vanquifhed Albinus, Generallof the 
Brittifh forces, who had ufurped the Empire, and re- 
formed the State of Brittain,dividedthe government 
ofthe Province in two parts , betweene two Prefers. 
After this, the Romans did fet out the Province of 
Brittain into three parts : namely into Maxima Cafari- 
enjts, Brhtania prima , and Britannia fecund*. Whereas 
therefore Brittain had in old time three Arch-Bifhops 
towit, of London, Yorke and Caerleon in Wales, it is 
thought that the Province which we now call Canter- 
bury, made Brittannia frima, and the Province of York 



made Maxima Cajarienfis. In the Age next enfuing* 
when the forme ofthe Roman Empire was daily chan- 
ging, either by ambition,tliat more men might attain 
to places of honor, or the wary forecaft of the Empe- 
rors, that the power of their i 7 refidents, which grew 
over great, might be taken downe and abridged,they 
divided Brittain into five partsj towit, Brittannia pri- 
ma, Seeunda, Maxima Cafarienfis, Volenti* , and Flavi* 
Cafarienps. VaknttaktmQth to have been the North 
part of Maxima Cafarienfis , which being ufurped and 
held by the Pi£ts and Scots, Theodofius Generall un- 
der Valens the Einperor,recovered outoftheirhands, 
and in honor of him named it Valentia-, which Marcel- 
linusflieweth more plainely in thefe words, The Pro- 
vince now recovered,which was fain into the enemies 
hands, hereftoredtothe former ftatein fuchfbrt, as 
by his own procuring, it had both a lawful! G overnor, 
and was alio afterward called Valent 'ta , at the pleafure 
ofthe Prince. Now that the fon of this Theodofius, 
added llavia , we may very well conjedure , for that 
before the time of this Flavius , wee read no where of 
Brittannia Flavia. Wherefore to make up this matter 
in few words, all the South eoaft, which of one fide li- 
eth between the Brittilh Sea , and the river Thames, 
with the Severn Sea on the other fide, was called Brit- 
tannia prima y Brittannia fmnda : , was that which now is 
Wales ; Fiavk Otfirienfis, from Humber to Tine,orthe 
wall of Severus 5 Volenti*, from Tine , to the wall or 
rampier neare Edenburgh , which the Scots call 
; Gramefdike, and this was the utmoft limit of the Ro- 
man Empire in this Land, when this laft divifion was 
inufe. Afterwards, when the Barbarians madeinvafi- 
on on every fide,and that the ftate ofthe Roman Em* 
pire decayed^nd civil wars daily encreafed among the 
Brittans, this Hand as bereft ot all life and vigour, lay 
for a rime languilhing, and forlorne without any Ihew 

but that part which inclineth to~ 
ward the North,became two kingdomes,to wit,of the 
Scots and Pids, and the Roman Bentanbj or five por- 
tions in this hither part , became the Heptarchy or fe- 
venkingdomes ofthe Saxons. Forthey devidedthe 
whole Province of the Romans (fetting Wales afide, 
which the remnant of the Brittans poffefled) into fe« 
venkingdomes,thatis to %,Kent,Southfex,Eaftfex, 
Eaft-angle, Weftfex, Northumberland, Eaftfex, a 
Mercia. The Countries were called either Convent** 
or Pagi, which we by a peculiar ter me name Shires, of 
Scyrt a S axon word, which fignifieth to di vid. But fince 
the time ofthe Romans,Saxons, and Dane ,B rittain 
hath been divided into two famous Kingdomes to wit, 
England and Scotland ; which by the comminginof 
King James,were reunited,and are now under the go- 
vernment of Charles the firft.and now thefe two king- ^ 
domes are called againe by the ancient name , Great 
Brittain . This Hand is environed round with the Sea, 



w ch calleth terrible and dangerous:fometimes it 
breaketh in, and drowneth the low grounds, but after 
a while they become dry again Jt flowes into the I land 
with fuch force, that meeting theftreams ofthe frefh 
waters, turneth them back by her cource. It is dange- 
rous to paffe, efpecially in winter , which occafioned 
Julius Firmius to fay to Conftantine the Emperour, 
That in the midft of winter,which was never done be* 
fore, he had trampled under his feet the raging waves 
ofthe Brittifh Oceanj under the motion ot hisoares, 
thebillowesoftheSea, alnioft unknown to us, have 
trembledj and the Brittains affrighted at the unexpe- 
cted face of our Emperorj whaf can yefWifh more? the 
Elements vanquilhed and gave place'to your forces. 
The Sea aboundeth with all forts of fifh« as Salmon, 
Cod,Ling,Srockfifh,Herings,and abundance of other 
fifhbefides: there are alfo MuffellJPearles, which are 
round,and have a King among them as the Bees have. 
Suetonreporteth, that C*farpafled into Bnttamtor 
the finelTe of thefe Mother-Pearles, which they tolde 

re lb big, that he might poiie 

them

tendethitfelfe more than five and twenty thoufand 
JSSfefaad. the Eafterne,now called the Wefterne 
SacheVh far over the Coaft of Scotland. And Hebuda 
the Wefterne, turning towards the Weft, is called by 
Ee Natives Lewes, in which heretofore Mac-Cloyd 
ruled, and is now called in an olde book of Manias, 
Lodhus. It is uneven by reafon of divers hils, that are 
full of ftones, and is ill peopled. But the greaterof 
them all is Fuft: feparated from the fea by a httle cha- 
nelkthe others, faving Hyrtha, areheld of no great 
account, being aUmllol ftones and tlints.which make 
i the wayes troublefome and very hard to pafle.the reft 
are over growne with Dumbs , which /carcely grow 
gre4n. Neverthelefle the Scots bought all thefe lies 
of the Norwegians for ready money,to loyne them to 
their Kingdome, thoughthey reaped but httle profit 
by them.

their lands,livings, and houfes. That part of England The fitua- 
that looketh towards the Eaft or German Sea , was thn. 
named the Angle-Saxons; becaufe they firft feized up- 
on Anglia, or England. The Wefterne part feparated 
from it by the rivers Severn and Dea , which fpeak to 
this day the old Brittifh language a are called Walha,or 
Wales; and they themfelves are alfo called by an anci- 
ent name Cambres, and their Countne Cambria, and 
the Englilh Saiflbns, and their Country alfo Logria. 
It is bounded on the North towards Scotland , with 
the rivers Tweed and Solway : on the South with 
France, and the Brittifii Ocean. Weft ward it hath the 
IriihSeabeatinguponit. The temperature and aire, 
as isfaidinthe general defcription of Brittain,ismilde 
and fweet: the loile more fat and fruitfull, having the 
fields and plains covered with wheat, rye,barly, beans, 
and peas , rich pafture grounds, andlweet meddows 
lying along the rivers fides, abundance of Cattell and 
an infinite number of iheep , which cover the moun- 
tains,hils,and fields,loaden with thick fleeces ofwool, 
which for the riches thereof and making of cloathes, 
may truly be called the goulden Fleece: the fheep alfo 
are much commended tor the daintenes of their flelK 
There growes all forts of trees , faving the Fir-tree, 
and (as C^farfaith) the Beech-tree: but for theabun- 
dance of Bay-trees, Theffalica is not to be compared 
unto it, and for Rofemarie, there is fuch ftore of it in 
fome places, that they make hedges and enclofures 
therewith: the vines and grapes growfeldome ripe,

great ftore of Cornifh Diamonds which inbrightnes 
exceed thofeof India, though not in hardnes. Among 
the Brigants are found many Agath ftones, of a black- 
i(h color, they are light,will burne in water, are queni 
ched with oy le, which being chafed, retain the color 
of the things wherewith they are rubbed : they grow 
between the clifts of the rocks, are of a rufty ^and red- 
dilh hue,but being poWhed,are of a blackrfh ^fplendor. 
The whole countrie is free from wolves, which were 
never feen there fince K. Edgar made Luduall Prince 
ofWaUes topayhim Boowolves aycare fortribute^ 
which performing three years together, in the fourth 
hecould findenomore. Innoplace of the world arc 
there fuchferce Mafty-dogs,and abundance of Crows 
and Rooks which fodevoure and peck upthecornr, 
that the husband men arc conftramed to keepe boye. 
toskarthemaway with fliooting,becaufe they willnot 
rifeat ones voice! There are alPo great ftore of Kites 
and Puttocks.

As touching the Commonwealth of England.it con- 
fiftethofaKing, Noblemen, and Gentry, Citizens, 
7h$ King. Yeomen and Artifans.The King hath power and com- 
mand over all , neither holdeth he his Empire in vaf- 
fellage, nor receiveth his veftore or enftalment of an- 
other ,nor acknowledgeth he any Superior but God a- 
lone. He hath alio many rights of Majefty peculiar to 
hin^lfiw^theLawyerstermi^rrfyirrvwiWjthat is fa 

cred; and individua, that is, infeparabtej becaufe they 
cannot be fevered* the common fort term them Roy- 
all Prerogatives. The next to the King, is his firft be- 
gotten Son . who is the Heir apparant and affigned 
Succeflbr, was firft entituled Princepsjuventutis^t is, 
Prince of the youth 5 and were named Csefars j of the 
Greekifh Empire, Vejpot*i of the Kingdom of France, 
Dolphins^ of Spain,//*/**/*: fo from the time of Ed- 
waxdAe firft, the Heires apparantof England, were 
entituled Princes of Walts. But whereas the Kingdoms 
of Brittain have been formerly divided,are now by the 
happy comming in of King James, growne into one, 
who was ililcd King of Great Brittain , and fo now our 
Sovereigns King Charles ; whofe eldeft Son Prince 
Charles, the lovely joy and darlingof Brittain, is fti- 
led Prince of Great Brittain: and as he is borne thus, to 
the greateft hopes 5 fo all Brittain from one end to 

from the very heart , that 
Uod would vouchfafe toblefle them with thegreateft 
vertues, and continuance of honors, that they may by 
many degrees and that moft happily,exceed,our hope 
furpafle the Noble ails of their Progenitors, and out 
live their years: and to conclude, the Tranflator wifh- 
eth, that feeing it hathpleafed God of his immenfe 
eoodnefle, after fo many yeares paft, to reunite Eng- 



)y the lawfull inheritance of King 
idMaieftv . I will end with his Fa- 



chard the II. for he was the firft that made his 
Bion Robert Vere, who was highly in his favor, Mar- 

queffe of Doublin , and then it began with us to be a 
ritle of hpnor . for before time thole that Governed 
the Marches, were commonly called Lord Marchers 
and not Marqueffes as now wee terme them.

AfterthePrince,the next title of honoris a Duke. 
But in England they adorned none with it , untill 
that Edward the third created Edward his Son Duke 
of Cornewall,by putting a wreath upon his head ; a 
ring upon his finger and a filver rod in his hand. Like 
as the Dukes of Nonnandie were in times paft crea- 
ted by a fword, and aBannerdeiiveredtothem » af- 
terwards by girding the Iword of the Duchie, and a 
Circle of gold, garinflied with litle golden rofes in 
the top. And the fame Edward the third, created in a 
Parliament his two Sons , Lyonell Duke of Clarence, 
and John Duke of tancafter , by the girding of a 
fword, and feting upon their heads a furred Cap with 
a Coronet of gold and pearles 5 and a charter deli ve- 
red unto them. A MarquelTe hath the next place of 
honor after a Duke.This title came to us of late dayes, 
and was not beftowed upon any till the time of Ri- 



Ccminf^d feem to have, come to us from our Ance- 

ftours the Germans: for they in times paft as Cornet* 
Tacitus write th, had their Comites, who ihould alwajes 
ei ve attendance upon their Princes, and be at hand m 
matters of Counfell and authority. King John was 
the firft that uled in creating them the cinfture of 
the fword. For Roger of Hovenden writeth thus : 
King John vpon the day e of his Coronation, girded 
Wilham Marefchall with the fwordof the Earledome JW^, 
of Striguii 4,and Geffrie FitzrPeties with the fword of the w - 
Earledome of Biiex ; who albeit they had bin called 
Earles before,& Governed their Shires,yet were they 
not girt with the fword of an Earledome , and upon 
that day,they waited at the Kings table,wearing thefc 
(words by their fides. In the age next enfiiing , there 
cameuptheimpofitionof a chaplet Cap with a circle 
of gold that now is turnedinto a Coronet,& a mantle, 
or robe of State , are by three feverall Earles borne 
before him that is to be created : & betwixt two Earles 
arrayed alio in their robes of State , is brought in his 
furcoat uuto the King, fitting upon his throne.* where 
kneeling downe , wtnie the patent , or charter of his 
creation is a reading » the King faith in thefe words : 
This fame N. wee eredfc , crear, conftitute, make, ap- 
point and ordaine,Earle of S. and wee give and grant 
unto him, the name,tide,ftate, ftile, honor, authority 
& dignitie of the Earle S. and into it by the cindture 

of a iword really do tnveft •. then is the robe or mantle 
of Eftate done upon him by the King himfelfe , the 
fword huu g about his neck, theXap with the Coronet 
put upon his head,& the faid Charter of the Creation 
being read and delivered into his hands. Among the 
Earles the moft honorable are called CountPaiatines, 
by die way of Excellencie, for as this terme Palatine, 
was a name in ancient times common to all that bare 
office in the Kings Palace : lb Count Palatine was a 
title ofbonor , and dignity conferred upon him , that 
before had beenean officer Palatine, with a certaine 
royall authority , to fit in judgement within his owne 
Territoire. As for the Earle Marihall of England, 
King Richard the fecond, gave that title firft to Tho- M*rsb*U t 

whereas before 

they were limply ftiled Marfhals of England , and af- 
ter the banifhment of Mowbray he granted that 
Holland,Duke of Surrey ,(hould be fubftituted Earle 
Marihall in his place, and (hould carry a rod of gold 
in his hand enamelled black at both ends whereas be* 
fore they ufed one of wood. Next after Earles,follow 
in order Vice-Comites > whome wee call Vice-counts,an Vice* 
old name this is of an office, but a new title of dignity, 
not heard of with us, before Henry the fixts dayes , 
who conferred that title upon J- Lord Beaumont. In 



the ranke of thefuperior, or chiefe nobility, Barons 'Bmw* 
have the next place: there are Barons of divers ranks, 
which were in ancient times, and now accounted very 
honorable. In the dayes of King Henry the third , 
there were reckoned ijo Baronies. Andhereupon 
it was that in all the Charters , and Hiftories of that 
age 5 all noblemen in mannerbe called Barons, and 
wereby that title was then very honorable and undet 
the terme of Baronage , all the fuperior States of the 
Kingdome, as Dukes, Marqueffes, Earles and Barons, 
infome fort were comprifed , but it attained to the 
hi^heft pitch of honor , fince that King Edward the 
third, out of fo great a number , which was feditious 
6c turbulent, called the very belt, by writ or fu 
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Urtto the high coilrt of Parliamentrand hereupon,they 
onely were accounted Baronsof the Kingdom,whom 
the King had cited by yertue of fuch fummons unto 
the Parliament : fince that time, the Kings by their 
Patents, and putting on of the Robe of honor, have 
given this honor* They are created Knights, for the 
common Taw doth not acknowledge Baron to be a 
name of dignity: and they that be in this wife created, 
are called Barons of the Parliament , Barons of the 

Realme,and Barons ofhonor,for a difference between 
thefe and them of olde. The next degree be Knights, 

in all nations they take their names ofhorfes, for the 

Italians call them CaveEierii the French,G&m*//w i the 
Germans,ReicerSjand our Britans in Wales.Margogh 
all from riding.The denomination of Milites was trans- 
ferred unto thole that bare any of the greater offices 
in the Princes Court. ButCamdens opinion is , they 
were at firft fo called, who held any lands or inheritan- 
ces as tenants in fee by this tenure,to ferve in the wars: 
for thofe Lands were termed Knights fees, and thofe 
that elfe where were named Feudatory,that is tenants 
in fee 5 here called Milites, that is, Knights : as for ex- 
emple Milites Regis, the Kings Knights , for that they 
received thefe lands or manures from him, with this 
condition* to ferve him in the wars, to yeeld him feal- 
ty and homage; whereas others who fervedforpay, 
were limply called Solidary and Servientes. But thefe 
called Milites* or Equites • are with us of foure forts. 
The honorableft be thofe of the order of S.George,or 
of the Garter: a fecond degree are Banerets: in a third 
;ranke,Knights of theBathandin a fourth place,thofe 
whom we call in Latin Equites aurati 
if Edward the third, for to-adorn Martiall prowefle wit 
honors,ordained at Windfor that moft noble order of 
Anights, whom (as fbme fay for his own garter given 
forth as Sigpall of Battel! thatfped fortunately) he 
called iTnights of the Garter : who wore on their left 

;rater carrying this 

thers attributed to the garter of the Qdeen,or rather 
of loan Counteffeof Salisbury, which fell from her as 
Ihe danced, and the jffing took up from the floore, at 
which the Noble men laughing, the -King faid, (hortly 
it would come to palTe , that that garter ihould be in 
high honor and eftimation. This is the common and 
moft received report: neither need it feem to be abafe 
origmall thereof; confidering Nobilitas fub amore jacit* 
Bannerets ; who are termed untruely Baronets have their 
name of a Banner, for it was granted unto them in re- 
gard of their martiall vertue & prowefle to ufe a foqre 
fijuare Enfigne-of banner-, whereupon they call them 
Equites vescillaf^ and the Germans,S4»^r-/^w/».The 
' antiquity of thefe Knights Bannerets cannot be fetcht 
from before the time of 2fmg Edward the third, who 
dubbed I An Cbandos Knight Banneret, with his Banner. 
Knights of Concerning /mights of &e Bath,they in former times 
the Bath, were wont to be fele&ed out of the flower of the no- 

bilitie at the Coronation of !tf ngs, and Queenes, and 
at their marriages , fometimes alfo when their Sons 
ifrereinvefted Princes of Wales.or Dukes. But in our 
dayes, the daye before they are created being clad in 
an Eremits gray weed,with a hood,alinnen Coife,and 
booted withall , come devoutly to divine fervice , to 
begin their warfare there, as if they would employ 
their fervice for God efpccially, they ftp alltogether : 
and upon every one of them there waite 2 Elquires, 
and one Page : after fupper they retire themfelves iu- 
chamber, where for each of them is pre- 
pared a prettie bed,with red curtaines,and their owne 
armes faftnedthereupon,with abathing Veflell, Han- 
ding cloie by, couvered with linnen cloathes,wherein 
after they have faid there prayers, and commended 
themfelves to Go<i > they bathe themfelves that 
thereby they might be put in minde to be pure in bo- 



die, andfbule from thenceforth. Thenixt morrow 
early in the morning awakened they are , and raifed 
with a noife of Mulicall inftrumcnts , anddoe on the 
fame appareil. Then the high Conftable of England, 
the Marihall, and others , whom theA'ingappointeth 
come unto them, call them forth in ordt r,and tender 
an oath unto them, namely, that they (hall ferve and 
worfhip God above all, defend the Church, honor the 
ifing, manitanie his rights , proted Widdowes , Vir- 
gins, Orphans, and to their power repell, and put by 
all wrong. When they have Iworne to this by laying 
their hands upon the Gofpel!, they are* brought with 
State to morning prayer, the Alngs Mufitians, and 
Heralds,going before, and by them likewifeare con. 
du&ed to their bed-chambers, where after they have 
devefted them from their Eremits weed,they pot on a 
Mantle of Martiall red Taffata, implying they ihould 

,be martiall men , and a white hat with a white plume 
of feathers over their linnen Coife, in token of fince- 
rity, and tie a paire of white gloves to the pendant 
cordon of their mantle. This done they mount upon 
Steeds, dight withfaddle,and furniture of black lea- 
ther, with white intermingled, and having a croffe in 

. the frontlet . Before every one of them, rideth his 
owne Page, carrying a fword with a gilded hilr, at 
which there hang gilt-ipurs , and of either handof 
them ride their Elquires : with this pompe , and 
trumpets founding before them , as they.go along 
to the itfngs Court ; where when they are brought 
by two ancient Efquires to the A'ings prefence , the 
Page delivereth the girdle, and (word,hanging there* 
to* unto the Lord Chamberlaine , and he with great 
reverence unto the Xing , who therewith girdeththe 
ifiiight overthwart, and commandeth therewith , two 
elder knights, to put on theSpurrs, who in times paft 
were wont with good wifhes , and prayers to kiiTe hi* 
handes, that was to be tfiiighted. 
Now as touching thofe Knights , which are made ia 

thefe day es,either for feme brave fer vices performed 
inthewarrs, or for their birth, worth and' fomc re* 
markable fervice done to their Prince and Countrie , 
he that receiveth the dignity of a Knight kneeleth 
downe , and the King with his Iword drawne,flightly 
fmitethhim upon the (houlder, fpeaking unto him 
thefe words withall in French; Sois Chevatier an nom de 
l Dieu, that is : Be thou Knight in the name of God, and after 
he faith moreover , Avowees Chevalier , that is , Arift 
Sir Knight, .Next in degree after thefe Knights are EC 
quires , termed in Latine Armigeri, that is : Coffrels or 
Bearers ofArmes jhz fame that Scutifcrijhit is shieldbeA* 
m*,or homines adarma.thsX i$>men at Armes. The prin- 
cipall Elquires at this day are counted thofe that are 
fele& Efquires for the Princes bodie, next unto them 
be Knights eldeft Sons, and their eldeft Sons fuccef* 
fi vely . In a third place are reputed yonger Sons of the 
eldeft Sons of Barons, and of other nobles in higher 
eftate. In a fourth ranke are rekonned thbfe unto 
whorjae the King himfelfe together with a title gi veth 
armes , or createth Efquires by putting about their 
neck a filver coller of S. S: and ( in former times) 
upon their heeles a paire of white fpurs , filvered. 
whereupon at this day in the weft parts of the King- 
dome, they be called white Spurs, for diftindion from 
Knights, who were wont to weare gi(t-Sftt r s : and to 
the firft beeotten Sons onely of thele, doth this title 
belong, in the fifth and laft place, be thofe ranked, & 
taken Ibr Efquires, whofoever have any fuperior pub- 
licke office in the Com mon-wea!e,or ferve thePrmce 
in any worfoipfull calling. Gentlemen or the com- 
mon fort of nobiUty be they, that either are defen- 
ded ofworfhipfull parentage,or raifed for their worth 
vertueorwealth. Citizensor Burgelfes be fuch a> in 
their own feverall Cities,execute any pub! 1 eke office,

Y Now followthe Courts of England. As touchmg 

«• theTribunals, or Courts of Iuftice in England there 

«— a, e three forts of them,fome ^O^fi^ 

Temporal] ,and others mixt of both , which being , the 
iSTand moft honorable of all, is called the Par- 
Cent Confifting of the King, Clergie, Superior 
Nobles, the Eleft lights , and Bnrgelfes. It is not 
h eld at fet, and certaine times , bur fummoned by the 
tfmg at his pleafure , fo often as Confutation « to be 
hJot hiet i affaires, & urgent matters.that the Com-

The Star-< 
ber- wherein are difcuffed 8: handled Criminall mat- 
ters'perjuries, Confenages,Fiauds,Deceits,Ryots or 
ExceOe-This Court is right ancient , and for digmtie 
honorable , for it feemes that it mayclame anti- 
„_..„everfincethefirft time that fubjeds appealed 
untotheir Soveraigns , andthe tfngs CounceU was 
erefted. As for the name of Star-Chamber , it tooke 
it fromthetimcthatthisCounceUwas appointed at 
Weftminfterin a Chamber there anciently garmlhed 
and beautified with Stars: forwe read inthe Records 
of Edwardthe third. Ceunfeilen UCbambre&es mott- 
les prez. it k Secth 4 WeBminfier, that is, tbe CounceU tn 
the Chamber of Stars , neete unto tbe Reteit at VFejlminHer. 
The authority of this Court was much augmented , 
and eftablilhed by that moft fage and valiant Prince 
Kine Henry the feventb. The Court of Wards and 
Liveries , hath the name of Pupils or Wards . whole 
caufes it handleth was firft inftituted by Henry the 
eight, whereas in former times , their canfes were 
heard in the Chancerie,and Exchequer: for by an old 
ordiuance derived out of tjormandie, and not from 
Henry the third (as &"«<* write When a man is de- 



ceafed who holdeth pofleffions, or lands in ch, e fe by 
Knie&rvice, as well the heire , as his whole patri- 
ae and revenewes ar*in the Kmgs power,tu,t.on 
XroteSion, untill he be foil « jieres oT age and 
3 by vertue of the Kings Brieve or Letter £&r 
rion anddelivery be made unto him againe thereof. 
The Court of Chancery is as it were the Princes ; con- 
fcience his mouth, eye and ear, to ftnke and daft out 
S h croSes Lettkcommiffions. Warrants and 
decrees, paffed againft law &nght,which not.mpro- 
Periy they term tocancell: andfomethmkthename 
of Chancellor came from this cancelhng, femgma 
doffary of later times we read: A chancer* be wbo& 
ofliteis telook.intoandttrHfi tbe mimgs ani angers of 
tbeBmcrorJIocMiei rchat « wttten msfe, * f to fane 
tbatJiebM There is another Court alfo .divided 
out of the Kings Privy CounceU, called the Court of 
Requefts, which giveth hearing like the Chancery to 
caufes between privat perfomjbut fuch as before were 
nrefented unto the Prince, or his Pnvie Councell. 

The Court of Faculties, wherein there is appoin- 
ted a chiefe Prefident , who heareth and confidereth 
of their grievances, and requefts that are s petitioners 
for fome moderation f and eafement of the bedefia- 
fticall Law , ibmetimes overftrid, and rigorous, and 
a Reeifterbefides, who recordeththe difpenfations 
granted. The Court of Peculiars , which dealetlun 
certaine Parifhes exempt from the Bilhops lunfdi<ai- 
ons infomeDiocefle,& are peculiarly beloging to the 
Archbilhop of Canterbnrie. Now forthe admmiftra- 
tion of Iuftice, England is divided into 39 Earldoms,

To conclude, England affordeth good andwhole- 

fome meats.whichthey have in abundance, and dain- 
ty variety of all forts: their beere and ale for the moft 
part is made of barley mault, which hath a very good 
tafte, and is tranfported into forrain countries. For 
their cloathes and habits they are comely and decent, 
andthe womens attire honeft and modeft. England

The river is great and floweth from the Sconift 
mountains,and runneth very crooked a great way be* 
tween the bounds of thefe parts, but comming neare 
to am a Burrow town, fwelleth with many brookei 
that run into it , and beginneth to divide the neigh- 
bouring countries, andliavingreceived»theTillinto 
it,dilchargethitfelf intothe Ocean. There are others 
befides, as Coqueda, Alaunus and Wanfpeth, which 
I will pafle over. 

a^rWiieth Weftward and Northward from - 
WtflmerUndjhs. utmoft Region of the Realm of Eng- ZZr* 
land: on the North itbordereth upon Scotland : on m*' riM ^ 
the South and Weft fides , the Irifh Sea beatethupon mhJ 
it: and Eaftward, it butteth upon Northumberland.lt 
took the name of the inhabitants , who were the true 
and naturall Brittains , and called themfelves in their 
own language, Kmbri and Kdmbri. This countrie, al- 
though it be fomewhat with the coldeft , as lying far 
Northward, andfeemethroughbyreafonofthe " 
yet for the variety thereof it faiileth upon the behoU 
ders, and giveth content to as many as travelling: 
for after the rocks bnnching out, the mountains ftand 
rich with mettall mines , and betweene diem great 
Meers, ftored with allkindeof wildefbule, you come 
to pretty hils ggod for pafturage , and well repleni* 
fhed with flocks of flieep , beneath which again you 
meet with goodly plains, Ipreading out a great way, 
yeelding come fufhciently. 

The Romifh Empire begining to decline in Britain, 
though this Countrie had beene greevouilie torne in 
peeces by the Scots, and the Pitts, yet neverthelefle 
it kept the Britans their firft inhabitans longer than 
any others , & were the laft of all that came under the 
power of the Saxons. But when the Saxons affaires 
were cut off by the Danifli wars, they fell into decay, 
and had pettie Kings ,which were called Kings of Cum* 
bria> till the yeere of our Lord cciDxi.vi,in which 
time King Edmund fpoyled all Cumberland of their 
riches, and having puld out the eyes of the two Sons 
of DumaiJe King of that Province , he permitted Mah 
cobnc King of the Scots , to hold this Kingdome un- 
der him, that he might defend tl^e Northerne parts 
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thereof from England, and againft the incurfions and i 
inroads of their Enemies, Well by Sea, as by Land. 
Since which time the eldeft Sons of the King of Scot* 
land for a time were called Governours of Cumber- 
land, But England being conquered by the Normans, 
this Countrie fell likewife into their hands, which Ra~ 
mhbe of Mefchines obtained. But King Stephen to get i 
into the favor of the Scots.yeelded it to them againe* 
to the end they mi ght hold it from him,and from the 
Kings of England by right of fief. But Henry the fe- 
cond his Succeffor, having perceived that this prodi- 
gall liberaiitie of Stephen was hurtfullafwell to him- 
lelfe,as to his Kingdome,redemanded of the Scotch, I 
Northumberland , Cumberland , and Weftmorland. 
Whoconfideringprudentlie, that thefe parts belon- 
ged to the King of England,afwell by the power of his 
forces, as by the right he had to them, in ail integrity 
reftored the above named Confines , and in fteadot 
them received from him the county of Huntedunens, 
which appertained to him by ancient right. There is 
in this quarter the mod ancient city Carlile, which is 
: pleafantlyfeated^gardedonthenorthfide.withHrf^ 

on the eaft, with AmV, on the weft, with dud: and 
befides thefe naturall fences, it is fortified with ft rong 
wals of ftone,with a Cattle and a Citadell to defend it. 
Themany Antiquarieswhich have been taken out of 
it (hew fufficiently that it flourifhed under the Ro- 
maas.This territory hath init /» Parochial Churches. 
There are moreover divers Lakes covered with all 
manner of foules : there are divers rivers alfo, among 
which, irth a little river, which maketh way towards 
the Sea, wherein the Mufcles and Cochles after they 
have with a kinde of yawning or gaping locoed in idew | 
which they luft after to conceive by , bring forth 
Pearlesor Shellberries, which the inhabitants learch 
after at a low water* The Ocean alfo .which beateth 
uponthefecoafts,bringethforthamullitudeofdivers 

goodfilhes, which is a lhame to the inhabitants, that 
they ve fo flothfull and lazy, as not being carefull to 
fifti there as they ought. The mountains there are full 
of thick mettals,among the which themountains cal- 
led Derwent fels , wherein coper mines were difcove- 
red, andfome fmall veins of gold and filver in them. 
If Cefar had known of thefe mine5,he would not have 
I writ, that the Brittains had ufe ofcoper brought unto 
them from beyond Sea,feeing that the mines not only 

ferve all England over , but alfo affoord great plenty 
befide, which is tranfported out of the Realm : here 
alfo is found black lead , with which painters ufe to 
draw their lin^s , and make pi&ures of one colour in 
. their firft draughts. We muft not forget the Roman 
% wall,which runneth over the higher parts of thisTer- 
m ' ritorie, made by Severn the Emperor , who was care- 
full to feparate and make furethe part of this He a- 
gainft the incurfion of an untamed Nation , by a ram- 
part and an entrenchment which he made there. This 
was the moll renouned bound of the Roraifli Pro- 
vince, i a paces long. Spartan faith he fortified Brit- 
tain, which is the honor of his Empire,having carried 
a wall thorow the He overwhart two hils unto the Sea, 
for which he atchie ved the name of Brltunnim. Bed* 
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faith it was eight foot brdad and twelve foot hish, the 
traces whereof are not onely to be feen at this day,but 
alfo the remainders and great pieces of it extend in 
fome places a great way, and onely fpoiled of the bat- 

telmentsandplaiftrings. , 
The Bilhoprick of Durham borderethonthe north xtowrh*m.

atriangle, theutmoft angle whereof is made up to

coles.This countrie with the other Territories there, 
untoadjoyning, was tearmed the land or Patrimony 
of S. Cutbbert, for fo they called whatfoe ver belonged 
to the Church of Durham,whereof S, Cutbbert was the 
Patrone : who in the primitive ftate of the EngMh 
Church, beingBilhopoflindefarn, led aU his life ia 
inch holines, that he was cannonized among the Eng- 
UfliSaints:our Kings alfo and the Peers of the Realm, 
becaufe they verily periwaded themfelves that he was 
their Tutelar Saint and Protector againft the Scots, 
went not onely in pilgrimage to vifit his body (which 
they beleeved to have continued ftill found and incor- 
rupted) but alfo gave very large poffeflions to this 
Church , and endowed the fame with many immuni- 
| ties. The chief city of this countrie is Durham, feated 
highland ftrongwithal,yettaketh up no great circuit, 
(hapedin an ovallforme,environed on every fide(favc. 
on the north fide) with the river, and fortified with a 
wall. Towards the South fide, where the river fetch* 
eth it felfe about , ftandeth the Cathedrall Church, 
makingaftatelyfhewwithahighTowre inthei&ift, 
I andtwolpires at the weft end. Inthemidftthereisa 
Cattle placed, as it were between two ftone bridges 
over the river, the one eaftward, the other weftward; 
from the Caftle northward,is feen a fpacious merkate. 
place and S.Nicholas Church. They rekon that there 
are in this quarter and Northumberland 1 1 8 Parochi- 
all Churches, befides many Chappels.

Themc>re Southerlie 
part of this Shire , contained in a narrow roome , be* 
tweene the Rivers Lone and Winandermere, is repu- 
ted fruitful! enough in the Vallies , although it can 
flicwe manie Selies,with rough and ftpniejw:ks,lying 
ever bare without graffe , and is tearmed all by one 
name, TheBaronie of Kendale , or Candale',thkt is; 
the dale by Can : for it tooke nameof the River Can, 
which running rough upon ftones,cutteth through it.

where it confineth upon Weftmoreland . the narro- 
wer it eroweth , and there by an arme of the Sea , in- 
finuating it felfe , is interrupted. A good part of 
it , which butteth upon Cumberland beyond the 
faid Arme . where the ground is plain and cham- 
pain it yeeldeth good ftore of barly .and wheate 
fhatwhichlyethatthebottomeof the hills is tor 
. TK^^r.ile eperv where is meetely good, 



and tolerable , unleflfe it be in certaine moift places , 
and nnwholefomeiCalled Moffes,whichnothwithftan« 
ding make amends for thofe their difcommodities , 
with more plcntifull commodities , for if their upper 
coate be pared away, they yeeld certaine un&uous fic 
fettifti Turfe for fewell, and fometimes they finde un- 
der groundtrees, which have beene a lohg time bu- 
ried there. U nderneath alfo in diverfe places they 
^Foard abundance of Marie, which ferveth in ftead 
of Mucke, to enrich their grounds. A man may judge 
of the goodnefle of the Soile,partly by theconftitu. 
tion, and complexion of the inhabitants , who are to 
fee to , paffing fkire and bewtifiill, and partly by the 
Cattle: their kine , and oxen , which have, good- 
ly heads, and faire fpread homes , and well proportio- 
nate bodies withall ,fo that you mall finde no one point 
wanting, which M ago the Carthaginian requireth.as 
Columella, fpecifieth out of him. This Shire had firft of 
all Lords , which were called Lords oi the honor ot 
Lancafter, afterward Earles,& thirdly Dukes. 1 paffe 
nowtothe Cities,the chiefeft whereof is Manchefter, Terms, 
which Antonie the Emperour called Itancunmm and 
Mamcium , according to the varietie of the Copies. 
For antiquitie, pleafantneffe, well peopled , manufac- 
tures of wools, the Seate of juftie, the faire Church 
and Colledge founded by Thomas Lord de la War, it 
farre excelleth in beautifulnefle the Townes lying 
round about it. Ormeskirke is a mercate Towne,wel 
known by reafon of the fepulture therein,of the 
leys Earles of Derby. And alfo Lancafter the pnnci- 
pall Citie of that Countrie , which the natives call 
moretruely Loncafter, becaufe it tooke the name 
from the River Lon. There are in it 3 tf Panffies, 
which are well peopled : there are alfo manie Lakes, 
and Marines, among which is the Poole Merton , and 
Winander mere, the greateft Lake in all England full 
offifhand breedeth a peculiar kindoffilh found no 
where elfe, called A Am. There are manie Moun- 
taines, and thofe very high as Ingleborrow-hilLat the 

fprine-head it afcendeth ask were by degrees .with a 
lmceTand a mightie ridge weftward,& at the furtheft 

end, mounteth up into the aire as if an other hi 1 were 
fet upon the head of ir. Penicent haply fo called for 
his whitifli , and fno%vy top , for fo Pemgwrn figmfietli 
in the Britiih tongue , and rifeth aloft with an huge 
bulke. Pendle-hilladvanccthit felfe up to the sky, 
with a loftie head: ButthisMountaineis memorable 
for the harme, that it did not long fmce, to the Coun- 
trie lying beneath it, by reafon ot a might* ; deale pt 
water euihing out of it,- as alfo for an intalhble prog- 
noaicltion of raine, fo often as the top thereof is co. 
vered with a mill. CeSru followeth, called Chetture, 
and the Countie Palatine of Chefter. On the South, 
fide it is hemmed in with Shropfhire , on the Eaftfide 
with Statfordlhire and Darbyfhire, on the North with 
Lancalhire,and on the Weft with Denbigh, and Flint, 
toward the Northweft it runneth far nto the Sea with 
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alone Cantle, or Promontory , which being encbied 
betwlene two Creeks , receiveth the Ocean on both 
fides, entrinsintothe land,and fwalloweth up all the 
Rivers into tWelitle Seas. The Countrie is barren, 
and beareth but litle Corne.but abounds inCattle and 

in Fifli. It hach a famous towne init, which Ptolemie 
• y called 
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called fkumn* % Antoinette Imperor,Deva from the 
river Dee,the Englifh Chefter, & Weftchefter having 
a fourfuuare forme,enciofed with wals. On the South* 
weft fide rifeth a Cattle, built by the Earles thereot, 
wherein the affaires of the Palatine are treated ot 
twife ayeere. Thereare other townes, as Fmtorrow 
and Congleton, this Shire hath raoiethen<>8 Pantoes 
in it. The Rivers thereof are Dee abounding in Sal- 
mons, and commeth out of Wales from whence it is 
bcteeved, it taketh his name. Then Wever,Merfey 
and Dane. Carnarvoufoire, which the Latme HUto- 
rians call Snaudonia , and Arvonh , on the North and 
Weftfide it iooketh towards the Sea , the Southfidc is 
clofed in by Merionithfhire, andthe Eaft part boun- 
dethupon Denbighshire, the River Conway pafling 
throughit,where it Iooketh towards the Sea,the Soiie 
thereof is very fruitfull , and peopled with a number 
of fmall Townes. Amone the othei -Townes it hath 
in it Bangor the Epifcopail Seate. It hath m it the Ri. 
ver Conway , which cfivideth this territone on the 
Eaftfide, and breedeth Cockles, which being filled 
with the aide Dewe, have pearles. The inward part 
of this Countie is montainous , and craggie with di- 
vers crooked hills running betweene them, The 
quarter of Denbigh called Denbighflvre fhooteth 
Eaftwardto the River Dee, and feemeth as it were 
for very feare to have Ihrunke back , andtfith drawne 
it felfe from the Sea more iawardUe into the 
Countrie. On the Sorth, fometimes the Sea beateth 
upon it , on the Weft Merionith and Montgomery , 
ontheEaft Cheshire, and Shroplhire hemme it in. 
The Wefterne part is barren , the middle part vtoch 
lyeth down in the Valley, is very fruitfull : the Eaft- 
fidefeeleth the nature of the Valley, whichis contra- 
rie to it : but that which lyeth on the further fide ot 
the Dee is very favorable. In this quarter lyeth the 
River Cluida, truely happie for the bewtie, fertUitic? , 
& wholefomeneffe thereof, in which Ruthum ftands, 
which is a place of the greateft trafique in all that : VaU 
ley. There is a territoireinit called in the Brittilh 
tongue Marlor Gimraig , andinEnglifti Bromfeild, 
very^lea&t*. The principali Towne in this part 
is Denbigh , and the River Cluid. . There is ano- 
lintsbire. ther fmaU Countrie, called Flintfhire, more long 

than broad,on the North fide it is bounded with Den- 
bighihlre , and the Irifli Sea beateth upon the North 
part, or rather the Arme of the Sea of Dee. On the 
Eaft is butteth upon the Countie of Chefter , and in 
fome places upon Denbigh. It is not very mountai- 
nous but ofcen rifeth in hills , which fall downe into 
very fruitfull plaines, efpecially where they looke to- 
wards the Sea: they bring forth the firft yeere in fome 
grounds barlie, in other places wheate, & Rye,which 
yeelde twentie fould encreafe , afterwards four or five 
yeeres one after an other abundance of oates. There 
ftands the town ofS. A faph,belonging to the Englifh, 
where there is an Epifcopail Seate,under which there 
are manie Parilhes , and Ruthlan , which maketh a 

, . . , cood fhewe with a Caftle. Merionithfhire called in 
Mtrtmtb ^ adne {MerMdt runneth f rom tne Village Montgo- 

mery, to the Gulfe Lunat, and the Ocean , which on 
the Weftfide beateth fo fore upon it , that it isvenly 
thought to have carried away by violence fome part 
of it. Southward it is fevered from Cardiganfhire by 
the River Dovy. On the North it bouhdeth upon 
Carnarvon aad Denbighfhires. As for the inland part, 
it fo rifeth with Mountaines, (landing one by an other 
in plumps, that as Giraldas faith, itistherougheft,& 
moft unpleafant Countrie to fee to,in all Wales,there 
are notmanytownesinit»BytheSea in the little ter- 
ritorie named Ardudwy,is the Caftle Arlech,well for- 
tified and ftandeth upon a very fteepe rock , looking 
down into the Sea from aloft, and is thechiefeft in 
that Shire. It hath in it Mountaines of a wonderfull

rine,here and there one,but ftanding very thick toge- 
ther and fo even in height , that Shepards talking to- 
gether or railing one at an other on the tops of them, 
Lt if haply tffey appoint the feild to encounter

with Shrop(hire,on the North with ^rbightore and 

on the Weft with Merionithfhire. Although it hath 
manie a high hill in it, yet by reafon of divers plentt- 
full Vallies, it is a good Countrie afweil for Corne as 
Pafture. The principali towne thereof is Montgo- 
mery , whichis fituated upon a rock, having a plea- 
faot plaine under it, built by Baldwin, and Eftabhfhed 
fora Frontier upon theConfines of Wales. Through 
it runneth theSevern , the greateft River in Bnttanie 
next unto Thames. This River immediately from his 
fprinehead maketh fuch a number of windings in and 
out in his courfe,that a man would thinke many times 
he retumes againe to his Bountaineryet for all that he 

wandreth, through

infilling a certain vitail moifture into the foile every* 
where-as he pafleth,untitt at length he mildly difchar- 
geth himfelfeinto the SeverneSea. Here ftandeth 
Shrewsburiejit is feared upon a hill of a reddilh Earth 
& Severn, Having 2 very taire bridges upon it, gathe- 
ring hhnfelfc in a manner round,informe ota Circle, 
and fo compaffeth i t,that were it not for a fmaU banke 
of firme land, it might go for an Hand. It is not onely 
ftrong by nature, but alfo by Art, very much reforted 
unto,abounding in Marchandifes,and rich by the dili- 
gence of the Citizens, for making of cloaths & their 
ttading with Wales , fince it hath beene inhabited by 
the Englilh : they count in it 170 Pariflies. There re- 

mainetti briefly to be defcribed in this Map,the 2 lies, 
Man and Anglefey. The He of Man,ft retched out juft 
in the midlevel, betweene theNortherne Coafts of 
Ireland and Brittaine , and ex tendeth it felfe from the 
North towards the South fome 30 Italian miles, but 
reacheth in breadth, where it is wideft fcarce above 
1 c milesj and where it is narroweft s. In Bedes dayes 
itconteiQediuit30o famillies , like as Anglefey pd: 
but now it numbreth but 17 Parifh Churches. Flax,& 
Hempe it beareth abundantlie : it hath freih Paftures, 
and feilds, which by good manuring beareBarlie a 

Wheate plentifully but efpecially oateS , which make 
the people to cate much Oaten- bread. It is ftored 
with Cattle every where , and hath mightie flocks of 
Sheepe. The chiefe towne thereof is Caftle-towne , 
but the beft peopled is Duelar , by reafon it hath a 
good haven. On the Weft fide lieththe lie Balacuri 
where the Bifhop of it often keepeth his refidence, 8C 
isfubjedtothe Archbiftiop of Yorke. And thePile- 
Fortrefle, which lieth in a lmall lie, & holdeth a gar* 
nilbn in it. It is reported that on the Southeme Cape 
there is a fmall lie called the Calfe of Man , wherein 
there are abundance of Sea-foules called Puffins, and 
of thefe Ducks bred of the rotten wood of ftups , 
which they call Bernacles ; the Scotch, * Claike geefe, * 
and Soland geefe. In the middle of Man arileth^/^ 

Mountaines , the higheft whereof is Sceafel , from ^If^ms 
which in a cleari day, one may fee Scotland, Eneland ^ ,J 

and Ireland. Their judges are chofen among them- ^ thc 
felves and are called Deemfters,which judge allcau- mtu 
fes,and pleas without evidences, charge or expencesi 
For the Magiftrate taketh up a ftone , and defivereth 
itfea!edtothePlaintife,withthatheciteth his ad- 

verfe partie , and witneffes. If it be an ambiguous

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matter, it is referred to a 1 urie of twelve men. It hath 
Crowners which adminifter the Office of Vicounts. 
SotheEccleftiaUludge fummoneth 8c determineth,

AMBRIA or Wales, the ancient 
inhabitation of the Britans,tooke its 
name from Cambre thethird,Sonne 
of Brum, according to the opinion 
of fome, which M*. Camden thinketh 
to be fabulous. It is levered from 
Lboegru, or England , by the Rivers 
Sevtrn and Bee , and on all the other fides environned 
with the Irifli Sea. The name of this Countrie before 
the conqueft comprifed in times paft,the whole coun- 
trie beyond Severn but afterward reached not fo farre. 
All this countrie is 




in* 



>untainous , rough , craggie , fa- 
ving neere unto the Sea-fide , where the Soile is moft 
fcrtilL Now in ancient times three people ruled wales, 
the Silms % Dimeu and Ordwiets : for thefe held not 
onely the twelve fhires of Wales,but thofe two alfo be- 
yond Severn : Hereford-fhire and Monmouth, {hire , 
which have bin now long reckoned among the coun- 
ties of England. The according to Ptolomees 
difcription, inhabited thofe regions , which in Welch 
are called by one name Debeubarth, that is , the South* 
part , but at this day by new names, Hereford-lhire , 
Radnor-fhire, Brecknoc-fliire , Monraouth-Qiire , and 
Clamorgan-Jhire, wherein to this day are yet fome re. 
raainders alfo of the name silures* Plinie was of opi- 
nion, that the Silures held the other part of the coun* 
trie,which extendeth it felfe towards the Weft , and is 
called Weft-wales t conteineth the territoire Mardu- 
nenfe , or Carmaerden-fiiire , Penbrockor Cardigan- 

ftiire» But Ptolomee,whichknewBritaniemoftexa(!l- 
ly placeth here an other people, whome he calleth Di- 
mctesorDemetes, and both Gildasand Nennius have 
ufed this name Demetia for this Countrie, The Or- 
dovices , which are likewife called Ordeveces , held 
heretofore the two other principalities ( which they 
tcarmed Guineth, & Powis , the Englifli North-wales 
and Powis - land ) to whome thefe Regions apper- 
tained,which are called now by new names inEnglifh 
Montgomery-fhire,Merioneth-(hire,Carnarvon-{hire, 

Denbigh-Ihire and Flint-fhire. 

Now the Welch-men are a warrlike Nation, &de. 
fended their liberties under their Pety-Kings, for ma- 
ny ages together; and though they were {hut but from 
the Englifh Saxons by a deepe ditch , a wonderfull 
peece of worke,which King Otta caufed to be digged: 
yea neverthelefTe oftentimes they deftroyed their 
townes, by putting them to (word and fire , and fulfred 
manylofles and inconveniences from them. Never, 
thelefle they would in no wife be brought to receive 
theyoakeof fervitude, fothat matters in no manner 
could be corapofed,norappeafed becaufeof the irre- 
conceliable hatred betweene thefe Nations,untill that 
Henry thefeventh defcended of them , put forth his 
healing hand, to the affli<3ed , and that Henry the s, 
received them upon fuch equal! conditions of right & 
liberty as the other Englifh enjoyed, Now this coun- 
trie by an ancient cuftome, appertained to the eldeft 
Son of the King of England , who is called the Prince 
of Wales* It refteth now that wee looke into the feve- 
rall parts of Wales, in fuch order,as wee have fet them

downe, reckoning onely thofe, which wee have men- 
tioned in the defcriptions of Mercators Maps. Wee 
will firft then begin with Hereford-flure, and wee will 
fpeake nothing of the bounds thereof,but referre that 
to the fifth Map of England , & will there defcribe the 
reft. The Englifh Government then declyning Raphe, 
Sonne of Walter Medatinus commaunded this tern' 
torie under the title of an Officiall Earle , whome the 
Normands bereft of this honour , and in whofe itecd 
they placed William Fitz Osbern , neerely allied to 
the Dukes of Normandie. Roger his Sonne , furna- 
med £rtf*v/tffuccceded him, who being banifted dyed 
without heire male : and King Stephen gave Here- 
ford-fliire to Robart de Boffii, Earle of Leicefter, but 
in vaine: for Maude Augusla, the Emprcffe advanced 
this honour upon Miles , Sonne of Walter, Confrable 
of Glocefter , and made him Conftable of England, 
who had for his iflue foure children, to wit, Roger > WaU 
tetfienry and i^4^/,but thefe one after another had no 
ilfue. Now followeth Radnor : the Uomo m*ry, or 
from Mortuo-tnar$\ called by the Englifli Mortimers: the 
firft of the Normans that gained this Region in cha- 
iingaway£r/w Sylvat'tctu the Saxon, And as foralong 
time they excelled all others in this region : finally , 
King Edward the third,in the yeare of our Lord 1 3 29, 
created Roger of MoYtuo-tnariLot&oi Wigmor, Earlc 
of this Welch bounds, or as they vulgarly tearmc it , 
of the Marche, who prefently was put to death. Brcck- 
nocklhire obtained the third place, William the Redd 
reigning, Barnard de Novo mcrcatu or Newmarck , a 
Norman being a man full of courage and councilI,ga- 
thered many Englifli and Normans,and troopes toge- 
ther, was the firft that aflaulted this Countrie,5c tookc 
it from the Cambres in a difficult warre, and marryed 
Nefta the daughter of Prince Gruiifin, the which ha- 
ving difpoffefled his Sonne Mahel of his patrimonie, 

Sybela his fitter did inherite ir, & caft this honour upon 
her hufband Miles Earle of Hereford > which fuccef- 
fi vely fell one an other with large revenues to the Bre* 
ofes, Bobumcs and Steffords in this territorie , and they 
being banifhed it came to the King. The Countie of 
•JWonmouth lyeth under Brechinic and Hereford , to- 
wards the Southeme Region , during the Hcptarchie 
of the Saxons , it was fubjed to the Welch upon the 
Mountaines, who neverthelefle, as wee may fee in the 
ancient Lawes, were under the commaund of the Ea- 
fterneSaxons.But in the firft times of the Normands, 
the bordering Dukes affii&cd it grevoully, principally 
Hamell Balun, Hugh I alcy, Walter & William Claire, 
Earles of Strighill,and Brcyn of Walhngford, having 
vanquifhed the Welch title by litle , they reduced un- 
der their power , the one the upper part of this tern'- 
toire,and the other the lower,which they cai 1 X other- 
went. The laft Region of the Silures is Glamorgan, 
whereot the Earles of Glocefter fince the loile of the 

(hire, have bin Lords being defcended by aright line 
fromFitz-haimonthe Claresand Spencers , then Bel- 
locampandaNevillor two, by a daughter of Nevill 
uTued from the Spencers. Richard the third King of 
England,bcingflaine, Henry the feventh tookc the in-

heritancc of this territorie , and gave it to I^par his 
Uacie Duke of Bedford, who dying without iflue,the 
Ring recalled to himfelfe all his right againe , and left 
it to his Son* Henrie the eight , whofe Son Edward the 
fixth,fouldthemoftpartof it to William Herbert, 
whome be had created Earleof Penbroke , and Baron 
of Cardaff. I come to the Dimetes , here the terri- 
toire of Maridowne prefents it felfe firft of all : in it 
there is a lpring f which twife a daye hath no water in it, 
and twife a day guslheth out againe in mutation of the 
ebbing and flowing of the Sea. Penbroke is a neere 
neighbour unto it. The firft that was ftiled Earle of 
Penbroke,was Gibbert,furnamedStrongbow,foune of 
Gilbert de Clare inthe timeof King Stephen, and he 
left it unto his Sonne Richard Strougbow , the renow- 
ned Conqueror of Ireland. His onely daughter ifa- 
bella, honored therewith her Husband William Lord 
Hempfted Marflial of England, a vertuous man,afwell 
for his a&ions in warre t as in peece. After him his five 
Sones were fucceffively one after an other Earles of 
Penbroke, viz. William,called the younger, Richard, 
Gilbert, Walter, and Anfelm: all of them dying in a 
ftiort (pace without ifliie. Aftcrward,King Henrie the 
third, inverted William de Valentia , of the houfe of 
Lufigman in Poi&ou into this Earledomc , and gave 
him the ftrord of this Coimtie. After him fucceeded 
his Sonne An 

is CercticA orCardiganlhire. The Normans Govern- 
ment being fcarcely eftablilhed, held the Coaft there- 
of with happy fuccetfe: for they tooke litle by litle fro 
the Welch , the maritimate places committed the 
greateft part thereof to Cardigan Sonne of Blethin , a 
moft prudent Britanjbyreafon whereof, he had great 

authori tie throughout all Wales , & was a great trend 
tothe Englifh. But when as his Sonne Oenus by his 
daylieincurfions troubled the Englilh: the unhappy 
Father being deprived of his patrimonie,was conftrai- 
ned to retire himfelfe into Ireland, whereupon Henry 
the firft, gave Ctrcriu to Gilbert Earle of Clare. But 
Cardigan with his Sonne being afterward reconciled 
to the Engliih , received alio t w 
his inheritances: fince which time Roger of CIare,by , 
thebountie of Henry the fecondgott Cerctico. Now 
it remaineth to fpeakefomethingof the Earles of Or- 

dovices, among which Montgomery poflefled the firft 
place- The Princes of Powis , begotten of the third 
Sonne of Roderick the great ,held it with fome others 
by a continuall fucceffion , untillthe time of Edward 
the 2. for when Oenus the laft Lord of :Powis, jof the 
Brittan blood left ffavi/a his onely darighter benmde 
him, Iohn Charleton an Englifh Knight married her, 
and was made Lord of Powis by the right of his wife 
by Edward, who bare a red Lyon quartered in a goul- 
den (hildt The heire-males of whome,were by this ho- 
nour illuftrious to the fourth generation untill that in 
Edward, the male fucceffion ceafed. M erioneth-fhire 
is called by Girald, Canoens Ions land: Heigh Earle of 
Chefter poflefled it firft, ha vi ng layd a garnifon of the 
Normandsinit, when he held Gruffin the Sonne of 

CtaMprHonner, but afterward he recouveredicwith 
the reft of the principaliitie, and left it to his Sue- 
ceflburs, untill the fatal! period being ended, it ceafed 



in 



in Leolin. The Inhabitants of this Country are whol- 
ly given to the keeping of Cattle, & feed much upon 
Milke,Butter and Wheate,and exccll in bewcie , com- 
plextiori and comelinefle of bodie all other people of 
Britanie : but have an ill report among their Neigh- 
bours,becaufe they arc much given to women & Idle- 
nefle. Above M erioneth-fhire ly eth Carnarvonshire: 
over whome prefently after the comming in of the 
Normans into Britanie, Gruffin the Sonne of Conan 
commaunded, who being not able to refill the Englilh 
troupes, which fell into Wales,gave way to the ftorm, 
& having by his integretie got finally into the favour 
of King Henry the firft,he recouvered eafely his lands 
from the Englifh, and left them to his SuccelTours un- 
till the time of Leolm. Who having provoked by 
many injuries his bretheren and his Englilh Neigh- 
bours by their inroads, was conftrained as to hold this 
Mountanous Countrieand Mona or Anglefey by feife 
from Edward the firft, for which he yeerely payed a 
thoufand Markes. Which conditions being afterward 
not obferved by him, but rather he gave the reynes as 
well to his owne obftination , as to his brothers difloy^ 
altie, attemting once more to trie his fortune by the 
fword,he was flaine,which put an end to his Gouvern- 
ment, and of the Brittans in Wales. Now wee come 
to Denbigh-fliire , whereof touching the qnalitie of 
the Soile , wee have already fpoken in the third Map 
of England. The Weft-part is fomewhat more plen- 
tiful , and pfeafant towards the Sea-fide, is but here 
and there inhabited,and mountethup more with bare 
hungrie fails- but yet the painefull diligence , and 
wilieindufoieof the Huf band-men , hathbegunnea 
good while fince , to overcome the leaneneffeof this 
Soile.where the hils fettle any thing flattifh,as in other 
parts of Wales likewife. For after they have with a 
broad kind of ipade, pared away the upper coate , as it 
were of the fordof the Earth into many turfes , they 
pile them up artificially dnheapes, put fite to the 
burnethem to alhes , which being throwne upon the 
ground lb pared and flayed , cauieth the hungrie bar- 
rennefle thereof fo to iru&ifie , that the fields bring 
fprthakinde of Rhye , or Amel-corne in fuch abun- 
dances it is incredible* Neither is this a new devife 
thus to bnrne ground, but very ancient as wee may fee 
in Virgill and Horace. Now as the affaires of Wales 
began to decline, and decay by rcafon of their own fe- 
ditions , aridthe Englifh incarnons , without any hope 
ofbeing able toredrefle them, the Earles of Chefter, 
Warren, the Mortemers,Lacey & Gray, were the firft 
Normands which enj oyed litle by litle this fmaU (hire, 
and left it as an inheritance to their Succeflburs. Now 
folio wes an other fmall (hire of Wales , called in En- 
glifh Flint-Ihire. The Earles of Chefter were the firft 
of the Normands, who by fmall battles fought againft. 
the Welch-men, brought this territoirc under lubje- 
ftion. Edward the firft tooke to himfelfe this fame & 
all the maritimate coaft of Wales. He appointed the 
Inlandifh parts to Governours , fuch as he thought 
good 3 imitating herein the Councillof Auguftus, who 
tooke to himfelfe the mightieft , and outwardeft Pro- 
vinces,and gave flie others to Proconfuls by lot. And 
thus much for Wales.

Devonfhire is bounded on 
V Veft fide , with the River Tamer ; alfo on the 
South Coaft , itbordereth upon the Ocean, whence 
by the eaftera bounds, where it confineth upon Dor- 
fet and Somerfet (hires, itreturneth back unto the 
northern coafts, whichishemmed in with theSevern 
Sea : as it is larger from the one and other fide than 
Cornwall,fo hath it here and there moft commodious 
havens^nd no lefle rich in mines of tin,divers pleafant 
paftures, and cloathed with faire woods andtorrefts,'

Northward it is rough and unplea- 
fant , becaufeof the mountains ; but bending downe 
Southward, by little and little becometh more milde 
and of abetter foile.

H E Fens or drowned lands, are fi- 
tuated between thefe fixe Shires a- 
bovefaid, and the Northerne Sea s 
and Eaftward, London lieth fome 
fifty Englifh miles from them. The 
inhabitants heretofore, in the Sax- 

ons time, were called Grivj, that is, 

Fen-men,or Fen-dweliers:they go ftalking upon high 
ftiits, and are given to grazing, fifhing, and fouhng. 
They were in ancient times dryJands, and very good 
ground, as appeareth by thehiftory, written by one 
named William of Matmesbury , who lived in the yeare 
i*oo, who relateth that this countrey in his time was 
averyParadife, andfeemed aheaven for the delight 
beauty thereof: in the very marfhes bearing good- 



ly trees, which for talnes, as alfo without knots, ftn- 
vedtoreachuptotheftars.' It is a plain country, and 
aslevellas the Sea: which withgreen graffe allureth 
the eye. if any man walk along the fields he needed 
not to ftumble nor to flip bis foot into a hole. There 
was not the leaft parcell of ground that lay void and 
wafte there: here lhall you finde the earth nfing fome- 
where for Apple-trees } there lhaU you have a field 
fet with vines , which either creep upon the ground, 
or mount on high upon poles to fupportthem: form 
thofe dayes , there were great ftore of Vines in Eng. 
land. But fince thefe countries from time to time, e- 
fpecially in winter feafon, and fome time moft part ot 
tie yeare, are over flowen by the fpreading-waters of 
the rivers Ouze, Grant, Nen, Welland, Glene, and 
Witham , having not loads and fewers large enough 
to void them } but again, when the ftreams are retired 
The Soilc. into their own channels, it is fo plenteous and ranke 

of a certain fat graffe, and foil hey (which they call 
lid) that when they have mowen downe as much ot 
the beft as will ferve their turnes , they fet fire on the 
reft and burne it in November , that it may come up

and the Watling-ftreet-way : on 
the South, with Oxford and Glo- 
cefterihires: on the Weft, with the 
greateft part of Worcefterlhire : 
and on the North , with Stafford- 
shire. It is divided into two partSjtbefttf^and Wood- 
iW,that is,into aplaia champain,and a woody Coun- 
try* The Feldon lieth on this fide Avon: the South part 
lieth in aplaine champain Countrie , being rich in 
cprne and green medowes: ^^WisfuliofGroves 
and Woods , having neverthelefTe fome meddowes, 
fields,and divers vetoes of yron in it. The chief city is 
Warwick^ which is adorned with fairc buildings: on the 
Southwell part ftandeth a Cattle, very wellfortified 
'as well by nature as by art. The other townes are Lea- 
mington, Longlchingdon , Harburie, Mancefter, 
Coventry, Stafford, and others: it hath ir» Pariflies. 
The rivers that run thorow it,are Avon, Nen, Arrow, 
Aien. ; Northampton (hire is fituated in the very midft 
of England, from the Southweftfide, where it is broa* 
deft, drawing it felfe narrower by little andlittle,rea- 
chethoutinlengthtotheNortheaft: on the Eaft, lie 
Bedford and Huntingdon (hires ; on the South fide, 
Buckingham and Oxford (hires 5 Weftard, Warwick. 
Ihire: and Northward, Rutland andLmcolneihireS; 
feparatedfromitby Avonthe lefle,and Welland,two 
, rivers. It is a champain Countrie, a fat and fertile foil, 
exceeding populous, wellfurnifhed with Noblemens 

tens houfes, repleniihed alio with towns 
& Churches, in lb much,that n fome places there are 
twenty , and in others thirty fteeples with fpiresor 
fquare towers within view at once* The chief town is 
Northampton, which feemeth tobe all built of ftone, 
is reafonable large, and enco,nipafled with wals, above 
which there is feen aipatious plain round about it. On 
the Weftfide there ftandeth an ancient Cattle : the 
other towns,areBarkley, Torcefter,Crafton, Deven- 
trie,Wedon,Higham,Undale, Peterborrow, & WeU 
don,having 3 z6 Parifhes. The rivers that water it are 
Ufa, Avon, andWelland. Huntingdonshire taketh 
the third place, itconfineth Southward , uporiBed- 
fcrdihirej on the Weft, upon NorthamptonJhire. 
Northward theriver Avon:and Eaftward Cambridge, 
(hire a countrie good for cprne and tillage, and to- 
wards the Eaft , where it is fennie, it is very rich and 
plentifullforthe feeding of cattle: elfe where righn 
pieafan^by reafon of hils & fhadie groves. The chief 
townis Huntingdon, from whence the (hire taketh its 
name; there are others alfo, as S. Ives, S# Needs, and 
Cunhington with 78 Partfhes: the rivers Oufe and A- 
von water it. Next followeth Cambri< 
ftretching out in length, butteth on , 
Norfolk and Suffolk : on the South, upon Eflex and 
Hertfordfliire : on the Weft upon Bedford andHun- 
tinedonlhires: and Northward, upon Lincolnshire: 
and theiiver Oufe which croffeth it overwhart ftom 
Tht Soft. Eaft to Weft,divideth it into two parts: the lower and 

South part is belter manured and therefore more 
plentiful, being fomewbaM plain, yet not altogether 
le veil, for the moft part (fav<fe onely where it bnngetn 
r***\> c a fl^rnn^ i< laid out into cornefields, andyeeld.

Oxford the chiefe Citie ((heweth it felfe a loft m a 
champian plaine) and a moft famous Uni verfiticOx- 
ford I fay our moft noble Athens,the Mufes feate,and 
one of Englands Staies, Nay , the Sunne , the Eve Sc 
the Soule thereof , the very Source, and moft deare 
fprine for good literature & wifedorae : from whence 
ReLi^on, Civditie, andleaxningaremoft P k n»^ •;

deth upon a leaner Soile, but not altogether unrertill, 
foritbearethplentifuIly,tuUwlute and bigg barly.In 
the midft,it is fomewhat thick of woods,but Eaft ward 
more dry ground , and bare of wood. Bedford is the 
principalltowne , whereof the Shire alfo taketh the 
name. A towneto be commended more for theplea- 
fant fituatron thereof , than for beauty , or iargenefle 
having a ftone bridge, and five Churches m it. It hath 
othersalfo,as oM i Blas^Bm» > D»nHAUs i vi'\^ii6 
Parifties. Hertfordfhire lyeth partly on the Eaft , and 
partly on the Southfide of Bedfordfcire. TheWeft- 
fideis enclofed with Bedford and Buckinghamfhires , 
the South with Middlefex, the Eaft with EfTex, & the 
North withCambridg^hire,a rich country in Corne- 
fdlds,paftures, medowes, woods, Groves, and deare 
running rivers. The chiefe towneis Hertford, which 
giveth the name to thisquarter,though not well peo- 
pled yet famous for the antiquitie. Effex.onthe 
Northfide, the River Stourdivideth it fromSuffolke 
ontheEaft, the Ocean windeth it felfe into it :onthe 
South the Tamis fecludeth it from Kent , like as the 
Weft partthe little River Ley, from Middlefex : and 
Stour thelefTeorStort, which runneth into it from 
Hertfordftiire. It is a Countrie large in Compaffe , 1 
fruitfull, full of woods, plentiful! of Saffran. There is 
to befeene Cam do dun the Ancient Colonic of theRo- 
mans. Barkfhire on the Northpart hereof the River 
lfis, afterward called Tamis , with a winding chaneil 
running through it,witha pleafant & a gentle ftreame 
watereth it,and fevereth it from Oxfordfhire, & after- I 
ward from Buckinghamlhire , on the Southfide , the 
river Kennel cutteth through it, untillit runs into the 
Tamis. VVeftward it bordereth upon V Vutfhwe , 
where it carrieth the greateft breath : It is rich and 
fertill in VVheate,efpecially where it falleth lower to 
a Valley. As for the Eaft part that confineth with Sur- 
rie,i t groweth very barraine , and the foile lefTe fertill 
as ftanding upon Forefts, and Woods, that take up a 
great ground in length and breath. Middlefex ta- 
keth the name of the middle-Saxons, is feperated 
from Buckingham by the river Cole , on the weftfide 
from Hertfordfhire , on the Northfide by aknowne 
crooked Limit/romWex by the River Lea , & from 
Surrieand Kent on the South by the Tamis. It isof a 
pleafant and temperate aire , commodious for buil- 
dings andftreets, Villages and fumptuous houfes, and 
forthe pleafant feilds. The townes are Oxbridge , 
Draton,Stancs,Radeliff, and others. But London the 
feate of the Britifh Empire, for it containeth within 

its Suburbs, and Wcftminfter above 3$ooooSoules 3 
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feated happily by the Tamis fide , where there are * 
ore" number of Ltag,which^f three or 400 tons - 
S« Sea ebbing and flowing up to it, though it lye 60 English 
maesdiftantfiomthUCity, it ftands upon fertiU foile , and 

hath a mUde aire round about it. In this City there is a 
Church founded and confecratcd to Saint Paul. There is a 
faire ftone bridge upon the Tamis 330 paces over ' divided 
into iq great A fches, an admirable worte, adorned on both 
fides with faire and magnificent builo>gs and shops , 
furnished with all manner of Marchandizes , and a ftreete 
through the very midft of it. There is alfo a RoyalTEx- 
change . unto which Merchants from all the parts of the 
worli have recourfe.Befide this, there isaftrong Citadel} 
called the Towrc , very well fortified , providecLwith all 
manner of munition, which is alfo the Magazine of Armes, 
Canon and all warlike neceflaries, for all England , befide 
the mint that is in it. Neere nnto London is Veftminfter, 
much celebrated forthe pleading Halls, the Kings Pallace p 
and alfo for the Church in it, dedicated to S.Peter : famous 
for the creation, and fepulchrcs of the Kings of England. In 
this territorie befide the City , there are fome 73 Parishes, 
The Rivers are Lea , Cole and Tamis compounded of two . 
rivers, to wit, the Tame and Iu> meeting together. It hath a 
very deepe chaneil, fafe & commodious for shipping to ride 
in,how great foever they bee, and encreafeth in largnefle 
fome 60 English miles long to the very mouth of it. It is nch 
in Salmons , and Sturgeons , and for the numerable com- 
panieof Swannes , thatfwim upon it. Southampton, cal- Hmshto 
led by the vulgar Hamshire: on the Weftfide , it hath Dor- 
fetshire and Wiltshire, on the South the Ocean on the Eaft 
it ioyneth to SiuTex,& Surry, on the Northfide it bordereth 
upon Barkeshire. It bringeth forth abundance of £ruits,with 
pleafant and shadie woods, rich in plentious pafture. It hath 
twotowns, the one called Southampton,which though it be 
bat a fmall towne for trading.yet hath fumptuous buddings, 
is rich, and well fortified. The other is Wincefter , a towne 
1 undoubtedly much renowned in the times of the Romans , 
as that in which it fcemed the Romane Emperors , offred 
I their facrifices.in our age it is reafonable wel peopled.Tbere 
are alfo Ringwood,Chriftchurch,Worwel, Andovcr, Rum- 
fey.Porthmouth, Cingfdare, Ordiam, Silcefter and others : 
witbay* Parishes. The Rivers are Aven , Stour, Tcft,and 
Hamble. Surrey it boundeth partly upon Barkeshire , and Smm. 
partly upon Hamshire , Southward upon Suffex, Eaftward 
upon Kent,and Northward it is watered with the Tamis,& 
by it divided with Middlefex. It is a fmall Countrie, but ne- 
vertheleiTe reafonable rich. The townes are Godelmingh, 
Ockley,Emngham,Kingftone,Merton, Croydon, Bcdding- 

ton,Wimbleofon,WandTefwonh , the Bourrough of South- 
worke with 140 Parishes. The rivers are Vey , Mole , Van- 
dale and Tamis. Kent fo called for the fite , for it looketh Km% 
upon France with a nooke , or an angle ftrctching out tarre, 
afl enclofed with the ebbing and flowing of the Tamis , and 
with tie Ocean , lave that it is bounded with Surry on the 
* Weftfide, and with part of Suffex on the Southfide* It is an 
uneven Countrie, but Weftward more plain , and wooddie, 
rifing up towards the Eaft with manie hills. The inhabitans 
diftinguish it into three parts,the upper next unto the Tamis 
i they {ay is healthie but not wealthie, the midle they account 
both healthfull & plentif uil, the lower they hold to be weal-, 
thie , but not healthie , the moft part of it being too moift, 
Neverthelefle it is every where delightfull; by reafon of the 
I medowes, paftures, & pleafant feilds,abounding in Apples , 
I and Cherries, it hath fome veynes of Yron, the chiefe City 
I of it is Duroveraa. A moft ancient City Illuftros in the time 
I of the Romans , heretofore the Capitall City of the King- 
dome of Canterburie,and the Royall feate , and now bono- 
red with the dignity of the Prince Arch-Bishopricke of En- 
gland. Befide there Dover, Hith, Rumney,Sandwich,Gra- 
vefend, Rochefter,Reptacefter and many others. The rivers 
which water it, are the Tamis,Darent,Medwege & Stour« 
' Southfex, at this day Suirex , lyeth upon the British Ocean Sttfex* 
all Southward with a (height shoare (as it werejmorein 
length than bredth. The Sea-Coaftof this Countrie hath 
white and greene nils on it , which mounting to a greater 
height , are called the Downes , which becaufe they ftand 
upon a fat chalke , orkindeofMarle yecldeth Come abun- 
dantly.The midle trafit thereof is garnished with medowes, 
paftures, Corneflelds and Groves, which make a very lovely 
shewe. The Northerne fide thereof is shaded moft plea- 
fantly with woods, & it is full of Iron-mines in every place. 
The Townes are Chicefter, Arundel, Lewes, Winckelfey 
and others. The Soile is watered with manie Rivers. 
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Cmtayning tbefiure lies, fubjeft to the Crowne of England, that is, the lie of M 

or AngUfey, Vetta, commonly calledVV^ht, larfiy and Gamely.

HE eight &Iaft Map of England, 
containeth thofe foure lies , which 
are under the King of Englands 
fubjedion: the firft two called Mo- 
na and Wight , lie upon the Englifh 
Coaft , but the other two upon the 
ir 11 * . ~ Frerich* Mona , which the Enghfh 
alfo caU Mon, Termon, and that is the land of Mon, 
and rms Dotoil fignifieth a fhadowy or darkfome Iland. 
The Anglo-Saxon Mwz , which is fevered from the 
continent of England , by the fmall narrow-ftreicht 
mn%i. This He is about zz Englifti miles long, and 17 
broad 3 and fome 60 in compaffe. And though that 
Giraldus-faith it feemed in his time, to be dryeTftonie, 
of a hideous afped,and unpleafant: yet now it is plea! 
fant, weU manured: yea, and a fat foile , and fo rich in 
Wheate, which is comonly called the Mother of Wales. 
It is alfo paffing rich in cattle , and fendeth out of it 
^ t multitudes: it alfo yeeldeth grine ftones, and in 
ome places Alum, andCoperofe. This is that moft 
notable He Mona, the ancient feate of the Druides , 
Which was firft attempled by PauHnm Suetonius, and 
brought by Julius Agricola, under the Roman Empire* 
Manie ages after, it was conquered by the Englifti 
men,and was called Ambfc that is,the Engiiflunens 
Hand. Mr. Camden addeth , that when the Roman 
Empire declined in England: the Irifo invaded it com- 
ining out of Ireland,entred in by ftealch , andneftled 
there:for befide certaine mounts of earth entrenched 
about, which they call the Irifh mens cottages , there 
is a place alfo named Tn Herici Gn>idcl 9 o£ the Irifh men, 
Who as wee finde it recorded in the booke of Triades, 
tinder the leading of Sirigus, put the Britans to flight 
in that place 5 neither was ir grievonfly infefted onety 
by the Enghlhmen , bat alfo by the Norwegians : for 
in the yeere of our redemption 1000, King Aethel- 
icds fleete fcowring the Seas round about it , wafted 
this He in all hoftile manner. After this the two Nor- 
man Hughes, the one Earle of Chefter, &the other 
Earle ofShrowfbury greatly afHi&ed it, and built 
Caftle Aber-Iienioc to curbe, and keep under the in- 
habitants. But Magnus the Norwegian arriving here 
at the very fame time , fhot the faid Hugh Earle of 
Shrewsbury throw with an Arrowe 4 and after he had 
pillaged the Iland departed. The Englifhmen more- 
over from time to time did invade it , untill that 
King Edward the firft , brought it wholly under his 

fubjeftion. There were in ancient time reckoned in 
it 363 Villages^andeven at this day it is wellpeopled# 
The principalltowne therein at this time is Beauraa- 
rifh, which King Edward the firft built upon a mop- 
rifh ground, and for the fituation thereotj gave it this 
name,whereas before time it was called Bonover,who 
alfo fortified it with a Caftle. The next town is New- 
burge, called in Brittilh RofTur, annoyed a long time, 
with heapes of fand driven in by the Sea* There is 
likewife feene Abetfraw,heretofore having beene the 
habitation , and the royall feate of the Kings of Gui- 
ueth,orNorthwales. And in the utmoft promonto- 
rie Weftward, which wee call Holy-head , there ftan- 
detha little poore towne called by the Britans Caer- 
Guby: fb named of Kibie a right holy man, and a di£ 
ciple of S.Hiiarie Bilhop of Poitiers , the natives are 
very rich , and have ftrong bodies* They fpeake the 



Bnttifh tongue, becaufe they can fpeake no Englifti, 
though they were fubjec* three hundred yeeres with 
the reft of Cambria to the Kings of England. 

The He of Wight , or the Whight , it Is fevered m* 
from mameland,by afmallftreight , anciently called theJU< 
Solent, which feemeth to have bcene conjoyned to it, Wight. 
whence proceedeth, that Britifh name Guith , which 
betokenethafeparation i as Ninnius faith is thought 
to be given to it, even as Sicilie alfo being broken oft 
and cutfrom Italic , got the name from Seun&t, the 
Latin word ( which fignifyeth cutting ) as the right 
learned Julius Scahger is of opinion. By this vicini- 
tie of Site, and affinitie of name, wee may well think 
this n& to be that , which feemed at every tide 
to beanlland 5 but when it was ebbe, the ancient Bri* 
tans were wont that waye to carrie .tinne thither by 
Carts, which fhould be tranfported into France. £ 
thinkeitisnotthat M i&is in Piinie, which likewife 
commeth very neere unto VUUi for that in it there 
was plentie of tinne,but in this of ours there is not any 
veineatall of mecrall. This lie betweene Eaft and 
Weft is of an ovall forme, ftretcheth our 20 miles in 
length: and fpreadeth in the midft where it is broadeft 
12 miles: having the one fide turning to the North, St 
the other Southward. Theground(to faynothingof 
the Sea exceeding full of fifh J is of a fertill, and of a 
fattfbile,andis thankfuUtothehufbandnien,forthe 
Come that is carried forth of it:breeding every where 
ftore of Conies, Hares , Partridges and Phefants* It 
hath one little Foreft likewife, & two parks with ftore' 
of Deere for game, and hunting pleafure. Through 
the mieft thereof runs a long trad, or chaine of hillsf 
yeeldingplentyof pafture , and feeding for Sheepe* 
The wool of which, next unto that of Lemfter, and 
Lotterwold,is efteemed the beft, and isin fpeciall re- 
queft with Clothiers , whereby there groweth to the 
inhabitans much gaine and profit. The Northpart 
all over is greene with medowes, paftures and woods J 
the Southfide lyeth wholly in manner bedecked with 
Come- fields enclofed, where the Seafo encroacheth 
within itj that it maketh almoft two Hands, and vere* 
ly fo the llanders call them : namely, the FreftV water 
lie, which looketh Weft, and the Binbridge lie to- 
wards the Eaft. At this He alfb,the navie of Alle&us, 
after he had ufurped the imperiail dignity in Britanie, 
lying in efpiall and ambuin , awaited the Romans 
comming againft him, who nothwithftanding by the 
happie meanes of a mift , pafTed by their ennemies 
undeskryed , gar to land ^ and fet fire on their owne 
fhips,that they might be no refuge for them to efcape 
u nto by flight. Lord Credis was the firft Englifh Sa- 
xon that fubdued it, and gave it toStuffa , and Whit-» 
gar, who flew all the natural 1 Britans* Afterward, 
Wolpher King of the Mercians, reduced the He of 
Wignt under his obedience, and aflSgned it over to 
Edelwalch King of the South- Saxons,then Csedualla 
King of ihe Weft-Saxons , when the faid Edelwalch 
was llaine, and Arvandus, the petty King of the Iland 
made away, annexed it to his dominion , and in a tra- 
gical! and lamentable mafiacre, killed every mothers 
child almoft of the inborne inhabitants, & the fourth 
part of the He, to wit, as much land as contcined 300 
hides , he gave unto Bilhop Wilfrid the firft that in- 
ftrudtedthe llanders in the knowledge of the Chri- 
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fttan religion; The Natives are naturally warriours, 
ready, ftout and valliant Souldiers. In Bedas dayes it 
was counted to contairie athoufand and two hundred 
hides, now it reckoneth upon 3 6 Townes , Villages 5c 
Caftles. Amongthetownesthatof greateft name, is 
Newport, the princip' 1 *~ * ~ ~""~ A in 

times paft <Mtdtn* , - 0 - 

whereof the whole Countrieis divided into Eaft-me- 
den, and Weft-meden,according to the fituatioa eaft 
or weftward. Brading is an other mereate Towne : 
Newton and Yarmouth,which have their Majors,and 
fend Burgefles to the Parliament.This Yarmouth and 
fharpnore have Catties in them , which together with 
worflies fort , defend the Sea flioare towards the 
Northweft. Jnft over againft it fcarcely two mileis ofi 
ftandeth Hurfr, lying upon a neck of the Land , and 
looketh unto the Sea for the defence of Southham- 
ptonftiire . There is Qo^rre * where was founded a 
Nunnerie in the yeere of our Lord 1132. Gods hill, 
inwhichjohn Worfley,ere&edaSchoolefbrthe trai- 
ning up of youth in learning : Weft-Cowe, and Eaft- 
c owe lye now ruinous , which King Henry the <sght, 
built at the veryentrie into Newport. Alio on the 
Nortkeaft-fide lyeth Sandam- Caftle, furniflieid with 
great ordinance : neither are there any naturall de- 
fences wanting for the defence of this He* for it is en- 
circled with acontinuall ridge, and arurining ( as it 
were) of craggie clifts. There are likewife under the 
\pater hidden ftones, Sc every where there lycifcanks, 
{helves, and rocks dangerous for Sailers. Thefe two 
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Hands lye neere unto the Englilh Coaft. Among the 
reft, more weftward, lye the two Hands of Gerley Sc 
Garnzev.which affront France,yet under the Crown 

_„ firftof aUupon the Coaft of Nor* 

mandie, or the Lexoby , as one would fay Interfiles, 
thatis,Coafl>men. This He is 30 miles or there a- 
bouts in Compaffe , fenced with Rocks and ftielves , 
which are fiialow places , dangerous for luch as faile 
that way* The ground is fertui enough,bearing plen- 
tie of feverall forts of Corne , and breeding 
divers kinds, but efpedally Sheepe,and moft of the; 
withfaireheads,carryingrourehornesapeece, Plea- 
fant for the greeneneffe of many gardens , and Or- 
chards full of Apple-trees , whereof they make wine 
of apples , which they call Sidere , and the Englilh 
Cider. AndforthatitisfcarceoffueUinfteadof fire 
wood, they uie a kind of Seaweed, which they call 
Vraic, deemed to be that fucusMarinw which flinie 
mentioneth , and groweth every where moft plen- 
teoufly upon craggie Hands and on Rocks,which they 
gatherin the woods, dry itin the Sun, which ferveth 
to burne, and with die alhes thereof they dung com- 

their fields and fallows,to battle, 5c make them 
fruitful!. It hath maniefermes, twelves Parilhes, and 
a Caftle well provided called iMomorgutU % ftanding 
upon a high lull , into which the King fends a Gou- 
vernour, to goveme and defende the whole He, 

Twentie miles from thence towards the North- 
weft lyeth Garnfey , lying out Eaft, a 
faihion of aharpe, neither in greatnes nor it truitful- 
neffecomporableto Ierfey, whereof I havelpoken: 
for it hath in it onely ten Parilhes , yet in this to be 
preferred before it,becaufe it fofterethno vencmous 
thing therein, as the other doth. It is alio better for- 
tified by natur all fences, as being enclofed round a- 
bout with a let of fteepe rocks,among which is found 
that moft hard and lharpe (tone Smyris (which wee 
tearmed Emerill) wherewith GouldGniths,and Lapi- 
daries, clenfe,burnilh, and cut their precious ftones, 
and Glazers alfo divide,and cleave their glaflfe.I t hath 



alfo flourilhing Orchards and fruit-trees , full of fiiti- 
dry apple and pcare-trees, whereof they make Ciden 
LiKewife it hath a greater name then Gerzey for the 
comroodioufnefle of the haven, andtheconcourfe of 
Marchants referring thether. Forin the fartheft part 
well neere Eaftward no haven,but on the Southfide,it 
admittethahaven, within a hollow Bay bending in- 
ward like a halfe moon,able to receive tall lhips,upon 
which ftandeth Saint Peter* a little towne, built with 
a long & narrow ftreete, well ftored with warlike mu- 
nition i and ever as any warre is toward, mightily re* 
plenifhed with Marchants. For by an ancient privi- 
ledge of the Kings of England, here is alwaies a con- 
tinuall truce as it were, and it is Lawfull for French- 
men and others , how hot foever the warre be, to re- 
paire hither too and fro, without daunger, & to main - 
taine entercourfe of trafique in fecuritie* The en- 
trance into the haven,which is cockle , is fortified on 
both fides with 2 Caftles. On the left hand there is an 
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ancient Bulwark or Blockhoufe , 5c on the right ha 
over againft it ftandeth an other upon a high rock , Sc 
the fame at every high water is compafled about with 
the Sea : which in Queene Maries dayes, S r . Leonard 
Chambetlan, Gouvernour of the I land , as alio under 
Qgene Elizabeth (of blefledmemorie) S r . Thomas 
Leigbfenhis Succeflbur , cauled to be fortified with 
new works, F6r here lyeth for rhc moft part the Gou- 
vernour of the lland , and the garnilbns Souldiers , 
whowillinnohandfufferany Frenchmen, andwoe- 
men to enter in. The natives of thefe two Hands, are 
originally Normands, or Britans,andfpeake French, 
The one and the other hath this Vraic for their btn> 
nin g fuell, or Sea Cole which they bring to them out 
of England , and'- every where they have in the Sea & 
waters a multitude of fifb. Thefe Hands with others 
lying about them, belonged in old time to the Duke- 
dome of Normandie > but when as Henry the firft 
King of England,had vanquifhed his brother Robert 

in thcyeerof our Lord 2 10S. he annexed that Duke- 
dome, and thefe Hands unto the Kingdome of Eng- 
land. Since which time they have continued firme in 
Loyaltie unto England,even when Iohn King of Eng- 
land being endited for murthering Arthur his ne- 
phew* was by a definitive fentencc,or arreft of confi£ 
cation, deprived of his right in Normandie, which he 
held in chiefe of the French King : yea moreover, 
when the French had feifed upo thefe II es,he through 
the faithful! affe<9:ion of the people,recouvered them 
twife* Neither revolted they when Henry the third 
Ring of England, had for a fummeof money fur ren- 
dredover, his whole right , and intereft in Norman- 
die : and ever fince they have with great commenda- 
tions of their Conftancie perfifted faithfull unto the 
Crowne of England, and are the onely remainders 
that the Kings of England have of their ancient in- 
heritancefrom William the Conquerour, and of the 
Dutche of Normandie. The French in the reigne of 
King Edward the MI . feized upon them,but through 
the valour of Richard Harlfton,Valed of the Crowne 

(for fo they tearmed him in thefe dayes ) they were 
ftiortly diffeized, and the King in recompenceof his 
valourous fervice , gave unto him the Captainefhip, 
th of the lland and of the Caftle. As touching the 
Ecclefiafticalljurifduftion , they were under the Bi- 
(hop of Conftancein Normandie f untill thathein our 
remembrance refufed to abjure the Popes authoritie 
in England (as our Bifliops doejand are now under the 
dioceffe of the Bifhop of Winchefter. This (hall fuf- 
fice for thefe foure lies , and for England afwell in 
general! as partic ular. 
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H E North part of the lland of 
Britanie, was of old time inhabited 
through out by the ttOs, who were 
divided into two Nations, the Dc- 
calidonlt and Vtttmtnts* but when 
the Scots became Lords and Rulers 
over all this part , it was lhared into 
lev en parts, among feven Princes , as weefinde in a 
little ancient Phvnphlct, now ^called Scotland , hereto- 
fore Albaine. For yet to this day thofc that are true, 
and rightScots indeed, call Scotland in their Mother 
toncue Mh, and the Irifli x^ilbmt , as an other Ire- 
land (which was named Bmno from Bards) for the Hi- 
ftorians call Ireland, Scotland the great 1 and the King- 
dome of Scotland in Britanie Scot land the lejfe. Ftdlo- 
mee Britanie the left. Rufus thefccond. Tacitus names 
it Cafydoma from the Foreft. Alfo according to £he 
habitation of the people. Scotland is now divided 
into High-land-men, and Laxo-Und-mcn. Thefe being 
ore civill ufe the Englifli language , and apparell : 
tne other which are rude and unruly Ipeake Irifh , and 
go apparelled Irilh like. Out of this divifionthe Ber- 
Jtrers are to be excluded becaufe by reafon of peace 
fiiyning now upon them oa every fide, by a blefled 
and happie Union they are to be ranged &c reckoned 
in the very heart andmiddeftof the Britilh Empire, 
as who begin to be wcarie of Warrs , and to acquaint 
themfelves with the delightfull benefits of peace. 
Moreover according to the fituation and pofition of 
the places the wholeKingdome jis divided into two 

?arts. The South on this fide the River Toy, and the 
lorthrbeyond Taj. Southward it boundeth upon En* 
gland, and the Rivers Tweed and S$toa. Northward 
it lyes upon Deucalidon Ocean. Weftward the Irifli 
Sea, and Eaftward the Ocean & German Sea embra- 
ceth it on all fides. It is z 5 7 EngKfh miles in length , 
The tern* and ipo in breadth: The Countrieis more temperate 

than France, the coldes being not fo lharpe , nor the 
heate lb extreame but as it is in England : though the 
fertilities thereof may not be compared to England. 
The Soile is for the moft part fulphurus, ficverygle- 

ifitter forfuell and firing,e&ecially 
Decaule tiiere is no great ftore of wood. And yet ne- 
verthelelTe there groweth as much wheate as fuffi- 
ceththe inhabitants. It yeeldeth alio divers met tals, 
which have feme fmall sold and fil ver in them, but for 
quick-filver, yron f lead, and tinne in abundance. In 
Drefdalia there is a final! Mine of gold, in which alio 
is found Azure , fome precious ftones, yea Agaths, 
which will burne in the water , and are quenched with 
oile. There are good pafture grounds , which feed 
Cattaile of all kinds,which yeelds them much meate, 
milke, butter and cheefe, and great ftore of wool. 
Moreover when they went to tparre with the Pi&s in- 
to England, and troubled uncefiantly the Englilh by 
force of armes, yet they afpired not lb loone and at 
once to the height of the Scottilh State,but for a time 
were Ihu t up into a corner where they were feized on, 
Sc durft not(as Becjafaith) warre any longer than 127 
yeeres againft the petty Kings of the Northumbers, 
untill,at once they almoft wholly defeated the Pids , 
and that theKingdome of Northumberland groaned 
under the burden of inteftine troubles, and upon the 
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frontiers abated by the incurfions of the Dancs,when 
as all the Northeme parts of England followed the 
name ,5c good fuccefle of the Scots with the regions 
beyondtheCIuyd,andEdenburchfrith : for there is 
nonuncangainefay, but that it was a pan of Nort. 
humbcrland, which was poffeffed by the Saxons , and 
hence it came that all thofe that did ihhabite in the 
ifterne parts of Scotland were called Law-land- 

?^ CrC ,S f * eofs pringof the Angle.Saxon Sj and 
ipake EngWh. But thofe which dwelt weftward where 
called High4anders,were Scots, and fpake Irifh, and 
were ennemies to thofe that ufed to fpeake Englifli. 
The Scots arc good and valliant fouldicrs,and can en- 
dure not onely any hardfhip, Sc want of vi^ualls, but 
alfo watching and cold. Edenborirowis the principaU 
Citty^ Ptehmee nameth it the Wfoged-Caflle : for 
Adam fignifieth in the Britilh jtonge a Wing , and 
Eden-borrow a word compounded of the Britilh and 
Saxo language, fignifyeth nothing elfe but the Burgh 
with wings. The reafon then of the name was ether 
fetcht from wings of horfe-men, or elfe from thefe 
wings in Architedure , which the mailer builders 
terme Ptermata, that is as Ft&*w#{bcweth 2 walls , 
fo riling up in height, that they refemble a ihew of 
wings. Andasitis the feateofthe King, foxs it alfo 
the oracle , or cleflet of the Lawes and the very Pal- 
lace of juftice, notfor Laudenonely, but indeed for 
all Scotland. Heere for the moft part are held the 
high Courts of Parlament , for the enacting or repea- 
ling of Lawes, alfo theSeffions and the Court ofthe 
Kings juftice. It is fituatedon a high hill like Pragh , 
in Bohemia, Barken if itplealeyou what M*.Iohr*» 
fton feith in the praile and commendations thereof*

There are many Outlets and entrances into the Sea. 
^The Countrie is mountaroous*and craggie with (harp 
hills , but upon tte tops of fome of them , there are 
plaines like fields , having grafTe that growes upon ,. 
them to fatten cattaile. Among the reft , the Mount- 
Grampe is higher then the others,and divideth Scot- 
land into two parts. The Communaltie call it Gra- 
ham or GmzhamcjiMX. is a crooked Mounrdine. From 
Moun- Kjibcrdom the Mountain©* are full of woods , which 
taints, Fo- is thought to be the Foreft Qtlidoma , fo called by £0- 
reftsand dfts Flows, it ipreadeth it felfe throw manie Coun- 
tries, having neither palTage, way nor path through it 
by reafon of the thickneffe of the woods and trees. 
Inthedayerof as wee read in Xifbiiinm At^ 
gctecox a pettie Prince reigned over this trad, whofe 
wife being rated and reviled as an Adulterefle by luiia 
the Emprejfc Frankly , and bouldly made this reply 
unto her , wt Britan Dames have to doe with the braveH, 
and be H men, but you Romant Ladies with every lewd bafe 
companion [ecrety. The Scots were not thelaft nation 
of Chriftendome , that embraced theChriftian reli* 
gion, which they have (sept, and honored above all 
others as appeareth not oneiy by ancient write , and 
monuments : but alfo by their Churches , Hofpitales, 
and other place* , appointed for religious ufes. The 
Scotch Nation is devided into three orders ; to wit , 
the Spirituatitiejkt NobiHtie znAfontmom. The Spiri* 
tualitie hath two Arch- Bifhopricks , the- one called 
Saint Andreasi the other that of Glafcow, the firft is ac- 
counted Primate of Scotland, having eight bifhop- 
ricks under him, the other of Glafcow three onely. 

The Repubbke or Common-weale of the Scots , 
like as the Enghfti confifteth of a King,the Nobilitie, 
or Gentrie, and the Commons. The King- according 
to their owne record is the direH Lord of the whole Do- 
manie, or Dominion, and hath royall authoritie over all 
States and degrees, as well Ecclefiafticall as Lay, aud 
temporal!* The Kings eldeft Sonne is called Prim of 
Scot/and, Duke ofRotfa), and SenefchaB or Stuard of Scot- 
land, but all the reft of the Kings Children are named 
fimply Princes. In the publick lolemnities of the Co- 
ronation, the King promifeth upon his [faith i to all 
the people , to keepe inviolable the Lawes , and cu* 
f tomes of the Ancients, the fafhions of the Countrie, 
and to follow the ri&ht , which he hath received from 
his predecetfors. Thefupreame Court as wellfor dig- 
n:tie, as for authoritie, is accounted the Aflembly ol 
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the States of the Kingdome, which is called as in En- 
gland a Parliament, and hath the very fame power , as 
abfolute* Itcofiftethofthree degrees of States,Lords 
fpirituall, asBifhops, &c. Lords temporal!, as Dukes, 
MarquefTes, Earles,Vicounts, Barons, & of the Com- 
mifBonersforthe Cities, Townes & Burghs. Among 
the Nobles there is a fourth or a lower degree, called 
Knights , who verily are doubled with greater folem- 
nitie, then in any other place throughout Europe by 
takinganoath,andareproclamedbya Heralt. Of a 
fecond fort are they who aretearmed Lairds and Ba- 
rons j among whom none was reckoned in old time , 
but ftch as held immeadiately from the King their 
lands in chef j and had ju* j ut cat urn , that is , fewer to, 
hang, &c. In the third place are all fuch as being de- 
fcended from worfliipfull houfes, and not fignall with 
anyefpeciall dignitie be tearmed Gentlemen. The 
reft is Citizens, Marchants,noted for their riches and 
wealth,& have charges and Officers in Towns, chiefe 
yeoman and Artifans, which foone grow rich,becaufe 
they are exempted from paying of toles, cuftomes, & 
impofitions in regard they are it the Kings fervice , 
when he hath occafion to ufe them, have alfo a Parla- 
raentarie v oice, and to the end , that nothing may be 
ordained too rigorous in the townes , when the Ge- 
nerall States meete,the King hath permitted them to 
depute, and lend thether three or foure Citizens , to 
give their voice and advifc freely upon caufes pro- 
pounded, withthe Commiffioners of the other two 
orders. It is appointed and folemnly called by the 
King at his pleaiure , at a certaine fee rime before it 
beholden. Wlien thefe States above faid are aflenv* 
bled, and the caufes of their affembly delivered by 
the King , or the Chancellor , the Lords fpirituall , 
choole out a part by themfelves eight of the Lords 
Temporall ; femblably , the Lords temporaiynake 
choifeof as manie out of the Lords fpirituall. Then 

the fame all joyntly together, nominate eight of the 

Commiffioners for the Counties* and as manie of the 
Co 
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iflioners for the free Bouroughs regall , which 
make up in all the number of 3*. And then thefe 
Lords of the Articles (for fo they are tearmed J toge- 
ther with the Cancellor, Treafurer,keeper of the pri- 
vie Seale, Kings Secretaire, &c. doe admit or rejed: 
every billpropofed unto the States , after they havd 
firft beene imparted unto the King,being allowed by 
the whole affembly, of the States,they are throughly 
weighed and examined, and fuch of them as pafl'e by 
the greater number of voices are exhibited untb the 
Kingj who by touching them with his Scepter , pro* 
nounceth,that he either ratifieth,6c approveththera, 
ordifableth and maketh the lame voyd: but if any 
thing diflikeththe King it is raifed out before. 

The fecond Court or next unto the Parliament , is 
the Colledge of Juftice, or as they call it the Sefsioni $ 
which King Jeames the fifth 1 $ 32 inftituted afte r the 
forme of the Parliament of Paris,cofiftingofa Pre* 
fident, i4Senators,fevenof the Cleargie.and as ma* 
ny of the Laity (unto whom Was adjoyned afterward 
the Chancellor , who hath the chiefe place , and five 
other Senators) three principall Clarkcs, & as manic 
Advocates as the Senators (hall think good. Thefe 
lit and Minifter luftice, not according to the rigor of 
the Lawe, but with reafon,and equitie every day (fave 
onely on the Lords day and Mundayjfrom the firft 
of November to the 1 $ of March , andfrom Trinitie 
Snnday unto the firft Calends of Auguft.All thefpace 
betweene, as being the times of fowing , and harveft 
is vacation , and iutermifiion of all fuits , and Law- 
matters, they give judgement according to the Par- 
liament ftatutes, and Municipall Laws, & where they 
arc defeftive , they have recourie to the Imperial! 
CivillLawe. 
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There are befides in every County Civill ludica. . 
toires or Coarts kept,wherein the (heriffe of the Ibire, 
br his deputie decideth the Controverfics or the In- 
habitants, about violent ejections , intrufions , dam- 
maees, debts, &c. Erom which Courts and Judges in 
regard of hard, 5c unequall dealing, or elfe of ahance, 
ana partiality, they appealc fometime to the Seflion. 
Thefherits are all for the moft part hereditary. For 
the Kine of Scots, likeas of England alio, to oblige 
more furely unto them , the better fort of Gentle- 
men, by their benefits and favors , made u i old tune 
thefe Sherits heritable & perpetuaU. But the Englilh 
Kings foone perceiving the inconvenience* thereby 
enfuing, of pu^ofe changed this order, and appoin- 
ted them from yeerc to yeeje. There be civil! Courts 
in every regahtie holden by their Baibves , to whom 
the Kings have graciouQy graunted royalties , as alfo 
in FreefBounoughs,by the Majeftrates thereof. 

There are likewife Iudicatoires , which they call 
Commiflariats, the higheft whereof is kept at Eden- 
burgh , in which before foure Judws, actions are , 
ple&ed , concerning Willes , and Teftaments , the 
right of &clefiafticallbenifices,Tithes,Divorces,and 
nich Other Ecclefiafticall canfes. In every other ie- 
verall part almoft throughout the Kingdome » there 
fitteth but one Judge atone in a place about thefe 

^nCriminaUcaufes the Kings Chiefe-Juftice hbl- | 
deth his Court for the moft patt at Edenburgh (which 
office the Earles of ArgiU have executed now for 
fomeyeeres,) and he doth depute two or three Law- 
eers, who havethe hearing, and deciding^ papitall | 
Actions, concerning life and death, oroifach asw- 
ferre lofte of Urns, or of all goods. In this Court the 
defendants permitted, yea in cafe of high treafon , 
to entertaine a Counfellor, or Advocate to pleade his 

caufe. Moreover, in Criminall matters there are 
fometimes by vertue of the Kings commiflion and 
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authoririejuftices appointed for the deciding of thb 

orthatpariicular caufe. Alfo the Shenfs m their ter* 
ritoires, andMagiftratesinfome Burghs, mayfit in 
fudgrnent of Man-flaughter (in cafe the man-flayer 
be rlken in a 4 howers after the deed committed, and 
being foundgUilty by a jurieputhimtodeat h, but 
if that time be once overpaft.the caufe is referred, 8c 
put over to the Kings juftice or his deputies. The 
feme priviledge alfo fome of the Nobihtie and Gen- 
trie enjoye againft Theeves, taken within their owne 
jurifdi&ionsTThere be likewife thofe that have fuch 
royalties as that in Criminall caufes they may exer- 
cife a jurildi<2ion,within theirowne limits,aBd hber- 
tiesfromthe Kingsjuftice,how beitwkhacaution.se 
provifo interpofed , that they j ndge according to the 

^Moreover, next unto the King , there is an Attar*, 
ney of the Kingdome , whofe charge is as a Gouver- 
nonr in the Kings abfence, to maintaine the State qk 
1 the Kingdome , and during the Kings minoritie to 
governe it well.

And thus much in briefe touching the 
State of Scotland , laudable and much commended 
for the faire and orderly proceedings of their Gener- 
al! affembly, the venerable Majeftie of thererLawes , 
andthefetled authoritie both of King , Magutrate, 
and all publick Officers. Toconclude , the Scotsdre 
of agoodconftitution,andablebodies,ofa quick ap. 

, prehenfion , vigilent hot foirited , and able to make 
, wifeandconiideratemen. Whata noble Countneit 
is, and what learned and acute men , Scotland hath 
bred , both in ancient times and fince the reforma- 
tions , their learned works and hiftorie can relate, and 
thus much for Scotland in generall. Now we come

The 
laft coaft is the Cape Novant ,undcr which in the Gulph 
of the river Lufle is a hay, which Ptolomee calleth Re- 
rigonitu. Oppofite to which runneth from the poole 
of the road Glotta,the Lake logh-Rian (called by Pto- 
lomee Vidogara)exceeding full of Herrings & Stone- 
fiftie. A litle higher there is a Biland , having the fea in- 
finuating it felfe on both fides,with two Bayes,that by 
a narrowe necke is joyned to the firme land : and this 
is properUe called Cherfonefus & Premontorium Nov*n~ 
tm > & now the of Calloway. All this Countrie is 
called Galloway. On the backfide thereof, under Vi~ 
dogora Carrift runneth gently downe to the Poole 
Glotta. Two rivers cutts betweenc it , Stinfiar & Grt~ 
van , both of them encompafled with fine villages. In 
the places where it rifeth with hills , the oversowing 
of the rivers fattens the paftures,and is reafonable well 
accomodated with wheate ,rich enough in terreftriall 
bleffings , and mat itimate , not onely to feed it felfe, 
but to afford a great quan tit ie of them to their Neio h- 
bours. Theriver Van feparateth it from C^/^ifluing 
from a Lake of the fame name ♦ which makes an Hand 
with the litle Caft le in iUn Carritl there are very la' ge 
& tall Oxen , whereof the flelh is tender delicate aud 
good , & the fatt thereof being melted doth not clod 
againe, but runneth like oyle. Kyle or Ceil followeth, Coil. 
it bounded. Southward uponC?4//w4y,Eaftward upon 
Glotta. Theriver Irvin lyeth upon the Weftfidq of it Tht fie. 
and divideth it from Cuningham^ on the Southfide the 
river Aire feparateth it, upon which ftandeth the mar- 
ket Towne Aire , this Countrie aboundeth more in Tht 
couragious men, then in fruits or Cattle : and is co- Air<^>. 
vered all over with a fmall fand. It ftandeth upon a 
fweete Airewhichfharpaeth the induftrie& by their 
fobrietie encreafeth much the ftrength of their bodies 
and fpirits. The circuit of Aire is about ten thou fand 
paces. There is a rock about 12 foote hegh, and noe 
broader then 30 cubits, which rightly is called the' 
dcAfcrocke, for if yow make never fo great a nolle with 
your voice , with a ftaff or any other inlhument , he 
which ftadeth but on the other fide of it cannet hcare 
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nothing , unleffe he goes backward from it, then he 
may heare better 3 and he that is furtbeit of from it beft 
of all. Cumngham ^ipynrngio KyU or the Eaftfide Cunwg 
and the North, butteth upon the fame froth fo clofe, hm. 
that it reftrayneth the breadth thereof lyeth back- 
ward upon Glottal thutts it up almoft into the forme 

of an ordinary river.The nameifone interpret*, isas 
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ich as tbe Xingi habitation , by which a man tnaye 
gcflchowc6modioDS,&pledaatitis. Eaftward Re**

x&Glotta , divided alfo for the largneffe thereof , into 
manie jurifdiaions, out of it fpringeth manie rivers. 
On the left fide lyeth Aven and Glajfo which run into 
Glotta. On the right had lyeth the other Ave*, which 
feparateth Lothie* fro the territorie oi Sterling. Thefe 
two rivers have taken the commen appellation of the 
whole Countrie in fteadofa proper name. Ave* fepa- 
rateth Lothien Southward from the territoire of Ster- 
ling. This river hati noe river of note,but Caron upon 
the left fidffof Ca mn; Hard by xheTurfe-wall , which 
fevered the lands of the Englefh& the Fids, as the ri- 
ver Carre* croffeth this Shriefdom of Sterting towards 
the left hand are feene two Mounts , eaft up by mans 
hand , which th^y call Dunis facts , that is , Knolls of 
peace. And almoft two miles lower,there is an ancient 
round building foure and twentie cubits high, & thir* 
teene broad open in the top, framed of rough ftone 
without lime, having the upper part of everie none, fo 
tenanted into the other as that the whole worke r ifing 
ftill narrow,bya mutuall interlacing and clafpingup, 
holdeth it felfe, fom call this the Temple of God Termi. 
nu* % others Arthurs Oven, who father every ftatelv-and 
fumptuons thing upon Arthur. Nirnm wrjteth, that it 
was ere&edby Caraufius £or aTriumpbaU Arch ,hmlt 
upon the banck of Ca rro* a round houfe of poliflied 
ftone erre&ine there this aTriumphall Arch > in me- 
moriall of a vi&orie. In the midft (pace betweene Du- 
m pacts, and this bulding on the right banke of Corron, 
there is yet to be defcerned a confided face of a Utle x 
ancient Citie : but the fundation, & ftreets are ruina- 
ted as well by tilling the ground „ as by the ncigbours 
in fetching away the quarrie ftones. 

Where Froth full of his windings & crooked Cw 
ke$ runneth downe with a roling pace & hath a bridg 
over him ftandeth Sto/to&commonry called Striveli* 
aud Sterling. B our rough, where on the verie brow of a 
fteepe rocl£ there is mounted on high a paffing ftrong 
caftle of the Kings,which King leatnes the fixth beau- 
tified with new buildings , and whereof this long time 
the Lords of tireskm^ms biA Capraines unto whome 
the charge, and tuition of the Princes of Scotlaud^du- 
ring their minoritie hath beene other whiles comitted. 
A bout two miles hence , the river Banoc-bour* run- 
neth betweene, exceeding high bankes,on both fides, 
and with a verie fwift ftreame in Winter , towards the 
Froth a bourne moft famous for a glorious vi&orie , as 
ever the Scots had, what time as Eiuari the 1 1. King 
of England was putt to flight, who was faine to make 
hard fhift and in great haft, and feare to take a boat, & 
. jave his life, yea, and moft puiffant Atmie , which En- 
glad had fent out before, was difconfited through the 
valiant prowefle of King Robot t Br*s:in fo much as for 
two yeeres after the Englifh came not into the field 
againft the Scots. On the other fide of the Countrie 
of Sterling is Lev'ma or Lennox feparated fro the Go- 
vernment of Remifraw by Glotta , divided by the river 
Kelvin from Glajco , from the territoire of Sterling by 
the Mountaines, & fro Tarchia a territorie by Fortna. 
In fine it is boundeth by the Mount Grampie , under- 
neath the foote whereof by reafbn of a deepe valley 
lyeth the lake Lomund , which ipreadeth it felfe heere 
under the Mountaines 20 miles long 8c 8 miles broad, 
embracing 34 fmall lies. Paffing well ftored with va- 
rietie of fifh , but moft efpecially with a pecular fifli 
called Pollae, fownd noe where elfe. Three things are 
remarkeable in this Lake : the fiih have noe fmall bo- 




ties otherwife are good to eate. The water Wre trou- 
bled fomuchfometimes yea incalme weather , that 
the ftouteft mariners arc faine to returne back* an^to 
ftrike their iailes. As touching an Iland that float?cth 
& waveth too and fro I luft not to make queftion the- 
reof. For what fhould let, but that a lighter bodie,and 
fpungeous withall in manner of a pumifti ftone, may 
(wime above the water. Alfo in the Palatinate in Ger- 
manie betweene Vilfeca & Veld* there are lies with 
trees growing upon them > which in boiftrous & ftor- 
mie weather , floate up and downe. Wee will now re- 
turne againe to the Lake. .Round^ahput the edg of 
this lake there be filher Cottages but no thing elfe me- 
morable unleffeitbe Kilmoronoc, a proper fine houfe 
of the Earles of Copies on the Eaft fide of it, which 
hath a moft pleafant profpeft ipto the. {aid lake, but at 
the confluence > where Levin emptieth it felfe out of 
the Lake into Cluyd ftandeth tlfe old Citie called AU 
cluyd.Thc fucceeding pofteritie called this place Dw- 
brttton that is » the Britans towne , becaufe the Britans 
held it longeft againft the Scots, Pifts & Saxons. For it 
is the ft rongeft of all the Caftlcs in Scotland by nam- 
rale fituation, to wring up on a rough craggie,and two 
headed rock at the verie meeting of the rivers in a 
greene plaine. The laft hills of the Mount Grampie are 
cutt betweene by a fmall armc of the fea called Gerlccb 

allnefle which raife th the furder part of Z*~ 
vinia , on the other fide there is a large arme called 
which falls into it. Beyoud the Lake Lomund, 
and the Weft part of Lennex there fpreadeth it fetf 
neere unto punbriton forth the large Countrie called 
Argathelia. This Countrie runneth ou t in length and 
breadth all magled with filhtull pooles in fome places, 
with riling Mountaines very commodious (at teedinj 
of cattle, in which alfo there range up and downe,!* ' 
kine and red dure , but along the fhoare it is more un- 
pleafint in fight, what with rocks, and what with blac- 
ki(h Mountaines. Among the Lakes there is one Fm> 
fo calledfro the river Fin that runs into it, it reacheth 
. 60 thoufand pacesin length* Likewife, the Lake Avus 
is in Argile^upon which ftandeth a fort well provided. 
Gut of this Lake the river Avus floweth which onely 
through thefe parts loofeth it felf in the J>emalido* 
fea.On the other fide of Knafdale Weftward lyeth Can- Cantirt 
ttre, which fevereth Argile from a Promontoire that for the fite. 
30 miles, together , growing ftill 'toWards a Iharpe 
. point , thrufteth it felfe forth with fo great a defire to- 
wards Ireland(be twxit which aud it,there is a Narrow 
fea fcarce 1 3 miles over) as if it would conjoyne it 
felfe. there is a Lake called Logh F/* 9 which at a cer taine 
feafon are take in it a wonderfiill fort of herrings. The 
neerer it cometh to Knapdak the Narrower it is fierce- 
ly a 1000 paces from it. And all this Ipaceis fine find, 
lying low & tender, that the Mariners to fliorten their 
voyage, run their barks upon this gravelly lands. Lor* Lorm 
lyeth clofe upon Argile , & extending it felfe unto Aber 
& joyneth there with a plaine Countrie not very bar- 
ren .Where the Mount Grampie ftoopeth downward, ic 
is better fituated, this part is called Braid AM* , that is 
the higheft part of Scotland, and that part where it 
mounteth up higheft Drum Mi* , that is the ridge of 
Scotland , and not without reafon, for out of this ridge 
fpring rivers which runne into one and the other fea, 
fome into the North fea and fome into the South fea. 
For from the Lake Er* runneth the river Fr*, which 
loofeth it felfe in the Irifh fea, and falls in at Tau 3000 
paces under Perth. This Countrie is called in the an* 
cient britan tongue Straet Em, which fignifyeth the * ' 
vale , along Erne , from whence it taketh the name. 
For the caff Straitb , thefhoars of a running river. Be- 
tweene the Mountaines of their Countrie , and Troth 
1 veth the territoire Taithia , which borroweth its name 
from the river Taichie , which runneth through the 
midft of it.

H E territorie of T aichie is bounded by 
the Ocell Mounts , which for the moft 
part,and with all the quarterjthat lyeth 
at the foote of them, are put under the 
Goverment of Em. But the reft of this 
Countrie as farre as Froth was through 
ambition divided into divers Shreifdomes to wit , the 
Clackmans , the Coulrep and Kinrofc. Thefe and the 
ocell Mounts all what froth and r**,two Armes of the 
fea enclofeth Eaftward , growing narrow in the forme 
of an angle to the fea,is called by a comon name Fife. 
This landyeeldeth plentie of Come, and forrage,yea, 
and of pic-coles : the fea belides other fiih atordeth 
Oifters & Shdfilh in great abundance. On that fide, 
where the Lake Levi* cu tts through it, It is very large, 
but after is narrower on both fides, and taketh* an an- 
gular forme , even to the citie of Carltle , and is onely 
watered with the river Levin. The Coafts are welibc- 
fpred with ptettieT omelets, repleniftied with ftout 8c 
luftieMariners.From Wimmis Caftlejhe (hore draweth 



But I beleeve that the ancient name was Toad** , fo 
called from a Downe or a hill that is fituated by Tay 9 
at the foote whereof it was fcated. Over the river 
To* about 14 miles on the right fide lyeth Abernethy. Abernc- 
TheRed Cape which is feene very farrc into the fea. thy. 
The river Eske , furnamed the Southerne, runneth 
through the midft of it. The Northerne Eske from 
Mernisis a rich foi!l,& it hath for the moft part plaines 
and Campanians, untillthat Grampie meetes with it 
beyond Fordo* and Dunnotyr a high Caftle:, belonging 
to the Earle Marfballs of Scotland , Hoping litle by 
litle loofeth it felfe in the fea.On the other fide north* 

outh of the river Deva co 



back with a crocked and winding trad unto Fifl*effc $ 
that is , the Promontoire , or nofe of Fife , above which 
Saint Andrews an Archiepifcopall Citie, & a feate for 
learning , and good litrature is renowned and hath a 
faire profped into the open maine fea. The more an- 
cient name of the place,as old memorialls witnefle was 
begelmund, that is Saint Regulua mount. The ancient 
Scots called it the Church of the petty King. Further, 
almoft in the midft of this quarter lyeth Cupre a nota- 
ble Bourough, where the Sheriffe fitteth to minifter ju- 
ftice. Where it toucheth Em is feene Aberneth, the an* 
ciet feat of the Kings of thcPi&s. There Er* runneth 
into Tau, & makes it more fpacious , which iffuing fro 
the Lake *Tau in the Countrie Braid. Albin , extendeth 
it felfe above 24. miles , and is the greateft river of all 
Scotland, crooking and winding againft Mount Gram* 
pie, runneth into the firtill Countrie of At hoi, fituated 
among the woods of this Mountaine. At hoi 7 on. the 
right fhore of Tau> lyeth the Citie of Caledo* , that re- 
taineth ftill the ancient name , which the common 
people call Dunkeldenfovotcd by King David with an 
Epifcopallfea. Some writers interpret it The mount or 
Hill of Hazels, in regard of the number of Hazeltrecs> 
that grow in the Caledonian Foreft. For the Gale- 
dons or Caledonian people among the moft renownedft 
Britans , made the otlier part of the Kingdome of the 
Pi&s. The derivation of their name , as the beft wri- 
ters approve off comes fro Kaled a Britifti word,which 
fignineth Bard, and in the plurall number maketh Ka- 
ledion , that is to fay , hard rough uncivill , and a Wilder 
kind of people then others fuch as the Northerne na- 
tions, are for the moft part , who by reafon of the ri- 
gorous cold of the aire, are more rough and fierce , & 
for their abundance of bloud more bold and adven- 
turous under Caledonia about 12 thodand paces upon 
the right (bore of Tau ftandeth Perth , and on the left 
under Atbel y towards the Eaft lyeth Gowry rich for the 
abundance of wheate. And under that Angufta fprea- 
deth it felfe betweene Taj and the Eske. Anguis was 
called by the ancient Scots Mneia , full of goodly 
Fields,bearing wheate and Corne,with large hills, alfo 
pooles , forrefts, paftures and meddowes, and alfo gar- 
nifhed with manie forts and Caftles. Here ftandeth 
Tomes. Glamis Cupre and Dundee , which He&or Boetius by 

way of allufion calleth donnm Z><i,thatis Gods gift. 
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ward lyes the mouth of the river Deva commonly cal- 
led the Dee , and about a 1000 paces beyond that the 
river Done. Upon which old Aber do* , lyeth famous 
' for the takeing of Salmons , and the other New Aber- 
do* which ftadeth neere to Dee mouth, much ennobled 
by an Epifcopall dignitie, and a florifting Univerfitie 
for learning and good litrature. I finde in the ancient 
records , that it was named ^sberdea 5 but at this day 
both of them are called Aberdon,diftingui(hed by the 
name of Old and New. From this front (hutt in be- 
tweene thefe two rivers, beginneth Mama or Mar, fro 
whence enlarging it felfe litle by lide,goes on 60 miles 
in breadth unto Badenach. This Countrie is borne up 
with a continued ridge of mountaines , out of which 
there (brings divers great ri vers, that run into both the 
feas. Aber cofined by Badenach^ runneth downe to the 
Deucalidon fea , is a very plentifull Countrie for all co- 
modities both by land and fea, and principally happie 
in Wheate andpaftures, and befides that very pleafant 
becaufe of the (nadie woods,adorned alfo with dilight- 
fullfprings and fweet running rivers , 8c fo rich in fi(h, 
that it may be compared to any place in the King- 
dome. For befides the abundance of river fifh , which 
are taken in fo many riverets , the lea runs into it 
withalong Channell , betweene the plafae lands,and 
clofethit in with the edge of the land a litle higher 
fpreadeth more largely 9 and leaves there a marfh , or 
rather a poole from whence it is called Abria, which 
the natives call the harbour or Roade , that giveth 

name alfo to the Countrie, which lyeth round about 
it.Next unto attar Northward lyetn Buchania or Bu- The fttt 

quhan feparated from it by the river D one, and beareth 
forth toward the German fea. Some derive this later The fir 
name a Bobtto , that is from Oxen and Kine , whereas tilt tie. 
notwithftanding the ground ferveth better to feed 
Sheepe , whofe woole is highly commended. Albeit 
the rivers in this Coaft every where breed great ftore 
of Salmons,yet doe they never enter into the river Ra~ 
tra as Buchana hath recorded* Upon the banke of R a- 
tra there is a Cave neere unto S tangs Caftle, the water 
diftillingby drops out of a natural! vauk,prefently tur- 
neth into Pyramidall ftones , & were not the laid Cave, 
I orholeotherwhilesrid ,andclenfedby maus labours, 
in Chort time it would be filled up therewith. Now t lie 
ftone thus engendred is of a middle nature , betweene 
ceandhard itone ,forit is bride , and eafie tocrum- 
_ le, neither groweth,it ever to the folidit ie,and hard- 
nefle of Marble. It is reported there is an other Care 
very like to the Pyrenean. From Buquha* Northward 
lyeth Botna and Bamft a fmall Sherifdome , which runs 
up to the river Spey, which feperateth them from M ur~ 
ray. Spej ifTueth out of the ridge of Badelnaeb^vthcvcof 

I have fpoken,Not farre from the fpring-head,there is 
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SCOT 

a Lake , whence Logh-lutea or Louthea cometb, 
which by Aber lettethit felfe forth into the Wefterne 
fea. Necre unto thefe Loghs or Lakes , there ftood in 
old time two notable fortifications , the one named 
inne rves the other lnner-£***k 4.Surely ,if ye confider 
well the nature of the Countrie, & the great commo- 
dities of trading, which may be brought thether , and 
traiifported from thence, this place is very convenient 
to drive good trading in it : yea the ancient Kings 
moved with the confiderations abo vefaid , fojourned 
fometimes in the Cattle of Evon, which manie fuppo- 
fedfthough falfly) to be Stefhonadum: for the rumes or 
thatCaftlc, andlbme traces thereof is yet tobefeene 
in Lorn. On the other fide of Spey unto Neffe , lyeth 

Hufta% CMotavia or A/*r**y,which they faye wascalled raror.

Welt (hutteth in by a great arme the extenfio thereoi. 
This whole Countrie is fruitful, as well in frui ts as pa- 
ftures. But chiefly the heither part,becaufe or die taire 
neffe, and the incomes of fruit trees. It have in it two 
' fairetownes>%iMupontheriver^ 
reray neth ftill the ancient name , and alfo Ify/fa which 
ftands upon the river fo named ^iffueth out of the 
Lake Neffe 24 thoufand paces long , whofe waters are 
almoft lukewarm , and freezes not be it never fo cold : 
yeapeecesof Ice being throwne into it in the hardelt 
froft, that is prefently melts by the warmth of wa- 
ter. Eight miles from the continent pf the land Nejfe 
ontheotherfide,puttethit felf foferre towards the 
Weft, that there wars but a litle fpace that hinders the 
♦ feas from meeting, to make the reft of Scotlad a right 
Hand, for thediltance betweene thofe ftreights and 
the Scotch fea , is almoft in ter chopt by the amies of 
the fea, entring into thefe Countries. That part which 
lyeth betweene the Neffe on the other fide, and thefe 
Streighis is ordinarily divided into foure Provinces: 
Navernfit as the common people ca&iz Strath navem^ 
fo called from the river Naverne. On the other fide of 
the Entrance of the Nefe into the Germane fea lyeth 
Bo&i. Bopa or Rijfe , (hooting out high Capes & loftie Pro- 

montories even into the fea. Which the very name 
witneffeth for the word Ros fignifieth in the Scotch 
tongue a C*fu It is more long than large. For where 
it reacheth to the German fea and to the Scotifh, it ri- 
feth with very high mountaines, which are barren and 
craggie , but where the ground is plaine, and becom- 
meth feilds , it is as fruirrull as any place in Scotland. 
The valleys are pleafant, and watered with many fielh 
running rivers, full of fifhe, &befidshath divers Lakes 
abounding with fifh , the greateft whereof is called 
Lubre. From the Scotch fea the Coaft {hoves in, and 
turneth Eaftward. On the other fide of the German 
fea , opening a waye betweene the downefalls > and 
cliffts of the high rocks , enlargeth this arme inwardly 
which makes a fafe haven for fta men : for it hath an 
eafie entrance into it * and with in amoftfafeSArfw 
againfr ftormes, and the violence of the fea , though 
mvtrn. the waves rife never fo high. Northward , Naverne 

(hutteth in the confines of the further Ropa, fo named 
from the river Navern , which as is (aid the common 
fort call Strath navern. Rode clofeth it Southward, & 
the wefterne part thereof is watered by the Scoth fea, 
and part by the Nort heme. Then CatneJSc joyneth to 
Smhcr~ it on the Eaftfide. Sutherland in feme manner mixeth 
land, it felfe with it, which borders and bounds upon them, 

joy ning them together by fome region or afped of 
heaven. For it hath Weft ward oppofite to it Strath- 
navern , on the Eaft and South fides tofta , and on the 
Northfide Catherine. The Inhabitants according to 
the nature of the Countrie, are give more to the bree- 
ding of Cattaile , then to the manuring of lands , and 
hath nothing in it of note, but hills of white Marble 
(a wonderfull thing in fo cold a Climate) but of noe 
afe almoft, confidering exceifein bulding , and that

remote regions. Catknetie is the fortheft Countrie of Catb* 
Scotland Northward where Tavern, metteth it & are neff<~>. 
two Countries , which enclofe much the large frount 
of Scotland in thefe parts. There mounts up three 
Capes, thehigheftisiri^erw 5 whichHolomeecaI- 
leth Orson or Tarvedre and Tarvifmm. The others m 
Cathnefo and Vervedre are nothing fo nigMowcaUed 
Hoi a and Betulium, called not rightly by Heflor Bou- 
tins Dume , which at this day is termed by the vulgar 
people D*nu.baj> others call it Duncans-bay. It fcemes 
that fome letters have bee.ne taken from this word, & 
made it vunis-baj. At the foote of a hill, there is a very 
litle bofome, which the (hips that comes out of the 
Orcades makes ufe of for a haven , now the bofom of 
the fea is commonly called a Bay .This bofom is called 
by the common people Duncan or Donacks bofome, fro 
thefe words , joyned together the people calleth it 
Dunisbay. Ptolomee maketh the Cornabj to dwell 
here, among whom he placeth the river TQbe , which 
names are of fo necre affinitie , that the nation may 
feeme to have drawne their denomination from the 
river that they dwelt by. Neither doth the moderne 
name of Stra th Hjvtrn, which fignifieth the valley by 
Navern iarre al to gether in found fro them. For they 
commonly call Gernico theFortrefleof theEarles of 
CathneSe 9 for thefe which Ptolomee, and otherftran- 
gers called Cornabj , theEnglifti call Kerniti, and thefe 
that fpeake the Britifti tongue call them to this day 
i Kernicks. And it will not feeme abfurd , if fome think 
they are called Cornovallts for KernicovaUes, that is to 
fay Ktrnick Calles. Some traces of this name feemeth 
though obfeurely , to be remay ning in the midft of 
thislfle. Not farre from thence, lyeth the Caftlc of 
the Duglaffes called Aber come. Ifboth thefe words, or 
one of them be corrupted With Kernico^ I leave that to 
the judgment of the Reader. Noweitremaineth that Tie 
wee fpeake fome what of the ScotHh lies. This Coun- Scoub 
trie of all Britanic hath the longeft day & the fhorteft lies. 
night. The Moderne writers have made three orders, 
of all thefe which lye about Scotland,as if they would 
crowne them. The WtHernt, the Orcades & Shetlandisb 
lies. The Wefterne are thefe which reach from Ireland* 
almoft to the Orcades in the Schotifh fea, which beats 
upon the Wefterne part. Some call them the Hebrides 
or HtbiideS) others M 40* toothers the Beteorkks* .The 
Inhabitants thereof are fparing, and obferve the an- 
cient manner of dyet and clothing , through all their 
famillies. They get their livings by hunting & fifhing* 
They boile their meate after they have putt it into a 
fatt-guttortheslunneofabeaftinwater. In hunting 

they eate raw fleftie , after they have (quized out the 
I bloud. They drinke whay at their feafts , which they 
I call Blandium , but the moft part quench their thirft 
with water. They have a manner of making df Oaten 
cakes and Bache bread which skill,ufe, & the procefle 
of time have taught thenu They eate a peece in the 
morning , and contenting themfel ves therewith goc a 
hunting , & if they betake themfelves to any other la- 
[ bour, they faft till ni gbt .They willingly weare cloathes 
i of divers coulours,and chiefly with fringes. They love 
I coulloursa lifeaboveallpurple,&azuredblew.They 

I reape but few fruits, faving Oates and Barly : of which * 
they make both bread and drinke. For herds & flocks 
of Cattaile , they have there a great number of them, 
which maketh them to feede upon Milke , Butter and 
Cheefe. There are fea foule innumerable, and fi(h in 
abundance , which is the greateft part of their fufte- 
nance.There is found noe venomous or ugly creature 
in it. ThemannerofthelivingoftheShetlanders,is 

the fame like the Orcadians , unlefie in refpedt of 
houfhold provifions they are fome thing leffe auftcre, 
I but having fpoken hereof in the generall defcription,

together with agreat violence from the Weft Ocean:

Thefe Straits arc paflable, either when the Sea is calme 
at a lowc water,or being fo at a high water.Thefe Chan- 
nells are called the Pitts Straits* or the PithlandFyrth. 
The mi** The ancient JncoU were heretofore the Picts, who in all 
inhabit*** probability were defcended from the Saxons driven 

thither by the Conquering Scots,grounding their rea- 
fon for it from this Verfcoutof thefeventh Pantgirka 
of Claudianns : 

oMadutrunt Sax one fufi 
Orcades y incakit PiSornm Sanguine rhuk: 
Scotorum tumubsflevit glaciaUs Ierne. 
Thefe lies arc counted two and thirtiein number, 
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whereof 13. are onely inhabited, the reft for the moft 
part are either barren , and ferue for noe other ufe, but 
the feeding of Cattle, or are bare rocks and craggie 
clifts, covered with a kind of rotten MofTe. Yet part 
Tbtfmiht, of them are not fo infertile, but that they beare fome 
*f thef* lies. £ ar jy & Oates j whereof the Natiues make their bread, 

oaten caks, and brue their beare, having alfo good 
ftore of Cattle in them, as Oxen, Sheepe, Kinc and 
Goates , whereof they make plenty of Whit-meats, as 
Butter and Cheefe: having befides peat ftore of lute 
Naggs , which though they be rough, and ill (hapen: 
yet are they of good ufe both for the plough and tra- 
velling, being well metled, and very fwift pacers. But 
tor filh and fowle (whereof the moft part of the Inha- 
bitants liue ) thefe Hand abound having this gift of na- 
Noe *w ture,thatnoe venomous vermine bred or broijghtthi- 
mm ther wi n i iuc i n t hem. Wee will begin to defcribe them

farre diftant from thelles of 'Schet land. And thus much 
for the defcription of the Orcades, and the Townes U 
Villages fituated in them, as they are at this pr efent. 

Thcfellcs in Solinus time were not inhabited, being 
overgro wne with r uslhes,but now they are in a meafu re 
populous and fertile: and werefirft difcorvered by //#- dm. 
ImAqricok the firft that euer fay led about B rittaine. In 
later times they were poflefled by the Normans or Nor- 
vvegians, who held them to the yeare 12^. when Ma- 
ffnus fang of Norway furrendred them up to Alexander 
King of Scotland, which furrendrie fomeofthducccc- 
dinff Kings did afterwards ratine. 

The orcadeans or people of theft lles, according to 
Maginus are great Drinkers j but noe Drunkards, Btba* 
a(Tmifuntlncok,nuniuamtameninebriantur: for when- 
foeuer any outiandifti wines are brought unto them, 
they will drinke their fils.They retaine alfo fornefmack 
oftheir ancient manners &: qualities to this day ; being 
for the moft part of them very fparing and moderate in 
their dyet, contented with homely fare 4 and ihort 
commons, which preferues them in healtoi: body and 
minde : fothat few of them dies of ficknclTe , till very 
nge call them away: for ( dieir bodies beingoffo good 
a^cmper) they kn owe not the ufeot Phyfick, but arc 
able , iuftic, tall and ft r on ge men, makinghardic and 
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< H e Iflcs of Hetland are many in num- 

* bcr : the grcatcft whereof is by the In- 

* habitants called the Continent , by rea- 
i fon of her cxtenfion which is fixtie 
b thoufand paces in length , and in fomc 

places fexteene in breadth: there are m 

it manie fmall Promontories , I will here onely remem- 
ber two of them : the one is fomcwhat long, but nar- 
row, ftrctching towards the North; the other is broa- 
der,reaching Eaftward. The Seasides are moft inhabi- 
ted j but the inmoft parts none but birds frequent* The 
Inhabitants of late yeares haue fought to mannure it 
forther then their Forefathers had wont to doe, but to 
noeefFea-Theyhauetheirwelfarefromthe Sea,which 

of all fides yeerdesthem great commodity ot nilung. 
Some ten miles from hence towards the North lyes 
the Ifland^w/, being about xx. miles in length and 
y II I. in breadth > fo wilde andrough thatit can beare 
noe animal, but what iscven borneanit. They fay that 
inthisMandtheredwclsa Marchant of Bremen, which 
fiirhiftieth them abundantly withall outlandilhwares, 
whereof they haue needcand brings them thithcr.Be- 
tweene this Wand and the Continent there lyes fomc 
Idler Iflands , as Longa , Orna > Bigg* ,San£tferrt. Some 
ix. miles higher towards the North lyes Vufia, more 
then xx. miles in length and vi. miles broad : ot a 
plaincfoftcand notvnplesuant in profoea , but onelv 
that it is round-about encompaffeth with a molt 
rough and raging Sea. Betweenethis and^/arefited 
theIQesofrw,rr4and£^ Beyond it towards the 
Weft are the two Skenies and Burr a ; towards the Halt 
Balta, HonneraandFetlara, vn. miles in length, and 
vii miles alfo diftantfrom Vufia and vni. from Zeal, 
lying right over the Straite thatdeyideth Vufia from 
Zeal There arc befides manie leffer Iflands againft the 
Eaft-fidc of the Continent, UKela, the three Oriental 
Skenies, Chualfa, Neftunda, Brafa^Mofa : *e WU 
fidcisenvirouncd with the Occidental tf«wtf, mm 



Papa the Leffer , Vonneda , Papia the Greatcft, Vd*> 
Trondra, Burnt, Baura theGreateft, Haura the Letter: 
and as manie Holmes enterlaced betweene theip. 

The manner of living is the fame by the Hethlan- 
ders, as by the Orcadians, onely that in refpeft ot their 
domeftical plentie , they arc feme what groffer. Their 
habit is after the German falhion , no t inconvenient to 
their meanes and eftate. Their traffique confifte in a 
kindeofcourfc claoth which they fell to thofe of Nor- 
way's alfo in akinde of oile which they draw out of the 
bowels ot certaine fi(hes,likcwifein hotter & in fifhing. 
The boates which they fifti withall,are but finall vcflels 

«.w 7 ~st ready made froNorway .The fifti which 
they take, they partly .alt &: partly drie them: from the 
fale thereof, they get mony , to pay their tributes with- 
aU,& to fournifh them their dwelling,hou(hold ftofte &: 
agfeat part of thdrliving. Thofe which are fome what 
curieux in their houlholding, ufe fome filver among 
others veffel?. In their Mefure , Number and Weight 
they follow the prafticc of the Germans. Their lan- 
guage alfo draweth ncerc to that of the Germans or 
the Gothcs. They are not given to drunckeneffcj 
onely that once a month they haue their meetings and 
banquetings one with an other, wherein they are mer- 
ry together and cheer themfeluesinfuchfimpliciaci 
that noe quarrel or the like vice , that ufe to follow 
drunkeneffe, is found amongft them : and kcepe onely 
this cuftome , as they perfuade themfclues , for the en- 
tertainemcnt of mutuel loue and fellowfchip. How 
holefomc the aire and complexion of this countrie be, 
may appcare by one Uurentius who lived yet in our 
dayes. This man being aboue hondert yeares of age, 
wasyetfovigourous that he married a wife: and being 
hondertandforthie yeares old, wentyct with his boat 
afiftmgmamoftrudeandtempeftuous Seaiandis but 

lately aifceafed, not fo much by the violence of any 
fikeneflc, as by the ripencfle of his age. 
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alfo called 
ss paft of the 
Pids, Finland Ihooteth out a long 
from Merch unto the Scottifti Sea , 
or the Froth , having manie hills in 
it, and little wood , but for fruitfull 
Cornefields , for courtefie alfo, and 

civilitie of manners , commended above all other 
Countries of Scotland. About the ycere of ourfalva- 

tion 873. Eadgar King of England^ betweene whome 
i Keneth the third King of Scots,there was a great 
- r aUiance againft the Danes common Enne- 
them both) refigned up his right to him in 
Lothien, as Mathew the Flourgatherer witneffetb, 6c 
to winne his heart the more unto him : He gave unto 
bim manie manfions in the waj > wherein both bee , and bU 
Succe fours in their camming unto the Kings of England, 
and in returne homeward might be lodged : which unto the 
time of King Henry the fecond , continued in the bands of 
the King of Scotland. In this Lothien , the firft place 
that oft'ereth it felfe unto our fight upon the Sea-fide 
is Donbar, apaflingftrong Caftleinold time,and the 
feat of the Earles of Merch, who there upon , were 
called Earles of Dunbar: a peece manie times wonne 
bytheEngiiih,8c as often recovered by theScottilh. 

But in the yeere 1 176 by authoritie of the States in 

Parliament, it was demoiiftied , becaufe it fliould not 
be a place, and refuge for Rebels. But Jeames King 
of Great Britanie (of bleffed memorie) conferred the 
title , and honour of Earle of Dunbar , upon Sir Ge- 
orge Hume for his approved fidelitie , whome he 
had before created Baron Hu ■«<■ ^ Rarwirk tft him 



his heires and affignes. Hard by Tin , a little River, 
after it hath runne a ftiort race , falleth into the Sea , 
neere unto the fpring-head whereof , ftandeth Zei- 
ft er which hath his Baron out of the familhe of the 
Haies Earles of Aroll, who alfo is by inheritance 
fherife of the little territoire of Twedali , or Peblis, 
by the fame river fome few miles higher, is feated 
Hadineton or Hadina in a wide and broad plaine : 
which Towne the Engiilh fortified with a deepcjmd 
laree ditch , with a wall or rampier , alfo without 
fourefquare , & with foure Bulwarkes at the Comers, 
and with as many other at the inner wall: & S*. James 
Wilford an Eneiifliman valiantly defended it againft 

Deffie the Frenchman,who with ten thoufand French 
and Dutch together fiercly ailaulted it , untill that by 
reafon of the plague,which grew hot among the gar- 
nifon Souldiers Henry Earle of Rutland , comming 
with a royall Arrnie, raifed the Seige , remooved the 

French , and having layd the fortifications Levell 
conduced the Englifh home. And now of late King 
Jeames the fixth , hath ranged SUohn Ramfey, a- 
Log the nobles of Scotland with title and honour 
of Vicount Hadington for his faithfoll valour , as 
whofe right hand was the defendour of PRINCE 6c 
COVNTTRIE in that moft wicked confpiracie ot 
the Gourees againft the Kings perfon. 

Above the mouth of this Tine in the very bending 
of the flioare ftandeth Tantallon Caftle jfrom whence 
SKBdDoa^fe Earle of Angus wrought King 
Jeames the A King of Scotland much i tg^ 
Heereby retvring back of the ihoares onboth fides,is 



roome made for a moft noble arme of the Sea , and 
the faine well furniftied with Hands, which by reafon 
of manie rivers encountring it by the waye , and the 
tides of the forging Sea together , fpreadeth excee* 
ding broad. Ptolomee calleth it Boderia , Tacitus Bo- 
dotria from the depth. The Scots the Froth & Frith, 
the EngWh Edenburgh-ftith,others,the Frefian Sea , 
and the Scottifti Sea, and the Eulogium, Morwiridh. 
Upon this after yee be paft Tautallon, are feated 6rft 
N orth-Berwick, a famous place fometime for a houfe 
there of religious Virgins , and then Dyilton, which 
belonged in times paft to the notable familly of the 
Haliburtons,& now to St .Thomas Ereskin, Captaine 
of the guard, whome Jeames King of great Britaine, 
for his happie valour jn preferving him againft the 
traiterous attempts of Gowrie, firft created Baron of 
Dirlton, and afterward advanced him to the honour* 
able title of Vicount Feiton,making him the firft Vi- 
count that ever was in Scotland. Againft thefe places 
there lyeth in the Sea not farre from the Shoare , the 
Hand Bas , which rifeth up as it were all on a craggy 
rooke, and the fame uprignt,and fteepe on every fides 
yet hath it a block-houfe belonging to it, a Fountaine 
alfo and Paftures : but it is lb hollowed with the waves 
fo working upon it, that it is almoftperced through. 
What a multitude of Sea-foules, and efpecially of 
thofe Geefe they call Scouts, andSoland geefe flock 
heither at their times (for by report, their number is 
fuch, that in a cleere day they take away the Sunnes 
light) what a fort of fifties they bricg(forastheJpeech 
goeth a hundred garnifon Souldiers, that lay here for 
thedefenfe of the place fed upon no other meate,but 
the frefli fifti that they brought in) what a quantitie of 
fticks, and little twigge, they get together for the 

building of their nefts,fo that oy rheir meanes the in* 
habitants are abundantly provided of fewell for their 

fire , what a mighty gaine groweth by their feathers, 
&oyle:the report thereof is foincredible,that no man 
fcarcely would beleeve it , but he that had feene it» 
Moreover, thefe Soland-Geefe lay but one egg, and 
lay it in fuch a place on the fide of this rock , that if a 
man take it up, he can hardly make it lye in the fame 
placeagaine, & it is the uature of this Goofe, to hatch 
this egg, ftanding upon it with one of her feete. 

Then as the (hoare draweth back.Seton ft eweth it 
felfc,which feemeth to have taken the name from the 
fituationby the Sea- fide, and to have imparted the 
fame unto a right noble houfe of the Setons, braun- 
ched out of an Englifti familie, and from the daugh- 
ter of King Robert Brus : out of which the MarquelTe 
Huntly, Robert Earle of Wentoun, Alexander Earle 
of Dunfirmling, advanced to honours by King Icaraes 
the fixth are propagated. 

After this, the River Eske difchargeth it felfe into 
this Frith , when it hath run by Borthwic (which hath 
Barons furnamed according to that name, and thofe 

deriving their Pedegree out of Hungarie ) by New- 
bottle, that is, the New-building iometimes a fairc 
Monafterie , now the Baronie of S v . Marke Ker by 
Dalkerth,a very pleafant habitation of the late Carles 
Morton, and Mulfelbcrow, hard under which in the 
yeere of our Lord r547, when S r . Edward Seimor 
DukeofSomerfet, withan Annie royall had entred 
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Scotland , to claime and challeng the keeping of a 
covenant , made concerning a marriage betweene 
Marie Queene of Scotland , and Edwar^the fixth , 
King of England* there faapned the heaMeft day,that 
ever fell to the adventurous youth of tne moft noble 
families in Scotland, who there loft their lives. 

Lower yet and neere unto the Scotifli Froth is fea- 
ted Edenburg, which the Irtfh Scots call Dun Eaden, 
that is, the towne Eaden,or Eden-hill , and which no 
doubt is the very lame , that Ptolomee named the 
Winged Cattle, tor Adain in the Britilh tongue figni- 
fyeth a Wing , and Edenborow (a word compounded 
out of the Bririfh , and Saxon language ) is nothing 
elfe, but the Burgh with wings. A mile from thence 
lyethLeth, a moft commodious and a fafe haven , 
whereof having fpoken both of it, and Edenburgh in 
the generall difaiption, I willpafle oven 

Where this Frothjroweth more and more narrow, 
ithadinthemidftofittheCitie Caer-Gvidi as Bcda 
noteth, which now mayfeeme to be thclland named 
Jnch-keith: whether this was that Victoria , w ch Ptolo- 
mee rnentioneth,it is needleflc to prooveialthough a 
man may beleeve that the Romans turned this Gnidb 
into viftoria, as well as the He Guith , or Wight into 
Vedlefis or Vc&a: certes, feing both thefe Hands bee 



diflevered from the {hoare the fame reafon of the 
name will hold well in both languages : for Ninius 
hath taught us, that Guith in the Britilh tongue be- 
tokenethafeparation. More within upon the fame 
Froth is fituate Abercorn , in Beits time* a famous 
Monafterie , which by the gracious favour of King 
Jeames the fixth, was given unto Jeames Hamelton 
the tittle of the Earle ot Abercorn . And faft befide it, 
ftandeth Blackneffe Caftle,and beneath it Southward 
the ancient Citie Lindun, whereof Ptolomee maketh 
jention : which the better learned , as yet call Lin- 
lithquo , commonly Lithquo , beautified and fetout 
with a very faire houfe of the Kings,a goodly Church, 
andafiftifullLakej of which Lake it may fecme to 
have aflumed that name: for Lin as is alreadie (howne 
in the Britilh tongue, foundeth as much as a Lake. A 
flieriffe it had in times paftby inheritance out of the 
femilie of the Hamiltons of Peyle: and now in our 
dayes,it hath forthe firft Earle S r . Alexander Leving- 
fton , whome King Jeames the fixth railed from the 
dignitie of a Baron,wherein bis Anccftours had flou- 
rimed a long time, tb the honour of an Earle , like as 
within awhile after, he advanced MarkKer, Baron of 
Newbottle aforefaid to the tkle of Earle of Lothien. 
And fo muchfox Lothien or Lauden. 
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RELAND followeth, which the I 
Ancients called Hibernia .This lie by 
Orph3eus,Ariftotle,and Claudian is 
named Jerna, by Iuvenall and Mela 
luverna, by Diodorus Ms , by Mar- 
tian of Heraclea loycfwa , by Eufta- 
tius Ojernia and Bernia , by the Na- 
tive inhabitants Erin, by the Britans Tverdon - 9 and of 
EnUfhmen Ireland. ' Whence thefe names, have had 
their originallfundrie,& diverfe opinions have beene 
conceived from time to time,as in a doubtfiili matter. 
Some derive Hibernia from Hiberno tempore , that is ; 
from the winter feafon , others from ffiberus a Span- 
jard, and fome againe from the river iberus : the Au- 
thour of the booke entituded Eulogium from Duke 
Jrnalfh , a generall in warre. Pofteffus reading Pom- 
fjonius Mela in Paris , fetcheth the originall thereof 
from the Hebrewes : fo that Irin (hould be as much as 
lurin (in this fancifull mans opinion) that is the Iewes 
land: The Jewes (forfooth faith he) being moft wife 
Sages , and learned Phylofophers > knowing by their 
learning, chat the Empire of the world; (hould be fet- 
led in the ftrongeft Angle , which lieth Weft , feafed 
uponthofe parts and Ireland with the refc : the Sy- 
rians andTyrians.,tolay the foundation of their fu- 
ture Empire , endevored all they could to inhabite 

thofe Regions . Although wee read, that in this Hand 
the aire upon every winde is colde , and winter like. 
This Hand is ftretched out from North to South, uoc \ 
broader then it is long, as S trabo hath recorded , but 
(haped in forme of a Lentile or an Egge, nor of twen- 
tie dayes failiug , as Philemon, in Ptoiomy hath fet it 
downe 3 but according to the later writers , it taketh 
up 300 miles and no more inlength^and hathfearcely 
one hundred 5c twentie miles broad. It lyes betweene | 
the Circle Artique , and the Tropieke of the Grab- 
fifti , betweene Great-Britanie and Spaifie ; and hath 
Eaftward England feparated from it by the Irifh Sea , 
but a dayes failing from it , on the Weft the Huge 
maine Wefterne Ocean , on the North the Deucali- 
' donianfea,& on the South the Vergivian Sea worketh 
upon it. The aire is wholfome milde and temperate. 
Of Bees there are fuch numbers, that they be found 
notonely in hives, but alfo withinthe bodies of trees 
and holes of the Earth. Likewife it hath Vines 4 but 
more for thade , than for any fruit they y eeldj For no 
fooner is theSunnepaffedoutof Leo, but cold Waits 
herein this our Clymate are wont prefently to follow, 
and in Autumne the afterndone heats are leffe effe- 
<auall and ftiorter both heere, and in Britaine, than to 
give the full and kind ripening unto Grapes. Befides 
this, there is no fnake in this Country , nor any ve- 
nemous thing whatfoever. How beit much noyfance 
they have every where by Wolves , and that I may 
fpeakeallinaword, whether a man refpea the terti- 
litie of the foile, or the commodibufnefie ot the 5>ea 
and havens , or the inhabitants themfelves , who are 
ftout ,hardie,warhke, wittie proper men of bodie,and 
goodly feature , of awonderous foftskinne , by rea- 
fon alfo of the tendemeffe of mufcles paffing nimble, 
the Hand aboundeth in fo manie bleffings, that GiraL 
dus faid not without juft caufe: that nature bad cajt in- 
to this Weflerm Kingdom of ZepJqrw> amore gractota eye 



than ordinarie. Now in that otherwiies there goeth of 
it an ill name it is for that the inhabitants heretofore 
were wont in fome places to be wilde and very unci? 
vill, who in a mervaillous contrariety of nature loved 
Idleneffe and withall hated quietnelie .For among the 
wilder fort, they beftowedtheir maidens in marriage^ 
as ripe and readie for hufbands when they were once 
ten or twelve yeeres of age. Neither would they by 
any meapes ftay for a competent maturity of yeeres: 
a thing obferved in all other Countries , but of later 
yeeres fince the warretended , and that Ireland was 
inhabited by the Engliftithey are grownemore civill 
in their manners & behavior. T here was never fecne 
any Earthquakes in if,nor fcarcely any thunder heara 
in a whole yeare. Tlis Count rie is happie for the fat 
harveft ana the abundance of fruids, yet more fert ill 
in paftures, then in fruits, in grafTe, than in Corne,for 
the Wheate eroweth there thinne and fmall , and caii 
fcarcely be fanned and made cleane. The vines are 
more for ornament and fhade , than for the grapes 
they beare, that which the Ipring bringeth forth and 
what foinmer nouriftieth the abundance of rayne that 
fells, will not permit them eafely to gather it in Har- 
veft: for the winds, and the raynes are more ordinarie 
there , then in other piaces. But as Mela faith i The, 
ground is fo ranke of graffe and the fame not onefy fresh and 
long, but fwete alfo uritball, that the Cattaile may f 11 their 
bellies in afnuUpccce of the day t and unkffe they befytfrort 
grazing, and not fuf red to Seed long togetkr their bellies 
willburjl. HeucciL , thatthey have fu.ch apt infinite 
number of Cattaill, $s being indeed tie chiefe and 
I principall wealth of the inhabitants, & manie goodly 
j flocks of Sheepe,which they (heare twife a yeere,and 
make of their courfe wool rugs,or fhag mantles, Gad- 
dbwes alfo or Coverlets , which are vented in fqrraine 
Countries. They have likewife excellent good Hor. 
fes (which we terme Hpbies (that have a ibft pace i 
and a round amble , fetting one legge before an other 
very finely. There is creeping Creatures , no Snakes 
norSerpents,or venemous beafts,the common favour 
of Candie, and if any be brought thether out of Eng- 
land, they die affooneastheyfmell the grounds Bed* 
reporteththat he hathfeenc leaves puld of from the 
trees, brought out of Ireland, which have beene layd 
totheftingsof Serpents, that prefently the foreading 
vetioume flayed j and the tumor afwaged , wherewith 
the bodie was fwoine. This He hath many good Faul- 
cons* Gofhaukes,and Eagles, there are no leffe Eagles 
then Kites in other places : but Craue§ are there m 
fuch a number , that they flie together by hundreds, 
and in theNortherne parts a great number qf wild 
Swans. But in all this lie there are but few Storkes, & 
thofe that are there be blackifh. There are no Pertrii 
ges,Phefants,Pyes,or Nightingals.(7/r4W wnteth thi^ 
as remarkeable for foule,that from certaine peeces of 
wood ftoatine upon the Sea, there drops from it gum, 
which beine afterward hardned , fome Creatures are 
bred in it, which firft taking life, then bills , after fea; 
thers, & laft of all wings to flie in the aire , or to fwim 
upon the wate r , which breede after no other manner, 
the fame Authour reportethalfo,thathe hath feenc 
manie of thefe foules halfe {haped having their fhels 
upon their bills, which flew as well as others, which 
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poure without any bloadfhed: 
bines of Eneland have beene 



were Eedge , and full grown*. He repotteth not* 
over that there are manie foules of a double lhape cal- 
led Amifrifins lefle then Eagles j but greater then the 
Vulture or Kite, whereof the one foote is f njedwrtll 
talents, and the other Ratt fit to fwime withall. Tnus 
nature fporteth herfelfe in wonders; There are c* 
thers called Martins, lefle then a black-bird , plumpe 
as a quaile with white bellies.and black backs, which 
have this qualitie, that being death and kpt in a dry 
place.they never rott,& being layd between cloathes 
or other things , they kepe iheiufroni the moaths, 
and being hung up in a dry place when they are dead » 
they renew theirfeathers every yeare : Moreover, in 
the woods and forefts there are marie beafts , and the 
Harts 3c Retkdeare grow fofat,that they can fcarcely 
run, and the leffe the? bee, the fairer , and greater are 
there homes. There ate manie wiUe Boores and 
Hares. But all manner of Beafts are lefle there than 
in other Countries: thereare alfo Badgers and Otters. 
There ate not manie Goates , Hinds , Hedge-hogs : 
orveryfcwe Moles, but infinite Rats. There 
are great ft ore of Wolves and Foxes -this may fuffice 
for that; Ireland hath had heretofore mame petty 
Kims, but hath a long time and at this day beene fub- 
jeSwthe Kings of England , and is governed by _ a 
Vice-Roy callea the Lord IDepntie , itfellinto the 
hands of the EngWh I i/f whenas Rodenck king of 
Connacht,cauedhimfelfe king of all Ireland, and lee- 
king to make himfelfe king of the whole He , fought 
aeafaft the other kings. When King Henry the fe- 
cond having gathei^ a power togetherin theyeere 
of Chtift i i/afaaedSverintoIreland .and obtained 
t&ePrincely tittleof the Soveraigne rtile of this I- 
land. For the States of Ireland paffedfjfe 
to him all their rule & 

fo that ever fince the — 0 0 - , 

called Lords of Ireland, untill Renrie the eight was 

called&ing by the States and Lords of Ireland , bc- 
jcaufe the nameof Lord grew odious to fome /edi- 
tions perfons. . . . ■ fL . «, 1 
But now ever fince that Ireland tocame fubjea 

untoEngland,theking$ofEngland hive font ,over 
thither to managetJieState of the ReaUns their Re- 
gents or Vicegerents, whome they tearmed in thole 
^itingsandletter patents of theirs (whereby autho- 
rity aid jarifdiaion is committed unto them) tatt 
keepers of Ireland, then afterward according asic 
pleiedthem juftices of Ireland, Lieutenants & De- 
puties, which authorise andjurifdidionof theirs is 
very Iarge,ample and myaU,whereby they had power 

to makewarre,toconclude peace , tobeftowallMa- 
giftracies and Offices, except a very few, topardon | 
Si crimes, unleiTetheybefomeof high treafon, to 
dub knights, &c. Thefe letter patents when any one 
entreth upon-this honorable place of government are 
publikely read,andafterafolemne oth taken in a let 
forme ot words before the Chancellour, the fwordis 
deUvered into his hands ; which is to be borne before 
him, he isplacedin achaire of Eftate, havingftanding 
by him the Chancellour of the Realme , thofe of the 
privie Cottncell, thePeeresand Nobles of the king- 
dome with a king of Armes, aSarjant of Armes and 
other officers otState. And verely there is not (looke 
throughout all Chri ftendome againe)any other Vice- 
Roy, Sat cometh tieerer unto the Majeftie of a king: 
whether you rfcgard his iurifdi&ion and authoritie or 

his mine, fumiture,andprovifion. Therebe affiftant 
unto him inCounciU the Lord Chancellour of the 
Realme, tbeTreafureroftbekingdome , and others 
of theEarles, Bilhops, Batons and Judges which are 
of the privie CouncelL For Ireland hath the very 
fame degree of States that England hath namely 
Earles, Barons, Knights , Efnuires, &c 
The fupreame Court of the Kingdoms of Ireland, 



is the Parliament, which at the pleafure of the Rings 
England is ufually called by the Deputie and by 
ton dKved* although in the raigne o&mg Edward 
th£ feconda Law was enaded, that every yearethere 
fhouldbeParliamentsholdein^ 
yS : not to have beene effeded. There be hkewife 
fbure cearme s kept as in England yeerely , and there 
are five Courts of jnftice j the Star-cliamber , the 
Chancerie, the Kings Bench the Common-pleas , & 
theExchequcr. Thereare alfojuftices of Affifesof 
Nifiprius , andof Oyer and Determiner , according 
as in England j yea & Juftices of peace m every Coun- 
tie for the keeping of peace. Moreover, the King 
hathhisSariantatLaw, his Attournay Generall , his

Over and befides in the more remote Provinces, 

therebe Gouvernoorsto minifter juftice; as a princi- 
pal! Commiffioner in Cbnnaught , and a Prefident in 
Moudfter , who have to affift them in cemmiffion 
certaine Gentlemen, and Lawyers, and yet every ot 
them are direfted by the Kings Lieutenant Deputie. 
As for the Comon Lawes Ireland is Gouvernedby 
the famethat England hath. Forwcereadinthere- 
cordsof theldngdomethos, king Hemytte third in 
the iz yeere of his raigne gave commaundement tc> 
his Juftice of Ireland,that calling together the An:h- 
Bifhops, Biftiops,Bai»nsandKnights,heaiouldcaafe 
there before them to read the Charter of kine John, 
I which he caofed to be red accordineiie : and the No* 
bles of Ireland to be fworne as touching the obferva* 
tion of the Lawes and Cuftomes of England, and that 
they (hould hold and keepe the fame. Befides thefe 
civillMariftrates, they have alfo one militarie Offi- 
cer named the MarcfhaU, who ftandeth heere in great 
fteedtoreftrameaswellthc infolencieof Souldiers, 
as of Rebels, who otherwhiles committed manie,and 

great infolencies. . m . f ^ 

1 ithathfoureprindpallCities,DubinorDivelin, 

the Metropolitan of all Ireland, the royall feate , and 
the Arch-epifcopall^mons for the title of a County 
whereofually the Lawyers meete,and i udicall Courts 
& that which as they commonly call the Parliament : 
here forthemoft part the Lord-Deputies hold their 
Courts and refidence. This Dublin is the royall Citie 
and feate of Ireland , a famous towne for Merchan- 



dize, the chiefe Court of Juftice, inmunition ftrong, 
in buildings gorgeous , in citizens populous. Seated 
it is in a right dele&able and wholfome place: for to 
the South ye have hills mounting up aloft, Weftward 
an open champion ground , andon theEaft the Sea 
at hand, and flight. The river Liffy running downe 
at Northeaft, affordeth a iafe roade , and harbour for 
fiiips. By the river fide are certaine wharfes or kayes, 
whereby the violent force of the water might be r&- 
ftrained. Fortius verbe (Cty**) in old writers figni- 
fiedto^em,toreftraine, andreprelTe, which that 
moft learned Scaliger hath well noted. A very ftrong 
wall of rough bui&ing ftone reacheth hence along 
by the fides of it (and the fame towards the Southfor* 
, tified alfo with Rampiers) which openeth at fix gates 
from whence there runne forth lubiirbs of a great 
length. 

Towards the Eaft is Dammes gate , and hard by 
ftandeth the kings Caftle on high, moft ftrougly for- 
tified with ditches , towers andarmorie. In the Eaft 
fuburbs neere unto S.Andrew the Apoftle Church, 
Henry the fecond king of England caufed a royall 
Palace to be ere&ed for himfelfe , framed with won- 
l derfull workemanlhip moft artificially of fmothed 
watles after the manner of this Countrie , wherein 
himfelfe with the Kings and Princes of Irelant kept a 
folemne feaft upon Chriftmas day . Over againft it is 
a beaut ifull Colledge,confecrated to the name of the 

1 holy Trinity, which for the exercife and polilhing of 

good 
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witSjwith good litrature Queene Elizabeth of blcffed 
memorie endowed with the pri viledges of a Uni ver- 
fity,& a famous librarie for the reftoring of learning 
& arts unto Ireland. The fecond is Waterford: third- 
ly, Limbrick: and fourthly Cbrke. Thereare diverfe 
other Townes.BourroUghs and Villages,whereof wee 
will fpeake in the particuler difcriptions; It hath 
iuit manie Lakes among the reft one in Hultoftie 1 5 
miles diftant from the Lake Em i whereof wee will- 
fpeake elfwhere. Above the towne of Armach, there 
is apoble, that is not very broad , which if for fdme 
mounths you truft a pike into it,the part which flicks 
in the mud, becomes yron, that which is in the water 
will bee ftonie, & that which is without wil bee woodi 



There is alfo the Lake Ern , 30 thoufand paces long, 
and 1 1 thoufand broad, nemmed in with thick woods 
and fo full of fifli, that the Fifliers coniplaine moreof 
brewing theirnets , 'than thejr doe for want of filh. 
The report goes among the inhabitants , that this 
place was. heretofore good tillage ground , and very 
wellinhabited,butbecaufeof their Sodomie , it was 
oo^fudden turnedintoa Laket the Author of nature 
(faith Giraldj judged that ground giltie of fuch abho^- 
minations againlt nature , not onely unworthy to 
beareher firit inhabitants, but from bearing any in 
times to come. Ireland is watered with many fine ri- 
vers: let us heare their naraesj Avenmorshmr Sc *Oen- 
liff runneth through Dublin , Borne palTeth through 
Meth, Ban thrQUgh Olfter , Lin through Connacht, 
and Moad through Kenelcunill,Slichey and Samaire, 
Modeine and Fnrtae through Keneleonie : befides 
manie others, whereof fonjie of themfpringe out of 
■* the botome of the ground, and fome ipring-heads 
from the mountaines^and others in an inftant iffue out 
ofthepodles, which by their long courfe divide and 
feparate: this lie into jnahie faire parts, chiefly the ri- 
ver Shannon accounted theliobleft river or all Ire- 
land alwell for the aboundancie, -and the long courfe 
of the waters,as for the multitude of fife that is taken 
in it* The Rivers and Lakes have great ftore fifli in 
them, which properly they breed , and principally of 
threeforts, to wit, Saulmons, Trouts, & flimy Eeles. 
The River Shannon is full of Lampreys : but they 

. have not in them thofe kind of noble fifties as are in 
Other Countries, to wit, Pikes, Perches, Gufluons, & 
almoft all others , which breede not in thofe waters : 
but in ftead of them the Lakes and Pooles have three 
forts of other fifh, which are found no where elie, 
4 Which fire longer and rounder than Troutes, being a 
, wittifh'^ a firme andafavourie fiih, not much unlike 
your OniberSj or Grayfinmijbut that they have a grea* 
ter head 5 the others are of" the falhion , bigneffe, cou- 
lour, and taft like a hiring 5 the third fort of fflh are 
like Troutes, faving tliat they are not fpotted . Thefe 
three feverall kinds of fifh are feene onely in fummer, 
but never in winter. The ground is uneven bunchie , 
hillie, tender , foft and waterifh. There are ponds , 
and moores upon the very top of the Mountaines , 
Which abound in Cattaile , as tne woods doe in wilde 
beafts. Selm faith that the Sea which feparated Ire- 
land from England is continually moved with waves , 

and fo tofTed,that it is notifiable, but in fome dayes 
in fommer: but he is deceived,for it iscalme enough, 
if it be not troubled with winds^ot onely in fummerj 
but alfo in the hart of winter, the Saylers pafle and re- 
pafTe over it. All the Maritimall Coafts abound in fiftn 
It hath in all sj Counties , and 4. Arch-bilhopricks : 
that is to fay, that of Armach , primate of all Ireland* 
The Arch.bifhoprike of Develin , of Cafill and of 
Toam, and thefe 4. have 1 9 Suffragans or Bifhops 
under them. Ireland according to the manners of the 
inhabitants , is divided into xwo parts : for they that 
refufed to be fiibjed to Laws , & doe live without ci- 
' vilitie, are tearmed the lrhbQ 7 commonly called the 



wilde Irifh , but fuch as beiiig mott bivill , dot reve- 
rence the authority of Lawes , and are willing to ap- 
peare in Court and Judicially to be tryed , am named 
hnghfh irifh, & their Countrie gbeth under the name 
ol the Enghfhpale. In ancient times it was divided 
into five parts ( fob it was fometimes a Pentarchie ) 
namely Mounlter, wliich lies Southward j Leinfter 
Eaft ward; Conacht in the Weft) U Ifter in the North, 

and Meth well neere inihe very midft. Thofe vhich 
inhabite within the Englifh palerditfer from the other 
Irifh in dyet, cloathes, and language, like in manners 
to the ancient Englifh : 1:hey fpeake Englifh naturally* 
Jind properly , &yetthfey underftand the Irifh tongue 
by reafon of their ordinary commerce. They adrai- 
nifterjufticeto the Common^ weale > by the author^ 
ty , and right of the Britilh LaWes. Marrie onely a- 
mong themfelv es^ and reje<3 the othfcr Irifh with dif- 

daigneiTofpeakewithM'. Camden of this nation ill 
;en^all, they are of a ftrong bodie and paffing nim- 

»le,ftout Schaughtiein heart, for wit quick , martiall; 
prodigall and careleflTe of their lives,enduring travell 
cold and hunger, given to flefhly luft j kinde and cur- 
teous toStrangers,conftant in Love,in enmity implai 
cable, light ot beleefe 4 greedie of glorie ^ impatient, 
of abufeaud injurie. Andas one faid in old time ; if 
they be bad you lhall no where meete with worfe , if 
they be good,you can hardly finde better. Thefe Irifh 
people are both of a hotter and moifter nature than 
other nations , which wee gather by their wonderful! 
foft skinne, which doubtlefle comnieth as well by the 
' natuire of the foiIe,as by certaine artificial! Bathings* 
and exercife they ufe* And by reafon alfo of the fame 
tendernefTe of their muskles they fo excell in nimble- 
nefle, and flexibility of all parts of the body as it is 
incredible, and run exceeding faft. There great and 
noble men, whofe names have the voweli O put be- 
fore them as a marke of preeminence , and etcellen* 
cie as 0 Ned i 0 JRotkj O Demi, O Brian, &c . and manie 
of the reft, whofe name have [Mac] perfixed to them 4 
have peculier rights , and priviledges of their owne* 
whereby they had wont in ancient time to domineers 
and Lord it out , and what with tributes , exactions , 
payments, anp! impofitions upon their fubjefts foi 
their Souldiers, GalloglafTes, Kernes, and horftmen, 
whom they were to finde and maintained Thefe no- 
' bles had their Lawyeri belonging to then! called Bre* 
hons. The chiefe Lord had his Cofharies upon his 
tenants, that is , he and his wouldlie upon them un- 
till they had eate up all their provifions , he wold 
likewife<laye upon them his Horfe-men, his Kerne f 
his Horfe-boVes, his Dogges- boyes , and the like 
to be fed , and maintained by them , which kept the 
poore people in continuall flaverie , and beggery* 
The Irifh Souldiers ferve a horfeback , and on footed 
the horfemen have light horfes^afie to mannage,and 
skip a horfeback full armed without ftirrops , they 
eaft theirjavelingSjwhich they hold in the midft very 
heavy above their heads againft their Ennehiies. A- 
mong their foote fome arc called GalloglafTes which 
are their mightieft men', clothed in a longSouldiex' 
coate , which carrie two darts with a headof yron a 
foote long , broad like a* fword with a fliarp point hea- 
ded to their javlings* And this is the manner of ar- 
ming their horfemen and beft Irifh Souldiers. They 
have other foote which are light armed , with Irifh 
Kienes , which they call Kernes, who will not belee ve 
that a man is dead * till they have cutt of his head , 
thefe are of the fecond ranke. A third are theire Run- 
ners, called Valtins unarmed,and are as fervants to the 
Horfraen. No,w both horfe , and foote commiug to 
the (hock or charge , cry with a great noife ?h*rro> 
Ham, having a Bag-pipe for their trumpet, wo- 
man lyingln child-bed (laith Solm. cap. 24.) if she havs 
at am time brmht farth a munch tld % laycth the fir si tntate

Fter the generall defcription of 
Ireland,beforewe begin the repre- 
fentatio of the feverail parts there- 
of: I thought good firft to fet down 
a diftribution. It is diftributed into 
five parts or Provinces , ( for it was 
fometimes a Pentarchie ) namely , 
Mounfter Southward: Leinfter Eaftward » Connacht 
in the Weft, Ulfter in the North , and Meth almoft in 
the very midft is (hut in with all the reft,in which Pro- 
vinces there lyes feme other remarkeable territoircs. 
As in Leinfter,Fingall,OfFalio,Leifie 5 Oflerie, & Or- 
mandie. In Meth, Slany , Uriel or Furrie and Del- 
viny* In Connacht,Clarie. In Ulfter the three Coun- 
ties; Loutb,Down and Antrimme, Lecally and Tre- 
concly. In Mounfter are Typperary, Kerrie , Corke- 
ny, Defmondie, Twomondy,andfome others. There 
is an other partition of Ireland , which we have tou- 
ched in the generall Map,that ought carefully and di- 
ligently to be confidered by him, that will conceive a 
right of the State, and condition of this Countrie, in 
that he muft obferve, it is divided into the Englifh, 6c 
Irifh pales: the Natives holdingthe one * and the En- 
glifli race the other j the Englifh pale is fo called, be- 
cause it is rounded with Englifh tenements, and inhe- 
ritances, as it were with palifadoes and Rampards. for 
after the Englifh had reeftablifhed Dermicius into his 
Countrie, & Kingdome, by the viaories, which they 
gott over the Irifh they tooke from them this Coun- 
trie, their armes,& provifions : the vi&orious Englifti 
held this part which they chofe for their retreatfe , & 
abode 5 , till there hapned fome difference betweene 
them,and the conquered Iri(h,having made as it werc 
a divorce of this He, they called this part of their re- 
treate the Englilh pale,in which Lagenia lyeth , now* 
lonly c^led Leinfter. Meth and this part of

Ulfter named alfo Uriel , but the principall part of 
Lagenia is called Fingall, neere unto Devehn North. 
wa"d and is the renownedft of all: Methfollowes af- 
ter. Menater reprefenteth weU thefe parts , and hath 
diftributed them into foure Maps, beginning firft with 
Ulfter Meth.and part of Leinfter: wee wiUrepre- 
fent unto you as faithfully as wee can , the forme and 
qualities of all the feverail parts, accordiug to the or. 
der which our Authour taketh. Ultoma in Latin, 
Ulfter in Englifh, Cus-GmSy in ilrifh, that is the Pro- 
vince GuiUs , and of oiir Welch Bntans Vim. This 
Province reacheth unto the Hyperborean Sea on the 
one fide it isfeparated from Meth by the river Boyne, 

on the other fide beyond Connacht by the L^ce Lrn 
and the River Ban. It is a fpacious Countrie , befored 
with many, and thofe very large Logges , or Lakes , 
fhaded with di verfe thickets and woods m fome pla- 
ces fruitfull, in others barraine j howbat frcj and 
ereene to fee to in every place , and replenifhed with 
Cattle This Countrie is divided into the hither 
part, and the further part.

John Bir- 
minghan , otherwife called Brimicham an Englifli- 
man, whomein reward of his Marftiail Valour , when 
he had difcomfited, & in a pitcht feild flaine by Dun- 
dalke Edward Brus , who affurning the title of King 
of Ireland for a time,had made foule worke with fire, 
andlword in Ireland: King Edward the fecond ad- 
vanced tothe honour of Earle of Louth. He had fei- 
zed likewife upon the next quartiers,namely, Ttr-9tn> 
whom fome interprit to be the Countrie of Eugenia* 
Bremy lueagb, Mcuwe, & thofe places, which the Fstz» 
urfisof an Englifh race poffelTed: which degenerating 
from their name were called the Mac-M ahem , that is, 
in the Irifh language the Sons of Vrfta , or the Beare , 
with Ktiwarme & Kiluho , much encombred with thick 
woods. They ruled here as Tirranicall Lords , a long 
time, and derive their Genealogie from Walter tttz- 
urfi, who embrued his hands with the bloudie mnrthe- 
ring of Thomas Arch-Bifhop of Canterburie , they 
have no remarkeable thing in them, but make men- 
tion of the petty Kings of Ireland. Among the 
townes of greateft note Armach is accounted the 
chiefeft, becaufe it is an Archepifcopall Sea , and Me* 
tropolitane of the whole lland:it is the very fame that . 
Bede nameth Dear-march* and out of the Scottilh, and. 
Irifh language interpreteth it the feild of Okestwhere 
about the yeare j6o Columban founded a Monafte- 
rie, which at laft in an inftant almoft was c reded into 
aMetropoUtane Sea,by Vivian theLegate,& brought 
under the power of the Englifh byS r . JohnOwry,and 
in our time this ancient church was burnt through the 
wicked rebellion of O-Neale. This Countrie is full 
of great Lakes, and Bogges : thefe lye inwardly, but 
by the maritimate Coaft, the Sea doth fo winde it felf e 
in: and with fundry Creeks , & Bayes: encroch with- 
in the land: yea and the Lough , or Lake full of Sal- 
mons dilateth it felfe befides Dyffrin a Valley full of 
woods, the Inheritance in old time of the Mandevils, 
afterward of the Whites, infuch fort, thatitmaketh 
twoBilands , Lecall Southward , and A rdes North- 
ward. Lecallarich, and battle ground , beareth out 
fartheft into the Eafl* of any part of Ireland , & is the 
utmoft promontorie, or Cape thereof* which the Ma« 
riners nowterme S.lohns Foreland. Ptolomee cal- 
leth it Ifanium , perhaps of the Brittifh word I/a, 
which fignlfyethloweft. In the very fti eight thereof 
flouriflieth Dmum , whereof Ptolomee alfo made 
mention (though not in the right place ) now named 
Donwe,a towne of very great antiquitie,and aBifhops 
Sea. Ardes is a little territoire right over againft it, 6c 
feparated from it by a Brooke,whichthe Englifh race 
of the Savages , heretofore pofTelled , wherein Sir 
Thomas Smith , Knight of the order , and one of the 
Queenes privie Councell with a generous courage, 
peopled it in our dayes,\vhich had a mifchivous event 
for the Irifh having by craft furprized his Son, whome 
he had left there as chiefe , caufed him to be t orne i n 
peeces, and devoured with dogs, but thefe defperate 
rebels werefhortly after ferved with the fame fauce , 
and bought their repentance fulldeare , for being ta- 
ken, they were eaten up by Wolves : there are other 

Lakes alio mentioned inthcGenerall Map. Among 
the Rivers rtnanwyMch was well knownc to Ptolo- 
mee prefenteth it felfe tirlt , now called the Bay of 
KtiQC-ker'W a fate haven, which tcokc the name ot a 
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towne fituated upon it , which the Englifh call Kuct- 
T„c,us, the-Irifii cw/og* , that isf, the rock of Fer- 
gnt lb railed from that moft renouned Fergus , who 
firft brought the Scots out of Ireland into Britame s , 
there drowned, the River Ban followeth,a moft ftire*, 
and pleafant River faith Girald , which the name* 
fclfe witnefleth , iffuing out of the Lake Eaugb run- 
neth into the Ocean with two mouths , of all Rivers 
in Europe , it abounds moft with Sadmons , and be- 
caufe ofthe exceeding cleareneffe thereof ; theft «h 
delight to fport themfelves ink. £ ^difchargeth 
Itfefeafteralongcourfe intotheSea.

many Robberies , and facnledges committed , being 
inbneortwoskinmmesunderthefeamngofS^Hen- 

ry Sidney Lord Deputie, vanquifhed and weakenecjj 
was brought to that exigent , that he wasrefolvedj?

fubmifively,to crave pardon, but being perfwad|£ by 
hisScribe/tofeekefirft foraydeof certame Scots of 
the lies Hebrides, who under the*ondu<a ot Alexan- 
der Ote, had encamped themfelves here , and prey ed 
into flie Countries cameim^othem,who gave him 
Benmymtertamcment.andprefentlymafacredbm, 

and all his compadie in revenge of their KinstolKe , 
whomehe beforehadflaiuerby whofe death the wane 
beine ended, Queene EUzabeth graunted this Clane- 
boy unto Waited £^«v*Earle of Effex. Rowte was 
the habitation and feate of the Mm-GwHus , a famwy 
of good reputation in their Countrie. Glmms, that is \ 
to far, a Valley, or plaine encompaffed with Monn- 
taines,whichheretoforebelongedtothe Barons Bif- 
fits iNoble-men of Scotland, who when upon private 
grudges, andquarrels , they had made away Patrick 
larllof Atholj were bammed hither * and through 
the beneficiaU favour of Henry the third,Kmgof En- 
*land,received Lands here. Abovethe Chnnes right 
over aeainft the He lyeth Kriiu , of 6 clabm , a fmall 
Countrie through whichthe Rivers Dan,and Lough- 
foile ranne. Neere unto this River, is feene yet the 
markes of the names ofthe Derrians. Hard by this 
ftandeth the Cattle of Derry, where inthe yeere i $ 66 
Edward Randolph renouned for his long fervice in 
thewarres, fpent his life in thebehalfe ot his Coun- 
trie , to his everlafting feme > and gave Sham o-Nede | 
( who had then affembled and armed all the power he 
could poffibly againft the Enghfli ) fuch an over 
throw, as that he could never after recouver the loffe 
hethenfufteined. But afterward Sir Henry Docwra 
Knight, who inthe warres of Ireland quit himfelfe fo 
well that with great praife, he approved his Angular 
valour, and martiall skill, brought heither firft a gar- 
nifon to bridle the Earle of Tir -ocns infolent pride,& 
eftablilhed.and fetled the fame with fo good orders , 
that it flood them in good fteed for helpe againft the 
Rebells, and alfo trained the Barbarous people to ci- 
vility and their duties.

Rivet Neor, beyond which neyerthelefle it reacheth 
unto many places , from' Conacht by fomefpace of 
Siney',and fr6m Jlfetf*,by its owne limits.In Vtokmea 
time it was the habitation of the Brigama ,Comnda, 
MtmpUns, Quiets 5/«»i«,from whome it may very 
weU be, thefe new names were derived fie contra&ed 
of Uin, Lienigb and UenBtt. The Soile is fernll , and 
beareth much fruit, the aire milde , neither are the 
Inhabitants very rude. At this day it is divided into 
the Counties of WeisferJiCUerlougb, mxnvs,DtvtUn i 
midtre y the Kings Countit, the ggeens auntie, Longford, 
to which are added at this prelent Ternes , and V/ic%. 
The Brigantes feeme to have planted'themfelves be- 
tweene the mouth of the River Shew , and the con- 



of Wwrand awww.whichinPttkwwiscalled 
■Bt'tm, under the Citie of Waterford. Now becaufe 
there was an ancient Citie of the Brigmes in Spaine, 
named Bmmu,flm*nus del Camfo , laboureth topth, 
and naile to fetch thefe Brigantes out of his owne 
Countrie Spaine. But if foch a conje&ure may take 
place, othets might witha greater probability derive 
them from the Brigmes of Britanie , a nation both 
neere , 'and alfo exceeding populous : but if that be 
true which is found in certaine copies , that this peo- 
ple were called Brigantes, both he and the other have 
miffed the marke: for that thefe tooke their denomi- 
nation of the River Birgns, about which they doe in- 
habited verynameisalmoftf^cientto periwade 
us. Thefe Brigantes dwelt in the Counties ofKilkennte, 
Offerie, and Calerlough, watered all with the Rivet Btr- 
JL. Betweene Neor mi Birgus dwelt the Cortondes, 
where the County of Carlagb or Caterlegb lyeth at 
this day, and a good part of the quarter ot KsHgnny, 
andlikeUyetSigher where^ ^"PP^^ 
Or W «^,whichtheIri(hcall mown, the JEnghfh or- 

mund, and the vulgar fort Womevood- There is no 
yZ m emorablethinginthem,unlefleoftheLords 

of them- but leaving that wee will returne to our pur- 
pofe. Under the mouth of Sbour, the Menamns held 
the Southwefterne Cape.where atthis day the Coun- 
rie oW/Wlyeth,called in IrifhC^ 
Ptolemee in times paft placed the Menaptt. That theie 
Z$ns camemWfrom the jj^ a nacionm 
Low-Germanie , that dwelt by the Sea-coafo ! . the 
name doth after a fort implie. But whether that Ca- 
wereof this,or that nation , who taking ; upon 
S the imperiaU purple robe , feized upon Bntanny 
Snfi ^Smperour This very promon- 
?S, pX«calteth«^, that is **> and m the 
fame fienification the Inhabitants alfo called it. For 
Soft townethereof, at which the Enghfo-men 
anded , fet firft foote in this Hand , .they earned 1 it m 
their native language Banna, which foundeth aU one 
SIX Fromthis^-^.the S^turningfoll 
Son d« Eaft, runneth forth along Northward,over 



againft which there lye flats,and (hallowes in the Sea, 
that endanger manie a (hip , which the Mariners call 
the Grounds* Butfeing there is one onely River,that 
voideth it felfe in this place, which cutteth this Coun- 
ty as it were juft in the midft, and is now called Slane , 
leing alfo at the very mouth thereof* where it raaketh 
a poolejthereisatownebyaGermane name called 
Weisford, the head place ot the whole Countie. This 
towneforbignefleisinferiourto manie, but as me- . 
morable as any, becaufe it was the firft in all Ireland, 
that when Fitz-Stephan a moft valiant Captaine af- 
faulted it, yceldeth it lelie into the prote&ion of 
the Englilh , and became a Colonie ot the Englilh , 
whence this whole territoire, is paffing well peo- 
pled with Englilh , who to this very day ufe the anci - 
ent Eoglilhmens apparell, and their language. Above 
the Cauci wcreEblani, where now lyeth the countie 
of Dublin* and of Meatb> one of the fifth parts of the 
lie. Now the county of Dctulin on the Eaftfide , is 
wholy wafhed with lrilh Sea. 'jfee Soile thereof brin- 
geth forth come abundantly, and yceldeth graffe and 
fodder right plenteoufly, befides it is well ftored with 
all forts of living Creatures, that are gotten by hun- 
ting and haukin g for the table, but fo defti rate for the 
greateftpartof woods, that in moft places , they ufe 
a clammy kinde of fet turfe, or Sea-cole out of Eng- 
land for their fewell. It is much peopled with townes, 
and inhabitants , where the River Ugj runneth into 
the Sea, Hmtb is almoft watered round about with 
the Sea , from whence the race of S. Laurences of 
j England were called Barons of Hmh. More inward 
towards Omtti*, FhgaS lyeth to it Northward, a fraall 
countrie, but well manured and is as it were the gar- 
ner of the Kingdome for the abundance of Wheate, 
which it yeeldeth every yeere. The Soile ftriveth to 
yeeld fruit by the labour of the Husbandmen ,& the 
more, becaufe the inhabitants in other parts are ne- 
gligee andlazie. Now let us come to the townesjthe 
firft that prelents it felfe, is Kilkenny upon the Neure, 
which is as much to fay, as the CtU, or Church of Gi- 
I nic, who for the fan&imonic of his folitar ie life in this 
Countrie was highly renouned : a proper faire and 
wealthy Bourrough towne this is, and farre excelling 
all Midland Bourroughs in this lland,divided into the 
Irifti towne,and the Englilh towne : the Irifo towne is 
as it were the Suburbs , and hath in it the faid C anick 
Church, which both gave name unto it , and now alio 
I affourdethafeauntotheBilliopofOffery. But the 

Englilh towne is nothing fo ancient,built by Ranulph 
the third Earle of Chefter , and fortified witha wall 
on the weft-fide, by RcbartTalfat, a Nobleman , and 
with a Caftle by the Butlers. Somewhat beneath the 
faid Neure ftandeth a little walled towne, named in 
Englilh Tkom#-tow»c> in lrilh BaU-Mac-sSndait , that 
is, the Towne of Anthonm Sonne : for it tooke both 
names of the founder Thomas Fitz Anthome an En- 
glilhman,who ftourilhed under King Henry the third. 
There Hands alfo that ancient towne Rheba , mentio- 
ned by Ftolomee^Uch yet to this day keeps the name 
Rheba : there is befides Lechlinie in lrilh UigblinA roy- 
all Citie . fortifyedwith a Caftle during thehvesot 
our Fathers, by Bellinghan a molt noble Vice-Roy ot 
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this lie. There Hands alto Jtyfe a great towne e ell 

peopled, and much retorted unto by trading in divers 
merchaodifes, fortified with long walles by Jjabf -the 
daughter of Count Bkbtrd Strengbm, whereof there 
are yet tome remainders to be feene to this day. For 
itisalongtime a goc , fmcethe feditiousdifereuces 
betweene the people,and the Clergie,hath almoft loft 
the memorie of it, aud brought it to this W 
fee it at this day. Vtrmot who firft drew the Enghm 
S crinto Ireland, granted this 5c the mOote l^g 
to it unto Fitz-Stephan for ever, who began a Bourgh 
hara by at Carrick , and albeit the place were ft rong 
by fituation, yet he helped it by art. But when as he 
faidFitzStephan had furrendred up his right into the 
Snds of King Henry the fecond , he made 1. : oyer to 
Richard, Earfe of Penbrock, that he mould hold it in 
fee fiom him, and the Kings of England, as fuperiour 
Lords; from whome by tSe Earles, Marefchafc ;, the 
Valences of the Lufignianhne in France, andt he Ra- 
ftings , it defcended to the Greycs Lords of Ruthin 
who commonly in ancient charters are named Lords 
of Weisford , although in the raigne of King £enry 
the fixth Tohn Talbot is once called in the records 
Earkof SnWsburieandofWeisford. Kjdare'Sthe 

chiefe towneinthe Countie of ^ are .£°^«g 
an EpifcopaU Sea. After the Entrance of the Enguto 
So Ireland , it was the habitation of Richard Earle 
of Penbrock then of Williatf > Maresftall his Sonne 
in Law,that marryed h« daughter.Eark of Pentock

Fitz G erald, & being bereft of his oncly Sonne J 
folly begotten, grauntedand furrendred Kildare 
other his lands in " * ~ J "~ * u ' 
might enfeoffe his bafe Sonne iurnamed the Kiiaare 
in his other Lands in England. And a while after the 
faidjohn Sonne of Thomas Fitz-Gerald, whofe An- 
ceftours (defcended from Girald Windefor,CafteUan 
of Penbrock ) had with paffing great valour , perfor- 
tnedmoft painefoll fervice , in the conqueftof this 
fland,was by Edward the fecond King of England,en- 
dowedwith the Cattle & towne of Kildare , together 
with the title and name of Earle of Kildare. In the 
Countie of Divelin ftands the chiefe towne of all Ire- 
land in Lagenia; this is that very Citie which Pnhmee 
called Ebtana, and wee Divelin: the Latin writeth Du- 
Minium, and Vublinw. the Welch Britans Vinos Dulin , 
the Englilh Saxons D»fUn, and the Irifh Bala-cleigb, 
that is, the towne upon hurdles: for men fay , when it 
was built, the foundation was layd upon hurdles , the 
place was to fennilh, and moorifh : like as Hifpalis or 
Civill in Spaine.which llidore reporteth to have bene 
fo named j becaufe it ftood upon a moorilh ground 
npon piles and Hakes , deeply pitched into the earth. 
In brief it is a very ancient city which hath fumptuous 
buildings a fafe haven, a ftrong Caftle, built and rai- 
led there by Henry London the Arch Bifhop there- 
of, enriched with 1 j Churches, whereof thefaraouft 
is S.Patricks Church, built or rather repaired by Ro- 
bart Cuminfisx Archepifcopall Sea.and Chrift-church, 
wherein Richard Strongbow, Earle of Penbrock and 
Subduerof Ireland lyeth, entombed in a very faire 
Sepulchre. It was Gouverned heretofore by a Ma- 
refhalhbutintheyeere 1409. Henry the fourth gave 
itthe privttedge of a Maire, and two Baylifi to be 
chofen , every yeere. Afterward Edward the fixth 



chanced thefe Baylifs into Vi - Counts . Quecne 
Setb of bappie memorie founded .there z U .niver- 
fine for all manner pf Iciences , for the **« e »f ru * 
S on and civilizing of the rude and ignorant inhabi- 
ting b^the ule of learning and litrature : it is wate-

Then the 
Norwegians pofleffed themfelves of it,whenceinttoe 
life of Uryifath Ap Cynan Prince of Wales, wee read, 
that Herald of Norway* when he had fubduedthe 
greateft part of Ireland,built 0* Ww.This may leeme 
fo be that Herald Harfages, that ' is , with the faire 
Locks or Trefles, who was the firft King of Norway. 
~ - - " -gth , when the Englifh firft arrived in 
Ireland, yeelded unto their valour , and,by them was 
manfully defended.when Aufculph Prince of the Du- 
bhnians , and afterwards Gottred King of the lies 
fietcly on every fide aflaulted it: within a while after a 
Colony of Briftow-men.was deduced -hither unto 
whom King Henry the fecond grantedthiscine (hap- 
pily at that time difoeopled for to inhabits with 
theFranchifes, and free cuftom.es , which the men ot 
Briftow have, and that by thofeyery words alleaged. 
Since, which time it hath flourilhcd every day more 
and more , andin many tumultuous times , and liard 
ftreyghts given notable proofe of moft faithtull loy- 
altieto the Crowne of Englandiforthe reft of Dive- 
lin you have it in the generall difcription. Now let us 
come to the Rivers and Mountaines. Under Ormond 
Northward Blew Blemy peaketh up with hi gh tops pt 
Mountaines.and twelve above the reft,as it were hud.

Neereunto 
this WcthWicfo, or Arck[o^ a place of great name , &c 
the Earle of Ormonds Caftle, who write themfelves 
amonsotherhonorabletitles, Lordsof krdslo /un- 
der which Caftfe that River which FtoUmec calleth 
Ov^falleth into the Sea, making a Creeke. There 
is alfo the River Lifny , which paffeth throudiDeve. 
lin, the runneth with a gentle ftreame,and battens not 
her courfe, unleffe abundance of raine hath falne , o- 
therwife very foftly. This Lifoy doubrleffe was men- 
tioned by Vtolomu , but by the carelesnefle of the 
Printers , hath loft her place - for the Riuer Libnms 
lvine upon the fame latitude , is put into .the coppies 
of Vtolomtt on the other part oi: the lie, where there 
is nofuch River. 
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contayning the Barony Ydron , fart of the Queens Countie , the Lordship of 
Toitonet, the towne ^/Laghlin or Leighlin, wherein there is an 

EpfcopaU Sea in the midft of the Barony of Ydron. 
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Ccording to our Method , Moun- 
fterfolloweth Leinfter, called by 
the Irifh limn , by the Englilh 
Mounfter, which lyeth Southward 
open to the Vergivian Sea , fepara- 
ted in (bme place from Connaght 
by the River Siney or Shanon , and 
Leinftet by the River Neor , it is divi- 
ded at this day into two parts , that is, intoWeft- 
Mounfter , and South-Mounfter , in the Wefterne 
Mounfter,there dwelt in old time, the Cangam, the 
ineeni, theFeUbri,«adF/mni: In the South the Oudu, 
otrtdU, and the Ceritneli, but at this day it is diftin- 
jaulhed into feven Counties , namely Ktny , Ltmtrtt, 
Conk, Tipper*?, Hofy CrtfcWaetfoti and Defmend. The 
Ctmtni, who alfo are named Concani, hke as the Lu- 
ceni their next neighbours , that came fromthe Lu- 
cenfii inSpaine, may feeme both by theaffimtie ot 
the name, and alfo by the vicinity of place, to have 
beene derived from the Concani in Spaine. Thele 
dwelt in Kerry upon the mouth of the River Sba 
aCountriefollof woodie Mountaines, having nei- 
their way nqjppath throughthem , hut many nohow 
VaUeyes;iym|betweenethem,&fuUof thickwoods. 
TheLri«o?Defmondhave had in timepaft, the 
dignitie and right of Count Palatines, Girald Earle 
ofDelinond^man notorious for deepe tteachene to 
his Prince and Countrie, wickedly wafted Mounfter 
with continuaU harrying , and railing booties out oi 
the fields , there arrived certaine companiesot itau- 
ans, and Spaynards,fent underhand 
Pope Gregorie the thirteenth, & th = ~"5"t 
wlfohereFortifyingaplace, which 
del Ore, their bmg|ngbravadoes, ^nd thundjdout 
ia nyatirrible threat.

Norway offers it felfe firft of all un- 
to us, whereof the Etymologie is not obfeure, for it is 
compounded of Nor, which fignifieth North, and of 
toeg, which betokeneth a way,as die way or Northerne 
tradh It is bounded on the Southfide with Denmark^, 
Weft ward the Ocean Sea beatethupon it,on the Ealt- 
fide with the Dofrine Mountaines,by which it is parted 
from Smthland, and Northward with Lapland , lepara- 
ted from it by the high,and moft troublefome Moun- 
The m*H- taines , which are alwayes couvered with fnow. All 
tie tf the that part which lyeth Weft ward , is full of rocks , and 
Sale. fharp flints, having noe paflage,or way through them. 

Itisalfoveryftoniein the South-quarter , efpecially 
in thofe places, which lye neereft to Cherfonefu$ % or the 
Biiand ofthe timbres, from whence it is diftant 250 
miksbyafpace: but all that tra& , which looketh as 
well towards the Weft, as towards the South hatha 
temperate aire, for there the Sea freefeth not, neither 
doe the fnowes lye long. The Countrie is none ofthe 
fertileft, but yet fufficeth to nourilh her owne Inhabi- 
tants : nevertheleffe , it aboundeth in Cattaile and in 
many wilde beafts. Among the reft there are white 
Beares of a huge greatneffe, and likewife Beavers, or 
Caftors with other Beafts innumerable. This Coun.

with the laundis , and with a giddinefle mtheirhead.

By whome, and divers Kings of the race of Olden- 
bourg, the warres fucceeded happily, a brave warr- 
like Nation , populous - 9 and very fortunate in the 
warres, which they undertooke either by Sea or by 
Land.

They 
fend their yongeft children, or bretheren into forrain 
Countries,feing they may not participate in the Gou- 
vernment. Whence comes fomanie Travaillers, there 
being fuch a number of Gentrie, and of the Com-

both in the time of peace, and warre, to keepe force 
rfemen, that they may be in a readinefle whenfoei 
Ver the king (hall callfor them, & that upouhis owne 
charge, for the kings fervice and his Countries. If 
they be fent Ambafladours of the kingdomeithey are 
provided with fufficient maintenance trom the Com- 
mon purfe > to live honorably and as Princes Ambat 
fadours> dther in Court or eUewhere. Forthe king 
hath Lordfhips j, which they call in the Danifh lan- 
guage Verkhmmge, that is, Free-lands, and Benefices, 
which he beftoweth on men deferving both of him-

heretofore were Barons , defcended of the 
Duchieof Pomerania, where that familie 
continueth ftill : of Vren , whofe progeni- 
tours lived in the time of Charlemagnie,of 
Blick , of Gall , of Wogerfen , of Bafli , of 
Solle , of Daae , of Pax, of PafTeiick , of 
Wenfterman, of Hoken , of Lindenow , of 
Bille, of Ruten , of Hundermark j of Hei- 
derftroper , of Wolde , of Papenheim , of 
Spar, of Falfter,of Norbu,of Worm, of BiU 
de, of Boockholt of Budde, of Suuaben , of 
$antbarch,of Gram,ofLuken, of Vhrup, 
of Spegel, of Bammel-berg, of Rofenfpar, 
of Duvie^ of Hube,of Schawgard,of Maftj 
of Gris, of Falck,of Brune, ot Laxman , of 
Dure, of Baggen, of Norman, of Gofle, of 
Matra, of Rolengard , of Totten , of Ran- 
now, of Kirumpen. 

The Lord grand-Maftet is choftn out of this No- 
bilitie , a State likfe to the Maire of the Pallace of 
France. He for the moft part keepes his refidencyat 
Hafhie, as Vicar, or the Kings Lieutenaut,which ma- 
nageth relblveth and difpatcheth the kings affaires. 
At this day the eldeft of the three RAnfowes arc ador- 
ned withit. Next himthe Lord Marefchall, taketh 
care both in peace, and warre, of all things belonging 
to the militaire affaires. The Admiral! he feeth to the 
building of ftiipping,for the repairing of the old,and 
hath every yeare the ordering oi the Sea afiaires ^ he 
hath under him a Vice- Admirall , and every of the 
Kings (hips hath a Captaine, which is defcended froni 
a Knight. There is alfo a Chancellotir of the King- 
dome, unto whome they appeale from all the Provin- 
ces, and Ues,andfrom him to the King and his Coun- 
cellif neede require. AUthe Provinces, or Shires are 

diftributed into Burnt* , or Gouvernments under 
which there are many Hundreds and Parifoes. Thofe 
Whichgoe to Lawpleadfirft their right,among them- 
ftl ves , but if they cannot agree , they may appeale 
afterward to the Judge of this Province, from him to 
the Chancellour, and from the Chancellour, to the 

fang and the Senatours , who give thereupon their 
definitive fen tence. The Danes have a certaine writ- 
ten Law , made by Valdemarus the firft , affifted by 
the Bifhops.andchiefe men ofthe Countrie, much 
like unto the Law of Nature , and diff erethnot much 
from the Roman Law. And is made to the end that 
by the vigor hereof , fuites may not be detered too 
lone, but may be the fooner diipatched , and the fen- 
tence more fpeedely executed. If the firft Judges 
have given an unjuft fentence, then they are condem- 
nedtopay a fine of haife their goods, where ot the 
king is to have the one halfe, andthe partie, lnterreC- 
fed or wronged the other halfe* It is thought that 
Valdemarus the firft joyned the Bifhops to .the Sena- 
tours, which Chrifternus the third , tooke from them 
acaine for certaines caufes of rebellion. - 

The kings Chancellour folioweth ordinarily the 
Court, and hath fe ven or eight affiftants Noble-men, 
SecretairesandCiarkes, joyned in commiffion wit n 
him , fometimes the King himfelfe is prefent at the 
handling of affaires. But if any weighty matters ot 
importance happenias touch either peace or warre or 
themaking of aliances or confederations , with tor- 
raine Princes^or forthe keeping,and defending ot the 
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boundsand limits of the Kingdome,the King caufeth 
his Councell to meete , and it is not Lawfull for the 
King to impofeany new taxations upon the Realme, 
and upon the hufband -men belonging to the gentrie 
without the Ipeciall confent of theSenatours,or chiefc 
men ofthe Kingdome. 

There is a ftper Indendant Generall for the Trea- 
furie, who receiveth the revenues of the Kingdome , 
cither belonging to the Caftles, or other Lordfhips^ 
and for the taking of toles , and cuftomes by Sea & by 
Land. Helookethaho to the Accounts,&intbriheth 
himfelfe of all things, and giveth his acauitance to 
fuch as bring up their moneys. He hath like wife un- 
der him two Ca 
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iffaries Noble men , and many 
C larks among the people, for which hehathagocd 
entertainment. 

The fourth degree ot State is the Ckrgit, among 
whome there are feven Bifhops -as the Arch-Biihop of 
Louden, the Bifhops of Rofchitd, of Oitcnfchcfif Rip, of 
Vibowrg, ofMufi^mdofSle/m^ which have aho Cn- 
nm under them. They receive the tenths, which in 
fundry Provinces are di verily given : For the Bifhops 
receive the halfe of the tenths, & the King receiveth 
the other halfe,out of which the Canons , and Mini- 
fters have their parts,andfhare thereof,alfo fome part 
thereof is employed in the building , & reparation of 
Churches, As forthe Papall right , the nominations^ 
and provifions of f he Prelates, and Bifhops at all times 
have heitherto beene given by thfc King , as they are 
at this day in France , as appeareth by the anfwere of 
Valdemarus the firft King, And as Cnarles the fifth, 
was much commended for prohibiting, and enadingj 
thatnoEcclefiafticall perfonfhould buy any immo- 
veable goods , without the Princes conlent : fo Chri- 
fternus the 3* ordained the fame no lefle wifely, that 
the Clergie Ihould fell nothing, Without the kings ex- 
prefie command . For the reft Church men.were Very 
well provided for by ChriftemUs the third ofbleffed 
memprie,and many particular Schooles were ere#ed 
by him in divers places , as two alfo in the lie , where 
there is alfo a printing houfe. The whole kingdome 
hath but one Univeriity, which is at Hafny faunAtA & 
eftablifhed by Chifternus the firft by the permiffion 
of Pope Sextos anno I478, which Fredrick the fecondi 
who though he was for feven yeeres together hindrcd 
by Swethifh warrs , encreafed the maintenance & en- 
riched it with Sooco dallers yeerely, for the bringing 
upandinftruftionof the youth of the Countrie. 

The fourth degree are BurgefTes , and Marchants* 
which dwellin Townes,and Bourroughs. Thefe have 
their priviledges pecuhar to themfeives , which they 
enjoy, & which are given them as their owne Lands > 
I and woods limited them; They traficke alfo by Sea, & 
by land through all the parts of Europe , out of thefe 
and from the hufband-mens children are chofenthe 

Bi(hops,Gannons,Paftours and the Magiftrates ofthe 
Townes, Clarkes ofthe Caftles, and FortrefTes i the 
MaftersandStiet-menof fhipping, out of which alfo 
fome men are appointed for the taking up of Toles. 
Thefe judge the leaft Caufes. but for the moft part 
have a Prefident out of the G entrie. 

Thefifth order is the Countrie-men,which aire of 1 
forts, the firft are called Frtibundefijhxt is , Freeh oUcrti 
thefe enjoy their living by inheritance,but give fome: 
fmali matter yeerely.They trade alfo,and have the li- 
berty offifhing. They are not taxed with fervitudc,or 
bondage, neither pay they any contribution without 
the confent,of the Senatours,and Connfellours ofthe 
jdnedome. The other fort are fuch , which poflefle 
their sood not hereditaire , but farme them ot the 
king,and the Gentrie,or of the Clergie.Sc are bound 
to doe fome bomages to their Lords , as they make 
their conditions, & agree with the Lord from whome 



they hold their livings.

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ENMARKE, is joyned onely to 
the firme-land by two points. It is 
bounded on the weft with the Ger- 
man Ocean , on the Eaft with the 
Baltick Sea , Northward it hath 
Morway and Sweden , and on the 
Southiide Holfitid, Mtiheiboifrg, and 
PomtYania* It is divided into manie lies , feparated 

much one from another. The temperature of the 
aire, & the whoiefbmneffe thereof, as John Colding 
iaith,recreateth,& keepeth the inhabitants in health. 
The fertilitie of the Soile nourifheth them ,tbe fweete 
melodie,of the Birds tejoyceth them, the greene Fo- 
refts, and woods content them,in which innumerable 
Heards of Swine, running up & downe in the woods 
are fed , their fills with maft, and Akonies, which fall 
from the great Oken, and alfo from the Beech-trees 
in abundance. And likewife pafture grounds for the 
feeding of Oxen, whereof there is fuch a multitude, 
that there are fcnt every yeere above ? ocoo intoGer- 
taanie, befides their other commodities of Come * 
Fi(h,Tallowi equipage for fhiping: Armes, Oxhides* 
Buck-skins s Wainlcot, Firrewood,Filbeards,& other 
things, which are tranfported out of Denmarke, into 
many parts of Europe $ fo that Nature hath denied 
them nothing,which is neceflary for the maintenance 
ofhumaine life. This Countrie at this day having ma- 
ny armes , & creeks of the Sea running into it^is dev.i* 
ded into many parts. The principall whereof are 
land, Tionu or Hinknd > Sec-knd, and Sc*ndh y befides 
the adjacent Ilesi neere unto every one of thefe parts , 
Some would have tirisluitland to be called Grth- 
/<W,heretofore the inhabitation of the ancient Goths, 
which is fo named by Hiftorians , and Geographers. 
rbe Cimbrkki Cberfoneffe , or the Pemnfula , or Biland 
of the Cimbrians , andisdevidcd into two parts, the 
Southeme and Northeme. This CimbrianCherftneffe 
is in length 120 miles* and in breadth 80 , containing 
28 Cities, 4. Biftiop Sees, and 20 royall Caftles; which 
is feene in the fecond Map. The Southerne part here- 
tofore called Nmh Albhgia, conteineth the Duchie of 
Slefwicke, to which alfo may be added the Duchie of 
Holft. The lie of Zeeland, called alfo SUIand is- the 
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greateft in all Denmarke ; containing in length 64 
miles, and in breadth $ z. It was anciently called Co - 
domtnu by JfieU, having in it feven ftrong Caftles 
belonging to the King, and about 1 3 Cities. Among 
the townes Haffen, or H&h, is the Kings feate, and is 
alfo called by the Germans Csptnbage»> it is the chiete 
Citie of all Denmark, much contended for the greats 
helfe, riches, and commodioufnefle of the haven,and 
for the depthiand objeft df the Ue,which they terme 
Anmagtr, yeelding fafe entrance to Marriners. The 
beginnings of this Citie were but fmalt. For Ab to- 
Ion Huyd, Arch-Bilhop of Londen, builtfirftof alia 
Fort in this place againft the Pyrats , which he called 
by his name Axelhoufe. This place began to be in- 
habited partly by Fifcers , and partly by Marehants ; 
for the commodioufnefle. thereof, and thereof was 
called Kiebmns Otffen, that is * the Marehants haven: 
thefethines hapned about the yeere n«j. There is 
in this place a famous Univerfitie , the foundation 
Whereof* Ericm Pmeraw was the firit that procured 
it of Martin the fifth Pope,and which Chriftiernus ot 
Oldenbourg finifhed s by the permilhon of Pope Six- 
pu, and KingChriftiernus thethird reftored it tang 
falne and delayed by the manie and contmua 1 wart 
conferring upon it great reyenucs,m fuch lort, that it 
mainteineth not onely twel ve Proielfours , and Do- 
ctors of the Chaire, but alfo a great number of poore 



fed much. From this Univerfitie there are lent acon- 
tinuall harveft ot learned men, & famous Paftours,as 
wel into the Kingdome of Denmark,as into Norway. 
Above Hajnh lycthffelfixurA or Elftncuri Handing by the 
Sea-fide neere unto the Caftle royall of Croneburgh, 
and on the other fide of the Sea,the Caftle of H tiling* 
bourg, with a fmall Village fo named. Here Ztkni\ 
and SundiA come fo neete together with their Capes, 
that there is but a fpace of Sea betweene them called 
the Sound,mt palling three miles oyer. Here all Vef- 
fels,which arc bound Eaftward are forced to pafle be- 
tweene thefe two Call les,and to pay tole to the King. 
And becaufe thefeCaftles ftand on ooth fides fo neere 
one an other, the Ri ng by his (hipping , when it plea- 
fethhimmayftopthe'palTageot (hipping, and hinder 
them from paffing any further. It happens oftentimes 
thatinoneday you may fee too fade of (hips come 
thether,yea fometimes three,trom divers parts of Eu- 
rope. There lyes alfo in this part Roefchild , hereto- 
fore the Epifcopallfee, where isfeene yet to this day 
faire tombes ot many Kings, and Dukes. But now it 
is reduced to a poore eftate : becaufe the Citizens of 
the other townes, proud of their fortifications forget 
themfeives j and ordinarily hoife up their failes above 
their power and abilit ie;N ow Ze Whath under it the 
lies Ammagrio, Hmn, otherwife called ffr^,and Moonl 
land* in which ftand the towne of Ssegoto, and manie 
others. ZeUnd hath one onely Bi(hopnck,thePaftout 
I whereofholdethhis refidence at Roefchild; 

Stands* is as famous a Countrie , as any is in all 
Denmarke for largnefie, and riches : it joy neth upon 
Sweden. This Standi* is encompaffed with the Sea ori 
all fides j faving on that part , where there is a nboke oi 
land,which reacheth IS orthward, and there it windes 
towards the Eaft, and joy neth with Swethland. But 
betweene there arc huge thick woods , and craggie 
rocks, that it is fo hard travelling out of Sandla intd 
Gothia part of S wedeu , that there is leffe difficulty in 
paffing it by Sea. It is a Countrie, which will give 
place to none, for the mildnefTe of the aire,the good- 
neflfe of the Soile, the commoditie of the haven and 
ttading, the riches brought into it out of the Sea, the 
filherie in Lakes & Rivers , the hunting of wild beafts, 
the inexhaufible veines,and Mines of gold,filver, cop- 
per, lead, and the number of the townes , & politicke 
ordinances,whence it tooke the name faith Munfter. 
This Province was heretofore divided into two Du- 
chies, that is to fay ffat/andia, and Blefcida , which con* 
teineth now 2 3 Governments , & 1 5 Townes. The 
chiefe Citie is Londen,where the Arch-Bilhop otthe 
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kingdome rcfideth.whofe power in times paft was fo 
creat, that he dm ft threaten the King withwarre.but 

uow it is reduced into order as other Bilhopncksj 
which are but feven in the whole kingdome ol Den- 
marke. When,how,orof whome it was founded, wc 
doe not readintheHiftories.Forthofethat imagine 
it was built by the En jrlifli , feeme to be led that way 
onely by the name ot [he place .being all one with 
the capitall Citie of England: for the Germans ca 
both the one, and the other Louden. The Danes call 
theirs in their owne language Lund , which in the Da- 
nilh tomme fignifieth a Foreft , or a Wood. There is 
alfo the Citie of Naimege , whom fome call Elbogen, 
famous for the trafick , and the chiefeft in the whole 
Countrie, becaufe of thefaires , and the ordmane 
commerce, which rhofe of this Countrie have there, 
in aMmti ftandeththe fort Wtthtur^ built upon the 
ton of a very hi«h mountatne , which the Swedens 
tookeini 5 6j ,antl laid a garnilcn in iw Bnt 
fm befeieed, and Mockc it up , and layd Inch hard 
fcige unto it. bv the cotnmannd ot L- redrtck the 1c- 
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cond King of Denmarke, that at laft it was forced to 
yeeld after his death , whofe head was (hot of 4 with a 
Canon Ihot from the Fort of the befeiged Anno 1 5 69

which reprefent in order all the Kings of Deumarke. 
The roofes are couvered with plates or Copper, and 
the walles poiifhed with free.ftones. In theCitie of 



Fredrick the fecond of Denmarke, Generall of the 
warres againft the Swetheans,a little before his death 
in the field of Aftorfheyd,neere unto Falkenberg,ha- 
ving but 4000 men,he put to flight 26 thou&hd. Tliis 
Countriehath neighbouring upon them the lies of 
tandoe, Hannoe,& Bornholmr, anotable lie divided 
into foure Governments conteyning three townes , 
and a Cattle* In Gothland, where ftands the ancient 
Mercate Towne of Wisbich , now lefle peopled , and 
lefle wealthy (though heretofore it hath flourifhed) 
becaufe the trading in it , is now carried to other 
townes* Befide, W heate, Butter, Cheefe , & diverfe 
of furrs, it beareth exceeding highfir^treesjof which 
there are manie woods , where with they make mafts 
for (hips and it yeelds alfo ftones for building, & lime 
for the faftning of them together. Fredrickthe fe- 
cond, was the firft that conltituted a Bibopricke in 
this He, and ordained liberail maintenance for it by a 
perpetuall fucceffion from others. The Rivers of 
Denmarke are Egidora, commonly called the Eyder. 
It feparateth the Freezes from the Ditmarchians,and 
then difchargeth it felfe into the EnglibSea, & Store 
fell of fib, laden with Veffels, which fpringing out of 
the bottome of Hollatia , accommodate* manie 
townes, and the fake&fumptuoushoufe of the Ran- 
fous Bredenberg, and then with others runneth into 
theElve. The Balticke Sea , which wee made before 
the limit of the Kingdome of Denmarke Eaftward,is 
called at this day Belts of Baltheus* which is a Belt or 
Cin&ure of warre ; becaufe it roundeth , and embra- 
ce* the one and the other Peninfulas or Bilands. It 

feemes that Tacitus calleth it Slow, or Drowfie,from 
the effeft faith Ortelius, becanfe it is not troubled 3c 
tolled as other Seas are, for you ball fcarcely fee it 
ebbe and flowe, as thofe afiirme,who oftentimes have 
failed upon it, but the motion and flowings thereof, 
goe commonly from the Eaft to Weftward. Rea- 
chingfurther, it devideth it felfe into two armes ? on 
the left hand lyeth that fide which betweene Swe- 
den and Bodia , and the other betweene Finland and 
Livonia : which is called the Finnick Sea. 

Hilfrugore , tying upon the ft t eight of the Sound, 
hath a royalt Cattle upon it,called Cronebourg, which 
ftandeth there for the defence of the furtheft part of 
thelleof Zeland. Fredrick the fecond King of Den- 
larke layde the foundations of this Caftle within the 
Sea, withan infinite charee , finking into thebotome 
of tie water a great number of huge ftones , & great 
flints, locked together with great okenbeames, well 
faftned together with fuch cunning, skills and artifife, 
that the violent beating & raging of the Sea againft 



Londen, there is a clock made with great art , which 
they call S.Lawrances , fet in the lower part of the 
Church, where is feeneatable faftned to the wall, 
drawne out by a number of circles of divers coulours, 
wherein evidently is (howne by fignes, and markes,

throughout the whole y eere, and the moveable f eafts 
and certaine : befides that , it ftaweth the motion of 
the lights, the Sunne and the Moone* and what place 
of the Zodiaque they are in every day,withtheir hou- 
fes the one oppofite to the other* Now this is for the 
outward part,but within it,al things are carried about 
with certaine engins , and turning wheeles madeex- 
prefle thereunto , & for a furplus by an artificial! cun- 
ning, whenfoever the clock ftriketh, there are two 
Statures comes out upon this table, reprefenting two 
Knights, armed de Cap en pied, which tilt, andrunne 
one againft an other as often,as the great clock which 
is hung in the fteeple, ftriketh. And which is more 
admirable, in the midft of this table there is let upon 
a throne the pidure of the Virgin Marie, holding a 
babe in her bofom.on both fides of her are two gates, 
and under her feete a Theater in the forme of a De- 
my Circle,the Arch whereof turneth towards the Be- 
holders. Within there is alfo an Engine , with the pi- 
&urs of the three wife men of the Eaft,every of them 

having his Page $ in turning of this Engine t which is 
done at thepleafureof him that hath cnarge over it, 
thefe Images advance themfelves , before whome 
there comes out a Her ault, with a naced fword in his 
hand, & threatning makes athruft at the left gate. At 
the opening whereof the parties comes forth , when % 
trumpets found tantara : that wife man which cometh 
out firft, walketh up and downe in a ftately and mag- 
nificent manner upon the Theater 5 then comming to 
the Virgin Marie,hefalleth downe in a moft reverend 
manner, to adore her , which the others likewife doe. 
Their Pages ftirrc not, neither bew any kinde of ho- 
nour or reverence ; the laft puts too the right gate , 
which giveth a clap eafie to be heard by the Spedla- 
tours. The naturall inhabitants of Denmarke ufe 
their own Ianguage,as the Sweds & Norwegians doe, 
infuchfort,&at thefe neighbouring people doe not 
underftand one another.The Danib tongue difFereth 
not much from that of Saxonie : neither doe the Sax- 
ons underftand the Danes, nor the Danes the Saxons, 
unlefle they eonverfe feme time one with another. 
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I O.N 1 A or Fuynen , next after 
Zeland, taketh the fecond place a- 
mong all the lies of the Codannian 
Gulphs, and is fo called* becaufe of 
the pafling beautie t finenefle, and 
pleafant fituation thereof.lt is fepa- 
rated from the continent of Den- 
marke by a narrow ftreight , named Middlefar Sund , 
which one would thinke was joyned to the maine 
land. And as it boundeth upon Jutland weftward, and 
is right over againft Zeland Eaft ward; fo it is thought* 
it lyeth in the very heart, or midft of Denmarke,rea- 
ching r 2 miles in length , and foure in breadth. The 
Soile is fo rich in C6rne,efpecially in Rye, and Barly, 
that it fufficeth not onely theCountry it felfe,but alio 
tranlport it into forraine Countrics,which it yeeldeth 
without dunging, whence it hapneth as Munjicr faith, 
that this is the caufe why there is fuch a vile fmell , & 
ftinke in the townes, and villages, that they carry not 
forth their muckheaps , & dung to fatten their lands. 
Befides, it is exceeding rich in fib, & for cattaile they 
have great ftore,&fuch abreede of Horfes,& Cowes, 
that they lend them forth by troupes,and heards into 
Germanic. Neither is there wanting in this lie any 
WoodsJForefts, & Chafes for Red-deere,Harts, Fal* 
low-deere, Hares, and Foxes. Almoft in the midft of 
this lle,ftandeth the capitall Citie Otonia, common- 
ly called Ottenfche, a Bibops fea , founded (as many 
&y) by Otho the firft, much about the time , when as 
he converted HeraldTKing of Denmarke to the Chri- 
ftian Religion. It is a place of no fmall traficke , in 
which upon twelfth-day as well the Ilanders , as the 

chiefe Gentrie meete in great numbei$,as they ufual- 
ly doe likewife at Kylon in Hohatia. Fuynen is divi- 
ded into 24 Gouvernments, having 1 6 townes in it, 
and fix royall Forts or Caftles. The other towns lve 
round about Ottenfche, w** ftandeth as it wer<*fcft . 
very .Center, & arc almoft of an equaUdiftanc'eltom 
it, and lye fo upon the Sca-coaft , that becaufe or the 
commodioufnefle of the parts, and havens , they doe 
not onely traffickinto the Balticke Sea,but alfo trade, 
and fend their commodities into Sweden , Norway, 
Germanie, and the Low-Countrie*. Among which 
are reckorined Nieburch,Sieuburch,Faboich, Aflens, 
Bosens, Middlefart, & Ketteminde. The chiefe toy- 
all Forts , or Caftles , are Neuburch , Hagenfcliow , 
Hiufeasei,Efchebourg, &: the Court Rugard. There 
are alio in this lie manie Villages, and Gentlemens 
houfes,forthefweeteneffeof the aire, and thermit- 
fulnefle of the foile,drawes many gentlemen thether. 
The Sea fumibeth them with an incredible number 
of 6b, fo that the cods of their nets are fometimes fo 
full thatthey canfcarcelyftirretheiroares,ordrawe 
them up, that they almoft need no nets, femg they 
may take enough with their hands. Thofe that dwell 
alone bytheSea-coafr , befides the Husband-men , 
betake themfelves to fibing, and reape no fmall pro- 
fite by it. I n this lland there are feme famous places, 
where Battailes havebeene fought , which alfo hath 
hapned in our daVes ; for upon Ochfenbergh , or hill, 
not farre from the Caftle of Hacenfchouw, upon the 
1 1 of June, Anno 1 y 30 Lord John Ranzouw Knight, 
and Generall for Chriftian the third King of Den. 
marke overthrew in a bloudie Battaile Chnftopher 
of Oldenbourg , in which defeate two Hades were 
flaine , name by the Earle of Hagh, and the Earle of 
Tecklenburgh , whofe bodies were afterward digged 
out of their graves,and carried to Ottenfche,and bu- 




ryed in Canutos Church. About the lame time, there 
were cut off a great many pefants upon a hill called 
Faufchburgh,lyingbuta milerrom Afcens.There are 
in the Citieof Ottenfche two laire Churches, where- 
of the one was dedicated to Saint Canutus , and the 
otherto Saint Francis,in which King John anno 1513 
and his Son Chriftian,after he had beene banibedand 
lived in exile 37 yeers , was buryed in theyeerof our 
redemption 1 5 $9.Neere unto the firft there is a large, 
and a fpacious Mercate place , in which the King of 
Denmarke an. 1580 renewed the ancient confedera- 
tion of his Predeceflburs,with the Dukes of Hollatiai 
and Slefwick. They report allb,that in Odenfchethe 
Mother of Chriftian the fecond, out devotion fet up- 
on the Altar in the Gray-Fryers Church, a moft cu- 
rious workmanbip in wood, wrought and carved with 
fuch cunning, that the like is not to be feene in all Eu- 
rope. Wee will now come to the other Hands, which 
are nintie in all, lying Southward , 6c for the moft part 
habitable, whereof the chifeft are thofe which lye op- 
pofite to the Vandallian townes, & are thefe j Lange- 
land, Lauwland, Falftria, Aria, Alfa , Tofinga, Aroe. 
Langeland is feven German miles in length. The 
towne of Rudkepinga, and one of the Kings Caftles, 
called Trankera ftand in it, & it hath many Villages, 
Paribes. and Gentlemens houfes befides, Lauwland 
isfeparatedby the ftreight of Grdnefiindfr 
land,& from Falftria by a fmall arme of the Sea. This 
lie aboundeth in Wheate, & Haflel-nuts, fo that they 
lade whole bips of them to tranlport them out of the 
Countrie. It hath in it five townes, Niftadt, Nafco* 

Togrop, Ritbus, and Maribus , alfo fome royall Ca- 
ftles, Gentlemens houfes, Paribes and manie Villa* 
ges. Falftria is about 4 German miles long, in which 
there lye the townes of Stnbecopen , 
which they tearme the Danib Naples , and the new 
Citieof Denmarke, becaufe of the fairenefle and the 
Gentilenefle of the place.Out of this Iland,neere un- 
to one of the Kings houfes , there is a common paf- 
fage feven miles over to Warnemund in Germanie * 
out of which there is tranfported every yeere great 
ftore of Wheate, to ferve their neighbouring Coun- 
tries. Thelland Ariaamileandahalfe diftant from 
Elyfia is couvered with woods, where there is good 
game for hunting. IthathinitthrecParib Churches 
fome Gentlemens houfes , with the towne and the 
Caftle of Koping, and that and Etyfia belong both to 
the Dukedome oTslefwick. Elyfia, Alfa,or A Ifen is an 
lland reafonable great, and is foure miles in length,& 
two in breadth, and is feparaten from Slefwick but by 
a little fpace, and lyeth right over againft Flensbur- 
ger*wyck,known firft by 1 _ 

in that Gulphe. In Allen or Elyfia ftandeth the town 
of Sunburgh, with a Caftle of the fame name , with 
fome others , as Norborch , Ofterholm, Die Holle, 
I Gammelgard. It hath 1 3 populous Paribes in it,which 
can draw fome thoufands or armed men into the field. 
It is full of woods, having good ftore of Red-deere in 
them, and divers other wild beafts. The Sea alfo,and 
the freb water Rivers abound in fib , there is pafture 
,round & Cattail,& beareth good Crops of Ryc.Taf- 
jnsa, or rather Toffinga, is accounted one of the 
principal! Hands lying neere unto Swyne-burgh in 
Fuynen, it is a mile long: wherein, befide fome Pari- 
bes ftandeth the hoiife of Kettorp, belonging to the 
Rofen-crantzen, and Rantzouwians. From this lland 
and the towne of A fcens,t hey count i t two mi les over 
into lutland, which is a moft daungerous paflage, ef- 
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DENMARK E. 



peciaily,when the winde is contrarie and that the Sea 
is much troubled: for then out of theEafterae Sea, 
there tiowet h in fach a violent and a fwift Torrent be. 
tweene the Hands as it were tofeeke apaffage betwixt 
them, that the Sea is toffed Up and down with excee- 
ding high furges and waves, which whireling about 
manie $ hippers have beene taken in them , and could 
not elcape without great daunger , yea oftentimes 
many ftups and boats have beene Iwallowed up and 
have perifhed in them. Witnefle the Biibop of Slef- 
wick,who Anno 1 170 was drownd on the further fide 
of this ftreight, with a great number of his familie , 
and beingfithta long time after, was buryed m the 
Monaftery of Forence in Zeeland 3 hkewile An. 15 H 
King John of Denmarke efcaped hardly from being 
drownd in going over into Jutland, to doe juftice and | 
to decide iome controverfies betweene the Inhabi- j 
tants, who paffing over the Baltick Sea, there role on 
a Sudden fuch a tempeft , that his ftiip Roydl was fo 
toffed up & downe by the contrarienefle of the wmde 
and the ftorme, that he had much adoe to efcape : fo 
that being arrived at Nibourg , comming out or his 
(hip, acftaading upon thebridge, & looking into the 
Sea, as prognofticating his death, ( for he dyed with - 
in a moneth after^ faid, adieu dattickjea, adieu, thoa 
haft exercifed thy crueltie upon me today, & wilt not | 
henceforward firffer us to pafle thee any more. And 

though all (hips were wont to faile commodioufly be- 
tweeneScandiaandZeeland through the ftreight of 
the Sound.yet it often happens,that the leaft boates, 
fchich are inlefle danger ofthe lies, park andthelveSi 
paring from Holfatia, Lubec,and other neigbounng 
Countries , take their courfe through this Sea , for 
Which they are forced topaycuftomes andtoules at 
Nibourg. But before I paffe from the Baltick Sea, I 
Will not pafle over in filence, a remarkeablc thing , ~ 

which l finde in the hiftorie of our age,that in the for- 

theft part of Scandia, or the Baltick Sea* where the 
Codannian Gulphendeth, neereunto Eibogen,fitua- 
ted right over againft Hafnie the Metropolitan Citie 
of Denmarke aSea-monfterwas found reprefcnting 
the fhape of a Monke , with a bauldpate, adounifti 
fkee, and afarphi hanging downe his (boulders like a 
Fryers hood, was caft upo this (hoare by the violence 
ot a huge ftorme,he wasdumbeandfpake not a as all 
other Seamonfters doenot,makingone!y anoifewith 
lamentations and deepe fighs , and lived not palling 
three dayes whereof rhe lively pi&ure , which is ma- 
nifeft, wasfentfromtheKingof Denmarke to Char- 
les the fifth, being then in Spaine , and fent by a No- 
ble man. Moreover, at this day there is to be feene 
at Swartwall a Village neereunto the Briell in Hol- 
land, a ftuffed skin of fuch a Sea-monfter which han- 



sethup in the Church. Aroe Iyeth at the Entrance 
into the Duchie of Siefwick, where they take dip- 
ping or boate in Fuynen to paffe over the Arfenfian, 
or Ottenfeailh bofome orGulfe unto the Towneot 
Afcens, and contained* foure well inhabited Villages; 
the other lies are thefe 5 Rotnfo,Endelo,Fenno,Boko, 
Brando, Toroe, Aghernis , Hellenis , Jordo , Birck- 
hohne. Now to conclude, 1 will adde hereunto the 
defcription of thelle Huena* lying upon the moft fa- 
mous ftreight of Denmarke, commonly called Oer- 
found , in which the Cattle of Vraniburg ftandeth , 
where there is many curious Mathematical! Inftru- 
ments. In the midft of this lie , where the Cattle 
is fituated and lyeth upon the Elevation of the Pole 
54 degrees and a halfe, andis about 37 parts from 
the Weft. The circuit where of is eight thoufand,one 
hundred and fixtie great paces, reckoning every pace 
at five foote, making two reafonable German miles in 
CompaiTew It lyeth in the moft femous ftreight of all 
the Kingdome through which a great number of Vef- 
fels, pafle out of the fcafterne Sea into the Weft erne, 
I which is a moft pleafing profpe<ft to fee fo many ft ip$ 
paffe too and fro,and the fight of the adjacent townes 
is noleffedelightfull, as having to the Southweflv 
ward Hafny or Coppenhaghen inZeeland lying with- 
in three miles of it (Helfingor where the (hips that 
paffe through,muft pay toufejand the Caftle of Cro- 
nenburgh, Northweftward by two miles diftant from 

it, as alio Helfingborg, Northward upon the Coaft of 
I Scandia, where alfo X^nds-kroon lyeth but a mile 

in Eaftward lyeth Lunda, which though it be 
no towne, yet it is feene foure miles of. Malmogia is 
five miles from itjand albeit this lie is not vfery great: 
yet tie meaneft place in it lyeth cot unmanured and 
waft, for it is very rich in Corne, and Cattaile. There 
are alio good ftore of Red-deere, Hares* Connies 6c 
Partridges in abundance, 8c lyeth very commodious 
for filhing* There is in it a Grove of Hafle-trees , in 
the kernells of which nuts,there was never found any 
wormes , neither was there ever any Ratts feene in 
this lland. Ithadinit in former times foure Caftles, 
the names whereof temaine there yet unto this day, 
as Syndeburg, which ftood upon the South-coaft, 
Northburg upon the Northcoaft,Karhecidia North- 
Eaftward , and Hamera juft Eaft^rd k The founda- 
tions ofthefe Caftles are yet to be feene though rui- 
nous. And though this Hand lyeth in the midft ofthe 

brackilh Sea, yet it fendeth fort many Fountaines , & 
j Spring-heads of frefli water. Among the reft there 
is a fpring, that in the hardeft froft that is,though the 
winterbe neverfocolde the water thereof never free- 
fes, which is a rare and a ftrainge thing inthefe frid- 
1 ged Countries. 
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UTLAND lying Southward, is ( 

called by the Ancients North-Albin- 
gie , becaufe it is feparated from 
I Germanic Northward, by the river 
' Elve , which watereth the greateft 
part of thefe Countries , and con- 
taine the two Dukedomes of Slef- 
wicke,and Holft. The Duchie of Siefwick deriveth 
its name from the Capitall Citie , an ancient towne, 
for trading called Siefwick. Heretofore this Country 
was named the Duchie of Jutland, whome Valdema- 
rus the Nephew of Abel, King of Denmarke,held in 
feif from King Henry , about the ycere of our re- 
demption 1280. Afterward , the hcire-males of the 
Kings & Dukes failing the Ducbie of Siefwick , being 
levnitedto the Crowne , Queene Margaret having 
three Kingdorries, graunted this Duchie to Gerald 
Count of Holfatia, upon this condition that he ftiould 
hold it by right of feif from the Crown. Add becaufe 
the townes of this Duchie, enjoyed the fame privi- 
ledges with Denmarke, they ufe the like Law as they 
doetforthefiibje&smay appealebyafpeciall privi- I 
ledge from thejudgement of the Magiftratcs, where 
they live, to the Prince and his Councellours but no 
farther. Now the G'enerall Gouvernement of thefe 

two Duchies belongeth to the Kings of Denmark, & 
to Adolph Duke of 3olft, and goeth alternatively to 
the one and the other, therefore when it commeth to 

theKing,itisGonvernedbythe Lord Henry Rant- 
fow. the Kings Lieutenant ,and Deputie for his Maj e- 
ftie. The chiefe Citie is Siefwick, which is originally 
a German name 3 in regard of the fituation thereof, 
which ftandeth upon the River Slie, in the bofome of 
theBaltickeSea,forWickefignifiethatowne, and a 

crooked Gulphof the Sea , and among the ancient 
Saxons a Bourrough. This Citie ftandeth very com- 
- modious for traficke , becaufe of the good haven , 
which it hath. For in times paft Merchandizes were 
tranfportedby (hipping out of Belgia,Britaoie,Gauie, 
and Spayne into the mouth ofthe River of Eydera m 
Livonia, which being carried up the River Threana 
to Hollingftadium , were eafely brought to Slelwick , 
& from thence over the Eafrerne Sea into the King- 
domes of Denmarke, Norway, and Sweden/alfo into 
Livonia,Ruffia,Pruffia, & into other Provinces m AL- 
maenie, lying upon the Baltick Sea: but now through 
the Variety oTFortune, the magnificencie thereof is 
decayed- Neere unto this place lyeththe ftrong Ca- 
ft ie of Gothorpe to which they givea greatdeale ot 
Tole 3 and it hath beene obfer ved, that in fome yeeres 
there hath paflfed by it $ o thoufand Oxen out ol Den- 
marke into Germanie, and the low Countries paying 
the cuftome of head-money. In this Duchie lyeth al- 
foFlensbourg, a notable towne. This Citie is fituated 
betweeneve?yhighMountaines,and upon the Coaft 
of theEafterne Sea, withahaven reaching into it , 
with fuch accommodation,depth, and fafetie that al- 
moft every Burgefle may at his doore lade and unlade 

his goods. There lye alfo in this Countne the places 
of Huflena, and of Haderflebie. There is but one 
Bifhoprickin Siefwick, two Chapiters, and three Mo- 
nafteries, but divers Caftles belonging, as well to the 
Stack « the Nobles. The order of the Senatours 
are for the moft part copofed of 24 men, which muft 
be of the order of Knighthood , with whome they 
fovne a Generall Chancellour , and in the name of 
Prince two Dodours ofthe Law ; thefe take no- 
^•Utbi««i.iliitIIintlic times ofpeace, as of 



warre, and give their definitive fentence , both in the 
one, and in the other Duchie. They meete twife in a 
yeere, and in difficult affaires , nothing is decreed by 
the King of Denmarke, and the Duke pf Holft , but 
with the vnanine confent of all the Senatours ,among 
whome theBilhop of Lubick and of Siefwick have 
the firft voice. 
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IT is verily thought, that Holfatia was firft fo cal- 
led from the great ftore of woods,and Forcfts that 
are in it : for both the Cimbrians and Lower- 
Germans call woods , and Forefts Bab, that is, wood: 
becaufe it is a Countrie full of Busftes and woods. 
Some derive the name of it from a hollow ftone, in 
regard the Dukes of Holft were at the firft called Ear- 
lesof the Hollow-ftone. It is bounded Eaftwardwith 
the River Bilen , Weft ward with Store , Southward 
with the Elve, and Northward with Eydera. It is a 
Countrie full of woods and Forefts , bearing great The fitua- 
ftore of Timber & wood, yeain fuch abundance, that turn. 
as the Frifons knowe not what to doe with it. And 
feing the woods are great, there is yet fcarcely feene 
in them a mightie Oke-tree,but onely in every place 
Beech-trees, from whence there falls akind ofacorne 
which fattens abundance of their Swine. The feilds 

for the 



ift part are full of fifh, and bearc good crops 
of Corne, for during thefpace of three yeeres, they 
fcarcely till their grounds , but fufier them to ftand 
full of water and pooles, wherein every third yeere 
they take abundance of filh which feede upon the 
gralTe, and when the water is drayned out: itleaveth 
behinde it aflimie mudde, which fattens the ground, 
and makes die Soile the better. There is not in the 
whole Conntrieany Vines, or Olives , but great ftore 
of wilde beafts, and likewife many Horfes. Holfatia 
is divided into foure parts, that is Ditzmarchio, Hol- 
fatia, Storemaria & Waggria , which heretofore were 
Earledomes , then afterwards at the requeft ot Cnri- 
ftiernusthe firft, it was raifedby Fredrick the : Empe- 
rourtothe tittle of aDukedome, was bound to tur- 
ni(h,andmaintainefortiehorfeand Sofoote-men tor 
the fervice of the facred Empire. Ditzmarchia was 
firft at libertie after fome hundred yeeres.and though 
that Fredrick the Emperourhad enfeoffed Chn ther- 
ms the firft into it, yet it wasaot wholly in fubjection 
to him, whereupon King John, and Duke FredencK 
his Sonne anno noo went with an Annie into it, 
which was defeated,and fo the Ditzmarfchians main. 
• tained their libertie. untillan. n jpwhenas theNe- 
phew of Chriftiernus the firft, Duke John,Adolph,& 
Fredrick the X I . King of De nmarke fubdued it . 1 lie 
principall towns inHoIfatia are Segeberg ; which lyeth Tom. 
inWaLeria a Countrie of Holft, lying fome foure 
miles from Lubec. Itzohoa is a famous towne for the 
fite,the nature ofthe place.and the nayi gatwn there- 
of. Store i< encompaffed with a fifhfoll and navigable 
River , which fpringeth almoft out ofthe midlt ot 
Holfatia, and watereth many places; amongthe relt 
the faire, and fumptuous houfe of the Ranfb^.called 
Bredenbergh.mentioned before where hed.fdiargeth 
himfelfeinio the Elve. Chilonia, commonly called 
Kile which is an ancient towne.havmg a large haven, 
commodious to harbour much (hipping, that bring 
them divers commodities out of Germame.the Low- 
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Countries, Livonia , Denmarke and Sweden to the 
great benifit of the Holfatians . There ftand alio 
Crempe & Reynoldsbourg , which beareth the name 
of the River that runneth through it : the other from 
his founder. There is alfo Meldorp , Herainckfte , & 
Tellinckftee in Ditzmarchia , and the Capitall Citie 
of Stormaiy,Hambourg a famous 
fituated upon the Elve, which after it was r umated by 
the manie calamities of warre,was repaired againe by 
Charlemagne, and in the dayes of Henry the fourth 
Emperour, it beganne to be girt in with walks, three 
gates,and 12 Turrets, TheCountrie is foil of moo- 
nlh grounds, & Fenns,efpecially Ditzmarchia,which 
lying among fo many Marines , and waterilh grounds, 
refufed alwayes to come under the obedience of the 
King of Denmarke : yet nevertheieffe of later yer — 

it was forced to beare thatyoake, ^ ~ A 
vers w hichwaterthisCountrie,istheEyder, and o- 
thers, but fome of them may rather be called Brookes 
then Rivers. Befide, on that fide which theBalticke 
Sea beateth upon Holfatia, and the Duchie of Slef- 
wick, it maketh many gulphes, which giveth much 
helpe to thofe of the Countrie,tomake a&fe harbour 
an/ rerreateforMarchants, and Sea-men,beating in 

: Iu divers places whereof, 

thereare great ftoreoTfifh taken, efpeciallySaulmos, 
it is a plaine Countrie , which feldome rifeth up in 
hills, and the belt part that fheweth it felfe betweene 
them, hath a plealant fituation,and is much commen- 
ded both for the teftimonies of warre, where that no- 
ble Eord Henry of Ranfowwasflaine,betweeneLu- 

Hambourg , two famous townes. It hath a 
« vu »w~ Caftle ofgteat antiquitie , and merit from 
him that firft built it,fifcuated at the foote of theCitie. 
There are fiich a number of woods , that they cou ver 
the ground, chiefly in Ditzmarchia , in which ftand 
Borcholt,Burgholt, Alverdorpenhoit, Refenwald, & 

many others. Thofe of Holfatia had in times paft 48 
men, which ruled the whole Countrie , and every Pa- 
rifh had their addreffe, & made their appeale to them, 
W4WJ udged all caufes : but fince it is fubje&ed & de- 
vided into two parts , oiit of which they choofe a dof 
fen principall men from each quarter, with a Prefiden t 

" who ordinarily is a Do&our " 



hath good maintenance 9 , 

ftaDts they have a Secretarie, or Commiflarie of the 
Prefident of the bodie of Holfatia. He which is on 
the Kings behalfe is ordinarily made Gouvernour of 
Stienbourg , and he whome the Duke putteth in, is 
Gouvernour of Gottorpe : but the fobjefts may ap- 
pealeto the Prince, and the Counfellours of both the 
Duchie of Slefwick and Holfatia , but to no higher 
Court. They have accrtainewrittenLaw,witha litle 
alterations not much unlike the common-Law, made 
bv Henry Ranfow, the Kings Lieutenant , Sigefrid 
BLanfow , heretofore Lord of Nienhoufe , the Lord 
AdamTraziger , and the Lord Erafmus Kirflemy,ac- 
cordin^townichallfuits, and controverfies are en- 
ded , and penall punifhments infli&ed upon offen- 
dours. Holfatia hath foure degrees of States,Nobles, 
Clergie-men,Citizens,and Husband-men,which are 
of two forts, fome enj oye their lands,and goods by in- 
heritance,and are Free-holders: the others are bound 
under the rights of hundreds, of ferviee, of Taxes & 
impofitions. The Nobles or Gentrie , hold their Ca- 
ftles and Lands, by fuperiour right meane , and infe- 
riour, they have rights of fifhing,and hunting as haire 



withhaire, and feather with feather wbchtheyen. 
royebyfeinheritance. There are fome *W<£ 
which are fcudall,or held by Fee-fimple,afweU.by the 
mafe k ^ female iffue. The Holfatians have this pr vi- 
Xe, that the Prince can laye no new exactions or 
Son them, neitherisit Lawtull for the Prmce, 
tound?rtakeawarre,wtthout confent of the or- 
der of Knighthood. The Prince is bound by oath o 
confirme their priveledges 5 betore his fubjeds taketh 
the oath of Alegance unto him. There are not paf- 
fing zx ftemmes of Noble famihes the names where- 
of arereadintheCorographieoi Holfatia, but there 
are many houfes of Gentlemen , fprang and defcen- 
dedfrom them, as the Ranzouians hold at this day , a 
iioCaftles, & many lands belonging to them.There 
are almoftas many Alefelds,and IPowifches. Holfatia 
hath but one Biftop, to wit, of Lubec, tor that ot 
Hambourgisfubjea to the bifliop of Breme. Three 
Chapiters, one of Lubec, and other of Hambourg >a 
and the third of Outinenfe. Three Abbeys, to wit, ot 
Rheinfeil^BordelhoimejandSchifmare. Ten Mo- 

nafteries among which three are for the Moniali No- 
bilitie, andhave great revenues , allowed them and 
flourilh ftill,but the reft are converted into Schooles, 
andHofoitalls. The controverfies arifing betweene 
the Gentrie, are decided by the Senate , or Councill 
of the Duchie, in which ufually the Prince doth pre- 
fide, & which their priviledges doe import. They are 
permitted in putting in fufficient caution, to make 
their appeale from the fentence of the Senate to the 
impenall chamber. The Burgefles have their privi- 
ledges peculiar to themfelvcs , andufethe Romaine 
Law,as alfo thofe of Lubec. Alifines are for themoft 
part ftiared betweene the Princes and the Townes. 
The benifits of milles appertaine to the Princes. The 
fubje&s may appeale from the fentences of the Se- 
nates the foure Cities to give particular judgement 

Lawful! for them alio to ap- 
peale to the Prince and CounciUours ofHolfatia,and 
trom thence to the j udgement of the imperiall cham- 
ber,having put in fufficient cautio.The luits or caufes 
of the Sea-men or Countrie-men are pleaded by Pro- 
dours, & Atturnies openly in the plaine field. There 
affifted by fome Gentlemen of that place , with the 
Provofts>andtwo AfTeffoursas Witneffes.lnthemidft 
of whome , the plaintines or thofe , which have any 
fuite or controverfie ftand up , after that they are 

their acSions duel 
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fences weighed and weighed on both fides , all the 
Countrie-men withdraw themfelves from out of the 
afTembly into fome other place, now after the others 
have ripely deliberated , upon all circumftances.they 
returne againe into the auembly , and bringir 
them their Pleaders,they pronounce that whic 
finde right according to the Law. And if any of them 
will not ftand to the fentence, they may appeale to 
the twelve Judges , ordained thereunto , or to fome 
Parifties', and from them to the Kings Councell , to 
whome the Countrie-men are fubjed. From them 
alfo they are permitted to appeale to the Seffion- 
houfe ot Holfatia, in which the Prince prefideth , ac- 
companied with the alfembly of the Senatours , and 
afterward to the imperiall chamber: if the grayitie 
of the fiiit excecde the fumme of a hundred Rinifh 
gulders , by vertue of a priveledge, given by Ferdi- 
nando the Emperour to the Princes ot Holfttia. 
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\ U S S I A is two fould , the one is 
[ called Ruffia the black, andconfi- 
' neth upon Poland , and the other 
? Ruffia the white, which is part of 
* Mufcovia , where the inhabitants 
are bound to weare white Caps. 
Doubtlefle it taketh the name from 
the River Mufc 0 , which runneth through the chiefe 
Citie of it fo called, and is the great Dukes , or Em- 
perours Seate. It is a large and avaft Countrie, con- 
taining from Eaft to weft,about 3 300 miles in length 

and fome 3065 miles in breadth, lying betweene the 
g, and 20 Climates. In the Southerne parts the Ion- 
;eftdayisi6houres, but in the Northerne parts 22 
louresandahalfe. It is bounded on the North with 
the Frozen Sea , on the Eaft with Tartary , on the 
South with the Turkes, and Poland , and on the Weft 
with Livonia, and part of Sweden. The ayre in this 
region is extreame colde , and is fo vehement , that if 
water bethrowneup into the aire,it will turnetoyce, 
before it falls to the ground.The inhabitants whereof 
to arme themfelves the better againft this extremitie 
of cold, line all their cloathes, yea and their very hou- 
fes withfurrs, & the Gentlemen, or chiefe men have 
ftoves in their houfes toIivein,& to thaw themfelves, 
and when they goe abroad , they ufe to rubbe often 
their nofes, and eares with fnow, and peecesofyce, 
to fettle,and recall the motive fpirits into thofe parts, 
which otherwife would be in daunger of loofing , the 
ignorance of this preventing remedie, was not the 
leaft caufe, that in theyeere IJ98 of 70000 Turkes, 
which made an inroad into Mufcovie, 40000 were fro- 
zen to death: notwithftanding it is very healthfull,for 
in the Northerne and Eafterne parts thereof, they ne- 
ver had any peftelence among them,beyond the head 
of the River Tanais, yet in ftead thereof, they have 
a burning defeafe very rife among them 5 not much 
unlike the plague , called the Calor , or hotfickneffe, 
which doth fo infeft the head and Bowells, that many 
of them in afewe dayesdyeof it. But when Summer 
comes, the huge Seas of yce, which in a manner cou- 
ver the furface of the Countrie,are at the firft approch 
of theSunnefuddainlydiffblved, the waters quickly 
dryed up, andthe Earth dreffed in her holyday appa- 
rell,fuch.a m ature groweth of Fruits 3 fuch flounflung 
of herbes , fuch chirping of birds, as if here were a 
pcrpetuallfpring. The Soile beareth no Vines or 
Olive-trees, yea nor any fruit , that tafteth wcllfave 
millions, and cherries 3 for all kinde of other liquid 
fruits by reafon of the (harpe Northerne windes are 
either blafted,or crimpled up.But it yecldeth all forts 
of graine, as Wheate,Ryc,Baily, Buckxvheate, Peale, 
anlBeanesof all kinds , and their moft husbandry 
confifteth in honey and waxe. The chiefe commodi- 
ties which they tranfporc into other Countries are, 
rich fbrrs, ox-hides, flaxe, hempe whales greafe ho- 
ney, waxe,Canvafes 5 nuts and the like, for mines they 
Hav e none but vron , neither is there found 11 this 
Country any pearles, or precious ftoncs. In it lyet 
part cfHmmm tote}*, or Swart-wood tujl or al 
fandcsofwiU and fauvage Beafts and m that part 
of it , which reacheth towards ^^ her % a ^ C 
huge wilde Oxen, called Sifomes, and the gwatttfc- 
Wr Elants, focalledby the Germans , and by the 
Mufcovites /Uor Ekumuncs, farre greater then 
c tagges bavins long leggs that cannot bowe. In t he k, 
S alfo art monftrous Beares of an incredible 
S^Shiifcoasblack Wolves, and black Foxes 



whofe furrs are mod rich and coftly : but for hunting 
hauking and taking cf foule, there is no place in the 
world to be compared to it; forwirh their dogges, 
hounds, Grey- hounds and Toiles, they kill and take 
all mannerof Deere,andwilde beafts. AndforFaul- 
cons , Gerfaulcons, and other Haukes , they take a- 
bundanceof them in Pcccera, which they bring to 
the hand , and lure , and fly not onely with them at 
Ducks, Phefants,&rartridges,but alfo at wild Geclc, 
Swans, and Cranes, and at a kinde of Foule , greater 
then a heath-cokor a Goofe, with red eyelids , which 
tafteth better than a Phcfant. 

AH the Cities, Townes, Bourrowes, Caflles, Villa- 
ges 5 Woods,Forefts,Lands,Fields,Lakes,Meeres and 
Rivers of this vaft and fpacious Countrie of Mufco- 
via are under thefubje£tion,Commaund,and Domi- 
nation of this great Duke, whome the inhabitants 
call their great er King or Emperour , and honour 
him as ifhe were a God, in laying, we enj oye health &c 
life from our great Duke, and looke what revenue or 
profitis made of all things, is brought into his trea- 
furie. Neither have they any Dukes or Lords, which 
hold their livings and lands by inheritance , or fee- 
fimple , but fuch as are beftowed upon them by the 
great Duke, and which he may take from them at his 
pleafure. The commons living in miferable fubje- 
dion to the Nobles, and they in as great flaverie to 
the Duke or Emperour, to whome no man dare im- 
mediately exhibite a petition, or make knowne his 
grievances : Nay the meaner Lords are squeamifh in 
this kinde , and but on great fubmiffion will not com- 
mend unto the Duke a poore mans caufe. 

The chiefe Citie is named Mufce, it was once nine 
miles in circuit, but was fired by the Tartar an. 1 571, 
where there was burnt 80000 men,woemen,and chil- 
dren: yet at this day ic is but s miles about. It is plea- 
fantly feated, and lyeth in the very hart of the Land , 
and is very famous tor the many Rivers, and Brookes 
which runne about it : adorned with 16 Churches , 
whereof halfe and more are made with wood , and 
durt, as moft of their houfes are, which have feverall 
roomes in them, as Hals, Kitchins and Chambers , 
they reckon that they have 41/00 houfes within this 
Citie , and every one of them hath their Orchard 8c 
garden belonging to them, and every part of this Ci- 
tie hath their Chappels. There are in it two Caftles, 
the one called Kitatgcroi , the other Bolfigorod , the 
River of Mufco running by the one, andthe River 
Neglima by the other: the one of them is the Dukes 
Palace, feated in the very middle of the Citie , fort> 
fiedwith 17 Turrets, and three bulwarks , and garded 
continually with 25000 Souldicrs. This Province is 
the createft , and moft populous of all this Empire : 
1 for it extendeth from Eaft to Weft , no lefle then two 
thoufand miles, and out of this the great Duke , can 
fuddenly levie 70000 foote, and 30000 horfc-men. 

Rnfia containeth in it felfc manie other Countries, 
as the Dukedomc of Wkhmn , whereof the great 
Duke beareth the tittle : it is fo named trom the capi- 
tal! Citie thereof, which lyeth upon the River Clefma, 
anddilcharaethitfelfeintothefW^. 

This Province is fo fruitfull that one bufcheli ot 
Wheatebein^fowne vceldeth twcntie.The Province 

of Novhrod though it be not fo rich in pafturc ground 
as the other,vct it is as i;ood m Cornc-rields. It hath a 
woddentowne, called Xovigrod, as the Dukedome 
is, and lyeth upon tlx Rivers V$lg* x}d Oeca, winch 
mceteto-ether.

Of all the townes in Liefland* is the capitall 
Cirie,fituated upon the River Dmna, which runneth 
into the VtnJman Gulph , this towne was the Colo- 
nie, ^nd Plantation of the Bremers,& is fortified with 
a ftrong wall, Bulwarkes> and Turrets , having good 
ordinance lying upon the walls,is double moated, and 
roes of palifadoes ftrouck in round about the wall, & 
Counterfcarfe, It hath alfo a ftrong Caftle, in which 
heretofore the great Dutch Senor Gothard Ketler 
mentioned before, lived fome yeeres, and comroaun* 
ded it, holding it in fief from the King of Poland,bu8 
hadnojurifdiftion over the Citie, forthe Burgefles 

were ftrtckt maintainers of their freedomes,& would 
never fuifer any Gouvernour or Captaine to beare 
rule over them , paying t he Ki ng onely a ce rtai ne tri- 
bute, and {hewing obedience to him , but for the reft . 

they flood upon their owne priveledges and rights. 

'This is a Mart -towne for all Northerne wares , and 
commodities as pitch, flaxe,hempe,waxe, timber and 
the like* The townes and Caftles in CurUnd, are CW- 
dingen, Cauda and Winda , called in the Polilhtongc 
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Kiesy and by us Wenden, where the great Matters of the 
German order held their Court, and where hereto- 
fore they held their Land-dayes, or great aflemblies : 
but now there lyeth a Polifh garnifon in it : the other 

Townes are Durbin, Stand* , Crubin , Pitt en , Amboten , 
and Hafenpot. The townes in SemigaU are Hitovia, the 
Court of the Duke of Curland, Sekbitrgh , Bajfenburgb. 
Dob I'm, Dalem,Semigal SaCurlandaxc feparated from the 
people of Lette4,and the reft of Liefland by the River 
Duina. In Liefland there are many Lakes and Meeres, 
among which Beibax is accounted the chiefeft, &prin- 
cipalleil,bi;ing45 Englifh miles long , and full or fi(h. 
Tile Rivers are thefe, as Duina, Wind*, and the Bec* 9 
with fouie others. Thie Duna hath his fpring-head in 
Rnfiia, and runneth alongcourfe through Lituania 6c 
Livonia, and difchargeth it lelfe wkhin two miles be- 
neath Rig* in the Lieflandilh Gutfe, and fo intotBe 
Balticke Sea. The Winds loofeth himfelfe in the Bal- 
tick Sea, the mouth whereof is exceding deepe , and 
therefore in that place very dangerous* The Bekg cal- 
led by the Natives Embec^, runneth with a iwift 
ftreame, or chanellintothe Eafterne Sea , which fal- 
ling downe from exceeding high and fteepie rockes , 
maketh Inch a deene and noife, that the inhabitants 
neere onto it growe deafe,and can hardly tieare, even 
iasithapnethtotheinhabitantsthat dwell by the ru- 
fting downe falls pf the River Nilut. 

This whole Countrie for the moft part is without 
hills, but full of thick,and (hadie woods, the Herejnian 
lort&^Smart-wod, runneth farre into this Regiofa 
fflras anries and parts : upon the mouth of the 
2W«4 by the Sea.fide lycth Datmmouib, m invincible 
Cafttpetfhriles from i^ijfefet with a Polifh gar- 
tufcri^tothw all forfaine fMps muft paytoule > & up. 
the halfe waye there ftandem alfo a Blokhoufe, which 
hath the Kings men lying upon it, where thefhippiug 
are fearched agame. In the Dukedome of Eaftland , 
therelyethallb aftrong Cattle, and Towre called ft- 
h/mm^which the Germane Souldiers with theiaft Ma- 
iler of their order William of Turftenbergh , save over 
tiracheroofry to the Mu^ who kept their Ma- 
fterinpri/bnto the day e of his death , and burnt the 
who}el%ife There are five Bifhopricks in Liefland, 
whereof excelleth the other in dignitie , the ci- 
thers are Berft w Bm^pyfel and Gerlandt 
They live in this Coantrie as.Gentiles,andPagans, 
aying no knowledge of G^ibme pray inganto the 
Sunne, & others to the Starrs: there are £6ttj& among 

them, which worftiip Serpents,Bus(hei5, and Hedges, 
Stones,and otherthings, and wereacciiftomed to of- 
fer facrifices upon Saint Georges daye,as the Boruf- 
pans, Samtgites , and Rutbeianshzd wont to doe, unto 
Pergrubm, which they held for theGod of fkwters , 
pkwtsand ofali feeds. The manner of their fecrifi- 
cing was this: their Prieft whome tjiey called Vettrf- 
kayte, held in his right hand a cupfeU of Beare , & in- 



vocating the Devil fang forth his pray fes,in this mate 
manner: thou (faid he j dri veffi awaye the winter,thou 
bringeft againe unto us the pleafent Ipring •, by thee 
the teiids and gardens are claji with greenenelfe , by 
thee the woods, and Forefts flourifli with leaves^ this 
fong being ended , he tooke the cup betweene his 
teeth, and drinke the Beare fheere out , without tou- 
chingthe cup with his hand , and having fo drunke it 
out, in holding it betweene his teeth, caft it downe, & 
tumbles upon his head, which rifing, and filling it a- 
gaine, the ftanders by , drank all of them out of it, 
one after an other , andfangahymne in the praife of 
their Pe*grubint 7 afier this they feafted on an other and 
danced the whole day* And whensoever they buried 
any of their dead, they feafted luftely about the dead 
corps, invited the fame to drinke, and poured out his 
(hare upon his dead bodie, afterward they layd him in 
his grave, laying a hatchet, meate and drinke by him, 
and a peece of moneyto pay for his pagage , calling 
to him in this manner , goe gett thee into the other 
World, where thou (halt domiueere over the Duches, 
as they have domineered over thee in this world,fuch 
was heretofore the idolatrie, and fuperftition of this 
nation : but afterward in the dayes of Fredrick the 
Emperour,they received firft theChriftian faith,they 
account it a (hame to worke much . The woemen 
borne in this region, are full of pride and love; t< 
in gewgaw apparell, but for outlandifh woemen, 
fcorne and dilaayne them,and muft forfooth be called 
Madames, or Ladies,neither will they doe any houfe-* 
wifrie: for in the winter they ride upon fleades, au 
the fommer are rowed up and downe the Rivers in 
boates. The chiefeft of them drinke Methegline t 
Beare and Rdnifh wine, of which the meaner fort get 
but a little: the woemea disfigure themleives , and 
Ipoile their bewtie by their undecent , and uncomely 
rayment. The commodities which are tranfported

rf Liefland, are thefe: waxe,honey, afhes, 4 
tarre, flaxe, hempe,di vers forts of the furrs ofwilde 

beafts, hides, leather, and every yeere there is great 
ftore of Rye brought out of it. 

And feing we are now a defcribing of Liefland * I 
hope it will not be taken in ill part, that I make a little 
mention of the Ware-wolves , or Mankind-wolves * 
which are reported to be here in abundance , becaufe 
there arefome writers that hold this to be credible t 
among the reft , olam Uagnm affirmeth it to be true, 
that in this Countrie every yeere there arefome men, 
that turne themfelves into Wolves. We neverthe- 
lefle with Tlimt (as we have fpoken thereof in Ireland) 
hold thefe things for fables, thinking rather,that they 
are poffefled with that malignant defeafe of black 
melancoly , which the Phyfitians call Iycantbrofia , 
which caufeth fuch fantomes in them , that they ima- 
gine themfelves to be transformed into Wolves , and 
fo much concerning Liefland.

1 1 
is a Ipacious Countrie , frontring 

uponMufcovie,andontheEaft, is 
bounded with a part of Ruffia, whichis fubjeft to the 
great Duke of Mufcbvie , and on the Weft it hatfe 
Podlajsia, Mafovia , and Vokndi bat inclining towards 
the North , it frontreth upon Prujsta , but juft North 
itconfineth upon Livoma , and Samogitia and South- 
ward lye ¥odolia,ZD&Voi$niA* The aire heere iscolde 
and raw, the winter hard and rough. This Countrie 
aboundeth inhoney,and waxe , which the wilde Bees 
make in the woods : It beareth alfo great ftore of 
Wheate, but fcidome groweth throughly ripe, Wine 
they have none, but fuch as is tranfported to them 
from other Countries,neither have they filt,but fiich 
as \i brought and fold them out of England. There 
are in the woods and Eorefts , wherewith alraoft the 
' whole Countrie is couvered, all kinds ofwilde beafts, 
but are of a finaller growth, anBThapeJ than in other 
Countries: among which there art wilde Beares , Al~ 
ces or Elands , wilde Oxen, wilde Horfes , wilde Af- 
fcs , Staggs, Hindes , Roe-deare wilde Boares , and 
Swine, Foxfes, Martins , and other wilde beafts , but 
for the infinite number of foule , efpecially Wood-

V ** la Lituanta and Mufeovie there is alfo a kinde of a 

ravenous Beaft, called Roffomakd> of the bigneffe of a 
dogge,having aface^nd head like a Katt,a bodie,and 
tailelikeaFoxe,andof afivart and blackifh colour. 
He eateth Carrion,and having mett with fuch a prey, 
filleth his panch fo fall, that he is ready to burft , and 
fwelleth licke abladder,and fpuing it up againe, never 
giveth over , till he hath devouredit all. 

The Lithuanians were in time pair fcarcely known , 
fc poore and in fuch a bale efteeme they were by the 
Ruffians,thatthe Lords and Princes of fiw payde 
them as a figneof their fubjedion, Aprons , Clouts , 
and Corke: in Regard of their povertie , and the bar- 
renneffeof their foile. UntiU that Vitbems Duke of 
the Lituanians, gott uphis erummes, and ehcreafing 
in power,refufedtopayethis homage , butatlaftthe 
RuiSans forced him to paye them tribute, & brought 
them againe under their y oak, whofe Succeifours with 
great hoftilitie & crueltie made incurfions into their 
neighbouring Countries wafting and fpoylingthem 
whereupon then there were Crofier Lords, made or 
the Dutch order, which warred againft them, & crul- 
(hed & fupreffed them, till that thefe Countries were 
fucceffive , and brought under the fubjeSion of the 
Dukes Olgert and Keiftut,after whofe deceafejagel- 
lo was made great Duke of Umanh , who afterward 
was named Vladiflaus. He being often overthrowne, 
and oppreffedhard by thefe Croffier Lords , and the 
Chriftian Armies, at laft.through the gf eat mercie : of

* Vilna orTerwilde, is a populous, great, and a rich 
towne wherein the Princes Palace ft acds, girt about 
withwalles, and gates , which are never fhut. Their 
Churches for the moft part are built with {tone, and 
fome with wood timber. There is a faire Bernards

Cloifter, built withcarvedftone, and alfo a fine Rut* 
fian Court or Caft le, in which the Ruffians ftiewe, and 
fell thofe commodities that they bring with them out 
of Mufcovie. There is no Hofpitalls in this Citie, or 
houfes wherein they may ftiewe the workes of mercie 
to thepooreand afflifted* All the Inhabitantsof the 
Citie (faving the Magift rates) keepes Tavernes ,and 
Innes, and fell beare, m$thegline,aqua vitae, and hot* 
waters , & will fuffer any man to come into their bou* 
fes,andto fit downe bytheirfires, and will give him 
a draught of drinke, or of hot-waters for nothing, 5c 
then he may depart; but if he drinketh more or that 
he dineth, or fuppeth with his Hoft, or Hofteffe, then 
he payes for his ordinarie,which is but reafonable and 
very little. The fecond Palatinate is Tm^ the townes 
whereof are Grodna,iy ing upon the River Gromum, 
where Stephen King 0* Poland deceafed this life, 
Uxone Ctuated betweene the two Rivers Czncjim and 
rilid,Kwne, lida 3 smd Vfita.

The je- 
venth Palatinate is Kiovia, the chiefe towne whereof is 
atfo called Kiovia , which is an ancient Citie,& which 
in former times hath beene a great deale bigger, as 
the mines thereof fhewe at this day, reaching 6 miles 
about, and lying upon the Boryfthenes, there are alio 
the townes Citca6,K*niou,iXi& Mezer. The eight Palati- 
nate is MiociJIavia,\ying upon the frontiers of Mufcovta,

it are alfo thefe townes, as Mietiftavia, Dambrowna, Co- 
rn, Slou, an ^rledome, Mohilovo, Byckow, Reczijcza, 6c 
Strifin, all towhe^with Caftles.

mer. The greateft commerce that is driven there, 
conGftetb in all forts of fine fpotted forrs , and skins, 
as of Foxes, Wefells, Martins, Sabells,and fuchlike, 
which yeelde them great profite,as alfo waxe, honey, 



fniU allies & pitch,from hence is brought alfo great 
ftoTe of waiSt into the low Countries wherewith 
Eplanke and Une their houfes within the Nether- 
lS! and make Cnbbards, Cbefts,Prefles,and other 
neceflaric houlhold ftuffe with them. As ; fo. Smo^ 
m which in their language they caU the Netherland, 
& 'by theRuffians JUfa* , it lyeth Northward, 
and is a large Countrie , ^hich confineth upon Litua- 
nia, fall ofRivers, and a vaft wildernefle , which rea- 
i cheth in length about jo German miles, and lyeth to 
2e Northwlrd of Liefland, Weft ward the Balticke 
Sea bcateth upon it , and then windeth it felfe : more 
towards the North,lying upon the other fide of Pruf- 
fia. In this part they have abundance of excellent , 
pure, and white honey , fo that almoft every hollow- 
tree is full of it . Townes and C allies they have none, 
the Gentlemen dwell in Cabbins, and the pefants in 
poore houfes like Swine-coats. The people of this 
Countrie arel^l, and of a goodly ftatore , but of a 
rude and clounijhbehavious, whichjive mcanely,ana 
1 quenchtheirthirftmoft withwater, becaufe there is 
fitde beare or Methegbne to begotten in this Coun- 
trie: before our times, they never knew, what golde, 
filver, braffe, yron, and wine was s they were permit- 
ted to have many wives , and when the Father dyed, 
the Sonne might marric his Mother in Law , and the 
brother his deceafedbtothers widdowe. This people 
is riven much to divination, and witch-craft. In for- 
mer times they held, fire for their Idol! , which they 
accountedas holy , attj of perpetuaU durance , and 
therefore upon the top of a very high Mountaine , 
mainteyned it continually with wood by'one of their 
Priefts. Next followeth Rnflia,which is to be under- 
f ftood of the Southerne or S wart-Ruifia, whereof the 
: chiefe Citieis Letftlu, a towne :of trading, &isadop* 
ned with the Arch.EpifcopaU6a.and containeth not 
onely this Countrie, but alfo theJLeop6uan,Halicet}- 
fian, Bellenfian, and the Premifibnfian confines. Now 
remaiueth the defcription of Voliniaaying betweene 
Lituania, PodolUandRoffla% whiffet the fruitfal- 
neffethereof, is muchjpmmended : theinhabitants 
are able, 8c good Soulprs.fpealdng the Ruffian lan- 

euage.This Countrie waspnee undferthe commaund 
of the great Prince of Lituania , but is now annexed 
unto the Kingdomeof Poland. It is at this day divi- 
ded into three Provinces, that is, the Lucenfian , the- 
Volodimirian,andtheCremecenfian. It hathalfoin 
Lit three ProvinciaU Cities, as Luczko , W olodomiria 
l^krzemaiecwbich have many other fmaller towns, 
andblasesnndertheir ^jurifdictions. In this Countrie 
there are many Meeres, and ftanding ^ters,wonder- 
l fall rich in fifh, and many woods alfoot wflde beattsv 
In this Map and difcription ye (hall finde Fedtlia , 
lying upon the River Tyra , which now they call the 
Wefterjit is a very frnitfaU Conntrie,if they caft feed 
I into the ground,they may reape it three times a veer. 
And for pafturage , the grafle is fo overgrowne there, 

V t \ that ye can fcarcely fee the Ox- 

ens homes that feede in it The chiefe townes are 
thefe, Camienick, Bar,Miedabos,Brezania , & Braf- 
law, and thus much for Lituania. 
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H E Cherlbneze , furnamed Tau*- 
ricke from the Taure* people of 
che Europian Scychie, according to 
Ptofomee, was a Province belonging 
to the Scythians , called Scythick. 

It is a fpacious Biland , which rea- 
cheth towards the Eaft , betweene 
fmm Ettxinus^ and Pain Mmide unto the Cimmerian 
Bofpbom, which feparateth Europe from Alia, being 
%\ German miles in length, and ij in breadth. That 
part of this Pcninfuk, which lyeth Eaft, and South- 
ward, and as it were in the midft of Perecofta, hath the 
winter very milde , and the aire very temperate j for 
about the laft of December , the winter beginneth 
there, but in the midft of Frebruarie is the hart of it, 
when there falls great ftore of fnow, and yet never- 
thelelTe lafteth not pafling three dayes, and when it is 
coldeft of all, and lafteth iongeft,it never dureth any 
longer, than to the beginning of Marclu This whole 
Countrie is very fruitful! , and good for the breeding, 
and feeding of Cattaile,both great and fmall: yet ma- 
ny of the inhabitants are folafie, that they doe not 
till , and manure the ground, though it is very fertill 
of it felfe: they live upon their Horfe,Cammells,Ox- 
en, Kowes,Sheepe,and other Beafts, which they have 
in abundance,and alio molt daintie and curious foule, 
which fometimes the Chriftians , and at other whiles 
the Turkes doe take , but the Polacks dare not med- 
dle with them: they have alfo divers kindeof game, 
and huntings, as the Stagge, Goates,Beares & Hares, 
in that part, which belongeth to the Tartarians , and 
the Turcks which lyeth next the Sea. There are hor- 
rible and hideous Mouutaines 1 , which part this Pcnin* 
tola as the A.lpes of ltalie doe into the Septentrionall, 
8c the Meridionall parts. (Mahomet in the yeere 1475 
poflTefled the Southernepart , whereof Ctpba, was the 
Metropolitan^ became tributairejin the Northejme 
part , tie Tartarians inhabited commonly called the 
Crimes, fwarming up & downe in the great champian 
fields ,betweene the rivers Boryfthenes, & the Tauais, 
having ofte changed pafture,& more then 400 yeers, 
accommodated themfelves with a town caUedCriw**, 
which they made their royall feate , and called them- 
felves Crimes. Afterward,they cut through the ueck 
of this Pemnfula, to make it like an Hand , and this cut 
& ditch, they called Pw^buUt a Citie, & the Kings 
feate upon it fo named , which they alfo called Tart*- 
resprecopenfes. Their King held aliance,and was m fo- 
lemne league & confederacie withthe Turke , after 
he had expulfei his bretheren , and prefTed hard the 
Citie of Capba , having encamped his Army before 
it , and he and his two Children were cut of by 
his Couocellours corrupted by his Ennemies, leaving 
behinde him an unhappie teftimonie of his amine 
with the Ottomans. For, he being dead the Tartar tans 
till then werefree.and unfubdued,how good teliowes 
and bretheren they feemed to be to the Ottomans,at 
laft were made fubjea,and became tributane. And as 
other of the Turkilh Provinces , were forced to re- 
ceive for their Gouvernours, not a King , but a BigW- 
fo y that is, a Vice-Roy ,fo they had one put over them, 
which sou verned them at the Turkes pleafure. Now 
befide Qfam, and Jfmtmfm Kingdomes of the Tar- 
tars,that manured the earth,& dwelt in houfes,which 
are at this daye fubj c& to the Muicovite 5 befide the 
Precopians there are other Champian Tartars, which 
fleece up and downe in theNortherne plames without 



keeping any ietled place limits , and bounds of their 
polleflions,dcvideainto troops,and flocks in certaine 
Provinces,whence they take their name whereof wee 
willlpeake inthe Mapsof Afia. lnthe Southernepart 
ftandeth the capitalL Citie Capba , otherwife called 
Theodofia, very faraours for the commerce , and tra- 
ding that is in it , and the ancient people of Genua. It 
lyeth upon the Sea-coaft, 8c hath a very commodious 
haven, and well provided, yee may fee befides,that in 
the time of the Genawayes it was very rich , and had 
great relbrt unto it 5 but after it fell into the Turkes 
hands: they fo penned up the Italian Chriftians , and 
ufed them fo bafely , that cow there remaineth no tc- 
ftimoniesof their riches j and this Citie for the molt 
part hath loft her prifcaine glorie, and lplendor. The 
Chriftian Churches layd flat with the ground , their 
houfes ruinated , their walles and turrets demolished, 
whereupon there were engraven many Geneva in- 

s now inhabited by the 
Turks, Arrians, Jewes, and a few Italians , and Gree- 
kifh Chriftians, andyet mainteyneth it felfe in fome 
reputation; becaufe of the trafick, which is in it , and 
the goodnelTe of the haven, lying lb well for the com* 
merce of this Byland : the loile beareth an infinite 
nberol Fruits, of Vines, and of fine gardens. Be- 
fide Capha, there are Precofia , which the ancient Gre- 
cians called Eupatcria, Pompehlis, SacerLucus , Vrmoit $ 
or AthMcs Courfe , or Grecida , Herackftm or Htmle* % 
which at the firft was but an obfeure Village , and a 
Cattle of ftone,ill fortifyed lying in the confins of the 
Taurick, or Scythian Cherfoneze , wherein the Prin* 
ces of the Tartars, or Cbams t as they call them , as 

petty Kings , and fupreame Lords have a perpetual! 
Palatinate, which they terme Begum 5 or Perecopenfe 
of all, who keepeth diligently the paiTages afwell of 
the Rivers Boryfthenes, as of the Tanau, and of all the 
neighbouring limits, and is appointed to gouverne 
over all thofe Tartarians, which inhabite in the cham- 
pians of Perecopia, and befide them Collovia, a place 
of good trading, fituated on the right hand of Pere* 
copia,fomefeven miles diftant from it: the C*4whath 
hath there a continuall Gouvernour of his owne. 
There is alfo Ingermenum, which hath a Fortreffe of 
ftone, a Temple, and a Va*lt under the laid Fortreffe, 
and right over againft it many notable things , carved 
in ftone done with great art, and marvellous cunning, 
for it ftandeth upon a large and a very high Mount , 
which made the Turks to give it this name , becaufe 
of the Caves and Vaults that are under it,which was a 
towne heretofore in great requeft rich , and famous. 
Cherfonefe, or Corfunum is the moft ancient Citie of 
theTauricks, which the Turkes call Sari Germenum, 
I or the yellow Fortreffe, for in this quarter, theSoile 
yeeldeth a yellow earth. The wonderful ruines which 
are feene there, teftifie plaincly , that it hathbeene a 
fumptuous,a rich and a ramous place inhabited by the 
Grecians, the moft ancient Citie of the whole Pcnin. 
fula, very populous,and much renounedforthecom- 
modioufneffeof the haven, lamfoli, or Balacbeium,* 
towne & Fortreffe taketh the name from fift,bccaufe 
the Sea here aboundeth with them. In this Citie the 
Genuwayes making ufe of the oppertunity of this 
placejmadeitafamous and a commodious harbour , 
and built there a moft fumptuous Caftle well forti- 
fyed: but now this Fortreffe and Caftle.houfes, walls, 
and ftately towers with the Armes of the Genuwayes 
and their titles engraven upon them, are caft downe, 
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VmirfuU or Pontick Chtrfonezt 



and wholly deftroyed , this towne now being inhabt- i 
ted but by a few Grecians, Jewes , and Turkes. Man- 
xopia or OHangutum , fo named by the Turkes , lying 
along the mo untaines and woods, is now not fo neere 
the Sea ; it hath two Caftles in it with Churches ; and 
twofumptuous Grecian Palaces , and is watered with 
many riverets of an admirable cleareneffe , fpiinging 
butofthe Clifts,andRocks,Cer^»*isatownebelon- 

ginc to the Tartarians , under the jurifduaion or the 
chams, which iyeth obfeure , and lowe , fituated ^upon 
the mouthof Meotis, andupon that ftraight, which he 
nameth the Cimmerian Bofphorus, and the Tartars call 
it , a towne a Cattle fortifyed with a very ancient, 
large, and a loftie wall, and for the largnetfcfc repu- 
tation thereof, differed! much from the othertownes 
of the Mediterranean Tauricke. This towne in the 
times before the comming in of the Genuwaycs into 
Taurick, feemeth to have beene inhabited , and ^ma- 
nured with a great number o?Mabomitan people, which 
came thether out of Alia : for the ancient Mahomttan 
Temples ftand afwell within , as without it in great 
number,having Chaldean Cbaraffers engraven m great 
ftones:itappearethbytheruinsthereof,and by the 

large circuit of this place, that in times pad, " hath 
ieenc a very famous Citie , and was much inhabited 
by thefe people. The Cham hath a Mint m this towne, 
and alfo a Fortrefle wherein the Chams Concubines 
are kept perpetually, even as long as thev live : then 
tipon the furthermoft part of this region,ftandeth the 
Citie Tanas, where the Tanai falleth into the Sea 5 the 
Ruffians callit 4**, which is a place of greattrading 
for all the Eafterne nations , whether all come to buy 
and fell at their pleafure ; there are fome othertownes 
befide. The Rivers which water it, are great & many 
falling downe from the next Monntaines ; the chief e | 
are BoryflJienes,commoniy called the Nieper, having 
a moft deepe, & a fwift ftreame, which running from 
the North, falleth into the bofome ,or River Carctntt, 
whichafterward difchargethitfelfeihFwW Euxinus 
upon Oczacovia, Don, Ariel, Samara, and many others. 
The Cimmerian Bofphorus , whereof wee have fpoken 
even now, reachethunto this Cherfonefe, and is a 
ftreight, which feparateth Europe ftom Alia about the 
breadth of two thoufand paces , by which the Palm 
Meotide runneth, anddifchargethitfelfe intothe Por> 
tick-Sea- it is edited Cimerian of the Bimmerians , who 
inhabited the coldeft part thereof. The Palm Meo- 
*«fc,tyeth neere unto the mouth of PA^which recei- 
veth the Tanai into it,called by the Scythians the Mo- 
ther of the punt , in regard chiefly of the abundance 
of waters.which fall into it . runnii 




merian Bofphorus, and from divers o 1 . , 

make this Palus fo to fwell , that they overaow the 
Ihoars, and banks thereof, by receiving many Rivers 
into it : this Valm aboundeth in filh , & likewife Pont us 
Euxinus y whereof the upper part of the water isfrelh, 
and the lower part brackifh , at the firft it was called 
Axentes Inbofpitaliter,oT according to Sophoclus Apox- 
inus, either becaufe no (hipping could come to it, or 
elfe becaufe of the Barborous Scythians,which dwelt 
there,and flew and murthered allForrainers & Jtfew- 
commers into it. The Mountaines are very craggie , 
and troublefome to clime and paffe, efpeciaily thofe, 
which divide the cherfinefe in the midft , there are di- 
vers other befide very famous, whereof the greateft, 
and the higheft of all,is that which hath a great Lake 
upon the very top of it. They adminifter their Lawes 
and Iuftice accordingto the Mahometan Law,among 
the^fwmnthetownes and Burroughs of the Cham 
and other Sultans. Their Prieft called Cadf, or Judges 
in the Bourroughs, Begis, or J urifdi&ions, are perpe- 



tual!, and judgeof injuries betweeee man and man : 
but fuch as concerne life and death, or theft , which 
weecall criniinall, orcivilU the Cham andhisCoun- 
fellours judge and cenfure them , and they have no 
need of anybouncellours at Lawe> or Atturneys, tor 
they ufe no fubtilities,excufes,puttingsoff > or delayes, 
For the meaneft and the worft conditioned of the 
Tartan* or Strangers arc quickly difpatched by the 
Cham & his Judges, who alwayes give them hearing : 
they themfelves are plaintives & defendants for they 
aive free accelTe, and audience to all men* They in- 

itruft their children in their youth in the Arabick let- 
ters they keepe not their daughters at home , but 
fend them abroad to be brought up,and inftru&ed by 
their neereft kindred , & their boy es growing bigge , 
are given to the Cham, or Sultans to ferve them , and 
their daughters being of age,are given in marriage to 
the nobleft Turkes, or Tartars- The chieteft , and the 
nobleft Tartars follow the Princes Court, neither are 
* they cloathed in coftly apparell , nor make any often- 
tation,but goe honeftly, and comely according as de- 
-cencieand neceffitie requireth. They may have as 
many Wives, as they can well keepe , and maintame, 
according to the Mahometan Lawe, and ufe to buy 

them ordinarily of the Petigorans , who though they 
doe not bringthem up very delicately, nor keep them 
proudly, yet neverthelefTe modeftly,and cleanely ac- 
cording to the faftuon of that Countries but fuch as 
beare them children,they make much of them , and 
they are kept more honourably , & in greater pompe. 
Before Straungers arrived in this Taurick, or peninfi- 
la, this people being wilde and fauvage femed to have 
had many clownifh manners, as appeareth yet among 
the ruder fort of them: for as then they had not recei- 
ved the rights and Mahomitan Lawes , neither lear- 
ning , nor civill manners : but now the Tartars have 
learned humanitie and civilitie of thcTur^es, &their 
falfeferviceof God 5 the moft part of their Nobles 
are given to Holpitalitie. When the Cbam walketh 
' abroad, none iskept back from him, yea the meaneft, 
and pooreft may come before him , and having feene 
him; will prefently aske if he have any thing to fay 
unto him : they reverence their Princes , and adore 
them as Gods. Their Judges follow the Mahometan 
Jlawe, which are accounted perpetual^ and Spirituall 
Divines, and are held among them for men of Equi- 
tie , of an upright dealing , and of a honeft reputa- 
tion. They know not what controverfics and crimi- 
nall accufations ofjufticemeane,neither of riots lefle 
important to theinterrefled, much leffe what envie , 
hatred* exceffe and all kindc of luxurie, and likorifh- 
neffe i$| neither are they ambitious either in their 
lives, or in the manner of their cloathing. Neither 
doe they carrie in the Princes Court , or at home any 
bowes, arrowes, fwords, or other armes , laving when 
theytravell, and the Straingers which paffe by the 
way-fide,unto whome they are very kinde and loving, 
and are given to Hofpitality. The nobleft of them 
eate bread, meate and other viftualls, anddinke aqur 
vita, and methegline. The Husbandmen , or the mea- 
ner fort ufe no bread but eate honey, and have nulke 
mingled with water, which they cM.Cafa , and make 
cheefe of it , and fortheirdrinkethey quench their 
thirft with Mares milke.They cut the throats of their 
I Camells, Oxen, and Horfe, when they fee them taint 
and finke under their burden. For all thofe which are 
Artifans , or handie craft-men, or trade ( are either 
Slaves,or Servants to the Chriftians, or Turkes, Arri- 
ans, Jewes, Sarafms, Petigorians , which are Chrifti- 
ans, Philiftins, or unknowne Cynganes,and people of 
ameane con&ion. 
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& E Kingdome^of Poland, taketh the 
name from the e vene (Te , & piainenefle 
of the feilds , which the Inhabitants in 



their language call Pole , becaufe the 
Cou ntrie is fo litlc fwolne with hills , fo 
that one may travel! through it in many places, & fee 
not a hilUlt is a large and a lpacious Kingdome,which 
bqundeth Northward upon Pomerania and Pruffia , 
Eaft ward upon Mazovia and Lituania s on the South 
part lycth fciungarie, and on the Weft fide the Marqui- 
late of Brandcnburgh , Silefia & Moravia* It is in length 
4.8amiles,& in breadth fome 300. The aire is pure & 
good, but exceeding (harpe, and the winter very cold ; 
in fo much that it yeeldeth neither grapes nor wines: 
otherwife it is exceeding fruitfull,producingal things 
needfull for the nourithment of man : yea and that in 
fuch abundance , that it richly furnifheth other lands $ 
lb thatPoland hath great trading with other Coun- 
tries^ every yeere there is tramported out of it great 
(tore of corne and graine,as bat ly,rhye,beanes, peafe, 
andfiich like: alfo amber,' wax , honey, furrs,flaxe, 
hcmpe,pitch,tarre,hoppsand Pot-a(hes. Moreover, 
we mutt not conceale their trading in oxen and horfe, 
which are here very large ifnd great , for your Folifh 
beeves are very 6tt,having an^xcellent taft,and their 
horfe are fent in great numbers into f brraine Coun- 
tries,efpecially into Saxonie , and other parts of Ger- 
manic In ftead whereof they returne curious wines, 
• fpiceries , and diverfe other commodities, & have not 
onely all forts of wine, but tha&in an incredible abun* 
dadce. A great part of the wealth of this land, is con- 
fumed partly in fpiceries , and partly in Silks,Satins,& 
Velvets 9 which are brought unto them from divers 
Countries. In every part of this Kingdome alfo,there 
are Salt-pits, out of which they pick great clodds of 
Salt,which being ground, aii(i beaten to peeces , ferve 
for the ufe of man. And though this Countrie is fitu- 
ated in a very colde climate : yet it produceth all forts 
of Fruits* as aplcs, pearcs, plumes, peaches, cherries, 
cheft-nuts, pompions,&c. Alfotn the hills there are 
Mines, out of which they fetch all forts of MettaU$,& 
Mineralls. And albeit this land is for the moft part 
fruitfull and levell : yet upon the confines of Hunga- 
rie,Silefia and Ruffia',there are great Mountaines,and 
great woods, wherein there are an incredible number 
of wildbeatys for hunting,, and all forts of foule for 
hauking,and fowling: efpeciaily, Beares, wild Horfes, 
wild Bulls,Elands,Stagg$, wild Afles, &c. There are 
alio in many places Handing waters , as Meeres and 
Pooles,wherein there are taken abundance of filh. 

The chiefeft of the Rivers is the Weichfel , which 
hathitfpring-head out of theSarmatian Mountaines , 
lying betweene the Confines of ulefia, Moravia, and 
Hungarie, & running through Poland, being 400 miles - 
navigable arid full of (hipping at laft difchargeth him- 
felfe by Danzick into the Balticke-Sea. The other Ri- 
vers , which runne into the Wekhel are thefe , the San ,

Now concerning this nation , it feemeth their of- 
fpring was from the Sclavonic and Sarmatian people , 
who in ancient times came out of Sarmatia , and inha- 
bited here on this fide of the Wetch\e^ & tooke in thofe 
parts & places, which the Vandals in former times had 
pofTefled , who had fpread themfelves all over this 
land, and brought many Countries uuder their power 
and fubjedion. ThisCountrie at the firft, tor a long 
time was gouverned by their Princes , who contented 
themfelves onely with the tide of Dukes, untiil the 
EmperourQtho the third,made this land a Kingdom, 
and exalted the Prince thereof Boleflam Chrobrus, anno 
1001 to the dignitie of a king , and honored him with 
the Polifh Crowne,of which title and name^yeeres 
afterward ? when as Bolejlam Attdax had tyranically mur- 
thered Stamlaus, the Bifhop of Cracow , they were de- 
graded from by the Pope of Rome, which title Bremi- 
y&w,who otherwife was but Duke of great Poland and 
Pomer. Obtained againe in the yeere 1295, fromw ch 
time forward unto this preient yeere, there hath been 
1 6 Kings , who have ruled , and kept this Kingjdome. 
The revenues of this King are about 600000 crownes, 
moft of w ch he patteth up in his Coffer: for the King- 
dome is divided into 4 parts 5 every of which keepeth 
the King and Court in allowance , & expences a quar- 
ter of the yeare, & contributeth money to hiswarrs, 
and the manage of his daughters. The Gouveroment 
confift eth out of two degrees, the Spirituality , Nobi- 
litie and Gentrie. Over the Spirituality the King had 
no power, neither can he undertake any thing , which 
concernes the affaires of the land ; neither liath he 
power to doe the leaft thing , without the fore know- 
ledge and preConfidcration of the Councill of the 
Land, as to beginne a warre,to raife any new toules 8c 
tributes, to eftrange any thing from the Kingdome,to 
make or ordaine any new Lawes or Statutes , tode- 
maund any money of his fubj e&s over and above his 
ordinarie revenue , for the coy ning of money , not to 
nominate any certaine Succeflbur , but all mud be 
done upon the Realmes~day,which the Poles call 
hpscbSo that fome compare this Poli(hGovernmeut,to 
the Government of the Venetian State. 

Theele&ion, or calling of the King.is made by the 
Senatours,or Palatines ofthe Kingdome , who have a 
great power, and authority in this Kealme, and are or- 
dained as Councelloursto the King : they are in num- 
ber 34, among the which there are three Lord Caftel- 
lansandaCaptaine, The' moft part of the Nobiiitie 
are men of great judgement and underftanding» which 
they encreafe much by their travells, & fpeake di v ers ' 
languages,efpecially Latiue. They are hardy and un- 
daunted men ,thawH not lightly refufe to give bat- 
taile to the mightictt andproudeft Ennemte , having 
(liown themfelves brave Souldiers,elpecially on horfe- 
back,confidcring that the rnoft part of their ftrcngth 
confilteth in their Polifh horle , whereupon they 
mounte themfelves, and bring them galantly into the 
field. 

Seingthen that Poland , befides the other incorpo- 
rate Countries , is divided into great & finall Poland , 
whereof the one Iyeth more Northward,moiftned by 
the River ofWarta,thc other Southward, and is wate- 
red by the River of Weichell , we will confider the 
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townes of both parts , whereof the chiefeft in great 
Poland is Polna or Voleufi mated upon two fmall hills, 
& the aforefaid River of W*rta, running betwixt them, 
which is cirt about withadonble wall ,,and is built or 

bricke, having upon the one fide of the Warta great 
and large fuburbs , which by nature is (hut m wichn- 
finehiffs and deepe ditches. It hath every yeere two 
nr. ncipall marts , it is the Bilhops Sea and all thele 
townes followingareunderthejurifdjdionthereor.as 

namely, the Hamlet of Kofcien , lying 8 miles from it 
betweene moorifh groands : aHo Myedzyrtecze.whofe 
houfes are all built with wood, &lyethuot farretrom 
Jilefia and ftmtram, the third is Oftrefow , fituated u- 
pon a plaine field betweene two woods , the reft are 
Vffthm, Srcmici , Vnntt* and Rego^nt. Caltfa is alio a 
towne encompafled with walk. U pern the River Prof- 
na lye thefe townes, as Gntfn* , rjzJrj, Worth*, Naeble, 
LMd^mitySkfeta Sc Kelt, which itieemeth hath had 
in former time? both walls and a Caftle in it. 

The towne of Ok/m is likewifeenvironnedwitha 
wall,& lyeth upon a plaine field, betweenfome pooles 
andhiUocks, and was the firft towne, which was built 
upon the Lech,whetri»aw^<» Cbdria received front 
Otbt thethirdthe efeof this Kragdome,fiwwhich 
the Kings yet tothis day holdin great requeft. Stndu 
is a towne built with wood , havinga wallabout it * to 
which VUbniUMtck,Ptmctvia, totfrij* and Sftttmt- 
ru are fubjeft. Pttrictvu ly eth in a moontn place. Im- * 
eizia is a fine towne,having a wall and a moate about it. 
And Orlonis hath Pinec,3rtfm, Ktrtuqp, tuehm, and 
fome other townes under it. CmtvU, or rltdtjkvu the 
great,hathfubject nntofcWfetfk , lying upon anavi- 
gable Rivercalled ^outbf whtchtHe Marchants 
commodities of Poland are brought into the WtubfeL 
Under Beware jui&.C«^iff4and Ciw^. Cmf 
pbida next unto Gntfn*, is accounted one of the chie- 
feft townes of Poland,built wholly with wood,having 
a Cattle built with bricks .lying upon the Lake Gofio, 
out of which mfbnnertimes many mice came , & by 
afpedaU judgement and punifcmentfent from God, 
ate op Pompilius the Duke of Poland , who dwelt in 
this Caftfci. B*v* is a towne built of wood , and ruleth 
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over tbefe townes following, Sochacyvi4> Gofintn an4 
cmbin. F/^isafairetowne, ftanding upon a bill 
neere unto the Weichfel. and is the Bilhops- Sea. »- 
Jri*U ftandethuponaclift bythefideot tteWctchfel, 
inancient times it had a f aire Caftle in it but was de- 
ftroyed by the Croffier-knights , unto this belongeth 

Cmm is the capitall Citie of Poland the lcITer , ly- 
ing upon the Wticbfcl in a plaine: it is doubble walled 
veryltrong, and hath a Cattle ftanding upon the top 
of a high cl ift.which they call Vanei. In this Citie the 
Kiips of Poland hold their Court , and have their Sc. 
pulclires in it: befide it is the Uni verfitie,but hath nde 
chiefe Advocate in it, becaufethe King himfelfe ad- 
miniftreth that place. The Caftellan of Cwwtaketh 
place of all the Palatines in the Councill , whereas in 
other Provinces they take place of all others. Neere 
unto this Citie lye three other finall townes, to wit , 
CkpardU , Strtdnm and Cafimiria. There are 2 Duke- 
domes within this jurifdiaion,namely, ofiriicfc & Za- 
tor. ^)7i&^*lyethupontheWiechfela2xnilesfrom 
Cwm 9 fituated upon a hiU » encompafled with a wall, 
having an ancient Caftle, which hath beene able to de- 
fend it felfe againft a great power. Thefe townes fol- 
lowing are under it , firft Chmto ftanding in a plaine 
field , and is famous in regard of the mines that are 
neere it , wherein they finde Azur and Silver : then 
> KorcWtWmcU, Pihtto, Ofocqio, tedmia Pctoiic , Z*n- 
Ificbbt Zone* and Udogofl. Lublin lying on the other 
fide oi the Weichfel, is fortifyed with a wall, a moate, 
and a ftrong Caftle. It hath three free-marts in the 

yeere,unto which there reforts divers Turcks, Arme- 
nians,Grecians,Dutche$,MufcovitesJLieflanders,and 

a great number of other nations befide. In the times 
of Paganifm, they adored for theii Gods, l*pttr % flm t 
j nhtujdm* Cms and Vtm % as other Heathens did. In 
I the yeere 963 they received the Chriftian faith. At 
this day there are in Poland many religions and fefts, 
fome follow the Romifli, others the reformed church, 
and embrace the do&rine of bttbtr and Cdlvi m Th$re 
are alfo Iefuites , Arrians , Anabaptifts and Socinians, 
which Seds are here all tolerated. 
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RUSSIA, lying in the furtheft 
part of Germanic, tooke the name 
from the Boruflian people : for P/a- 
lomee declareth, that tney pitching 
themfelves downe neere unto the 
Ryphean Mountaines , which run 
Northward * not farre from the 
fpringhead of the River tanas, at laft grew weary of 
that place, & fell with all their might into this Coun- 
trie, naming it after their owne name Borufia , which 
by altering of a letter or two is called of this daye 
Pruffia. On the Weft fide this Countrie is bounded 
with the River rifuia, or the Weifle, and Northward 
it is watered all along with theGulfe of the Baltickc 
Sea, on the Eaftfide the Akni, fronter upon them,and 
Southward the Hamaxoby. It is in length from the 
Northto the South part 58 Polonian miles, and from 
the towne of Torvina to the Caftle Memuk it hath 
fomefto miles in breadth: the aire isipleafant and 



is very fertill,and in that they are much morehappie, 
than their neighbours : the Soile yeeldeth great ftore 
of Wheate^luch for goodnefle putteth downe both 
TtloniAwA tituani*. It is as rich in honey and Bees.as 
any other Countrie that lyeth Northward: there are 
in it abundance of Cattaile , and excellent hunting in 
the mightie great and thick woods , which are ftored 
with all kinde of wilde beaft : befide , Beares , wilde 
Boores, and Red-deete, whereof they are full , there 
are alfo wildeBulls,«ceeding ftrong,andfwift:,which 
are commonly called BufBet. They bred alfo Bifon- 
tes, with long and rough haire, which are a kinde of 
wilde Oxen , and of wilde Horfes , upon which the 
Inhabitants feede, they have alfo in them abundance 
of Alces which they commonly call Elands , Mules , 
and Martins. Tillthe time of Frederick the 1 1. Em- 
perour, many of the Pruffians were Pagans , and Ido- 
laters,under whofe gouvemment the Croffier-dutch- 
Kniehts fubdaed them An. mj.atwhich time they 
received the Chriftian Religion, but afterward in the 
Veare 1419 the Provinces & townes of Pruffia , being 
forced thereunto through the avarice,andcrueltie ot 
the Crofter-Knights , they became fubjec* to Cab- 
minis King of Poland.and 3 »pres after, renewing 
theirrevoft , they fould Marieburgh with fomeother 
Caftles and Townes to the King for 47600 pounds: 
but afterward the Marie-Burgers ; refufing , obed.ence 
totheKin^thewartscontinnedfolongonbothfides 

with variable Succeffe.till at length t^holeCoun. 
Se cameunder the power of Albert of Brandenburg 
he laft dutch-mafter, who at Cracouw , was made by 
SiSnund King of Poland, a temporall Pnnce , and a 
ffi NowtleBarbariansbeing partly wpnJW ,

Gods dwelt in the woods and wildernefles , and that 
they muft offer therd unto themi to appeafe them, Sc 
that from them they muft obtaine the Sun, &rayne. 
They were iikewife of that opinion , that they ought 
toworfhipallfortsof wildebeafts , efpecially the AU 
ces, or Elands, which kept themfelves in the woods, 
as Servants to the Gods, and therefore they ought to 
doe them no harme: they belee ved alfo , that the S un 
and the Moone, were the chiefeft and pnmane ot all 
the Gods, They worihiped the thunder, and light- 
ning, as other Heathens did, and beleeved that by 
praying unto it, they might hinder or raife ftormes & 
tempers. I* their olfrings they facrificed Goates m 
regard of the fruitfulneffc of this beaft : and faid alfo 
that the Gods held their habitation in great hollow 
trees, as in the oaken, and in the alder trees, & others 
I befide:forwliichcaufetheywouldnotcutdownthofc 

trees.but worshipped them,as the houfes of the Gods. 
So great was the Idolatrie and Superftitionof thele 
Boruffiansin former ages, andfo Barbarous^thatthey 
1 held it for a thing impoffible, when it was tould them,

Th* t»»nis among which are reckoned Strabo, Ptolomie, Mela, 
v umitr. Plinius, and fome other Grecian jandLatine Writers, 

make the Rhyne, and the Viftula to be the bounds of 

high Dutch-land. Tacitus writeth that not fo much 

the Viftula , as the terrour, feare 6c mountaines , part 

the Dutches from theD^^and^r^/ifw.Atthis 

daye under the name of Germanie are counted all 

thefe Countries which fpeake Dutch , and therefore 

palling the bounds of Ptolomie, Germanie contay- 

neth in it Rhetica, Vindelicia, Auftria, and part of lU 

lyricum, unto theEdgesof the Mountaines of Trent. 
Likewife,on the other fide of the Rhyne the Dutches 
poiTefled the Romaine Garnifons, and Colonies , to 
mtiConJlance^BafflsStraesburgiSpier^FFormSiCobelentZy 
Bon 9 Collen, and other places, eu en to the Seafide. For 
as^ir^/f«fwitnefTetninhis fecond Hexameron » that 
the Rhyne heretofore was the b ounds of the Romilh 
Empire; where, upon the left fide towards Gaule,the 
Romane Prefidents, and Gouvernours warred conti- 
nually upon the Dutches, partly to hinder their in- 
roads &: incurfions, and partly, that they themfelues 
might fall upon the Dutches,and that they might the 
better defend thofeDutches,which came under their 
protedtion* And this was the onely caufe that fo manie 
* ancient Townes where built upon the Gaulifhfide of 
the Rhyne, and fcarcly none on the other fide, as the 
lamelikewifeisleene along the Donavv. Atthisday 
alfo theHelvetiaas otSvvitfers are reckonhed among 
the Dutches, & alfo whole Prujpa beyond the Viftula 
or Weixfely fo that the Confines of Germanie at this 
time,extend themfelues farther, than they didin the 



grave of HeiTen,of Duringen,the Vpper &: Nether dmes 
Elfatiay the Prince-Eledorate , and Marquifates of 
Brandenburgh , and of Baden. The Eariedomes of 
Embden 9 of Oldenburg, Ben them, Up, Diepholt, Huy, 
Mansfelt , An holt, Stolbergh, T irol, &c. and feing that 
Livonia or Liefland, is under the fubjedion of the 
Dutches, wee haue rekonned it alfo in Germanie.

Having declared the fituation,and bounds ofGcr- f?; 
manie, now followeth the qualitie, temperature, and 
fcrtilitie thereof; caufed by the Climates, and the af- 
peftof the heauens. Germanie then lye thin the Nor- 
therne temperate Zone, under the 6. 7. and 8. Cli- 
mates, betweene the degrees of latitude 47. and 55. 
and of longitude 24»and 46. The longeft day in Sum- 
mer in theSoutherne paralell is 1 y.houres and ahalte. 
and in theNortherne paralell is 17. hourcs and a quar- 
ter : The circumference of this large Countrie is 
2600. Englilh miles : the figure is almoft an exa& 
fquare, each fide being in length 650. miles. And 
though Cornelius Tacitus writeth, that Germanic is 
of a fharpe ,and a rough Aire, as likewife Seneca ma- 
keth mention, that they haue as it were a continuall ng s ^ 
Winter : yet it appearcth a^this prclent to be of an 
other countenance, as having the Airelweerc and 

Eleafant, though fomewhat coldiih, which maketh 
ealthfull &: able bodied men.The foile is very fruit- 
full for the bearing of Barlic-wheate,Ryc, Beancs, & 
Peafe, Buck-wheate,& fuch graine. They haue manie 
faire, andgoodlv pafture grounds, and very good 
Mines of Silver, (Copper, Yron,Lead,and other Me- 
talls, and in fome places they finde fome Gould. It 
exceedeth farre all other Countries in all kinde of 
Mineralls,and Metalls. There are alio manie quarries 
of Salr. Plinie alfo writeth,th^t Germanie produceth 
diuerfe precious ftones,as, the Cadmia,the Bloud- 
ftohe, the Chriftall, the Onix,the Allebafter,tfieTo- 
paze,theDiamant, and the Ceramitcor Swearing- 
ftone, as alfo manie excellent fimples & herbes , efpe- 
cially Sparages, andtheBrittiQiHerbe. It hath in it 
at this day a thoufand forts of plbafant Orchards , 8c 
Gardens , having many fruitf ull trees , herbes , and 
flowers in them, and alfo abundance of excellent 
wines,likewife great ftorc of Cattaile &wilde beafts, 
which would be too longe for mee here to reckon up. 
Caifar writeth,that many kind of wild Beafts are bred 
in AicfiyrcinianVVoodsyWhich are found no where elfe* 
whereof one diifereth from the other, efpecially an

dings to Bommel,&: leaving it on the left hand falleth 
downe to Lovefteyn, andPTercumyV/herc he receiueth 
the Maze into him, and then at Gorcum receiueth 
into him alfo the ftilland fofr-fleeting riuer ofthe Lin- 
ghe, getteth there the name otMerwey from the an- 
cient Caftle of the Merovaorum, which ftandeth in 
the water, and palling by it taketh his courfe by the 
famous Maiden-Towne ot Dort, and after he 
hath receiued into him two armes ofthe Rhyne, the 
one called th e Led, the o th er the 7/?/,pailing by Yfel- 
mont, and falling downe to Rotterdam, taketh the 
name ofthe Ma^e, and enlarged himfelfe , leaving 
Schiedam , and Flaerding on the right hand, running 
with a large mouth ana outlett downe to Geerfliet, 
and the Briell,leaving them on the left hand difchar- 
geth himfelf into the manie Sea. 

The Eems called by Ptolomie Jmafins, by Strabo 
mafias, and by Tacinis Ami fsia 3 as alfo by Plinie, & TU&m* 

Pomponius^lfwjfpringerhoutoffT^A^ alitle 
beneath Paderborn , and turning towards the North 
Eaft, runnethby VVarendor$>Grcfen>Rhenen>*xi&lAn- 
gen, afterward by Meppcn and Nebuifim, & ib difchar- 
geth himlelfe into the Northerne Sea at Embden , a 
Towne ofthe Chauci Minor es. 

The fourth river ofGermanie is called the Mcyne, 
by Pliny Manus ^y Pomponius Manis , and Menus by rfcitej* 
Ammianus* The Hiftoriographer Reginus, and fome 
other writers ofhis time, name this river Mo gen urn. 
"Whether this be not the river Julia mentioned by Vet- 
leius PatercuKsit is confiderable, except in ftead of Iu- 
&itlhouldbeZ*pw, asibme Learned men imagine* 
This river taketh is head out ofthe FichelmountyTUiL- 

neth by Wirticburghy Padebergh,an& Franc if ot d y which 
Cirieforthat refpeel: is called FrankfordontheMcyne* 
and at Mentz falleth into the Rhyne feparating the 
Nether Dutches , from the Higher Dutches on 
this fide of the Rhyne. TheGreekiQi Letters ofthe 
name of this river makein number as many ciphers, 
as there be dayesin the yeare, namely $6%. 

Thefifthriveris the Neccar,k called from the cu- 
rious grapes, and wines, which that country yecl- 
deth, through which it paifeth, according tothete- 
ftimonie otRhcnantu.This river by the Ancients was 
called theNir*r: the fpring-head thereoflyeth fome 
two houres going from the Donaw , and running 
through fVirtembergerland&tHcydelbergh&licthm^ 

the Rhyne. 

Now followeth the Albis or thcElue a very great 
ftreame, whichparted the $uevos from the Cherufiis, 
Velleius witnefleth , that be runneth 6y the limits of 
the Semnons and Hermundurians. T mm writeth, 

famous river ofthe Elue, fpringeth out of 
uniuris, but Comade Celtesttizintaincth, that 
he taketh

wait, and after he hath watered many tcrritoir es , U 
palling by many f amousTownes,bet weene the Chau- 
cos minor es , and the Cimbrians of Holfteyn, difchar- 
geth himfelfe into the maine Sea. This is the fame ri- 
ver, upon whofeftioare appeared to Drufius thelike- 
nefleofawoman, butota greater ihapc, forbidding 
him to march any further, of which apparition Dio &: 
Tranquillttsmitt. The Latinc writers > wholiuedin 
the Barbarous, and unlearned times, call this river 
Albia, and the Dutches Elbe. The Bohemians from 
whence he fpringeth^aUethhimZafc* Fabritiusm. his 
^75w^Hiftorie,will haue him retaine his name from 
the number ofthe Spring-heads out of whichhe flo- 
wed*, whichare Eleuen, or as the Bohemians and 
Saxons fay , from eleuen brookes, and rivers that run 
into him, For asFabritiusrelateth, this river hath his 
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head in that part of the Schvvartzvvalt, which ;bea- 
reththe name of the Giants, commonly called Ri- 
fenberghy fromeleUen fountaines orfprings, which 
hedefcribeth byname, the which mccte altogether, 

& make the Elueftreame , (otelue or elbe in Duytch 

fignifieth eleuen. 

In the feuenth place we come to the river Snevw, 
which by fome is called Viadrus, and now in thefe 
times by changing of fome letters , Oder a. The Oder 
taketh his courfe through^mw,ad by many waters 
running into him is encrcafed , pafleth by Franck- 
ford on the Oder, fo named from this river , andfo 
downewardunto#*//»a Sea and marchant-Towne, 
and by the Epifcopall Towne of Camin , where he 
fpreadcth out into a Lake, and at laft difchargeth him 
felfe into the Sea. Therefore thofe erre greatly, who 
thinke that the Spree (which likewife is a notable ri- 
per, running by the Towne of Brandenburgh , and fal- 
ling into the Elue at Havelburgh) mould be the river 
Suevus, or the Oder , of which number Bilibaldusis 
one,whenhewriteth, that the Sprea runneth into the 
maine Sea, by the Haven Towne Sunda. 

Next followeth the VifirgtSy vulgarly called the 
VFefery being famous becauie of the defeate of Vitus* 
as ? at n cuius flieweth , by Vio he is named life $5- 

m is , by Ptolomie Vifiggfs, 

by fmboBiJurgttssy & by Sydonius Vefatis. This river 
>fpringeth out of HeJ&t , runneth by Minden , Gottin- 
gen, Bremen , andatlaft difchargeth himfelfe into the 
, maine Sea. ' '

which river Bibaldm nameth alfo Vandalum , running 
through the Frontiers of Gcrmanie, bc«aufe that on 
the otherfide placeth the "Bur of am Sarma- 

tiam, and Iornandesthe Scythian. This river hath his 
head out of the Sarmatian Mountaines , watereth 
Cracauvv the Capitall Citieof the Kingdome of Po- 
land y and afterward growing greater by many rive- 
lets and brookes,which run into him,fpreadeth him- 
felfe into three outlets, whereof the one rjinneth by 
the famous CitieofDantzick, the otherby Elbing, 
and thc third by Gluckftadr. and at length this river 
with his three ou tie tts,loofeth himfelfe in the Venda- 
lianlakeorthePrufBanSea. 

Befides thefe rivers aboue mentioned , there are 
divers other rivers arid ftreames in Germanie^ which 
runneeitherintotheSca, orintofomeof thefe great" 
Rivers, which for brevitie lake wee will omit , and 
come unto the defcription of the Sea,which after the 
name of Germanic is called the German Sea\ for feing 
thatwereprefent unto you a Generall difcriptionof 

allGermanie,it will not be amiffe to fpeakefome thing 
of the Coafts, Shoares , and the Sea beating upon it. 

It is manifeft then, that the Moone is the caufe of the 
Ebbing and flowing thereof: for according to the 
courfe of the Moone the fea either encreaieth or 

, decreafeth the tides of it , which makes it come to 
pafTe,that twife in 2 4 hourcs (hee floweth and ebbeth, 
&the Seabeginnethtofwellandcomein,when the 
Moone rifeth in theHorizon:& whe theMoone tou- 
cheth the Meridian Line,& declineth Weft ward, the 
fea by degrees returneth againe into her hmits. Agai- 
newhenthcMooneietts,andgoethdowne, tovilite 
our Antipodes , then the Sea beginneth to flowe 
and^well againe fo longe, till (hee toucheththe Mid- 
neightline, and when theMoone arifeth in our He- 
ntijphereyxhzvi the Sea ebbeth againe into her bounds. 
And as the Moone doth not aiwaies rife at one time, 
nor in one place , but continually changeth her 

■ order , as ye ftcr day, and to day e : foalfbthemo- 
tion of the tides, are not aiwaies a like at a fett houre , 
but onely at that time , when the Moone pafleth 
Cadi Cardines. It is alio to be confidered , mat the 



Moone moiiVeth , and troubleth the Sea more, 
when {hee is in the Full , than when Ihee is either 
in her Quarters or in the waine : for the power of 
her influence is more , when Ihee giueth the greateft 
light , than when Ihee is a decreafing , or in her 
waine. muft alfo confider, that when the Moone 
is fall the tides flowe higher then ordinarie , which 

wee call Springtides. Therefore i^fgc/lus in his 14 
booke, doth not improperjie afErme, that the Sea is 
the Companion of the tMoone,in growing old , andjonge 
with her. The Moone alfo and this flowirig and 
ebbing ofthe Sea, through her afpefts , and Con- 
ion Aion with the Sonne and other Planets are either 
more or lcfle. Asforexemple , when the Moone 
beholdeth Venus in a convenient afpeft, andpaiTeth 
through her moift houfe, then the Seajfloweth hi- 
gher than ordinarily , and if (hee looketh upon 
il/*wandwalketh through his dry-habitation, men 

they decreafe i 

the elevation or thefignes , for when the Moone is 
in the fignes reSarum afcenfiomm , then the tides laft 
longer than when (hee aflendeth obliquely. Many 
excellent, and learned men haue marked this, chat 
the encreafe or flowing of thc Sea , never, falls out 
with the ebbing of thefamejuftatonetime , except 
die Moone be then in Stmts AquinottiaUbus fine L- 
tituiine. Wee miift not pafle ouer alfo > that fome 
pans of the Sea fuffer and endure the influence 
of the light, and the beames of the Moone, more 
then fome others ; and that either through re&i- 
tudinem radiorum , or in regard of fome other fe- 
crct propertie. .For when the Moone is Northerner 
{he fendeth downe upon the waters a more power- 
full influence and operation with her beames,than 
when Ihee is in her Southerne courfe : for die one 
caufeththe Seatowaxe , and encreafe in the Sou- 
therne Coafts , and the other in the Northerner 
Thc tides , and Sowings ftiowe themfelues more 
in fome Coafts , than in others , for in fbmo 
places they arc fcarcelyperceiucd, and in other pla- 
ces not at all. 

Now that we may fpeakefome thing of our GerJ 
mane Sea, itiscertaine, and mofttrue, that info mo 

Sarts one can hardly marke the motion , and 
owing unlefle it be mou ved , and driuen by the 
winds: efpecially , when the winde bloweth North- 
Eaft,forthenitrifethamaine,ragmgfarre andneere, 
with mighrie billowes and waues , fo that fome 
times the (hoars and Banks cannot keepe her within 
her bounds , but many times breaketh and over* 
floweth them. And though the Spanifti and the 
AtlantickSeais almoft bottomelefle , fo that itcam 
fcarcely be founded under three or foure hundred 
fadomcyetwee finde thatthe GefmanSea infome 
places is not palling 60 fadome deepe , and in the 
, verie deepeft not aboue hundred fadome , unlefle 
! upon fome Coafts of Norwav where they cann 
I finde no bottome becaufe of tne exceeding depth 
thereof. 

And which is more remarkeable that whereas all ^ rtt ^ 
other Seas , are brackifli , and haue their waters tni*tbts<* 
faltilh , this Sea hath freflie water, good to drinkei 
by reafon of the many frefli water, rivers , which 
run into it out of the Sarmatian Mountaines , as alio 
becaufe the Sunnein thofeplaces , is nbt fo power- 
full, to exhale out of them the clcareft, the ligh- 
ten: , and the fob tileft water , which is the caufe of 
the (weetneffe and frefhnefle in that Sea, as fome doe 
difpute : but furely, if this were a fufficient reafon, 
why then Ihould not the Amalchium y and Chronium 
I Sea have frefli water in them, which notwithftan- 
| ding* is found to the contrarie. Therefore it is 
" verely thought , that the melted Ihow, and the 

abun- 
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abundance of riuers falling out of the Sarmatian 
Mountaines , is the onely caufe of the frefhnefle of 
thefewaters. 

Whence arifed alfo this queftion,wherefore other 
Seas doe more eafily beare heavie laden (hips, than 
this Sea? the reafon is (lay they,) that the water of the 
Saltifh Seas, is of a more thicker fubftance,and there- 
fore doth carrie heavier burdens , then the other, 
whereas contrarie wife the thinneffeand lubtilitie or 
ude waters vfe to finke under their burden. Hence 
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it commeth to pafle alfo, that the water in this Sea 
ishghter, and better to fwime in, then mother Seas. 
Notwithftanding (by reafon of the loftie motion 
thereof the lbips feeme thereby as it were to mount up 
unto the iky,&prese tly to fall downe againe as it were 
unto the botome) itcaufethmoreSea-ficknefle and 
vomiting than others. This Sea alfo according to the 
feuerall Darts andCoun tries hath fundry and feuerall 
names, for it is called the German Ocean, becaufe it 
beateth upon the German e Coaft, and reaching fur- 
therWeftward: is named the French and Britifli Sea, 
and Eaftward the Sarmatian; it is called alfo the 

North-Sea, Arftotm Marc, Cimbricumy Balthicum, Co- 

danum, Suevicum , Vandalicum, ScjticumymiSirmati- 
eumy and thus much for the Sea, as the finallneiTe of 
this place will permitvs. 

The chiefeft mountaines inGermanie are thcfe,the 
Bolberghy the Mount Iftdity MtliboaKfichtelberg, Senus* 
SuevttSy Pfauvycnbergby BetiaUy Sprulsus, Vofetiua , and I 
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mir»r#t. to j J 0 rcfts> whereof the Herdnum 

all others in greatnefle , and by all ancient "Wri 
ters, as well Grecians as Latins isfamous, as name! 
in Pempmm Mela, who writteth thereof in the fern 
manner, as Caelar doth. Alfo strafoinhis 7.book< 
and Plinie in, diuers places. And notwithftandin 
this 

Wines fatrc'and wide: yet it conteineth it ielte in 
Germanic as 'well reaching Weftward as South- 
ward. Therefore Gi»r(S»«!fwillnotacknowledge the 

Ardtnneanltrefi to be any pare thereof ; which nevef- 
thdeflefomcin our timeshaue done. Carfar writeth 

inhfcfixth bookede bella GtOico, that this Foreft ex- 
tendcthitfclfitinlength, tfo.dayes journey, and*, in 
breath, fa bur times this Wood hath gotten manie 
names, for infome places it is balled Nigra Silva, or 
the Svvarzt-vvood, by reafon of the abundance of 
his Pineitrecs which growe in it, inotherplaces the 
Otto-weed, called after the name of O tto the Empe- 
rour,whoufedtohuntmuchinit. It taketh alfo the 

- name jfromthepeoplethatinhabitebyit,andforthat 
teafonisaifo calledthe thuringer'M Beemer-weed. 
Among thc cheruTces itkeepeth the ancient name of 
Hercynia Silvafit the Hartzvveld,oz theXefa-vveed, 
by reafon of the great ftote of Rofine which is found 

> in it Thefe woods alfo Pandrtphus Collenutm Pffau- 
riericis remembreth in his defcription of Germame 
with thefe words: The Sylva Hercyma for his great 
lengths eaching unto V Valkchit, 6cSevenbergen,hzth 
manie, & fundry names,till that it hath accofted the 
ntmoft ends ofTartaria,whcrche taketh the name of 
the Swart-wotd: the end whereof is unkno wne and 

unpaiTabl 

wild beafts that are in it 
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veiled through, becaufe of the ftrange fights and ap- 

«*r» &buildipgs of Getmanie, of which(forbrev,ty feke, 
>wrfe - " weewiamentiohfomeiandpaffebTothersJthe^n- 

fter or great Church of Straesbur gh with his goodly 
and loltie ueeple cattyeth away the bell from all 

others, and for the fumptuous worke thereof may 



betruely accounted the cijjht wonder of the world 
The beautifull foundation of this Churcn was be- 
gann to be layd in the yeere of our Lord loij, and 
anno 1277. under the 6ouvernment of the Biihop 

Conrade of LichtenberghyEruinu* of Steinbachy amolt 
fkilfull Architect and workmaftcr, began to built the 
fteeple, being indeed an admirable worke, thatthe 
like is not feene in Germanie, Italic or France:for the 
finifliing whereof ictookeup27. yeeres.Itisfromthe 
very foundation to the top of the apple wrought up 
witn fine foure fquare hewen ftones, being all lucent 
and lightfome : the aiTent unto the middle breath 
confifteth of foure winding flares, and from thence 
to the topp of eight. The higheft apple or knott 
ftandingupon the ground feemethto be no greater 
than abuftell , but being upon it is fo great and large 
that fiue or fix men may ealely ftand uprigh t in it.The 
fteeple is 5-74. Geometricall foote high , whereof a 
Poet in Adt ianus his Theater verfifieth thus :

There is alfo a moft artificiall & wonderful 
Glocke in it . 

And touching the Spiritual! State ofGcrma- ^ 
nie , they haue in it feuen Archbilhopricks , ^jJJJJ.'

7nderthe Arch-bifliopof Magdenburg>*$bcihg 
the anciienteft , and chiefeft of iGermaniej there are 
fouire Bifhops j to wit i bf Morjpurghi Naumburfhi 
Brandenburgh > and Havelbergh. There are 9. Bi- 
ihops fubjed to the Arch-bimop of Saltzburghi 
taeiy, oETrentyBrixen, Pajfivvy Frifingen t VVienyor 
Vianm% SeckiWy Gertz, Lavemnunty andchiemfei . 
This Arch-bilhop of Bremen hath fixe Bilhdps, be- 
longing to him, as of Lnbecky Suerim Lebusy Schlep 
wick y Bat&enburgh , and Hamburgh. Vnder thc 
Archibilhop of itiga, there are four e Biihops, name- 
ly, of Revel y Cur, OefeU and Verpt. The free Biihops, 
which are fubjeft to no Arch-bifhops , arc thefe of 
Meyjfcn, Bambergh, zxidRegenfpurgh.

ther. The Germans (as Casfar writeth ) when they 
were Heathens, ofted no manner of Sacrifices , hol- 
ding onely thofe for their Gods which they couldfee 
*' ^ andpercriue>fcbywh^ 

mfeht bcholpen > as the Sunne , the Moone, and the 
J*«butaftetwardin fucceecbngagcs,ask appeared 
by Tacit*} (who Uued under the Gouvernment or 
Emperouri^w)they had fome other Gods,as Mar- 
€Mfi»s>Herades,aMm,lJid*J>™A^ 
Gods. Alfoacertaine one called Ak'tm m&Vetleda & 
Amnio, t herame Tacitus maketh mention alfo , of 
the templeof ar%4ix*> andfaith moreover, thatthe 
Svvavikns worihipped the Earth as their Mother* | 
whomthey called AerrhamyZsUfGm readethit. Phi- 
tarck Iheweth alfo, that they hadfome holy women 
among them, which Tacitus name th^ F^^fir^r,^/- 
niasy andPolyowms Votes, which is as much to fay, as 
Sooth&yerSjjrhich could divine, or fore tell tome ru- 
ture things, from the noife of the waters, and by their 

t wrurlings, and turnings about. iElianus relateth that 
they could foretell fome things out of the Entrailes 
andby the fignes of fotoles. Aboue air they honored 
Mer curias , orTeutahts, not forbearing to Sacrifice 

men as Tacitus wimeffeth. 

In the times of peace they had flo public* Magi- 
Tbe mMaer ft raCe > DUt u f e d to chooie one when they went to 
t^nLfe warre. They tooke their moftpleafure and delight in j 
««. the warrs. Robbing and fteafing was accounted no | 

fhame amongthemasweereadein Crf/Sr. Andas Se- 
neca writeth,there was nothing in the world, which 
liked them better then armcs , for they were borne, 
andorcd up in them. Tacitus faith alfo, that when 
they had fatt longin peace at home , theywentto 
helpe other nations , which waged war re, carrying a- 
long with themtheirmothers, wiues , and children, 
which carryed their vi&ualls after them, which putt 
courage into them and ftirred them up to fight, and 
did not forbearc to fuck their wounds. They begann 
their fight with finging and leaping for ioye,and with 
a great noife and clattering of armes. He that loft liis 
ihield in the Battaile, it was accounted a great lhame 
Tor him, and that many of them for this caufe leaving 
the warres, through defperation and fhame hanged 
themfelues. Vio and Herodotus write, thgt they fwame 
ouer rivers,to which their light armes and tall bodies 
eaue much helpe, as Tacitus teftifieth. "We read in 



>#pirf4W,thattheydidnotfearedeath, imagining in 
theWeluesthatthcyihouldliueagaine. They were 
verie ftrickt in keeping the band ot Matrimonie, and 
contented themfelues with one wife , faving fome 
fewewho not fo much out ofluft,as by reaforurt their 
nobility tooke more wiues. The women that com- 
mitted aduiterie ( which nevertheleflc hapned fel- 
dome)had thispuniftiiment laydupon them,thather 
huf band, in the prefence of her neercft kindred, 
turnd her out of the doores,after he hadfliorne ofher 
•haire , beating her away before him with ftripes, 
through euery way and Corner.Everie Mother gaue 
fuck to her owne child, and never ufed any Nurfcs,or 
Fofter mothers for them. Carfar writeth , that they 
held it vnreafonableto offer wrogeorviolenccto the 
Gefts that came unto them for what caufe foeuer,but 
i rather did defend them from all iniurie,and violence, 
I which they held as facrcd, andkept openhoufesand 
their tables forniflied for allCommerce. Tacitus wit- 
neffethaflb, tharamong the Dutches, no man com- 
plained of an other mans fault, and thatgoodman- 
| nerswerein greater requeft among them, thengoo4 

kwes in other places. 

Their Diet and vaftualls, (feith Gaefar ) confifted 
moft in Milke,Ghecfe, & Flclhe. PUmmtehtethtiut 
they eat no other br, cad, butOaten^ 

nus faith, thatin the times of want aadfcardnetliey 
1 contented themfelues withrawmcats, and asCMelo, 
writeth they eatraw flefte. Mhenous affirmeth that 
they made their dinner of fmall pecces of meate ro- 
lled, anddranke Milke, and Wine upon it, Tacitus 
faithmoreouer, that they eat homely viftualls, and 
fometimcsapecceof Venaifon, Crabbs & Creame, 
& their Bearc brued with bariy or fome other grainew 
In their bankets, &feafts they were gluttonous, and 
c^ceffiue, andhelditno ftame to fitt night and day 
by it. Their cloathing faith Tacitus was a Souldier 
Caffack or Iackett , which they clafped too about 
their flioulder, and they wore very ftraight cloa&s* 
as cloffe to their bodies as poffibly they could. Such a 
manner of apparell writeth^Sidonius the Francks 
ufed to we sure. There women were cloathed in tho 
fame fafhion as their men , auctdrtfr Goats full of 
foulds , they worealfoforrsan^tbc fkinne ofwfld 
beafts. Informcrtimes they wg& blockifh and vnfic 
forariyfciences,butnoware«fewne moft expert and 
fkilfiill in all manner ofknopicdg, and manufafture 
to their great praife, and commendation, paflmgby 
all crafts.The Germans jlxcell all other nations in the 
fldUandknowledge oftjafting, 8C of forging of Cop- 
per, as alfo to handle and temper all forts ofMettall 
and Mineralls. The Art of printing was firft invented 
i there, & the knowledge or making of Ordinance,of 
I Clocks & Watches came firft from thence.To con- 
I dude, Germanie is become the feate, and habitation 
for all manner of crafts and arts , and there is no cun- 
j ning invented , which they haue not with induftrie, 
carefull diligence and knowledge augmented, ador- 
I ned and enriched, befides thofe which firft were in- 
I vented there. 

I Finally , Germanie is not onely provided with all 
manner of coftly wares, and commodities, but di- 
ftributeth them in abundance to their Neighbours, 
yea to manie forraine nations farre remote , to wit, 
moft excellentWinesjMoneyjSilverjCoppe^Tinne, 
Lead,Quick-filver, Vitriol, AUom, diuers Dyes and 
Colours, Lettanie, Corne, many Inftruments of 
Iron and Braffe,and many fort of other wares befides: 
and thus much of Germanie in Generall , now the 
I particular descriptions followe. 
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Mpnge the Rivers &Strear 
of Gefmanie, the Elue is not 
accounted the leaft, which in 
anciciit times was famoi^s , for 
{bme^memorable ads hapned 
heerejantGrjfi as Hiftorics liif- 
fidehdjr declare. It runneth 
farre & widifethrough Germa- 
nie, but our' Geographer, dc- 
rcriberfi no^more of it in this^Mapp mm that part 
thcreoftwrjich difchargeth it feife into thcNortherne 

Sea. The Elue par t«h Saxoiiie from Suavia, and hath 
his head as Tacitus relateth in Bohemia. It is that river 
upon whofe flfoare there appeared a woman who 
{peake to the grcat^)r«/?«f,anafor bad him to gbe any 
further, as D& 3 &Tranfruillw mention. The Heathen 
writers in former time^ river Albio , and the 
Germans at this clay the the Bohemians out of 
whofe Countriehe%ingcthJt4fe. Ittaketh his name 
febm the number Bicucn,' as Fabricius in hisDefcri- 
prion , andmemories of Miff a relateth , for he taketh 
his head fromEleuc'ri fprings , or Fountaincs, as thofe 
of Bohemia witnefle,or as thcSaxons will haue it from 
Eleueh layers that: run into it. For they haue their 
head-firings ( as Fabncius reporteth ) inthe5w4r/- 
wood from a plate called Rijinbergh fo named from 
the Giants, that inhabited there, where itiflueth out 
bfEleucn lprines,which he nominateth every one by 
their name, and meeting all together make this river. 
iNeerctmto;thefe Springheads, they. are finall&nar- 
rowei but running further growc larger and broader, 
making many crooked windings, by the Hamlet of 
MelmckinU) tneMoldauw,which rivcrdividcthPragh 
the Capitall Citie of Bohemia into two parts : from 
Mclinck it runneth into the Eger , and from- thence 
with manie turnings paffeth through Mijfta , Saxonie, 
z\\a\Wirtenbergh , and fb by Ma egdenburgh , watering 
many places to Hamburgh>Sto*d, GelucMaJt 7 and at lait 
with a largerncfuth difcharged himfclte into thcNor- 
thcrrie Sea, of this river Lucanus writeth thus : 

The Elue> and fwift&hyne ; haH to the cold-Nor- 

therne Sea amaine , 
Traverjing Germanie, throng many a pleafint Mead* 

and Ploine. 

The Elue is famous for the great trading that is in 
ff*mbut X h. Hamburgh the chiefe ciric otStorntarck , and the great 

commerce, which the Germans , the Ncthcriandcrs, 
thcEngUft,theSpagnards, totherNarions haue in it. 
This Citie lieth i8.Duytch-milcs from the Sca,as this 
Map demonftrateth. Touching the Originail of the 
nameof this Citie, wee wilHpcake more at large, be- 
caufemanic Writers doc not agree thercin.Thc moil 
opinion i$, and that which is moft probable , that the 
name thereof came from the Wood called / Wy mg 
betwcenc^r,and^&w, where the old Saxons be- 
fore the time of C*4r/f/»^<rbuilta Caftlc in the a- 



fore/aid Wood, & called it Hatnmeburghy knot Ham- 
burgh as fome would haue it , which to this day the 
broad Sealc of this Cioe^and the ancient chartcrs,im- 
munitics and priviledges , in which it is written Ham- 
meburghy doe wirncfle. For among the reft fuch is the 
content of the letters Written from Ltdevvick the 
Firft at Akon, which import thus much: We\ordaine 
with the unanimous confent of the Clergie 9 that upon the 
furtheS Confines of Saxonie over the Elue y at of lace catted 
Hamburgh and the whole people of North- Jlbmgy a Judg- 
ment State y havingtheir omvne rights, be crcfted. 

The Bull of Pope Nicolas , giuen iu the daies of 
Lodvvicithc Second , maketh mention of the Caftlc 
of Hammeburgh 9 and callcth it the habitation of the 

T^orth-JlUngtrs. 

When as thisTowne firft recciued the Chriftian 
faith , Charlemaigne built there a Caftlc , and appoin- 
ted Vtho Gouvernour over that Garnifon. Never- 
theleflc the ifluc 'and Succeflburs of Sigard Duke 
of WefiphaUay and chiefly Albion the CoUn-german 

of Sigard,. Succcflbur of Witikindy who* went and 

warred with Charlemaigne in Saxonie, ruled and do. 
minccrd ouer Molftcyn , & thcncighbouringplaces, 
about Hamburgh, and that the ilfuc of cHorUmaigncy 
after manie difcord and diiTention , being reconciled 
they gott this Citie againeintotheirpowcr, inwhich 
time the Dukcs^nd the Bilhop held their Courtin it. 
Which continued fo long, till that the Empcrour t 
Otho who had marry cd the Daughter of Magnus the 
laft Duke of Saxon tranfportcd over unto Adoiph 
Earlc of Schauwcnbcrgh the Dukcdomc of Hol- 
ftcyn, from which time forward the Dukes of Hoi- 
ftcyn gouverncd over Hamburgh , and adorned it 
with manie fumptuous building, and in the Cathe- 
drall Church ordained their Sepulchres. Buthow & - 
in what manner they got their jibertic at laft , divers 
Hiftorians fufficiently fhewe the fame. For after that 
the Duke of Slefwicky through the help of i^fdolphy 
the King of Denmarks Brother was expulfed , and 
Hamburgh brought under his Commaund,then the 
Inhabitants thereof begann to thinke upon their li- 
berie and prepared a way by giving of 150. markesof 

Gold unto the Earle of OrUmund. 

This Frccdome was afterward confirmed by A- 
dolph the Fourth , and many other priviledges giuen 
them bciides.To this Citie there was a greatrecourfc 
and rcfort in the yecrc of the Natiuity of our Lord 
1510. when as thofe of Lubec made warre againft 
the Danes, where into many forraine Marchants had 
their refuge. 

. In the dayes of the Emperour Otho , Pope Bene- 
diclm tranfportcd himfclf unto Hamburgh, whofe 
Epitath written upon his fcpulchre was this, Beuedi- „ t ii(L*t 
clu4 Pope of Rome Joeing by violence driuen from thcApofo- H^rtf,. 
like Seatey after he was called unto it againe 3 dyed At Ham- 
burg) the Jixthofluly, and was farted here, whole Sc- 
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culchre is yet to be feene unto this daye. In procefle 
of time the Court* and the Arch-Bifliops Seatewas 
removed from Hambutgh to Breme , whereupon 
manic difcords aroft bctweene the people of Ham- 
burgh and thofe of Breme, touching the Supremacie, 
andfbr the fending of Deputies unto the Provinciall 

Thelaft diAatchoftheDeputiesof theArch-Bi- 
fliop of Hamburgh fent unto the farrc remote Nor- 
. theme Provinces , as into Denmarke , Sweden , and 
Norway, into the OraJeslQind & Grocnland eon- 
Meth oftwenrieBilhops, whichwas rhecaufc, that 
this people were fo often affaulted: for affoone as 
there arofc any diffenrionamong the Chriftianstou- 
chineReligi6,they had their recourfe to Hamburgh, 
who Wctimes were furprifedby the Danes, and at 
other times by the Vandals , and other Naoon* , and 
that becaufe they knewe, that from thence was fent

Not farre from the Elue Ihoare upojn the river 
Swinge ftandeth the] towne of StoacU-diftant from 
Hamburgh fixe miles. ' This is the ancicntcft townc 
of all Saxonie , which, they fay was built jao. yeeres 
before the birth of Chrift, This t owne was firft de- 
ftroyed by the Danes»'afid reedificd by the Normans* 
ThcMarqiieffe, andEaries.of Stoad, among which 
Sigfrid* Sonne untp Henry /urnaincd the Good, was 
accounted one of the chiefcit, ?qd liued about the 
ycere ot our redemption i6o£. built a CaflJcihthat 
place where nowthe Theater ftandcth. S 

In this towne there was fouhd an ancient Hiftoric, 
written by Saxo Grammatics** > who maketh mcritibri, 
thatJfo&wKangofcDw^rjfewi^ 
mirallof the Sea, ran into the Eluc, and came with his 
(hipping almoft iq Stoad, to make warrc upon Hendi- 
gm Prince of Saxonie , who had taken in a great part of 
Jutland. Whereupon it followed , that they tor the 
avoy ding of the leaft bloud-lhcd , entred into a corn- 
bate in their owne perforis , in the fight of b o th their 
armies, to decide tneir quarrell, and Helgo hauing got 
the uppcrhand of him,the Saxons rctyrcd out or lut- 
land againc. Now this fame Helgo, liued foo.yeers 
after the birth of Chnft, and he that will necrcly con- 
fidcr all things,lhall finde that this is the townc which 
Ptolomie calleth Seam&nda , which difFcreth not 
much from this name of Stoad, as alio the fituation 
of the fame, for he placcth 4 it t in the longitude of 
and in the latitude of j 6. degrees, which agrecth with 
the fitc thereof.

This townc hath alwaicsbcene a harbour, and a 
rcfuecforftigitiucs,&harhmanicereatpriviledges^ 

&c immunitics,for the Inhabitants thereof may coinc 
money, and fctt their ftamp upon it and hauc free 
hunting #id hawking. All fhips which Mt up the 
*lue uncb H*mburgh,when they come to thembuth 
of the Swing, they muft fttick their failcs, 6c caft their 
ankors , to paye cuftomc and toll to th? Arch-Bilhop 
of Breme, and the Magiftrates of Stoad. Thcreis not 
a (hip laden with Wine coming out of the Sea, and fa- 
ring upward to Hamburgh, that can paffe, unlelTe 
they p*y toll to theCuftomc-mafters of thcWinc- 
fcllar ot S^oad> upon a great penal tie and a fine of 
money. This towne iri times pad was the Staple frf 
Engliih Cloathcs , which afterward removed from 
thence to Middlcbiirgh in Zealand , and fince to 
Delphe in Holland./ The Market place and the Ex- 
change of this, citie is vcrylarffeand fpacious. There 
areinit divers Churches, as that of S.Nicolas, S.Cot 

mus,S.IoBns,S > Grq5orius and others. The Townc- 
hbufe is of alargc bSlding, and the Winij-hbUfe br 
Sellar joyneth to it. There is alio an ancient Abbey 
ftandiiigin it , they hauc an able , and a Wife Council!* 
andthecurgers are very kindc loving and curteous* 
efpecially to Grangers , which the Englift ahd Lo Wr 
Country Marchan ts , who dwelt there and hid com- 
merce with them can witnefle. ; 
Touching the fortification, and ftrength. of this 

towne, the Walls, Moats, Bulwarks, and Turrets 
whichgirtit about, arefo ftrong that they areable to 

: : All thele appartenances arc be- 
fides enriched with fiure and plcafant meddowes , a 
wholcfomeairc, alargc Suburbe, andafruitfiill faile 
lying roundabout it. They adminifter juftice abfb- 
luray,&haucamoftfamousSchoole,ihwhic^ther* > 

are taught the Latine, GreckcandHcbrew tongijtt^ •'' 
y ta theliberall Arts and Scienoes,aijdAeifcyouA are ' - 
mftrufted pubhckly in the principles of bivinitic. 

A fewe yccres fince , it was taken in by the Earle of ; 
Tilly in the name of Ferdinand the Empeirour , who .- 
abbridged them of their privilcdges,which afterward 
the King of Sweden Guftdvus Adolf hue of immortall 
memorie tooke in againc , and reftorcd them to their 
former liberties andfrcedomes. 

nft Stood a mile and a halfe from 
ofthcrivcrlyeth Gluckftadt* which ainckjudt. 
is fo ftrongly fortifyed with all manner of fortifica- 
tions that it may truely be called invincible^ Ttiis . 
tpwnealone oppofod it felfe againft the powers and 
might of the Empcrour in the lafl warrs betweene 
him, and«he Kingpf DcAcmarkc, flopped and with- 
flood his armie cuenaftcr they had taken in Cremfen. 
Ncxtthatupon the mouth oftheEluelyeththe Fort 
of Brunfbuttely and then the Elue after fome fands and srunjhuttti* 
bankes , which appeare here and there , difctargeth . :

Hole Saxonie is devided into

vvenburgh, andtheDuchie of 
tMeklenburgh , which fome 
nameaccording to theGreeke 
Word Megafolenfem , for what 
reafon the Learned themfelues knowe not , feing it 
hath no congruitie with the Grecian tongue. 
rh limits. It was in ancient times a part of the Ki ngdome of 

the Vanddes , and runneth Northward along the 
Coaft of the EafterneSea, andEaftward boundeth 
upon Pomeren,Weftward the Elue (hutteth it in,and 
Southward the Marquifate of Brandcn burgh fron- 

tethuponit. 
The firft Inhabitants of this Countrie are called in 

Hiftories Hervei, obotrit*, and Vandals. This Coun- 
trie is adorned with many faire , wel-built , and popu- 
lous Townes. In ancienttimes the Towne of Swe- 
rim layd upon the Sea Coalt,and was founded before 
the Citiesof Lubeck * Roftockot Wifinar. Fiue miles 
from the Sea lieth the village of Ficbtel , where the 
Ancients, in regard oftheneereneffe thereof, labou- 
red much to bring that Sea or lake into the Balticke 
Sea, by cutting of a ditch,- butallinvaine, and they 
fared no better , then thofe that offrcd to cutt 
. through the ifthmm by Corinth, in the times of the 

E ^t > ^an r exceeding fruitfull Countrie, and a rich 
foileforCorne, fruit trees, timber, fifhe, as alfo for 
Cattaile,and Venaifon. The Latins commonly call 
itVucam Megafolitanus \ 

The principall Townes thereof are Lubeck, Ro- 
ftock , and Wifmar , andthoughX«^ doth not 
belong unto this Dukedome, nor doth acknowledge 
the Dukes of tJMecklenburgh for their Souveraigne 
Lords : yet wee will defcribe it in this map> as a neigh- 
bouring Towne , which lyeth upon the frountiers 

' 1 Tubeck then is a faire , and a large Citie , feated ve-

place, where the rivers Dravenna and Svvarda meete 
together . It is vereiy thought , that it was firft inha- 
bited partly by the Cimbrians, and partly by thofe of 
the village of Swart ovv, which lyeth next the Sea. 
It had endured in the time of the growth thereof, 
many a flirod brunt- For Anno 1 1 the Vandales 
pillaged, and burnt it , when as they could not be fuf- 
ficiendy defended by Adolph Earle of Holfteyn, and 
fo fell into the hands of Henricus Leo Duke of Saxo- 
nie , and Bavaria , who complay ncd that through the 
llartingh up of this Towne , trading begann to dc- 
caycat&fr/, and that alfo thofe of Lunenburgh, did 
fuftaine lofle by their trading in fait, which was trans- 
ported into cuery place from Oldejloo. 

Now after they had gott them an other Lord , and 
tooke much upon them , by reafon of their wife 
Councill, efpecially , through the interceffi on of the 
Duke of Saxonie, unto King Valdemaru*! they were 
permitted to haue tradingwithDenmarke. But after 
thit Leo Was put into exile by the imperiall mandate, 
the Emperour Frcdricke the firft tooke it in , and an- 
nexed it to the Empire* yet after his deceafc, it was 

reftored againe to Leo. 

Now when he dyed , Valdemam Duke of Slefwick, 
bafc brother to the King, gott it into his power, and 

being ill entre ated & ufed by the Danes , at laft they 

futt themfelues into the protection of the Empcrour 
redrick the fecond to defend them, and through his 
affiftance, regay ned their former libertic In the time 
of 40 . yeeres , manie ftrange accidents hapned to it: 
fo that by their happinelfe and profperity , no man 
ought to difpaire , or to be difcouraged , that doth af- 
pire unto fome great matter , but with a provident 
care > labour by all meanes fo longe as hec fees any 
hope. Since which time it hath bin very faithfull 
unto the Romilh Empire, and therefore braucly re- 
warded by the Emperours. 

Anno 1238. itendureda great lolTcby reafon of a 
terrible lire, wh ich tooke among the thatch t hou fes, 
which fince that time, they thatched their houfes no 
more withdraw* but couvered them with Slates and 
Tiles. In theyeere i3o8.therewas a great tumult, 
and uprore in this Citie > many feditious Burgers , ha- 
ving chafed away their Ancient Councill, and choofc 
and putt in a newe : though they could wei be igno- 
rant , how much it doth concerne the fafetie of a ihip, 
to haue a good pilot or Stecreman. . But fcucn yeeres 
after the old Councill was reftablilhed by Sigtfmond 
the Emperour, to the great joy e, and rejoycingof all 
the Citizens. The Magiftrates of this Citie are much 
refpe&ed, and haue great authoritic, and the men of 
moftwifedome, learning , and difcretion are chofen 
into the Magiftracic. there arc tweluc Burrow-ma- 
ftcrs elected out oft he Patritiis, andoutof thenobi- 
litic, and Centric From thefe there is no appealc 
unto the imperiall Throne. 
The Religion Anno 1 J30. was reformed m this 
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Citie by^^r^v^ 
called thereunto by the Magi ft rates. It is featcd ex- 
cellent well, and by nature is ftrong, provided with 
exceeding ftrong workes , built upon Piles and 
Beamcs driuen decpeinto the water. Therearetwo 
Streets init, which goe outright, from whence tlio 
finallcr Streets and Lanes tye upon the fides ot 
them , which makes the Citieto be kept vcry ncatc 
and clcane. The chicfe Churches arc thefe, The Ca- 
thedrall Church of S. Iohn, Our ladies , S. leamcs 
and S. Petersand others, whichare partly couvcrcd 
with lcttanieand plates of Copper, and afinegiiite- 
ring golden Knot upon the fteeple. This Citie is rec- 
konedtobe aijo. paces in lentgh; and 130. inbreatn. 

After Lubeck Wifmar followeth, whichin the Fa- 
xons fpeechfigaifietha Safe-Sea^ and it is fo called, 
becaufe the Haven of it, is accounted fafe and with- 
out daunger for (hipping, Someare of opinion, that it 

tooke the name from Wifmarm, a King ot tbcTM- 
dals, which is moftfalfeandfained. The foundation 
thereof they reckon to be from the yeere ii40)in 
which time this towne out of the ruinous walls or trie 
Citie oiMeckknburgh the capitall Citie of the Van- 
dals, was built by Cuncelinus , who fucceeded Henrh 
cus Leonmvx the Government. Itis of latemighte- 
lyencreafed, and enlarged by reafon of their Com- 
merce with other Nations , becaufe they haue a moit 
fafe and a commodious haven for (hipping to come 
in and to goe out. Befide this, there lye many Ham- 
lets, and Villages about it, which furniflheth them 
with all ncceflarieprovifions.And it hath much land 
lying without it, fo that 5 00. Burgers, which dwell 
within the Citie, each of them may manure, and till a 
certainc number of ackers of ground for feven.yeeres % 
together, according to their ancient cuftomcThere 
are three faire Churches in it, to wit, S.Maries,which 
ftandethinthemidftoftheTowne, S.Nicolas, ia 
rfci-Nnrrlv and S. Georges in the South part thereof. 
* „w * v ~~w-~oufeis a faire building,and fo issdfo the 
Dukes Palace. From thence unto,Sw*W», it is ac- 
counted fourcmiles , toRoftockfeven, andtoLu- 
beck eight. Amongwhich Townes the Inhabitants, 
becaufe of their civilitie and kindneffe, haue no fmall 
honour giuen them : as alfo their wife Magiftrates , in 
regard of their wholefome lawes , and ftatuts , which 
are muchrefpededj & likewife for the great diligence 
of their marchants , they : are exceedingly commen- 
ded among the Hanfe-Townes .Whereof Cranfm in 
his Vandalia witneffeth with thefe words following. 

Gumelintts, faith he, fucceedeth his Father in the 
Gouvernment & poffefled the Earledome of Svve- 
rin, which his Father had received bomHenrtcu*Leon> 
as a reward for his faithfull fervice. He perceiving 
that Mecklenburgh was an open place, and in lenght 
& breath very large, and that it could not well be ror- 
tifyed , begann to built a Towne upon the next Sea 
Coafts , which he named Wifmar , but after whofe 
name , itis notknowne, Moreouer he,faith, that if 
the Latins had been there , then it might happely 
haue bin called rightly Ctfinaria. But feing it was firft 
founded by the Saxons , it is uncertaine whence it 
tooke the name. Otherwife YVifmoria is a Vandalian 
word , where many famous and notable Men dwelt: 
fo tllatfrom Wifmarus, theTowneof mfmarmigx. 
be nam ed. 

Wee muft not forget R oftock , which is alfo a Van- 
dalianfr aHanfeTowne.lt is not fo called from Rofa, 
or Rofeto,2& fome imagine,or from a Red-ftan°,though 
the DutchNoune importeth fo much, but from the 
humide andmoiftgrond, which the Sclam, who in 
former ages inhabited in this place, named in their 
fpeech Roftock t which is en graven in the Towne feale, 
and agreeth with the Polifh Hiftorie. 
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It is reported,that about the veare of our Lord 2 2^. 
the Fibers , feing the commodious fituation of this 
xte™%*tt allured to come hither .and their made 

ShZ Suzts , and Cabins , and afterward GodfiaL 
^Kingof theObotritans , built atowneupon this 
dace B ut this is moft certaine ancLtr ue , that Pnbtf 
& Second, theSonneof ^/ f theFor«thand 
aft King of the Heruli, out of the decayed walls 
of neighbouring Towne; which was de- 
coyed by leo their owne Duke, built up the Towne

itafowne. Itisn^ paces in length, and 825. m 
breath, the wholecircuit inallbeing^ 
is not much lefTer then Lubeck , and is dcvided into 
thcOtdandNew, and the Middle part. In the Old 
there are three Churches , the one called S. Peters* 
the fecond S. Nicolas, and the third S. ™hmM.mth 
the Colledge of Students in the lawc. TheMiddie 
part which by an arme of the Warnow is dcvided 
fromthcOldTowne, hath two Churches in it , one 
named the Holie-Martyrs&S Johns, with theTowne- 
houfe, acveryftatelyBurgershoufesftandinground 
about it. The New Towne hath in it S. reames 
Church, thztoEtke Holy Ghe ft, SMtchels, the Holy 
Crofle, and eight Colledges,or Schooles in it. There 
arc three Marcket places in it : The Old , where the 
Hufbandmen and Pefants fell their Wood, Coles , & 
^arlie: The Midlc Mercate , where there ftandeth 
xxxany Ihops with divers wares: and the third, which is 
called the Hop-mercate, where they fell great ftore 
of hoppes , and then the Horfe and the Latine-mer- 
cate, as tbey call, becaufe it ftandethneere unto the 
Colledgcs. Thercareinit 140. Streets, and Lanes, 
whereof fome are called by the name of the people 
that dwell in them, others according to the place, 
where they are* There are feven great Gates , where 
thewaggonsgoeoutand in: As S.Petcrs Gate which 
looketh towards Pomeren , the Mill-gate , as ye goe 
into the Marck, the Stone-gate, &c. but two of then* 
aredamdup: there arc alfo. 14. fmall Gates, or Por- 
tals , which goe unto the Warnow. There arc feven 
bridges, whereof one of them is decayd through old. 
neffe-Their are manie antiquities in this Citie,which 
ailofthemarefoundto be feven in number, which 
this Dutch vcrfe following dothelegantly exprclfe*

The defcription of the Dukedome 
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H E Dukedome of Pomeren , lyeth a 

long the Eafterne Sea , &c was called by 
their firft Inhabitants Pamorri , whicli 
dwelt alwaies in this Coontrie. It is a 
plaine & a levell Countrie, having fewe 
hills in it, but is very fruitfull , and full of Fountaines, 
The fruit and Springs. There are pleafant Meddowes, goodpa- 
fulnefo. fture grounds , Thick woods ,and Groves , wherein 

there areall forts of Deere and Veneifon,& very good 
enable Lands. For befid&the tame Cattaile which are 
there in abundance, this Countrie yeeldeth honey, 
butter,flaxe,hemps, and other wares, which are trans- 
ported out of all parts of it , and enricheth much the 
Inhabitants. The Sea bankes and Downes are there 
fo ftrong and firme , that they neede not to feare any 
inundation. 

• Pomeren is divided into the upper and nether Po- 
meren : betweene which the Oder runneth. Nether 
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Pomerania (hooteth outEaftward,andcontainethin 
it the Countrie of the Vandals & Cafiubians. Upper- 
Pomeranta comprehendeth in it the Dukedome of 
Stttin and Wolgatt. In both thefe parts there lye 
manie fine Townes * amonge which Sard is not ac- 
counted the leaft. Some aflfrme , that this Towne 
tooke its name from the Longobards , others from the 
river Bartze> which lyeth neereunto it, and runneth 
into the fea. Butit maye well be, that t\ic.Longo6ards 9 
which inhabited a long the River Bartze , gave the 
name of this river unto it. The Countrie lying round 
about it, is very pleafant and fruitfull, for they haue 
many waters and riverets > through which they may 

biing their commodities by boats. They have fine 

greene pafturcs , great Orchards, thicke woods » ex- 
cellent feed and Comelands,many Cataile,grcat ftore 
of wood, fruits.wheate, fi(h, fowle 3 alfo honey, waxe, 
\vool 3 furrs, leather,and fuch like comodities m abun- 
dance , fo that the Duke of Pomeren in regard of fo 1 
many feverall commodities, had good reafon to make 
choife of this place, for his Court & refidence. It heth 
three dutch leagues from Straelfund , feven from 
Xoslock, and as many from Gripfraldt. From thence 
one may , travell veryCotnmodioufly into the We ot 
Kuttn, and into fome other Ides of Denmarke. The 
meanes of Bard confifteth in trading , which With 
cood profperitie , they drive in Denmarke , Norway, 
Sweden and other places. They trade alfo into farre 
Countries, be brue good beare, which with good pro- 
fitethey fell in other Townes. ' 

The chiefe Citie of Power is Sum , lymgyery plea- 
fant! v upon the Oder , and is fo famous and notable, 
that the Dukes of Pomer take their name from it, and 
entitle themfelves Dukes of Stetin. Itis moft certaine 
that the Vandals, a wild and favage people , inhabi- 
ted this Countrie in former ages , whereof m divers 
villages there are yet fome reOques to be feene, but 
for their ancient glorie they have nothing remay mng 
but thebare 

from a certaine people of Gm^^^ 
whereof P^/^makethmennou.They received the

great ftore , and the rivers abounding in all kind of 
nflie. The Oder there hath in divers places many 
bridges made over it, whereof rhe greateft and firmcit 
is asyou goe inro the S uburbs. Neere unto which there 
are many Garners of come and graiue , and divers 
wharfs,where they build fchipping for £fc fea,& boats 
for their freth Rivers. But the greateft bridge of all, 
lyeth over the Oder upo the way towards Datzick,but 
to Frankford on the Oder,yee muft faile,or be drawne 
up againft the ftreame. This citie is fortified round a- 
bout, with walls Turrets, Moats and Gates, and lieth 
foure-fquare. The principall Churches are S.Marics, 
S.^jcolaSyS.leeimes and others. There are divers mar- 
ket places in it, as the Herbe-market , the Horfe-mar* 
ketand the fifh- market. The Towne-houfe ftandeth 
hard by S.Nicolas Church in the new Market, from 
whence there goe ftreetes ftreight outright through 
the whole Citie. The greateft bew tie thereof is the 
Pallaceor Princes Court, which is built with fuch art 
and magnificency, that none of the Italian Courts caq 
put it downe. PbHiffm and Barnmus> Dukes of Po- 
meren , erre&ed there anllluftrious Schoole, and be- 
ftowed upon it the revenue of S.Othos and S. Maries 
Churches, ordayning foure Curates, and three Deans 
over it. The firft Duke of Stetin was called Bugjlav*l T he 
the 1 1, who died in the yeere of our Lord 1222. He Dukes of 
was the firft that conquered the Slaves and Fandalsl Stetin. 
and rooted out their language a Manners , Laws and 
Cuftoms , & brought in their places thofeof Saxonie^ 
Stetin^to is accounted one ot the chiefeft Has-tewnes; 
and though the Prince holds his Court within the ci-j 
' tie 5 yet they have not the leflc freedomes. The refor«| 
mation of the religion was firft brought in by one Pan* 
lus a Rhoda , fent thither by Martin Luther , when Bug- 
flavus was Duke.Guftavus Adolphus Magnus.King of 
Sweden , landing in Germanie with his Armie,after he 
had raken in Straelfun^mzdc himfelf fure of this citie* 
In the Dukedome of Wolgaft, ovBarden, lyeth a 
famous Towne adorned with all manner of Learning, 
and Civilitie called Griffwald^ which was built in the Griff* 
yeere of our Lord 1 5 46. Alfo another ancient Towne wald& 
named Woitin, which in former times belonged to the Wellin. 
\ Vandals , & was one of the greateft merchant townes 
in Europe. For all the RufUns % banes, Saxons ,Sarma- 
I tians, Smds & other nations, had continuall comerce 
I there, and traded too and fro. But the Inhabitants 
feing this great profperity , arofe unto them from for- 
raine nations , as alfo by reafon of the Chriftian Reli- 
gion, which did much encreafe , they fttidly prohibi- 
ted, that noe Straingers (hould make any mention of 
the new religion , and this was the onely caufe, that 
at laft by the concourfe of ftraingers they received the 
Chriftian faith. For being compelled to itin theyeare 

980 it was preached anioug 
Appoftates in the yeere io66,murtheringallthe Chri- 
ftians, returned to their old Idolatrie. Butatlafto/^ 
Bifliop of Bambergh , at the erneft requeft of Bolejl*us 
Kino- of Poland, and of Denmarke , etfeded fo much, 
thatthe Ghofpell was Preached throughout all Pomer, 
which tooke good fuccefle , that the three Pnnces 6c 
brothers namely Ratisberus, Bugijlatts teSuartefolcus, 
were baptized and received the Chriftian Religion. 
The firft Bifliop oiWoton was Adelbcrti but this towne 
beinff fore affiled with the continuall warn of the 

Danes , and much decayed , it was thought good , to

In this towne there are abundance of Salt-pits, or 
Springs , giuen to thelnhabitants, Arough ehe won- 
derMbleffingofGod: but whfcnthtyb^an firft o£ 

all to ipring, is not knowne. M© 
in the hiftorieof Otho theFirft, andHelmoIdns, who 
wrote thehiftorie of theSlaves, iaith, thatthefelaid 
Pits were kept by Henricus Leo Duke of Bavaria, 
Pnnce-Eleaour of Saxonie , Palatine and Prince 
o(Luneburg , in ftead of the Salt-pits found in OI* 
dello, which he commaundedlhould be flopped > to 

the End the Common-wcale of Lmenbnrgh* might 
fuftaine no dammage thereby. In the time or his 
Nephews fonne John Duke of Lunenburgh> thefe felt 
watersbeganntofcringupinmoreabundance. This 

City hath many fine priviledges > every ycerc fiue 
dayes before Shroue-tyde the chiefeft of the towne 
hold a tylting, efpecialiy ^ofe, which rcceiucbeneiit 
by their Salt-kettles. Thefe Raines were ordayned 
Anno i%69. The Pickle of thefe overfiowing Springs 
had wont in former times to be fetcht up in a pale 
which hung on a beame like a ballance , and was puld 
upbyablcandluftiemen, which cuftomethey held, 
untilltheyeereiy^.

y ong hbrfe, or a Foalej which the Saxons tued to giue 
in then 1 Coullours. But in proedfe of time, this name 
ofe^idiwwasloft, and was changed into the Com- 
mon name of S&xonie , but thofe which dwell "Weft- 
ward on diis fide of the VKefir&z yet called Weftfht- 
Ba. This Countrie boundeth Eaftwardupon the^Tif- 
y?r,Southwardupon the HefpanMountainesJWc&wzc<i 
' upon thei^jf/^, and Northward upon Frizclatrd, Gel- 
derlandy 8c Qver-rJJeU. 

The aire there is fomewhat fliarpe, raw, and colde; 
but very healtfull > and the foile more fruitful! for 
Cattaile then for men. There are diverfe forts of 
Fruit-trees s as Apples , Nutts , Acorns , wherewith 
they fatten their Swyne. About Soejl and Ham it is 
reafonable firuitfull , but neere unto Paderbcm , and 
Lip fruitfulleft of all. About the Ems in fomc places 
illyeth waft. The Dioceffe oiMmfter hath many 
goodly encloflure and ptiftures , as alfo thattraft, 
which runneth along the VVefer* Through all Surland 
and the Countrie of Bergh> there aremany wooaV*. 
In the Bilhoprick of CoHen* & the Countrie of Marci, 
they haue diverfe mines of , Mettaile , ah< 
fome places Sab-quarries. This Countrie b^ 
great ftore of tame Beafls , efpecially an incredible 
numberofHoggSjneirfierwanttUeyDeereiForgame 

for hunting. 

Catolm Magnus fubdued firft the Inhabitants* of 
Weftfhaba* and brought them to the knowledge of 
the Chriftian faith, and there foundeth , and ereft-t^ 
the Bilhoprick of Munfler , Ojfenbrugghe > Paderborn 
& Minden , butjwho gouvernedrr^^/iw-after the 
death of Carolus Magnus, and whether it was wholly 
under the obeyiffance of the Popesis not knowne. In 
' vaft Saxonie it is well knowne, that temp orall Lords 
ouverned them, and firft fome Kings defcended 
l the Stemme of Carol** Magnus , during which 
time, the Dukes of Saxonie neverthelcfle being 
come of thelinie olVVidikind by litleandlitle grew 
greater^and impa tronized the fame,untill the tim e of 
Henry theFirft,ftingofthe Romans, of whomewere 
defcended the three Othos, and from them the Mar- 
quefles of Saxonie, borne from Henry Duke of 3 a- 
varia, brother unto thefirft Otho. But what temporall 
Princes ruled then with theBifhops of Wcftphalia, 
which was called Weft Saxonie , wee read nothing 
thereof. Butinfuccceding times , Duke Henricus Leo 
ruled over it, and before him his Grandfather Lude- 
wDuke of Saxonie , who was afterward Emperour: 
for from that time forward, whpn Duke Henry by

the decree of the Emperour Frederick the firft, was 
forced to abandon , and leaue this Countrie , the 
Arch-Bifhop of Coilen , aflumed unto himfelfe the 
nameofDukeof Weftphaha, evenas the Dukes of 
Nether Saxonie > defcended of the Arihaltiih Stemme, 
ufed the lame title. The laid Bilhop at this day , pot 
lelfeth a good part of this Countrie, namely , Angria> 
to whome then is Weftphaliafubjed, and obedient 
but to him and his gentrie , & are kept as Vaflals , and 
SlaveSjinregardoftheirgreevousfervitude. ,

therlandilh Circle, being in order the feventh Circle intUWt^ 
ofthe Empire ,confifteth of three Srates. Whereof^ 0r * 
the firft is the Spiritualise, the fecond the Temporall 
Princes, and the third the Frec-tovvncs. Vnto thefirft 
Itate belong the Archbilh ops of Vtrecht , of Cameryck, 
the Bilhops of Paderborn, Lnyck, Mnnftcr, Ojfenbrugghe, 
Per den, Minden, the Abbots of VVcrden , Station* 
S. Cornelius Mun^er, Ech/ermch, Cor bey, Hervorden, 
with the Abbefle of Fffcn. Of the fecond State arc 
the Princes, Earles, and Lords following : the Duke 
of Cleaue, and Earle of March , the Duke of Gtdick and 
Bergh , t}ie Marqueffe of Baden, the Earlcs of Easl- 
Friezeland, or Embden, the Earles of Sem, of Differ 
burgh, Vernenberg, Manderfeheid, VVeyda, Kingkberg, of 
Meurs, Brunckhorsi , Steinfort , Bent hem , Dortmund, Ol- 
denburgh , Rtdborg, Hcya, Viepbolt, Schaumburg, the 
Lords of Spiegelberg, and Vaenberg, the Earles of Aren- 
bere, Dierenberg, of Lip, and the Lord of Somerhaufen. 
In the third State are contayncd the Free-townes 
Collen,KJken , under /-TV/?/, bur en, Cameryci , Dort- 
mund, Soejl, Dtnf burg, Hervorden, Brahel, VVartburg, 
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lemtow , and VVerden. But before wee come to the 
defcription of the Townes of Veftphalia, wee will 
write fome thing of the Bifhoprick of Breme, which is 
alfo contayned in this Map. 

The Bifhoprick of Breme,takcth his name from the 
CUe of Breme, thisCountrie is not alike fruitfull in 
all parts, becaufe the utmoft endsof this Diocefle or 
Breme, towards the Banckcs of the£/^, mdWeJer, 
isavcryfattfoile, and rich in Corne , butthemiddle 
traft , lving betweene Stood and Breme , trough which 
Merchants travell ; is very barren, unmanured, hare 
and there foil of Sand, Moorito,andHeathie. lite 
Metropolitan of this Bifhoprick is Breme, heretofore 
c^tdPhabiranumMis avery fine City lying upon the 
rrejerfbeing inthealiance of die Ha»t-Tevvnes. it 

isveryrichinregard,asweU,for^ 
asmadcfoebyart,havingvei7ifaireStreets- Itispo- ■ 

uious, andaboundethinMarchandize. Thereisa 
, andalargeMercate-place, where great Store 
of Wares are bought everie Weeke. On the; one fide 
of the Mercate ftandcth the Cathedrall Church , 
and on the other fide it is adorned with the Towne- 
houfe, having under it a coftly, and an acceptable 
foundation > namely , the Townes Cellar. Breme 
heretofore was but a pooreVillage,but by the growth 
of the Chrifldan Religion , it hath encreafed much, 
and Chiefly, by thehelpe of her Bilhops, from which 
it was made an Arch-Biftoprick and made the Mo- 
ther of aU the Northen^Bhiirches. 

Stood belongetkaMS^to theSiflioprick of Breme, 
being fituated upon the river "of Zyving* , on the 
/ Sou&fideoCthe Slue. It is accounted tQ be.tiiea% , 
SB^Kolme of all Nether Saxonie. It is atthis daye 
very ftrong, indoflateyras for a longtime ftrongly 
beheged& wonn by the Earle of Tilly, and brauely 
defended : by the Gbuverneur- my Lord Morgan. 
Morcoucr , there lye in this Dioceffe Boxtehude , Ack- 
fiede, Nieuhuys>Bremerfurde, & StoteL The rivers which 
water thisCountriearethe Wf/fr, theJEte , andthe 
EjtA. The Inhabitants of this Bifhoprick are by na- 
tureinclyned to the warrs, to trading, handicrafts, 
and Navigation, Touching the Bilhopricks of Mun- 
fier, Pater bom, Ofenbrug, Colleni the Counties of Emb- 
den, and Oldenburgh , together with Gulick , Cleue , and 
Berg, wee will make'noe mention here , but they 
ftudbe defctfbed in their particular Maps.Next unto 
Munfor. Maeffk accoimtedthe richeft townc of Weft-

hereof many Villages, and Hamlets At this dayit 
is under the protection ofthe Duke of Guhck, Cleue, 
and Berte. Minden is a very plcafant , and a ftrong Minim. 
Townefreceiving much benefit by the Wer , it is 
honoured with a Bifhoprick. Arnfferg is the ^Chicfc 
towne of the fame Countie, and lyeth upon the Roer. 
Warburg alfo a fine towne through which ^T>m- 
mel runneth. Dortmund lying in the midft of this Vortmuni. 
Countie, will acknow ledge none for their Lord , bu t 
the Emperour. Befides thefe there are Hervorden, 
Frtndebrugg, Redbergh, Coesfelt, Lemgovv, Lingen, 
Tecklenborgh , Diefhob, Schouvvenbergh , Rayejhurg, 
Sporenborg, Raven for g, Vlothem, Lymberg , and the fa- 
mous Towne of Laying upon the U^Mefihede^ 
Brilon, Stadtberg, VVcrk, Bake, Attendorn , Obfe, ProlJ- 
haghe,rrinterberg,&ce: The Earl^ome of Benthem, 
lying upon the Eaft fide of Over-Yuen hath alfo di- 
verie townes belonging to it, as Benthem, Schuttorp, 
>Nienhuys,Northorn. In Weftphalia , there are many 
Meercs, Brookes, ftanding Pooles, and Rivers. The 
Chiefeft kivers are thefe: &zVVe[er, &e£ms,Gla> 
K(eth,Hafe,Honte,Sala,Lifpe> Stover, Aa,imdrtdrm. 
Tothe£^xbelongtheDn*r, Depta, Glaa,3ndBer~ 
kel In this Countrie alfo there are Mountaines , and 
hills. Neither haue they any want of Woods, where- 
of the Chcifeft are die Henfierhob, the Avert, the 
Holt-mare hen, and the Teutoburgervvood. 

In Weftphaha'Crfrtfto Magnus foundeth , and buile 
many faire Churches. In Weftphalia was borne that 
Learned men Joannes Leunclavim , who tranflated 
u many Greekilh bookes ifcto Latine. The Inhabitants 
ot Weftpjialia are able men , faire of Complexion, 
andhaue for themoft part long vifages , ftrong bo- 
died and couragious, and delight much in Armes. 
Their Ordinairydyet is browne Bread and Checfe, 
Beefe, but cliiefly Bacon, which they hang up in their 
Chimnies: efpeciaUy the Gammons of weftphalia, 
are in oreat requeft , fo r their moft trading confifteth 

Gammons, and Flitelids of Bacon. Of this

The Moermers dwell on the further fide of the river 
lede, 8 miles from the £«wEaft ward,as farre as Olden- 
borgh. Theriver Lede lieth Weftward from them, and 
the Aurickers to the Northward. It taketh the name 
frpm the wordier, for this Land is full of Mooriflv 
pooles, and hath very few Sande-hills, which the In- 
habitants till with great Labour. Nextuntothe^r- 
lengemr . mcrs are the Lengeners, unto whome one can hardly 

come, becaufe there arc fo manyMoorcs, &pooles, 
lyinground about them., This Land is narrow , and- 
unfit t for paft ure,they haue ten Villages,and but one 
Church mthe midft of theLand. They are fauy^gc 

andarufticall people. 

Eems-land lyeth on the other fide of the Moermer- 
land, which indeed for goodneffe, and fairenefle 
(either in refped of the fruitfulnefle of the Soile , 
or the number of faire VUlaees , or die civihty 
andgood manners of the Inhabitants) lurpafleth By 
farreall the other. There are few leiTe then yo Vil- 
lages, wherof fbme of them may paflc for townes, 
being adorned with Churches , and G^ntlcmens 
houfeS.It hath many Sea-havens, as the Oldenfummer, 
Embder, Knocker, Greter, mdEdeb-beymer-haven.This 
Land taketh the name from the river of Eems, which 
lyeth to the Southward of it , and is inclofled with 
Meeres, and Pooles Northward, and Eaft ward. 

After this followeth the BroeckmerAand , and alio 
the Aurickcr-knd , which heretofore belonged to 
^rW-W.ThisLand,efpecially where itbuttcth 
?M C ' upon Eems-land, is reafonable meete for tillage, and 
' feedingofCattaile,andthereforehaA belonging to 

it zo Vfllageswith Churches, beautifully budt,which

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make a faire ihowe, and feemes to bee toogoodfor 
Pefants. There are fome alfo without Churches. 

Northward lye theNorth-landers by the Sea (hore 
inafruitfull Soile , good for thefeeding bFCattaile, 
and bearine of Corne. They dwdla great way one 
from an other in this Land, and haue no more but 
one towne called Horde* , and foure Villages with 
Churches, through the whole Landt. 

The Harbngers inhabit Eaftward reaching ten 

rnfles fuller then 2Vbr*r-W, they haue 16 Villages 
with Churches, andwo townes. And thenecrerthe 

LandlyethtotheSeaward,themorcfratfijUitis, & 
thefuither it lyeth to theLandward the leffc fertill; 
the Sea upon this Coaftis raging, and very trouble- 
fome, feving upon Eunixum, where it is calmer. 

The VT anger-landers poiTefTe the beft , and the

Mar ck. The rivers which water this Bifhoprick are the 
Lip , & the Ems- Carolus Magnus Emperour ofthe Ro- 
mans^ Conquerour of the Saxons,ordayncd inNe- 
ther Saxonie, which now is called Weftphalia, theBi- 
ftoprick of Minningerode, or as fbmefay Mirfningeradex 

afterward he altered the name thereofjand called this 
Bifhoprick Munfter , after the name of die Closer, or 
jtf/#/?*r,which he had built there.This Monafterie, or 
Minfterthe Bi(hop Hermannus built thereto the ho- 
nour of S. Marie , unto which there was fuch a refort, 
and did fb encreafe in riches , that it obfcured the an- 
cient name of the Bilhoprick.TheQtie is fitua ted in a 

vaUey,or plaine.lt hath in it five great Colledges, and 

a famous Schoole. Since the turie of the Anaba- 
ptifts, whoraifeda^reatfedition therein the time of 

theBifhop Francis Earle of VValdeck Anno i J33. it is 
much flrengthened. The firft Ring-leader of diefe 
ftirrs , was one Bernard Rottoman > who without the 
Towne, began to preach in S. Maurices Churchy againft 
the Romifti Religion, where by hegottfiicha great 
concurfe of people , that afterwardhe was calledinto 
the Towne. For the Common people , thirfting 
after Noveltie, did earneftly defireit, and were not 
onely content with His private inftru&ions , but 
would hau e the Magiftrates to graunt him a Church. 
In the maine time comes into Munfter, lohnz Tay- 
lour of Leyden a light-headed , a bold and a ftout 
fellow , who had bin nuzled & brought up in his 
Countric in the Anabaptifts religion , begann firft to 
take upon him the funftion of a preacher , and to 
maintaine it ftoutly. After this there came in alfo 
one Herman Stapreda , who having beene Confr&ter 
and brother Teacher with the aforefaid Rottoman* 
begann to diflent from him , and to maintaine the 
do&rineoftheBaptizingofjoung Children. So that 
he by day and in publick, and John ofLey den by night 
and in private didfo trouble the minds ofthe Ample 
people , that each of them had his fa&ion. Where- 
upon the Magiftrates feing this ftorme of diffention 
coming over their heads for the preventing of all 
mifchiefes , commaunded the Authours to depart 
the Towne. But they went out at the one Gate, and 



came inagaine at the other, affirming bouldly, that 
they were commaunded by God ro maintaine and 
ftand for the truth. This plot failing, the Magiftrats 
found out another , which was this : They called to 
the Towne-houfe the Euangelicall Minifters , and 
the Teachers of Anabaptifme together , beleeving 
confidently that the Euangelicall preachers , if they 
entred into dilpute with them , they would be too 
hard for them, becauie they had oftentimes convin- 
ced the Papifts. But when they came together, Rotto- 
man forfooke his people, and joyned himfelue with 
the Anabaptifts , curling the Baptifme of yong chil- 
dren, although his fellow-Teacher Bufthius oppofed 
himfelf againft him and contradicted him greatly. 
Thefe things falling contrarie to the expc&ationof 
the Magiftrates , they aflembled themfelues againe, 
and forbad the Anabaptifts the towne, which being 
done, they provided them a Convoy and vi&ualls to 
rid the Bifhoprick of them.But they hid & concealed 
themfelues by thofe of their Fa&ions, and Confede- 
racies faying that they had rathe rpleafe God, then 
man. So that the number of the Anabaptifts , who 
did nothing but raile upon the Magiftrates of the 
Towne, without entring into any difpute about the 
truth , did greatly encreafe. The Magiftrates fearing 
a greater mifchiefe, commaundcd,that all the Chur- 
ches (hould be fhuttj favingone, which was needftill; 
becaufe the fa&ion of the Anabaptifts were farre 
ftronger then the others : fo thatif there hapnedany 
uprore , they night eafely expulfe the others. And 
withall befought the Land-Graue of Heflen , that 
he would be pleafed to fend them ibme Learned men 
to helpe to compofe this difference. Whereupon 
Theodoras Fabritius and Ioannes Melfingerusvjzvt tent 
thither , but the one prefently, whether he imagined 
that the buyfinefle was gone too farre , or that he 
durft not tr lift himfclfe, he returned home, and the 
other flayed there fo long, till they droue him out of 
the towne. During thefc troubles The Anabaptifts 
fent out one , who as being moued thereunto by God, 
ran into the villages and way es , crying out : Repent ye, 
and fitter jour felues to be re-baptized , other wife the 
wrath of Sod will fall upon ye , and vifiteyou. Where- 
upon many, either fearing the wrath of God, or the 
lofleoftheir goods info turbulenta ftatc, were obe- 
dient to him. Finally about the laft of December 
the Anabaptifts , being aflembled together from all 
parts, tookeinthe Towne-houfe , and the Mercate 
place, and fetcht the ordinance out ofthe Magazine, 
and planted them in the con venienteft places , crying 
out with a loud voice , that if they would not fuffer 
them felues to be rebaptized they would murthcr 
them. The other fide feing this, rann to theftrongeft 
and fafeft place ofthe towne , and from thence 
fought with the Anabaptifts , which had taken in the 
Mercate-place , but this tumult being appealed, it 
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was refolved, that cither particfliould haue free exer- 
cife of their religion. But the Anabaptifts fcekingto 
make all fore, to fettle their cftate , and to gett the 
unncrhand , gaucto underftand by Mtomtn, and 

to their religion, andfent letters to the Anabapnfts 
which dweftin the next Townes, and UnUages; that 
thev fooold repairc with aUfpeedto Munfter, foria- 
kine all that they had, and fo this »wne was pcftred 
with ftraungers and Anabaptifts. Which fome of 

th e beft fort perceiving, they left the Towne, to clca- 
pethcprefeMtroublct. All tbishapnedin theycere 

I55 The Anabaptifts feing that their adverfc partie 
was weakned, and could not prevaflcagamft them, 

they choofe Magiftratesamongtb*^^ 
cJppMng was one, and burnt S. Church, 
pOlSged anlplundred the CMc .and woke from 
their adverfe fartie aUthatthey had,and droue diem 
outoftheTowne.

In thattime John Knttftrdollmg tooke 
upon the name ofaJChw, and as much as poffible 
JL, wouldbe honoureoffoe, andmadehis wife (for 
he had many other wcemen ) being a chicfe mans 
daughter of the. towne , to be called S&me , and

foch a perfonage: but fhee rcprovinghis folly, he putt 
her to death with his ownehand, by cutting ofher 
1 head. Finally upon the 17. oflune Anno W-Kfot 
I eleuen of the clock in the night , the Bifoops foul- 
diers, thofc which the Bifhop of CoUen , the Duke of 
Cleues , and the Landgraue of Heflen had fent to 
affifthim, by the helpe of a Runaway , drewneere 
the Towne, gott over theMoate, and clymmg over 
the Walls, opened the port, and let in their fellowe 
fouidiers. Their Counterfeyt King , and his Com- 
plices were carryed prifoners to be ftiowne to the 
neighbouring Princes , and afterward in the yeere 
ititf. were nipt in pceces with hot burning tonges, 
&fo putt to death. This was the event of the trou- 
bles, &fcdmon of Munfter. .

This Countrie is parted inthemidft by a UusVaro, was defeated by^m*W/*f,Generall 
ridge of hills, from the towne of Sergh, to the ! of the Saxons and the Myfians Army. 
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He Dukedome of Gulick pot 
fefleth at this day, the Coun- 
trie of the ancient UWenapti, 
Brutteri , and Eburones, lying 
betweene the tyynt and the 
Maze. The chiefe towne of 
this Dutchie is Gulick, which 
hath a very ftronge Caftle in 
it- In the time ofthc Ncther- 
landilhTruce> Triffce Maurice , of famous mcmorie, 
with theaififtance of other Princes, tookeitin» in 
therightoftheMarqueffe of ' Brandenburgh > andthe 
Duke of Nuubureh. But after it was held feme yeercs; 
Count Henry 6 1 -he Bergh> blockt it up , and tooke it 
in againe, in the name of her Altez%e> the Arch-Du- 

chefle of Brabant- 

In C*M4and, lyeth the City of which is fa- 
mous, and well knowne, in regard of the warmc, 
healthfull, andnaturallSpringsandBathes, which 
are about it, asalfobyrealon of the Coronations of 
Emperours , who were crowned there , under an yron 
Crowne, whichhad wont to hange up in the princi- 
pal! Church, arid for the Sepulchre, and Court of 
Otrolus Magnus* which was held there. 
Within this Dukedome there lyeth an otherTownc 
called Duren , which was befieged for a long time 
by ch Aries the fifth, and fome other finall townes , as 
LMunfiereiffel, which is featcd very pleafantly , upon 
thefooteofa hill, in a valley not farre from the river 
of Erpe: Alfo Enftjrchem, Bcrchem, Cafter* Greven- 
broecky Schladback, Dalem and VVaJfenbergh. 

There are alfo many Caftles and Lordfhips , as the 
Caftles o(Palant, Merode , Bcfihenbergh , Nejfelrodete 
VVachtendonci, which fome times , hath bene in the 
hands of the States of the Vnited Provinces, and 
other times taken in by the Arch-Duke of Brabant, 

but now is flighted. 

There are diverfe rivers which water this Coun- 
trie, as the Rocr % which runneth by theTowneof the 
r^Roeroort, taken in of late by theStates of the 
Vnited Provinces , which falleth into the Rhyne, 
where the waters are of two diiferent Coulours , as is 
plainely feene : for the Rhyne is greene , and the 
Roer white. The Roer runneth with a very crooked, 
anda fwiftCourfe, having many windings, and tur- 
nings , & in fome fields & meddowes wafhing them 
away , & in others places making land, and covering 
the ground, which he overfloweth with pibles , and 
ftones, Befides this River, therearc alfo the Ltppe,

Cleue is fituated on bothfids o{ the Jthynei and ta- n*D»kfi 

keth the name from the Chiefe Towne of Ckue. **** 4 
Eattward , it boundeth upon the Dutchie of Bergh $ Qm * 
the Earledome of Oiiarck and VFefiphalia. North- 
ward , upon the Earledome of Zutphen and Otreryfill. 
V Veftward, upon Gelderlani, ana Luyck-land. And 
Southward, upon the Arch-BifltoprickcScillen. Itte 
reported that one Alius Gracilis , being; very rich , and 
might ie, had given him by Pipine & Charles MarteU hi 
the Belgick France, that part of Batavia , which hi 
thofe times was called the Earledome of Tciftcrban- 
dia, which afterward was named Cleue , and was the 
ancient inhabitatioaof the Mcnapians. After him 
lucceeded thefe : Theodoricus> Remaldus^ lehannes, Re- 
bertusy Balduinus, and others unto/*f*«w, whowas 
the feven and twintith after JElius* and then that ifluc' 
failed. But in the Councill of Confiance the Empc- 
rour Sigipnmdus , and the States of this Province^ 
gaue the right of it unto Adolphust andele&cd him 
Dukc*of Cleueland. And whether we reckon this 
Countrie under the Netherlands, or under France* 
fure it is, that the greateftpartofit, lyeth in Germa- 
nic, on the othcrfide of the Rhyne. Vpon the Froun- 
tiers of France lay Burich and Santcn, which in for- 
mer times were famous townes, and out of the ruincs 
whereof, they digg the Gravcll , or Sand-ltone, like- 
wife Cleue, C dear, Griet > and Gricthuyfen. Vpon the 
Confines of Germany , on the other fide of the 
Rhyne, lye Wefel^ Vuifiburgb,Rees, andEmrici. Aboue J 
Calcar in that place, which is now called ^uft,de* 
Baern, fome belcevc that Cafar Germanicus, layd their 
a bridge over the Rhyne, when he paffed over his le- 
gions unto the Marfos, which are now called Tvven- 
tersy and where ftandcth yet the ToWnc of Otmars. 

Seingthat VVefelis the grcareft, and the ftrongeft 
Towne that lyeth in thefe parts , Wee haue thought 
good to entreate of it more at large. VVefelis fituated 
upon the Rhyne , and neere unto the river of Lippe % 
ftanding very commodious for marchandize , and 
traffick , & is a rich and populoustotfrnc. Eberhardus 
the ninth Earle of Cleue, zndTeiflerbandia (for Tei- 
fterbandia was called heretofore thevvhole Coun. 
trie, lving betweene the Maze, t\\zWacly andthe 
Rhyne, having large Domaines in it) was vcryliber 
rail , and bountifull unto Ecclefiafticall perfons , and 
endowed rhem vvirh great livings. Rudolphus of 
Hab/turghgMC Vfcfel, and Rhynbergh unto Theodoricus 
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the cightTheodsricus the Ninth marryed the Daugh- 
ter of the Emperour Albertus of Aufiria, ruled over 
FFefel, and founded there the Convent of the Fret- 
ching-Moncks . Adolphus the Firft Duke of C/r**> built 
tncTovvnehoufc of FFefeL There hauc bene borne 
in this City , many Learned men , among the reft, 
that excellent man Armldus of V Vefcll , who wrote 
an cxpofition upon the ten Ctfmmandemcnts , 
vvhichvvas publilhedat Collen, Anno 1J4*. This 
Citie in the beginning of theLovv-Countric trou- 
bles, was a refuge, and Harbour for the fugitiue Hol- 
landers, Zeclandcrs, Brabanters, Ficmmings, & 
thofe of Artois , as affo for di verfc Englifti , by whole 
induftrie, and diligence , it was much enriched, and 
grewmighty. But becaufethe Spaignard fawthat 
there was no place left him to falUnto the Felow 
andBetovv, and fo to gett into the VnitedProvin- 
ces,but through Clcue-land and Gelderland, it hath 
endured many afliroad brunt , and hath bene taken 
in divers times by thofe wich were matters of the 
field , to paffc their Armies through it. Francis de 
Mendoza Admirall of Arragoth Generall of the Spa- 

nifli At-— > - Y 

ftrates of V Vefcl, agreat Summe of Money , and the 
ycere following, would haue forced them to haue 
altered their Religion , and to hauc tolerated the Pa- 
piflj religion in all their Churches. After the death 
oftheDukeofcCfc**, the U^vqucffGAmbrofeSfincla, 
came with his army beforeit, andforced theMagi- 
ftrates toyeclditup,- (butPrince Maurice of famous 
memorie, to (top his progreffc, tooke in Emrick , and 
Rees) and fo continued under the Spanift yoake, 
being a fitt place for their garnifon, and to fetch in 
Contribution out of Gelderland, Overyffel^Xi d Ftrecbt,

drick Prince of Orange, -beficged andtookc in the 
ftrongtowne of the Bofhe, while Count Henry of 
the Sergh , being in the Felovve with the Spantfh Ar- 
micandfome of the Emperours troupes, it was fur- 
prized and taken in againc under the Conduct of 

Otho Lord of Genu now Gouverncur of it. Through 
which braueviffcorie, and uncxpe&ed blefling the 
Spaignards and the Imperialifts, after they had taken 
in Amersfird 3 were conftrained to leaueitin acon- 

fufion and to quit their forts , and gett them packing 
out of the Felow , before the Citie of the Bofhe was 
yeclded up unto the Prince of Orange. 

TheTowne of Cleue, the Caftle whereof no we 
lyes ruinated, was very large and famous in former 
times , as is plainely feene by the many heapes of 
ffone , which lye there , and the Compafle of the 

vvails. It hath the name of Cleue, from the Clifts,

It is 
thought the Citie of Emrick , is the lame which T tu- 
tus calleth Afciburgium . Thofe which will diligently, 
readc the hi (lories of the Ancients, and compare the 
fituations of ancient places , with thefe of our dayes, 
lhallfinde, that Ajciburgium, which the Ancients 
dreamed to hauc bene built by Flyffes, as T tcitus men- 
tion eth in his bookeof the manners of the Germans, 
is Aim, wich lyeth upon the French fide, betweene 
Nuys $ and Vetera. 



from the towne of 2fcr^, beginneth from under FFe- 
0, and fo runneth upward along the Rhyne with a 
lareeextention. Itwas at thefirft but an Earledome, 
whereof ^fo//^ was the firft Earle fro^whomc^^ 
thefc Earles were defcended, to vnuEngelbcrtuSyyir ^ Ut ^ 
dolphus, Entelbrechtus, and Adolpus , he dying without 2*fe»* 
iffief this Earledome fell unto his fitters Sonne, 
namely to Gerard Earle ofGulick. After him fuccec- 
ded his Sonne , FFilhelmus> next him Gerardus, then 
FFilhelmus , and after him his Sonne VFiMmus, who 
wasthefirftDukeof^M,^^and^£Arr/. Next 

him fuccccdcd in the Gouvcrnmcnt of thefe three 
Dukedomes, his brother Regnoldy who dyed in the 
y cere 142.3* and from that time forward, the Duke* 
domes of Bergen andGulick, were annexed toge- 
ther. Vndcr the protection of Bergen lyeth a finall 
impcriall Towne, where there is a Nunns-Cloiftcr ^ 
of fz. Gentle women, under the Commaund, and 
difcipline otzvL^Abbeffe , and alfo to. Canons under 
the authoritie of the Deane. Vnto this Abbey there 
belong fome Villages lying about it. There is a very 

faireChurch in it , and the Gunmakers haue there 
reattradmginPceces, Guns and Piftolls. Notfarre 
*m rhencc lyeth Dujjeldorp , fo called from the river Bafnto u 
Duffel* This is the Dukes Court, it lyeth upon the 
Rhyne, where the Duke hath a very fairehoufe, 
being the chiefe towne o f the whole D utchie. Syburgb 
is aftrorig towne, and the key of the Land. Befides 
there are thefe townes: Rating* , Gerrifheym, Erner- 
velt, Ben/burgh, RaetvorvvaU, Hombergb, Steinbacb, 
Blankenborghy U tMolhcymy on the Rhyne , which was 
made a towne by the Dukes of Brandenburgh , and 
Nieuburgb , and they begann to fortify it with walls, 
but being an eyefore to thofe of Collen, both the 
houfes and walls, were demolifhcd , and (lighted by 
them. The Iurifdi&ions of thefe Dukedomes are ao« 
in Number, to wit that of Blanckenborgh , Leuwen* 

borgh , Huyckes-waghcn > Bornfelt , SaTingen, Landtfi 

bcrgh , Dutfeldorpe , Steinbacb, Byenbach* Mcyfenloo> 

Me dm an , Windeck , Syborgh , Itywenborgh % *fortz» 
Luls-Jlorf, Monheim , Angermondt , Eruervelt s and 

Borci. This is a montainous Countrie, and hati ma- 
ny Woods in iu The Chicfcft rivers next unto the 
Rhyne, arc the Sieg,Bruyl, A&er, VVoffer, and the ju 
Duffel, &c. < 

The Earledome of Raven$ergh> takcth the name 
from the Caftle of Ravenfpergh , and boundeth upon A*>«»f 
the Bilhopricks of Munfter, Paderforn* and Mtnden. 

KMarck is alfo an Earledome , lying V Veftward 
along the Lippe , in which there arc divcrfe firte 
townes, as Ham, Vnna* Menden, Wcrnc* Caemen , and 
others, this Countrie is fruitfull, having in itmany 
hic-hills, and thick woods, it is under the fubjeftioa 
of the Dukes of Gulick & Cleue. 



How this Dukedomc of Cleue , was given firft by 
the Emperour Charles the Fourth , unto uidelfof 
March , Arch-B iftiop of Collen , wee hauc made men- 
tion thereof heretofore. 

This Map contayneth alfo the Earledome of 
MeurSp znd^lfen, at this prcfent belonging to the 
Illuftrious Henry Fredrick Frince of Orange, This 
Earledome of tMeurs Eaftward and Northward 

upon Cleue-land. Southward upon the 
Diocefleof Collen. And Weft ward upon Gelderland. 
The land thereof is good and fruitfull , as alfo the 
paftures. TheTowne is well fortifyed, with a very 
i ftrongc Caftle in it. 
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H £ Fbians, which dwelt in the | 
time of luUw Cafir over the 
Rhyne , by the fide of a fwift 
running river in Germanie> in 
thofe times pofleffed a great 
and flourifhing Citie , againft 
whom the Sucvians or Suabens 
oftentimes made warre. And 
1 though they could not keepe 
and driue them from their oorders ; yet neverthe- 
lefle they made them become] tributaire : but being 
fore againft their Wills,they fent legates unto Cafify 
and made a confederacie with him , and putting Ho- 
ftages into his power, obtayned ayde from him a- 
gainft their Ennemies, and fo chafed them away. Af- 
terward, they were affaulted againe by the Suevians: 
Wherefore the Sonne inlaweof the Emperour Au- 
guftwyzSeGdn%ihc Fbians 9 as Strobe witnefleth , that 
they might liue at more quietneffe , transported 
them from thence, and brought them to a place, 
where^*#,or ri*»now ftandeth. There Agfippin* 
the daughter of Germanicus , Neeceunto Agrippathc 
wife ot Claudius , becaufe ihee was borne there, 
brought her Colonie thither , in the time of Tiberius, 
the Emperour. "Whereof Tacitus writeth thus : i_/f~ 
mppina , to the end fhee might alfifhewe her foyver* 
^'1°% to tUneiMoutingnAtiomyCommaundedythattheyfhould 
tJt brin? unto the Fbians (where fhee was borne )the old 

Souldiers , and flant there a Colonie , vvhtchfhould be cal- 
led after her ovvne name , feing that her grandfather 
Aortppay had made an alliance with thofe feople, which 
had f affed tbe-Rhyne. Hence it came to pafle , that the 
Fbians > being afihamed to be called Htgh-Vutches, 
would no longer be named Fbians , but Agrippinenjes. 
Tacitus in an other place writeth this. Albeit, the 
Fbians , are called a Colonie of the Romans , yet 
had they rather be named after Agrifpa^ then arter 
their owne name, whereof they are ajftiamed.

Romans; which were within their Confines , and to 
reftore againc all the goods- of thofe, whom they 
hadmurthered.

their might being dirniniflied , and weakned , the 
French by force tooke in this Citie , under the Con- 
duftof their Gcnciall C hilderici y to whom it was in 
fubjeclion , till the time of Otho the firft. For he r^~ 
couvringit, by his power from the French, brought 
it againe under the Romane Empire , and in the 
yeere 949. reftored them to their ancient libertie. 
This Citie heretofore was built fouref-quar e,as is yet 
to be feene, by the mines of the ancient walls. An- 
no 11S0.it was much enlarged by her Prelate Philtppus, 
and brougt into a round figure , fo that there was 
I made many Orchards,in which there were built very 
. fine Cloifters, and other Strudures, andallot them 
brought within the circuit of thewalls. At this daye 
itisencompaffedwithawall having 38 turrets upon 
it, anddouble moated, having trees planted round 
about the wall within and without , under which 
there isapleafant walke, byreafonof the (hadeand 
creenenefle thereof.

DutcWe of Luxenburg. It is 3 1 legois miles in length, 
TUfirti- and 15 in breadth. It hath a moft temperate and t 
Utie 9f the wholefome aire, and a mbft plealant , & a fertiil Soile, 
SA • efpecidly Northw!u:d , where it cpnfineth upon Bra- 

i bant,for thereabouts it is rich in Corne, & all manner 
of fruits, and in fome places upon the hills , yeeldeth 
grape^r Wines; but in theSbuth part , which lyeth 
. towards Luxeuburgh, and France,it is for the moft part 
barren,having craggie hills, and wilde,and vaft woods, 
whichare the remainders of that huge Foreft of Ar- 
denne , which Ctfar writeth was the greateft in all 
France.

It if reported that this people were firft converted 
to the Chriftian faith by OUaterw borneat pguu fisR 
Bilhopof Tongre , about the yeere of our Lordioi: 
for the Bpifcopall Sea,whichatthis dayisat Lsege was 
then at Toncre, and remained there , untiU the yeere 
49 g # about which time the Hunns,having entred Ger- 
manie.under the commaund of A* packed this town 
and deftroyed many others : It was afterward trans- 
ferred by iservais to Maftncht , and remained there 

unto the time of the Bilhop S.ff*beri,who m the yeere 



7 13 removed this Sea to Luyck , where it continued 
to this day. (7iwr4ft#tf reckonethup 57 Bi(hops,which 
have beenethere,fince5.^mthe firft Biflioptothis 
time,in whofe booke ye may read more at large of this 
fubjedr. This Prelate is not onely a Bifhop , but alfo a 
Prince of the Empire. Duke of Bouillon, Marqueffe 
of Franchimont, Count of Lotz,and Hafbaine. 

The ancient Inhabitants of this Bifhopricke , wcr^ 
the Eburons, T§rtgres> Centronix and Cerefct. It contai- 
neth in it at this time a great part of ancient Lorraine,; 
to wit, the Dukedorae of Bouillon , the Marquifate of 
Franchimont, the Countie of Hasbaine of Los, & alfo 
divers other Baronies, in his tra& of Land,befidcs itf** 
fifkbi (whereof the one halfe belongeth to the Duke 
of Brabant) there are 44 walled townes within it , 2 
1700 Villages with fteeples and Bells , befides many 
Abbeys and Lordlhips. The Metrapolitan of this 
Countrie is Leoditm • by the Inhabitants it is called 
Liege. It is a very ancient City,and as Alberm Thomd$ 
Leodius faith: ip was firft founded & built by the Mag- 

valliant Ambiorix King of the Eburo* 
nes, through whofe wife condud the Inhabitants got 
by their wiles into an Ambufcad* , Com and Sabinuo 
Lieutenants unto (Ufir , cutting a Romaine Legion 
* with 5 cohorts or Companies in peeces, as Cdjar him- 
felfe witneffeth at large in his fifth booke of hii Gal- 
licanwarre. Befides the Maze and Legia , there run- 
neth through this Citie three other brookes, to wit, 
the f»*,the Vefi, audthe^iwWiwr, finall Rivers fprin* 
ging out of the Foreft of Ardenna. Moreover, there 
are fo many cleare fprings, and Fountaines in it,that in 
fbmehoufes they have two or three conduft pipes. It 
is a very large and a fpacious Citie moft pleafantly fea- 

ted, having many hills and dales within it : the circuit 

whereof is foure Italian miles. There is in it very feu; 
and fumptuous building,among the others, the bewtj- 
full and magnificent Palace of the Bilhop, founded by ( 
the Cardinal! Enrdm, heretofore Bifhop of Luyck# 
And one may truely fay , that Luyck puts down many 
townes, not onely in France, but alfo in high and Ne* 
ther-Dutchland,afweli for thenumber of Churches,as 
alfo for the bewtifullne(Te & riches of them. For here 
are eight Collegiall Churches of Canons, very rich £c 
magnificent, but above all that S.Lambert excelleth, 
who is their Patron , and his Church the Cathedrall, 
whereof the Bilhop is Prince of the Diocefle , and of 
the whole Seignorie. the Canons being his Councel- 
lours, but noe man can be made a Canon thereof, un- 
lelfe he be a Gentleman borne,a Doftour, or a Licen- 
ciate. And being a Canon , he is permitted toleave it 
and may marrie,or betake himfelte to any other voca- 
tion.There are tbure rich Abbeys, adorned with foure 
faire Libraries. There are alfo within this city 34 Pa- 
rilh Churches , befides diverfe other Churches, Cloi- 
fters, 8r Monafteries to the number of a hundred ftan- 
dine within, & without this city. The Citizens fpeake 
a kinde of broken French, and becaufe they dwell be- 
twe&ne France, Germanie , and the Low Countries, 
their language is much corrupted. It is an impcriall 
city , and yet are not bound to pay any tribute to th© 
Emperour^unleffewhenfoever he hath any warrs a- 
gaiufttheTurck, they are then to furnifh him with a 
fmall nomber of Souldies, and to nay them. It is true, 
that this citie is fubjea- to the Bilhop s afwell in Spin- 
tuall,asTemporallcaufes, yet with luch limitation , 
that it feemeth, their Priviledges,Libcrties,and Go- 
vernment, is as it were a free Republique , for they 
choofetheirowneBourgemafters,Aldermen,andMa-

The- Aire in this Countrie for the moft part is 

thick , iowring, and moift , by reafon of the abun- 
dance of Rayne, that falleth there,whiclralmoft con- 
tinually moiftneth this Countrie, fo that it is called 
Cloaca Planet arum , that is, the Sinke or Gutter of the 

Planets, the caufe whereof is thought to be , the high 
Mountaines , and the lowe Dales upon which the 
cloudes comonly hange: for this Countrie is very un- 
euen, and rifeth here and there with barren hills, and 
in many placesis like a Wildernefle,and ouerru n with 
woods, fbthatindiuers parts, it£e&eth nothingbut 
Oates.

And 
teing fo full of Hills,and woods, they haue no want of 
any kinde of Deere,or game, wherof they haue great 
ftore , and likewife nqimall number of fowle, which 
are there in abundance in the Dales , between the 

Mountaines. 

Out of thefe Mountaines they digg all kind of 
Mettalls , fo that this land by the bleiling of God, 
hath Mines in it of Silver, Copper, Iron,&:Letanie. 

The Inhabitants were heretofore fo trained up in 
Armes,that under the Commaund of their Captainc 
Generall^&wg*, they ftrangled Cona } ondSaiina 
by Luyciy bothC*fars£<g4/tf , and ouerthrew, and 
defeated their whole Armie, y et neverthelefle after- 
ward they were fubducd by Labienus. And as Cafir 
himielfeacknowledgeth,thatbecaufepftheirneigh- 

bourhood to the Dutches, which daylie excreted 
themfelues in theufeof Armes they were like them 
invaliantnefleandftoutnefle, who would neucriuf- 
fer themfelues to be ouermaftered, fo great was the 
libenie alwaiesoftheN.echerlanders. At this day the 
Inhabitants are giuen much to labour , feing the na- 
ture, & foile ofthe Countrie requireth it, they ought 
to labour and to take paynes, for their trading, and 



maintenance : and therefore are fo ufed to labour, 
H that it is a wonder , to fee them hange upon the 
Mountaines like Goates. They are of aiad,and Me- 
lancholy Complexion , by reafon of the rawnefle* 
and groflenefle of the Aire and the people arc of a 
dull, and clownifh difpofition. But now converting 
with other nations , they beginn to laye a fide that 
clowniflinefle , and become more civfll. There are 
(as is faid) many woods , all peeces of the Foreft of Th€y ^^ 
Ardene , which haue divers names, as the Weftcr- * 
" wait , the Ey der wait , and the Eberfovalt, . ancf the 
like , which are very full of all kind of Deere , and 
game. There are but two Meeres in aU this Coun- 7V* 
trie, andbothofthem exceeding deepe, the one is m™** - 
called the Vlmer-meere , and the other the Laicher- 
meere, in the laft they £nde all forts bfgreene, yel- 
low, and redd-ftones , which (hyne like Emeraldes, 
and Iacinths. The moft part of this Countrie is wa- The 
tered with many running rivers, which all falling into 
theMofell,atlailitdifchargethitfelfeintotheRhyne, 

andfurniihed the Countrie with great ftore of hfhe. 
The Afo/?#fpringeth out of theMountaifte ^(/fein 
Lorraine, not far re from the head of the Soafhe y z]itlc 
aboue the village of Bujfan , and taketh rus Courfc 
from the Southeaft, towards the Northweftjand run- 
neth through the townes of Leiflraic j Remiremont, 
Efpinaly Charmes, and Baton, ma right courfe unto 
the Epucopall Towne of Tout, and from thence to 
Metz> andfo paffing Trier* at Confluents falleth into 
the Rhyne. Touching this river , whether it bee the 
old Obrinm or no , there lxaue beene differing dik 
putes and opinions held by diuerfe Authours; be- 

caufe in Ttolomies writtings, hemakethit to be about 
Mentz, 6thers thinkit to be the Nava> which runneth 
into the Rhyne by Binghen, others make it to beoucr 
xht Rhyne j and fay that the Meynis the old obrweus. 
But without all queftion, it was the Mojfell* orMufell 
as the Inhabitants call it , though Ptobmie was of a 
contrarie opinion: feing that he, having gouverned 
himfelfe according to other mens relations , and in- 
formations might eafely erre. For, if it were the Naua, 
which he meant , then P tolomie muft haue cleane 
forgotten the Mofill, which is not probable that Pto- 
lomieinhis defcription,flhould haue left: out fo nota- 
ble a riyer,& in ftead thereof haue fett downe a {ligh- 
ter, whereof no great acount was made, Efpecially, 
when one cofiders,that the Nava* not aboue Mogun- 
tiacum thatis,;W*/?/*,but beneath the faid City falleth 
into the Rhyne : for Ptolomie fliceth\thc obrincum 
zboueMents, fo that one may eafelv perceiue , that 
Ptolomie muft haue erred both in the fitejand place 
Touching the opinion. <jf Ioannes Heroldm , who 
thinketh, that the obrincm , mentioned in Ptolomie, 
wasnotariver, ora running water, butafmalliandf 
lying by the fide of the Rhyne* which at this daye is 
called the Ober Rhingavv, that is , the Vpper Rhyne- 
traff: I can in no wife ice, by what reafon he can main- 
taine this his opinion. Befidethis, thatitlhouldbc

Butnot withftanding it 
is foold, thatitis verely thought, that for antiquitie 
it will giue place to no towne in Europe.i£»^ Sihitts 
writeth, that it is more ancient then Rome by 1300. 
yeercs , & was founded more then two thoufand 
yecres before the nativity of Chrift.

other Antiquaries of an incredibile antiqume,where- 
of fomeofthemwerehiddeninholesm theground, 

and are daylie found,and digged out.AthanafifK when 
he was in exile, liued there , and Hieronymus withr 
neffeth , that there he wrot out the Comentaries 6t 
HiUrie. PrifeWanus that Arch-Heretick was by the

greene grapes,andthe fields fruitfullinCorne,where 
all fifhe and foule abound, and what is needfiill, 
either fot mans fuftenance, or delight. Of thelnha- 
bitantso/^wverfifyeththus: .

Money, unto the Archbilhop of T rier* It is reported 
that Eucharius a Grecian, one of theya.difciples of 
Chrift, was the firft Biftiop of Trier y from his time till 
Ludolphof Saxon, there were 73. Bifhops. Lodvvick 
of SaxonwasthefirftPrince-Eleclrourof 7W*r.And 
from him till the time of Lotharios , there were 36. 
Prince-ElectoutSjfo that in all there were 10 9.Biftiops 
which haue gouverned this Bifhoprick.

Howfoever, to returne to ourfirft dilcourfe, itis 
moft certaine , that after the Franci or Francis had 
greatly encreafedin riches, and power; and that their 
affaires went well with them, then they begann to 
;rowe wearie of the Romiihyoake,andferuitude:and 
!eing tickled with a defireofcommaunding, call: of 
the common name of Germans, and thinking upon 
their libertie, called them felues Francis or Freemen.

The aire ofthis Countrieis pure, and healthful!. 
And the foillofit felfeis notfo fandie,andftonie, as 
Mncas Syh'mmzkttYi ittobej faving in that part o tit, 
which is called at this daye Norica , and lkth next the 
river fide: otherwife the foileis very fruitfull,andbea- 



reth great ftore of Barley wheate, and all other forts 
of eraine. There is no countrie in Germanie that ar- 
fordeth greater, or better Turnips, ;& Onions. Here 
Tkfmilit> and there are alfo Vineyards , which jeeld excellent 

wines, &which are tranfported into farre Countries. 
About Bambergh groweth Liquorifh in fuch abun- 
dance that they load whole waggons with id, & carry 
it through all Germanie. Likewife this Countrie is 
couvered ouer in divers places with fruitfuli trees, 
pleafant meddowes, and paftures which teed great 
ftoreofallkindofCattaile. 

There are alfo all forts of Deere,belonging to prm- 
ces and Lords, fed and keptinwoods, and parks ha- 
ving lodges and cribbs made , in which they lay e hay 
for?hemin the winter, and giue themfalt, to preferve 
them the better againft the violence of cold and hun- 
ger : andnoprivatemenare fuffred either to hunt or 

to kill them. 



That the Francks are Originally Germans , and The Frank* 
were fo called, itis manifeft out or divers Hyftorio- 
graphers , but aboue all by Procopius Cafarienfis, who Coytrn ti 
writeth that which he faw with nis owne eyes. The by thefe 
firft Prince of the Franisv/zs Genehald,w\io reigned 30 M»ces. 
yeeres. There fiicceeded him in the Gouverment, 
Marcomir- > Dagobert 9 Lod'Vvicithc &x&,Marcomir the II. 
VVaramund or Pheramund who being exalted to the 
French Crowne , left this Dukedome to his brother 
xMarcomir, Prumeffer, Genebald the II. Suno , Luitemar 
Hughbald,Belmerick, Godfrey , Genebald the third. Lod- 
vvici the II I. after whome fiicceeded, Ereberty Loi- 
wich the IV. Golbert the Hand ifetan the laft of thefe 
Duks,who dying without uTuc,left his Dutchic in the 
keeping of VViturim Kin: 

called Pepn> which Dutc 0 

gaue to Benedict Burchard the firft invefted Biftiopof 
Wurtzburgh, and to hisfuccelTours, and alio honou- 
red him &; gaue as his Inheritance to him the Church 

of Wurtzburgh. 

This province beareth to this day the title of a 
Dukedome, which dignitie the Biftiop of Wurzburgh \, urs j u 
appropriateth to himielf , though whole Franconia 
doth not properlie belong unto himrfbr Kitzingenfic 
Briftadt appartaine unto the MarquelTe of Branden- 
burgh: Graglingen to the Biftiop of Bambergh: there are 
fubiea to thole ofW urtzburgh, chronaci* Forcheym, 
Stafhelfieyn,Hochftaet:\xmo the Eie&our of Mentz be- 
long Koningftergh, Oxenfurt> Carlfiadt , Halfurt, Bi- 
fihopfs-heym , x^flderburgh , Mildenburgh with fome 
other Townes. VVirceburgum is called by Conrade Cel- 
tes, Erebifolim, Ligurinus Herbifolim, Sfanheimius Mar- 
cofoUm , Ptolemseus Art annum , and the Inhabitants 
Wurtzburgh, byreafonof the fweetcmuft, that gro- 
weth there. This is the chiefe citie, and the Metropo- 
litan of all EzfkFrancien-land. It is a very faire towne, 
where Boniface Archbilhop of Mentz erected a Bi- 
Ihoprick anno 751. It lyeth in a plaine valley, having % 
fniallhills/aireOrchards^Pafturesroudaboutit,^: 

is fortified with a moate, walls, turrets, &ftrong Bul- 
warks^ withinisvery popuIous,'& hath fumptuous. 
houfes. On theWeft fide itis watered with the river of 
j/^»,convenient for the bringing of all commoditcs 
unto ir.lt hath a ftrongftone- bridge over theMeyn 
& on the other fide of the Meyn , u pon the hill ly in 
next unto the citie, there ftandeth a Caftle, whic 
heitherto hath beene accounted invincible, becaufe 

and aflaultedj 



it hath oftentimes beene befieged . 
afwell by the citizens, as by the pefants,but could ne- 
ver be taken in: Atthefootcof this Hill lyeth a mo- 
nafterie, built by Burchardus upon the charges ofc*- 
nibertkinz of France,in honour of S.Magnus Con fefor. 

For the reft, it will not be amide, to knowe the 
manner oftheobfequies, and confecration of the Bi- 
fhops , and Dukes of Wurtzburgh. The firft being 
dead,the Bithop,which is to fu cceed him,cometh ry- 
dingintothe Citie,withagrcattraineofbraue horie- 
men, and being light from his horle, &havingputt 
ofhis princly robes,he is led by foure officiall Counts 
bare footed and bare headed into S. Salvators Church, 
cloded inpoore rayment and girt abouthimwitha 
Cord. Thefe officiall Counties are thoic oiHenne* 
berqh, Caftel, Wertheym, and Reined. The Dcane, and 
theClergiecommingto meetehim, alkehim what 
hewouldhaue: he anlweareth in moft humble wile, 
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that he is vnworthy , to take upon him , that prefent 

dienitie &: function, wherumo he is cholen, &c to ad- 

rmnifter execute his office faithfully. Here upon 
the Deane faith unto him. I chareethee in the name 
of all this Chapiter to take into they protection the 
houfeof the Saviour of the world , and theputchie 
here unto annexed , in the name of the Father , the 
Sonne , and of the holy Ghoft. This done, he follo- 
wed* the clergieinto S. Saviours Church, and arter 
they haue inverted him in hispontificaU robes (as the 
manneris) hehearethaMaile, and from thence he 
goethtoagreatfeaftmadeforhiminthe Caftle. But 

the deceafodBiftiopsbodie being unboweUed, and 
his hart taken out and putt into a glafle mult nr t be 
brought into the chappeU of the Caftle , and layd 
there. On the morrow they carne him trom the 
Caftle to S. Joannes his Cloifter,holding a Croffter ftaft 
in his right hand, and a fwordinhis left. Thethird 
day they carrie him to S.Saviours Church,where they 
fing,pray, and make vowes , and then with hisfword 

and his ftaff they buric him. 

Bamberga is called by Ptolomie Granionarum , but 
was firft named Babenberghy which is as much to faye, 
as the Hill of Baba, called fo after the name of Bab* 
daughter unto Otho the Duke o(Saxon y and wife unto 
Albert Count of Babembergh. Others call this Towne 
Pavon/s MontentyOt Peacocks-hill. It is averypleafant 
Citie, lying upon the river Regnitz. Round about it 
thereare many hills , very faire Orchards, and Gar- 
dins , a very fer till Soile, where Pompions , and Li- | 
quorilh growe in abundance, as is mentioned abouc. i 
• ItisanEpifcopalefeate,&anurcingmotherofrnanie 

Learned men, witneffe the famous writings of Ioachim 
Camer army who was borne there. 
r ifiri francofurtunKOTFrancofurSaadM 
^ * lycattedFwwi^onthe 

Franckford , lying upon the Oder. Munfter is of the \ 
opinio^thatheretorore, it was called HelenopoBy but 
wne, & from whom it tookc this name, he maketh no 
mention. Henricus Stephanas in his verfes made to the 
honour , and praifc of this Citie, giueth it this lauda- 
ble name , by calling it an x^fcademie for all forts of 
Merchants, Francofortenfts Athenas y <Mufarum Nundi- 
n*s,Mercurialis,thc recourfe,and refort of all the Mer- 
chant to wnes in the world. The tMeyn dividcththis 
cine into two parts by a Stone-bridge^ which ioyneth 
them both together. Itis an Imperiall Citie, famous 
through thewholeworld,becaufeofthe two yearely 
Marts, or Miffes, which are kept in it. Itisacuftome, 
that here the King of the Romans is chofen by the 
Princes Electours , and if there fliould be two Com- 
' petitours , they muft bring both their Armies into 
the field before Franckford,and there in a battail, de- 
cide & trie who lhall carrie the kingdome.

CMomntia, commonly called ^*/*,is by fome na- M<»ti. 
med Muntiacum, and by Ptolomie L 2.c.8.tab.j. 
Ne*m***i Mothers amrme,that it hath this name from 
the river Meno or Majn, which fome cz\\Moganum y or 
MH*m. Itis a Metropolitan Citie,and the EpifcopaU 
Seate.Theground about it,efpecialty on botWidesof 
the Rtone, is very fruitfull, and yeeldeth excellent 
wine. Itis large, fortiryed, populous, and well com- 
pacl,efpecially on that fide,which lieth next unto the 
Ilhyne: For on the other iide,it is nothing neere fo well 
. inhabited. It is very long, but Imall & narrow. There 
are in it faire great houfes , built after the Romim 
manner, and very faire Churches, with the BifooDS 
Caftle. It is alfo a univerfi ty, which the Bilhop Theodo- 
rick erected. It is reported that the art of printing was 
firft found out in this Towne. This Citie is under the 
fubicction of her owne Archbi{hop,Prince-Elcaour, 
and imperiall Chancellour. 

Mons Renos, or Konigsberghy is the towne, where ^g,. 
that excellent and famous Mathematician Johannes 

de Monte Regio was borne. 

Schvveynfurt y lyeth upon the Meine in the very • 
hart of Francken-land. The other Townes in this 
Countrie are Kitzingen % Fridbergh an imperiall 
Towne,and fome others. 

The firft Imperiall Circle is that ofFranconia, un- umpnuii 
to which are called and appeare thefc States folio- ow* 
wing, to wit , for the Spiritualitie the Bilhops of Bam- 
berghythc Bilhop ofFVurtzburghy and Duke ofFranc- 
ken-landy the Bilhop oiEkhftadty the Mafter of the 
i Dutch-orderjThe Priour of Camberghy &c the Abbot 
of:S.GilgenatNurnbergh. 

For the TemporaUtie , thefe Princes and Lords 
following, the Marquefle of Brandenburchy & Burgh- 
graue otkurenburgh. The Earles of HenneberchyCaftel, 
Wertheimy Rheinechy Hohenloc, Erf achy and Schwart- 
zenburch. The Lords of Reicheljpergh , and Limpurgi 
the Free imperiall townes zxethefct NurnberghyRoten- 
burchyWinfhaimy zndSvveinfurt. 

There runne through this Countrie many rivers T y 
fulloffiftie, whereof the Mayn , and the Sal* are the 
chiefeft : the finaller are the Sinn ay Radiantia , JEftusy 

Tarber and fome others. 

The woods in this Countrie are the Spifharty the Tb§ Wmi$, 

I Ottenvvalt dec. being parts of ' Svvart^vvalt , with 

which, as alio with the Sigeberghy this Countrie is en- 

compafled round about, as it were with a naturall 

•wall. 

The Inhabitants of this Countrie are mightie, and The Mm* 
valliant,richinnobilitie, andGentrie, lharp witted, oftheMahh 
and giuen to muchlabour,in planting and dreflingof t41 *** 
Vines, by the diligence, aswel of men, as ofW eemen. 
They are fo given to worke> that they cannot endure 
any Idle perfons. 
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Hvringia, or DumgeHy 
lieth betwecne the two rivers 
of Sala 9 and the VVerra. It 
boundeth Weftward upon the 
Werr* / and Eaft ward upon 
the Sal*, Northward upon the 
Swart y or Harts woody and 
Southward upon Duringer- 
vvood. The length of this 
Countrie is anlwerable to the breath , andreacheth 

fome 12,. Germane miles. This land is very fruitfull 
in all kinde of Encreafe , and fruits , efpecially , in 
Corn; fothat Georgtus Agricola fticks not to name it, 
them*rrovvty andfattofGermanie. The hearb Ifatisy 

orWoadCwhichPliniecalleth^^, &: at this day 
Gaudunty otFafitUum) wherewith they dieall foncs of 
blew Colours^ groweth therein abundance, and is by 
the Inhabitants , who make great profit and gaine 
thereof , tranlportedinto forrine Countries, upon 
which a certaine Poet hath made thefe verfes: 
Herb* Thuringorum Cekberrmacrefcitinagrisi 

Ham Jfatim Gr&cus fermo vocarejetet. 
' Fonder is hac magni eft, & multo venditor are: 
Hoc etenim tingi Una par at a filet. 

This hearb, FUnie faith, is not much unlike the 
Flantine leaues y and is called in French Gkftuy which 
heeretofore was much ufed by the Brittifti weemen 
infmearing, and collou ring or their bodies, to make 
them looke like Moores. 

Though this land yeeldeth no wine butfiichasis 
brought unto them out of other Countries : yet are 
there found initfome gould and filver mines, efpe- 
cially very rich Salt-pits. 

Heretofore this Countrie was a Kingdome, butat 
this daye beareth the title of a Land-Graviate. Vu- 
ringen s and Hejfeny were heretofore about $66. yeeres 
agoe, as one Countrie , annexed together , under 
the Goilvernmentof the French kings, till the time 
of Carolus Magnus , and Henricus Attceps : but the Em- 
perour Carolus CraffwyZthAi made Ludovkus Duke of 
Thuringiay whofe nephew Burchardus beingdefeated 
by the Hungarians > and leaving no nTue behmde him, 
Henricus Auceps the Empcrour poflefled this Coun* 
trie, unto whofe nTue, namely, unto the princes of 
Saxonie, euen to this daye, it hath beene'fubject. 
For .albeit , after the deceafe oiwilhelmus , fonne 
unto the Emperour Otho the firft (who was Arch- 
Bifhop olMenth and had Commauftd ovetDuringen 9 
by the permiflion ofhis fathcr),his SucceiTours Arch- 
Bilhops of Mentz, hadfull commaund overthecity 
of Erffurty which yet they haue, yea and for a time 
had appropriated all Duringhen to them felues, whofe 
Depu tie, or Gouvernour (under the Gouverment 
of the Empero ur Conradus S aliens ) for a certaine time 
was Ludovkus Barbatus ; it was fo that after him the 
title of Land-Graues appropriated the whole land to 
their felues as their owne inheritance , from whome 
at laft about the yeere of our Lorditjo. it came to 
Henricus the IlluJlriouSy Marquefle of Myjia , defcended 
from VVtdekindus , and forme unto Theodorius , the 
nephewofHifr^^L'andgrauesofThtiriiigeniin 



the behalfe ofhis daughter Iuditha, after whome his 
fonne Albertus Degener fuccccdcd , and after him his 
Sonnes Fredericks Admorfus , andTheodoricus y whoin 
the right of their fathers brother, the Marquefle of 
Myfiay were declared Heires. 

Thcwholetractofthisland(asfbmewiilfaye)was ^ 
in time paft inhabited by the Sorabi, whereof Eginhar* ^"f"* 
tusy and Aimonius make mention : FeucerushSa y the***** 
remaynders of them at this day is Sorbec , and Sever- 
which lie betweene the and the Sala. Bey- 
nerus Reynecctusmhis booke touching the Oflpringof 
the Myfians> calleth the Inhabitants of this land Tyrin- 
getas y as if one would fay Tyringotasy from whome the 
towne of Gotha tooke the name : and though it be 
nowe but a Imall territoire , yet Ortelius writeth that 
in ancient times, it contayned iz. Earledomes, ir. 
Princely Abbeys , 144. walled Townes , and as many 
mercatehamletts,2ooo.villages,and i^o. Caftlcs. 

The cheifc towne of all Duringen is Erdfurdia , or ErJfktt* 
Erdfordiay called by the ancients Erphefforiia , and£r- 
ftjfurty as it is thought fo called from [one Erft the 
firft founder thereof? who fetting his Milles by the 
river Gera , built there the firft houfes of this Towne, 
about the beginning of the gouvernment of Area- 
d$usy and Honorius. Afterward in the yeere of ouer 
Lord 43 8. it was much enlarged, and bettered by Clo- 
dovaus King of France , and at laft Anno 10 6 6. was 
encompaffed with a wall , and made a great deale 
bigger, that now it is held to be one of the greateft 
townes in all Germaniej fo that the Duringilh hiit 
band men,haue a pro verbe (ayirig,that Erfurt ift nkht 
ein ftadt finder n ein gantzes land, that is y Erfurt is not 
onelya towne , but rather a whole Countrie. The river 
Gera runneth throughthis Citie, aha* fcowreth awaye 
the filth. It was heretofore an EpifcopaU refidencie j 
ordaynedby Boniface the Apoftlc. of the Germans, 
but this dignitie was afterward transferred to Mentz* 
It is alfo a VniVerfitie flouriming in all learning,which it '* « 
Anno 1352. was by Pope Bonitace the ninth endued yir J^ h : 
with many priviledges. There is round about this 
Citieafertillfoile, goodpafture grounds, andgreat 
ftore of Woad which groweth there. 

This towne was heretofore much plagued by the 
Emperour /fr*r/r theFourth, who would haue for- 
ced them to pave tenths, from which before they 
hadeuerbeene tree: and therefore when the Saxon* 
warres begann, they rather chbofe to defend their 
libertie by armes, then to haue that unacciiftomect 
burthen lay d upon them , and did perfevere therein ' 
with fuch courage, and zeale,that the Ehipcrour was 
almoftih daunger ofhis life. This Citie hath mftai- 
ned great lofles byfire : fo that there is fcarce a towne 
in Germanic, which hath beenefo often burnt, and 
confumed with fire. Efpecially by the laft great fire, 
whichhapned Anno 1472.it endured an exceeding 
great lofle, when as S. Maries, and S.Sevcrus Chur- 
ches were burnt, and well nigh a third part of thc~ 
towne. This fearefull fire hapned by ibme Incendia- 
ries hyrcd thereunto , among whom a Dominican 
fryer was accounted the cheife ringleader. Alio An- 
no 1509. there hapned a great tumultm this city, be^ 
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<7,«isnamedaftertheGothes, and therefore tt- ( 

in his defcription of te ™fld, mamtay- 
neth that the Ibmngm arc defcended from the 
6V/A«, and that the to/to built this towne Gm,and 
caUed it aftertheit ownc name, and people , about 
the yeere 9* as L*fitm« witncffetn. There was 
heretofore in it an exceeding ftrong hold , called 
Grimmenfiejn CafU , which becaufe ofthe mutinie of 
VMhetmus Grimbacb , being of a more noble defcent 
then of condition, forhisgrofle and foule faults, it 
was flighted , and demanteled , he being putinto the 
B4»ak& prefcription of the Emperburs ferdtnandt 
and Mtximlun , for prefuming to conftraine the 
Princes, to haue depofed the Emperour, and to haue 
Brought in a new forme of Gouvernment into the 
Empire: for the execution ofwhich profcription, the 
prince Elcftour of Saxonie , being elcfted by the 
Emperour and the States ofrheEmpire.Heflighrin 
theEmperours profcription, trufted to the ftrengt 
of this Caftle, and gaue him felfe undet the proa 
QaxmotloMtusfrakricm the fecond Duke ofSaxc 
nie , which Prince , giving no care to the faithfull a( 

the other princes . to quite himfel

tweenethe Towne Councill, and the Burgers ; and 
chat by reafon of fomc heavie taxatiqnes and contri- 
butions, which they had impofed upon theBurgers, 
For the whole Communalrie gathering a head to- 
gethcr in a certaine place appointed , they would 
know what debts the towne owed, what charges it 
wasat,andwhatbecamcoftheirmoney. The Coun- 
cill perceiving this uprore,and what a rage the people 
wer£ in , hid thought to haue pacifyed them with 
mild and gentle words , telling them that when time 
fcrved, they wouUgiuc them an account of their re- 
ccits , and difturfements. This ftilled , and pacifyed 
them for this time : but meeting together awine

So that 
this Citie Wittenbergh beareth the name of Wide- 
chindus, either from the Father, or from te Sonne. 
Readmit. ^ u ^ e Frederictaono 1502,, erededinitaVniverfity, 
c which thefecondfr^^fiaugmented and enriched 
much, fo that according totheteftimonie ofErafmus 
fromameane,&:afimpleSchoole,it became afamous ; 
Vniverfity , and was adorned with Mafters of the 
chaire,or ProfefTours 5 fldllrlill in the three languages, 
and the liberall fciences. In which flouriftied thefe 

two famous lurk confabs of Germany: Hennwgius> and 
Oldendorfim. This is remarkable,which Albert us Cran- 
x,ius related in the 8B ooke & 30 C. of his Vand*Ua> 
purging &: dearingone thatis accufedof feme crime 
by a hott burning Iron. InthisCitieupona certaine 
time,there was an innocet man,accufed falfly ,that he 
fecretlyhad fetta houfe on fire: now being charged 
therevyith he fwore, that he was not gilrie of it, of- 
fering to cleare him felfe by ahottborning Iro, which 
the Iudgesrefufed, as forbidden by the Civil! Lawe; 
notwithftanding he tooke a glowing Iron in his 
hand, carryed it a good waye: and at laft cafting it 
from him, he was neither burnt, nor /eared : the yron 
vanifhedaway to the great admiration of the Behol- 
ders. It hapned about ayeere after, that a man, which 
was apavingoftheftreete, and ftirring the fand with 
his hand to lay in his ftone , vnexpected found this 
hott Iron, which was glowing ftill , and burnt him on 
his right hand. The Standers by wondering much 
hereat, gaue the Magiftrates notice thereofjwho fu- 
fpc&ed prefently , that this was the male-factour, 
which was guiticofthis crime; whereof the other be- 
fore haclbecne accufed. Whereupon they inftantly 
racked him , and he confefling this offence was tor- 
tured upon a wheek. And fo this faft by the iuft iud- 



gment of God was difcouvered, & the innocent man 
cleared. There is alike ftorie alfb of GentUe* wife unto 
the Emperour Henry the Third,who by an IU-willer of 
hers,bring taxed with adultericpurged herfelfe by a 
hott glowing Iron, andfofaued her honour. Such a 
kind of Tryall, and purgation thofe were putt unto 
(as ye may read intnebookeofGeorgiusCedrenus) 
who had defiled Maids of their virginirie , or Maids 
themfelues, who was fdpe&ed to haue loft it, for the 
clearing of themfelues, and for making of their inno- 
cencie knowne. Some will place T orgau in Vpper 
Saxonie,which notwithftanding by others is accoua* 
ted among the Townes c&Mifnie*

MifnieotMeyflen? isaterritoire in Vpper Saxonie, 
wrucnHethbeaveeneme^anddie£Zi,tworiveK^ 
and taketh this name from the I^ake Mefia , where 
perhaps this people dwelt in former times; or from 
the Towne o£Mifna> to which Maimer rather in- 
clyneth in his defcription of the world. But this name 
hath not long beene impofed upon it, feing that Ta- 
citus affirmeth,that thcHarmundures inhabited here in 
former times, becaufe faith he that the Elue hadhis 
fpring-head out ofthe Countrie of the Harnsundures. 

This province boundeth Northward upo the Mar- 
cpifatcof Brandenburch, and Vfper Saxonie, Eaftward 
upon Laufnitx, ixuiSUfia* Southward upon Bohemia j 
and the CMounts Sudetos > and Weftward upon Thu- 
ringa. 

It was reported, that heretofore it had averyun- ^ 
healthfull aire, which could hardly be endured; by " 
reafon of the Foggs and Damps , which rife in the 
woods , and upon the hills, but that afterward it be- 
came motfi heakfull , when thefe woods were hewen 
&cut downe, thefe Foggs and Dampes begann to 

This Countrie is fruitfull in bearing all forts of 
graincfotliatitcanfurnifhtheneighbouring Coun- 1 * 

tnes therewith.There is alfo great abundace of wine, 
honey &Cattle:faving Ioachimsdale, where the foile is 
more barren, harder, and not fo fruitfull: but what 
nature hath denied her upon the upper part, fhec 
hath richly recompenfed the fame in the inner part. 
For there are found divers rich filver mines, and alfo Mk«. 
many othermines of Mctall, as Copper, Tin, Iron, 
Lead, and alfo fome Gould. 

In the time of the Emperour Otho the great, this 
Countrie with Thuringa and Vpper Saxonie, was 
called the Marquif ate of Saxony, to wit, before the

. Hanekamp, and upon a part of Suevia,md Pranconia. 
This Countrie hath a wholcfomc , anda good aire, 
buthath fomewha't a hard and barren foile , though 
in fome places, it is reasonable ftukfuil in Corrte , &• 
pafture-grounds. About Kelheim, along the Denavv, 
there are many Vineyards 5 but the wine thereof is 
very fowre > fo that they haue a common proy erbe in 
faying, that upon the fame hills , there grovveth no- 
dinzbutvineger. This Countrie alfoo yeeldeth di- 
vei&mettals, efpecially creat ftore oiyron, which 
brings in great gaine, and profit every yeere to the 
Inhabitants. From thence commeth alfo your belt 
Azure or Sky-coloured blewe.

The Chiefe Citie of Bavaria is Nurenbergh , lying if*** 

upon the river Pignitz, , 
towne , fituated in a ver 4 

circuit , and hath a faire alpecl: , adorned with fine 
churches, and many fumptuous houfes , with large 
ftreets, wir^i ftrong walls, and turrets, and fortify ed 
with Bulwarcks, and Ramparts; It is very populous, 
andbyreaibnof the rich trading init, andallfortsbf 
curining manufactures , is famous throughout the 
whole world. Moreover , this Citie is not onely fited 
in themidftpf Germanie, as Bilibaldtis Birckhaimerus 
wimefTeth, but alfo is the very hart , and navell of Eu- 
rope. From/^^i*w(whichciaeisfitedmthemidft 
ofthe world , as is knowne by the longitude , and lati- 
tude of the degrees) JV»r*#fergMyeth about 5oo.Ger- 
mane miles. And though it be no ancient towne * 
ycttheCaftle (which ftoodupon a high-hill, in time 
' paft called Caff rum Noricum) was very ancient, built 
by the Emperour ClaudmTiberius , and therefore was 
it alfo named Neronis Cdjlrum. Heretofore this Citie 
wasfubjea to Alherm Dukeof Francenia, after whofe 
deceafe, it came to be under the Empire, in the reignc 
of the Emperour Ludovicus the Third , and from that 
time forward, itencreafed greatly in riches, and the 
number of Inhabitants. In the time of Carol™ the 
Fourth, itwasencompafTedaboutwith walls, andin 
the yeere 15*30. it was more enlarged , and much forti- 
fy ed. And is at this day one of the grcateft Cities of 
Germanic, fo that there arc init 5Z8 Streets andLa- 
nes , 11. ftone-bridges , which ioyne both parts ofthe 
towne together. The river, which runneth through 
the Citie,driues <J8. water milles. They haue alfoo 116. '

In an other 
place he faith, when the Romans were tome into the 
Countrie of CapeHatium , or Palas, they encamped there 
where the Marke-H ones fart the frontiers of % the Romans, 
from the Burgonians. And therefore Rhenanus addeth 
further-that henceon e may gather,that thcCount Pa- i 
htines tooke not their name fcrom thcEmperours Paid- 
Hum, or the Palace in the Rhem but rather from the 
ancient denominatio of their Countrie. Howfoeuer, 
moil men agree in this* that it came from Palatium> 
or from an office of dignity and State* efpecially in 
the Emperours courts , called in Latine heretofore 
Palatinorum PrafefIi,Rulcrs of Princes Palaces,which 
the French termed Major es Domus, vel palatii , Ma- 
jours, or high-ftuards of the houfe, who allwaies ac- 

compaineofthe Princes perfon. 

The ancient Inhabitants of the Palatinate, were

IntueriPtucerus placeth in the Palatinate ^about Hey- |

Ptolomies Nemetes 
Were thofe,which inhabited along the^wbyiif^, 
Straefburchy VVormes, and Spier, which towne was 
called by JEthim ^uguftaNcmetum. ThtVangtones 
dwelt in that part, which is now the ^ilhopnck or 
VVormesy as Rhenanus and Lichtenavu* witnefle .

of Vineyardes> loaden with Wines & Ciufters of 
Grapes, which make iuch excellentRhcnilhwine,that 
for the coolenefle and delicatenefle thereof, may be 
compared to the Greekifh wines. The Fields alfo in 
Summer are couvered with goodly crops of Wheat, 
Barlie,Rhve,and other graine. Their Orchards beare 
all kind of* Fruit. The Countrie is full of Gen tlemens 
j houfes,and pleafantfarmes. The Woods and Moun- 
tains are ftorcd with Fallow, Roe,andRed-Deere, 
which are taken in toiies & ahunting: that Venaifon 0f 
was very plentifull in the Prihce-Ele&ours Court. In 
the woods alfo are many Goates jwhich by feeding and

There 
was alfo bfcfore the laft troubles a famous Librarie. 

The whole Palatinate is devided into foure great 
hundreds, or Weeks* as Heydelberke-wtcck , 4jh; 
Wiecky Nevvjtad-wieet > and Mofzbach-wsetk , io 
called after the names of thefc townes. Bactharach, 
auartBacchiara((omc&y tooke the name from/fcrr^ 
fhc f Heathens God of Wines) where growcth mofl 
courious wines. Someyearesin a drv Summer, when 
the river is low, there is feene a great ftone in theRhcne* 
which the Inhabitants fay is a figne of a good Vin-

the mountaines htle by litle leaue the Khyne. 

The fertilitie of this fmall nooke of land, efpecially 
inWineand Corne, isfo great, that it is not onely 
able, andfufficienttofeedethe multitude of the In- 
habitants init; but alfo their Neighbours , andfome 
Countriesof Germanie, which lie a far re of from in 
which made Ucohm VFimfheBngw, in his Epitome mi 
Germanicarum , not without caufe, to callittheStore- 
houfe , and Nourifher of Germanie : for the noble 
Wine, which it yeeldeth, is tranfported from thence 
by Waggons > and Schipping into Suevia,S<wiffer- 
landy Bavaria , Loraine , yea fometimes into the Low 
Countriesyzni England. In the Suntgovv there gro weth 
great ftore of Corne, yea throughout all the Vale of 
Alface, as farre 3s Straesburgh , there is fuch abundance 
or graine, that it feedeth thofe that dwell upon the 
Mountaines of Loraine y the Burgonians , and a good 
part of ' Svvifferland. Vpoh the hills, and mountaines 
there groweth noble, and rich grapes, which make 
moft curious Wines , and in the plaines not onely 
Corne,bu t alfo all kind of fruitful! trees.The hills alfo 
are couvered with whole woods of Cheftnut-trees, in 
the bowells whereof likewife , there are rich Silver, 
Cooper, and Lead-mines, chiefly about LeberthaU 
alfo* the fatt and well tailed cheefemade in Mun/ler- 
hal, wimefle fufficiently the goodnelTe of the pa- 
ftures,whichare there. 
jaunimu Befides the great number of Oxen , and Cowes, 
*f Canaitte. there are alfo many Wilde Horfes, Lynces , Beares, 

Martins, Red-and fallow Deere, Roe-deere , with 
abundance of other game. 

This Countrie in ancient time was under the King 
of France, and a part of theKingdomeof Aujlratm 
but as hiftorie (hcwcth,it was yoo-yeeres before under 
the power of the Romans. At ffrft it was a Dukedome 
and in theyeere 6% 4. it was given by KmgH/teww, 
to his fonne in lawe Etticon with the fame rule , he 
hauing before beene Gouverneur of ir* MtcxEtn- 
co»> fucceedeth his fonne Adelwechm , who being 
flaine with an arrowe, left two fonncs behmde him 
Lmfrul* > and Eberhardm who ruled over Alface : A f- 
terward their hTuewas chafed out of by Carolut 
Kartell* , Palatine^ Lord high ^ard of France 
But in the time of the Emperour Otho the firft: the

Earles of Kybufghbeing alyed to the Empcrour, ob- 
tained the poffelTion or Alface : fome will lay, that they 
were then made Land-Graves of Alface, others main- 
taine , that Alface was firft made two Land- Gravhts by 
the Emperour Otho the third , and that the Vpper 
Land-Gr -aviate , which conteyneth the towne of Einf- 
heym, and the adiacent places > fell to the Earles Habf- 
burgh , the other was by the Earles of Oetingen (to 
whome it fell after the deceafe ofiHenricw Land-Gra- 
ve of Nether Alface , wo dyed without ilTue ) fould to 
the Bifliop of Straefburgh, under whome itis to this 
day. 

This finall Countrie is ib fit for mans ufe, that T$vnes t 
there arc init 46. townes great and fmall, all of them 
encompaUedwith walles: 50. Caftles fituatcd upon 
hills, & in the Vales befides a great number of Villa- 
ges, and Farmes. 

This Land is divided into tixcrpper and Nether At 
face, both thele parts in ancienttimes were inhabited **** 
by ihcTriboci: in this prefent map the Nether Alface 
is defcribed unto you , and the Vpper Alface in the 
mapfollowing. 

The Capitall citie of Nether Alface is Straefburgh, strae/iurg, 
called by the moderne Writers Argentina , by Marcel- 
linus Sextus Auretius > andby Ptolomee Argentoratum. 
Regino , who wrot about j 00. yeeres agoe, nameth 
it Strafburgum. Robertas Conftantintu thinketh this 
citie to be the fame , which by Aurelim yiclormd Dia- 
contain Marcellinus is called Argent aria where 30000 
Almaines, ihould haue bene ovettrowneby the Em- 
perour GratianusXvi regard of the number,and breath 
of the Streets , this Citie at this day is commonly cal- 
led Straefburgh. This Citie ftandeth in afruitfullfoile,. 
which yeeldeth great ftore of Wine * and Corne. ^ 
tMunfier writeth that in this towne there dwell fome * 
hundreds of Gardeners , which make yeerely great 
gaine, and profit of Cabidge, Garlick, Radifties, 
TurnepSjNavew gentlcgarden Poppieandfuch like, 
which growe there in abundance. Into this citie com- 
meth an Arme of the Rhyne, befides three other ri- 
vers , whofe waters runne by channals through the 
ftreets, as in Venice. Thegouvernment, Schoie,and 
Magnificent Church in this citie maketh it at this day 
very famous. 

To the Weftward lye the Forts mentioned much z*hmu 
by Antoninus* which he nameth Tabemas: Simlerm 
ca\\ct\ithtmZabern,zndFrodoardusZabrena: OrteUus 
holdeth them to be the tres Tabernas, fpoken ei by 
Ammianus : whereof Aufinius alfo maketh mention, 
whenhefaith/f/g/w^ perennifonte Tabernas. Thcfc 
TabernA where heretofore fome Romaine forts, made 
to that end, to hinder the incurfions, and inroads of * 
the Almaines in France. This is now the Courtand 
refidence of the Bifhop of Straefbitnh , thcfc Fortref- 
fes of the Almaines being flighted , were made up 
againe by the Emperour hdianus according to the 

teftimonieof^ww^.

Cenrtdus the firft of Zeringhm. Vnder the govern- 
ment of the Emperour Henricm the fifth , being be- 
fore but a village.lt is featedvery pleafantly betweene 
hills , and adorned with faire buildings , Churches* 
and Cloifters. In the yeere i455>- there wasaumver- 
fiticereaedinit. InwhichtimethereUuedmit,thac 
excellent Lawyer , Vddrictu Zafm. Within a mile 
of this towne, there was heretofore a rich filver txaaet 
In this territoire of Brifavv lay the ancient Duke- 
dome of Friburgh , the Marquifate of Hochbergh , and 
I the Lordflups o(Sade»wjler, St ait fen and 3 mcktn.

He Dutchie of rvirtemb&gh, 
or VFurtcmbergerUnd, taketh 
the name from the ancient 
Caftle ofrrirtembergh,yrkich. 
ftandeth upon a high hill , al- 
moftin themidft of cheCoun<- 
trie, not&rrefrorn the Impe- 
rial Towne of Ejlingen. Some 
would fetch this name from 
ellwhere, nzmcly 9 Aegulius Tfchudm by a Conjc&ure* 
vvhich carry eth fome likelihood from the IntuergUn 
pcople,who in old time inhabited here. This Coun- 
trie lyeth in upper Germanie* and taketh Vp almoft 
die whole tract of Svvevia y or Svvdbenbmd, lying 
upon the Neccar. It boundeth Eaftward upon the 
upper part of Svvsbenland , Algovv , and Bavaria* 
Weftward upon the Palatinate , and the Marquifate 
of Baden* concayning vvithin it alio , the high moun- 
taincs ofte Swart-wood. Southward upon the 

mountaines of Ar bona , and the S wabifh Alpes 5 (for 
fb the Inhabitants name thofe high-mountaines ) 

Nort-wardof it, lyeth Pr amenta , and alfo notfafire 
from it the Ottenvvaldt. 

The aire in this Countrie is very healthfull , the 
Summers kinde, and the "Winters temperate. And 
as for the fertilise thereof , thereis no Countrie in 
Gerrnanie can bee compared to it, for it is exceeding 
fruitfull in Come, Vines , andalimanner of Fruits: 
yet it is not alike fruitfull in all places, for that part, 
from Whence thejferar fpringeth , and which con- 
fineth upon the Swart-wood ) and the Swabifh Al- 
pes , lying betweene the Neccar and the Danubius is 
a rough ground, which will beare no Vines , but is 
rather fitter for pafturage* The land which lyeth 
betweene the Alpes , though it be fomewhat ftonie; 
Yet it beareth goodftorc of Come, and albeit the 
ground , which is upon the higheft hills of the 
Swart- wood, is very reddif h and Sandie * notyvith- 
Aanding it is reafonable good , and fruitful!. But 
where the Neccar overfloweth the plaine ficldes , it 
doth enrich and bleffe this'foile greatly , andmaket 
it fruitfull in every place, being adorned with faire 
Vineyards, greene Meddovves, rich Corne fields, 

and pleafant Orchards. 

In this Dutchie alfo, there are found filver Mines, 
not farrc from VViltburgh, andit is reported, that the 
whole towne of Bulach is built upon Copper Mines. 
This Countrie affordeth abundance or Iron , and 
Copper, and manie faire Stones of divers Coulours, 
efpecialy , Azurcd ble^. It feemetWthat nature 
ftriveth hereinthisplace, tho bring forth precious 

ft °In C this Countrie there arc divers forts of Cattaile, 
and gread Store of Deere, and vviide beaftsmthe 

woods. j r,,, 

This Countrie in the yeare 1495. was made a Du- 
kedome by the Emperour Maximilwh at thelmpc 



riallday heldat VFormes, where Eberhard Earle of 
Vrtttembergh , was advanced tho the dignitie of a 
Duke. Eberhard , the fecond Duke continued fcarce * 
twoyeeresin his Dutchie , but he fled away with 
his Silver, Gold , and Ic wels,firft to Vlme , and after- 
ward unto the Count Palatine, where he dyed in 

a forrainc Countrie without IfTue. After him Vkkk 
nephew unto Eberhard was chofen Duke by the 
Emperour Maximilian* Anno 15 19. by the Swabifh 
league he was chafed and driven out of his Coun- 
trie, becaufe he had taken in thelmperiall Towne 
KeutUngen , which was included in the faid League. 
After this Vlrick fucceeded Chnfiofher > and after 
Chriftophcr his Sonne Lodwick fucceeded him in 
the gouvernment , who left bchindc him as an Heirc 
and Succeflbur fredrkk, Sonneunto George Earle of 
Montfelgard* 

In this Countrie inhabited in ancient times the 



Intuergi* which people Tfchudus^ai. Jthenanus, called ^Ancient 
Wimngps , alfo T t&of&ges. t e ¥'* 

The fituation of this Dukcdome lieth almoft 
round like a Circle , having many townes in it, where 
of Tubingen , and Stutgam are the chiefeft. T ubin- 

fen, is a very Faire towne* lying upon the Neccar, and 
lath a vcty fertill Soill round a bout it , and aboun- 
deth in Corne , and all manner of encrcafe ; vvhich 
furnifh the neighbouringh parts* It hath a ftone- 
bridge over the Neccar, and a Caftle in it j alfo it is a . 
famous Vniverfitie, where in formerly thefc two 
learned men Johannes Stoflerus, and LeoHardus Fuck- 
fm lived. Where in thefe daics alfo liveth that fa- 
mous man, Martinm Crujius moft icarned and fkill- 
fallin all languages. This Vniverfitie was erected 
Anno 1477. by Eberhard CovLiitof FVirtembergh. Jo- 
hannes Heroldus doth f hewc in his trcatie de GermanU 
frint£anHquitat$bH5, out of acettaincold inferiptionj 
vvhich was found here , that CaracaBatht Emperour 
held his Court at Tubingen, which alfo Peter Affi&n 
in his booke of Antiquities f hewcth as folio weth:

But Heroldus read this inferiptioh at length , as it 
was recorded at Rome in the honour of this fame 
Emperour, whichis this :

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Stutgard in the Metrapolitan Citic , and the Prin- 
ces Court, lyingnotfarre from thcNeccar. From this 
Citic the Countie of Stutgard takcth the name. It 
was firft foundeth by the Vandaks^ and was finifhed 
by the Marqueffe lohnAlbtrt the firft, Eledtour or 
Brandenbourg, and by Otho the Third Anno n 9 o. 
Albert theFourt Marqueffe of Brandenburgh, and 
Trincco( Anhalt, a Sonne of Otho the Fourth , gaue 
this towne as a Dourie unto his Daughter Beatrix 
who then married with Duke Henrkus Leo. This 
Towne is fituatcd in a very ft ui tfull foile. It is fcarc- 
ly to be expreffed what abundance of wine this 
Countrie affordcth ycerely.This place was famous, 
in regard of Iohmnes Capnm , called Commonly 
Meuchlin an excellent Juris Confult, and very learned 
in languages, who was alio one of the firlt, that 
mghttheHebrewTonguemChriftedome. 

The Towne of BeutUngen, liethalfoin this Dut- 
chie upon the Neccar , and in the yeerc 1140. yvas 
made a walled Towne by the Emperour Predrtck 
the Second: Others are of opinion, that ithapned 
Anno 1*82. This Towne is famous inregardof the 
number of paper-niilles, which are init. 

The other Townes in this Countrie ftand plea- 
lantlic, andfome of mcmare fortified with Catties, 

andForts, namely, Vrach lying upon the river Amer, 
mrHng,Kirchena,He$liron,Laufen,Pinigkhejn. The 

Caftlc of^ergh , Greiningen , Marbach, Can/tat, 
Waiblmgh, Schorendorff, Geffingen, Fiefentoi

Where that excellent Coimographcr Darnel Cellar 
was borne fituatcd upon the River Nagolt : Hfrr^- 
bcrzhRottenburghHeehingen^ * * rcc To *f 
for the Iewes : and many more v vhofe names and ii- 
tuationsaredefcribcdinthisMapp. . 

This Countrie is watered alfo with pleaiant n- ^ 
vers, lakes, and pooles abounding in fif he , the chie-. 
feft is thcBrent, which never is frozen m ^hehardeft 
Winter that is. The Neccar runneth through .the 
midft of this Countrie, andcarrieth many other ri- 
vers with him into the Rhine* as namely, theNagolt, 
Entz,^mJz,Rocher,Tag^ndFiltz: the Brentztxx^ 

neth into the Donavv. ^ 

The Mountaines in this Countrie , in regard ot Mom- 
theirwhitcncflcarccaUed Alfes, &: by rcafonof the 
white flints, and ftoncs, that grow upon them, they 
are difcoucred a farre of Here and there alfo they 
gettnew names, as the Schers, Albuchus, Hanekamf

The Swart-wood, or SylvaHercjma , and Mar tut- Forefts mi 

^/preadcthitfelfe through divers parts of this Dut- 1™*- 
chie, and hathmndry names accordingh to the pla- 
ce and filiation where they ftand. AsihcAlbucher- 
waldt ; the Smbenthalervvak : the Svvartzwaldt, 

the odenwaldt, &c 

The inhabitants of this Dukedomc are much the nun* 
commended for the uft of their Armes, their curte- 

fie, and conftancie in religion. *"* * 
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1st Okies teftifie thatthis 
Countrie of Suevia * which is 
now but a Dukedomc . , was 
heretofore aKingdom,though 
there beno Princeof the Ro- 
mane Empire, which beareth 
the title of Duke of Swabem 
feing the whole landis devided 
* among diverfe Lords. A part of 
it belonged^© the Houfeof^*#ii* by inheritance: 
but the grcateft part thereof, is in the pofleffion of 
theDukeofiW^fori. There are alio diverfe Im- 
periall Townes irrthis Countrie, which lie here and 
there , being under their ownc Iiirifdidtions : the 
others are fubjed to the Duke of Bavaria* 

This ancient and famous people, is much mentio- 
ned inoldHiftories, they had (as we may read in Pto- 
kntie, andin Strabo, and tomeothers) their habitation 
ujgnthe£/»f , and the river Suevus. At this day, this 
' Cobntric is not of fo large an extent , as informer 
times, and becaufeitis a part ofhigh Dutchknd, it is 

bounded thus : Korthward it bordereth upon the 
, . VpperP^/w^Eaftwardupon^wrw, Southward 
TbfMm>49m upon Svvijferland, and Weftward upon Alfatia. It is a 

territoire as Joannes Aubanm defcribeth in his bookc 
of the Cuftomes , j andManners of Nation partly 
plaine, and partly Montainous. 

The foile thereof is fpfruitfiill , that there is no 
place of it, but is inhabited. It is full of woods, and 
trees, fo that the Inhabitans delight much in hun- 
ting and hawking. All kind of Graine, and Cattaile 
are there in abundance,and the whole Countrie hath 
apleafant and healthfoll aire, is full of fine Townes, 
Caftles, and Villages. Out of thehills theydigg Sil- 
ver, and other Mettals. The Inhabitantsareftout, & 
valUant , which Plutarche commendeth abouc all 
other people, that they by theirmight, valourand 
armes afpired to that pitch of honour, that they at- 
tained to the Government of the whole Romane 
Empire, and kept it for a long time. 

The Vpper Svvaben, which is called ABemannia, 
and as fome fay , tooke the name from the LakeLe- 
*W4»,containethforthemoftpart all that, which the 
Bhati, andtheflWdWhadin their p ofTeffion, and is 
Ihuttin Northward with the Danubius, andEaftward 
with the river Lycus, or the Z^.-Southwar d it butteth 
upon the fiiowie mountaines, and Weftward upon 

the Bodenzee, or Lake. 

The territoire of xjAgow bordereth Eaftward 
upon Gelach , Northward upon the Danubius, Weft- 
ward upon the Bodenzee, and Southward upon the 
Snow-mountaincs. It is a verv rough and a coldifli 
Countrie, but hath faire and able men in it : both 
men, and weemen are giuen much to fpinning , and 
it is accounted no fhame for their men to fpinne in 
Villages. 
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They hauegreatftoreofCattaile,as Cowes,Horfc, 
and Mares , which breede very faire foalcs. Befidcs 

this Countrie yeeldeth very good Wheate, &Barlie 
and hath many Groues, and Woods in it: alio many 
fprings, brooks, and Meeres, wherewith it is watered. 

On this fide of the Danubius, there are divers terri- 
toires as is to be feene in this Mapp , namely the Alb 9 ^ 
ahilhe, ftonie, and a craggie Countrie: the ground, 
and Fields whereof are fo hard, that they arc fame to 
plough itupwitha teemeofi2,ori40xen, andtwo 
Hories: Here growcth much Conies Oats, & Barhe, 
neither is there any Cattaile wanting , as Oxen, 
Cowes, Sheepe, and all kind of Venaifon. 

Vpon this Countrie bordereth the finall Countrie 

of^&«fi&,whichisliewifeahiUie, anda rough land, ^iheh. 
having manie heaths, and woods in it: alfo Cattaile, 

Sheepe, Fowle, and Deere , but lide Corne , and 
Oatcs. 

Theriver of Brants feparethit (comHerdvehiwhich ~ M 

iscuenfuchanotherLand,and of thefame nature, as * 
the former is. 

The Donauvvifh ZXifcreacheth fro the head of the 
Danubius, beneath the Lech % and is very well inhabi- 
ted with Townes, Villages, and Caftles, Which iycth 
sn both fides ofthc Danubius, and haue abundance 
of Corne, Oates, Eiflie, Fowle, Venaifon, Fruits, and 
Paftures, Cattaile, arrable Lands, Trees, and Fields, 
yeaaU things (faving Vineyards:) but that want is fiip- 
plyed with their owne commodities , for by exchang 
ofthem, they gettwine enough from other places. 
Moreover here are alfo the Earledomcs ofzoffem, 

Nollenburgh and Baar. On this fide of the Danubius . 

Iycth alfo the Diocefle of Elwang 9 the Countie of ***** 
Helfenftain&xA oth ers which for brevities fake we will 
pafleouer. 

The Bodenzee , or Lake , which the Benevolent r%» M 
Reader foeth Weftward in this Mapp, is called in La- 3*. 

tine LacusAcronius , Lacus Brigantinus, or Bodamicus: it 

is a large lake , which fcuereth Svvabenland from 
Swifferland > and is fome 6 , or 7 Germane miles in 
length, and about two in breath. Bctwecne Rofihach* 
and Buchorn it is three miles ouer , and by OWersbur 
(at it is reported to be 5 o o fadome deep^.lt is devide 
into the Vpper, and Nether parr. The vppermoft be- 
ginncthlat Lindaw , and reacheth to the Caflle of 
Podmen, from whence it take th the name of Podami- 
r/#,asifoneflibuldfay, the Podem- Lake , which name 
afterward, was corrupted, fo that of Podem-%ea, itis 
now ^made the Boden-zce. Others affirme, that it is fo 
called from the exceeding depth thereof. The Ne- 
ther Lake beginneth at Cojintts , and is very narrowe, 
and is called from Cell, a finall towne lying upon it,thc 
Cellar zee, or Lake. 

The Bhyne runneth through both thefe Lakes, and 
divers other rivers fall into Boden-zee, as thcBregent^ 
which ipringeth out of the Bregentifh wood 'or Forefl* 
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hkcvrfcthc Arg,Liblath,Rottbaeh, Stcinach, and other 
finall riucrs and brookes,TJy which and other run- 
ning waters, this lake in Summer time is higher by 
two fadomes, and yet remames alway es very clcarcj 
and becaufc of the great depth thercof,it is not trou- 
blefbme. The whole land lying round abou t the J&i- 
den-zee > isfo exceeding: fruitfull, that it is full of fine 
Townes, Caftles,and V illagcs,and befides hath fourc 
Itnpcriall towncsfeated uponit,namelyC<M*/?tf*r* > V- 
6erlingen y Lindavv 3 and Burchorm Alfo the Towne and 
Countic of Bregentz, from whence it is called Locus 

Brigantinus. 

Alfo there are fomc other Meeres, and Lakes, as 
the Eeder&ee,thcAlbz*e, the vreiffenzee,zxid others, 
w- Here are alfo many excellent &great riuers,wMere- 
of the greateff, the moft famous and faireft of Eu- 
ropa is the Donaw, or Danubius-. which hath his head- 
fpring in this Countrie neere unto a Fountaine lprin- 
ging out upon the Mount Abnaw. 

Meatus Rhenanus is of the opinion, that the name 
Donqvv is as much to fay as xheAbntvv, others fay, 
thatitisanamecompotmdedofrA^&^w, which 

is called warer,and that the wotdDonavv betokeneth 
fo much as the water of Thon: In former times the 
Domwy ot Danubius, was the utmoft confines ofGer- 
manie. This riuerof Donavv from the head fpring 
th«reof,rannethEaltward,andpaffethbythetownes 

of ^yding, Mering, DutUnpMylen, Beyrn, VriMn&Ag- 
nferingen,Riedling,MarchtJ,Munderiingen,^D^ 
receiumg by the way many finallbropkesi andriuers 
ihtoit,andpaffingby r/w,thc iSer talis into it clotTc 
by the feme Citie, and taldngitscourfe forwards be- 
yond Ekhingen, Leibha, Gunfelfingen , and Lauffngen 
taketh along with him the Guntz, Mindel, Brent toy 
the Sputter, and running by Donavvert a lide beyond 
it, receiueth the i^intohira, and fo growing pea- 
ter by thefe riuers , runneth forward with a ruining 
noife Eaftward, through Bavaria, Austria, Hungarian 
Bulgaria, Valachia,znd Moldavia into Pdntus Euxinus. 
to** The fecond next this is the Ikr ftreame, which ta- 
keth his beginning in the Alpes, and falling through 

the ller-dale , pzfiexhby Kempten, Buxheim, Kelmutz, 

and a litle aboue Fhn falle th into the Danubius. 

The Lycus,ot Lech' is likewife a fine riuer,and taketh 
his head-fpring in xhcJlpes, by a village called Elpele, 
and falling through theLeckdale palling by Reute,F "~ 
Sconga,znA Ausburg,z litle beneath!)*** vvert difchar- 
geth himfelfe into th e Danubius. 

The leiTer rivers are thefe: the Bregentz>,thc Vpper, 
and Nether Arg> Schus, Ablach, Bifn, Rott> Efihbach, 
i Guntz, Mindel, Smutter, VVertach, Sinciel, and on this 
fide of the Danubius, the Ruchart, Blaur, ton, Brent, 
Egvveid, Kochern, and an infinite number of other 
brooks, and Iprings. Likewife the Necker hath his be- 
ginning in Svvabenland, whofe headfpring is a mile 
aboue Rotvveil, and running through Wirtenberger- 
land, and the Nether Palatinate then falleth into the 
Rhyne. beneath Heydelbergh. This C ountrie alio hath 
many hills, efpecially Southward, where the high. Al- 
pes begin to rife, which both in Summer and winter 
are couvered with fhovv, for which caufe they are alfo 

called theSnowieMountames.lAoxconet,thcre are the 

Ruckfteig^ThenheimimLoch, the Grenten y the Gach, the 
Pyler, &c. likewife, on this fide of the Danubius in the 
DiocefTe of Ehvangjt is full of hills,as alfo in thcHyr- 
cymam, or Svvartz*-vvood. 

This Countrie is exceeding full ofTownes, Ham- 
lets, Villages & Caftles, whereof the principaleft CU 
tie is Ausburg , which was not in vaine Called ^Augufia 
Vindelicorum, and Augnfia Rh&torum, feing Rhatia con- 
taineth in it Rhatia fmgularU, and Vindeticia, which the 
Lech leuereth the one from the o ther.T* citm nameth 



Ausburg, the famous Colonie, and Rhatian Province* 
For itfeemeth very probable, that the Vindilici had 
butlitle land on the further fide of this riuer, anditis 
no marvell,though this towne belonged to the Rhctth 
and that they alfoftiould be called VindelicorumAugu- 
Jla, feing the others, which dwelt on the other fide of 
the riuer, retainedno lefle the name of Vindelk'u For 
the Vindtts in Rhatia. difchargeth himfelfe into the 
Lycus, andfieng both thefe rivers meete by Ausburg, 
therefore is this Cirie named Augufta Vindelicorum. 
This is a very ancient City, foundedbeforc theRo- 
maine Empire begann,and was famous in the times 
of the Rhati, and the Germani. It tooke thename Au- 
gufta, from the Emperour^ag*y?^,whofent thither a 
c olonie Jike as many other to wnes alio bore the name 
ofthefameEmperour,as^jg«5/?/i Acijid upon the Zta- 
nubius, Augufta Aufciorum in France, Augufta Bracarum 
in Spaigne, Augufta Emerita in Portugall, Augufta Eur 
phratepa in Comagcna, AugufiaRauracorum upon the 
RhynefiLcu And it is apparant, that they fent people to 
inhabitein this Citiein the times of both the Nerones 
to wit, of Tiberius, & Drujus, who brought Rhatia , 8c 
Vindelicia under the Romaine Empire. From this 
word Jugnfta is come the name of Aujpurg, by ad- 
ding thereunto the word irvpycy, or Burgns: as ir one 
fliould %^wi»r^,thatis,theBourrough,orTowne 
of Auguftus. It js counted nbx under Suevia or Swa- 
benland , lince the time that the valliant Svvabcm 

()afled ouerthe Danubius, and tooke in the places 
ying round about it. After the terrible expedition of 
dttild , this Cirie begann. to creepe upagaine, and 
under the Gbuvernment of Theodoricus, King of the 
Oftro-Gotes, begann to flour ilh againe. Afterward the 
Svvabens, pafluig ouer the Danubius&Winto the Ro- 
mane Confines, and chafed the Romans out of this 
Countrie, and became Mafters of z&Rhdtia, and at 
laft made an alliance withrthe Alrnans againft the 

Francks* by whomene^reuntoT^/tww, theywere 

defeated and overthrown^After which rime xheAuf- 
burgers were fubjeft to the Auflrian Kings, till Carolm 
Marteflm In the yeere 1051* Htyricus ^(jger held in 

Febraarie an Imperiall day in thi^Gitie. The like alfo 

didi?/wb^A^Duke of Swaben,who through the in* 
ftigatio oEPopcHildebrant agzin&Henricus the fourth, 
was called Romane Emperour, which Imp eriajl 4ay at 
Ausburg in the yeere 1077. wasafilfted oy the Popes 
Legate. Vnder the Emperour Sigsfinundus, this Cirie 
obtained manie great immunities, and priviledges. 
In the yeere 1496. Maximilsanus of ^ujtriafyith his 
Sonne Philippus the Arch-Duke, folemnized herein 
this Cirie his Feftivall dayes, and die {QicTMaximiUa* 
nus held alfo inthis towne manv Imperiall dayes. An- . 
no 1 518. Martin Luther was cited by the Emperour Ca- 
rotus Qujntus to appeare in an Imgeriall-dav held in 
this Cirie, where h c gaue an account ofhis faith.The , 
Imperiall-States alfo upon the Imperiall day,held an- 
no 1530, deliuered ouer a Confefiionof their faith to 

the Emperour, which after the name of this Citie,is 
called tne Ausburgish Confcjpon. Fifteene yeeres after 
was forged in this Citie by Tubus Pflug, Michael Heldus, 
zxi&lohannes ifiibius the Interim \ which after it had 
lafted two yeeres, the Emperour preflfed hardfor a 
Coimcill, andfo procured the Council! of Trent;un- 
der theGouvernment of ferdinandus,ihc Ausburgiih 
peace was confirmed. 

And to theend the ancientEcclefiafticall hillories 
be not buried in obliviojtis reported,that one called 
X«f//^,abouttheyeereofChrifti5o.preachedthe<7^ 
^^//4/c^«jiW,&convertedaGenerall unto theChri- 
ftian faith, which we will let reft^ fieng it cannot be 
uroued out of any authenriqueAuthour.

It hath many braue 
Churches, efpecially one,which in regard of the faire 
Pillars, the curious Stru&ure, the magnificent Ar- 
chiteaure , no Church in Germanie (iaving Straef- 
buro) can be compared to it. The Church-towre is 
exceeding high. The Emperour Maximilian before it 
was made higher wither* vvet op to the top thereof, 
to vewthepleafant fite and proiped round about it: 
anditisreported, thatwithhalfehisfoote, heftood 

upon the outtermoft ftone> and lifted up his other 
foote, which pla ce is y e t to be feene to this day e , and 
his name engraven upon it.

very ftrong by the nature of the place, being environned for 
the moft part with moorifh grounds, by the overflowing of 
thefe two rivers abouelaid. It is a very ancient citty, and was 
in old time the vvintringplace,and habitation of the Romane 
fouldiers, as appearcth by the reliques, and fepulchrall pillars 
with engravings, & images vvithlongc gowneslayd up with 
the Church veftrie. The EmpcraursFer^iiMiirf, and Mtximilta* 
did Co fortifie this towne with ftrong Walls, Moates,and 
large Bulwarks, that it now fcemcs impregnable. For which 
caule& for the deft nee of it, there was kept in it tvvoftronge 
earnilons,to wit, The Hungarian Knight t horfemen , and Gcr- 
maine foote , which held there a continuallgard againft the 
Tuiks incurfions and ambulcadocs: yet for all this, it was ta- 
ken in by JwwntheTurkifh Btfha in the yeare 1594.thei5.dav 
i of September,when as the Earle of Hardee was Governour of 
I it. But afterward Anno 1597. was recovered and regayncd 
from the Turcksby the Baron of Swart fenhottrg> who for his 
feruicc and merit was created Earle by the Emperour. It vyas 
defended bv 1600. Turkes,v vhcreof ijoo.of them were flame 
within the citty: he tooke in it 700. horfe,great .ftore of pro vi* 
fions and Amunirion, and found feven vaults fullof mcale,6e 
diverfe fommes of moneys which amounted to aboue three 
hundred thoufand Ducats, and gott alfo in it a hundred great 
peeces of Canon, whereof 2 4 . or them were fo great, that 
t hey cold hardly bcufed, befides great ftore of poudcr, mate- 
rials &armcs. For which caufc this citty is novvm oft itrongly 
earded, being as it vvere,and as indeed it is, the Bulvvarkc of 
Hunearie, Auftria, Germanic yea and of all Chnftendome. 

Li»f* is a pleafant citty lying in LovvczJuftri* feated up on 
theDwww, where theDM difgorgeth it felfe into that great riven 
fixe miics aboue Arlapen.

1 He 
fionarv in the midft on the tight receiveth the river Incoming 
from the Vendelici: on the left hand the I/*, which conies f rom 
the partsof Almaigne to thejother fide of the river, and hlleth 
into the Donaw by theBilhops caftle. Through ^runneth 
abrookcbetvveenethcGateand^mfS^iw Church, called 
the Boietra , andfals into the ihn. The buildings or Ibn feeme 
to be more ancient, then thofe of Pagaw, whence we maye 
conclude , that it was founded before the other, and was 
called in ancient times Boiodumm. S.G«rtmj* Church ftands 
yet in Ihnftadt. In Pafavv there are many v vhereot S »- 
pteisthe Cathcdrall.ncereunto which is the Bil hops Lourt, 
and che Chapiters. Court. Like wife S. Pauls, S. Muhels, and 
S.Groffes Churches, and on the Wcftfideof the Citty ftands 
c.N/wtohis monaftery. Paflaw at this day is an EpifcopaU 
Towne. The Bif hops refidencie was heretofore at pleated 
alfo upon the D0»<v*,where the Amps rals into it,tvvelue miles 
from PaffaW. The firft Archbifhopof Ewyyas called^-- 
tmt, fent thither by the Apoftle S. Peter. The ninth was 
madeBifhop ofP^.-andin theyeare^ the Archbif hop - 
rick of Ens was united to theBifhoprick of Pajfaw. Tbtodortkf 
the third Duke of Bavaria, when Heraclius was Emperour, 
«ue Paffaw to the Bifhop: andthe Emperour Armkbus alfo 
Anno 8?4- gaue this Citty, and all the revenues of it to the 
Bif hop.In the yeare 899. Paffaw wasmade a Cathedrall Citty, 
after that l4Kr^f«w,otherv vife called Ens, was demoiifhcd by 
the Huns and Avaris , fince which time the Bifhopsof Pajfaw 
haue intituled thcmfelues Arcbbifbops of laureatum. 

Pre f burg a Citty in Hungarie is,fituated on the left fide or the 
Donaw, ten Germane miles aboue Viana. Itis a faire Citty, and 
enioyesagoodanda wholefome aire. Theiulsrbund about it 
are fullorv ineyards: upon which the Sunne f nines, the other 
parts are foil of woods. Along the rivers fide there arc many 
plcafant Gardens,Meddovves,Groues, Orchards, and Corne- 
ficlds, having alfo a faire Caftle in it. 
ftifimpetf jRffwJBitfxaCrtty wBrfwr*4,lyeth on bom fides ottnePww, 
ttyMm. within the jurifdiftion of this towne there are many large and 

goodly fields,vvhichyeeld abundance of corne.lt is a very great 
and a faire Citty encompefled with ftronge bulv varks,moates, 
and ramparts. It is reported,therc are as many Churches and 
Chappels in this Towne, as there are dayes in the yeare. That 
part or the towne, which lies tovv&tds Almonte is theancien- 
teft. andtakethfrom theriuerl^gnw thename of Regimpurg, 
which vvaslikevvifegiuen to theNw-WiW,builton the other 

fide of the Donaw. In this Citty there are two ftone bridges; 
the one made ouer the lignite, the other ouer the Donaw, 
whereof the one is the ancienteft, but the other the raoft ma- 
gnificent, accounted thcgreateft,ahdlargeftof all the bridges, 
whichhaue bene made ouer the Phent, or the Donaw, being 
fomewhatlefler,then that aU>rc/3wi made over the Eto, which 
is 800. paces longe, and this but 47o.Itis&idtobebuiltby 
Henry Duke of Bavaria and of Saxonk by the helpe of the riches

trieof AlgeoisyXht other inVVtrtenbergerland, and falleth alfo into 
the Donaw.lx. is one of the foure Imperiall Cirties. In the yeare 
ijoo. it N^as firft girt about with aWallA isnow a ftronge, 
and a rich to wne,furnifhed with all things neceftarie for the 
fuftentation of man. It hath many Churches init; whereof one 
furpaflethin magnificence,pillars, cunning ftrudfcurc, fumptu- 
oulheue and ftatelinefie ot workemanfhip all others of Al~ 
mam, faving that of Straefbmg.lt hath an exceeding high flee- 
pie to the top whereof the Emperour Maximilian went up to 
view the Countrie round about it.Therc are in this Citty two 
great Market places, andtvvoiii^«vvel provided vvithall 
militatie Amunition, Engins, andlnftruments. It hath a very 
large Command and Iurildic*uon, & maye truely be accounted 
one of theprincipall CittiesoftheEmpire,being able tomain- 
taine it felf,afv veil in the times of peace as of warre. It ftands 
in a very pleafant place, in anovall forme &is foraevvhatmore 
in length,then in breadth.The circuit whereof is 64oo .paces, N 
and lies up5 the Do»ww,vvhich here beginneth to be navigable. 
There are no hils within the confines of it, but onely S. Mic belt , 
vvhichlies on the Northfide being very fertile,fo that this Citty 
canharcUy bebefiegedjinregardof the fitcthe ftrength of the 
"Walls, and the deepenefle or the Moates. The Donaw runneth 
on theSouthfidc of it,having on that fide a faireGate.The prin- 
cipaU Church is dedicated inhonour of Saint M4W,firft founded 
anno 46*4. and fully built 488. having coft ten hundred thou- 
fand Crounes, befids that which was built &edifyed by libe- 
rality, being one of the largeftand thelongeft Churches of Al- 
tnanie, fork is in length from she Quire to the furthctt end of 
che Church }04.paccs. 
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A v a k 1 a, taketh the name 
from the AvareSy reliques, and 
Remnants of the Hunns which. 
the Norici expulfed , tooke in 
their Countrie, and in ftead of 
Avares 9 ot Avarostizmcd them 
felues Bavaresi from the Boys, 
people on this fide of the Gal- 
Bcan Alpes, or Lombardies, 
which in fome mens opinion inhabited in thefe parts ; 
it is alfo called Boiaria, out commonly Bavaria. 

This Countrie boundeth Ealtward upon Auftria, 
Weftwarduponift^w, Southward upon the Svvif

Thelengththereofis Gcnnan«nules,andi5in 

breariirforthemoftpartithathahealrJifMaire, and 
isavery pleafant Countrie, and fruitful!, butnotfo 
much in Wine, as in Corne, though in fome places it 
yeeldeth good ftore of Wine , which hath a fowre 
taft: for the beft Wines are brought into it out of 
Tbeftrtility fatia, France, and Auftria : About Regenjpurghy and 

Landshut theregroweth much Cornelius Countrie 
abdundeth alfo in Saltpits, in all kind- of fruit, trccs> 
yron j Cattaile, and all forts of Deere 5 Breifly , in all 
things needfullfor the Suftentationofmans life:they 
haue abundance of Hogs , that as the Hungarian 
Oxen,fo alfo the Bavarian Hogs , are fent into divers 
Countries, andthe moft part pf them are fedd, and 
fatned with Akorns and Crabbs. 
j^D«re In the woods, befides wild Bores , & Swyne, there 
^ are all kind of Deere , efpecially many heards of 

Staggs, which no man may kill, or hunt without a 
Warrant from the Duke. Annoxs^i upon the of 
Auguft itfi , there was a Stagg kild , which was fo 
great, andheavie that he weighed 6^ pounds. 

In this Countrie heretofore the j^jrifch VrndeUct, 
or Vandales & Nortci haue had their habitation.The 
Narifa (which at this day are called the Northgou- 
wers, or North-landers, according to theopinionor 
A ventinus, or Narcavers by Melanchton ) were Icpa- 
rated from the others by the Danubius, or Donau w.

What Nationthe Vindclici were, and what townes 
they haue had, onmay gather outof Plmie andfto- 
lomie. To conquer them Auguft m fent Tybcritu>Clau- 
di w Nero, zndNero Claudius Drufius, both Step fonnes 
to theEmperour, who afTauited the power, and hoaft 
of thefe Barbarous, & rude people, routed them out

The Northgouvvers were wont to be mightie War- rbt North* 
riours, as being trained up in them and tought all-x*iw. 
waies with the bordering Romans:this witnefleth die 
Enfis Noricus , ortheNorthgouwilhfword, which Ho- 
ratios fpeaketh much of, as alfo an infeription , which 
was found on the other fide of theDonauw, which is 
this : VisManibw & Memoria Legionum. Et Memoria 
Miferrimorum , VindeUcis Prdfeftis Mocenianis, & Vi- 
tfori & Aurelso filiis VindeUcis Surinus infelix Pater.E.C. 

Bavaria was wont in former ages to be Gouverned 
by their owneKings,till the time of theEmperour Ar- 
nubhus ; they called him Cat annus, even as the Par- 
thians called theirs At faces, andthe Egyptians PtoU- 
mam. After them came up the Dukes, which rule yet 
unto this day. 

This Countrie is devidedinto thcFpper, & Nether j^vy* 
Bavaria : Fffer Bavaria lyeth Southward 'next the 
Alpes,& by reafon of the many Pooles, Moores,fwift 
rivers, and hideous woods, it cannot be well manu- 
red, but is rather fitter to feede Cattaile.2\fe/fer Bava- 
mis better inhabited, andmore fruitfull, efpecially 
about the Donauvv, the Jfer ^and the Lavar us, where 
there are many vineyards : and this is the naturall di- 
vifion ofBavaria. But in regard of the politick Go- 
vernment, it is devided according to the Domina- 
tion of the Princes, that is, into the Earledome of Ba- 
varia, and the Vpper Palatinate. In this map the 
Earledomeisdefcribeduntoyou, and in the former 

the Palatinate. 

The Townes in Vffer Bavaria are Monachium, or ThtToma 
M0nacum,commov&y called Munchen,Vjin% by the fide 
of the river Yfer, and was built in the yeere 971 by Mmehe*. 
Henry Duke of Bavaria, in the time of the Emperour 
Ot ho the firft. It is one of the fineft townes in all Ger- 
manic , fituated betweene the rivers ihn , and the 
Lech, betweene the townes of FFajferburgh, A ujpurgh, 
and Pryfwgen, betweene mcercs full of fi{h, and plea- 
fant woods, hauing on the Southhdc the TyroUish- 
hills, and on the Weft fide of the Suburbs very fine 
gardens, which by fprings and running waters arc fe- 
parated one from an other. Among which there is the 
Dukes wden , which furpaffeth all the reft , as well in 
I 6 4N grcamcs 
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grcatncs, as in the abundance of all kind of herbes, j 
and flowers, curious (home hedges, and an excellent 
Fountaine with a Summer Arbour, having divcrie pi- 
ftures and Images in it. But that which is moft remar- J 
keablc, every evening there is a heard of Red-Deere, 
which come to feedc almoft under the windowes or 
this Arbour. Within the towne there are very fcure 
Churches, Turrets , Libraries , a Senate-houle , a 
Mercate place , great refort of Merchants , andall 
manner of handie-crafts men , befides diveric other 
things, which are not onely ufefuli, but fcruc alfo as 
ornamentstotheadmirationofthe beholders. | 
inS9 lMt. Ingoljtadt lyeth upon the Donauvv, called by the ■

Jneeli Suevi, who tookc this, and other Townes m by 
force.

fWfjwVaproueththe fame alio by amedailleorlewell 
of Tiberius having this infeription upon it: Col 
Av g.Tib. Simlertts is of the opinion, that Regen- 
Jpurgh fhouldbe Regmm Antonini* or Caftra Regina in 
libro Notitiarum. Althamerus mentioneth other na- 
mes, but they are barbarous, as RegnifburgusyRhato- 
bonnA>Rb*t<polisyHyaJpolisyImbripofayRegnipoliSy Tetra- 
polis> Jguadrata, and Germanifheym. It feemeth it tooke 
the name of Rati/bona from the Navigableneffe of 
the river. This towne hertofore was th e Capital! Ci- 
tie of Bavaria, and the Court and refidencie of the 
Kings and Dukes of the (aid Countrie. There is a 
ftone bridge made ouer the Donauvv Anno my by 
the Emperour Henricusy with eleuen Arches, being I 
4 00 paces long, and 70 broade. 

Patavia, or PaHvium fo called in Latin, & in Dutch I 
Pajfavv Vtlferus thinketh to be called in Libro Noti- 
tiarum Batava. Aventinus Pyramids and Lal^us are of 
the opinion, that it fhouldbe Ptolomies Boiodurum 3 z 
CitieoftheVandales. It is a very fine, and a famous 
towne which lyeth at the entrance intoNetherBavarid, I 
as ye goe into Aujlriaybetweene the Confines of both 
thefe Countries , fituated upon the meeting of the 
two rivers the Donavv and the Ihn , otOenuSy which 
make there a halfe Hand in a very convenient, and 

Eleafant place. ItismMpifcopa/lSeatey unto whomeit 
elongcth, there is great trading in it, by reafon of 
the commodioufiiefle of the rivers,& the fituation of 
the place: and as Lyons in France, andGantinFlan- 



dcrs flourifli greatly in commerce by reafon of the 
Suence of two rivers, fo alio in Germame this 
towneofPafTawisvery famous. 

Landfhudis afineandabraue towne, lying upon 
the river of rfer running by it, to the great benefite 
and commoiitie of the Inhabitants. Iremcus will 
maintayne , and that out of Ptolomtes fifth map or 
Europe, that it (hould be Inutrium, 'and yet the ute 
thereof agreeth not therewith.

The Soile is fo fruitfull in bearing of Wheate , and 
Barly , that it fufiiciently furnifheth the neighbou- 
ring Countries. Wine isfomewhaticar.ee, and that 
which this Countrie yeeldcth is fowrc, andfharpe: 
but in ftead thereof, there growethasgoodSaffran, 
bothfor iuyce, finell and colour, as is to be found in 
any place. This Countrie is rich alfo in many other 
forts of fpiceries. And . though there be no oyle 
made in Germanie, yet there are rich iilvcr mines, 
out of which they digg good ftore of iilvcr. Their 
chiefe mines are about Cromelavv 7 Budevveifzy and 
Kuttingbergh. Infomeof them they findealfbgould 
oarc , which bein refined they brought once to their 
king a wedge of gold , which weighed ten pound 
weight. In the towne of Beraun , there are Iron mi- 
nes, and in other places there are tinnc, lead , & cop-

Bull called in Larincrmj, which they in their lan- 
guage name Lorn, Co that in Bohemia there is excel- 
lent hunting. The Huntfinen report, that the lomiy 
hath a bladder under one of his cheekes , which han- 
;th downe his neck , that when he is heated , and 
lart hunted, he fiUeth it with foame , and feeing the 
hounds readie to fatten upon him ; then he calls it 
outupon them ashottas icalding water , which fee- 
chcthboth fkinne, and fleflifrom them;. 
. This Countrie was firft gouverned by a Duke, The «ww 
whereof the firft was onuZec hus , which came out of ft"™*"* 
Croatia , and gaue the firft fundamcri tall lawes to this 
nation. It is laid that Crocus fucceeded him, and after 
him his daughter Libujfa with her hutband VrimiJUw. 
Nimiflausy Mnata, hisnephew, VriflaWy the foimcof 
Unat&y No&ericus , and Borfinow under whofe govern- 
ment Bohemia Anno 900. in the time of the reigne of 
the Empcrour Arnulfhus , received the Chriftian 
faith, and in they cere io$6. it was made a kingdbme, 

and vmiflaus the firft, was by the Empcrour Henricus 

die Fourth at the C ouncill of Mentz, , made king of 
Bohemia, and to that end Gilbert us Bifhop of Trier y was 
fenttojfofgft, to a nnoint and crownc him king be- 
fore the people , and afterward his DucheiTe called 
Swatana , was likewife crowned Queenc. Notwith- 
ftanding all this , till the rime of Vratiflaustt Fourth, 
this Countrie was gouverned againc in the forme of 
a Dukedome. But this Vratiftam having aftifted the 
Empcrour Fr^ww faithfully in his warres of Milan, 
hetyas proclamed,and declared King by him , and as 
his aflbciate in the Empire , giving him for his ar- 
mes , a red Lyon with a tailc parted, in a field Argent* 
Someof theie Kings of Bohemia were afterward Ele- 
fted Emperours. 

The King of Bohemia is the leventh Princc-Ele- The famti* 
dour. Some rownes in Bohemia belong to the king *" 
in particular, the others to feverall Lords. 

Praga is the Metropolitan Citic , and was firft en- p ra ^ 
compaffed with walls and moates , by Vrimiftam the 
Third Duke of Bohemia , and his DucheiTe Libujfa. 
The Caftle rifegradum> or Hratfthni in high dutch, 
ftandeth upon a fteep chill : This Citie is divided into 
fouretownes, namely, into the Olde, the Ncwe,the 
Litle. The Hratfthni otuppcr towne , and the river 
Mulda parreth the old, and the new from the litle, the 
Hratfthni or upper towne', where the Caftle ftan- 
deth, and the Cathcdrall church of S.Vity but the 
bridgeioygne all parts together againe. Itis a very 
faire ftone-bridge, having 24. Arches and was firft 
made by King Fladiftasu, Carolut the Fourth Empe- 
rour, and King of Bohemia, did mightciy beaurific, 
and enlarge this Citie.

Thefe Uved in continuall jarres one with another,and 
alfo their SuccelTours , till at length Henricus the IV. 
Duke of Breflaw,under the colour of a feaft an. 1281 
invited, Henricus Duke of tignitz,the Duke of Glo- 
gaw of the fame name,and Primiflaus of Pofi^whoat- 
terward in the yeere 1295 waschofen Kingot Poland, 
tooke them prifonders , and would not fet them at li- 
bertie , till they left fome of their feathers behinde 
them , although that Lecus the black Duke ot Cra- 
cow tooke their part. About the yeere 1390 Boleilaus 
the brother of Henricus the fifth , was made DuKeot 
Swynitz , who gave this Dukedome of Swynitz to his 
Sonne Bernardus , and left unto his two other Sonnes 
to Henricus Iaur, and to Boleflaus the Dukedome ot 
Munfterbergh. After the deceafe of Henricus fidehs 
Duke of Sagan, there hapned an other pamon among 
thefame Sonnes: fo that Oeletz, Steinaw and Gur be- 
1 came Dukedomes , whereby the number ot Prmces, 
did not onely encreafe in Silefia, but alfo great difle n- 
tion and difcord grew more & more,efpecially among 
the Polifh Princes, becaufe of thejealoufieandilllul.

this people ^rrWfpeaketh in this wi&iTheremoteJt 
& utmoftofthis nation 'were thc£uadi,& Mmmanm, 
afterward the Iaxages people of Sarmatia , thirdly the 
Get* , and laftly a great part of the Sarmatians. That 
Moravians the ancient habitation of the Marcomannt 
is moft apparant , for the hufbandmen that dwelt 
aboutthe river ofHiiw4,haue often found in plowing 

id many Coins and pictures of theRo- 
rours, among the reft of Marcus Antho- 
mm***™*-* diversHiftorics mention, warred againft 
this nation. The money which they gott as a boote 
from the Ennerrue hath this infcrip tion upon it, D e 
Marcgm an n i s. Some coniefture upon the 
Etymologie of this name , that afterward the Marco- 
- mans inhabited that part of Germanic, which now 
they call the March, or the Marquifcte ot Branden- 
burg leying ontheriverof the Blue Weftward: for 
thelnhabitants thereof,were called the^rr^r,that 
htotzyiMarcomans, orMarcomanners. Othersfay, 
they Md this name from a Horfe,as MarefcM ,tnat is, 
MarefchallorGenerallofthehorfes , or from ^r- 
ftaUer, which fignifieth Mafter of the ftable, orhorfe:

yeeld very pleafant Wines. Therefore.this Countries 
in regard ofthe goodnefle and fatnefle of the foile, is 
fo inhabited and manured, that there is fcarcly any 
pallureforcattelltobefoundinit, but they are taine 
to turne them into the woods and Forefts. 

The Mounts Suiet** neere unto theTowne Igla> 
are full of rich Mines of Metall. And whichis more to 
be admired , that in this Countrie of Moravia there is 
great ftore oiMjrrhe and Vrahncenfe found , which 
diftiUeth or droppeth not from the fatnefle of fome 
trees , as it doth in other places, but is digged out 
of theEarth onely in one place caUedG^^/c^wherd 
not onely Thus Mafculutn is digged, reprcienting the 
lhapc ofthe privities of a man, but alfo very like unta 
thofc of a woman. Not long fince Wenccflau* de^ 
C eiidedoftheLordsof£jrrf,inhisLord(hip ott*r^ 
fctt&being minded there tomake a fiihDond,di2ged 
out of it the whole proportion of a mans bo<he,which- 
was nothing but Myrrhf. In former ages this Province 
wasaKingdome, andhad their owne Kings, whofe 
authoritie extended ouer Bohemia , andP^and n,^ 
was a very great and alarge Kingdome About the 
yeereof Chrift ^oo Zuantocofm had under his com- 
maundc^WM, Bohemia, Slejia, and Polowa, which 
Dakedomes were all fubiea unto him ; -whereby 
he grew fo mightie and potent , by commanding 
ouer fo many people, that he waxed proud, and re- 
fufed to pay unto Lodwick King of Germanie that 
tribute , which he was bound to pay unto the Ro- 
man* Empire. For which they made warres upori 
him , but being afTaulted he defended him felfefo 
well, that they parted one from an o ther upon equall 

conditions. , 

The Hungarians,a people then newly ftart up, lay 
cIoiTe upon the borders , and Frontiers of tMoravtai 
and kept the King ofthe Moravians fo (hurt in, that he 
could bynomeanes breake out, and gett apaflaee. 
The Emperour having undertaken , not to leaue hi* 
deffiane , untill he had gotten the Vidorie ouer the 
Moravians, feeking ay de from all parts,opened a paf- 

lase to the Hungarians , who fell upon the Chn- 
ftians, and plagued them gnevoufly with many naile- 
ries and cruelties. And fb the Emperour by thefe In- 
fidels ouercame and deftroyed the King of iMoravta> 
who being vanquifhed , and a great : number otitis 
men flavne, chafed away ,and putt to death: the Ring 
himfelfe efcaped fecretly this Slaughter and chan- 
ging of his cloaths , faucd himfelre by flight. And 
beinff gotten into the Mountainc called Sambrh 
hauine putt of his Armes and fent away historic, 
went a foote and liued as a poore Hermite in a ftiadic 
wood,where he lined upon Aplcs, Roots,and Herbs, 
till at laft he mert with three other Hermites ; with 
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whome he accompanied himfelfe, and palled the rei 
of his dayes with them,not making himfelfe knowne 
but patiently endured all miferies. But the time of his 
departure drawing neere, calling thefe Hermits unto 
him,tooId them,Ye knowe not vet what perfonnage I 
haue beene, namely, King ot the Moravians, who 
being Qverthrownc in a Battaile , am retired to jcm, 
and now having tryedboth thelife of aKingandof 
a private man I muft dye. There is no hapmnefle of a 
Kingdomc,to be preferred to a fblitairie iite.This ma. 
keth us to fleepe without care, andmaketh roots, 
her bsj&c water lweeteandfauorous unto us, whereas 
carefulnefle and daungers make meate and drinke 
bitter. This refidue of jny life, which God hath giuen 
meamog youi hath beene fullof quietnefle,but thefe

is departedjout of my bodie, the goc ye into Moravi 
and tell my Sonneir hebelivingall thefe things. A 
ter this the: provinces ofBohemia, Polonia and Silefia 
choofceiieryoneof themaDukeof theirowne,and 
gaue feme fmall tribute to the Empire asarecogn* 
rion of Souyerajgnity. About this time, when as th 
Emperour Michael reigned ouer the Grecians* Cyrillt 
thcTeachcr and Apoftle of the Sclavonians, tog< 
their with Met o dins, came andlayd the foundatior 
of the CfcKftian faith m\Moravia, and at rielagra 
credinganEpifcopallSeate, the Pope of Rome rc 
prouved them for it, and cited t£em before him, t 
wit becaufe they had preached, andhadadminiftred 
the fecranients in the Slavonian tonge,but they an 
weredhtawiththisfcripm Tongue 
fraife the Lord. Mneas Silvias in his Bohemian Hifto- 
tie. Chap.13. relateth this other wife: to wit , thatthis 
CyriUus being at Rome, befought the Pope, that he 
might ufe the Scfevonian Tongue in the adminiftra- 
tionoftheBaptifine tohispeoplcwhichbeingmuch 
diiputed in the Ecelefiafticall Syno de, and many that 
did oppugne and gaine&y it , there was heard a voice 
fro heauen fpeaking thefe words, Let euerie jpirit fraifi 
the Lord* and eaeryTongueConfeJfe him. And after this 
they gaue leaue to Cyrill to doe as he thought good. 

UWoravia at this day is in a meaner ftate , then it 
hath beene heretofore, for after the Kings came 
Dukes, and at laft itwasgouvernedby MarquefTes, 
and at this time is much de vided,but the greateft part 
thereof is obedient unto the Crowne of Bohemia&nd 
the reft of it belongeth to divers Lords and Barons. 

TheCapitaliCitieintheCountrie,and the Mar- 
quefles reudencie is Brtinna called in Dutch Brin&nd 
in the Bohemian Tongue Bruo. olmutz or olomdntium 
is the EpifcopallSeate^alled in former times Velograd.

The chiefeft rivers in thisCountrie is theMorava, rUshm, 
or Maravaha, called by Vtolomic Ciahrus> now com- 
monly named the Marhe>vthic\i runneth round about 
the Ci tie of olmuttyvhence he take th his Courfe into 
Auftria, and many fmall rivers falling into him, at laft 
difchargeth himfelf into the Dona w. They fay this 
riuergaue the name to this whole Countrie, but it is 
more credible,that thisCountrie gaue him thisname. 
The other riuers are the Theya or Dey/ts, called by 
{omcDudravius y Thar/a,md by others r%&.This riuer 
runneth by Znaim> a place where the Emperour Si- 
gifmund dyed, and parteth Moravia or Menren from 
Auftria.Tne riuer /rff,giueth thename to theTowne 
odglauy & runnig through Moravia parteth Bohemia 
from Moravia. The Oder hath is fpringhead notfarre 
from Olmvtzy &keepeth that name, till it fallethinto 
the Sea. Some are of the opinion, that this river was 
called Viadrus by Ftolomie. It is called Odera from a 
place which die Inhabitants name Oder** becaufe it 
is very fitt to take and catch foule in, for where thefe 
fowlers fete their netts andfiiares, it is notfarre from 

the head of the Oder.

for though it be but a finall water, yet notwithftading 
itwatereth the moft frmtfull Corne-Lands in all Ji/tf- 
wvMjtoherefoteitisteic^ .

\ Crentz,, Ortenburgb, Peraect. Tae free Lords of Undts- 
kroen, VVanbergh, Hohen, Ojlervvitz,, Neubergh , Gue- 
tenbagb .Tieffenbach , Murhefen, Avverfbergh, Dor- 
I »eei, Saravv, Hartmfiam , Schartzenavv , Tiernfcj*. 
Wackhamal, Hofkirckm, Epxingk likewifc theLord- 
fliips of Aicbelfbergb , Ctltenbrun, Mtffenbergb , Stu- 
denbergh, Htggenbergb , Stackrenbergh , Lieehtenjtam, 
Lofenjtejn, Bucbtim, Luetbmt, Purges, Schonkirchm, 
Schiftenbergh , Ahtnftergh , Hernpin , and Stiberf- 
dorf. 
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Tyrmarc K,orStyria without 
all queftion, hath this name 
from a SHer> or a Bull JEgidius 
Tfchudm is of the fame opinion, 
relating out of f Unity that Cato 
held , that among the Taurifci 
were counted alfo xkizLeofontii, 
and Salafi, for thus he faith: So 
were then dieT aurifci alfoGalli, 
which nation in the ancient Warres of the Gaules, 
tooke up their habitation beyond the Alpes > whereof 
alfo Polybius in his XI. booke de hello Gallic o write th 
thus: In the Alpes on both fides of the mountaines; 
in that part which reacheth towards the Rhoane , and 
the Northjdwelt the Gaules, which were named Tranf- 
alfini , but that part, which lay towards the Plaines, 
were t\icTaurifci 3 Agones'.^nd other barbarous nations, 
of whome the Tr&nfalpini not by defcent,by reafon 
ofthediiTereceof their habitatios were diftinguifhed 
one from an other , and therefore were they called 
Tranfalfinh becaufe they dwelt beyond die Alpes. 
The Taurtfci afterward leaving thefe parts,fought out 
new habitations & came and tooke in that Countrie, 
which at this day is called the Earledome of Goerts,& 
from thence went forward,and dwelt in StyrktOtStyr- 
marckjn which countrie they left their name behinde 
them , for Taurus , is as much to feye, as a Steere, or a 
They fpread themfelves alfo in Aujlm and Hu n- 
arie, whereof it is needelefle to make any mention 
*iere. Some will maintaine for a truth, that StyrU was 
heretofore called Valen* and that in honour of VdU- 
ria the daughter of Diocletianus, as Umelinm witnef- 




per ours. Vohteunw faith that it was called Iapida, 
writingin thefeveth booke of his Geographic, in this 
manner: The next adiacent Countrie is/^4,which 
is now called Syria, though Pope Pw thinketh the 
lame to be Valeria, but I am rather of the opinion by 
the deicription of JRufus,thzt Valeria fbould rather be 
Cr<?*f/4>which lieth betweene the Danubim 6c the Dra- 
vmi&c fo Vplaterranus was dcceaved,for if the fir ft opi- 
nion betrue,henceit appeareth then, that the £uady 
had in former times their habitation here: Seingthat 
Sextm Ruffus writeth,that under Iulius thcMarcontanni 
&: §mdi were driuen out of the places yakria,which 
lay betweene the Danubius, and the Dravus. This 
Countrie is a part of the Mediterranean Ityrict, as 
likewife Carinthia, and were reckoned under the Pro- 
vinces of Illyricum , or Sclavonic which afterward was 
comprehended under Germanic 

Stym boundeth Eaftward upon Hungary, South- 
ward upon Gambia, and Cram Weft ward upon 
rinthia, and Northward upon Attflria. On theEaftfide 
it hath a large plaine field, but on the other parts,this 
Metalis c Countrie is every where mountainous : I cannot 
Mmtu fpeake much of the fertilitic therbbfjbuMn all places 

there are many Mines,which are litle fought after, or 
cWed into through the negligence of their Princes. 
There are filver Mines in the Alpes, which they call 
the Schwenbtreer- Alpes , and by the river ot Amifis, 
there'areyron-quarries. Hcerealfo they ieeth great 
Storeof Salt,whichistranfjportedmtoother Coun- 



tries, and whereof they make good p roffir. 

This Countrie was in ancient times aMarcjuifate of The ancient 
Pannoniaprima, or Auftria, and for this czwteStyria i s ^ uynmHT:! 
called a March, which is a certainc limit, ortra&of 
land, ruled,and gouverned by a Marqueffe, as Lazius 
witneiTeth , hauing afterward obtained the title of a 
Dukedomc from the Emperour Predericus BarbaroJJa. 
At laft it came under the Commaund of the Dukes 
of Auftria, unto whome it is fub j ed to this day. 

Thelaft Marquefle was Ottocarus, whofe daughter 
Lupoldus Duke of Auftria marryed, who with the 
Confent of the Emperour, was made Duke of Styr- 
marck. 

His houfe & SucceiTion failing, the Inhabitants of 
the Countrie fentfome into Auftria, and others into 
Hungarie. The King fent his Sonne unto them, but 
feing he ruled according to his owneluft, which the 
Styrmarckers would by no meanes fuffer & endure, 
he was at laft driuen away, andinfteadof him they 
called m Ottocarus the King of Bohemia his fonne, 
who before had made himielfe Mailer of the Duke- 
dome of Auftria, and Anno 1169. gott alfo Carinthia 
to it, buthe couldnotkeepeitlong: forwhenhe was 
fo tranfported with arrogancie, that he begann to 
difpife his imperiall Majeftie , and would not fwearc 
fealtieunto theEmperour,Rudolphus oflrlabsburgh, 
for hisBohemian Feefimple,theEmperour prefcribed 
a day of meeting for the Princes, at Ausburgh, citing 
thither Ottocarus, to appearc there, upo a great penal- 
tie, and to giue an account for his contempt againft 
his Majeftie , as likewife for the Countries, which he 

heldvnjuftly. 

Ottocarus laughed at this Citation,andfentno man 
upon the day appointed to aniwere in his behalfe. In 
themeane while arriued alfo at Augsburgh Ambafla- 
dours fent from the States o£Auftria,and complained 
greatly to the Emperour, and the Princes about the 
violence , wronge and cruel tie, which Ottocarushzd ~ 
done them,& charged him! with thefe points: Name- 
ly , that he had made himfelfe Mafter of Auftria by 
an unjuft title , and had devorced himfelfe from his 
lawefull wife, Margretta, the true Inheritrix of the 
houfcof ^rw,andhadpoyfonnedher, & tooke 
a Concubine in her ftead. That he had bereft , and 
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difpofleiTed^^of Baden, and her daughter Pliza- 
betha, and herbrother Henricus, from their lawfull in- 
hentanceinAuftria,andhat moft cruelly put to death 
many of the principall Lords in the Citie of Viennai 
and had often Ihowne his dogged nature againft the 
innocent people. Alfo that he fecretly had fhared &c 
devidcth with Bela the King of Hungarie, the Land 
of Auftria, Styria, Carniola, and the Vandaltan March 
being all Fee-fimples of the Empire , that he was 
therefore revolted from the Romifh Empire, &thc 
Emperour, to the end, that by the hclpeofaforrainc 
Nation, he might the better detainc Auftria, and laye 
aheavicyoak upon the fubjeds. 

Hereupon it was rcfolvcd, with the unanimic con- 
fent of the Princes, to fend oneinlegacie to Ottoca- 
1 rus : but in ftead of a good anfwer they got nothin- 
; from him, but fcornfull and defdainfull words again! 
the Emperour and the Princes, whereupon they all 
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confentcd tomakewarre upon him, and protnifle d 

levyineagreat Armie, marched into Auflm: Agamit 
whomllfo came with no fmall powe^uc di- 

rparingoftheruccefleofthatwarre, faring the tore- 
<Utind power oftheEmpcrour, through the me- 
Jation, and interccfTionoftwoBimops made peace 
with the Empire , reftoring Auftria unto him againe, 
and tookc the oath of aiegance to the Emperour > ai- 
wellfor Bohemia , as for his other Lands , and 1 ro- 
vinces, and this inauguration hapnedinthe : fajnt or 
the whole Armie , while Ottocarus kneeled downe , 
upon his knees before the Emperour. 
Vhen ashisConfort, andother feditious people 
upbrayded him herewith, as having ftiowne nimielt 
W eake,andfaint-heartedherein, then he broake the 
peace , and fell againe into Auftria with an Armie, 
whereupon the Emperour prefently encountered 
Li wit n his Germane Souldiers being ayded alfo by 
the Hungarians , andgaue battaile one to another 
notfarrefromafinalltowne caUed^rr^ 
Ottocarus was defeated, andflaine in the battaile: This 
done the Emperour fell prefently with his furious

foconftramedmwf^SonneoftliedeceaiedO/^- | 

, that hewasdriuen tobegg and intreatefora 
peace , and to receiue fuch lawes from him , which 
might tend to the dignitie and Supremacie of the 
Empire. This being done, the Emperour eftabliftied 
his Sonne Albertusinto the Government otAufirta, 
and awhile after pronounced, and declare d him alio I 
Duke of xyiuftria, and Styrmarck, with *he loyntcon- 
fentofall the Princes of the Empire," 
Th*i«*» ^isdevidedmtotheVppef, andthe Nether 
.fit cLZ Styr-marck: the river of Muhr runneth through the

Rackefpurg lyeth on the left fide of river of Muhr> 
where Bavaria beginneth , here lyeth alfo Cilia, by the 
fide of the river Sav$ or Sauvv, an ancient towne, as is 
to be feene by the ruines thereof: for there are found 
yet to thisday many Romane infcriptions.Thc inha- 
bitants report,that it was built by Sy/la,znd was called 
Sullax, but (as Volaterranus faith) without any evident 
proofe: poffibly it was that, (or built out of the ruines 
thereof) which Ptol. placeth notfarre fromhencc, 
and calleditCdk.

-The Soile is very fruitfuli , to 
beate every kin.d of thing., and y eeldeth great ftore 
of Gould, Silver , Dyes, andSalt,-tofuchas£ealein 
them: in no Countrie is there found fuch abun- 
dance of fodder for- Cattati<£ Corne, Fruit-trees,and 
fuch as men u^ tapluck with the hand, befides peafe, 
andbeahes. "About tne D«w*w from &gnq*e Eccle- 
fia, as farre as Belgrade growe noble Vines, whereof 
they make ftrong Wines : but there are fewe, or no 
Olyf-trees, which being excepted, thisKingdome 
feemeth to be endued with abundance of all the gifts 

of Nature. , . ' * 

It breedeth/undrie kind of Cattaille , which are 

here in fuch a multitude , principally Sheepe, and 
Oxen , that they fend fuch a number into other 
Countrie's,*e^ecially into Italie, zrAVermanie, that it 
is alinoft incredible.

The firft was the Kings Gouvernour, 
or the Palattneoi ^theRealme,who was next in dignitie 
to the King , and who was the Kings ordinaric Iudge, 
if any complaint came againft him, he was choolcn 
thereunto by the Common voice, but this ftatc was 
not held hereditaire. Next under him was Iudex 
Curia, or the Ct*rt-Iudge, which was alfo one of the 
ordinaireludges of the Kingdome, and after him the 
ordinaire, &: perpetuall Chancellour of the Realme, 
which ftate commonly theArch-Bifhopof Gran did 
Adminifter , who among the Spiritiiali tic is Primate, 
and the chiefe Secretary of the Kingdome , and hath 
this preeminencie before others that he annointeth 
the EleAcd King , and alfo confirmeth , and cfta- 
bliiheth all priviledges with the broad feale, &when 
the King pleafeth heligneth and confirmeth letters 
of leffe importance, and efpecially the Royall de- 
crees , and fuch like caufes. The Magifier Curta , or 
HiMuardis alwaies to followe the Kings traine , and 
is one of his privie Councill. The Tavernicorum Reg*.

The fituation of this City , is partly upon hills : M is 
fortifyed withftrongBulwarcks , fo that there isnot 
aftronger, or a more pleafant feate in all Hungarie, 
andis adorned both with publick, and private hou- 
fes, for all the other townes of Hungarie , arenotto 
be compared to it. The foile round about it , is very 
fruitful!.

Quinces , delicate Cherries , and excellent Pom- 
pioris. 

There growe alfo many precious herbes , narhely : 
Hha Poniicum, Centaurium majus, Kentiana maxima with 
yellow, and purple colloured-flowersj the Roote Rho- 
dk, Pontick Wormwood, LibamtisprimaTheophrafii, 

Saffran, and innumerable others. 

There are many excellent mines alfo of all kind of 
Mettals. At Soulattin alfo there are Gould mines, 
which the Hungarians call Zulacna. Alfo neere unto 
RimiU Bormimrch , which is as much to fay , as rhe 

Lords Springe. 

Out of thefe places they findepeeces otmoltpure 
could , which prefently without, either refyning, or 
purefying may be ufed. The abundance of gold is

Theyfinde Steele by Cyck: Iron by thorofcus and 
Vaidahuntada : Brimftone &: Antimonie are found 
alfo in the Copper mines, and they degg out fuch 
abundance of Salt, that the neighbouring^ 0 vinccs 
arefufficicntly fornifl^ed therewith.

There inhabited in ancient times in this Countrie 
diverfc Nations > ^as the Iazyghes , ( the remnants 
whereof are yet at this day in Hungary, ( the Met a- & g 0 »- 
nalta whereof Plinie maketh mention) z\\cGet&,Ba- 
/tarn*, SarmaU , Grecians , Romans , Sty ti , Saxons , and 

Hungarians, the Romans conquered it : for the Em- 
perour Trajanus , having triumphed over Decebalus 
King of Vacia , brought it flrft into die forme of a 
Province ,|and called the chife citie Zarmizegetufa, at 
ter his owne name Vlvia Tray ana. Galienus twohun. 
dredyeeres after loft the fame Countrie againe, and 
from that time the Inhabitants fell agairic to their fa- 
vadgneffc, and licencio ufnefle (aban doning, and lea- 
ving theRornifli tongue withall goodcuftomes and 
manners ) and received againe the name of rata- 

chians. * 

After tht Romans the Scythians under their Gcnc- 
TsUAttila became mailers of this Countrie, and built 
feven free habitations , after them in the time ofca- 
rotus Magnus followed the Saxons , who forfaking 
their owne native Countrie tooke in thefe places, 
buildin g there feven townes after the exemple of the 
Scythians. Finally , the Huugariam following them; 
joyned themfelues with the Dacians, being partly al- 
lured thereunto by the neereneiTc of the place, and 
partly provoked thereunto for Tome wrongs,tooke in 
this whole Countrie by force , under the Conducl: of 
Stefhanus the holy , King o£ Hungarie , and built fomc 

more townes in it. 

The Mountainous part of Sevenbergen was but 
lately conquered by Matthias Huniadc,vfhok{\nnamc 
was Corvinus , and afterward by Stcphanus King of 
Hungarie. The fame Mathias tooke aliuc into his 
power one Dracula Vayvoda , who dwelt in the Moun- 
tainous Tranlylvania, a man of vfiheardoft crueltiej 
and after he had kept him prifonner ten y eeres , rc- 
ftored him againe into his former poiTefiion. 

Atthisday^i/^fcr^is devidedinto three feve- The t mu 
rail Nations , whereof everie of them ufc their owne 
language, and manners, dwell each of them in a Pro- 
vince by themfelues, namely the Saxons, the Ciclersi 
ixi&thcHungarians. The SeVenbergifln Saxons, as al 
the other Germane nations haue their ^owne Dia- 
kftus , and manner of fpeech , they dwell in fate 
townes, andCaftles, and excell the other Nations 

byfarre. 

Their habitations arc feven , namely , Zarvvaria, 
Zabfta, MiMenbach,Reufmarck>Segcfburgh,°t Schcf burgh, 
J 4.

Colofuvaria , or Cla«fenburgh\ic±)&tme in a plea- 
fant Plaine, is fortify ed without with walls , and ador- 
ned within with faire houfes. 

AlbaluHaM a very antient towne, being an Epuco- 
pali Scate , andlyeth upon the ridge of a mountaine

the othet fide the Broocke Ompay , which fpringeth of

Clavonia taketh tke name I 
frorna Sclavifh people, which I 
heretofore dwelt about the 
Mceoticke Marfhes. It is alfo 
named by Plinie Illyricum&om 
Ittyriu* or Cadmus , or as fome 
lay, from the Sonne of Polyphe- 
nols : by Ptolomee it is called 
Illyr is jxii by Stephanus jUyria. 
hunds. This Countrieis boundeth by fome dtverflie. Ac- 
' cording to Ptolomee his opinion , it fhould reach 
(com Jftria, along the Sea-Coaft to the Frontiers of 
Macedonia&nd through the Landunto Hungarie> Au- 
ftriayzndy^cvMdfta. Pomponm Mela,mS.X)ionyfiu* 
Alexandrine giue it much larger limits , for they attri- 
bute to Myricum, the whole Coaft of the Adriatkke 
Sea, to wit, from Triefia to the Ceramian hills* yea 
which is more , they place the Iiyrians habitation 
beyond the Dambius> becaufe Mela , counteth the 
Danubiusamongtheriversof this Countrie. J 

Some extend the confines of this Countrie a great 
deale further. Plinie boundeth it betweene the ri- 
vers ArSanus and Ticm : there are others againe, 
which follow Ptolomee, according to whofedefcri- ! 
ption, Myricum fhould containe in it felfe ( there it 
reacheth towards Macedonia ) Valmatia* and Liburnia, 
which Lauus now nameth Crabaten , and others Croa- 
tia: butbyP^wtheCountieof Iadera, orilContado 
di %ara. The length of Sclavonic , from the river Ar ? 
Rams to the river Dnms is 380. Italian miles. This 
Countrie hath in fome places a cleare, and a whole- 
fome aire; but where the Pooles and Moores lye, 
there arifefilthiefoggs, which caufe unhealtfulneile. 
According tothe telfimonicof Strabo, this is a very 
pleafant, and delightfull Countrie, hath good, and 

fife Sea-havens, and a fruitfiill Soile. There growe 

alfo Vines, faving in thofe places, where there are 
crageie-andStonieCliftes,ortowardsH«^w,and 

Anftria, where the Climate is more colde & fnowie. 
F&wwritheth o£ the Myrians , or Sclavontans , ^hatin 
the firft warres of Carthage, they were not fansfied 
with pillaging but unto this their licentioufnefle 
thev added a moft wicked a&: for when the Romane 
Ambaffadours,came to treate with them after a lawe- 
full manner, they did notcutt of their heads with 
a fword, but butchered them with an axe as Beafts 
broueht tothe flaughter, and befides this burnt the 
Admirali of their fhipping with fire. And which was 
more horrible, this hapnedby the coinmaund of a 
Woman , which ruled over them , which asf lorus 
faith was calleth Tent a. He writeth moreover , that 
the Sclavonians being hired by the King of Perfia m 
the Macedonian warre fell upon the Reere j of the 
Romane Souldiers, but hearing that their 
chiefe towne was taken in and deftroyed by Antcm 
the Romane Pretour , thev yeeldeth prefently unto 
them. P^writeththat the Coaft of lUyrtcum hath 
^ thowfand lies, which are inhabited , and contrarie- 
wife the Italian Coaft oppofite againft it , hath noe 
lornmodious SeaW The chiefeft townes m 
Sclavonia are Senia , commonly called Segna, lying 
JS^amcbythc Seafide, bunsgrievoully trou- 
bled with tempefts by theNottherne wmds.

tadera Colonials thecapitall Citieof the Liburnians, Tw»*n 
or Cr^//^,called at this day Zara> and is the chiefeft, 
and ftrongefttowne in trus Countrie. : Sebenico called 
by Ptolomee #ow»> lyeth in the Sardonian gulph un- 
der ahill, where itfeemeth the fea wouldfaine breake 
in, upon the hill ftandeth a Caftle. Round about this 
towne there are fruitfull fieldes, but byreafon they 
are much troubled with the Turcks , this towne is 
not much inhabited. Spa latum , and Salena were fa- 
mous in the times of Ptolomee and Strabo. Salona is the 
chiefeft Sea-port of Dalmatia but is not well inha- 
bited becaufe of their ill neighbours the Turcks. 
Tragurium called now Tran is fevered from the firme 
Land byafinallarmeof the fea. Epidaurus was here- 
tofore an ancient to wne,with which ruincs the towne 
of Ragufmm was built, which no w they commonly call 
Ragufi , and the Turcks Dobrovicha , which towne 
though it be but of a imall compaffe , hauing a ftrong 
Caftle in it , yet is it famous in regard of the Turkifh 
wares, which are brought unto it. This Common- 
1 weale is gouverned with j uft lawes , and the BurgefTes 
thereof are very rich, andmightie. 

This land is watered with two braue rivers , to wit j Jfcw»* 
the Vravus and the Sawvv , which run into the Ham- 
bins. Beyond the mountaincs, there aremany fmall 
rivers, and Brookes,which runn al into die Adriaticke 
fea, as namely, the Edanius> Ticius, Naron> Rhe^on* and 
Vrinsts. All the Illy rian, or Sclavonian people dwell 
I moft in wooden-houfen , couvered with reedc or 
ftrawc, fauinginfomeport-townes, where they liue 
more civilly. And thus much of lUyrkum, or of Scla- 
vonia in generall : But this Sclavonia contained in 
this map, is but a part of that iUyricum, except ye hold 
it forthat, whereof Plinie fpeakcth : it comprehend 
de th in it, as is feene in this map, the Wendifh-Marcki 
and the Countie Zagrabrienfis, 

CROATIA. 

Roatia* is apart of that lllyricum> which wehauc 
begun to defcribe , reaching towards Hungarie, 
called by Rufus and Volaterranus^Faleria^nA by others 
htburnia. This Countrie boundeth Eaftward upon The siu, 
jftria and Sinus Eanaticus betweene the rivers Culpa, 
Dravus> and Vpper Marfia. The chiefe towne thereof 
is now faid to be Bigihon, but Tumium was heretofore. 
The other townes are Zengy VVackat , Turnavv , and Tomes. 
Modrifch. This Countrie is well khowne of late 
yeeres, becaufe of the many incurfions , and befie- 
gings ofthe Turcks'. for when the Turck had bro- 
ken his peace with the Chriftians, he alwaies ftriued 
to make himfelfe maftcr of this Countrie , as lying fo 
wellforhim, to invade other Countries, as namely 
ItaUe and Gcrmanie, to bring them under his power 
and Commaund. To this end, the Turkifh Empe- 77* r*rckr 
rour in the beginning of Summer Anno 1^2. gauc 
commaundtohis Baffas, andChicftanies, that they 
fhould fall into this Countrie with his Hoaft , which 
caufedagrcat feare,and perplexitie amon^the Soul- 
diers , which lay there in garnifbn : for the Bajfa of 
Bofnia prefently upon it, tookc in theftrong Fortrefle 
of Hraftonitza by treacherie; and herewith the rage, 
and furic of their Souldiers not being content, he 
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Btefcntly-aftct bcficgcd the ftrong tovrae <*rvjm*» 
ind becaufe there was no hope of reliefe , they were 
forced to y eedit up into the hands of their ennemies, 
and the garnifon /which lay in it , contrarie to then 
pronufle weremoftcrueUynuflacred. After the <ur- 
rendring whereof, athowfand other calamines tol- 
lowcd,wmchIwmhcrepaffeovermfilence. 

The yeere following Anno 1593 the Turck gio 
rvine that he had gott fo many townes , and ftronj 
holds under his power : had a great defire , and am 
fcirion to become matter of the ftrong towneof SiJ

fiznificant expteffions of the mindc , genuine fua- 
vitic , the happie compofition of diverfe words m 
one ; yea fo furpafling others , that euen in the flou- 
rifliineh times of the Romans Common-wealth it 
over-fopped the Latine , and was the language, 
whereby the Romans learned their Philofqphie , and 
allotherarts andfciences, which made fhccmcova.

They com- 
monly mvite one an other to Feafts and Bankets , in

G ods, among which 3 o o . of them , bore the name of 
Jupiter, eachofthemhad their DomiciU-God, thtybzd 
aGodforeveryarTcaion,goodoreuiL Andforcver^ 

daunger they had r 

every one of their Gods, hadhisownc Ceremonies 
Prayers, Priefts, Sacrifices, and Superftitions . 

The Chriftian faith was rcceiued in Greece pre- 
fendy after the pafEon of Chrift , preached, and efta- 
blifoed there by Timothy , to whome the Apoftlc Paul 
wrote two Epiftles. The Fathers whome they moft 
adhereunto and reverence in this Church, are Chry- 
foftome, Baft I, andthe woGregories , the one furnamcd 
mjfene , and the other 2(azianzen. They bcare now 
the name of the Eaftcrne Churches- The Grcekiih 
religion differeth much at thisday from the Romiih. 
They may marrie but one woman , they acknowledg 
but two Sacraments, to wit , Baptifine, andthc Lords 
Supper, &: Communicate under two Species, name- 
ly ,Bsead and WincThey abhorrc Purgatoircand ail 
. manner of Carved Images. They will not fuffer the 
Crownes of their heads to be ihavem but having fpo- 
ken of the tenets of their religion in the defcription 
pfRuflia and Mufcovia,wec now pafle it over briefly, 
churchy* Their Church Gouvernment is by fourc Patri- 

archesjfirft he o£Alexandria 3 w)io prefideth ovcx&gypt 
and Arabia x 11. he of Hierufalem , who gouverneth 
the Greekes of Paleftina , ni.heof^»//W^,whofeju- 
rifdi&ion conteyneth Syria , Armenia and Cilicia, & 
iv. he of Conjlantinople, to whofe charge are com- 
mitted all the other Provinces of the Grecian 
• Church. As the Popes of Rome are chofen by Car- 
dinaUs ; fo are theie Patriarches by Arch-Bilhops.

thegcntricofthatC^untricwhcremtheyliuc.Thofe 

whichdwell under the Venetian Common-wealth, 
cloth tbemfeiues after the faftion of the Venetians, 
and fuchas inhabit among the Turcks, are clodeth 
after the manner of theTurcks. t.ju^» 

The Gouvernour of Greece under the Turhft TU T^ 
Emperour is commonly called Rumely Begkrbe/, th&t 
is, Lord of Lords, and hath Commaund over alithe mhh fy : 
Countries and Dominions , which he harh in Eu- 
rope. He hath40. Sanguis, otSangiaglarsxmdtt him, 
whichare Captaines over Horfemen , chofen out ot 
thcSpachoelans, and are made Gouvernours &Com- 
mandoursofthecbiefeCities, to rule *em in peace 

andunitie. - 

Thefe hauc under them 1 fo , or more Sebajcu Cm- 
meriow , which are as their Lieutenants, and com- 
maund the fmaller Towncs. Vndcr thefe Sanmcts 

thercare 3 o.thowfandmiUtaire5/if^i,eachofthcrn 
havin g three or fourehorfe to fervc in the warrs, eve- 
ry one of them being rankedunder his owne fUmb*^ 
leroi Cornctt, fometimes makinga troopcof 2*3« 4» 
oryoo. Horfemen. 

The migthieft of thefe SangUeis is the Gouver- 
nour of Moion* whofe commaund reacheth over all 
Morta, and when neceffity requiretb , or that he re- 
ceiuethany Commaund from the Beglerbey , then ho 
is taaffift him with a thowfand Horfemen, whichhe 
keepeth upon his owne charges . 

Alfo the Gouvernour or Bofhia hath under his 
Commaund 800. Horfemen. The Gouvernour of 
T&ejfalonica hath under his charge ;oo.Horfe,wherc- 
oira hundred of them are to attend his perfon, and 
the others upon any Commaund are to be fent into 
the fervice of the Beglerbey. The Sangiaks under their 
Beglerbefy haue Commaund over abouc ao . thowfand 
, Horfemen, whichare called Timariots, and arepayd 
out'of the Turcks rents, and trcafuric. Moreouer, 
therearetfo. thowfand^^or^w»/i,thatis,ven- 
tur ous or defperate Souldiers,which fervc on Hot fc- 
back without nay , being free of all tributs and ex- 
actions , and tne Cities and townes through which 
thev palTe are to find them Vittuals.Thcre are others 
beiiaes thefe , which hould their Lands by fealty* 
Thefe fometimes when occafion femes, gather to- 
gether a head of fome 60. thowfand Horfemen , and 
with whome certaineFoote-men, arejoyned. And 
thus much of Greece in gcnerall , we will now come 
to the particular defcription of the parts, and mem- 
bres thereof. 
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EPIRVS, and ACHAIA 




Acedonia, is a very large 
Countrie , and is fo named 
from Macedo the Sonne of ofy- 
ris , King of the Argiues: or as 
fome fay from IoviszndThya: 
or as Solims whriteth, after the 
Nephew of Deucalion, plinius 
and Trogus witnelTe , that it 
was named heretofore Mma- 
thidy from a King of it called JEmathus. Livius rela- 
tcth that it was fir ft called Peonia , afterward Mmonia> 
Edoma zndPiera. Trogus faith alfo, that it was named 
Btotia. Stephanas and Hefichius declare , that a part 
thereof was called Macetia, from whence the whole 
Countrie afterward tooke the name , zsEuftathius 
upon Vionyfius maintay neth In the B ooke of the Ma- 
chabees it is called Cethim, where we read, that Alexan- 
der came out of the Land of Cetbim. This Province 
of Macedonia > lyeth betweene two Seas, having on 
the Weft fide the Ionian > and on theEaft part the 
gaanSea. On the North fidc,itboundethuponapart 
of Dalmatia and Mifia fuperior , and on the South 
With Bpirus, and Ach aid* 1 1 is every where a very fru it- 
full Countrie, environned and lhutt in for themoft 
partwithMountaines; faving upon that Coaft,which 
lyeth next the Ionian Sea , where it is plaine and full 
ofwoods, and this whole trad at this day is called Al- 
bania, being large, fertill, and pleafant 5 yea rich in 
Golde and Silver: for as Ariftotle teftificth, that in 
former times , there was found in it an unknownc 
kind of Gold. Out of the veines of the Earth there is 
digged Brimftone. Alfo Macedonia produceth the 
pretious ftone called TtsntideSi Solinus writeth> that 
this ftone doth conceiue and bringeth forth, and is 
alfo very good to helpe Women in labour. 

This is that Macedonia (faith Plinius ) which for- 
merly bore rule over the whole World fubdued 
\jifia, Kjirmenia, Iberia , Albania, Cappadoeia , Syria, 
JEgypt and fo forward beyound Mount Taurus and 
Caucafis: tooke in the Countrie of the Baftrianh do* 
mineered in CMedia & Perfia, and had in their poffef- 
fion all the Eafterne Countries. 

Sheewas theConquerelTe oilndia , following the 
ftepps of Bacchus , and Hercules. This is that CWacedo- 
nUM which our GtntvzWPaulus Mmilius in one day 
tooke in, pillaged, andfould 71. towncs , fo averfe 
and mutable was the fortune of two perfons. Mace- 
donia contayneth many territoires under it, whereof 
Theffalia ( called by Caftalius at this day Comenolitari) 

is the chiefeft* 

Heretofore this Countrie had in it many famous 

Cities. At this time Theffalonica is the Metropoli- 
tan , to which people S . Paul wrote two of his Epi- 
ftles* It is feated on the Sea, and is apopulous City, 
wherein many Chriftians , and Iewes inhabite . The 
Iewes haue ink fome 80. Synagogues, andfwarme 
here in fuch abundance , that in this towne and Con- 
ftantinople onely, are rekoned 1600 00. Iewes : yet 
notwithstanding their multitude, they arc not here 



onely, but in all places where they abide , contem- 
ned , and hated : and at euery Eafter in danger of 
death. For Biddulph telleth us, that if they ftirr out of 
doorcs, betweene Munday, ThurfdayatNoone,& 
Eafter-Eue at night , the Chriftians among whom 
they dwell, would ftone them, becaufe at that time 
they crucified our Saviour, derided, & buffeted him. 
Here the Sangiackjo(CM. acedonia, keepeth his residen- 
cies Not farre from thence lieth Siderocapfi , famous 
becaufe of the Gould-mines neere unto it. Alfo 
Pella , where the Kings treafure was wont to be kept: 
where alfo, as Plinie witneiTeth, the King kept aboub 
3000. Mares to breede upon. Stagyra is the towne 
where AriftotlevJzs borne. In the City of Apolonia the 
Emperour ^aguftus learned the Greeckiih tongue. 
Vyrracbium formerly called Epidaurus , lieth over 
againft Bnndifi: the other townes are Anion, Croia, 
and Cavalla. The rivers of this Countrie , next unto Upm* 
Strimon upon the Frontiers of Thracia are Axius , Eri- 

goms, Atliacmon, &nd*Peleus. The Mountaines are Pe- Mountain* 
lion, Ojfa, Pindus, Nymph ws, Athos. The Mount Athos 
is fb great,craggie & fteepe, that one can hardly clime 
up to the topp of it i & ouerfhaddoweth the He Lem- 
nus. It hath many Vineyards, Oliue-trees, Bay- trees* 
Myrtle, & Apple*treesuppnit, & at this day the Co- 
logeri, whichare Grcekiih Moncks, hauc religious 
houfes upon it 5 fb that the Turcks themfelucs f avour 
rhem , & hold them in mu ch efteemei & divers rimes 
beftowe many Gifts, & Almes upon thefe Moncks^ 

EPIRVS. 

E ?/>/^accormngtothcteftimonieofy/tf/<?«r/^isa 
Countrie in Greece , which as Martianus Capella 
writeth * was heretofore called Chaoniai Gerbelius 
alledgeth out of Dionyjtus , and Thrafybulus , that it 
was formerly named Oricia and Dodona. Leander, and 
Erythrdus Gxy , that it is called at this day Albania : &i~ 
cherius , and. Aeneas Sylvius giues it the name of Lar- 
tas, and Caftalius, namethit Ianna . 

This Countrie boundethEaftward, upontherivcr th*bti*i» 
Achilinsi Southward upon the Venetian Sea, Weft ward 
upon the Ionian, as farre as the river Celydnus, otPepy- 
lychnus,znd Northward upon Macedonia.This Land 
in many places is barren, and full ofwoods, but along 
the Sea Coaft, the foile is reafonable good, and fruit- 
full. Plinius mentioneth, 'that the Mala Orbiculata, 
or the Apples, which were as round as a ball , came 
firft out of Epirus, and therefore were called by the 
Grecians Epirotiih Apples . 

It breedeth alfo very large Cattaile, butnoAfles. Cattail*. 
There are in it huge Oxen, Doggs, Sheepe, and f aire 
Horfes. Virgil; Lib.i. Georg. cornrnendethmuqh 
thehorfe of Epirus, when he faith : 

India mittitebur, mo lies fua thura Sdbai : 
Kjit chalybes nudi ferrum, virofaque Pont us 
Caftorea, Eliadnmpalmas Epirus equarum. 
This Countrie was once inhabited ( as T rogus wit- ^Cn andmt 
neffeth) by the Molojp, whom Pyrrhus Sonne to A-? e ¥ e w 
chilles brought under the yoak of fcrvitude. In the Gouyern ' 
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Troyan times it was gouverned by rftflfr » and after 
him came under the Aecidas, who enlarged and en- 
creafed much their Empire , till it came under the 
Romans, and the Emperours of Confiantmople , by 
whofe beneficence andgoodnefie, it was gouverned 
along time by Demotes .-but at laft , about 1 omc fortie 
yceres agoe , this Countrie was fubdued by the Tur- 
kifliEmperour^»^/i&the fecond, who droue the 

Chriftian Princes out of it. 

The chiefeft Cities in this Countrie are Dodona, 
very famous in ancient times becaufe of the Oraculum 
lovis Vodonai. Nicopolisvns founded by ^uguftus,m 
memoric of the glorious vifcorie, andnavall fight he 
obtained againft CM- Jntonius, and Cleopatra: this 
Was in thofe dayes a very populous City, it is no w cab- 
led Prevefa. JSmbracia now Laria, fo named from 
the river Lartus, was heretofore the Kingly Seatc of 
tyrrhus Efirota , and the place where Cleombwus Am- 
braciotavrzs borne, who as Cicero mentioneth, having 
read Plato his booke of the Immortality of the Soule, 
and therefore being over much grieved at the mife- 
ries of humane life, leaped downc from of a high 
place into the Sea, and fo bereft himfelf of his life. 
Allium , which Gerbelius maketh to be a principall 
towne inAcarnania,wzs aColonie o£AuguJlus,& at this 
dayiscaUcdC4/tfi%*/** Andby Strobe & VirglBur 
throtum:but Plinie nsmcth it a Colonic. Sophian faith, 
that it is now Butrintus. KtLeucas was the Temple, 
and Groue of xjtfofo , of which it is faid , that aflone 
as any man came into it that was in loue , he was pre- 
«-ly delivered from the heate thereof From hence 
«e the famousPoetreffe^/^,asStrabo teftifleth. 
The rivers ofEpirus are Ptolemies Acheron, or Li- 
vies K^icheros , Stxzbos jichelous , &: Sophianes Afpris, 
Niters C4/<?^,CyriaciAnconitani(?ww^. 

The Hills in this Countrie are the Ceraunian, or 
Acroceramian Mountaines, fo called becaufe they are 
fubjedfc to Thunderclaps , & very famous for their 
wonderfull height, &muchfeared byNavigatours: 
for when they fee any clouds arife upon them , then 

there folio wes commo 
pefts. Alfo the Mount Stjmp 
witnefleth the river Arachtust&cthhis head-lpring. 

The Inhabitants of this Countrie , & Belonius ic- 
porteth , remoue out of their Countrie by Troopes, 
and that becaufe of the barrenefle thereof?, and goe 
toworkeinothcr places , as in ^Macedonia, Romania* 
and Hatolia , where they ferue the Turck for money, 
andhyre out themfelues to cutt and trefh Corne, and 
fuch like labour, and when harveft is done, then they 
returne home againie to their wiues , and children. 
They are Chriftians, and fpeake a language diffring 
from the Greeke : they are of the Greekilh religion, 
and becaufe they dwell fo neere Greece , al of them 
fpeake the Grecian tongue .

A C H A I A. 

Achaia is a Province in Greece, calleth by Ptolo- 
mee Hellas, & by Plinie Cacilius, inhisEpiftlcs 
KjMera Gracia. This Countrie is bounded Northward 
with Theffaly, by the river Sperchius,thc Bay of Malim, 
& the hill oeta. On the Weft fide with the river Ache- 
bus: on the other fide whereof Epirus prefently be- 
ginncth. On the Eaft, and Northeaft part, lyeth the 
Mgean Sea, and Mar di Mandria, euen to the Fore- 
mountaines of Sunius , which now is called Capo delle 
Colonne. Southward with Peloponnefus or Morea , to 
whichitjoyneth, 8ds faftned. I finde in ancient Wri- 
ters , that this Countrie was heretofore devided into 
S>. Provinces, namely thefe: 

The Province Boris neere unto the Mount Per- 
naffus , JEtolia lying by the river Evenus* This 
Countrie to the Northward is plaine , and fruit- 
full. It had in it heretofore many ancient townes , a- 
mong which Calidon was the chiefeft but now at this 



having bene adorned with the Citie of Belphos,^ 
was th g e ftately Temple of Apollo and the Oracles . 

Uetia lyethbetwecne the Mountaines in aMoo- QtitSt 
rifhgrouna, but the foile thereof is fatt, and fruitful! . 
The townes in this Countrie, are^ ftatedatthe 
foo te of Helicon, and is the towne, where Hefwdus was 
borne* Orchomenus was very famous for the Uracic 
of Tirefias. Theba, as Plinie relateth, was not m uch in- 
ferior heretofore to Athens in fumptoufnefl c &: ma- 
enificencie, & was the native Citie of many braue, oC 
valliant Captaines, whichnowis deftroyed. Plutarch 
was borne in cheronea. platea was famous for the me- 
morable viftoricwhich paufanias Captaine Generall 
of the Grecians obtained againft Mardonm one ofc 
Xerxes Captaincs. Tanagra was the moft Idolatrous, 
& fuperftitious City, ^ulidawzs the Rcnde-vous of 
the Grecians , when they went to the Siege or Troy. 
The Countrie Attica is barren, &: full of woods. 1 he 
Metropolitan City whereof is Athens, beingmore ex- 
tolled by Pomponius then is needfullhere to declare. 
By Athaneus it is called of Euripides Gr&cia Gr*cta, ot a 
briefe Gomprehenfion of Greece. This City alfo is 
much commended by Cicero , namely in his Oratton 
pro Flacco lib. z. de Legibus , and in his Diologue de Par- 
tition. The City Marathon was alfo very renowned 
for the braue vidorie, which tJHiltiades obtayned 
againft the Pcrfianstzvi&Eleufiswxi no leffc famous for 
the Idolatrieofcvw, which was wont to be called 
Zleufmia. TheTerritoireof^^^as^A^re- 
porteth is a rough Countrie , where the City Magar* 
lyeth by the Jftmus , which is fo named from the 

Countrie. , . 

The moft famous rivers of Kjichata are menus, 

which running through Bosotia, paffeth by the City 
Thebes. Cnopus is called by Strabo Afopus,*ndis termed 
by Homer the Grajjte River : Evenus, was formerly na- 
med Lycorm\s, and as ApoUodorus and Strabo witnefle, 

isariverini£/0#*. 
The principall Mountaines of KjichaiatxtParnaf M^im 

Jus, called by Lucahus m his fift booke, tMonsPhabo 
Bromioque facer. It is of a wonderfull height , whofe 
two topps even kiffe the Clouds, whereorOvid verfi- 

fyeththus. 

KMonshic cervicibus petit arduus ajlra du$bus, 

Thymine Pamaffus,fuperatquecacumine nubes. 
According to the Tcftimonieof Claudianus, and 
Lucretius, it lyeth in the midft of the World. Helicon as 
Plinie relateth, was confecrated to the Mufes. Hyme- 
tus was famous for the honey, marble and other me- 
dicinall mineralls . The mount Cytheron as Laftan- 
tim faith , was fo named from the Cyth.crne.play 
which oftentimes was heard upon it. There are other 
hills much extolled by the Poets . 

The Arch-Bilhops of thft Countrie are firft he of ^ fc ; ; . 
PhiUipolis , under whom thefe Biftiops are : namely 
Chrijlopolitanus , Dragonenfis , Chryjopolitanus. The 
Arch-Bilhop of Serajfanu* hath none under him. The 
Arch-Biftiop of Thejfalonicahaxh under him Qurenfts, 
and VerienfisJJo the Laricenfian Ar ch-Bi{hop are fub- 
j eft the Biftiops of Dinutrienjis , Almurenjis, or of Ar- 
miro, Cardicenjis, Sidonienjis, & Dinucenfis. Vnder the 
Neopatenjian Arch-Bilhop is the Lariotenjis. Vnder 
him of Thebes , the Biftiops of Iorocemenfts , and Cajlo- 
rienjis. Vnder him of Athens, the Biftiops Thermopi- 
lenfis, Vavitenjis , Salonenfis , Nigropotenjis, Molurenfis % 
oxMegar^Roonen/iSfEginnenfisibc&des thefe there are 
the z. Arch-Bifliops of Corfu, and Duraz&o. 
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A VING pafied through the prin- 
cipall Regions , and contineut of 
Greece, it refteth now that we come 
to the defcription of Morea,famous 
by the ancient name of Peloponne- 
fus,as we readin Ptolomee, Strabo , 

~ Stephanus , Procopius & others. It 

is a Peninfula (haped Uke a plantaine leafe, and embra- 
ced almoft by the Corinthian & Saronian armes of the 
Mediterraneum, and is called happily Morea,from the 
Incurfions of the Moores. The qircumference of it is 
4000 furlongs or 600 miles , to which Artimiderus^d- 
deth 400 furlongs more* On the North it^djoyneth 
to the continent of Greece by an narrow Iftraus of 6 
iles in breadths Touching the limits thereof after 
any difputes betweene the Pelooonnefian* and the 
Ionians. It was refolved finally with the unanimous 
confent of them both, tofet up a pillar , as^pamtion. 
betweene them, with this infeription on the one fide ; 
Thus fane reacbetb Pelofonnefus & not lonU , and on the 
other fide, Thus fane reacheth Ionia & not Peloponnefus. 
Many great Princes have attempted (but in vaine) to 
have digged a navigable paflage through this ftraight. 
Amongthe reft, firft Demetrius, Iulius Ca5far,5c Ca- 
ligula,with intent to have ftrengthened the fame , and 
that the voyage into the JEgean Sea might become 
more Ihort & lefle perrillous. This Iftmus as we read 
in Dion , and others was alfobegun to have bene dig- 
ged through by Nero , who to hearten on his Soul- 
dier s,loath to attempt (o ft uitleffe an enterprize,-tookc 
afpadeinhishand,andbufilybegann theworke : yet 
at laft the Souldiers being frighted with the blood, 
which abundantly brooke forth with the groanes and 
roarings, which they continually heard , and with the 
Hobgoblins , and furies which were allwayes in their 
fightipcrfwaded the Emperour now balfeoutof the- 
humour to leave this, and enjoyne them to fome more 
profitable fervice. Thi s Peninfula is the very Key and 
Bulwarke of Greece , and as Plinie faith for the f rm t - 



fulneife thereof, will not give place to any other coun- 
trie, having all.thingsinit,afwellfordelightasnecef- 
fitie, which it produceth in abundance: for the Plames 
and Hills arc fertill, and is accommodated with many 
good havens,bayes &roades, which make divers Pto- 
'ltvifio». montoires & Capes. This fruitfull countrie was here- 

tofbre divided into 8 Provinces, as Corwtbta, Argt*,. 
Ucoma^epnia^ Achaia, Syconia and Anoka, andm 
ancient times this part of Greece was very famous for 
the Common-wealths of the Mycenians, Argives.La- 
cedemonians, Sicionians, Elians, Arcad ? ans,Py bans & 
Meflenians, and for the Dominions of many 1 rinces, 
which made it renowned as Agamemnon, Menelaus, 
Ajax&others s info much, that afwellfc theimpor- 
tance and Majeftie of the placets the fitu. ion there- 
of, made it heretofore to have the preeminence al- 
moft overall Greece. At this day Peloponnefus is all 
Tder the fubjeflio of the Turck as the reft of Greece 
is tlioimhoflateyeares, it was bravely defended by 
fome peL Kings of Greece,named Delpotes, and bv 
h?5eSan S aW It nowgronet , 

under the Turkifh thrauldome. Morea ; bemg gouv^er-

cia, and is to ferve him with a thoufand horfe,whenfo- 
ever he is called upon; he is of great power and autho- 
ritie,and hath for his y eareiy revenew,and enterraioe- 
ment 14000 Crownes. Corinthia famous for the E- 
piftles ot Saint Paul,ts fituate upon the Iftmus , which 
tooke this denomination from the prime Cittie here- 
tofore named Ephyra , which Cicero in good erneft 
called the light of Greece in his Oration for the Manihan 
Law, and in his ads againft Vanou, a moft faire , and a 
moft beautiful! citty,repleni(hed with al things,whofe 
foile was exceeding good and fruitful!. Titus Livius 
alfo calls it a moft noble, and a fertill Soile: andPlu- 
tarkeia Ariftidus writeth that Corinth next unto A- 
thens and Sparta , was in greateft authority . It had a 
haven, and the Seas wathing upon it on both fides: the 
one looking towards Afia, the other towards Italie, 
which made Horace tearme it Ccrinth/s Plimaris by 
the commodiouihefi'e whereof, this Cittie encreafed 
mightily, becaufe it was frequented from ailparts,by 
thofe which came every yeare to keepe the Iftmian 
Games. Aero-Corinth ftood upon the top of a Mount, 
being three furlongs and a haife high , and above Co- 
rinth,having 40 furlongs in circumference. Upon the 
very top of the Mount ftood the Temple of Venus, 
neere unto which was the Fountaine Py rene,called by 
Perfeus Tons CabeUinut, beqaufe it was by the Poets fai- 
. ned to have bin made by the horfe Pegafus,dafhing his 
hoofe againft the rocke. In the heate of their pnde , 
the Corinthians abufed certaine Romane Ambafla- 
dours, fent unto them. But ira/ci populo Romano nemo 
fapienter Me& 9 as Livy faith, and this the Corinthians 
found to be true : for Lucius Mumminus tooke the 
towne,and burnt it to the very ground , 9 j 2 yeares af. 
terithadbene built by Alctus , theSonneoi: Hyppo- 
tes,as Paterculus relateth It was after reed ified, and 
is now but a fmal Village, called by the Turkes Cranto. 
Next unto Corinthia tblloweth the Countrie of Argu 
to the Eaft ward of it : where the Cretan Sea beateth 
upon the coaft of this Countrie: Ortelius faith it is cal- 
led at this day Romania. Thechiefe Citties are Mi- 
cene, where Agamemnon dwelt, who was Captaine 
G enerail of the Greekifii army before Troy, in which 
were 69 Kingswafted over withanavieof (hips, 
famous alfo for the Temple of luno,afwell for antiqui- 
tie, as for devotion. It is reported the Cyclops roun- 
ded it about with walls, N cere unto this was the Lake 
Lerne , where Hercules flew the Serpent Hydra with 
feven heads, or rather brake expulfed and cleared this 
quarter from Pirates, Robbers and Theeves. 

Argos,a C it tie built (as fome fay )by Argus , who had 
fo many eyes, that hee couldfee every way, the Sonne 
of Aeencr Kingof Phenice,fo much renowned by the 
Poets. Ariftotle among the 150 Common-weales 
whereof he wrote (witnefTe Diogenes) hathddenbed 
that of the Argives. Thefirft Kingwaslnachus, the 
laftAchrifius, whofe daughter Danae,bemgfliutup in 

a tower of braffe, was yet ravilhed by /^r,to whome 
the bare Perfeus, who tranflated the Kingdomc ot A r- 
aos to Micene. Naupliafo called , becaufe Nauplius 
rfheSonne of Neftune raignedinit, atthis day it isna- 
med Neapoli,and is the ftrongeft town in all Romania. 
Fnidaurusisfeated in the end of the Saronian XJulfe,

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A m ™cfnr the Temple of JEfculapius filled with the

In 0»s Cittie MmUm was King , 
whofe wife the faire Helena , was the caufe of ■the 
ftruftion of Troy. OtyUm calleth this Citty 'M£ 
gk, the native Countrie of Artfemw calMtht u£ 
%«i*n , who as F*fi* reporteth be ,ng dead w* 
found to have haire growing upon his heart. In this 
territorie alfo is theiamous Cittie of*****, now 
M*«a noble towne.where the TurkiOi San«ck_ kee- 
peth his refidencie. In thefe confines ftood the Tem- 
ples of J>hnt y common aUke to the Jl^mo*. *«- 
tsnsvaADtrts: it hapnedhere that feme 5/** Virgins 
were ravilhed, which abufe the Spartans pretended to 
be the ground of their warre: the true reafon being in- 
deed their covetuoufneffe of the hole Empire.

Sfw- 
ett called fo by Plinie Paufanias and Stephanus , which 
isaMountin Xww-.aeere unto the River Mmun 
from whofe fpinnie toppe , one may fee and difcouyer 
all the chiefc Citties of Peloponnefus.

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E are now come to the laft Map of 
Europe , wherein Mercator delcri- 
beth unto us the Hand of Candi* , 
withlbme leffer lies lying in Greece. 
Creta according to Ptolomec , is an 
Hand in the Mediterranean Seagal- 
led now Candy . It is environned 
with the Adriaticke, .ffigean, Carpathian and Lybian 
Seas : for on the North Archipelagus waftieth it , on 
the South the Lybian & the Egyptian Sea beate upon 
it, on the Weft the Adriaticke and Venetian Sea, and 
on the Eaft the Carpathian Sea. It ftretcheth out in 
length 250 miles from the Eaft to Weft , that is, from 
the fromonwrc Samonium, which lyes Eaft, to Crm Me- 
tcpumtowards Cyrena y onthe Northfide lyeth the Cafe 
CimmmXhs. Soile is very fruit full,efpecially in wines, 
which wee call Mufcadels , of which they tranfport 
yearely 12000 butts , together with Sugar , Candie , 
Gummes, Hony, Olives , Dates, Apples > Oranges , 
Lemmons, Raifens, Mellons, Citrons, Pom-granates, 
yet as other Countries of the like hot nature , it is not 
alitle dificient in Gome : the mod or greateft part of 
which is yearely brought hither from ? elofonnefus . 
Malmfey is preffed onely in this Hand , Sc from thence 
tranlported to Venice , and fo into other parts of the 
world. The Mountaines afford diverfitie of Phyficall 
herbes : as CtHmfic that in great quantity , from whence 
they doe gather their Ladantm Halimus , that refifteth 
famiceand D/^4«i^foSoveraigneforwounds 3 whofe 
vertue was firft found out by Staggs and Bucks , that 
by eating thereof^eieaed the arrowes wherewith they 
were wounded. The whole Hand by nature hath not a 
Wolfe,a Foxe, a Serpent or any harmerull bcaft or ye- 
nomous thin

night in the fields and paftures , efpecially Sheepe , 
Weathers and Rammes , which they call Sirifboccros, 
befides it foftereth nothini 

Red-deare and^aliow, where there is excellent hun- 
tings all kinde of game. pefides,there is not an Oule 
to be feene in this Country,5c if any Ihould be brought 
into it , fhee would prefentty die. iMeteBut firft made 
the Cretans ftoope to the Romans , after they were un- 
der the Greeke Emperours , untill Baldwin the Latin 
Emperour of Conftantinople beftowes this Hand upon 
Boniface Marquis of Monteferrato, who fould it to the Ve- 
netians anno 1 194. But in the time of Duke Dandalus 
they rebelled and were againe intheyeare 1343 redu- 
ced to their obedience. So remaine they at this day 
theGrecians being permitted the free exercife of their 
Religion , by whome it is for the moft part inhabited* 
And although in many things , they imitate the V ene- 
tians, yet they ftill retaine their old Vices,Lyers, Evill 
Beafts, flowe bellies, whereof they were formerly up- 
brayded by S.Paul out of their Poet Epimenides. Titus 
cap.i. verfa. They ftill exercife fliooting,wherein (as 
Iman faith lib. 3) through all ages they have excelled.

as Belomm relateth , they traine up their boy es & chil- 
dren in (hooting, & in ancient times confecrated chem 
to Diana, and are fo skillfull in the ufe of the bow , that 
they put downe the Turcks for (hooting: they are alfo 
excellent Sea-taring men , andNavigators 5 therefore 
Ariftotle lpeaketh truely of this Hand , that it feemes 
it was created by nature to that end,that it might have 
the avantgard and domination of Greece , and that in 
regard ofthe excellent fite thereof: for as it is faid, ic 
lyeth in the midft of the Sea , on the one fide having 
Peioponnef^ and on the other fide lyeth not farrc from 
Tropio % AftazxARhodm* It is noe marvell then that Mi- 
nos ruling over this Hand , became alio matter of the 
whole Sea,and of all the adjacent Iles,in caufingthem 
to be peopled , which before Iaye vaft and un habited. 
This Country as ancientAuthours affirme, was once 
called Becatompolis % for that it had in it a hundred Cit- 
ties: this Citty was alfo called Gnofiut anus } tela Gnof- 
^featediuaplainenotfarrefromthe^aft extentof 
the Hand, and from the North (hore not above 6 fur- 
longs 5 where it had a convenient haven: long fince ha- 
ving nothing left but a found of the name , a litle Vil- 
lage there ftanding, now called Cinefns. The next in 
&^ixit isGomna(!ron0t»ald 9 feated not farre from 
the Southerne bafis oi Ida , who (heweth what (he was 
byherRuines, there yet remaining an Aquadud: en- 
trie fupported by a hundred arches, certainc ftragling 
houfes pofleffing the place now named Mataria : The 
third is Cydonia,now next to the greateft , 6c called C4- 
nea: feated towards the Weft, and on the North lhore ; 
enjoying a large & a lafe harbor : thefe three were all 
of thofe hundred that remained in thedayesof Strabo 
theCofmographer, who was of this Countrie, The 
whole Hand is divided into the Province oSCanca^he- 
thnofiandia, and Sittia, lying furtheft Eaft ward, ftreng- 
thened both by the (hore in few places approchable 8c 
by the many fortrelTes. 1 1 hath no navigable Rivers 5 
but many great brooks and fprings , in which growes 
great ftore of Colocapa , or the iEgy ptian Beane. A- 
long the Northerne Sea-coaft are thefe waters, (Mete- 
potamw, Scapnm, Odditis, Epicidomm , Giffb and Divorto* 
In the Wefterne part is Nopuliar , and in the Southerne 
Limens. Along the Coaft and (hore of this Hand, therc 
are taken abundance of all kinde of fifli , efpecially of 
one fort called Scarus % a kinde of fi(h which cheweth 
like a beaft , called by fome a Gilt-head or Goldeine, 
ofthe bignefleof a tarble 3 which isfeidome taken in 
other countries : there is much mention made of this 
fi(h in ancient writers , for the Romans held it to be a 
moft delicate filh , in accounting it among the beft of 
all. In this Countrie alfo growes the Applesof Adam, 
thejuyce whereof they tunne up,and fend intoTurkie, 
much ufed by them in their meats: the chiefeft Moun* 
taines in this Hand are three in number , the higheft is 
Ida, feated almoft i n the midft of the Hand, now called 
P/iloriti, from whofe lofty and fpiny top both feas may 
be difcerned, where ftandeth a little Chappel,compa& 
of greatfquare ftones, without lime in forme of an 
Arch, being there fq exceeding cold in the hcate of 
Summer, that the Sheaphards are glad to defcend be- 
fore night into the Valley. From hence ifTuc many 
fprings 3 fome part of it is of a plaine defcent,fome pre- 
cipitate,fomc clothed with trees of feverall kinds,but 
by the Cypreffe efpecially graced. Moreover this

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Earned Cornelius Grapbeus io his life 
time Recorder of Antwerp writeth, 
that the Marquifete ofthe Holy Em- 
pire, was firft created by the Empe- 
rour Iu/lffjiattm,but others which are 
more ancient, as loannts Avcntinus a 
famous German Hiftoriographer re- 
lateth, that one Util brother to the Prince of Bavaria, 
called Theodon for his magnanimous adions,had co« 
maund from Theodoricke the firft King of the Franks 
to be Gonvernour over the Countries, lying betweene 
the Stbeldjhc jlta^the XbciujuA the Sea: tor in thofe 
dayes,the Danes and the Normans, did much harme 
to thefe Countries , and deftroyed them miferably . 
This Prince then entituled himfelfe Marquefle ofthe 
Antwerpian limits , which lay then upon the utmoft 
borders of the Romahe Empire, lean It Jl/4i«(heweth 
likewfle, that this Manjuifete was inftituted long be- 
fore the time of Iuftinian, and called by the name of 
the Marquifateof the holy Empire, beginning from 
the midft of the Citty of Valence, reaching along the 
Sfbeldto Antwerpe, & fo flErward totheSea.fide,This 
reafBn is probable by two things,which are to befeene 
yet to this day within Valence : theoneisthe imperi- 
all 1^1, which hath yet their Marfliall and other Offi- 
cers,where they keepe Seffion,and adminifterjuftice: 

„ "jbertie , reaching into a good part of 

CittifccaUed the BaJiewike : this is fo great , that 
Man flayers of every Countrie may freely dwell in it, 
as we have mentioned in our defcription of Valenci- 
nes.The lame Author writeth alio, that the firft Mar- 
queffe, which left it as anmheritance to his children , 
was one Anfelbertus a Roman Senatour , whome his 
Sonne Arnold fucceeded. ButPaulus JEmelius, a fa- 
mous Hiftorian of France affirmeth , that it was firft 
made a Marquifate by Otho the lecond of that name , 
then Emperour of Germanie^ho about the yeare of 
our Lord 973 gave it as adowrieto his AuntQueene 
Gerkrta, the Mother of Lctbarm King of France, un- 
derwhofe jurifdidion in thefe dayes , were the Citties 

of Nivell, Lovanie/Bruxells and Antwerpe. Whether 
itbefo or noe,thevall agree in this , that Antwerpe is 

the Metrapolis ofthe Marauifate of the Holy Em- 
pire, in fo much, that from that time forward a the glo- 
rie of this gallant Citty hath bene famous , which wee 
will here defcribe in order: Allthough it be now ac- 
counted under the Dutchieof Brabant, being indeed 
the chiefe towne of a third quarter of this Countrie. 
KAvmim* and U Make concurre alfo herein,that this 
Marquifate came at laft to be under Anchifes , the 
Father of Pipin the fecond , who' is faid in the de- 
fcription of Brabant, to be the firft Duke of it: fo that 
from him the other Dukes were lineally defcended, 8c 
fucceeded him in this noble Marquifate. Thefe faid 
Marqueffes are created &fworne after a fpeciall man- 
ner , as appeareth by the reciprocall oaths taken on 
both fides, & laft by the moft mi ghty King of Spaine , 
who tookehis oath as MarquelTe to the Magiftrates of 
Antwerpe, to maintaine all their priveledges, liberties 
and imminities, and they likewife were fworne againe 
to his Majefty,to be true and loyal! unto him. 

Now to come to the defcription of Antwerpe it 
felfe, ye muft note firft, that whence it hath this name 
« nnt rertainelv knowne. Some fetch it from the u 



Gyant called Vruon> others from AntigonusjNhQ in the 
dayes of Iulius Cajfar, built here a ftrong Caftle upon 
the Scheldt that when Merchants (hipping pafTed by it, 
tooke the half of their Marchandifes for toule,& when 
they dealt deceitfully with him , and gave him not the 
halfe, then he with held the Marchanr , and cutt of his 
hand,which he caft into the Scheld , fo that from this 
action, it gott the name of Hand mrpett or Hand-caH, 
becauic mrpen in dutch fignifyeth to caff. From theie 
diverfkie of opinions, the Reader fnay be pleafed to 
take his choife , becaufe we cannot certainely deter- 
mine thereof. Wee will now proceede to the fit uat ion Site, 
of this Cittie , which lyeth under the longitude of 25 
degrees , and 45 minuts, and under the latitude of ji 
degrees and 15 minuts, and under the Celeftiali figne 
Virgo , in a great plaine field: on the right fide of the 
Scheld weft ward , where the fame River parteth the 
Dukedomeof Brabant from the Earledomc of Flan- 
ders. <Jiiaclaine lyeth 8 leages from xtfiaunt 10 , Bmg- 
ges 1 $, Calk in France 13, London in England fome 60, 
c alien 29, Pari and Roan about 70* from the Month of 
the Sea,if ye take it along the Scheld, it is counted 17, 
but by land noe more then 15. Itisaftrong&abravc 
Cittie, girt about with ten great & ftrong Bulwarkes f 
with feven ftately Gates , whereof 6 of them have 
ftone bridges before them. There are eight prince 
pall Channells cutt out of the Scheld, on which the 
towne is feated, the greateft of them,being able to re- 
ceive a hundred great fiupS} round about the walls 
there are wide and deepe moatcs , into which by the 
helpe and accomodation of two water-mils , (landing 
by S Johns gate, they may let in as much water into 
thecioate as they lift. The circumference of this cit- The lorn* 
being an Orbicular forme , is aBout 6179 paces , *t**f*** 
which is in circuit five Italian miles. Her length as ye Cu ^ 
goe through the midft is 800, and the bredth 1020 pa- 
ces. On tfie South-fide of it lyeth afaire, and aftrong 
Cittadell or Cattle , almoft invincible , .which ftands 
about a mul ket (hot without upon the plaine , where 
the houfes being broken downe it commaunds the 
towne,and can play point blanck into it with their or- 
dinance. It is kept continually with a Spamlh garni- 
fon, theKingnot daringentruftany other nation with 
it. The walls about it are very iarge,befet with rowes 
of Line -trees fo broad, that 4 or 5 coaches or wag- 
gons may meete upon it,& pafle one by another. U po 
the (hore of the Scheld before Antwerpe lyeth a high 
Kay or head, where (hipping may lye on with their full 
fraught, which had wont to come thether in abudance 
out of the Sea, but fincethc warres beganne,the navi- 
gation is altogether decayed : for before the civ ill 
warres, it flourifhed 3c was a towne of infinite trading: 
the things bought and fould here amounting to more 
in one month, then that of Venice in two yearcs , but 
now the Hollanders havefo blocked up the haven , by 
their Forts and Sconces upon the Scheld, that the trat- 
fickis removed hence to Amfterdam. The ttreets &c 
lanes in this cittie are counted to be 1 1 1 in number, & 
moft of them large, and going outright. The Mar- Marktt- 
ket-places (whereof the greateft is that which is by the f 
Senate-houfe ) are 22, but the faireft of all , is that 
which the Marchants call the Netv-Excbange , a very 
faire & fumptuous worke,having two towers with two

then apaued Banke, or caufey to come into it. I here 
aretworiuersrunnethroughit^the^, ^andtheP^- 
tneU which was dammed up atthe laft fiegc. It hath 
feven ports or gates. 5 i.ftone, 8c A Wodden bridges, 
two faire Churches: S.Iohns the Cathedrall (which 
hath initasfairea p aire of Organs ,& as ftatly^ aQmref 
as any Churcn in Europe)and S.Maries, befides eight 
finaller Churches, it. Cloifters for men and women, 
S 26. Hofpitalls, andhoufes of Charity. This One 
hath held out againft many aflaults, cntrepnfes , and

which are fcarchfoundin other Countries. Among

taft, as onecan defire. There are di verfe riuers,whiGh 
water this Dukedome , whereof the principaUeft is 
the Mofel , which after he hath run along Courfeot 
many Miles, disburdened, his water at Covekm (* 
towne in the Bilhopricke of Triers) into the Rhyne.

There are 
alfomany Caftlesin it, as bigg as finall townes, to 
wit S. lohn , lying fix miles from Lu xenburg , and 
alfo the Caftle of Manderfcheyt, fome 24. Miles from 
it The chiefe villages are Rochette* Avw,S. Hu- 
bert, with fome others. There are in this Duchie 
fcucn Counties , diuerfe Baronies , and many other 
Lordihips : fo that; there is not any one Countnc 
in theNetherlands, that hath fo many noble men 
and Gentrie in it, as Luxenburgh. Euery one ot theie 
Gentlemenkeepesagoodhouie,acGordmg to ins a- 



bilitie, being upright, vertuous, coflftant, andloyall 
to their Prince. Their moil exercife is in armes, and 
hunting.They are very loving, andKindheartcdone 
to each other, andmanytimcs invite oneanothcrto 

their houfes, andCaftless and ufe great familiarities 
freenefTe among thetofelucs, and commonly 
marrie and make affinatie with their Neighbours, rc£ 
peaing more the quaUtie, and vertue of rfiePcrfon 
then Riches.

don that part , andhide themfelues in caues & holes. 
Now it is (aid that the two Sonnes '-ofthe Lord ?ont y 
marking what harme this beaft did, by craft go tt un. 
derit^daftectheyhadwreftledaiogtime together 
ouercarn£it. In remembrance of which viftorie, the 
feid LordbuMa Cattle notfarrefrom the Mafe upon 
ariuercalicd^eJV'^,^ Gebrejacr 
caufethefaioTfieaft haiiwbnt to cry fo: bet whether 
this be triieor afabiei weleaueitto t^ ot 
the benevolent Reaoer, \ <MarUan zniMvnJler write, 
thatthis Countrie in thie day es of IulittsCdfar was in- 
habited by the Menapth and the Sicambrh but wee will 
leaue this to be difputedof by Geographers, and will 
proceedeforWardto thefite thereof. 

GeHerkndis bounded on the North with the Coun- 
trie of Over-rffeB, and the Southerne Sea: On the 
Southfide pardy with the zMafe, which feparateth it 
from Brabant, and partly with the Dukedome of 
lick: on the Eaftfidely eth the Rhone, & a part of Cleve- 
land, arjd on theWeft with fl^W, and the Bifhop- 
rickof Vtrecht. It is a plaine Countrie having not 
maniehiiisin it, but diverfe pleafant and profitable 
woods, amongthe reft the Echter wood, whichlyeth 
Northweftfrom ^frnhem. The foile is very fruitfull 
in euene place, efpecially for bearing of Come, and 
the lower grounds , which lie neere the Rhene,. the 
Maze, and tlxe Whalejare foil of excellent graffe for 
the feeding of Cattaile, which are therein abundace. 
But this fertilitie , and fruitfulneiTe is not alike m aU 
place throughoutGclderlad,for towards the Velovve, 
ftisbarren,hillie,andunfruitfull. It hath a very.pure, 
ahdagoodaire. Before the times of Otho deVont, Lu- 
toldmi and Wicbardus his S onne,there ruled o uer Get 
clerlandfome Lords of the houfe of Au$tria.Vor Mar- 
tin Lord of Uf«/?rw>had a Sonne namcdLambert from 
whom the firft Gouvernours of Gclderland were de- 
feended. For this Countrie Anno 1351. (as Richard 



Fraffeburgtettifcth) wasgouvem^l>y<7W«r,oras 
fay by Leopold the youageft Sonne of this Lam- 
bert. Charles the great Emperour of Rome adorned 
with his prefence the towne of 2^^^^ienriching 
it with divers ornaments; as being then the Capitall 
city oto/^W,andleftitto his poftcritie , till that 
the Lords of Pontus , tooke the Gouvernmentupon 
them, and made it their inheritance. We intend not 
to fetch the pedegree ofthe Lords thereof fo tarrc* 
but pafling by the Lords of and the Gouvern- 
mcnt of WichardmyGerlactis, Godefrufa, Mengofns,an& 
yyiburgHs,v&\ beginne withOtho otNaffawTHe then 
having married tli^laughter of VV'tchard the third, 
called ^Adelheida, obtained the Countrie of Golders, 
& in regard of his noble birth (for he was defcended 
from the^«^ukesdf^^itodcoiiwgcinthe 

warres of Henry thethird, in theyecre cidxxxix. 
as Lazius 9 and tjie Chronicle of Zoelandmemony or 
as relateth anno txi.was then created Earlej 

and left his Sonne Gerard, whome he had procreated 
by his wife Ajelheida heire of Gelderland : and by a fe- 
cond wife called Sophia the daughter of rrteb-. 
man lade' of, Gelderland, hegottG^&Wjwho fuc^ 
ceded him in the Earledome of Zutphon . He 
dying withont iflue , this Earledome was annexed 
to Gelderland 1 fo that Gerart left to his Sonne Henrf

&: his fiicceffours fliould enioy the faid towne astheir 
inheritance for euer.

His Sonne 
Remold i ucceeded him in theGouvernment>and atter 
him Reinald the fecond, who was in fuch grace & ra- 
vour with the Emperour Lodwicke, and the icuen 
Prince-Eledours,thatin theyecre 1339. upon the 14. 
of Aprill at the Dycl of Frackfort he was createdD uke 
of Gelderland. But after he had gpuverned toureteeri 
yceres, there hapned a great quarreli and a warre 4

H o v g h the name of Flan- , 
ders be not very ancient 5 and 
that many menhaue their feue- 
rall coniectures upon it : yet 
the originall from whence it 
came is not certainely knowe. 
ScePperttSy and Nannius deriue 
it from Flendre , a high Dutch 
word, which fignifiethaSA*//, 
Decauie v&tP lemmings in the times of w arre,& Peace 
delighted greatly in mootmg.iW'^mfromaFto^or 
^CufiardyvAdch. hath fomerefemblancetoaftanding 
water, or aMorafh : whereof there are many about 
Dixmtfde, and Vuerne. Marchantm fetcheth it from 
a Dutch word Vol-laenen, that is, full of plalhes , be- 
caufethe Sea cafts much waterinto Flanders : dthers 
from Flando&s lying open to the windes : fome againe 
from thefe two Dutch words Vele andre (that is many 
ethers) which being abbreviated maketh vlaendre, 

>m K^ttteman , or Allmen , be- 
caufe many nations in ancient timesinhabited Flan- 
ders. And furely this is the moft probable , confide- 
ring the names of thefe places demonftrate it : For 

Suevegen&ndSuevefielatcCo named from the Suevi. 
CajfeLy Catfberghs and Cathem from the Catthi, Gethem 
frojntthe Get a or Gothes, and the Safe of Gent from 
the Saxons, which inhabited thereabouts. To con- 
clude, others againe fetch thenameofFiWtfS from 
Flandrina,thcvnko£Liderk^ andFo- 
refter ofFlanders,;and thus much for the name. 
This Countrie on the Southfide, is bounded with 
The Bounds. j rt oisyHai»ault>mdz part of PicardieiOn the Eaft with 

Hainault ,and Brabant : Onthe Northwiththemaine/ 
Northerne fea,and with the Hound,dr the mouth of 
the Scbeldy which feparateth Flanders from Zeeland: 
and on the Weft with the Britifti, or EnghihTea.From 
thei'r^oueraeainft Antwerpe, to the new banke 
by S. Omars ? it is three daies iourney in length making 
T r a rn 96 30 thoufand Geometricall paces: and fome 20 thou- 
ZithZ fandinbreath. The aire is very fweete andpleafant, 
6 4 in breath an< j the foile rich & fruitfull, efpecialiy in Weft Flan- 
ders, where there kremany finepaftur^ , and Med- 
dowes,for the feeding of Horfe &:Kine : fo that Flan- 
ders aboundeth in Butter,Cheefe, Wheate,andin all 
kinde ofFruitf ull trees, timber for houfes,and Ship- 
ping 5 and woo d for fy ring. 

The encreafe ofiCattaile is fo fruitfull there, chie- 
fly of ftieepe within the Precinct ofFuerne,that often- 
times an JBvve bringeth forth fiue , or fixe lambes; 
yea commonly three orfoure, which they giuefuck 
to and bring up. Now as Franceis accounted for the 
wealthieft Kingdome , Mittaine for the wealthieft 
Dukedome , and Venice for the wealthieft Seig- 
neurie : fo may Flanders be held for the beft , and 
richeft Earledome in Chriftendome. It afFordeth 
abundance of Sea and frefh-riverfiihe : and great 
ftoreofallkindoffoule, as Phefants, Partriges, 
Quailes, Heath-cocks, Buftards,Turkies, andhuge 
Brugges Capons, befides divers other water foulc. 
Neither doe they want Deere,Harcs and Connies in 
the fields, woods , and Downes by the Seafide: their 
Caftles and Gentlemens houfes are environned 
withbroade, and deepe moates. The Countrie of it 
felfe is exceeding pleaf ant, in regard of the variety , & 
abundance of all things, which may minifter delight 
rn rhe eve.There are fome hills in Flanders,\vhich are

not very barren: upon two of them are built CaJJeS, 

Geerfbergh, two faire townes: The chiefeft, & greateft 
wood ,or foreft is jYfepr, lying within the iurifdiction of 
CafTel, & belongeth to the Earles of Flanders: In the 
midft whereof ftadeth a Caftle, called FVaUe wherein 
the Gouvernour dwelleth,and all the Officers apper- 
taining to it j having a garnifon of Souldiers in it, and 
isfo ftrong, that it is accounted the key ofFlanders. 

The Rivers are the Scheldt whofe head-fpring be- ^» 
ginning in Picardie , runneth trough Camerick , VaUn- 
ciennesyCondiyDormckyOttdentterdtSc Gent, where he re- 
ceive th the Leye, the Lie w,and the Moer 'mto him,and 
there fwelling, and growing bigger, taketh his courfe 
to Dendermond, where the Bender falleth into him, 
from thence to Rutiehnond* fo called from the mouth 
of the river, ana then with afwiftftreame , falleth 
dovmcto Jntwerpe > and fo palling by Lillo , difchar- 
geth himfelfeatlaftwith two large mouths into the 
Sea: whereof the one branch is called the Hound, run- 
ning downe htVNctn£South-beverland> 8c Flanders by 
Fluff Inng^nd the other retaining ftill thenamc o"f the 
Scbeldy disburdeneth hirnielf into the maine Sea by 
Ziersct-fea. The Leye fpringeth out of a Fountaine, 
lying in the Village of Lisbourg in the Counrie of S- 
Pauly hath an exceeding clearefrreame , andisfuUof 
dehcatefiftie,andrunning by theruinous Epifcopall 
towneofr^v4^,fromdiencetOufr^,ilf^r^«f, Ste- 
gersy Armentimy Waefiene 9 Comene, VVervekeyMee- 
neney CortrkkyHarlebeke y FFackene, and fo paffingby 
Dey nfe to Gent falleth into the Schelde. The lefter ri- 
vers are the Dendrey theLieve, the Tferleey the Aa y the 
Scharpey the Rupel, the Colme , the JJery and by the be- 
nefice whereof the townes in Flanders haue great tra- 
ding, and grow rich by the commodioufnefTe ofthe 
Sea, and thefe navigable rivers. 

The Sea Havens, andport townes arc thefe:D^- 
kerckyOfiendySltiycey Nieuport, Grevlingy and the new 
Fort called the Scheurke by Duyntercxe. The people 
here Hue moft by trading, that makes them rich and 
wealthie,which hath bene the caufe, that the Inhabi- 
tants thereof,efpecially thofe of Gent,haue bene very 
fechtious, & oftentimes rebelledagainft their Earles.

The Citic otBrugges is marvailloufly adorned with 
publick and private buildings, which aregreatly ex^ 
tolled by Writters, and to fpcake all infe'we words, 
this citie is built to giue delight to the eye , & content 
tothemindq. Gaunt, Antwerpe, Br uxetts,Lovainezxi& 
Madame arc very faire cities., but Stages putts them 
downe all. Mnea* Silvias, Pius the Second Pope of 
Rome , who had almoft traveUed throughout all Eu- 
rope y faith, that Britgges was one of the three fineft 
townes, that ever he faw in his life.The riyer Bey a run- 
neth through it with a flowe ftrcame , over which 
there are many bridges, & then paffine; by Damme fal- 
lethintothcSea,by%f/. This citic heretofore was 
u*«* v * wiv, *^oft famous marchant Townes in all Eu- 
rope, in which there dwelt 17. Nations , each in their 
ownc quarter and Coliedce , to whome there was 
brought coftlV marchandiles, and commodities from 
all the Corners of the World , and from Brugges was 
fent into the other parts of the World, faireMorfes, 
fatt Oxen, delicate Butter and Cheefe : pickled , and 
reel Hcrings, divcrfefort of Saltfiflie , Wollen & Lin- 
ncn Cloth, Tapifteries and hanging moft curioufiy 
wrought, admirable Pidures, all forts of Manufa- 
ctures, which could be imagined or thought upon: 
yea, and in fiich abundance, that Brugges feemed to be 
a litle World. Henceit was,that the name ckFlanderSi 
obfeuredthe name of Nether land, and the other Pro- 
vinces. This Citie was fo beautifull and rich, that Jane 
Queene of ta*/4r/*,efpoufe to PhiUp the FaireKingot 
Trance, comming heither Annoipi. beholdirigthc 
beautie of the woman &the bravcrie of their Clothes, 
cry cd out with admiration , and amafement. J had 
thought that lonely had heene a gueene , hut here I fee 6 o 0 . 
This Citic entertained with great magnificence Pht- 
lif the Good, and Charles Duke of Orleans, founding 18. 
Silver Trumpets before them. In this Citic wasio- 
lemnized the marriages of the two Philips, ofElfate, &: 
the Good, alfo,of Charles the Bardie, Prince of Flanders* 
Within this Citie (Anno 14^.) was firft inftituted the 

Order of the Golden Fleece.

Damme is a ftrong towne , and lyes as a Bulvvarke before Damm* 

Brugges, to curbe them. 

Qftettd is famous for the long and bioodie fiege, which it held 0fttn4.\ 
out both by Land & by Sea,to witt from the j.of Iuly iooi.till 
the 1 i. of September 1604. during which fiege it was wonnc 
by ynch meate : abundance of mines fprong on both fides, and 
aboue 8oooo.Commanders,Oificers & Souldiers on the Arch- 
Dukes fide, and fome 40000. on the Defendants fide, flainc Sc 

dyed of fikcnefle. 

Bwjjelaer is an open towne and Vicountie. SwftUr. 
Tborout hath a Collegiall Church dedicated to 1 5. Peter. rhorout '.

toire be of no great extent, yet it is very pleafent , en- 
joying afatt & afiuitfullSoile , with many fine fields; 
yeelding Graine , which alio produce good Methe- 
gline, and excellent Wheate, though not much , ha- 
ving many goodly and large paftore^ fitt for the fee- 
ding of Cattle. In the part of Flanders, lye the great 
and rich Cittiesof Ryflel and Douay , with many o- 
ther prettie townes, as Orchies , Armentiers ,JLanoy, 
Bailee, Marchiennes andComene, and the mighty 
towne of Doornick, with itsjurifdifluon, having un- 
derit the townes of S.AmandaudMoftaigne. 
Ryffell or Lifle called in Latine Infube , is the bra- 

veft towne for trading 

Netherlandith Provinces under the King of Spainc his 
command. It is a large Citty, & populous flourifhing 
in all riches andgentrie , and by the accommodation 
of the River Deuia , which comes out of Artois by 
Lensjwhich difchargeth it felfeinto the Leye at Dul- 

fcmont, is much enlarged. This towne was firft built 
anno 1007, by Balduinus Barbatos,Earle of Flanders, 
andbecaufe his Sonne Baldwynthe good, was borne 
inthisCitty, he gave it the furname of Ryffell: who 
loved this towne fo well , that he girt it about with 
Walls in the yeare 1066 , and founded in it the ftately 
Church of Saint Peter, which he endowed with great 
riches for 40 Canons , under which were Sugfragans, 
the Bifhops of Cambrick,Doornickand Terouan,over 
whome at this day is the Biihop of Yper. In this Cit- 
ty is a faire and a ftrong Caftle, there is yet to be feene 
the old walls Scruinesof theCitadellof Buck, where 
the Lords and Governours dwelt , which kept this 
Countrie for the Kings of France , which to this day 
are called Caftellaines of Ryffell. Tbefe Lords were 
the firft called Forrefters 6c O verfeers of the woods , 
but in proceffe of time attained to great dignity , be- 
comminghereditarie Earles,and PeeresoF France. 

In this Citty of Ryffell dwels raanie Handie-crafts- 
men, which make all forts of Stuffs, as Sayes, Grof- 
greins, Serges, &c. So that this towne for thefe 
nufa&ures puts downe Antwerpe , which beares away 
the bell from all other townes (faving Amfterdam)in 
the Netherlands. Indeed, this towne ought no more 
to be called litle Antwerpe : feing old Antwerpe is 
much decayed, and impoveriftiedby reafon of the ta- 
king in of the Bom and Maftricht, which now hinders 
and cuts of the ancient trading,which had wont to be 
betweene Collein,Germany and it. Within Ryffell is 
the Chamber of Accounts for all Flanders , having in 
it aPrefident, 4 O verfeers of the Accounts, 5 Audi- 
tours, 3 Recorders or Secretaires,and other Clarks;& 
inferiour Ofticers. All Treafurers and Receivers muft 

appcare here to give up their accounts. In this Cham-

beris kept the Records and Regifters of all the Pri- 

veledges , graunted to this Countrie by the Princes 
thereof. This is the Metrapolis of GalUke Flanders, 
and hath a perticular Governour , which commaunds 
over Douay and Orchies. Thereare many fine Chur- 
ches & Cloifters in it. Amongft the reft the Iefuitcs, 
which is fo magnificent and great, adorned with fuch 
brave Images and pictures , that it is admirable to be- 
hold, and in fachabnndance , that one canfearcely la- 
tisfyetheEye. And as the Paters have ere&ed very 
fumptuous buildings ; fo hath the Citty built them a 
ftately Colledgeheld for the faireft and beautifulleft 
of all the low-Countries : having a brave garden, full 
of fragrant flowers,herbs, trees and fruits. Befides a 
great many Nunneries , there are diverfe Cloifters of 
Monkes & Fryers , among the reft the foure orders of 
begging Fryers , or Capuchins. There is alfo an ex- 
ceeding rich Hofpitall or Gefthoufe , founded by the 
Lady Ioane of Conftantinople,Countefle of Flanders. 
I'his Citty hath 6 Gates, and as many Sub-urbs: after 
thattheorderof the Golden Fleece was inftituted at 
Brngges, the firft affembly and folemnilation thereof 
was held in this Citty , in the Collegiall Church of 
S.Peter,which lafted three dayes, and the King made 
his Feaft on the laft of November , being S. Andrew 
the Apoftles day, the Patron of Burgundie. Without 
this Citty is a faire Abbejr of Monkes of S.Bernards 
order,called Loo Abbey , rounded anno 1152, having 
alfo an Nunnerie neere unto it, called Marketta : this 
is the braveft Nunnerie in all Flanders , erected by 
Ioane of Conftantinople,Counteffe of Flanders.richly 
endowed, wherein are diverfe Sepulchres & Tombcs, 
of the Earles and Princes of Flanders. 
Ryffell hath alarge jurifdi&ion & a Caftellainlhip;

Beaupre is an Abdefle of Nannes , whuch lyes 
like wife upon the Leye of S.Bernards order. Bailee 
fyeth three miles from Steegers, and is a fmall towne, 
where they trade much in wobll. Thistowne belon- 
geth to the Earie of Harhes , who is of the houfe of 
Homes: here is a fine Nunnerie of S.ftmU his order. 



Cittifens payd a hundred 

thoufandDucatesfortheir ranfome. It was reltored 
to the French for fix hundred thoufand crowncs , and 
taken from them againe by ChaUs the 5. It fronters 
upon Haynalt, and hathaGovernouroverit. This is 
a very ancient towne , once inhabited by theNeny, 
who in the dayes of luluts Ctfarynte counted a valiant 
and warrlike people^ The Schdde runneth thrpng^i 
the midft of this citty , which Jarb FlaaJers from 
Haynalt: for there are two par$diiallqharches , the 
one S f Nicolas,the other S.Brixes , which are in Hay- 
nalt, and ire under the Arch-Bilhop or Camericke. 
It is a very ftrong citty,well fortifyed , having a dtta- 
dell&agreat^rrifoninit. There are manv ancient 
and ftately houfes , adorned alfo with many churches, 
cloifters and hofpitals. This citty was firft converted 
to the Chriftian faith by S.Vutm and Chyfilitm , who 
fuftedMartyredome underiheEmperour Diocletian. 
It Kathheretofore bin in po|effion of thef rench and 
the Engh*,who built the Caftle init: b^ttbis pre- 
Xent is under Flanders. The dtty withoul^tb a bean- 
tifull profpefe having many lpires built with blew 
ftone,which ftjowes the antiquiqr of it , and upon tier 

walls, and in the ftreetes there are 99 Turrets , from 
whence it is reported , the citty tooke this name of 
.Turnay. One muft afcend tip to the Churches by 
Staires,within they are obfcoie and darke, faving the

S. Amandis a petty towne,lying upon the Sttrpe, 4 S.Amwl 
miles from Dornick : it hath a very fine Abbey beloa* 
gingto itj having a Lord over it, which furpafieth in 
wealth all the Abbeys of this quarter of S.Benedifts 
orders.The Abbot of it hath both fpirituall & tempo- 
ralljurifdiaion^having 8 Villages under it. S.Amand 
converted Gaunt to the Chriftian faith anno 630 , for 
which he was entituted the Apoftle of Flanders, from 
which time forward Gaunt and Brugges we^tubordi. 
nate to the Bifliop of Dornick, who was alfo Suffragan 
to the Arch-Bilhop of Rheims in France,till the yeare 
i56i,thatPopePiustheIV, made new Bifhops over 
Gaunt,Bragges & Yperjattherequeftof Philip the 2, 
Kingof $paine,theaPrinceofalltheNetherlands. 
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Mf bkiall fUniers was 
fo called, becaajfp it was long 
under the fubieftion of the 
Etoperours , comprehendin 
under it theCitieofi-^#>an 
the Countrie tying about it, 
alfo the Land otWtei withthe 
fourePrecinfts.

"World, was lb called (asfcme 
afErme ) from the abundance 
of Woodi, which grew in it, as 
if one ihould lay , Hout-Lnd, 
that is,rFW-/W>becaufe this 
Countrie in ancient times was 
as a wildernefle » overfpred 
with woods: Others fay, it tooke this name from the 

hollo wnefle , lo wnefle and moorifhnefle thereof, and 
for that reafon is named the Earledome of Holland: 
Some others againe fetch Holland from Hoy or Haj- 
land, becaufe of the abundance of meddowes &: Hay> 
which is made in it. Butlearned/«^/«j (whichismoft 
probable ) fhe weth an other realbn , that Holland and 
Zealand were fo called, from two Hands in Benmarke; 
for out of thefe NortherneRegi6s,came(as Swarmes) 
thofelnfidells and Pagans, which were thebane, and 
deftruftion of all Europe, and o verfpreading Holland 8c 
Zealand, at laft after many warres,o vercame &: matte- 
red the Inhabitants , and withall altered their ancient 
names , which the Romans feared , and called them 
after the names of thofe Ilelands from whence they 
came. This opinion alfo is confirmed by many; other 
learnedmen a to wit, VVi&ehnw Heda, PetrmNannm, 
John wander pots , Lord of Noordvvick , Pet r as Scrive- 
r/Mtf, and diverfe other Authours , to whofejudgment 
wee willingly fubmitt our felues.

of leyfterland, thatis of Tiel, BommeU, ArckeHjieufden, 
\Altena>V'una y Cuyknburg> Bueren> Leerdam,t^f/peren, 
Heuckekm* & fo forward, as farre as the Old-Mafi* This 
Theodoricuswzs by the faid Emperour, enfeoffed into 
the poffeflionofthewhole Countrieof Holland, and 
a part of EaB-Friezland as farre as the Lauvvers and 
Dockum , tha'theniightbe themoreable., andpower^ 
full , to refift , and withftand theincurfions ficinroads 
or thefe Heatheiitfh Danes and Normans, which dwelt 
then mrtrecht from arousing and fpoyling the Chri- 
ftians. How many Eajrles fucceeded him afterward, 
tillthe daiesbf JFAwEarleof Holland, would be^ere 
too long for us to relate.

Adrian linm and iome 
other Authours calls it Vurdreeht , as if one ftould lay, 
the Law or right of Vuretm : but others derives it 
more rightly from the RwerD^,and trecbt or drecbt, 
1 that is, from a fare or a paffage oyer, as Mfimht which 
fignifies a paffage over the Meufe , Vttccht'ovv the 
l4ene AmHeliam from the River Amftel , Roterdam 
from a damme over the Roote, &c.

downethe ftreames, till they fould them.havingbenc 
. once the ftaple of wools and cloth, ot t. mber for buil- 
k dingof (hipping and houfes, and is nowthe ftaple ot 
Rhfnith wines. In this Citty anno 1 6 1 8 ,was held a Is a- 
tionall Synode , convocated of many lanious ana ex- 
cellent learned men out of the reformed Churches of 
Chriftendome, who with one unanimous confer^ , re- 
jected and condemned out of the facred word ot G od 
the five Pelagian herefies of/4«fea»/fr«»whoattri. 
buted too much to the corrupt faculties of man , toil- 
chingFree-will and forefeene faith , derogated Jrom 
the glorie of God in the wotke of mafis fetvawou , as 



appeareth by the Canons, & booke of the faid Synode. 
"Notfarrefrom Dm ftandeth on the water ever 6nce 
the 7a Villages periftied, a peece of the ftrong Sc an. 
cient Caftle of Merewede , whereby thofe of Don 
hold yet fome rights and priveledges . 

Having paffed the Bies-bos on the Brabantifh fide, Ceer "y' 
upon the left hand of the Merwe , lyes S.Geertr»yden- 
bergb.fo namedfrom S.Geertrujd, the daughter of Fi- 
finus dt Landeu, who was highfteward unto the King of 
France. She dying anno 664, is faid to have lived and 
converfedmoftinthis place, and that this was her In. 
heritance, as letters from the Lady fli»^w</,.Countefle 
of Strjett witnefle,which lay by Don, for the contents 
of her letters are thefe : / have added to the aforeftid 
Church aUtny aUediaL goods, ly ing xnthin my land of Sttyen, 
which the mighty King ZuendAokhm fomtaty had given , 
and chiefly to the Church ofStryen dedicated to our Lady- M-

2eelandEorle i the CaBU of Sfrundelbeim , with all the if' 
purtenances, ns it lyeth upon the River Marbalte. The Hol- 
landers, the Brabanders , and the Ennemie have bad 
manyblowes about this towne. It is now nndet the 
States Generall,and is well fortifyed* In the Bies-bos 
are taken abundance of Salmons, Shads & Sturgeon. 

Lsilblafier-ward is fo calledfiom the Village Albino, AU*l 
neere unto A&Ufftt-danA^Souburch. This ward lyeth ward. 
on the left fide of the Leck,which is fuppofed to have 
bene an arme of the Rhene. But Ortelim fearchine 
neerer into the words of r4«/«,where he fpeaketh ot 
Cerbubu faith, that the Leek was a ditch , which the 
Romans cutt betweene the Rhene & the Maze , with- 
out coraminginto the Sea,topafle from the one tothe 

Stboonhoven lying upon the left fide of the Leek, is Schov*- 
fo called from the 6ne gardens and Orchards , which W. 
was aboutit. Here they take great ftore of Saulmon 
intheLeck. It is verelv thought, that this towne was 
built out of the ruins of Nieuport. The Lord ot this 
townc in ancient times was John of Haynault, bro- 
ther unto William Earle of Holland , he had an onely 
daughter called Joane , whomarrying with a French 
Earfe , called Lewes de Bleu. Schoouhoven fell to the 
houfe of B/evfo that to this day all that trait of land , 
which lyeth betweene Ter Gcude and Schoenbeven, was 
called the land of Blois. This towne was built in the 
eare j 303 , with a Caftle, but was not then walled.tor 
, ohn of Haynault firft made a brickwall abour it , not 
tarre from this towne lyeth the Caftle ot Hartsberg. 
A nd under Schoonhoven are thefe Villages , namely, 
CabauMbreechMhambacbt, Amerfiol, Stcrnci, where 
abundance of excellent cheefe is made Beurep* , B»- 
ion riM, faerfvelt.Crimpen, Lecl^berciindOuwcrkfn^ 
Ni Jort iyingon the other fide of the Leck.ieeinc- 
to have bene in ancient times a fine and a populous 
towne , but now as other gallant townes is much dc- 
caved,and become a Village. 
Y Oudm«ter is a town not farre from r/J/^welt for- <w« 



tifred with a wall and a moate : what th.s towne harh *r, 
endured by the Spauyards, the Hiftor.cs can witnef? . 

A litle further into the Countne lyeth ifellleyn . fo 
namedfrom the River Tfel, it belonged once unto the 
Earie of Buren , but now unto the prefent rrmcc ot 
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HYN-L AND , which beibn- 
geth to Holland $ tookc this name 
tirom the Rhene,becaufe this part of 
Holland was watered with the Rhene» 
which wee before have proved out 
of Plinse, to wit , that the Iland of 
the KenncmtSi Batwians, Tribes and 
others > lay betweene the Heil,that is, the mouth of 

the Maze & the Vlie , which was the utmoft mouth of 
the Rhene. For the Rhene had in the midft a broad 
1 ditch, which bare the name of the Rhene it felfe : for 

the Rhene about Lpbec divided himfelfe into z bran- 
ches, the one of them ran through Drufius his fare in- 
to the Yfcl, andtheotheronthefertherfideof Arn- 
hen,thexbiefetowneof Gelderland , from thence to 
thetpwneof Rhene, and lb to Wijck to Duerftede f & 
there loofinghie name, is called the Leek* But in old 
times the Rhene had wont to take his courfc on the 
right hand of Utrecht,aswecanlhewtothisday,and 
commingtoUtrecht,dividedhimfelf againeintotwo 
parts, the one running by Weeip,a towne in Goyland, 
add fo to Muyen difchargeth himfelfe at laft into the 
Southerne Sea , this braunch is called the Vecht , the 
other palling by Woerden 2 
den, kept the name of the old Rhene , but before fie 
came to Leyden , he divided himfelfe into three Ri- 
vers,namely, the Man, the Zyl, and the Douze,which 
falls all into the Leydens Meere , and palling by Ley- 
den, the Rhene runneth forward to Rnyns-burgh , & 
from thence towards Catwick, andfocomming into 
the Downes ftops , and makes a kinde of a ftanding 
poole • lb that he can not finde the old ditch or cutt , 
which had wont to lead him into the maine Sca,by the 
houfe of Brittaine,and thus the Rhene beneath Ley- 
den , beyond Rhij nsburgh taketh his courfe towards 
Harlem, feemes to have made diverfe brookes , and to 
have fought a new way into the Seaithe chiefeft where 
of was at Egraond upon the Sea , as we may prove out 
of Plinie. Hence foilowes that the Coninefotes , or 
Connie* eaters,now called Kennemers , had here their 
lands , and habitation : For Reginus witnefleth alfo , 
that the Kennemers had a haven upon theSea-coaft, 
where the Normans , which had wont to invade Ken- 
aemer, landed for he laith in plaine termes , an. 804, 
the Normans came from Denmark to Kinkem, &c. 
VVmAtn. In this Countrie (which comprehendeth alio the 

Kennemers) lye diverfe townes and Lordfliips, as firft 
Woerden, where the Rhene ran through to Utrecht: 
it is a towne well compact , adorned with a faire Ca- 
ftle,now a receptacle for old & maimed Souldiers pen- 
fioners. Once Woerden was under the commaund of 
Utrecht,and afterward came to Erick Duke of Brunf- 
Wick. The Villages belonging to Woerden, are Bo- 
degrave,Woerder-Indijck and Tc-koop. Further to- 
wards Leyden, ye have Alphen and Poelgeeft , for in 
the opinion of the learned , Alphen was that place, 
. which Anthonine the Authonr of the booke entitu- 
ledIlermar,calleththisOy?r4iif/6/V»4»4, making it to 
lye betweene Utrecht and Leyden , though it is cor- 
ruptly called in Latine Mimams, and that the Romans 



built there a Caftle , called after the name of one o 
their chicftaines Albinm. is very probable. Next unto 
Alphen lyes the houfe ot Poelgeeft , where there was 
^heretofore a ftrong Caftle, but anno 144s was by the 
ci vill warrs deftroyed, and razed to the ground. 
Next comes to your vew the famous Citty of Ley- Z>*yk** 

den , called by Ptolomee in the opinion of all learned 
men , Lugdunum Batavorum, as appeareth by diverfe 
Statua's,ancient engraven Stones,old peeces of coine, 
and other monuments.which have bene digged out of 
the earth at Leyden, for Adrian Iunius witnefleth, 
that it was named Lugdunum Batavorum , and adds here 
unto,thatin Voorburg the old Caftle of late an. 1624, 
upon the/of Iune,therewas found a ftone foure footc 
long,and two broade , in the preience of Thomas Se- 
gethus, which wrote thefe words out of it , and fent it 
to the famous Ioacbimus Metfm , as an antiquity writ- 

ten inlhort letters,which where thefe in length*

Leyden may traely be called the Netherlandilh 
Athens, forit is a moft famous Univerfity, which hath 
bred many learned men, as Junius and TremeUunlew, 

who tranuated the Latin Bible, with commentaries u- 
pon it. Here lived the famous Scaliger* Here lived 
once that eloquent Lipfias, before he turnd his coate, 
Scwrot a pamphlet 0/ the lying miracles of the Vrcu- 
we van Scherpenbeuvel> or the Lady Montague by Brut 
fels to currie favourwith the Arch-Duke Albertus , 8c 
the Infanta Ifabella,after he had left Leyden, to feme 
himfelfe iuto the good opinion of the Papifts. 

This Citty in the yeare of our Lord 1573 , was 
ftreightlybeleiged by the Spaniards,who reduced the 
Citizens and Inhabitants to that extremity , that they 
were driven to eate Rats and Mice, leather, Doggs , 
leaves of trees, 5c fuch like, lb that a number of them 
were familhed, and dyed for hunger , the plague like- 
wife being amongft rhem* When the Ennemy had 
wrought over the moate , & was ready to lodge in the 
Bulwarke, and that this towne lay a bleeding, and was 
paft all humaine reliefe : then the Lord for their deii- 
I vcrance mutters up the winds and the waters , the Du- 
ces towards the Sea-fide opened , and the Sea-banks 
cutt. The old Prince William of Naftauw , Prince of 
Orange,of famous memorie, putting from Delpb foine 
Souldiers in boates and flcops: when the water was 
broake in,and had overflowne all the Mcddowes,went 
to relieve them , but the winde blew fo high, and the 
waters fo mightily en created, that before lie came, the 
Spaniards fwame as fo many drownd Mice , from re- 
doubt to redoubr , from worke to worke,to fave them- 
felves , and fo on the third of October 1^75. the En- 
nemy quitted this feige , and thus miraculoufly deli- 
vered: j uft alfo upon the very fame day of the yeare, as 
prince Maurice iclievcd Bergen-op-zoom , when the

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He Ear le dome of Zetland* 
icomprehendeth within it the 
Hands (as fbme fuppofe) call- 
ed heretofore Arboricas : but 
had this prefent name from 
the Danes, who tooke in firft 
the Hand of Wakheren > and 
named the fame Zeeland* after 
one of the chiefeft Ilands of the 
Kingdome of Denmarck. Levintts Lemnius a famous t 
Phyfician of Zierick-^e giueth it this name from the 
Sea, and Land > which environneth it round about. 
But whether it be foorno,asalfo oftheanciet people 
^Inhabitants of thefe Ilands,ho w they. were formerly 
ioynedtoFlanders,ye may read inGuicciardinklohnRey 
gers&erge> who wrote the Chronicle of Zeeland, and 
other learned men. Wee will proceede then to the 
bounds & limits thereof. 
Ze eland on the Weft, & Southweft, (but principally 
on the North & Northweft fide) is bounded with the 
maineSea, butweli fenced with high downes, & hills 
of whitefknd , which by nature are caft up, to ftopp 
the raging waues, and the violence thereo/. Thefelie 
in the Land of Wakheren and Schouvverfyis bein * 
twoutmoft Ilands of this Earledome. On theEaft, 
and North-Eall fide, it is feparated from the Earle- 
dome of Hollands by diuerfe great channells,and out- 
lets, as the Goerees-gatyllacke, and Felckerack. On the 
SouthaiidSouth-Eaft/lyeththeleftarme or mouth 
of the Schelde, which parteth Brabant from Flanders* 
and devideth himfelfe into two braunches. Where 
the Downes end in Wakheren and Schouwen, with 
all the otherIlands,there thefe Ilads are encompafTed 
with ftrong high Sea-bankes, made with an infinite 
charge,fo that the Sea cannot ouerflowe them. Emtr 
nueldeMeeterv/titcth in his fixe teenth booke,that they 
are abouefortie Dutch Miles about,andcoft abouea 
hundred and fortie thoufand Pounds ftarling: now 
what a great charge , they coft daylie to maintaine 
them, againft the raging of the Sea, which beateth 
continually upon them, theReader may eafely judge, 
But this infinite charge, isdoubble recompenced 
by thefruitfulnefleof thefe Ilands: For there growes 
in them abundance of Barlie,Oates, and Rye>and ex~ 
ceeding fineWheate: alfo Cabidgfeed, wherewith 
they make Oyiefor Lampes , andSope forwalhing. 
AUo there is great ftore of good Woad for Dyers. In 
the Hand or Schouwen are fine Bay-trees , which 
;row there well, lb that they beare ripe berries, which 
happens not in many other Countries.There growes 
alfo abundance of PhyficallherbesinthemThepa- 
fturcs are very fatt, and goodj yea without the Sea- 
banks , upon the Marshes, there is goodfeedinff for 
Cattaile.TheDownes(as in Holland) are full of 
nies, and in the Corne fieldes and ftubble, are great 
t ftore of Hares,Partridges and Quailes^Touching the 




the aire Levintutemnm a forefaidlpeaketh thus:/^<r 
not (faith he) promife too much in feme places, of the 
fvveetnejfe of the aire, foritismoreunhealthfull,thesnthe 
adiacent places , becaufe of the ntanyfoggs* and dampes, 
which arife (cfpecUUy in Summer) out of the pooles, and 
Moorish grounds , as alfo by reafon, that they fit hut a few

For this badnefle of the aire, they haue a common 
proverbe, that they would wiih they had the Zeelan- 
di(h rcnts,and theBrabantith aire:y et never chelelfe in 
the Hand of Schouwe,the aire is reafonable good. 

The Inhabitants of thefe Ilands are acute* (harp iMk** 
witted,and fubtill, fimpa thi2ing fomewhat of the na- 
ture of their Countrie. There areagreatmany of able 
Marriners > and fkilfull Navigatours , which befides 
there inlandifh commodities, driue a great trade of 
Merchandifes, and feyleinto all parts; they are good 
fouldiers but chiefly by Sea,whicn doe their ennemies 
great harme. 

There are in Zeeland but fixe walled towhcs,whofe t

The State of this Countrie confifts 
firft of the nobility : and thofe which reprefent the 
whole nobility>are thefe, namely the Marqueffe van- 
der Veere> andFliJJing, which now belong to the Illu- 
ftrious Frederick Henry Prince of Orafigand Earle of Naf 
fau: and the fix townes before named, lying therein^

This Band the Latinifts csiiSchaldia from the riuer rfoiUnibf 
oiSchelde, which feparatcth it, from all the other Ea- 
fterne Ilands of the Wefterne Scheldt. It is in circuit

Englifli Miles, but if you ihould goe along the Sea- 
banke, it is a Summers dayes journey about.

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His Earledome of 2{&murcc t - 
which caketh the name from 
the chiefe towne > lyeth be- 
twecne Brabant , Hainault > Lu- 
xenburgh, and the Bilhoprick 
of Luyck> is a finall hiliic coun- 
tricbut full of all pleafure, and 
delight. It hath a very Iweete, 
and healcfull aire* Through 
this Earledome run many rivers, brookes , & fprings, 
among the reft the famous Maze, and Sambre> which 
are not onely commodious to carrie out, and bring 
in all Cotts of commodities : but alfo afford all kind of 
delicate fifhe. 

There are alio many plealant woods, full of Deere 

u ch Marlaigne-vvoodis accoun- 
ted Se fineft of all. The foile is exceedin g fruitfull 
for wheate, and all kind of grainc.Thc hills(whcreof 
there are many ) are couvered with good wood, and 
timber, and the Countrie is watered with diverfe 
fine Springs, and Fountaincs. 

In the hills there are Veincs , andMines of Lead 
and Iron , with many quarries , and Stone pits of all 
forts of faire and folid Stones for building , namely, 
black , redd marble Stones „ mingled with white 
veines almoft like unto the Iajpc. There are fome alfo 
of a gray, and blewilh couiour with white veines run- 
ning through them. Befides thefe , there are abun- 
dance of ordinary Stones , wherewith they make 
chalke. Some yecrcs fince they haue digged alfo 
fome good Stone-Coale out of the Earth , whereof 
there are abundance in Hainault, and the Bilhoprick 
o fLuyek, They finde alfo here good Store of Salt- 
peter, aneceffary thing for the warres: fo that the 
Inhabitants liue richly here , by the fruits of the 
Earth , & the fcuerall hfencs which are in this Coun- 
trie 2 befides this , the Mines , Quarres and Stonepits 
keepes them from Idleneffc, wKichis anennemy to 
all vertue. And furely, thefe woods, hills, and rocks, 
abounding with fo many Mines, and Stonepits, be- 
fides the ftrenght they are to the Countrie , ' they 
yeeld more profit, &: incomes to thefe of Namurce, 
then the beft tilled Lands of other Countries. The 
Inhabitants are very diligent , and induftrious ,* and 
fpare no coft in finding out thefe mines where in 
their chiefe riches con lifts. Moreouer, they haue 
fuch a neceflarie commoditie of Water and wood, 
for the refining of yron, for working, for* melting 
and carrying from one place to an other,, that they 
are alwaies buffid , and never ceafc from working, 
forging, calling , andrefyning in fomany furnaces 
and flames, that one would thinkc he were rather in 
Vulcam forge ( whofe chimney the Poets fained to be 
Mount JEtna ) then among men. 

This Countrie was formerly a Marquifcte , but 



» 

afterward changed often the title. The firft Mar- 
quefle of Namurce (as we read; was Balduin Earle of 
Hainault. He made his fonne Philip Marquefle of 
Namurce , who not with ftanding , did enioye it alfo 
With the confent of his Eldeft brother, who was to 
be Earle of Hainault. He dying without iiTue , his 
filler Tolentu , who marryed Vetrus CoHemens obtai- 
ned this Marquifatc , though ftie was the yongeft 
daughter. After him fucceeded his Sonne Phify, 
who dying alfo without ifiue , the fucceffion fell to 
theEmpcrour Balduin his brother, who was thenar 
Confiantlnople : but his (iftcr Magret f marrying the 
Earle o£ yiana, ufurped it. But the Emperour rctur- 
ning home, went and befieged Namurce, tooke it in* 
and turned his fitter Margret out of it* Afterward 
returning back to Conftantinofk , he borrowed of the 
Quecne mother to S. Lewes , twentie thowfand 
pound FIemi(h,& morgaged to her thsMarquifate of 
Namurce with all the revenu, till he had repay d her 
the nrincipall. But fliortiy after there arpfe many 
troubles and difientions , for the poffeffion of this 
Marquifate, betweene Henry Earle of Luxenburgh 

Utm Earle of Hainault, and'the Bmprejfe. Notwith- 
ftanding Martha the wife of Balduin , kept the com- 
mand thereof. She then being much prefled by the 
Burgers , and Inhabitants , was alfoaccufed to riaue 
committed high treafon, becaufefhe had beheaded 
Balivium, and confequcntly that h er livings ought to 
be confifcated. The Citizens being wcarie of her, 
difpatched their Deputies to Henry Earle of Luxen- 
burgh , and called him to affift them : whereat he 
much reioycing , came to Namurce , tooke in the 
Caftle, and fo gott into pofTcflion. But his King- 
dome lafted not long : for the Emperour Balduin, 

who was the right Heirc of it , by the advifc of S. Lc- 
w*f,fould the faidEarlcdome for 2000 o.pound Fie* 
mifli, to Cuido Earle of flanders: and thus Guido Earle 
of Flanders, aiwell by purchafc, as by marriage ( for 
T>e marryed Ifibella > daughter unto the Earle of Lu- 
xemburg*? ) obtayned the Earledome of Namurce m He 
dyingat Comtiene in prifon, his Sonne Iohn fiiccee* 
dedhim , who after the death of his father, came 
fpcedely f rom Paris, and in S. Albins Church was clio- 
len Earie. He returning back from Prujfra, where he 

had warrs, dyed by the way : fo that his brother Guido 
fucceeding , dyed alfo of a hurt received in tilting in 
Flanders:tnca his third brother Philip was fent for out 
of Norway, and made Earle of Namurce. He being 
ilayne in CyprU, his.yongcr brother William the 
Fourth being not of age, under the tutelage of his 
Mother,had this gouver nment left unto him, whom 
the Emperour Charles the Fourth created , and gauc 
him many large priviledges . This William decea- 
fing , his Son William fucceedcth him , who was trai- 
ned up in the warres from his youth. After him fuc- 
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ceeded his brother Uhn, who being taken prifoner, 1 
x by the? Bilhop of Luyck i was driuen to pay a very I 
great ranfomc for his rcieafemcnt : fo that he was I 
forced to fell his Earlcdomc to M////, the good Duke I 
of Burgundic, onely r efcrving the title of ufum fruftum I 
or fee-fimpic to nimfclfe during his life. Finally, J 
Mdric of Burgundie the daughter of Charles the Har- J 
die, brought this Earledome to the houfe ofAuftria, 
With whom it continuath to this day . 

There arcin this Earledome of Namurce, befides I 
. the chicfe towne of Tfamurce , three other walled I 
Townes, namely* B ovines,charlemont and Falencourt, 
With 182. Villages, and many rich Abbeys. The Sta- 
tes of this Countric confifts of the Lords Spirituals 
Nobility, and the Magiftratcs of the townes. . 
d««w •/ Wencc theoriginallof the nameof Namurce came 
tht*uM. , is doubtfull,and not ccrtainely knownc. But learned 

IuftusLipfmis of the opinion, thatitis compounded 
of thefe two Dutch woords » Ns an4 Muer, becaufe it 
. lyes as a wall , or a towne upon the M*fi, Others 
imagine that this Towne was built by the Romans, 
as aninvindbleFortreffc » which afterward was cal- 
led by theGaules Neufmure, that is , New-wall, 
whicn word was litlc by litlc changed by the FFaBens 
into Namurce, and in Dutch into Tyumen. Thefetwo 
cqhjc&urcs hauc more appearance of truth then 
that ouldwiucs talc, which Faith, that upon the top 1 
ofth^t bill , where now the Cattle of Namurce ftan- 
dcth there was the Statute of an Idoll called Nam y 
tyho aniwercd by oracles, and gauc afliftance to thefe 
which fought unto him. But ieinrby the comming 
of our Saviour,J^O^^ 
and fuch a nlawtull Arts arc ceafed, and that then the 
Oracles of the falfc Gods loft their credit, this Idoll 
alfo ceafed toan(wcrc and was mute, &fo the people 

fhould tell one to an other: Nammute y that is, the 
Idoll Nam is mute/whence they lay this towne tookc 
sit**™, her name. Butlcaving thefedotings>^i»*wis fca- 

ted betweene two hills , upon the left fide of the 
Mufi , into which the Sombre , a fine river running 
through the towne, falleth. Luycfc and BruxeU lye 
about £0. miles from Namurce, and 14. from Lovaine* 
It is a good and a fine towne , with a great , *£nd a 
, ftrong Cattle in it. There are feven Hermitages 
lyinftabout it , where many religious and pious men 
dwell. Thistowncfor a long rime hath bene honou- 
red with the title and dignine of an Earledome, ha- 

?r*rina*s ving a great and a large jurifdi&ion . The King holds 
a*xiit, hereaCouncillconfiftingof aPrefidcnt,anddivcrfc 

Counfcllouts , from whom they may] appcalc to the 



highGounciliofc^rA/rf^. Some yeeresfincc this 
towne was made zBifbops Seate , and the Cathcdrall 
Church dedicated to the honour of S. Albtn. 1 he

Inhabitants are valliant & good Souldicrs, faithtull of the him- 
andloyalito their Prince. They fpeake the French 
tongue but corruptly. They are courteous, and very 
f kiilfull infomc handicrafts , though there be not 
many Merchants & Tradefmen among them. This 
Countric is full of gentric of feverall houfes ? which 
arc very ancient , and defcended of an noble blood, 
but many of them by baftardifine. 

In the Countrie of namurce , about nine miles 
from the towne and fixe from Houy ( a fmall towne 
under the Biftioprick of Luyck) lyeth the Village of 
K^tndenne, where there is a very ancient Priorieof The Priory 
Nunns Gentle women, built aboue nine hundred *f*t*U»*. 
yccres agoc , by Begge Old King Pefins daughter , and 
wife to Anchifesi to whomD agobert King of France, 
gaue the Dukedome of Brabant, out of, .which mar- 
riage (prang the other Fepins, Charles Af artel, and 
Charlemaine. This order of Nunns , being Gentle 
women , is like that at TtgueUe mentioned before. 
There js alfo another Convent, of the fame order, 
fixe rifles from H^murce in a Village , lying upon the 
Sam f re called Moufiier. Betweene ^amurce and Di- M«fifcr. 
nant upon thchiUFohage where arcfeeneycttothis 
day, theruinesofthcancienttowneof Chevremont, Chtwmn* 
which was ruined , 6c deftroyed by the inlandifil 

warrcs of die LigeoU. 

Bovines lyeth upon the left fide of the <JM*je, tomes. 
12. miles from Namurce, itisafinall, but anancient 
towne , formerly well built and inhabited, buthath 
oftentimes bene ruined, andfpoilcd by the warrs. 

Charlemont is likewife but a Utle , yetamarvaillous Cbarlmm

ftrongc towne, lying fome nine miles from Marten- 
borch , and 2 1. from namurce upon a hill , on the left 
fide of the Mafe. It was fo named from Charles the 
Fift , who made this a ftrong towne , and a frontier, 
againft Martenborgh, which the French then held. 

About ai # miles from Namurce lyeth FFalcourt or ^ eMmf% 

Falencourt , a fine towne , with a ft uitfull foile round 

I about it. 

Vpon the Mafi towards Bovines , lyeth Dave, a Jta* 
brave Village with a ftrong Cattle ^ and a great Lord- 
fliip, bearing the title of a Vice-untie. There are others 
among the Villages of Namurce worthy the naming 
for their greatnefle, pleafantnefle, and fairencfle, as 
the Village of Floren, lying i& miles from Namurce, 
Fafiie, fome nincmiles, mdSamfin fixe, withfomc 
I others, which for brevities fake wee will paflc by. 
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Nciimt Batavia , having | 
heretofore bene mighty,&po- 
tent under her ovvnekings,in | 

Sroccfle of time , the right 
emme failing, it was devided 
into many parts,asamonge the 
Inhabitants of the ifel, the Bi- 
fhops of Ftrecht, the Earles of 
Holland, & the Dukes of GeU 
derland , every one of them having a (hare in ber. 
That part then which fell to the Epifcopall Citty, was 
called the Diecefe or Biftiopricke of Ftrecht, and had 
for her firft Archbilhop S. WiUtboori furnamed CU- 
ww^anEnglilh Saxon,who cameinto thefc quarters, 
about the yeare of our Lord 690. He being fent into 
friezland, to convert King Radtbehandhis fubjeds, 
unto the Chriftian faith , and not prevailing there > m 
regard of the Kings ftifceckednefle , returned back 
into Eaft franckenland ( for fo was the diocefle of V- 
trecht called in thofedaies). from whence this R&dtbot 
had bene chafed, whofe countrie he wholly conver- 
ted to the Chriftian faith , and rebuilt againe the | 
churchcalled SaintThomafcs > which Robert Kmg of 
the Gaules had founded , where he made zFount to 
The fir* baptize with. Afterward comming to i?^ to Pope 
^irehtijhep s * iuSs c ot the great zeale he had to the enlargement 
° f L of&eGofpeUAewashonouredwiththerideof^ 

**» hi f hop efVtrecht, and furnamed Clemens* which hap- 

nedanno 697. And comming to r/mA/intothepot- 
fefiion of his Archbi(hoprick,founded there a church 
in honour of Saint Martins, Archbilhop of Tours , and 
' fo made it his Epifcopall feate, forhimandhis Succel- 
fburs. After him fucceeded^. Benifacmwho at Dec- 
turn in Frtezland with 5 i of his Clergie were made 
away, and martyred 5 whereby the ArchepilcopaU 
" ie , with the confent of the Church (which 
i then much affli&on , and oppreffion by 
the Normans ) was transferred to Cclleyn* But after- 
ward kmg Pefin, and charks the great, reftored not , 
onely the citty of Ftrecht to her Epifcopall dignine: 
but alfo graunted unto the Bilhop temporall power,, 
rirfit and Dominion over the whole Diocefle, whole 
extention in thofe daies reached much further then 
it doth now,jeaalmoft over all ancietBatavia,as Tome 
write.But whether it were fo,or nojyet this is molt cer- I 
taine , that he governed not onely that part which is 
now called theP/V#,but alfo theCountrics of Ow- 
v£/,and Groyning makingh together three provinces 
of the feuenteene,as well in caufes fpirituall as tempo- 
rall , ftanding under the obedience of the Bilhop ot 
Vtrecht , till theyeare 1 517 , and tul that Bilhop Henry 
^wMwasconftrained,yeaforcedthroughthcle- 

dition dc wiUfulneffe of the Cittizens of Ftrecht, who 
did him all the fpite and affront, that they could,em- 
braced in his armes the Emperour Charles the fifth, by 
refigning over into his impcriaU majeities hands all 
histemporail right of the countries, and townes un- 
der Ftrecht, Overyfel,*a&Groyuing{ as ye (hall heare 

here after) which fome yeares before had alienated 
it felfe from the Biftioprick > to crauehishelpe,to re- 
ftore him againe unto his fpirituall Iurifdiftion. 
Which refignatio hapnedwiti many ceremomes J tor 
the Earle oiHoov /Irate then liaftcr of the Ceremo- 
nies of Holland, was fent by the Lady Uargrct the

Emperours Aunt, then GouverneiTe of the Nether- 
lands^ Ftrecht, where he in the name of the faid Em- 
perour, as Duke of Brabant&Ettlc of Holland, tooke 
poffeflionof the two aforesaid Countries, and their 
Townes, together with the right & pretences, which 
belonged unto the feate of Ftrecht fro thePro vince of 
Groyning Hereupon followed in the yeare 1534 a trea- 
ty of Fnion, betweene the townes, and Countries of 
Ftrecht, and Overyfel with all their dependances on 
the one fide , and thofe of Holland on the other fide, 
whereby thofe of Ftrecht were united to thofe of Hol- 
land, fo that from that time fotward,thcy both Ihould 
be ruled by one Governour, & upon the fame foote, 
andentertainment,asthe Governour of Holland hzd 

wont to enjoy eXikewife that thofe of HoBandiznd the 
States of r/wfefliouldhauebutonemeeting. That 
theG overnourin every to wne of thefe two provinces 
I fliould yearely choofe and make newe Magiftrates. 

i That all Banditos out of Holland (hould not be free 
in Ftrecht, and contrariewife that all civill fentences 
I pronounced in Holland bylettres requifitoire (hould 
be executed in Ftrecht. Thatalfee-fimplesandinve- 
ftures Ihould be written in thefe fu bftan tiall words, Te 
hold them from the Earle of Holland and Lord of Ftrecht . 
And to that end this union may be fincerely kep t,wec 
fweareunto the performance thereof on both fides, 
and the adminiftration of the courfe of Idlice , to 
remaine upon te old foote of Holland & Ftrecht Mow 
touchingthefpirituallfupremacie and Iurifdidion of 
Holland, that continued with theBilhops of Ftrecht, 
tOl the time of Frederiekeif Sautenburg the laft Bilhop, 
or to fpeake more properly, with the Archbilhop ot 
I this towne, for in his time Ftrecht was made an Arch- 
bifhopricke , commaundingovertheBifhopsof Hoi- 
land, Zealand, zniFriezUnd. But he dying in theyeare 
1580, the Lords and States of this Province of Ftrecht 
tooke u pon them the whole government , and com- 
maund thereof, when the Vnion was made at Ftrecht 
with the other united Netherlands, fo that now they 
acknowledge no otherSuperiour 5 but onely theLords 
the States Generail of thenu 

Now to proceede to the defcription of the Cou ri- 
me it feUe,andtothe chief e cittie thereof in fpeciall, 
ye muB obferue , that it is environned about on the 
I South, theNorth and the Weft fides with the Earle- 
dome of Holland,^ on the Eaft with the Dukedome 
of Gelders.

foure hundred coupple of Duck & Mallard, Wiggin, 
andTeale. The Koy man having good ftore of route 
in his Koy , ufes at certainc times to feedc his traito- 
rous Ducks, from his peeping holes till they come to 
the mouth of his tbnnell & then cafts them out fome 
chaffe and Corne , whiqhbcing ufcd to it comes pre- 
fently to that place, and the wildc ones, growing 
' bould fwim along with them, and fall a feeding as 
well as they* Now here is the cunning behinde this 
Shelter of reed, the Koy-manturnes outahtlcCurrc 
vor Dogg,withahandkierchiefe6r a clothabouth his 
neck, the wild Fowle being amazed , at this fight and 
takenup with wunder, are ledd by the tame ones into 
the mouth of thcTonncll . The Koy-man then fcing 
that he hath gotten within his compafle ftarts out 
at one of his peeping holes, (howes himfclfc & the 
Wilde ones riling flie further & further into the ton- 
neli of the nett rill they are catcht) & thus are thow- 
fands of Teale taken in the Koyes of the Low Coun- 
tries,which arc a great benefit to the Owners of thefe 
Koyes, andferves the Countrie with abundance of 
Fowle, efpecially if it be a wett Winter , and thus 
much for my owne Countrie the lie of Elie. 

Toreturne againe to Wefi-Friefland t this Coun- 
trie had formerly Kings of their owne , till the time 
of Charlemagne, but before they bore for a long time 
the heavie yoake of the Danes t and ^ormans t znd after 
his deceafe, had endured many aflaults , till at laft 
they enjoyed reft in the dayes of that peaceable 
Prince Charles the Fifth. 

There are twelve townes in VFeft-FriezlandyVihtic- 
of leuwarden is accounted the chiefeft, being a rich 
City, adorned with goodly houfes , having a ftrong 
Cattle in it, and is fortityed with a good wall, and 
deepe moatcs about is,aeainft the aflaults of aivenne- 
my. Here is alfo held the Court and Chancerie of 
Friezlandy from whence no man maye appeale. Swi- 
chem is tfye towne where Vigliuswas borne , andlyeth | 
clofebyit. Boekum where Gemma Frifius was borne 
hath a fertill foile round about it , & pleafimt pa- 
ftttrcs,tying within fixe miles of Lenwarden,U within 
three of the Gulfhy or Sea bofome, & was once under 
Gelders. Sneeck being nine miles from Leuwarden 
lyeth in a lowe, and a moift ground, which will beare 
no corne , but in ftead thereof i they haue rich med- 
dowes . This towne was built not aboue two hundred 
yeeresagoe, fince which time it is fo enlarged, and" 
hath fo flouriflied , that it will fcarce giue place to 
any towne in Friezland. This towne hath breed & 
bene the nurcing mother of many Learned, and 
Famous men, as loachimus Hopper us , the light and or-

namcnt, riot onely of this towne, but alfo of all Frte s> 
land and the Netherlands. Alfo Perns a Frstemazn 
excellent lawyer, Albert Hero agreat Divine, and a 
PhUofopher, & divers others. Staveren lyetnby the 
(hoareofthcSouthcrne Sea, among plaine and lc- 
veil fields, devided one from another by many dit- 
ches, and draincs* There is no remarkeable thing in 
mbut onely an ancient Caftie, which commaunds dc 
lookes into the Sea , the foundation whereof was layd 
Annoicti. by Georoe Schenck Gouvernour of Inez, 
land at thecommaund of theEmpcrour Charles the 
Fifth, that the Burgunians with the more eafc, and 
convenient might fend Men & Viftualls into the 
next tpwnes of Holland. Vlinie in his 4. booke and 
ic.Chapter tearmcththe ancicntlnhabitants there- 
of the Stum. HarUngen lyeth upon the Mouth or the 
SoutherneSea, hath afenill foile, aftrongCaitle.a 
commodious haven , &: a good read and harbour tor 
the Eafterlings, and Northerne Friezes, and a towne 
where there is agoodtraficke and a great reiort ot 
people.

There arc other townes alfo as Damme* Bolfvvaraem

Friezland hath alfo many Ilands,whereotJr^w< iuri. 
is the chiefeft. noted much for the catching of Dog- 
filh, which are taken in this manner : When they he a 
funning by the Sea fide , the Pcfants feing diem, 
I wrappe about them felues Oxen or Cowes hides, 
I and to amuze them , falls a dauhcing , and a leaping 
1 upontheSands,thefefilhbeingtakenanddehghted 

with this antick, come neerer to them,and being gott 
a pretty *ray from the brinkc of the Sea, they pit- 
chins their netts , bctweene themand home cafts ot ; 
theirhtdes, at which fudden fight, they beingfrigh- 
ted, fcrambling to get againe into the Sea , arc taken 
in thefe foiles. Here where borne Kudolphus AgrtcoU, 
Weffelusy and Beinerus Pridinus all Famous Philofo- 
phersandDcvines. 

There are in Friezland (as is faid) many Lakes, ^ 
Meeres, Pooles & Rivers, as the Lauwcrs* called 
heretofore Laubacus, Lavica, and LaboUy upon the 
Eaft fide lyethBw, and on the Southpart the South-

being diftailfull to the Friezes , that would not ac- 
knowledge him , he Was driuen to fide with the 
ScheringerS) by whofc help, and affiftance ( under the 
Conduct of his Generallf^j)hcmade warrsagainft 
rhe Ferfyopers, that ha8 joyned thcmfelucs with thofe 
of Groyning. The event of this warrc was fuch at the 
laft, that thof^ of Groyning were F6rced to renounce 
all their claime, and pretences to the territoires of 
Cojlergovv, VVeftergow, & Sevenwoldt, and befides, 
to pave to this Duke yeerly the fomme of thirtie 
thowland Crownes. Tneotncr townes alfo whereof 
leu warden was the chiefeftj (ubferibed to thefe con- 
ditions , but afterwards cafting of this yocfce they re^ 
voltcd, whereupon the Dulc otSaxome coming 
into the Countrie With an anhy , cbhftrayhedthem 
by force of armcs to yeelduhto him. The 
gers fearing to be ferued in tie feme kind, bythenale-' 
diation , and interceffioh of the Bilhop olytrecht ob- 
tained a truce fromhim. 

TheFw^afterthistcbeliedathirdtime, which 

occaiionedaiic^warre, that lafted till the deceafe of 
Duke ^/4^,who left his Sonne his Succefiour. Vpon 
his death, the Friezes taking courage againe, thin- 
king now nomore perills &daungcrshad hung over 
thcirhcads, hx&t^dDamme , which Edfird Earle of 
Imbden held in the behalfe of the Duke of Saxonie. 
Hereupon alfo Huge Count of Leyfnitz, befieged the 
CmzofGroyning, but orice more through the intcr- 
ceifionof the Bilhop of Vtrecht a truce was made for 
the fpace of foure yceres , which time being expired, 
and that thofe of Groyning would no longer obey 
the Emperours commaund, Count Edfird of Emb- 
den, imiVyt ; otDraeckdorf, as chiefes in the behalfe 
of Henry, Duke of .Saxony 3 came againe and befieged 



den, upon this condition , that he would never iuffer 
them to come againe under the Saxon , & fo agreeing 
together (Annoiyo<f.) the Earle entjred into .this 
towne, with full power and authority, an^afecrthe 
Citizens had taken the oath of allegance unto him* 

he built a ftrong Caftie in it. Duke georgepf Saxo#ie 
taking this monftrous ill, with the aftiftance of Erich 
Duke of Brunfuvick in revenge of this, feUinto Baft- . 
Friezlandy with a mighty army and burnt an.d Q>oyld 
his Countrie, which forced the Earle ofEmbden , td 
forla^e Groyning &come to defend his Qwne.Coun- 
trie an.d inheritance, for which afterward he {Was ci-> 
ted, an jj gn ifhed by the Empire; & loofingDanimet < 
Was dr af toquittc Groyning;' as being unablpto 
refill {o*raightic Enncmics. Whereupon thofe,0i 
Groyning, feing themfelues diftitiitc pf u helpe 
and abandoned , fent Deputies unto the Duke of 
Saxonie , that they were willing to compound with 
him , if they might keepe and envoy their pri vi- 
ledgcs, and that he would raze the Caftie . The Duk£ 
of Saxony ,not accepting of thefe proffers : but puf- 
fing and fnufEng at them (as many proud men doc 
before a fall ) would haue the towne dehuered into" 
his hand, without any refervation.or exception what- 
foeucr, and fo the Deputies of the towne returning 
without effe&ing oFany thing, roold him before they 
departed, that neither he, norany of his pofteritiei 
fliould euer be Lord of Groyning againe : and co- 
ming home, confulting among themfelues, cfioofe 
another Proteclrour, and found it good, to pre fent 
this towne to Charles of Egmont, Duke of Gelders, 
who received them into his protc£honiand prefently 
tooke pofleiiion of it by William ofOyen & Werner 
Spiegel The Caftie was inftantly demoliihed,.and the 
Burgers tooke an oath to be true to the Duke, and 
the Crowne of France , becaufehe had alwaies ben 
in league withit , to helpe to defend him againft the 
power of the Burgunians. This caufcd.a long, and a 
bloudie warre , bctweene thefe two Dukes, till at laft, 
the Duke of Saxonie , being weary of the warre, 
fouldandrefignedall theright, and interefthehad 
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unto FricilaMunto ckarles Prince of Spahnejtot two 
hundred thow&nd Crownes , and Co the Duke of $a- 
xonic retreated into /fi/k. After this a wane began 
againe > betwcene thoie of Gelders* and Burgundie. 

I lores of Tfelftgn lided with the houfe ofAuftria , and 
thcEarlc of Embdeh tookcpart with thofeof Gritffr- 
iW, JB,utat laft the Groyningers having bene 2.0. 
y ceres under the commaund of the Gelderers f payinf 
cuery yeere unto the Duke, a tribute of 30. thowfan< 
Gilders , expeding no good fuccefle, but that the 
Emperours jjower grew greater cuery day , and that 
the Duke or Gelders was not able to (upport them,, 
addrcfled therafciues unto the Gouvernefle of thefc 
Countries, the Lady Minaret* the Emperours Aunt, 
Who accepting of them, fen t pre&ndy&org Sebenk of 

Sautenburgh unto them, and ("Anno 1536.) on the 

eight ofluly»tooke the oath of alleganceof them, to 
be -true and faithfiiH to the Emperour her nephew* 
and thus this towne after fomany troubles, and alte- 
rations ofPrinccs, and Gouvernours came un^c* $be 
hou(e of Burgttkiu md Jttfria. Afterward, iridic 

yeere if 97. in the mop th ofluly , Matrice Prptcecf 
Orange of famous menaorip beficged it ftraighdy & : 
deftrefledit much> fo that it was forced to yecld, and 
to come into the union of the States of tne Vnited 
Netherlands- 

The City o£ Groyning, being the Mctrofoliun of 
this Province, is a very ancient towne, andas Mk^er 
wfitcth , was built 57*. y ceres , by a Trbyan called 
Grnnniw, before the nativitic of chr%* Withinthc . 
Citiethcreare many (landing Poolcs ? and Spacers, > 
partly made by nature , ^partly caft up by the tod 
of man > from whence art made broad mbytes » a! 
ditchesJtisagreattowne*fa^^ 
paded together, wherein many rich Burger s dwell. 
Itlycth in the longitude or a8. degrees, and 14. 
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oinuts, andinthelatitudcof^.degrfee5,and 16. mfc 
nuts about 18. miles from Lcuvvarden. The Cathe- 
drall Church was dedicated to the honour of $ Mar- 
tim, & is under thcBiftopof Vimht* In thisChurch 
therearea feircpaireof Organs, whfch Rudolf bus A- 
tricot* a citizen of Groyning , made with his owne 
hands. Anno 1*14. the States of this Pro vince for 
the advancement of Learning , fc* eftcd here an Vni- 
verfirie. Itis a populous and amighty towne with a 
(lately Lordihip belonging to it, whofe commaund 
reacheth&rrcbothEaft and Weftward.lt hatharich 
foile, anddivcrfcfattpaflurcs, and Meddowes with 
many villages. Northward itis in league, and con- 
jcdcracic with thofe territoires , which reach as far re 
as the Sea, commonly called the Ommebufds- They 
Jjj^galfb their gentry, which make thefecond mem- 
b^ftl^j^inc^of Groyning, but the Gity it felfe 
and the lifcemtates tibe^eo&areaccounted for the 
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ant member* ^ \tt&s\&

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Ecaufe wee are not borne for6ur I 
fehres alone , but for the publick 

good, as farre as God our chief be- 
nefefiour requireth of us. It be- 
hooveth us to accommodate with 
our bed power this Geographick 
worke unto that end, a part where- 
of #eeare here fetting roorth. It 
is well knowne, that for the knowledge and pradife of 
hiftories the trie, andprofit of Geographie are greater 
then lean expreflei butithath a worthines yet more 
praife-worthy, if well applyed to the end , whereunto 
it is moft proper (the knowledge of a Pohtick State ) 
therein reprefenting not only the fight of places,buc 
alfo the nature and Lawfull condition of them all , as 
requifite in the Duty of a Geographer. For as the 
Fainter will not have fatisfied his prdfeffion, that hath 
repreiented a man according to the proportion of his 
limbs, but negledting tTie colours and Phyfiognomick 
fignes left unto as his nature & paffions hidden,in like 
manner he will fhape us a Geographick body , dead 8c 
fencelefle, that letting doWli the defcription of places 
mail forgett the relation and proportion which they 
hold together. Therefore, 1 have principally endea- 
vored to defcribe before every Mapp the order & na- 
ture of the moft remarkeable places in every Pro- 
vince,^ better to profit,the ftudious, and carefull of 
Politick matters and State affaires. Yet if our defer** 
prion be imperfeft in many things , and erroneous in 
fome points,maruall not at it ( Reader, ) For wee have 
not the formes of Gouvernment of all Countries , 
neither had wee leifure to find them out : but of as 
much as wee have ben able to colled , by the reading | 
of hiftories ,wee have at laft drawn out a refemblance, 
or rudiment of a Politick State,that may inftru& thee 
of the order & condition of the thing propounded, fo 
that it is the eager for thee to correct , and adde unto 
that which thou wilt find deHcient in thine own coun- 
try: which if thou doeft, and wilt fend it mee , I mall 
acknowledge it to proceed from thee in the reformed 
frontifpice of the Fable. If every man would doe fo 
much in his owne Country , it is incredible how great 
profit Lovers of Geographie mould reapthereby . 

Now as there are three chief things to be confide- 
red in the gouvernment of Kingdomes , Provinces 5c 
Principalities, viz. the Ecclefiafticall State , the Polt- 
tick,andtheAdminiftrationof Juftice: I wil defcribe 
firftof all,before the Chorographick Carde of every 
Country , how many Politick States and conditions 
there are in it , according as the order of dignities is 
there obferved.Theninthe diftindio of places noble 
( becaufe the chiefe Gouvernment is in the hands of 
the Nobility. ) I (hall name thofe firft that are held m 
fief and redevance of the Prince : Then the frce,and 
all orderly defcending from the higheft to the lowelt 
degree ot Nobility, or Dukedomes , Earledomes, 
Lordfhips. And thirdly , in what Government the 
Province is divided,whichbe three things lufficient to 
the knowledge of the Politick State. As for the 1 Ju- 
ftice,wee will note thejurifdidion of the Diocefcs,& 
Parliaments or hisher Affemblies , whereunto is rai- 
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fed Appeal from the Infcriour Courts, After which 
concerningthe Cleargy,there will be made mention, 
firftof the Arch-Bifliops (if there be any ) then of Sutf- 
fragan Bifhops, and others that follow them in order . 
I have a good mind to run over all that : but if mat- 
ter be defedi ve , I will how everdoe my beft , to fti- 
mulate (at leaft) and provoke all lovers of their otane 
Countrie, to better and more perfed: things : Each 
place (hall be marked by number to find it prefently in 
the enfuing Table.The firft number (hall hold thexle- 
grees and minutes of longitude , which will be found 
at the North orSouth.fide. The laft fhall bearc the 
numbers of Latitude,which wilibefound at the Weft 
or Eaftfide. From thofe rearmes and limits, following 
on this fide , the Meridians , on the other , the Para- 
leles, upon the latitude, you will come unto the com- 
mon feftion and place propounded by you, of them 
that are in the Indices of Maps,you wil knowthe fight 
by themfelves. But if the names be not found in the 
propounded table that will be the fault of him , who 
firft reprefented it ,fpr which caufe the defcription of 
PrincipaUties,and Lordlhips was not to be forgotten. 

And becaufe jhe Nobility holdeth the Gouvern- 
ment & Dominion of Provinces } it will be both plea- 
fing and profitable, to know the degrees and proper 
conditions thereof. The higheft, is that of an Empe- 
rour or of a King , which follow in their ranck the 
Duke, Earle,Baron,and the Ir 'Aum mWtsru, called of 
the Low Dutch Bandcr-heer. As it were Lord of a 
Band,that is a trouppe,fubj e&ed under his Banner. Af- 
ter him goes the Knight,called of the French Cheva- 
lier,of the low Dutch Ridder. Laft ofallis the Squire, 
that beareththe marks & ornaments of Nobility, but 
hath not yet received the dignity this Order. There- 
I are j degrees of Earles : he that is in the firft is called 
of the French Vicomte,tbat is next unto his Duke be- 
fore all other in privileges and authorise , Ludovicm 
Gukcm&n is of opinion, that he Ihould be called But- 
grave. It may be that this order of Earles hath ben 
thus diminiOied as itis feenethis day, but at the be- 
ginning his authority was greater , as it appeareth 
in his defcription. In thefecond ranck is the Corote 
Provincial!, named of the Low-dutch, Landgrave: In 
the third the Marquis,Marcgrave. Thefe are the chiet 
degrees and order that is held in the Government of 

i each Country. There maybe fome difference in the 
fubdivifion of thefe degrees,but they are more diftin- 
Siiiihed by their priviledges then formes of Govern- 
ment. 1 will fet foorth the differences and Lawfull 
conditions of the order, 1 have propounded, as I have 
found it in a French Booke titled la Dtvifton du Monde, 
deducing from the lower Ndbility the creation of o- 
ther degrees , the properties whereof and order of 
Government may the better be cleared thereby. 
The knight (faith he) or Chevalier, from a no- 
ble Squire, is thus made. After a long times tnall of 
his valour in the warres, if he hath ben in fund ry char- 
I ces, and have competent meanesto uphold the State 
I %( Chevalerie, being iflued of a rich, great and noble 
family , whea a battell is offred or other remarkea- 
ble encounter j Hee (hall fignific to the Geoerall ot 
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the Army or to fome generoufe and valUartt Knight 
that he delireth the order of Knighthood. Then af- 
ter the conflict, where he hath behaved himfelfc well- 
he (hall prifcnt himfelfe to the Generall or fore&id 
Knight, whome he muft pray in the name of pod and 

SiGeorge to give him the badge and marks of the or- 
der, which heard the Generall (hall drawhisfword,& 
ftrike this Petitioner thrice , laying : I create thee 
Knight in the name of God and S.George , to main- 
taine the Chriftian faith,- and faithfully keepethe 
Church, Juftice,theWidowes, and Orphans. Bat if 
he be poore, though valliant, he may not be admitted 
therein : Ifhe hath not fufficient revenues to conferve 
the honquranddignitie of Chevalerie. 

The TriUnm rmimr 'ts \ ein Bander-beer is made of a 
Knight^if having for a great while followed the warrs, 
he. hol^th l^nds enough and revenues, to wage en- 
tertaine 50 tJobleSj that is a trouppe, to fellow hisen- 
figne jbn hprfehack: for none may plant h« Cornette 
qt Banner , if he can not bring in to the field ^his 
owne charge,a trouppp of 5© JHorfe-menatthefealr, 
all gobies and well maintained. 

The Baron may be made of a Knight or Noble; 
squue, , whenhe hath in Ins Tenements foure Cattle- 
lh$$, having high, mearie , & lower j urifdidion: then 
the King may give Wh leave to take up the Banner 
of a Biron, though not unleffehe hath made proof of 
the greathes of his valour in the laft warres. Thus by 

&&flt 'offices he is Knighted, by the fecond a Tribu- 
niis niijitaris, and by the third a Baron, 

e'Earle is the next afcending. arid firft of all,thc 
FrpntierlEarle^called Marquelfes or Marc- grave , he 
may be .created fiich that hath two or three Baronies 
mortaifed under one Dutchie , andmay be created by 
his Gukein whofe dominion he holdetnthem. 

TTheaihe Provincial! Earle, (which is; Land-gpave) 
is ma^ ii^e hath. foure'Baronies under him , wh%ine 
^^j^^f^cksi^^^ King at the Dukes leave, 
orentreaty f 

; Th£ Vicpmte ( Prince Earfe) may be madei ifhe 
holdeth five Counties , ox more , in one Dutchie , or 
Joyriedonetothe other, and may be created by the 
DukeJ in great folemnity by the Kings permiffion 5 
whofe prefence will make his priucipalitie the more 
honorable; The Earle that will be a-Duke,ought firft 
of all^tb have in^heWngdomelyherelhe is to b5 crow- 
ned foure chief E$uiedomes , and in each of them 4 

other Counties or baronies under tpe faith and pro- 

te&ionpf them, fo (hall he have the right and title of 

Ducall dignity x He ought withall td\ be crowned by 

the King or Emperor, by whome he is prefented with 

a litlehatt enriched with pearles & pretious ftones in 

the chief ofliis townes, and great affembly of PrincaS, 

Dukes, Earles , and Barons 9 in a great feaft day , as is 

yfuall at the inauguration of Kings • 

HethatwillbcaKingmuftneceflarily have foure 

Dutcliies,holding together fubjed unto himfelfe, and 
in every Dutchie foure Cities , whereof he be onely 
Lord, in each of them an Arch-Bifhop , &, under each 
of them io Epifcopall Provinces , thus provided he 
(hall prefent himfelfe to the ImperiallMajeftie as to 
his Soveraign Lord, orprevailefofarre by his Embak 
fids that he may come and cro\yne him/ 

This forme of creating Rings and other Princes 
feemeth new, for whilft the wandring nations of the 
Goths, Vandals, Lombards , and other, who brought 
their Kings along with them , did not meafure the 
Royall dignitie by the extent of lands , but by the 
ftrength and multitude of people. The Duks them- 
felves who werefirft inftituded anno 5 69 hy Longinus 
Exarck of Ravenna , then eftablifhed by the Lum- 
bards , were not chofen but for their valour and pru- 
dence in the managing of affaires: Add , that Ptulus 
ABmiUm frith, that the Dukes and Earies.were at firft 



committed onely to the keeping of townes and Gou- 

vernmenti of people, conditionally , that they might 
be depofed when need and occafion (hould require : 
neither could the forefaid Lawes of creating Princes 
be made or eftablifhed fuch , fince they meafure and 
require the goods and tenements to be hereditary, & 
under fucji & fuebxonditions : Becaufe;the Dutchies 
and Counties were conferred by Kings and Emperors 
onely forcertain times , and upon conditions , which 
might be changed from day to day : But though the 
time oFfuch inftitutions can .npt properly be deter- 
minated. It is notwithftanding probable a that the Mo- 
narks introduced and confirmed them under Ottho 
the fecond, Emperor : or about the yeareof our Lord 
1000 or a litle after. Foruntill that Emperor every 
Prince according to his ritches power and ambition 
did afpire unto a greater degree and dignity, and even 
to the Royalty it felfe, thus of one Kingdome of Lor- 
raine, which extended from the'Rhin^nro the Efcaut 
or River of Hont , was limited with the Sea c* Frilc- 
land, and belonged onely to Lotharios Sonne of Lu- 
dovicusPius, arefince proceeded and become many 
Kingdomes, viz. That of Burgundie,which is beyond 
the Mount Jura, extended unto the Aloes, comprc^ 
bending all Swiflerland , the Rauraci (thofe of Baflel 
the Dauphinois, Savoyards, and Burgundians beyond 
Inra, & the Kingdome of Provence, which held like 
wife part of Bureundie and Savoy , called fince the 
Kingdome of Arles^hereof alfo the Arch-Bifhop of 
Treves is called Arch-Chancellour and Elc&our of 
the Empire: Befides this, the Kingdome of Lorraine, 
held thar, which now i* called Lorraine, and with it, 
the reft betweene the Rhin, and Efcaut, unto the Fri- 
fofi Sea, andfbmetimes galled the Kingdome of Au- 
ftrafia. Againe Charles thtfald & his Brother Lewis, 
did part this Kingdome of Lorraine betweene them, 
retaining each the title of King: I omit many other 
Kingdomes borne at the fame time, as great mens am- 
bition lea&jhem : bu t Ottho the fecond having takea 
away the name of Kingdome, divided this Lorraine in 
new Dutchies and Counties as meinberscut of from 
the ancient body as faith Cu(pinian ; & having divided 
it 9% 1 did firft eftablifli Charles brother to Lotharius 
KingofFrance, Dukeof Lorraine as witnefleth Ri- 
chard de Wafiembourg. And it feemes that fince that 
time this Arbitrary Ele&ion of Kings and Princes 
hath ceafed, by the card which Monarcks have had , 
to reunite and j oyne all to their owne body, firme aj 
naturally according to the proportion & harmonie of 
the members with the head of a humain body. In a 
word, to keepethe better order , for the future, in 
Principalities and magnaging of affaires, thefe Lawcs 
were introduced in the time which I have mentioned. 

Thofe are (Reader) the degrees of Nobility & dif- 
ference of dignities . Now , note how in every King- 
dome rhe Provinces be dividen , what is the forme of 
gouvernment, &>ith what proportion every thing is 
there diftributed according to their degrees : what is 
the proper duety of every one, what habitude,report, 
and conference one hath to the other, and principally 
to his chief. You will finde therein a notable harmo- 
nie, to the place and tranquillity, to the ftrength, and 
authority, pride and riches, vert ue and wifdome, to 
the Majeftie of a Kingdome: the extent and enlarge, 
ment of limits, to varietie and incertitude, to the de- 
cline and deftrudion , or other thing whereuntoohe 
may tend , as formes of managing human affaires be 
diverfe: that which you will finde or judge to fall out 
ill , obferve whence it may proceed , that which you 
will fee to have fucceeded well, enquire after the cau- 
fesof it: And thus will you; know the beft forme of 

Policie , and will treat with better luck & profit , all 
that which concerncth (geographic Aud to the end 

you may enter it more methodically, I will add here 

as the

as the foundation of the whole building an Abridge- 
ment of the Politick State of the Kingdome of 
France , which the noble and learned Dpminicus a 
Bormannia made and drefled up at my requeft in be- 



halfe of the worke and Reader,who(c example (hould 
be en&ed by the iubjed of other States,that fb other 
more remarkeable formes of a human Gouvernment 
might be reduced as in a (hortned Pitfure. 
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HE French, held by all writers , for a 
moft advifed people , & great warriers, 
willing to eftabhfti unto themfelvesa 
good Politick State , preferred the Mo- 
narchic to all other. For they faw it 
thus ordained by nature , that men doe more reve- 
rence and feare one, that precedeth all others in dig- 
nitie, then a certain number of cholen men liable un- 
to change: Adde, that reafon fuggefteth tbat'in all 
things men neceffarily have recourle to one onely , as 
? 1 _ fpnng of all actions , and that the autho- 
rity that many have to command together,is a matter 
full of difficulties and danger. Befides, examples (hew 
that Monarchies though mutable by the death of 
Princes or other human accidents,have lafted longer, 
have ben quieter, and not fo often croffed as the Ari- 
ftocratie or Democratic, asisfeene in the AflTyrians, 
Parthians and Egyptians , and to come nearer home , 
in EngIand,Spaiue and France-, to whofe States none 
may compare for the time of their continuance. It 
happens, not feldome that the condu&of the moft 
eminent called Ariftocratie, is changed in Oligarchic 
which is a Gouvemement of few pcribns when of the 
moft apparent a few of them onely doe (hare the ho- 
nors and advantages of the PubUck to increafe their 
privat wealth by inpayring of the Common , which 
they ought principally to have tendred. The other 
forme which concerned the vulgar , & is termed Po- 

f>ular State or Democratic hath ever ben held turbu- 
ent, ftormy,full of broyles , & Ennemy to excellent 
and generous perfons. The French then , have ever 
moft advifedly chofen to leave the difpofition &: con- 
dud of affaires rather to one alone whome they faw 
toexcell the other in Prudence,courage, and vertue, 

then to many of the chief or to the multitude it felfe. 
By reafon that fuch a perticular State may fooner and 
more eafily prevent the Inconvenients,and when hap- 
ned, remedie them alone , then many together equall 
in degree and authority- Yet not fo , that they have 
given an unbridled power,to doe all things according 
to his owne will , but well limited with certain Lawes 
and conditions that there might be noe grownd for 
Tyrannie : as will be feene fubfequently. Finally, as 
there is nothing among mankind that is folid cbnftant 
and permanent , but all is corrupted & loft with time, 
or changed with the courfe of ages. So is it with 
France , for though it hath alwayes ben a Monarchic 
vet it hath not alwayes ben guided by the fame forme 
of Gouvernment, which wee will make appeare lum- 
marily and orderly from the beginning or that King- 
dome, according to what wee have learned out or. di- 
verfe authors- . 

Such was the State of Gaule before that the Ro- 
mans had conquered and reduced it into a Province, 
that it was neither wholly governed by one alone, nor 
the particular Townes and Cities under the Popular 
power, no more then the chiefeft perfons. But was fo 
divided that many of them were gouverned by the 
advife of the chiefeft , which there upon were called 



free,& other acknowledged Kings over them. All ob- 
ferved this old cuftomc to convoque at a certain place 
and day a Generall Counfell of ail the nation there to 
advife and refoive on that which concerned the good 
of all the State. Tacitus in his 3 booke numbreth 
therein 64 Gities , that is to fay (as is underftood by 
Casfar^ Provinces , which did not onely ufe the lame 
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in diverfe places the Cities of the Heduans,Bourgun- 
dians,Arvernes, thofe of Auvergne , & the Rhemilh, 
Rheims chiefly. Now they called their Kings then 
(or rather Roy telets) thole who had a Royall com- 
mand, not for a certain time onely,as the Mafgiftrates 
of Cities,butfor their life time,& perpetually,though 
but of a fmall extent,whom cuftome hath fince chan- 
ged in Dukes, Earles, and Barons. 

Thofe Kings were not hereditary , but chofen by 
the people, forthe good opinion they had of t u * ir 
ftice, neither had they an infinite, abfolute, ana auio- 
lute power, but fo bound by certain Lawes, that they 
were not lefle under the peoples authority then the 
people under theirs : So that their Royalties were 
Icarce any things elfe then a perpetuail Magifttature: 
for c«yir uamerifundry particulars whofe parents had 
obtained the Kingdome, they were then kept clofe 8c 
reftrained by the authority of fome principallOfficers 

chofen by the people, wherein Plato, Ariftotle , Poly- 

bius and Cicero fay , that the forme of a Common* 
wealth confifteth- 

- Now, after that Gaule was reduced by the Romans 
in forme of a Province, her Kings were thus chofen & 
eftablifhed, for their vertue and Nobility, (accordin^ 
to the cuftomes of the German Kings iaith Tacitus, 
by the peoples judgement and ele&ion, of whome 
there are onely three races found , fince 1 200 yeares, 
wherein this Kingdome hath florifhed. 

The firft , of the^Merovinges , which iflued out oi 
Merovde, have continued their familie by the fpace 

of £83 yeares. 
The fecond , of the Carolovinges , which fprung 

from ChdrJes the great extended their linnage by the 
fpace of 3 37 yeares. . . r 

The third of the Capets or CafevwgesyA^ defen- 
ded of Hugh Cam , doe yet continue for above 600 
yeares to command in the Kingdome.- For although, 
the AfTemblies of the generall States, & Great Coun- 
fell of all the people hath ever had free authority to 
chufe their Kings . They have alwayes neverthelefle. 
left that prerogative unto the children or thedecea- 
fed Kines, and to thofe of their bloud , for the good 
efteem they had of theirNobility ^as theGermams) 
and the vertue which they reputed naturall mthern. 
Yet fo notwithftanding that if fuch were not x* 
yeares old , they could not be thereto admitted , but 
they provided themfelves of another that were ot a 
Lawfollace : A Prefidcnt wliereof is feencin Clogto, 
Alncin the yeare of Chrift 309. There be alfo fundry 

examples that this tfngdome of France hath often- 
1 6. V % t"™* 
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times ben divided among many children of the decea. 
fed Kings, by ad vife of the chiefeft in the kingdom* 
And if tne people having reje&cd the Sonne of the 
deceafed did chufe another , they left nnto the reje- 
cted for the maintenance of his ranck & digni tie the 
goods which were proper and patrimonial! to the de- 
ceafed. The reft which belonged unto the kingdome 
State or Crown was left unto him, to whom the king- 
dome was given j as alfo the things which are faid Fif- 
call and publick , asdeftined, both for the entertain- 
ment of his authority, and the remedy of fuch acci- 
dents as mig^t fell upon die State , of which forte are 

the Dutcbies and diverfe C6unties , which bkewlfe 
were affigned unto them,in the great Aflemblies: It 

hath alfo ben evermore obferved , that the daughters 
of Kings (hould be kept back from the fuccefgon of 
the kingdome, not by the Salique Law (as is, not well 

credited ) for it fpeaketh of none but of the private 
patrimonie,neither of the Fiefs , nor the goods Allo- 
diaax,whofe.author;was oheSalagaft,one of the chief 
of thefanfedome, whence it tooke the name of ^ Sali- 
que : But the daughters being poftpofed,tBe Crowne 
feaeferredbythe moft eminent, to the Brothers, or 
Unctes,orCofens, or other near e kiudred; and thus 
muchfor the firft poih<a* Before the breaking up of 
thefecond, itfeemeth not amiffe to reprefenc in few 
wordsthemembersofthekingdome, thatprefideat 

theeffaHilhingof the Kingjthe better to cleare there 
by the harmony which is betweene the head & mem- 
bers^ fo grea^ 

Aboveall, this is very remarkeable that this Kings 
power, and the Orders of this kingdomeare fo united, 
and reciprocally obliged with mutual! offices , that 
jfcarce any notable difterents can rai(e between them. 
There are three kinds of principall orders , of which 
hath al^yes confined the folemne Affembly 5 and ge- 
Counfett of the whole ikingdomc. viz. The 

the vulgar. Each of the 




evermore great numbers or uavaienero exercne ana 
breed up t£e Nobility, amongft which there be many 
offices shononrsdiitributed unto them , which con- 
tinues as well in peace as warre: The greateft ofthe 
NobiUty are provided according to their merit and 
quality, of thofc charges of Cavarerie.fome are Lien- 
tenants, others Cornettes, others Archers , and thofe 
which are unabfc to beare Armes ferve the others : It 
there is noe warre, they may ftay at home, where they 
may foare part of that pay which they have received 
inthe warrs: witball it is almoft incredible what great 
number of charges and offices there is in the townes , 
appropriated to the Nobleft , for fome of them are 

of Provinces, others have charge oi tne 

of the kingdome, others oi Ca- 
tties and Forts i others of Townes andFortifications, 
that I may not fpeake of the higheft offices^ Confta- 
bles, AdmiraUs, Marihalls, Great Matters , Ccflonels, 
and others. Befides.the Kings are wont to give yearc- 
ly penfions to many Gentlemen that have no other 
charge then to wayt neare their perfons , which are 
therefore called Penfionaris : whereby it appeartth m 
how fcreand advantages f^eemthe French Nobi- 
lity is held , and that not without reafon , font is the 
N obility principaUy that maintaineth the Country a- 
gainft their Ennemies, and by nature doth oftf * 
excell the others. Such advantages hkewile are 
ft ributed unto them as well for recommendation 
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cuftomes^with which they ate lerved,K areiopouna, 
joyried , and incorporated tp the generall body , that 
they can not eafily ruinate ode another , or confpire a- 
gataft the Kings perfon. As forthe Clergy which may 
be put in, for a fourth Order , though for the greatnes 
of their mcanes and authority they may be placed in 
the firft ranckj we will fpeak of them aftetwards. 

The Nobilityof France , or the order of the No- 
bles, and Chevaliers , enjoyeth very great commodi- 
ties and privileges .whence proceedet h the great affe- 
ction they beare to their King, even to the hazarding 
of their livesfbrhis, Sr the good of the Country, for 
they pay notribut,they eoe armed every where , and 
have mcanesjo live with honour,fo that none of them 
is forced to any vtte or mercenary State , for it is not 
permitted them, unleffe they live at home as home- 
bred Sluggard* , and preferre a queftiiary husbandry 
to fuch expence as (hould bring them honour, and the 
amitie of every body . but i£ they will follow the 
Court.they have enough to entertaine themfelves Sc 
be houeftly fet forth : Becaufe there be many & fun- 
dry charges & conditions in the Kings traine,appoin- 
ted to the Nobility alone , where they may fpend a 
quarter of a yeare , and then retarnetothe pleafure 
and husbandry of their lands: They have all penfions 
from the King, wages , and yearely entertainements, 
with occafions enough (which are oftentimes offered ) 
to hope yet better things : the Princes , and others 
more eminent in the State,receive alfo penfions from 
the King in acknowledgement of the paines they take 
in the managing of Dublickaffaires : And reciprocal- 
ly fuccour the deca$d Gentlemen , either with their 
table at Court & ordinary maintenance, or with other 
jneanes required. Moreover the Kings doe keepe 



their Anceftors vertue, as tobe unto themaftinging 
goad to runne on better and better, through the ca T 

reere of honor. . ' > « . 

The other order hath likewife no Irnaljbenefits : 

Wherein are the Marchants , whogaineand grow the 
richer, becaufe they may fo freely traffique throw- 
out all France, and that theNobles make no protel- 
fion of Merchandife 5 they goe fotthe moft part very 
well in clothes : UntQ thefe alfo are given the charges 
of receiving keeping, and diftribuung rife Finances , 
and even the States of Iudicature,and all that concer- 
neth the diftribution of Iuftice , whence arffeth to 

them a great deal both of profit and honour , for this 
kingdome bearethmany kindes of Indges , Councel- 
lers, Adyocats, Procurators, GreflSers, and the Uke, 
farre more numeroufly then all the reft of Chriften- 
dome , which is exceeding meet for thpfc that con- 
temning Marcbandife or other caUings apply them, 
felves tinto this golden harveft. In lhort,this order 
doth fo many wayes profit that it is envyed of the No- 
bihty, though it precedeth all others in dignity and 
feme. And many even of other conditions endeavour 
tothruftinamongthefepecuniarymen. 
- The third order is of the Vulgar , and indifferently 
mixt multitude : which make manufacture, and work- 
wanlhip of all kinds, and Country labour. Now, it is 
not fitting they have to much liberty) or be to rich , 
cor exercifed in the wanes: For fincenll men,doe na- 
turally hate all kind of fervit ude , # affc& to encreafe 
their riches, they would prelently take up Armes and 
opprefle their Principalis, which hath fometimes a 
even of our age hapned in France, and elfcwhere. But 
it is neceflary that in every State there be fuch orders 
' and degrees to conferve it , as wee fee in a human bo- 
dy the weaker and ignobler members helpe andmini- 
fter to the worthier. Neither have thefe ( notwith- 
ftanding) occafion of complaining,or deploring their 
condition, becaufe that Iuftice is equally diftributed 
unto them as to others,and they are maintained in the 
fame liberty and freedom which they have received 
from theiribrefathers, they are alfo admitted to many 
offices of State, in fuchfort, that by their labour, di- 
ligence and vertue, they may afcend to the fecond or- 
der, which may not att aine to the firft But by exprefle 
favour of the King who petmitteth it to thofe whome 

he fees 
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he lees to have done or be abje to performe fome me- 
morable exploit for the good of the State: Which is 
prudently introduced: firft, to conferve the order of 
Nobility and Chevalerie entire , which dimimfheth 
dayly in purfuite of the wanes , and fcarce can beare 
up the burthen of Armes. Secondly, that men wake* 
ned by the object of fo faire a recogniilance may 
ftrive by vertue , who (hall firft afcend to this degree 
of honour. Thus, thofe of the lower order aftbire to 
the fccond,where being come,they labour generoufly 
to reach even unto the firft. Wnereby it happens , 
that there is lefle envy and enmity among them, feing 

the path-way, and fpacious field opened to the grea- 
teft honours, and on the other fide , the danger & pu- 

nifhment propounded nnto thole , that will purfue 
them unlawfully and againft the fafhion and cuftome 
of the Country : But if the affays thereof were too 
irkfome and dimcult,or that men (hould defpaire ever 
to afcend higher , then the more couragious even of 
the lower State,would eafily find occafion of change , 
and induce thofe of their condition,to take up Armes 
againft the greateft: but the contrary isfeene,& many 
even of the meaner forte are finally provided of faire 
eftates. A point pra&ifed by the old Romans, that 
traced the way unto thofe of the popular condition to 
afcend unto the State of Chevalerie , whence after- 
wards they had an open entry to the dignity of the Pa- 
tricii and Roman Senators: Befides this, you fee there- 
in thcorder of the Clergy common to all others that 
are affected thereto , for it happens oftentimes in 
France, that fome men even or the moft vulgar re- 
comended by their learning and vertue attaine to the 
greateft honours , even of the Cardinalat and Papa- 
tie. A thing which enflameth men exceedingly > to 
their ftudies and pra&ife of vertue. 

By all which as aforefaid, it appeareth, how faire 5c 
pleaiant is the connexion of the order of this Realme, 
whereof if one (war veth from his Duety , the remedy 
is at hand , for if the Nobility doth wrong the others, 
Juftice correfteth it, whofe authority is fo great, that 
even all the Princes, hereof be they never fo puiflant 
are forced to fubmitt themfelves thereunto. And if 
the people or vulgar undertaketh any novelty as is 
oftentimes hapned , the Nobility can eafily by their 
power and practife of Armes make them recant and 
repaire their offence, which hath coteined all in their 
owne duety, and make them to live quietly together, 
fince they neither had caufe , nor meanes to attempt 
any thing , & that puniftunent lyes at the doore of the 
delinquent : Thus they all unanimoufly love their 
King as the Author of fo great happines , and when* 
need is, "doe moft willingly obey his commands, and 
withall contribute very freely to the publick occafi- 
ons : But if any private man miftaketh himfelfe here- 
in, there is prefent phyfick for this difeafe , which hin- 

dreth it from going further. 

Thus you fee how properly this Monarchic is tem- 
pered,according to diftributive Juftice, governed un- 
der a King Ariftocratically , that is , by advife of the 
principals, and democraticaly alfo , by theentermife 
of the people , fith the Offices & honours are alwayes 
open to the French, and this is the forme of the Com- 
monwealth fo much recomended by ancient Philolb- 
phers,by reafon of the fweet harmony and right tem- 
perature of the conditions thereof, wherein this old 
golden Law hath a place, Let the peoples good be for afi- 
prerne Law. 

But to returne to our purpofe , of thefe three or- 
ders they were wont to congregate on the firft day of 
May, a publick and folemne Councel , called fince a 
Parliament, upon fome important affaires. Where th 5 
Kingfate in a gilded feat as Prefident , under which 
were feated firft of all the Princes, Lords and Officers 

of the Crowne, then the Deputies of all the Cities of 
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the Realme. The King was led at the entry of the Pa- 
lace on a Chariot , drawen by Oxeii , driven by his 
Chartier, fo feated by the Princes in his faid gilded 
chaire (as is mentioned. ) After whom every one fate 
in his ranck,in which State and Sacrarie was called the 
RoyallMajefty. 

The authority of this Affembly hath ever ben grear, 
in which from the beginning of this State was princi- 
pally treated of thele points. Firft, of the Creation 8c 
Depofition of the King : then of the peace or warre 
then offred,of publick La.wes, of the higheft Offices: 
Magiftratures,and Procurations of the Realm , of the 
Aflignation of part of the Royall Patrimonie to the 
Children of the deceafed King , of the Daughters 
dowry termed in the vulgar German Abannagium, as 
a part cot of : In a word,of all that which is called this 
day by the vulgar , State affaires : for (as I faid) there 
was no other conference about affaires of the King- 
dome,thenin this Affembly. Moreover,if any Prince 
or other illuftrious perfon was accufedof fome fault 
andforfeitur,he was called to this place tobe judged 
on the defence which he produced to the contrary • if 
the King hi mfelf intended to make fome great expen- 
ces, as to build a Curch or Monaftery,he propounded 
it to the Councell to take their advife therein : finally 
the authority thereof was fo ample that even forraine 
Princes did lubmitt the decifion of their controver- 

fies,tothefentence they (hould receive from thence. 
Now the Hiftoriographers doe call this Councell 

Court,fometimes Affembly, now & then Parliament, 
and at other times Placitum, Arreft, becaufe that the 
buifenefle in queftion having ben well debated there , 
and confidered,finally the Decree pleafed the greateft 
part. As the judgements and adviies of Pbilofophers 
were called by Cicero and others, Placita: whence this 
claule atthe ends of Edi&s & Mandats of the French 
Kings, Qupniamit* placitum e8 9 becaufe it hath ben 
thus decreed,feemethtp have ben drawn,which is not 
now well rendred by the Secretaries Car tel eft noftrt 
plai/fr, or For fitch is ottrpletfvre. 

There were alfo chofen Go vernours or Lieutenants 
of theState, who under the Merovinges were called 
Majors of the Kings houfe,that is Matters of the Roy- 
all Palace that had fuch power and authority as the 
Superintendents over the Gardes of the Imperial! 
Pretorium,who were alfo called Prtfecli encharged of 
the Government of the Palace: Thefe having by tbe 

Kings drowfines as it were # beleagred the Royall au- 
thority, did in the end, (increafed in power) feafe and 
ufurpe it themfelves: for as theymauaged almoft all 
the greateft charges , and commanded the Armies in 
time of warre, the Kings contented with the fole and 
emty titles of Kings, lived in delicioufues and floath. 
In fuch fort, that this evill crept in fo farre,that under 
Childeric the 18 King, Pepin Major of the Paiace,who 
under the Kings Authority had allready fwayed and 
ended many warres, tamed and fubdued the Saxons,^ 
did not refufe the prefent occafion of making bimfelf 
King,feing himfelte favored of a vi&orioufe and tri- 
umphant Army. Now this great authority ofthe Ma- 
jors began as 1 have faid in the time of Clotaire the fe- 
cond, about theyeereof Chrift 588. to wit, on the 
1 30 yeare of the eftablilhment of this Realme* 

Infhort, Pepin was promoted King,after the depo- 
fingof Childeric, concerning which you may fee the 
Appendix of Humbatdus , or John Tritem. befides 
Marfil. Patav* c.tf. de Tranflat Imperii. In this yeare 
(faith Tritem.) the heads ofthe Kingdome affembled 
upon the depofing of Childeric the flothfull , held a 
Councell , and they all unanimoufly confented , that 
Childeric (hould be depofed, as having neither judge- 
ment nor power to command, and that Pepin who had 
all the publick authority fhould be advanced in his 
place. Whereunto notwithftanding Pepin would ne- 
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ver confent before he had the advifeof Pope Zaeharias 
there upon, for certain reafons (which he did alledge) 
moving him thereunto* 

Infteadof this mafter of the Palace, the Conne- 
ftablesfiomites/iabulifcem to havefncceeded: In thofe 
times, them were called Corates that were provided 
of great eftates at Court amjthat in part governed 
the State* This Comte d'Eftable was peradyenture 
he,whomthe Romans called Magiffer Equit*m,xhxis, 
thatJwd the charge and conduct of the horfe-men, 
& to whom obeyed thofe that had charge of the kee- 
ping of the horle^who were commonly called Scatters. 
The Germans call him Marefchalcus , and hath at this 
time fuch an authority, as formerly the PrafeHusfre- 
Wti> or (as I have faid) the Matters of the Palace , un- 
der whom are at this prefent 4 Marefchalci or MagiHri 
Bytitu, that decide the differences hapned in the warr, 
and warlikc^mployment. 

Since that, were created in the time of Hugh Ca» 
bet, (though aliwriters doe not well agree in their O 
rigine,) the Peeres of France,for having deprived the 
true heire of his Crowne,he thought fitt to oblige un- 
to himfeife by feme new office the mbft eminent or 

the State, and it is generally belee ved that he effeded 

fome fuch thing. * 

It is faid , thofe Peerefc were chofen for two occali- 
ons:thefirft, that they might have the charge of the 

Kings Inauguration, or (as they fpeake then) Invefti- 
tureof the Realme, that is to fay , that they might 
adoraetheKingofhis Habit, badge , and folemne or- 
naments in the Aflerribly of the Princes , and moft e- 
mineritin the Kingdome: and to doe J uft ice if any of 
the chiefeft were accufed of felonnie, or other capi- 
tal crirneifor as formerly thofe differences were made 
even in the generail Counceli (as I have faid; and that 
fince , nuder the Capets , tha*cuftom was referred to 
the Parliament of Juftice > to whofe judgement the 

v Princes not willingly fubmitted themielves, it feemed 
good to thefe fecond Kings , the better to fecure their 
affaires, to eftablilh this order and aifembly ot Peeres, 

. befides the Court of Parliament, which was fince cal- 
led the Court of the Peeres, The order and number 
of whom, hath notwithftanding oftentimes ben va. 
tied, for they have not alhvayes ben twelve , ( as fome 
beleeve, but fometimes more, and fome times lefle ,as 
the King pleafed, who difkributed the degrees and ad- 
vantages : winch may be proved by fundry examples, 
as the dignity of Petre was conferred todiverfe Prin- 
ces, and by their adv ife (bme others of the principalis 
of the Kingdomfceven Bilhops,^were added. Finally, 
forreine Kings & Princes were enrolled in their num- 
ber. . 

And though by the inftitution of tneie Peeres, as 

alio that Hugh Capet made the.Charges and dignities 
as Dukedomes and Earledomes of temporali , perpe- 
tuall , togaine the hearts of the chier of the King- 
domedid notlelTenand (flily) notalitlediminiftithe 
authority of this Generail Counceli , although the 
whole" bufines proceeded with the advife of this af- 
fembly: Yet notwithftanding, other important affai- 
res depended ftill of the formet order of thisCoun- 
cel, which is the ground of Budeus & Charles du MohHm 
faying, that the right price and railing of money hath 
aliwayes remained in the peoples power. 
, That warre is memorable , which the principalis of 
the Kingdome animated by the continuall and daily 
prayers of the Commons, were refolved to undertake 
for the publike good againft King Lewis the 1 1 . Nei- 
ther oughtthat generail Counceli held at Tours un- 
der the lame King, the firft day of April, anno 1467 to 
beforgotten, wherein was concluded that 36 difcreet 
men fhould be chofen of all the orders for Surveyors 
of the State, that fhould reforme it , and take heed to 
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was then allready become an order; as many of the 
Nobility, and as many of the Iuftice 8c people : which 
the King did ratifie by his letters in forme 01 an Editf, 
t eftifying that he would be pleafed with all that fhould 
be ordained by thofe 36 perfons for the good and ho- 
nour of the Kingdome. 

Such was in generail the forme of governing the 
Realme untilltheCapevinges, and wee have rehear- 
fed the charges of the officers of the Kingdom,which 
they that adminiftred were properly failed Admini- 
ftrators of the Crowne and Kingdome , Officers or 
Wife, as were indeed thofe , who ( as wee have faid } 
made the Publick Counceli of the Realm , and like- 
wife the Peeres of France,the Conneftable, Admiral!, 
Chancellor, and MighTreafurer,orSuper-intendant 
of the Finances, There hath alio ever ben Councel- 
lours and Officers to the King that ruled his particular 
affaires, and ferved him as ordinary Minifters of his 

perfbn, as are Chambcrlaines 6c other Officers of the 
Court andKings perfbn. 

Befides thefe charges , in proceffe of time , other 
wereinftituted, namely for the iuftice as are the Par- 
liaments and SouveraignCourtfj for it is to be noted, 
that till the time of the Cafevinget the forme of mini- 
firing Iuftice to the parties,was timple,eafy a and fhort; 
by reafon of the few differences and fuites that were 
then among the French , which may be gathered by 
King Lewis thefecond , furnamed Riche, (reigning a- 
bout the yeare 123 3 . as the Lord of Uwutik writeth'in 
his life) who decided & difpatched forth with the dif- 
ferences of the parties that came , and complayned to 
him, orelfeincaufe he were buify referred them to 
fome of his traine , who made an end of them imme. 
diately : And that at the example of other Kings his 
Predeceffours, namely of Charles the great , who de- 
termined of fuites as they were putting on his (hoes : 
and indeed one of the Lawes of his Capitulary,beare: 

That our Comifioners.andSentmengive notice to theConu 
us an A PeofU , that me intend to fit one day by ineverf 

mek$ ioheare the fleas and 4$erences ef parties. But at 
length the malice of men waxing greater, the number 
of iuits increafed fo much , that they were forced to 
drelTe up a bench expres & fedentary: Such as was the 
Palace of Paris under Lewis Hotin,or(as others think) 
of Philippe,Ie Bel , about the yeare 1 29** Then they 
multiplied fb much the number of thele few ludges at 
Coungellers, that cftey made of them three Courts of 
Iuftice,and fundry roomes. The great Chamber , the 
Chamber of Enqucfts , and that of Requefts. But in 
the yeare 1522, the King Francis , , the nrft increafed 
the number of 20 new Councelloiirs , of whom was 
made up the fourth Chamber: and himfeife anno 1 5 43 
added yet others 20. Furthermore , this Affembly of 
Judges was not informer times perpetuall and conti- 
nuall , as it is this day, but affigned and indi&i ve for a 
certain time and Place, fignified by the Princes adyife, 
who ohely had power toordaine it» And commonly 
onS.Martins day (the 1 1 of November) he gave no- 
tice by a publike edi&, # that he graunted power to the 
Judges to meet, and begin a Parliament , which thing 
was called an opening of Juftice or Parliament , that 
had ceafed until! then* 

But the authority of this Counceli and Parliament 
advancing by iitle and litle, increafed fo farre,that noe 
Edift, Mandar, or Roy all order , had any force or au- 
thority: if this Court of Parliament had not counfel- 
led, or at leaft approved it in their Aflembly , for after 
their approbation it was to be verified and regiftred in 
the Regiftrieof this Court , then publiftied upon the 
place, and thence in all parts of the Kingdome where 
it was needfnll.Neither was there any Officer of note, 
or Magiftrat in the whole State,either civill or mili ta« 
ry, that was not admitted, approved and authorized 

by it , and made oath unto it to performe his duety 

well. 
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well, ere he did medic with this charge , fince it was 

not LawfuUtoappeallfromthisCourtsArrefts,which 
were immutable as lacred and perpetuall. In a word, 
all the power and authority which the generail Coun- 
celor Affembly of the Generail States had fometimes 
had, was in the end transferred to this Court. 

But now, when the King doth deliberate 8c ordaine 
all in his Privy Counceli , it is converted in a forme of 
Councel of ordinary Iudges,and is no more employed 
in the affaires of theRealme. It is ftated and fixed at 
Paris , the authority thereof is ftill very farrc exten- 
ded, and hath more power , then all the other Parlia- 
ments, which are now ten in number throughout all 
France: Each of them dealeth with allcaufes both ci- 
vill and criminall , and men mud reft on what (hall be 
there refolved. That of Paris hath yet more,that it is 
honored fomtimes with the Kings prefence,if any very 
important bufines hapneth, either concerning warre 
or peace- as alfo that the Kings Agrements,Covenants, 
Treaties, and whatfoevertoucheth the fetling & con- 
fervation of the State is there recited, approved , veri- 
fied, and enroled in the Regifter of that Court, which 
is kept by them. Thus, thofe matters which were of 
old , and from the beginning of the Kingdome of 
France-Gauie , referred to the publick A flemblies of 
the States , and afterwards (them being abolifted) to 
the Senate or Parliament of Paris 5 are at this prelent 
trans-ferred to the Kingx>nly, and thofe whom he will 
take for his Counceli. 'Butto proceed. 

* There is another Conncell , called Great j compo- 
fed of the Affembly of the true Princes & principalis a 
both of the Kings traine and Kingdome^, in which un- 
der the Kings Charles the 7, and 8. was only treated of 
publick affaires, and that which concerned the good of 
the&nedome ; but the time and diflbbte number of 
, __ive very much • impaired the eftablifhment 
thereof: fo that Ghsrles the 8. was advifed to make, an 
ordinary fettled Counceli of 17 Councellers , which 
KingXewis the 1 z. hath fince encreafed tozo. adding 
thereunto the Chancellour for their Prefident, into 
much that under King Francis the firft, the dignity of 
Chancellour. was turned to that of a Prefident, and or- 
dained , that they (hould attend no other caufes then 
extraordinary, that Ihould be referred unto them by 
the Privy Counceli, and the appeals of the Provoft of 

thehoulhold. 

Befides the forefaid ten ordinary Parliaments , and 
the Great Counceli , the King ^oldeth yet a Privy 
Counceli , which is ordinary and perpetuall following 
the Kings perfon , & is not commonly emploved then 
in the affaires of the State and Kingdome , though it 
be now allmoft converted in a bench of ordinary lurif- 
di&ion, attending oftentimes to the caufes of townes 
and Parliaments, and fometimesevento the leaft cau- 
fes of perticular perfons, in fuchforte, that very emi- 
nent Lords withdrawne to fuch occafions , have in a 
manner put by all thought, and knowledge of publick 
affaires, and thofe that concerned only the wellfare & 
manutention of the Realme. Whereby all the carke 
and Governement of the State feerneth to be fallen 
on the King himfeife and but on few of thofe which 
are ordained to that end , of whom confifteth the 
Counceli Privy and of State. Wherein are delibera- 
ted and refolved the greateft bufines , upon which it 
was allready advifed in the Privy CouncelI,and that of 
the Finances , provided they be fuch as require the 
Kings expreffe knowledge. All the Benefits , Letters 
and Mandats of the King are there fi gned , Commiffi- 
ons difpatched : ai the Expeditions of other Princes , 
Kings Lieutenants,Prefidents,Captaines,& others are 
there opened and communicated. There, are recei- 
ved their propofitions and anfwers, which afterwards 

are given to the Secretaries of State,

There is moreover another Counceli , commonly 
called des Finances, which hath charge of the Rings 
and Realmes treafure , whereunto are adjoyned the 
Intendents thus tearmed , les Secretaires des Finances : 
Item t he T reafarers. 
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E I N G refolved to referre the 
Geographick reafon unto the Ce- 
leftiall, that the due proportion of 
places, as it is in the round forme 
of the Earth might ( likewife ) be 
nearely kept in the plaine. It was 
neceffary to fix a right convenient 
cie, and proportion of the degrees 
of longitude, with the degrees of the Meridian or la- 
titude : for which caufc ( the immediately enfuing 
Map conteining but few degrees of latitude,} I have 
reduced this proportion , allmoft to the middiemoft 
paralleleof the Map , that fuch as is the reference of 
this parallele unto the Meridian , fuch likewife might 
be the proportion of the degrees of longitude to this 
fameparalleIe,inthedegreesof the Meridian or lati- 
tude. Thus f all the Meridians are thenbetween them- 
fclves paralleles : But when there was many degrees 
of longitude becaufe there hapneth in the paralleles 
above and beneath a great diffcrenct of proportion to 
thcMeridianj to the end that the juft cbnveniencie 8c 
lymmetrie of places fhould not be too diftant from the 
* truth : I have chofen two paralleles allmoft equally 
diftant of the middle and extremes, to whole confide- 
ration and report, I have made the Meridians rules , 
Indices,and defignatives of the degrees of longitude, 
which then are not Paralleles, but according to grea- 
ter or leffer diftance, which the conceived and fctt pa- 
ralleles have betweenethemfelves,doeinoreorleiTe 
mutually turne, or encline towards them ,and towards 
the middiemoft Meridian of the Mappe. 1 have fhe- 
wed upon Ptolomees Geographie , how this rule and 
defignation of Meridian may be found : You will 
findethe degrees, of latitude and longitude marked 
on the fide of every Mappe , for the moft part of la- 
titude in both the fides of the Mappe, but of longi- 
tude a£ove and beneath , fince according to the uiu- , 
all fafhion of Geogtaphers the upper part may be fett 
to the North. But if the Country to be defcribed is 
more extended bctweene the North and South , then 
betweene the Eaft and Weaft : then, oftentimes wee 
fett up the Weaft : However , the Eaft and Weaft 
fide will alwayes fhew unto thee the latitude : the o- 
ther,reprefent the degrees of longitude. Every de- 
gree is divided in 60 parts, called minutes, and fome- 
times in one,if the greatnefTe furFcr it: or in two , or in 
five, or ten; 

This ground being laid , I have followed the belt 
defcriptiohs in the rcprefenting of every Country. 
Wherein hih much furthered me theKing of Spaincs 
worthy S&tveyor and Geographer Chriftian Sgro- 
thenius fa great travel lor,) who hath better and more 
largely defcribed that which he hath undertaken , as 
alfo the moft fedulous Geographer of his faidMaje- 
fty, Abraham Ortelius,whohath moft liberally con> 
municared unto meeali his beft Cardes, though he 
had the famedcfignc which 1 had: 1 will not forgett 
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the others in their places that have helped me elf. 
where , to the end the Reader may know the honour 
which they have ineritted by this Dcnefitt , and that I 
may not appeare ungratefall towards them. Further- 
more, I have carefully conferred all that 1 have recei- 
ved fic-found elfewhere, thereby to make the defcrip. 
tions more perfe&, One onely thing is (notwithstan- 
ding) wanting, which I much defirea : It is an exa&cr 
number of the chiefeft places , that is much defe&ive 
in the Maps heretofore printed : which the Reader 
will excufe, whom I pray to helpeus therein , and to 
celebrate the Nobility, and Politick order, as alio the 
names of plaees,fights,3c qualities thereo£which will 
be to his honor. The litle rounds doe note the true 
fight of every place,and from thence their diftance is 
to be taken, Then there are markes whereby places 

may be knowne , Bare villages by bare rounds, wheo 
there is nothing worth the note. The Caftles 6c Forts 
of note are marked by a litle hook upon the rouncl <? 
Monafteries by a crofle S . T[he Townes have com- 
monly two towers. The' Hamlets of Nobles one. 
Wee have obferved this as farre as it hath ben known 
and affured unto us : Other things are eafy enough , 
and every man may fupplie to the defers he may ob- 
ferve therein* If any defireth to know the longitude 
or latitude of a place, where the Meridians are Paral- 
leles,he wil know it taking a paire of compafles which 
he fhall extend from one fide of the Map unto the o- 
ther. If you have taken the diftance from the Eaft- 
fide , the compafles will (hew you of this fide thede-. 



gree and minute of the longitude into the Northfide. 
If you have taken the diftance from the North , even 
fo it will note unto you the latitude to the Eaftfide : 
But when the Meridians are not Paralleled, the lati- 
tude of the place will be found in this manner. But in 
UniverfallMaps where the Parallelesbe round and 
circular, the diftance of the place, taken of the next 
Parallele, will (hew you the lame in the Eaftfide. Now 
t he longitude muft be taken with a thread or ruler fete 
upon the place, and often turned, untill, that the feme 
minute of the fame degree be marked on both Darts, 
as well on the North as South part, and then fuch as it 
may be will be the longitude ot the place it felfe.The 
miles or millian'a are diiferent according to the diver- 
fenes of the Country. If thereforeyou will compare 
them that you may know them , referre them by the 
compafles to the degree of the Meridian,and look by 
the revolution or returne of the compafles how many 
miles wiU be therein comprehended, you will know 
how many miles will make a degree , either for one 
Country or for another. You wiU finde the German 
miles (i 5 whereof make one degree^ fourefeld to the 
Common Italian , and almoft twofold to Ibrne of 
Sueveland and We^phalie. 

Sometimes you will meet with a line having a litle 
Cercle thus t> £ a. ,It fignihes the name of the place, & 
is inferted there that none (hould doufct of the name 

lace , in the preffeand conftraint of places 
fometimes pretty well crowded. 
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Have gone about Spayne diligently, 
& the Principall Provinces >Now being 
pafl: the Pyrenean Mountaines I meet 
with Gaule, a part of Europe faid to have 
ben fometimes called Galatia of Gala 
wich fignifieth milke becaufe it produ- 
ceth white men or men of a whitifti colour 3 the moun- 
taines there hiudring the hcate of the Sun from en- 
tring,3c blackning them, Diodorsss deriveth this name 
of Galata Hercules his daughter 5 Others otherwayes. 
Ptol. lib. 2. and other Greeks , termeth it Celtogahtta. 
Diverfe men beleevc that Gallia (Gaule) was named rro 
Galatia,thou$h others draw it from elfewhere. But all 

that, is not fo important, as that it (hould impeach us. 
Sureitis 5 thetermeof Gallia was very farr extended 
under the Latin writers, as it will appeare 5 Pcftel and 
Amos Montana &y that the Hebrewes call it T\arpbat> 
Atprefentitiscallfd France of the Francs , a people 
of Germanij neare the thin , that toke it by force of 
arrnes , and there ere&ed the State , which hath fince 
ben called the Kingdome of Frame. The Greeks rear- 
med generally the Gaulois Celtas 5c Galatas 5 which 
were alfo called Gomerita,SL$ Jofephus is of opinion. 
Thus much for the name. Next follow the fite and 
quantity which I will reprefent by its limits , longitude, 
latitude zn&circmu As for the limits , to take France 
in the ftate wherein it is this day. On the North 
whence it regardeth the Lower Germany they limit it 
with a line drawn from Callice unto Strasbourg that 
leaveth on the left hand the Country of Amis , Hay- 
n nut and Luxembourg : and at the right hand Vicar die 
and Lorraine ,and on the fide that it lpoketh toward^. 
England , with Oceantss Britannicssa i On the Weaft 
it is bounded with the Ocean feat caftingagreat golphe 
in Aqttittaine. On the South (the fide with which it 
joy ned Spaine,)\t is limited with the Pjrtnean mounts, 
and where it is leffe ftraitned and larger it is bownded 
with the Mediterranean fes. Laftly on the Eaft the AU 
pes doe fever it from Italic, like as the mountain Jura 
dividethitfrom Sutherland 5 and the Kbits from Ger. 
manse. And all this Kingdome, if takep in a right line 
from Eaft to Weft , from the Iflaad of the French Iu- 
rifdidion Hcijfant{ fometimes called Sena) oppofed 
to die laftlhore of in Fr ance , unto the brims 

of */;i*,hath fom what more then 300 French leagues 
in length. Of We if men will meafure the length 
thereof according to fome, talcing it from the Weft 
to EaftS6uth Eaft,from thelfland Aldernay of Nor- 
mandy, unto Nice , they will find it 3 3P leagues , The 
breadth thereof, to take it from the moft Southerly 
parts which are towards the Mediterranean fcaas/arr 
as the to wne of Calais , is about zzo leagues , and the 
compafle of ail France is above 1020 league|The qua- 
lity lollowes , thegreateftcaufe whereof are the C//- 
mtes. It lies under part of the fifth , under the whole 
fixth and feventh and part of theeight between the 
deereesof latitude^ &52,of longitude the 20 and 
38. And although itbemoft commonly fubjed: to 
the North winds , it ought notwithstanding to t*e ac- 
corapted for one of the beft Provinces of Europe , for 
the wholefomnes and good temperament of theatre 
thereof.C/4Wi4»^ faith it is of a moft happy co^ttuttoni 
Cacfar {lib. 3 . Content. Civ. Bell.) moH rvhollefime , and 
(2. Bells Gall.) a moft fruitfull mother of people. Strabo 
fpeaking of the Auvergnats and others, T hat land ts for 
the moft fart plaint, now & thenfaelling with litle his, & 
bttvrnn them of moft plea fant valleys, both very admra- 
blcjor the plenty offruites and other things found there: 
The fields well laboured doe luxuriate with the aboundancte 
of come & wheat • Strabo faith moreover that it wdu- 
ceth great ft ore of Come fillet and Acornt. Nothing is 
there refting except thai which forrefts, & fennes doe 

hinder. Itaboundeth in good wine which is commu. 



nicated partly to the Brittons 9 7QrmansSc P/wA,part- 
ly to the neighbours, the Germans, Wjtber landers , En. 
glish & others » unto whom the couldnes of the aire, 
hindreth the f ruitfulnes of vines. Strabo and Athcnasu 
fay It hath had mines of gold & fiher jThey are thought 
to be exhaufted at this time; The ground which is not 
otherwifeimployed,produceth all kinds of flocks of 
Bealls, & of pafturage to teed them , which is the rea- 
fon that here is allwayes feen lb great quatitie of flelh, 
milk, butter, cheefe, wools & every other like things: 
The French bad all the Gaules peaceable , under King 
Clouis, who was the firft Monarck of all Gaule, and did 
firft of all profeffe the Chriftianfastb&adfiitit ufein his 
Armes andEnfignes the thieefowefsde lent fro 
heaven (as is reported , to make his fucceflbrs carry 
them 5 His fucceflors were, either by a right or cot 
laterall line , Childerick Clotaire the firft , Cbere- 
bert, Childerick a. Clotaire 2. Dagobert the Great, 
Clouijs2.

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belcagred, & ranlbmed the Capitole , buildeddiverfe 

towns in Italie,MiIan,Come,Brefle,Bergome,Trente, 
and Vincenze : Even in our age the Duke of Bourbon 
tooke Rome. But cow, Gaule is not fo farre exten- 
ded as formerly , for that part of Italie , which is fited 
betweenethe Alpes & Ancone , was fometimes called 
the Cifalpine Gaule , at prefent, Lumbardie. And a 
great part of Belgick, is this day attributed to Germa- 
ny, which belonged unto Gaule, according to the de- 
fcription of Cafar, Ptolomee , and other auncient. For 
Cafar divideth the Tranfalpine Gaule, which Plinii na- 
meth Comata, 5c Ptol. Celto-Galliajxy Ccltick, Belgick, 
and Aquitanicke: and PtoL propoundeth us Gaule di- 
vided in 4 parts, that is, in Aquitanicke , in the Lyon- 
noife, in the Belgick , and the Narbonnoife. They li- 
mited it with the Pyrenean mounts, theRhin ,the O- 
cean, and the tops of (he Alpes : In this time, all that 
is after Calais regarding the Haft is attributed onely to 
Germany: and the Germans alfo doe appropriate unto 
themfelves all that is on both the banks or the Rhin. 
The prime townes thereof are Paris , Marfeille, Nar- 

bonne,Lyon,Poi<3;iers,ThouIouze,Bourdeaux,Tours, 
Angers, Orleans, Nantes, Roiien, Amiens , Bourges, 

Dijon, and other whereof afterwards. Gaule hath no 
Lack of Lakes: of which the moft renowned is that 
which was aunciently called the Leman Lake,where- 
of there is an expreffe Carde.about a quarter of a mile 
from the towne of Auvergne : Beffeisa great hill,bea- 
ring a large Lake fo deepe f that it is (aid it cannot be 
founded , no water is perceived to flow into it , and 
if any thing be thrown therein, there will inftantly be 
heard a thunder, and thunderbolts & lightnings feen, 
accompanied with haileftones and raine. Not farre 
from thence is feene a Cave , the entry whereof is 
round, it is called Creux de Sonets. As alfo an Abyfmm 
the bottome whereof can not be founded,where like- 
wile enclining your eare,after you have thrown a ftone 
in it, you will fuddenly heare a deaf found, with a mer- 
vellous great clafhing fomwhat like to a thunder heard 
a farre off : and in Summer, there is heard fome noife, 
though nothing be caftthereimitis thought that they 

are winds that thruft and ftruggle together. The Ah- 
tacin or Avitacin Lake,fo named of Avim againft Cler- 
mont in Auvergne^ , it is fo lively reprefented both on 
the right and left hand by Sidon. lib. 2. Epift.*. that hee 
feemethtofpeakeof it now newly. As for the Lake 
Rubrefe , fee Pomp. Mela lib.*, in that chapter where he 
defcribeth la Gaule Narbonnoife. France is likewife de- 
lighted in Rivers, which (great & fmall) are innume- 
roufe in her: the chiefeft are the &i#*,the Zw^,the Gar 
ronne,te the Rbofne. It arifeth in the Dutchy of Bur- 
gundy in Aifets quarter,drawing a title above a league 
to the Northfideof the Dorp called S.Seine , by two 
brooks enterlaced with two Villages Billij and Perriere. 
Having vifited and cut out many quarters , townes & 
villages,Paris alfo,whereunto it formeth a faire Ifland, 
and then ferved Roan,the head of Normandy,entreth 
largely enough in the Englifh Sea , but yet maketh 
there iome currents and tides,fomewhat dangerous to 
Seamen, which ought to take great heed thereof, the 
Normans call it mod commonly la Bare : for as foone 
as it hath call it felfe into the Sea, it flowes and runnes 
back on a fudden againft the nature of other Rivers, 
yea afcendeth with a terrible noife unto the height of 
a pike. Ignorant, and unexpert or idle mariners , can 
not but looke for great dangers there. The Seine re- 
ceiveth in her courfe many Rivers , the moft renow- 
ned whereof be the Marne, Oyfi or Ay [e, the Ayne or 
Efne. The River of Marne, to the Latins Matrona iflu- 
eth out of the FauciHes (a hill a litle above hangres) and 
palling by Ianvitie* S.Vidier 9 Chalon y Dormant ;& Meaux, 
and receiving fome Rivers of lelte fame , as Ie Saut, 
Boifc, Ourk, and Trefme , mingleth it felfe with the wa- 
ters of Seine at Charentom bridge neare unto Paris. 



Oyfe [Efta) fprings of a place above Guife towards the 
Eaft, not farre from the Village of Oigny : It paffeth 
through Picardie, and watering Guife Jk Fere, Compiegne s 
S.Maixant , and fome other townes. It doth exone- 
rate it felfe into the Seine neare Poiffy , a litle below 
Pontoife. The River Aifne [Aixona ) is unto Cafar a Ri- 
ver of the BelgickGaule, upon the skirts of the Dio- 
cefe of Rheims. Itfpringeth in Barrois below Cler- 
mont neare the Dorp Souilli. 1 mentioned the Loire 
in the fecond place , called by Cafar and Ptol. Ligcris, 
at prefent Loire, and Leire j the head thereof is in the 
Village of Velay, at a place termed la Font de Loire : it 
is greater then the other, & therefore with reafon cal- 
led the Father of the Rivers of France. The waters 
thereof are cleare and pure , having traverfed a great 
deal of land, [Strobe faith, it did fometimes feparate 
the Celtes f rom the Aquitaines,) loofeth it felfe in the 
Wefterne Sea , neare Nantes , by an overture of ail- 
moft eight leagues broad, yet dangeroufe by reafon of 
fome fmall banks of find, which encounter there : A- 
bout a league and a half e more inward, are the Rocks, 
called Porcelets. This River receiveth many navi- 
gable ones : the Rivers of After, le Chair, Vienne, and 
tMaine. Th* AMer[Elavcr) arileth above Clermont , and 
breedeth a greater quantity of fi(h then the Loire 9 
though it be not fo great. The Chair pafleth thorough 
Poicliers, Vienne dtteth Cbafieleraqd, fome call it Viane, 
others Vignane: Maine is called in Latin iMediana. The 
Garonne fblloweth,which feparateth the Gaules from 
the Aquitaines^wfo 4 calleth it&r/WMV,Ptol. Carina, 
Froutin Garonna* It retaineth yet this name from the 
head thereof unto Blaye , a Cattle where the Roman 
tongue beginneth,but from thence it is called Geronde 
& Gironde. Having run through di verfe Countries, & 
paired thor&w Tholouze and Moifac, & from thence to 
Bourdeaux, it cafteth it felfe in the waters of Oceanua 
Aquit aniens, with a mouth allmoft two leagues broad : 
At the opening, whereof the Mariners comming from 
Sea, are faid to be prefented with Rocks called Affes of 
Bourdeaux , becaufe that their noife and lowing are 
fbmewhat like the braying ofthofebeafts. The Ship- 
pers of the Netherlands name the North part of thole 
rocks, Noorder-Ezel , the South, Zuydtr-EzeL Over a- 
gainft the land of Medock , a tower is elevated fome* 
what neare the old by the command of Henry the 3 ♦ 
at the Country charges. Which ferveth of a nightly 
fire and Lanterne to dircdt the (hippes to avoyd thole 
Affes, and hold the right courfe, to enter well this Ru 
ver,wherein els too many (hips are loft. It is called la 
tour CW4#,whereon is fet a Sentry (thereunto appoin- 
ted & waged) to make & maintaine the whole night a 
great 6re for a fignall to t,he travellors and mariners. 
The Garone receiveth many Rivers navigable as the 
Tarn to that Country people, Tar to the French : the 
Gets: Oldt, ?old,ortOlt: la Dordoigne , or Dordonne , a 
great navigable River, which cedeth but litle to the 

Garone and other. The laft place I appointed for the 
Rhofhe, to the Latins and Greeks Rhodanus^xhc natu- 
rallnameis leRos. Plinm faith it to have ben named 
of Koda, a Colonie in thole parts : The fourceof ir, is 
l not very, farre from that of the Danube, the Rbin, Arole, 
Ticin and other, which are feene to iffue of the Moun- 
taine Briga , it entreth in the Lake of Geneva , at the 
Dorp N eufcville, and pafleth through without looling 
fcarce any thing of his colour, then commeth foorth 
at the towne of 1 Geneva, whence this River is varied 
according to the diverfity of the places it covereth, 
untill that (increafed with fome Rivers and Brookes,) 
it doth precipitate it felfe into the Mediterranean Sea 
neare unto Aries in Provence , difburtheningit felfe 
therein by feven mouthes (faith Apollon. in the Argon: ) 
by five, (according to Diodorm and others,)threc faith 
%s4ttcmidorut % in Strabo, Plinius and Ammian. But Strabo 

faith that Poly bius held but two onely . Ptol. and Tit •

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Livius, many 5 very advifedly leaft they might be re- 
prehended of a lye: thofe of that Country reckon five 
and more: Cm Neuf,Gw iOtgonfiraa Pamk$,Gr4S grant, 
Gra*iEnfer,Gmde Paffom the laft whereof is c5lkd by 
Plinii Mafaleotic <,becaule it draweth nearer unto Mar- 
fitiki by Polybtns, Mafaliot'tck, and maketh it the firft , 
by reafcn ottimtUinw and Antoninus their degrees , 
byvfitomaUb the other mouths were named degrees. 
The Rho&e receiveth the Arva, Sam or Sone,( Amis) 
the I fere, Vroume , ind2M«j but let this fuffice for 
*hc Rivers. France hath on the Northfide the Nor- 
•xianorEngliftiSea, and on the Weaft the fame, faid 
Aauitanici, on the South the Mediterranean Sea : both 
wnich have made there diverfe gulphes: on the Weaft 
the Aquitanick , is greater and more remarkeable , 
Lucanus calleth it TarbeUkus Ancon* In the bayes of 
the Norman Sea , are the towues of Dieppe, Conffance, 
Caen, Cherbourg, and other. In the Mediterranean is 
the Sinus GaBtcusfit Ga&tticus > which is twofold, great 
andfmall. The great is that where the Rhofne pow- 
retb bis waters. M.Porcius Cato calleth it AnguUss 
VaSkm, Gaultfh Angle, or Corner, Titus Livius, lu- 
ll in. and others, GaUicm Sinus. The leffe is fet by S tra- 
bo, at the Proraontorie or Cape of the Pyrenean hills 
named Apbrodifium, or of Venm, Mela calleth it Salfus, 
Salted, Antoninus maketh alfo the Sinm CambUeitanm 
towards the NarboniftiGauIe: It had likewife forme 




hath yet now ftindry good havens and harbors , 

whereof Lucas Garterus fpeaketh amply in the fifth 
and following cardes. The chief be Staliocanus, Vinda- 
na,Brtvates, and other knowne>, & mentioned by an- 
cient writers. Ptofom. is held by fome tp be 

sJanlde Lyon in Brittaine , by others Rofcpv, which I 
thinkethe trueft, becaufethis is the moft commodi- 
ous and fureft For though it hath an Ifland before, it , 
called ijkde Bos, the entrance and roade (notwithftan- 
dine} are theeafieft , and more then feven fathomes 

d as it were barred 

by Taurus (kis an Iflanci with her Caftle ns 
Bull at the mercy of whofe Gardes theymuftpafle,) 
enpompafled with infinite rocks , as well hidden as 
difcovered very dangeroufe, if men be not acquainted 
with the entry. Not farre from thence in the lame 
Country towards the South, you meet with having 
doubled the Cape Gobee (S.Mathieu) Vindana , Port 
1 harbor , called at this time Fen/Hers or ConqueB , 
by iovius, but not rightly, Peel feateth there the 
port Brivate, which bearetn almoft the word Brefi, and 
afterwards placeth the port Secor , now Luffon or lute- 
in, then Santonumporm, the haven of the Sonant or 
Santongeots, which Vifle-neufve nameth RocheRe. The 
hills and Forrefts follow : as for the firft , France is 
more hilly in fome places then other , the higheft 
Countries , be the Dauphind , Provence, Savoye and 
Burgundy. Anjon's Mountaines are extendediofarre 
as Brittaine and PoiAou. The moft remarkeable of 
Gaule are to the Auncients Gehenna, Vogefus , and Jura: 
Cebenna (quoth Csefar) feparateththe Arvergnes (thofe 
of Auvergne) from the Helviarjs,{thofeo£ftv<iretz> ) To 
PIiniiitis(7tf^w»toLucan.and Aufon. Gehenna: Ge- 
bennici to Mela: the right name faith Scaliger inEpift. 
ad Uerukm is Cebenna , per C. and that now it is called 
tMontaignes de Cebennes and Cevennes: lb that it were 
better xead in Ptol. and Strabo Cemmeni , and Cebenna 
in fome Latins, Cebenna to Vinet, to Nozoren,to ViU 
le-neufve, (Mountaines of Auvergne.) Partwhereof 
make that of Tarara, which men muft pafle by , going 
to Lyou 5 at the top of which there is a ftone hewed , 
and thereupon the Merchants jfett thofe that have not 
yet ben at Lyon, commonly called la Chain de verite , 
(theSeateof truth; for they are forced to fpeak truth 
whether they were ever there before,or no } and there- 
fore pay their welcome to their company. Vogefus 
mpns to Cafar*. de be/to Gad. Lucan.u Pliny and others, 



(the Mountaine Mn.) It is faid Vocetm or Votetm ; 
but fidfely in Tacitus i .Hiftor. & elfewhere, as others 
have allready noted it. Under the name of Alpes, 
Strabo defcribeth it lib.4. at prefent Mountaine of 
Faucilles, and yet otherwife. It feparateth Burgundij 
and AL&tz from Lorraine. And givethustheMaze, 
faith Cafar , and many other Rivers , which flow into 
the Rhin* The place whence the Mofelle dothilTue, 
is called Kratzxr, which Ortelius faith he hatb out of a 
fmallbookof Great Grubertus, where the Rhin is de- 
fcribed : Adding that this quarter is called Eftaye in 
French, and Aug der Stay, in the Chorographick card 
of Lorraine, feduloufly guided and atchieved by John 
Scylhus at the charges and by command of that Duke, 
and that nothing , quoththisScyllius, is produced in 
thofe places,befides the herbe named in French Caba* 
retb : This Vogefus beareth pure filver in the Valley 
Lcbetie, but not in great quantity fiith Munfter. lura 
if I make it of France or Germany , is laid to begin its 
raife,inthe confines of Bafle neare the Rhin, over a- 
gainft Wald^ut , very high and upheld by many great 
Rocks 5 Casiar, Plinius and others mention it. PtoL 
calls it larafut,Stnbo lurafius and torn , the Naturalls 
name it diverfly according to the places where they 
find it. Neare the Caftle of ffafburg, hard by Bruges, 
(afinall towne thus named in High-dutcb,ofa bridge 
fecne there with one onely Arche, on the River called 
die Art) itis called Betqberg, of the Dorp Botqen, feated 
with many other at the foot of the Mountaine. Mun- 
fter,^cadus,Lazius and others,are of opinion that this 
portion of Jura, is the Vocetm or Vocetlm of Tacitus. 
Yet Ortelius doubteth not to read it Vogefus, of which 
wee have Ipoken : in this lame part of mc Mountaine 
is a great Valley , laid tricfabal, of the next Village. 
There are yet other ddes,Lanffen~tbal and SJmers4bal, 
and other like, of all which notwithstanding none pa(l 
feth , beyond the Mount : If you are minded to goe 
thorow that way,you muft every where goe up a great 
height. Now betweene the Saone and Farfpurg, this bill 
is called Scbaffhm ,yMch figpifieth (heeps medow. Be- 
tweene the towne Olien, and the Provoftthi p of Hum- 
berg, it is tearmed Nider-bauwentfein , Low-heuwed - 
ftone; for the way there , is traced by the intercutting 
of the Rocks and ftones . Betweene Wdlnburg and Bat 
fial it is called ober*bauwenfiein , upper-hewed-ftone , 
where the wagons and carrs loaded are led down this 
Mountaine s with great cables that keepe them up. 
Drawing towards trie Weaft, it is called Wafer fat, 
that is, fell of waters . Going further , the Savoyards 
call it allmoft by the old namfe, lurten. The branch of 
it extended towards Bafle about a mile from the towne 
againft the River Byrfe, is called Blonmn , and waxeth 
much in height and difficult accede , lb farre as 'Dels- 
perg , where it reaffumeth his plaine : Proceeding yet 
further towards the French Monaftery called Beliele, 
it groweth yet, then is lower and more remifle by the 
fpace of amile, from whence retaking i{s horrid and 
moft irfome flopenes,it extendeth it felfe on this man- 
ner from Eaft to Weaft , which (it is faid) lulius Csefar 
hath made paffable through the hole that he caufed 
to.be diggedthorow the rock in forme ofa gate, which 
Pierre Port , others Pierre portu^ , accurately described 
by Munfter, tefte Merula , who faith he hath paft that 
way. 

By this Fontein, the Poet meaneth the River Byrfe , 
which there iflueth out of a rock with great aboun- 
dance of waters • On that fide , the Mount Jura dra- 
wing to the South-weaft , advanceth betweene the 
Sutlers and Savoyards , whom he looketh towards at 
the South-eaft , and the Burgundians , whom h§ lea- 
veth at the North-weaft; hence it is that Caefar in two 
places lib. 1 . faith , that this Mountaine feparateththe 
Burgundians from the Suiflers , accoafting many and 
fundry Lakes , the chief whereof is that of Geneva , 

where 
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where far reand wide , called the Mount SXiaude, it 
doth finally reft , at the meeting of the Rhode. I 
have Ipoken of the Pyrenean Mountaines in the de- 
Icriptionof Spaine$ I will fpeak of the v Alpes , when I 
fliall treat of Italic There be many Forefts , yet not 
bigg nor too thick, much leffe, hideous with bryars, 
thornes and butties. In the Country of Maine , are the 
Forefts of Ver(ay t longoulnay , Perfi, Sille, Char my , Au- 
dain, Maine foncife* In the Low Brittany , the Forefts 
ol BoBbknc* Tori ant, la Guiercbe. In Poidtou thele woods 
Mouliere, Dine,Brejfe,Ligne&nd other : In Berry Roberts 
Foreft, &c. In Anjou , thofe of Lour/aye and Marfin. 
The whole Boulonnois is almoft covered with one 
Wood : the Pavells whereof are the woods of Surene, 
Cedes, ffardelot, Dalles, Bourfin. In the Vermandois not 
farre from Peronne, are Recoigne and Bouhan. In Picar- 
die, the woods of Baine, Beauiseu, la Vers, Coup. Lorrai- 
ne hath no want of them: "Warned Waldtje Banbois , Boa 
de Monden> Heyde, S.Bevoifr la Vcyge,Mortaigne,Dof*jne* 
Burgundy beareth lundry Foreitieres , and finall Fo- 
refts, the nameis whereof have miffed mee, as likewife 
of the other of Gaule : But above all the Foreft of 
Orleans is of beft efteem, it being of a larger extent * 
then any other of France, and that of Fontaine-bleat* 
pafle-time of the French Kings,as is not feldome that 
ofMontargis. Ardenne is for the moft part feated in 
the Netherlands , and therefore is to be defcribed 
there. Claudian. calleth it GaUicam^d Cazfar lib 6.de 
BeiloGall; the great eft Fore/i 0/ all Gaule: becaule it flood 
fometimesintheBelgick Gaule. As for their devo- 
tion , not only old manufcripts , and ancient tokens : 
but the Churches alio and other places , deftined to 
Religious fervice , as it were fowed in fundry parts of 
tne Kingdome, fufficiently decleare , that the Gaulois 
have ever ben addi&ed to Religion , and the French 
were of the firft that embraced the Chriftian faith , 
which of all others^ have ever kept and maintained it 
with their beft power. In Paris alone are feen 69 Chur- 
ches, the chief of all which is the Cathedrall, named 
No&re-Vame the foundation whereof was layd by Phi- 
lippus AuguftuSj anno 109 1, and animoufly profecuted 
anno 1257, under King S.Lewis,lb that it became one 
of the moft famous wonders of France : it is upheld 

with 120 pillars , the length thereof is of 74: the 
breadth of 60 the height of 100 paces. The Quire 

is all of freeftone, artificially expreffing divers ftories 
of the Oldand NewTeftament, the circuit of this 
Church conteineth 45 Chappells, all latticed of yron: 
It hath 1 1 gates. In front, there are three, having two 
doores, out of which are feene imbofled the auncient 
pourtraitures of the French Kings. At fides , are ere- 
6ted twomayne Towers, fquare , reprefenting rather 
Forts, then Steeples. The greateft bell named Ma ry , 
, takes op twenty men to ring it,and in a calme,and ftill 
weather, is heard 7 leagues of. It were an infinite bu- 
fines to fpeake of the Churches of this Citie, & other 
parts of France : as likewife of the Abbays,Commo- 
nalties, Monafteries, Hofpitalls, Spittles, and other 
Retreats of Pooreand Orphans. As for the Caftles, 
Palaces^ Howfes of pjeafure,and the like belonging to 
great men, it is better to paffe them by , then to fpeak 
too little of them . The U ni verfities are numbred by 
Mercater, of all which have iffued and iflue dayly, (as 
of lb many Troian horfes,) innumerable flocks of Di- 
vines , Lawyers , Phyfitians , Philofophers , and other 
Profeflburs, which were tedious for me to fum up 5 in 
a word therefore: TheFreuch Nobility (which is at 
prefent very numerous ) piyeth fo dole to learning , 
yea excelleth fo much in all arts and difciplines , that 
there is no Province in the whole world to be prefer- 
( red unto them herein : You will fee there fome chil- 
1 drenof the greateft and moft eminent, labour dili- 
gently nisht and day , without interfniffion , in their 
ftudies:There be fome that will difcourfe fome houres 
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together (to the amazement of men) of any fubjed 

whatsoever ex tempore,without any delay , by a won- 
derfull order and methode. There arc alfo many and 
fundry Libraries, the chiefe whereof is the Kings, and 
that of S.Vicier at Paris 5 to omit the other , furnifoed 
with ltore of moft rare books printed and manufcripts. 
Concerning their manners, and cuftome , Diodorus , 
Strabo and others , witnefle that the Gaulois are of a 
quicklpirit,andnot averfefrom learning: Simmachus 
praifeth them in fundry places , for their ftudioufnes. 
MiPorcius Catohb.i. Origin. inCharifius Sofipater: 
KMoslpm (faith he) of the inhabitants of Gaule pomfue af- 
ter two things, whh great can and in AtFlry, Warn and Elo- 
quency. 

Strabo makes them of afimple nature, neither in* 
clining nor bending to any wickednes (a remarqueable 
vertue of the ancient Gaulois) luiianus the Emperour 
an Eye witneffe herein, alTured, they knew not what 
flattery was, but lived and haunted limply and freely 
with all men alike , acknowledging only Venus the 
Goddeffe of Matrimony , and Bacchus the Merry- 
blade,ibr the fame bufines ; As for the contraryes unto 
thefe ^ wee ought nottoheare them, but as ray lings , 
IcofFes, andmeere injuries,the fruits of wicked fbules: 
For who (having compared the ancienteft writers re- 
port, & the manners of thele French at this time)will 
admit of what Sen'ius laith, that the Gaulois are dull* 
and heavy ? that, as Julius Firmicius reports j they are 
fooles and dizzieheadedj luiianus himfelfe,forgetting 
in a manner what he had faid before , calls them lots, 
beaftly,clowhi(h,rejeding all civility^ and Polyb. that 
they care not for arts , or learning • and that himfelfe. 
with Diodorus , Athena;us and Clemens Alexandrin, 
faith they are oflitle faith, addided to gluttony and 
dranckcnefTe. Titus Livius with Polyb. brands them 
with the note of foftj and effeminate , Mela of cove- 
tous of gold and filver,proud , fuperftitious: Solin. of 
Lyars,vaine men and idle-praters- Plutarch in Pyrrho, 
tearmes them unlatiate of filver. Neverthelefle, it is 
tobecpefefled that many Vices are crept among the 
French by the Commerce and haunt of other nations. 
Florus lib. 3 .cap. 10. Ipeakes thus : No man will lay 
Gaulois doe fight according to the meere haturall 
vertue, mifcent Fraudem. Amian. lib. 1 j. faith i they 
are C|uarrelfome ; Diodorus reprooves them for intem- 
perancie of fpeech , and that they fpeake ihort , and 
words ambiguous of purpbfe , and were delighted to 
preach their ownc vertuesj paffing by other mens: full 
of threatnings, revilings,and felfe conceit- Thisglo- 
rioufnes was alfo noted by Strabo* Such was the brag- 
ging of Divieo the luiffer, who extolling the Helve- 
tians warlike valour 5 reproached unto Csefar their vi- 
ctory over the Romans,^ bad him take heed, he were 
not an occafion that the place where they were then , 
might not be denominated of his .defeat. ThusVer- 
cingetorix vaunted openly, that he would make an ak 
fembly of Gaule , unto which the whole world would 
not be able to refift. As for the Religion and facred 
Politic of the old Gaulois, wee ought not to make a- 
ftand to that which Cicero Ipeaketh, that theGaulou 
have not d/iy zeal to religion, Liviu* is rather to be ere. 
dited, who profefles them not to be negligent or idle in 
Matter of Religion. And Ce/ar, who belt knew this peo- 
ple , faith it to be much addicied unto Religion* Above all 
other Gods they worshipped Mercury (laith the fame Au- 
thor) whom they held to be the firft founder of Arts , 
and guide of Travellers, as alfo that he had an cfpe- 
ciali power over all traffick, and wasprefidentinthe 
LucreJMax. Tyrius makes the Cettat to have worfhip- 
ped lupiter whom they honored , and marked with the 
higheft oake, Str. writeth that Diana had a Temple in 
Marleille,& Plut. fay that Diana was reverenced by the 
Gallo-Grceks, but a marble found (ince, fliewes that the 
Gaulois worlhipped yet another Diana, which they 
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d* Ardenne. Lucan. & Min» Felix report that they had 
other Gods, named Bfe, ottiefe, tmm\ indTarana. 
But many learned men hold that they were the lame 
with UHars, xJMercury , and love: Aufon, nameth one 
BclenmSot God of the Gaulois,whois called by Hero* 
dian in Maximinis Belis : which was happily theTibi- 
lene of Tertullian. in his Apologetick , called by the 
Greeks^*** They adored alfo one AbtUio of whom 
IofephSclaliger in Aufon. lib.i .cap. 9. noteth , there 
was feme monuments in the Covents of the 9 Nati- 
ons. Lucian likewife in Hercuie Gallicano , fays they 
worshipped Hercules Ogmianus. They adored(faith 
thenem) turning tbemielves at the right hand^they fa- 
crificed men to their Gods, namely to Mars , as Cfcfar 
witnefleth in thefe words : When they are refohcd to

placeijAokmaimsmaybefeeneinfome Countteys covered 
with heapes of fucb things confecrated, and it baPneth but 
feldpme that any one in contempt of ReUgio dares tide* bis 
mne houfe things thus taken, or tote away that which is there 
fett : there being a grievous punishment againf thofe that 
infringe this enftome. Wee read allmoft the lame things 
in Dioctoriis Siculus,Minutius Felix averreth likewiie 
that the Ganlois offred human facrifices to Mercury : in 
fo much that it had ben better if they had not had any 
Knowledge at allof the Gods , then to take thofe for 
God*, who were oneiy appeafed by mens bloud,which 
facrificethey held moft iblemne. Now this ufage of 
men amongthe Gaulois , hath not onely ben in their 
facrifices but in Divinations alfo: Strabo faith chat the 
Gaulois were wont to finite with the fword the back 
of him that was to be facrificed, & that upon his ftar- 
. tingthey prefaged of t^e future accident* TertuOknus 
I deAmma faith, they were wont to paflc whole nights 
by vaillant inen: lb to receave the Oracles : But there 
was not among thefe ancient Gaulois, any Law&U fa- 
crifice i without their Druydes , faith Diodoras : they 
were the inoft famous Priefts of Gaule. Thus much of 
the manners of thefe men inreligioufe matters , fee 
wee now their cqftomes ippropBane. Titus Idviuswri- 
teth , they were wont to goe armed to their Aflem- 
blies. Inthem (faith he, fpeaking of the Gaulois) was 
feene anew& marvellous (igbt> they came to the CounfeS [ar- 
med , for fo is the manner of that people. Plutarch writes , 
that the women deliberated of peace and warre , and 
that their refolution was followed : And Strabo , that 
they had this cuftome,if any one interrupted him that 
was ipeaki ng in the Aflemblie there was an officer that 
camfc to threatne him with a naked lword , and bid him 
fceepe filehce, which if he did not for the firft time, he 
did the fame the fecond time , and likewife the third 

time , and if the Officerfound this Interrupter obfti- 



„ate,hc would cutt away fo much of his CafTocfcthat 
the reft was of no ufe. Csefar obferveth that upon 
fome remarckeable Accident , they caufed it to be 
knowne ftraightwayes all over the Country , by great 
cryes,and hootingsfrom one place to another,by men 
ordained to that end. Diodorus makes the Gauloifes 
raire aud of equall ftrength and height with the Gau- 
lois. fruitfu 11, and well-bred , happy as well in the brin- 
ging foorth, as in the bringing up of children: Like 
iervices were among them as in other Nations. Many 
(faith Caefar lib. 6. laded with debts or too many import, or 
overwhelmed with the rigour of great me*,ma(ethemfelves 
Servants of fome Gentlemen , mo have thefamerigbt over 
them , which they have over Slaves. But yet they were 
more kindly dealt withall by them , then by the Ro- 
mans, for the Gaulifli Lordshad thefe in fome relped: 
ncare their perfons , and were well ferved by them in 
time of warre. They ufed earthen difheslaith Diodo* 
riw,thick, and ftrewed of fundry flowers therein pein- 
ted. They ate their meales , not fitting upon ftooIeSj 
but on the ground , upon Wolves or Dogs-skins , or 
(as Strtbofoth) upon beds, & were wayt< 
dren. They fate commonly by the fire , where were 
pots, and fpits full of good meat, efcecially Porck & 
bacon, as well fait as frah , and all other kind of flefli : 
but for the moft part(faith Strabo)xmSk was there inter- 
mingled. Plinii ( faith l&a*.cap. *//«w)that they made 
a kind of Potion, with fruit diped in it, to foxe them- 
felves: Dw^waffirmethatthey madeadrinkof Bar- 
ley, which they called (Zithum) Biere. And another with 
water and hony. As for their clothes : they wore Cat 
fbeks or Coats feith Strabo, heavy and woven of thick 
wooll , and called them Lanes. And pBniilib.S. cap* 4. 
laith , theydivided thofecoats by certaine plaits , to 
make more (hew Now thofe plaits, or rounds, of P/i- 
«», are PUntbia to Diodorus t by which is undexftood } as 
Iofephus Scaliger meaneth,that which the French call 
at this prefent Laufanges^c^xlaunnges, of the leaves 
of Bay-trees. They wore alfo very large and round 
Britches, which Tacitus calleth a Barbarous clothir 
Wee read in Strabo, thzt in ftead of a gowne,or caffo 
without fleeves , the Gaulois had one opened with 
flee ves hanging downe to their very bottocks and pri- 
vities, of which kind of apparel! there is yetibme re- 
liques , which the vulgar call Palktrotk, or P*k-rec\» 
Hee faith alfo they wore rings on their fingers : where- 
upon Diodorus ailedgeth nothing,but Pliny faith onely, 
they wore them on the middle finger. Finally , the 
French people give themfelves at prefent , to all kind 
of trade, Iiberall and mechanical! arts,they are adven- 
turoufe, and hardy, and goe all the world over , either 
fortrade or warre.

of Earle Baldwin of Cmerick , was drawne thither un- 
der the collour of making of a peace 3 where they 
mafTacrcdhim. The French writters report alfo> that 
after they had overthrown* the Englifti there , all 
thofe which could not perfectly pronounce Pequtptj* 
but Pequeny were putt to the fwdrd.

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Valliant men. The Church and Abbey called our La- 
dies, was founded in Soiffons by the Tyrant Ebrein^Aa- 
jour of the Palace otFrance. There haue bene 79. 
Bifliops of ♦fr^'w, fince#x//^ the Firft, till Mathew 
the Parifian* Laonnois taketh its name from Loon which 
is an ancient towne, feated betwecne the rivers of 
Ayne, and Oyfe, lying upon a hill, and is the Capitall 
Towne of this cerritoire. It was built > as Sigelertus 
faith, by the Bifliop and Duke Clodivus Anno 100. 
who ordayned Genebauld Bifliop of Loon , fince whofe 
time till Ian Bourfier there haue bene 72. Bifliops fiic- 
ceeded him. Laon is at this day a Bailywike , having 
under the jurifdi&ion thereof thefe townes, Soiffons, 
Noyon , S. Jguintins, Rybemont, Coney* Chauny, Guife, Pe- 
tonne, Mondidier , and Roye. Compiegneis an neighbour 
towne , called in Latine Compendium , and by fome Ca- 
re polls, after the name of Charles the Balde,who enlar- 
ged, and fortified this towne unto the forme of Con- 
fiantinople 1396. and founded in it the Abbey of Saint 
Cornelia* His Daughter lane was carry ed away from 
Compiegne, by the Englifli, whowasfoiild unto them 
by has owne people , which was a foule reward for the 
benefits, which France had receiued from him. This 
Lady was kept prifonner a yecre long and endured a 
ereatmany miferies , and atiaft 133 1. in the month of 
May eat Roan, being acculed of Hereiie was burnt in 
that place, where now S.Michels Church ftandeth, 
then ftiee was uniuftly acctifed, and condemned for 
Hercfie , and Sacriledge by Peter Cauchon an Englifh 
man , Bifliop ofbeauvois, & a great Enncmy to the 
French , for which fad he was excommunicated by 
Pope Calixtus. After the death of this Jane, who was 
carryed away by William Flavy a Captaine of Com- 
piegne, this traitour by the permiflion of God, was 
ftrangled by his owne wife called Blanche ', and the 
helpe of a barber. Shee procured the Kings pardon, 
upon condition that (bee could prooue, that her hut 
band fought to drowne her* King Lewes founded 
at Compiegne the Curches of the lacobine and Cordelier 
Fryers. La Ferre is the chiefe towne in Tartenois, very 

ancient, andaftrongtowne, lying upon that place, 
where the Oyfe and the &rwmeete together 5 having 
alfo a good Caftlc in it. Anthomne calleth Noyon 2%o- 
vimagus, and placethit betwecne Soiffons, ana. Amiens 
where the eighteenth Legion was quartered. Ptolemie 
nameth it lioviomagus from the Vadicajfes , the vulgar 
people, and writtcrs caMt?(gviomus:itis feated upon 
the Oyfe , and is one or the ancienteft townes in all 
Fr4»r*.There are many antiquaries in irJt is alfo a Bif- 
hops Seate , the Bifliops thereof are cntituled Comte 
deNoyon,andPeereofVrance. The firft Biihop of iY*- 
yon was S. Medard, from whofe time , till Iohn de Han~ 
geft there fucceeded feuentie Biftiops on an other. 
s.Quintin. S.£uintin, where theEarlesof Vermandois held their 

rcfidencie, is the chiefe towne which tookeitsname 
from Saint gnintin , who was burnt there for the pro- 
feflion of the Chriftian faith. Augttft a Veromandmrum, 
that is. , AuguSt of the Vermandois was the Metropolis of 
that Countrie,jvhich the Romans, to gratifie their 
Emperour,called oB avian us AuguJlus.This Citie lieth 
upon the Soame, ahd hath many Moores and Pooles 
lying aboutit : in fo much thatit is held the Key of 
France for that part , which in the time of warrs muft 
endure the firft orunt. Anno 1557. upon S.Laurence 
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day the Spagnardstookeitihbyanaflault, butaftcr* 
ward was yeelded up againc , byacompofitionmade 
betweene the French , & the Spagnards to Henry the 
Second, and thus much concerning Vermandois. 

Re te lots lyeth betweene Hainalt, Lorraine and Bar- . 
rots, the principall towne is ReteL La T trafihe is the vf* * 
chiefeft towne in Guife, and hatha ftronge Caftle, * * T * fil *' 
which lies as a Fortrefle againft Luxenburgh. It is the 
ancient patrimonie, belonging to the eldcft Sonne of 
the Duke of Lorraine, and thus much for the Right 
Picardie. 

BaJ/e or Lower Picardie confifts of diverfe parts, p/. 
as ozSanterre, the Counties of Ponthieu, of Boulo- 
ne, of Guy nes and of Roy e. S ant err e is (hut in with the 
ill called Saint Defiderius , or in French Mont Didier 
from Peronne Roye , and Ncfle. Mont Didier is a ftronge 
place. Perone is a towne lying upon the river Soame, 
in which Hebert Count of Vermandois kept Charles 
the Simple King of France prifoner , he dying there* 
left his Kingdome full of troubles , and broy lcs. Roye 
is alfo a prettie-towne , which hath a ftronge Caftlc. 
There haue many famous men bene borne in rhis 
towne. The Marqueffes thereof, are defcendedfrom 
thehoufe of Courtenoy, which came of thebloud ro- 
y all of France. Ponthieu is a Co untie fo named from 
the great number of bridges, thatare init; forit is a 
tract of land , which lyeth betweene the Soame, and 
the Authie, inwfiich there are many ftanding Wa- 
ters , and Moores. The principalleft towne in this 
Countie is LAbbeviHe lying upon the river of Oyfe* 
where their is a Prevail feffion and a Baily-wikc, 
which is under the juig£MHon of Paris. The other 
townes are Crottoy,Rue/irlport, and Crecie famous for 
the bloudie Battle, fought betweene Edward the m Mk 
Third King of England ( being Sonne to Ifabel the cf Crecie. 
Daughter of Philip theFaire) and the French King 
Philip de VaBois > the Englifli army being not aboue 
27000. and the French fomc feuentie thoulandi yet

Lower Picardie comprehen- 
deth in it,the Countie of^&/^, w hereof wee haue 
fpoken before. The chiefe rivers are the Soame (which R - 
isaready PzS&gtbyvtaterto Amiens 8c Abbeville) a\(o ^ 
the Oyfe, the Morne, the Ayne, the Scarpe, and the river 
called the Eftaut&cc.

The Norman ReFewzs the firft Duke of it Ah. 960. 
who by his fcarefrll invafibn, tooke in the chiefeft 
maritime Countries and townes of Franc f j and made 
his incurfions into the inmoft parts of thisKingdofnc^ 
which ftrooke fucli a terrour and anxiety into Charles 
the Simple^that to make his peace and reconciliation 
With him y after he was converted to the Chriftian 
faith, gaue him his Daughter GiBaih marriage, and all 
that traft of land-caJted Weftenryck * with all Bretaene 
and the Countrielyihg beydnd theZ<yr*. Fromthis 
DukcRoSo was lineally defcended William the Con* 
fuerour Duke of Kormtndic , and King of England An- 
no 1067. Afterthisi^r^^>continued^^, till 
the daies of King Iohn : when Philip Augufius feized 
onallhiseftatcs in France, as forfeitures Anno 12.62. 
The Englifh then poffefling Normandy, Guien&cAqui- 
taine. ThcEarledbmes of ^Anjou ,Toureine , UWaine, 

Peitfiers Sc Litnejin. 

The chiefeft towne of tformandie is (eated upon a 
fine running river called the Seyne, which by reafon 

of the navigablenefle thereof, and thegrcat Hupping 
which comes to it jbringeth no fmall accommodation 
and profitc to the Inhabitants. On the Eaft fide of it 
lieth Rubec &: Aubert two fmaller rivers. On the North 
fide there are plcafant Meddowes & high hills, there 
was once a great fairc ftone-Bridgc ouet the Siyne, 
Which of late y cares is decayed ana falne do wnc.

KingHepryteiMhi^dfethns farrcengaged, and 
uny of hismenfickof the Fiuxc, fent unto the af- 
femblcd Princes his profers, to furrendcr Hareficw, 
& what elie he had wonne : fo as without difturbancc 
. they would fitflfct him to march to Cabce. But thefe 
young Princes di/pifing thefinall number of their a d- 
Vcrfcircs ( puffed up with the vaincglorie of vidorie) 
refufed all conditions of peace, and were not oncly 

tieg%ent4n the duty of Commaunders; but aWb widb 
anafleuranccof vi&oric devided the pray, c|ifpofcd 
of prifoncrsi and prepared a Chariot to carry the Ca- 
priue King in Triumph, commaunding the cities and 
fcowncsadjoyning, toringtheir bells, and to render 
thanks unto God,who had delivered their Ennemies 
into fuchaplacc ofadveneage, as an affiircd vi&orie 
muft prcfently follow : and fo confident were they 
thereof, that they Tent to King Henry to know what 
ranfome he wouldgiue. Hereupon King Henry fent 
them word he was refolved not to bouge out of his 
way,buttokeepeonhis march tq C^/r, andfo having

TheEnglifh then feihg the French ftand , advan- 
ced forward , and giving a fhootc fell on , when im- 
mcdiatly the Archers, which were laydinamed- 
dowe darkned the aire, with a fliower of fharpc ar. 
rowes moft fcarefull to the fight : but more deadly to 
be felt, and with all charged their Batteil with an'ad- 
mirable courage: yea with fuch a courage, not with- 
Handing their wants , as he that crewhile could fcar- 
cely bend his bow, is able now to draw his yard- 
long-arrow to the very head, whofe roaving marke 
was the flanck of the French , fo rightly aimed at, and 
foftronglyftuckon, that their fides were altogether 
larded with arro wes , whereby the Avmtgsrd was in- 
ftantly diftreffed, and difordercd into fuch a confufed 
preffe , that they were not able to ufe their armcs at 
any advatagc. Their wings likewife aflayed to charge 
theEngMh, but MonJieurdeLignie in the oftenotwell 
fe conded by his troupes,was forced back,& Guillimm 
de Surreres charging home in the other was flainc.

The Battallions being broken for fafetic fled w rhc 
Maine, where they bred both feare, and confufion by 
the unrulyneffc of their wounded Horfes; fo galled 
with arrowes as they could not be gouverned. The 
French Horfe charging the Englifh Archers,camc on 
upon the Spurr, and that in fuch a hearc , as the Earth 
Jecmcd to tremble under their thqndring feet, and 
being forced forward without forlight of aanger,car- 
ryed their proud Riders into the Iawes of diftrudion, 
for after the Enghfh Archers hadgiuen back,they fell 
by troupes upon thofc goaring ftakes (which wns 
fxrpoftly layd in ambufiado for them) upon-which they 
where muerably oucrthro wne & paunched to death: 
the tempeft- or arrowes fiillwhifling in the aire, fpar- 
kled fire in their falls from the helmets of the French, 

many thoufand their 
knclts. That dolefull day , who like to Corne cutt 
downc with thefith,fell by whoicplumps in that fatall 
field,the Englifh ftill following the advantageragainft 
whomec^w/A^Duke of Brabant hoping by his ex- 
ample to encourage others ('followed with a fewj tur- 
ned head and brake into the Englifh Batteil , wherein 
manfully fighting he was flaine. 

With the like manhood JJnke dAlenzon a luftie 
French Lord preflcd into the Batteil , where King 
Henry himfelf fought, &encountringi/*jw/fcry Duke 
ofGtocefler, the Kings Brother j both wounded , and 
overthrew him, to whofe refcue if Henry had not 
come , he had dyed more honorable then afterward 
he did : for King Henry beftriding him delivered his 
laid brother from daunger , and wanne himfelf much 
honour by the deed. Alenzan then coped with King 
Henry in light , and with his axe cutt a part of his 
Crowne , which blowe was fo furely layd on , that 
therewith his helmet was battered unto his brow; but 
the Lyon enraged with Redoubled ftrength, ftrooke 
die French gallant uhtQthe ground , and flew two of 
hismen that feconded their matter. The. Duke thus 
downcciycdtotheKingJamc^ii«^ a whomiy^iy 

fought to haue fa ved, andfo had done , had not the . 
desuc eaSres-of revenge ftopt all found of life , againft 
him that fo had endaungercd their Soveraigne Lor <L 
Thc.Frcnchi?^w4r^furprifed with feare, at the 
diCi&ct of the Avantgard, and the maineBattailc fled 
and ftruck not a ftroake, andfo it pleafed God to

TheBrittifh,or Welch language in part remaineth 
here ftill, for fiich as came out of Brittaine hither 
firft, andmarriedtheWomen of this Countrie, are 
feid to haue cutt out their tongues , leaft they ihould 
corrupt the language of their Children. 

Brittainehzm on the Eaft the Normans, the towne 
of Maine, and a part of Anjout on the South Poitfou, 
the other fides are environned with the Sea, It is the 
furtheft Province of France towards the Sea coaft* 
and (hoots out fo farre into the Sea, that it fcemeth to 
be a Feninfula , fo that it isnot unfitly termed in fome 
ancient hiftories of FranceZ* Corne de France , for the 
forme thereof is like unto a horfe-lhool , becaufe the 
utmoft part, isroundedwith theSea,and theinmoft 
towards the continent, gro weth lefler andlefler.

It is a moft pleafant , and fruitfull Countrie , for there 
are many goodly meddowes and paftures in it, for the 
feedingot Cattaile and the getting of al-un dance of 
Fourrage. The Sea lyethvery commodioufly upon 
it for navigation, and trading. The Inhabitants make 

good fto ore of Salt there, which they dry & harden in 
die Sunne. "Within the Countrie there are fome 
^ndm Silver , Iron , and Lead Mines. The Inhabitants arc 
MtbitMs. notineueriepartofalikeabilitie,capacitie, andhu- 

manitie,but are for the moft part craftie, andgripple, 
trading much in Wine, and other Drinkes. They 
fpeake three languages , according to the fituation, 
and Bifliopricks of their Co untrie : for feing there are 
nine in Brittaine, thofe which hue in the Biflioprick 
of C*r*<i^Mpeake the ancient Brittiih tongue, and 
the Inhabitants thereof arc the Cornubians , thofe in 
&e Countie of Saint Paul, where the Treguiers, the Al- 
Beam as thofe of Dol, Rhenes, and Saint Malo fpeake 
; ^French : but thofe of Hantes, Vannes and Saint Brieu, 
: ;fceake the Brittifh and French tongues commixed 
together. 
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This Dukedome is called Litle Bretagne to diftin- Me m* 
gUifti it from Great Bretagne which is England & 
Schotland. The anojent Inhabitants were the Re- , 
^^asappearethmanifeftly by the Abbey of Redon ^ 
fo called, which heth within this DiocefTe. The Nan- 
meres, oxN^nnetes arethofe, which dwelt in the;Bi- XmtMf9 
fhoprickof Nantes. In the Biflioprick of Cornovaille 
inhzbitcdthcCuriofoliti, which others called the Co- 
rifopitenfes , Curofipiti ,and Crifipotes. The Veneti and c»nfa,ti> 
Ciantii dwelt in the Biflioprick of Venues, or Vattoes. Keneti ' 
The ofifmiznd Ofifini were thofe people, which were rf . 
called after the names 6 f the townes of Triguier , and 
Landtriguier. The Diablintes,Diablintres 9 or Diablindi pi^ant 
ihhabited formerly in that place,where£ eondoullitth. 
The Ambibari are fuppofedtobethofe, which dwelt ^mbihari. 
about Saint Michels mount, and we're anciently called 
the Veneli , Venelli , ixAVnelli, but arc now the Am- 
bians. The AmbMates , Ambialites avenow the Lamba- JCtnbiliatts 

lots, orasfomeimagine thofe people, yhich dwelt at r 
AmblieinNormandie. ThcBiduceJt are caliednowthe 
Buocenfes of Saint Brieu. The Limovic es or the Lcme- . 
vices of Aquitanie, were called byCafer the Leonehfis, £,m9y,Mt 
are thofe of Saint Paul de Leon. The Cadetes , or Cale- 
tes were thofe of Calice, as Fuhius Vrfinus altereth it: Cmittts. 
but others maintaine, that the Cadetesvreic thofe of 
ChafieauBrient , which heth in Higher Bretagne under 
the jurifclicHon of Memmorancy. 

This Countrie is divided into Hault, or High Bre- #& erSr » 
tagne, which licth to the Eaftward, and Bajfcot Lowe 
Bretagne to the Wefterne parts. High Bretagne is 
parted from Lowe Bretagne by a line , which runneth 
through the Caftle of Andron^bexe the Inhabitants 
fpeake partly the Brittifh, and pardy the Gallike 
tongues , & from thence reacheth forward betweene 
Saint Smntins,zx\o\tor lay towards the fide of theGolfe 
of Vannes, and then to the river Villaine: yet Co, that 
the towne called Saint John ftandeth in Lowe Bre- 
tagne. The Metropolis of this Countrie is Nantes, ****** 
where heretofore the Dukes of Bretagne, had wont 
to keepe their Court, which in thofc day es was called 
but a Countie, being the title of the Dukes eldeft 
Sonne. Nantes is feated upon the Loire, and by two 
other fmall rivers inavery commodious place, lying 
not farre from the Sea fide. The Bifhop keeps his re- 
fidencie there, and fometimes in thofe foure places 
following. The Citie of Renes taketh the firft place in 
the Parliament, andhigh Court of Bretagne: it is the 4*. 
ancienteft towne of France, and one or the prime 
Biihopricks of Bretagne. Here is kept the chamber 
of Accounts.

In this ;Bitiioprick 
there are many rich. Abbeys , as the Abbeys of Sean 
Lieu, Mtntforty and'de/Vr*. Vintn is a very fine plea- 
fant towne, where die Dukes of Bretagne had wont 
to take their recreation. Bieux lieth upon the river 
Fillasne. Chaftea* Briant is a pre trie towne with a ftrong- 
Caftlcinit, lyingupon the Confines of the Bretons, 
Amoricks , and Angevins , being under the commaund 
of the iiluftriptn houfe of CMontmorancy. LambdSe

Blavet is a towne lying within a nooke of theSea where 
two rivers meete together traverfing through it: that 
which runneth EaftVard is called by the fame name 
of this towne, the other is the Etta, efteemed one of 
thebeft Havens in this part of France , which Iofephus 
to%rfuppofcth to be BfeJf , from which feme ima- 
gine^ir/4g^tookeitsname. There are other townes 
befides, as Morlaje, which was a very commodious 
Haven for the Englifli , alfo Guincamp gouverned 
heretofore by the heires of the ancient Earles of 
Stantfes, which were defcended of an Ehglifh houfe.

The Lords of Bretannie firft ftiled themfelues ^Cncimt 

Kings, butafterwardEarlesabouttheyeare 859. and 
fo continued till the time of John the redEarlcof Sre- %£sTs« 
tagne, who by Levves the Win th was made a Duke M'.h^m 
An. 1 2 y o. In nis pofteritie it continued till the day es 
of Duke Francisthc Second, who joigninghimielfe in 
league with Charles Puke of Berry f 2nd Charles Duke 
of Burgundie againft Levves the Eleuenth, drew a 
ruineonhishead, which he could hot poffibly avoid* 
Cbarlesbukc o(Serry,zs it was thought,was poy foned. ' 
Chart* of Burgundieloft his hfe at the batde ot Tfancie 
1 47W^ WsCountrie was conquered by the French 
King. And Francis , this Duke having embarqued 
himfelfe in theiame troublous Or^,muft fiuftr fliip- 
wracke with his Copartners. The King of France 
invadeth Bretagpe. The Duke ouercharged with 
melancholy dies 1488. leaving; Anna his daughter and 
hcire in thepower of Charles the Eight* who contra&s 
amarriagc with the Orphan, and Vnited Bretaignyto 
France.ihcrewcre many impediments, which might 
haue hindrcd this marriiage j bu t Charles breakcth 
through them all Firft, Charles himfelfe had bene 
formerly contracted to Archduke Maximilian his 
Daughter : But this he held voyd , becaufe the y ong 
Lady was not of age at the time of the Contract Sc- 
cowSXy,Anne theDu tchefle was alio contracted ipMa- 
ximilian; & this he held unvalid^becauie the Dutches 
beinghis homager, couldnotbeftowehcrfclfewith- 
out his licence. Thirdly, Maximilian had by proxie 
married her, which mariage he coniummated by 
cercmonie, in thofe daies new. For his Ambafladour

Andthoughthebeautieotthis City, Sc theCoun- 
trie circumjacent be fo great : yet is there no men- 
tion made thereof, in thofc ancient Hiftoriogra- 
phers, who haue chiefly wrote of this Nation* and 
their townes, which was the fubjed of their glorie, in 
defcribing thefe people & townes, whome they were 
conftrained to befiege, and to conqucrc by force of 
armes, Howbeit the curiofity of thofc is to be com- 
mended, who with great diligence, hauc fought fo 
farreintoantiquitic, that the towne of Orcheze* lying 
two miles from this citic , ihould be thtStorehoufi of 
•Julius C*far, in whichwas kept his warlike provifion, 
and ^munition, for die maintenance of his arrnic , as 
appeareth by the mines of the great buildings there- 
on and though I am of the opinion, that t! 
dation of this towne was not layd there, becaufe the 
ancient Gaules, had wont allwaics to choofe a place 
for the building of their townes , upon the tops of 
feme clifts or hills, and difficult places to dime and 
ett up to, or by fome rivers fide , yet without all que- 
*iion. this is a very ancient towneas may be proucd 
by diverfepaffages in the bookes of Gregory at Tours-, 
where it is (aid , that in the daics of King Contran in 
*he yecre of our Redemption 5 6 o. when he fought to 
takelbcrulphe, who for his fafety and refuge retyred 
krnfelfe to Saint Martin ot Tours: he hadcommaun- 
dedthofeof0r/kw> and Blots, that they ftiould take 
hcedethat he did not efcape by flight. In this City 
alfo there is an ancient Caftle,built upon a rockjly in 
rnoft plea&ntly, feparatcd from the towne, whic 
is the Kings feate and palace, from whence there is a 
moft fine profpeft into the Gity,androundaboutthc 
Countrie, which minifters great delight tp the eye. 
There are alio in it twabeautifull Churches: the one 
within the Caftlc, it felf dedicated to the honour of 
Saint Salvator , Endowed with large revenewds by 
Earles & Kings which hauc fucceeded one an other. 
The other confecrated in honour of S. Tames . Like- 
wife two faire Abbeys, which embelliflieth much this 
city of Blots* The one is Saint Lowers founded and 
beneficed, ( Anno927. ) with rich incomes, by RudoL 
thus of BurgoignetSxig of France.Thc other is deLadie 
of Bourgoignys, whereof noj mention is made of the 
foundation in the ancient writers of monuments. 
There are alfo in this Citie many other fumptuous 
ftru&ures , dedicated to divine ufes , which would be 
to long here to relate. In thefe but especially in Saint 
Saviours Church, are many fumptuous Tombes of 
Kings, & Princes, cutt out moft artificially in Braffe, 
x^laildjler, and rich ftoncs upon which Lewes and 
Cuido Earles of Blots are moft cunningly cutt out in 
Marble. There are befides in this Citie diverfe Con- 




duits of Water, which make a ftatelylhewej having 
pipes under the Earth which leads and conveys the 
water unto them; whereof fome of them haue fuch 
high 8c great Vautcs,that three men a horfback,may e 
eafely ride in front through them. And in many p!a- 
r** of the hardeft rocks and mountaincs , thefe con- 



dui&pipes are hewen through them,which kaue coft 
an infinite charge, & which would be incredible here 
to rehearfc. The admirableneffc of which workes* 
fliewemanifeftly the ancient riches of the Romans, 
anfwerabie td their power , though the Romane Hi- 
ftorians make litle or no mention thereof For they 
pafle over in filence the famous buildings of Nemours, 
the Amphitheater of Bourdeaux , the magnificent ftru- 
fturcs o£ Poitiers, and the Condui&s of Paris-, Befides 
the ancient manner of buildin: _ 
layd in the walls of Caftles and Townes, demonftrate 
plancly the Romane antiquitie, as alfo the old peeces 
of Walls & ruincs of divers places,and the foundation 
of them which were layd deepe under the ground. 
Thercisafwecteharmonie &: concordancie among Nature of t 
the Inhabitants, and Citizens of this towne anfwc- **M*+ 
rable to the goodneffe of the aire, and the plcafant- 
neffeofthe fieldes. For they are fb loving 8r cour- 
teous* fo foil of humanitie,fo gracious in their fpeech 
and manncrs,fo decent in their appareil,& fo cleanc- 
lyintheir dyct& manner of living,having fuchafa- 
miliar conver fation one with an other 5 that all thefe 
vermes fecme to iympathize with the naturp and 
goodneffe of their Countrie 

Among theold Earles of Blots , Ifindthat Theobald ^/y* 
the ancient was one of the firft , the Sonne of Cedeon, *j£ * 
defeended on his Fathers fide from Rouland Robert* 
thcVix&DuktofNormandie. He had a Sonne called 
Otho, who encreafed afweli his principalities left him 
by his Father, asbyhisownevcrtueandpower. He 
was Count of champaigne, Blots, Brie, T mrs and Char- 
tres. He begat Thibaud the Second, and Stephen, who 
fucceeded his brother , dying without hcires. From 
him and x^licethe fourth Daughter of William the 
Conquer our , hTucd Thibaud the Third , and Stephen. 
The Sonne of the firft of them , called after the 
name of his Father dying without uTue, left many 
goodly pofleffions behinde him to Stephen his uncle 
on his Fathers fide, who had obtained the Kingdome .

Lorraine (as is faid) was formerley honoured with a 
Kingdome ; yet as the French Hiftoriographers write, 
had not paffing two or three Kings: for Charles the 
Bald . prefently after the deceafe of his Nephew le- 
afier of this Countrie , and tooke ic 
inforhimfelfe, making it aDukedome, whofe firft 
Dukes are mentioned in fome hiftories. When the 
Germans choofe themfelues an Emperour(as M r Hey- 
lin faith) Lorraine was the caule of many troubles be- 
tweene them , and the French ; the former keeping 
poffeffion, the latter prctendigha title. Charles Sonne 
to Lowes die Fourth King of Bronte , being left to the 
courtoifie of his brother , and by him not regarded, 
was inverted in this Dutchie by Ot bo the Emperour 
Anno 981. for which caufe he (hewed himfelfe fo alie- 
nated from the French , and fo wedded to the Ger- 
mans , that the French, after the death of his Cofin 
Lewes the Fifth , rejeftcd him and choofe Hugb Capet AntUwt 
for their King. This Charles had one Sonne named Prince/. 
Otho , who leaving no iffue male inftitued one Godfrey, 
from whome defcended Godfrey of BuUoigne, who ha- 
ving fold the Dutchie of Bulloigne , with his two Bre- 
theren Balduinus and Euflacbius , went with a mightie 
Armie into the EolyLandfr having paffed vidorioufly 
through Jfia, and Syria, taking in Ierufalem , was ele- 
&ed King of it. And his Bretheren Balduin and Eufiatb 
fucceedeth him in that Gouvernment. But to returne 
aeaine to Charles , he had alfo a Daughter called Her* 
minerade. From her defcended Ifabel Wife tc 1 Philip 
the Second, who united the bloods of Pip in and Hugh 
Capet to the great Contentment of her Grandchild 
Saint Lewes , who being a man of a very tender con- 
ference is faid never to haue joyed in the Crowneof 
France, till it was proved, that by the Mothers fide,hc 
was the right heire of Charles of Lorraine , whome 
Hud Cfl/**had fo uniuftly difpoffefTed. ^

That Naffium was heretofore a great towne is moft 
certaine and appeareth by the old walls, and mines 
ofit, which CUmensTrelaus MofeSanus yiitneffeA in 

OrteUus. 

Next unto Nancie is Saint Nicolas 9 lying fixe miles 
from i\fiww*>upon the river Meufe , in aj>laine fruitfull 
foile. This towne by the often relbrt of ftraungers un- 
to it , was in proceffe of time Co enlarged , that now ic 
isnotonely accounted a village any more, but alfo 
one of the chiefeft townes or Lorraine? being girt a- 
bout with a wall , & now puts do wne Sc excel I s others 
both in fine houfes, ftreetes, inhabitants , and good 
trading, marchandifes, and manufactures. 

A mile beyond Nancie Iieth Fruart , about three 
miles from 0rmftr,and a litle further is Bayon,stnd Lune- 
triffe , foure miles from thence are Pont a Mouffbn and 
CerleviUer, andfiue miles from it alfo ftandes £W/ftf- 
tonme, within fixe miles Cbaflenoy , Morhanges , and 
Vaucoleur, and a litle beyond them Maxen foubs Brefle, 
feuen mile from it is Dompaire,J)eneuvre,Bodon % &. Cba> 
fteau , and within eight miles J^nAerviUe , J(aon, Belle- 
mont,Neuf-Cbafteau, Mugfiat, Marcbin-ville , within 
nine miles Eftinal, Bruyeres , & Darny , within tenne 
Ormont , Walderfing, Beaureins , within thirteene Vau 
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£«y,and within foureteene VEfiraye. 

The townes which beare the title of Counties 

Vaudemont, lying within fiue miles of Nancy, alfo Cha- 
ligiySeztcd on therightfide ofthe MofeU, within halfe 
a mile of Nancy , Atname weth feuen miles from Mrtz 



kenburgb is called in French Blancmont , which is not 
very bigg, but is fituated in a moft fweete and pleafant 
place, witban ancient,a great and braue Caftle belon- 
ging to it, where the Dukes haue built; a ftately Palace. 
The inhabitans about it are giuen much to hufban- 
drie, and tillage. 

On therightfide ofthe river Sella, about three mi- 
les from Met\%o the Southward , lieth the Baronieof 
Nomeny : Nouwwee will come to the particular Lord- 
(hips. On the left fide of the river Sella not farre from 
the Under Lake , in which the Hand and the towne of 
Tecbemfullhcth,is the Lordfiup of Marfall 9 mthm three 
miles ofNancy.the Lordfhip of Remere-vUle ,and S.Bel* 
lemont* R umber tville lyeth on the right fide of the river 
Mortona, not farre from a Fountaine where the Foreft 
of JWor^^w beginneth. RofierAsnot farre from S. Ni- 
colas within two miles of Nancy. Homburg is a long 
mile from Sarburc{, feated upon a finall river, which a 
litle further difburtheneth it felfeinto the Sara, Ma* 
riemant is fo called from the hill, which it ftands 
lying within a mile to the Southward of Ltnder*meere\ 
or Lake. Sandacourt is in, the mid- way, betweene Vau- 
demons de Most a, in the territoire of Sanffoy. 

The towne of Met^ heretofore was an Imperialli|^ 
towne with Toul and fome others, but King Henry the 
Second of Frapce brought it under his obedience. 
This was formerly the Seate of the Kings ot Lorraine* 
Petrus Divaus defcribeth the lame very linelyinhis 
travells with thefe words: The Citie of Met\lieth (faith 

he J ina large plaine , which & watered with AqueduBs % 

and waters comming ont of the MofeU, whereof part 
of them run on the left fide of the wall , and the other 
part fpeading themfelues trough the towne to the 
great accommodation of the Bnrgeffes , and lb braun* 
ching out one from an other beneath the city , taking 
along with them another river calleth the Sella, which 
runneth on the richt fide of the towne 9 where they 
meete together againe. If one markes well the fite of 
this towne , he muft acknowledge that it ftands moft 
pleafantljr : for though it lies in a plaine , yet it rifes by 
digrees with hills , fo that one maye here obferue the 
ancient manner of building of townes , and before ye 
come to the great Church ye muft clime up a hill as 
ifyewentupftares, and them ye come to the Mer- 
cate-place which ftands upon the very topp ofit , and 
fo by litle & litle ye defcend to the walls againe,which 
on the one fide of the towne ftand upon very fteepe 
hills, where there are two paued wmes or ftreets ma- 
de in foch a manner , as if one wem: ouer the tops of 
houfes from the one to the other way • 

The towne of Verdun is called by the Latine writers 
Virdunum , zvAVerdunum, by Antonine Verodmum : 
In Notitia Provinciarum Civitas Verdrmenjiumjiow L'E- 
vefche de Verdun. Thefe tree townes Met^,Toul, and 
Verdun are honored with the title and dignitie of a 

County , and thus much for the Septentrionall part of 

Lorraine. 
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Efore wee tome tothedefcri- 
ption ofthe prindpall Rivers 
in Lorrdne i wee muft fpeake 
fomewhat of the M< 
Lakes ink abounding infiihe. 
Among the reft the greateft 
is iburcteenc miles about, in 
which there are huge Carpes 
taken 3 fome three foote long, 
Lgfuchafweetc and a delicate taft, thatthclike 
arenot found in anyXountrie. This Meere ^com- 
monly fiflicd every third yeare , of the filhe whereof 
tbeDuke makes thirty thoufand frankes* the R> 
VeKwhich water icarcthe//«y?or^/^ xhcMofi/l, 
thtSddr, xht VoloyU, the Morten*, the Meurta, the Sella, 
tht^Bida * and fome others. Wee haue fpoken ofthe 

gMazeiSi^az di^cnpdonof the Low-Countries. The 
other? belong properly to this Countrie ,ns 

MofiUydn&thcSaer, which moiften the greateft part 
of tjiem $ but the others altogether and wholly . The 
head ofthe Mojfell fprineeth out otitic mouricainc 
Fogeje, not farre from the head-%ring ofthe Soane, 
a lftle aboue the village called Bujfan , an then taketh 
his courfe from the Soutfiweft towards the North- 
weft, and having pafled by the townes of U&firagc,. 
Remiremont, Ejpindl, Charmes and R&yofii turning from 
the Eaft towards the Weft , runneth direcUy to Tool 
an Epifcopall Seate , and then winding Nortward to 
JriwMhaViftg^utedtholeofJ/4f/ 1 c, Trier, and other 
people , at Confiuentta or Cobkntz, falleth into the 
Rhene. The Germans call this river the MofeU and the 
trench MofeUe. RhensnUs^xd fome others are of the 
opinion, that Ptolomjlib.u cap. 9. calleth this river 
Obriagum. Builobannes Hcrauld is of an other minde, 
thinking Obringa in Ptolomywas not ariyer, butra* 
ther a traft of Lands lying oy the fide ofthe Shene 
Which is now called at this day ober-Rhyn-gavv. Cle- 
mens Traletu MofclUnm wimeficth> as Orteumwatexh, 
that there is a Countrie abput thcMofiH, which retai- 
fteth ftill thenatne of obrind. Aufonim commendeth 
grcady this river , for the clearenefle of the water 
thereof, thceafinefTeof paffingoverit,for the plea- 
fent villages and meddowes which ftand upon & em- 
bellilh the fides ofit, aftdfor the fifhes wherewith it 
abounds, as Carpes, Trouts , Barbies , Salmon, Lam- 
preysi Eeles,Perches,Roches, Tenchesi Shads,Gug- 
gions Sec. 

The rivers and brookes which fall into the MofeU 
are thefe: Proma,Nemefa,SurA,Gelbi t Erubro ,Lefura, 
Vrahone, Sdmene, Sarano> andjlifentia* 

Vnder the Gouvernment of the Empferour Domi- 
tius 7(£ro, L. Fetus undertooke to bring the Mofel

The river Saravus otSar, (prineeth up not farrtf 
from the Countie of Sdme, and of all othecrivers to 
thegreateft, andmoftnavigablc^ofanythaNPinto 
the MofeU, and is very famous for many othefrivers 
which runnc into it- This river taketh his courfe by* 
and through thefe townes :SdrbruchFeieefifMSi^^Sa^ 
werden , Sar-Alben , Gemund, VfaUerfingcn, Smargh 
andfomcothers, andatlaftdifchargeAhiinfiwintd

VoleikoxVolei, isariver, wherein peerle is found* 
and falleth into theUW^ by the village tharmenyi 
The Mortons runneth into the Murta by a village fo 
called. The Me*tt*> ot Meure , after it hath rcceiuad 
many brookes i and rivclets into iti taketh its courfe 
betweene plaine fields,and mcddowes,& after it hadi 
runnc along tract, atlaft a Udc aboue the Caftle of 
Conde, lying on the right hand of a rbek, bya village 
ofthe fame name, having made a (harpe point with 
the Mofell, difburtheneth it felfe into it. 

About UMetz the river Sella comming out of thd 
Linder lake falleth into the iMoffeU , which is very fa- 
mous for Salt, an the abundance of fiihe , taken in iti 
as alfo the two Hides, the Dutch running Eaftwardi 
and the French Weftward, meeting together at the 
village Northen, where they fall into the Soar , two 
miles beneath the Abbdy o£Bofenis-v$BcAn. the vallev 
oiDeodatey there is a Founsdne which hath an excel- 
lent vertue in curing of all maladies: There are alfo 
Saltpics , wherein they haue moft fine Salt, very 6- 
vourie, & which in whiteneffe furpalTedi the ScythtatS 
Snowe , which yeeld the Duke ycarely a hundred 
thoufand French Crownes< . 
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This Province is full of high Mountaines , aboun- 
ding in alllcindc of Mctalls and Mineralls , excelling 
therein by<arre the Pyrenean hills, efpedally in iome 
places: they haue Silver mines, which yeelds good 
ftorcof Silver oare, whereof the Duke makes great 
gaine. In the Mount Vogefus , or Vogefe about Leber- 
thai is round pure Silver, though not much. 

Alfa this Countrie is ombraged with many thick 
Woods, and Forcfts, as VVarne-vvood, Saint BenotH- 
wood, Mortaignc-woodyBofeyne, Mondon-vvood, Bain- 
woody Voyge-wood, Heath-wood , and others, where 
in arc goodftore of Deere , Hare, Pheiants, Partrid- 
ges&aivcrfe other game. 

Among fomc other publike buildings neere unto 
Saint Ntckolas village, which lieth two miles from Nan- 
cy upon thcriveri*/<«>r,ftan ds a great Church not ve- 
ry bright^mdtranfparant, the Pillars wherewith it is 
fu pported , are fo (lender , fmall and high , that it is al- 
moft impoffible but that they mould finke under fo 
heavicaDurdfen. It hath a double fteeple, in oneof 
them is engraven the Mot t a of the Cardinall Charles 
of Lorraine, who was alfo Bilhop of Metz , and Prior of 
this Church with an Obelifius or a fpire going up like a 
py ramide,with this infeription about it : T e S t a n-

By the village rvajferbikh, where the Sura, and the 
Mofell meetc together , there Hands an other obelif- 
cm called Igel, a ftately ftru&ure as a monument of 
antiquity upon a high place , the like whereof is not 
"tobefeene on this fide of the Alpes. So that the Ita. 
&ans$hemfelues admire it much. This monument is 
built with maffie Hone , ftanding upon a footftallof 
2 2. foote fquare > going up by degrees with a fpire 74. 
foote high , and engraven on alliides with fine Irna- 
gerie, and curious workemanftup,upbn the top of the 
ipirc fits upon a Globe fome remnants of an Eagle 
fpreading forth his winges, andfeemes to hauehad a 
vaile before his breft. 



At Nancy inSaint GwgwChurchistobcfe^ethe 
Tombe of Charles die Hardy,Duke of Bur gun die, who 
on the fifth of Ltnuary anno 1477. was Haine in a 
battell, fought be tweeneb'mfelfe, the Svviffers>vn&, 
the Lorraines , whofe bones afterward by thd coin- I 
maund of Charles the Fifthin the yeare 1550. in Octo- 
ber were taken up by Boifit Herald, of the order of 
the Golden Fleece , & carryed to luxenburg, & ftom 
thence by the order of tMarf Queene of Hungarie, 
were remoued to Brugges in Flanders. The hiftorie 
bf this battellis this : In thcyeare 1474. there hapned 
agrcat quarrell&a warre betweene Charles Duke of 
Burgundie furnamcd the Hardy , and the Svvitfirs, 
partly becaufe they had contented to putt to death 
Peter Hagentbach , and partly becaufe the Emperour 
S 'mfmond had made iue of them for the recouverie 
of the Provinces of Alfatia and Sungevia, whicK Char- 
les fought to haue detayned: having then undertaken 
this expeditio, pafled with his army through Lorraine 
towards the Svvitfirs, and bv the waye be&cged Nan- 
cy , tooke it in , from thence fie marched through Vp- 
per Burgundiemto Savoy, where he tooke in by Gran- 
fin two Torts , and hanged all the Germans that were 
in it upon the fiiaggs of trees , to the number of fiue 
hundred. The Swiders to revenge themfelues, over- 
came the Burgonnians in a battell , And droue Charles 
out of the field, in which the fpolle and boote they 
,ott was valued to be worth thirtie hundred thou- 
sand Crownes. Charles having railed an other army, 
undertooke the fiege of Murja, a towne under the ju- 
rifHi&ion of the Bernois* The S witfers fiding with Rene 
Duke of Lorraine, from whome the Burgonians had 
tzkcaNancy, overthrew Charles and defeated him*

In this battell Charles loft vf. thoufandmeii, buthc 
afterwards defirous to try e once more the hazard of 
warre,befieged Jtour* againcin the verv hart of Win- 
ter , which Rene Duke of Lorraine had before recou- 
vered fromhim. Rene then comming with an army 
of Switfers, French, and Germans to raife his fiege, 
gauc the Burgonians battell , routed them , flew part 
of them,tooke others prifbners>and the reft thinking 
toefchappe by flight were drowned in rivers & wa- 
ter- The night putting an end to the battell, Charle? 
hoping to haue fauedhimfeif by flicht, after hehad 
received three wounds , fell from his horfeand was 
flainc, though not without great Suipicion of Trca- 
ibn, that he was betrayed by an Italian Count called 
, Campe-batfe, who abandoning the right wing of the 
battaile , committed to his charge , rann away to Rene 
with 400. Italians, andfo joined with the Germans. 
The Corps of Charles layd buried in the fhow, till it 
was melted,and then being found, was fb altered and 
changed, by reafon of his wounds>'and the extremity 
of colde, that one could fcarcly know him: whofe 
body afterward(asisfaid) was carryed to Nancy,whcxc 
he was enterreA And fo this great Prince who was 
feared and redoubted in his life time, came to his endt 
which may teach us this leflbn, 1

which is, 

Thaffiom the daye of 'our nativity % 
hreallarefabjefttomortality. 
In S. Georges Church alfo ate the Tombes of the 
DukesofLorraine, without any Epitaphs upon them* 
as alio in fome other Churches. The laft Dukes lie 
buriedin Saint Francis his Church, amongthercft is 
to be feene the fiimptuous Tombe of Rene , who 
gott this vidorie over Charles Duke of Burgun* 
die: here lie entombed alfo ^Anthony, and his Sonne 
Francis, and Duke Charles his' Lady called Clou- 
diaFalefia, Daughter to Henry the Second King of 
France. 

TheMagazinforordnanccandallmancrofarmeS 
is kept in Nancy. Touching Saint Stephen his Church 
in Metz* ^ Divaus writcthin this manner : S. Stephens 
Church, who is the Patron of this City, is built with 
fuch a flrudhire,as we haue not feene the like in all our 
travells, being very ftately to behold, and fully fi- 
nished , which is feldome feene. There is a Crucifix 
in it with the image of Chrift hanging upon it, which 
is overlaid with gold plate , wee fawe there a veflcll of 
purple ftone , of a reddifh colour fbme ten foote 
long, and wide, wherein they kept their holy water* 

In this City alfo are many other fine ChurcHSs, 
and in the Suburbs among the refl; is Saint Armlpht 
Church,wherein arc the tombes of Lodovicus piusAu- 
ujtus , his Sonne Charles , and the onely Daughter of 
ingf *f *#,whi ch by the warrs are now fo deft roy ed & 
defaced, that thcreis fcarce a pcece of thefe Suburbs 
lcftftana^g,andnothingremaynine, butthertiines 
ofoldwallsinthc fields. Notratrefrom^r^bythe 
village /^arefome ancientremainders of the Jque- 
du&skcncin the AdoJeS, to wittj fome arches of white 
ftone , hewenin the manner of Bricks , by the fide of 
the river, the height whereof is fixtie foote high 
aboue the fide of the river , whercout one may eafely 
difcerne what a great and ahugeworke this was, and 
how high the Arches were aboue the Water it felfb 
Vnder the Court or Hall of Metz, arethefe three 
Bilhopricks Metz, Toulfic Verdun, all being fubjeft to 
the Archbiftiop, &: Prince Eleftour of Trier, and thus 
mucirfor the Southcroe part of Lorraine.

It is the tairelt towne ot nurgun- 
die, beingfeated inapleafant plaine, between two

It is bounded on the North with Lorraine and Ger- 

maniey on the Weft with the Dutchie of Zurgundie&n 
the Eaft with Svvijfirland > and on the South with to- 
voy> the length of it is nintie miles, the breath fix tie. 

This Countrie isexceeding fruitfull, yeelding all 
manner of fuftentation , asfertill fields, rich Vine- 
vards , and goodly Paftures for cattell. In every part 
they haue abundance ofWheate,Rye,Barlie,Oates, 
Bcanes and l?eafe, neither want they fruitfull Trees. 

In the heart, ahdmidft of this Province , there are 
ttiany goodly and fine Vineyards, for which reafon by 
Arboisfr Vandanois there are fuch huee veifells to putt 
tfie Wines in, that they feeme higher thenhouies.

Th e ancietEarles of this Burgudie were defcended 
from thelmperiall &Royall Stemms of trace, where- 
of it is recorded, that the firft of them which bore the 
title oiCount Vdatine , and Duke of Burgundie, was 
2^s,after whome fucceeded Phiilipp his grandchild, 
who dying without iflue Iohn King of France , ^gaue 
this Dukldome of Burgundie to his Sonne PblUpthe 
Bardie > but Margaret the Daughter of Phillips Sifter, 
obtainedtheCountieof Burgundie. Lodovtcu* Mda- 
wher Sonnefucceededin the Gouveriiment. After 
whofe deccafe UargaretaUalana his Daughter Coun- 
tefle of Flanders was married to Phillip the Hardte, 
DukeofBurgundie. Afterwhome fucceeded m or- 
d er, his Sunn? Iohn furnamed the VndauntedjhUip the 
Cookcharkstherrarli^^ 
cfpoufed to the Emperour Maximilian and A.rchduke

H £ trad: and Dutchie of Borbonie, hath 
.taken its name from the place,which the 
Peeres , who bore rule over the whole 
Province firft poffefled* This Coutry on 
the Northweft and Weft , is bordered 
with the Bituriges & Lemovkes, on the North with ASf- 
vcrnus, on the Bail for the moft part lye the Burgundi- 
Onslow the South are thofe of Lyons. The Soile is moft 
fandie , and but few places thereof will yeeld Come. 
There be excellent Wines ,& great ftore of Rye every 
where. Thofe whomeCJaefar in his firftbooke de bello 
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Gallieo calleth Boy tributarirs to the ^dui (or Burgun 
dians)arcthoughttohave beneleated hereof ould, 
whofeCitichefayethto have bene Gergoyia, where 
he maketh alfo mention of Beya 9 without doubt the 
Citie ofthe%: thefe were of fuch might,that being 
joynd with the Cenomanni and Infubrians they daun- 
ted the pride and arrogancie of the Thufcans , feazed 
on their dominions, and fixed their feats in that part of 
Italy,which is now called Romania. This whole terri- 
toire,as alfo many more,bordering there with,is fome- 
timefaid to have bene fubjea to the Kings of Aqui- 
tania. Afterwards it had its owne Peeres , who from a 
Citie of none of the meaneft were called Borbony : the 
Jaft of them is faid to have bene Areibaldus , who had 
one daughter,and heire named A gnes,{hee being mar- 
ried to lohn Duke of Burgundie, gave the Lordfhip of 
Borbonie in dowrie to her daughter Beatrice , whome 
(hee had by him , having beftowed her in mariage to 
Robert, Sone to Lewes the ix. with this provifo , that 
it (hould beare the name of his wife,that is of the Bor- 
bbnian nation which was done # Robert therefore 
fonne to Lewes the ix, who is inrowled in the number 
of the Saindb.was from thence foorth the progenitor 
of the Borbonians : for his Sonnes were Lewes,furna- 
med the great, who fucceeded his father Johannes 
Ciaromontanus, Lord of the Citie of the Temple ot 
Juftin in Campania. Peter Arch.Deaconof Pans,he 
had alfo two daughters : Philippus Va lefius the fixth , 
made this Lewis, the firft Duke of Borbonte, an- 1339* 
to him were borneby Mariethe daughter of lohn Earle 
of Banmnia Peterthefirft, who fucceeded James the 
p^oeenitoroftheEarksofMarchiaand Vendolme, 
PhiUp Lord of Beltoucenfis Marie and Beatrix. This

father/fucceffor,Lewes and lames Lordof Praufium. 
Io hrchc firft of that name, having married Mane the 
darter of lohn Dukeof the Bituriges, was Duke ot 
mbonie and Avergne, Earle of Claremont, Lord okMom- 
penficr, Fore/l, BeXyocizndanrumCbinonis: torn nim 
iflued Charles, who fucceeded his father, ; Lewes Earle 
of Mompenfier and James. Charles tooke part with 
Charles the feveth, againft the Enehfh, and Philip the 
cood, Duke of Burgundie , with whome at length by 
the means,and mediation of his wife Agues of Burgun- 
^Philips filler he made peace. Agnes bore him lohn 



wholucceeded Lewes and Peter, who afterwards was

hisvi&orie, leaving no children behindchinn After 
the death bf his wile Sufanna , the King chalenging 
Borbonieto himfelfe, the Dukes of Vendofme by right 
of confanguinitie , retained onely the armes and bare 
title. The Earles of Flanders had their iffiie from the 
firft line of the Borbone race f & many great Kings and 
Princes have delired affinitie with thisroyall andillu- 
ftrious houfe, whence there is a twofold traft of Bor- 
bonie now defcribed by the Geographers of France, 
viz,the inferior & fbperio^the interior comprehends, 
the Cities eAunfelves , and two Counties. As for the 
Cities the Metropolitan of the whole Dutchie is rec- 
koned to be Molins, a Citie fituated upon the River, 
which Csefar calleth Elave r, now the Allien of ould the 
Dukes feat, but afterwards a houfe of pleafure , and a 
L moft fweete retiring place of the Kings of France for 
recreation. Some thinke this to be that which Caefar 
calleth Gerfobina , a Citie of the Celtes , belonging to 
the Boy, in which Cafar had placed a hel vetian battcil : 
it containeth the garnifon or place of defence for the 
SenefchalUhip of Burbonk^/hich was ere&ed by King 
Francis the firft of that name* In Molinum there is a 



pleafant Caftle , having a fine garden joyning to ir , 
which yeeldeth Oranges & Citrons, In a certain gal- 
lerie of the Caftle are the lively pi&ures of the Dukes 
of Borbonie with their genealogies to be feene,hcre is 
alfo a magnificent Fountaine. The other townes and 
cities are Bourbon, famous by reafon of its antiquitie, 
was thought worthie to give the name to this Pro- 
vince. It is fituated betwixt the Rivers Cher & Allkt'yL 
was famous in the time of Charles the great , there is a 
ftrong Caftle in it,and hot-bathes. VArchimont, Mont*

ry, from whome as it is (aid* Barf en was defcended, 
who purchafed this CountrieofHwrythe firft, who 
awhile after, fouldit to King Philip the firft for the 
defraying ofhis expedition, which with other princes 
he had undertaken, for the conquering of the Holy 
Land. A feweyeeres after it was createda Vukedome, 
and giuen for an A ppennaee or portion to lohn de Va^ 
lots, by his father King of the fame name. He 
dying without heire-males, it fel againe and was re- 
Vnited to the crowne of France. Afterward it was 

fiuen to John the Sonne of King Charles the fix th,who 
ath a grcarmany Children. Buthedeceafingwith- 
dut ilTue, left his brother Charles his Succeffour , who 
came to the crowne, difdayning the contraft of mar- 
riage bctweenc Henry King ot England, and Catha^ 
r/^hisfifter , after.the Englifli had taken from him 
the greateft part ofhis Kingdome, was in dcrihon 
thereof ^caUedfiT/^^*r^After thiscW/jfuccee- 
ded Charles his Sonne brother toZ ewes the eleuenth. 
After whome Margaret, fifter unto King Francis the 
d rf> . who was firft raaried to Charles Duke of^lenc on, 



and afterward to flif»jy ofAlbertl£ia%oi Navdrre,hzA 
thisDutchie fromher brotherto enjoy thcufcof iu 
After her deceafe Margaret daughter unto the fame 
King Francis, had alfo this Dutchie giuen her (as a 
Dourie) by her brother Henry the fecond, when (he 
cffoufcdEmanneUPhiUbertBukc olSavoye. 

The chiefe towne in this countric is Bourges, called r****. 
by Cafirmd isfntoninei^ivaricumi by Ammianus, Bi- Bm^u 
turig£, by others Biturica , Bituric*, Bituriga Vrbs , and 
Biturica Civitav. Others againe fay , that it taketh 
the name Avaricum from the river Bur a, which wate- 
reth it. It is feated in a moft plea&nt foile , which is 
not onely very fruitfull in Corne and other graine; 
but alfo in excellent Wines, Cattell , Foulc , and all 
other provifions ^ neccfliy for die fiiftcntation of 
man. 

It is inUck cOrnrhcnded for fbtire flnall rivers, 
Which runne about it , as the-^^» , and Aurette oh 
the one fide, and the Tvre 2nd Melon on the other 



fide of it, which bringmany commodities to it. It is 
not knownewho was the Pounder of it , as of many o- 
thers. The fimatiori thereof was othetwife hereto- 
fore, then it is at this prefent: for i t ftoOd then in a Ato 
rais , where there is feehcyet to this day almoft all the 
old walls (landing , plaift r ed with a moft fohd matter, 
as it was the manner of the ancient Romans in thofe 
dayes. On may fee ftill the beginning of it, at thd 
Twy^r,which is called the Great, palling through the 
midft of S.Stephens Church, the Strectc in Stlohn Tields 
from the Cor Man to the Hgvv-Gote formerly called 
S.Andrevves, then they tume through the ftfecte* 
where the Amphitheater ftood commonly called the 
^r^,rcaching as farrc as Tours-Gate,te from thence 
running up to 
and turnes againe to the tower aboucfaid 

This Citie was afterward by Charle-tMaigtc * and 
others fb mightely enlarged , tnat now it contendeth 
for greatnefle, with the largeft & ftrongeft towncs in 
theKingdomcTheformeofitliethlongerinlcr^gthj 

thenin breath} but is very large and fpacious, forti- 
fied with foure & twentie nigh towers , among which 
the great one aboue mentioned , is called La greffe 
tour, for the extraordinary thicknefle thereof j being 
irt and environed about with agood wall and forti^ 
( :d with fine turrets, and a dcepe moate,made in the 
reigne of Philip the Second King of France, about 
theyeareofourLord 1190. Itlyethinaroundforfne, 
and very high , whereof one hath not frene the like, 
but is &ow ruined. From thefe two faire towers , it 
was called Bituris, quafi Biturrts* Here unto alludctli 
an ancient Grammarian in this verfc.

This city hathfeuenSuburbs,&as manyGates,be&

des portalls,which are built here & thercas neceffity 
requires j but in the time of warts , when they feare an 
ennemy,they onely open fourcThere are in it feuen- 
teene Collegiall Churches, and as many Parochial!. 
Befides thefe gallant Churches , this Citie is adorned 
withan Arch-fepifcopall Seate, &: hath a famous Vni- 
verfiriein it a any is in France, for Calumenus calleth 
it, the honour of all Learning, being provided with many 
fkillfull & learned Profeilburs , and Doftours , eipe- 
cially of thelawe. This Citie hath oftentimes bene 
affli&ed with great calamities, having bene fiue times 
taken in by the affaults of an ennemie , and hath bene 
almoft wholly deft royed, or burnt with fire, but all- 
waves rcedifyed, and built againe better and better. 
Chirks the Seventh being chafed in the warres with 
the Englifli, made his retreate hether. 

Sources is the Prxfidiall bench or Court of Iufticc 
for the whole Dutchie* Here refides thechiefe Bat- 
life, to whome all appeales muft come, afwellfrom 
theMafchall of the city,as from the other Magiftrates 
and Officicrs of this Province. 

Vnder the Gouvernment of the GoUvernour of 
Bourges , is the citie of Bourges it felfe , with flue Dio- 
ccfTes, as rfoudun, Dun le Roy, ricrzon , Mchun and Con- 
crefault. Vnder the jurifc&hon of Bourges , are the 
Counties of Sancerre , and S. Aignan, the Baronie of 
c^«i/^^,andfortie Caftlewikes. Sancerre was cal- 
led ofold Sacrum Qereris, from Ceres which was adored 
here. Itisatowneofgoodftrength,and was conv- 
ened over unto the Protefiants 1570. as a towne of cau- 
tion , for the more fincere obferving of the articles of 
peace, thennewly agreed on. Anno 1573. this towne 
endured a hard fiege which brought the Inhabitants 
thereof to fuchja diftreiFe & famine , that they were 
not oncly driven to eate DoggSjCattSjHorfes* Ratts, 
Mice, and Moles , but alfo when they had no more of 
themthcyatctheirveryfkinsandhides, yeaitcame 

to fuch an extremity that they did not fpare to feede 
upon their ownc flclhe &: children , and to eate their 

ownedunge. •' 

Argent on (asMr.Heylyn faith) was the title or ho- 
nour of Philip de Comines, that excellent hiftoriah, 
who dived fo deepely into , and writ fo plainely of 
ftately affaires , that Katherine de MeMce ufed to fay, 
that he made as many Heretic kes in policie, as Luther 
had in religion : from this towne he was called Mon-

fome other finall brookes, wheroof the moft of them 
fall into the Loire * which fervcth to tranfport the 
wares of Jfcrrf into other parts. 

There are here and there many woods in thofe 
parts , whereof S.Roberts and Lacenne Foreft arc the 
chiefeft. Now I returne againe to the publike, and 
private buildings, for inBourges, befide the 54 . Chur- 
ches before fpoken of, there are many Cloifters of 
Begging-Monkes , and two Abbeys for men , the one 
is called S. Sulfitius, which is very rich and mighty* 
ftanding without the city , the other lyeth within the 
walls and is named S.x^dmbro/es y hzyin^ great incomes 
belonging to it. Befides thefe, there are three Abbeys 
fdrNunhs. Of late yeercs alfo the Magiftrates haue 
built in it a Hofpitall or Gafthoufc, for the rcliefe and 
maintenance ofpoore and impotent men. Among 
the gallant buildings (for there arc many there) the 
houfeof/^i^Cawr, wholiuedinthetimeofcW^ 
the Seventn , fiirpaffed all the reft in fumptuofneffc, 
and magnificencie. 

There is alfo the Dutch-houfi , in which the Kings 
treafiirie heretofore was kept , before the tMiJfe or 
Teare-Mart, unto which were wont to come a great 
refortofftraungcrs&forrainc nations, before itwas 
removed to Lyons. Within and without this city,there 
are yet to be feene a great many of ancient & decay ed 
buildings, of curious workemanlhips , and they finde 
daylie there many ^Antiquaries, which are diggedout 
of the ground, cfpecially in that place, where here- 
tofore the Kyimfhitheater ^ftood. 

The Archbiftiop of Bourgeshzth under him thefe

Wee read alfo that after the French had expuMcd the • 
Gothes, they fett Gouvernours over the Limofins. And 
then they had Maries * and Dukes created over them: 
whereof fome were for the managing of militarie ^ af- 
faires, & others for the adminiftration'of juftice. 
Amonge all the Provinces fubjngated to the Ro- 
mane yoakc , and which had fuffred many ruincs, 
which caufed afwcll the change of the names of the 
tpwnes, as of the people, the Limoges, and all Limofins 
may glorie in this , that they never altered theirs , for 
any affliction whatfoeuer befell them. And whichis 
more , thofe townes which were ruined by their cn- 
nemies were built up againe , and reedified by the 
Ulmborigtnesoi the Countrie, without any change of 
their names, and liucd under the obeiflance of their 
Kings j with as much honour and riches as cuerthey 
did. This Province is devidedinto the Vppcr, and 
thcLowcr Limojin. The Vpper is (properly Limp) 
feparated from the£* w by the Caftlewikes ot MaJ- 
fere, and the brooke of Bredafque, by Vpper ra;nr> 
and byLe fuydela Marche , being fortie French miles

driuen out ofAquitania, and ihutt up in a Clai/ler, & fo 
Jcizing upon this Princedomc, gaucittohisNephew 
Arnold* upon this codition, that it lhpuld ncucr ocarc 
any more the title of a Kingdome/ but of a Duke- 
dome. After .rf r»rfW iuccccded William, furnamed 

ihcGood, £bknxhc¥it& 9 JEblon the Second, William 
the Second and Third, Guy, William the Fourth, and 
Fifth 5 2nd£lenor Daughter otWMUm the Fifth was 
married toZiwcf the Seucnth, Kihg ot France-, who 
being fufpicious of treafon ifcadukrie dfvourccd her: 
Ihccthcnonafuddcnwas clpoufed to HenryT>vkto£ 
2Torntandie y who after the death of King Stephen , fuc- 
cceded him in the Kingdome of EngUnd. Whence 
hapnedthelongeftblondieft, &moft grievous time 
of woe & calamities , which ever affii&ed France. For 
after the deceafe of Henry, his Sonnes Richard \ & lohn 
fucceededhim, afwell in his Kingdome of England as 
in his Maternall j and PatrimonialT inheritances in 
France- B\iz Arthur being arrived,the Sonne of Gee/He, 
as being the cldcft Sonne of King lohn , pretended 
that he ought to be preferred before lohn , and to this 
end was incited andftirred up thereunto by PhMppw 
ufuguftus King of France* to take PriSon by force of 
armcs from his Vncle lohn % and to make himfelfc ma- 
ft cr of it. He then gathering many tro ups together, 
was on aludden furprifedby Iohn> who overthrew his 
forces* and carryed him prifoner ro Rouan, where he 
put him to death.For this caufe King John was by Con-, 
fiantia the Mother of Arthur* accufed of Parricide, and 
for to accufe him of it, appealed unto King Philip* fit- 
ting in the Court of the Peers of France , where he was 
condemned for his offence, and adjudged to loofe all 
his livings to the King, by the right of confifcation , as 
Lord of the Fief, & among the reft he eott this coun- 
trie of Poiffou. But Lewes the Eight his Succciiotir 
gaueit to Alfonfm* who dying without iffue', it came 
againe under the power of King Philip the Third, and 
continued withhis Hares , till the rcignc of Philip ot 
Valois* who was ovcrthrowne in the Batde of Creese 
byKingEdvvardthcThirdofEnglanJy who tooke it 
-in, andrecouvereditagaine, and heldit more fully 
then before with sH^quitaine , by vertueof atreauc 
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made betweene him , and King lohn of France, who 
(bone after created this DutchieaPrincipate, which 
King Edward gaue to his Sonne , who having layd 
heavie impoiitions upon the ufquttanies, he loft the 
greateft part thereof, becaufe they Withdrew them- 
teluesftomhisobeiflance, changinethc l^Sfortfae 
Flower deLys* under Charles the Fifth King o£France> 
Whofc Nephew Charles the Seucnth (by domeftick 
diffentions)droue the Englilhout of all Aquit$ine*\tz- 
ving after him for hisSucceflburXn/i/^ tncEleqcnth, 
who likewife gauc it to his Brother Charles as a fief, 
andfcefimple. After his death King jtartmtipokeit 
againe tohimfclfe , and left it to his Sonne Charles the 
Eight, from which time forward Aquitaine or Gafeonie* 
whereof Poiftou is not the leaft pan, continued cucr 
fincc under- the power and might of . the Kings or 
France.

Thev arc giuen to riotoufiiefle, ftrife & con- 
tentions* ana for a trifle willgoc to lawe one with an 
other: they canne play e alfo at Leger dc main and of 
foure make flue. But the Inhabitants in the towncs 
arc of a farre different humour : for they are men of 
understanding, curtcous, affable, free-hearted and 
bountifull, ennemies to diffimulation, deceit, and 
couftnage, lovers and honorers of learning and diici- 
plinc, and the Nobility &: Gen trie arc confiderate, 
provident, hardie andgencrous men. 
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He Countrie of Xaitjuigtie , 
called in Latine Santonia from 
the ancient Inhabitants there- 
of theSantonesJot Xaintongeojs) 
hath on the North Poiftofty on 
the Eaft ^Angoumm , and Pw- 
gtffft, on the South the river 
G around , and on the Weft the 
Ocean j and the lies of oleron, 
where there are great ftore of Hares , and Connies. 
Wee readc in the Au thour of the Efhemerides of the 
Gallike warrs , that the limits of the S ant ones ( or Xain- 
tongeois ) were heretofore larger, and that they were 
notmuchlefle, than the T^/w(orthofeof7 okuty 

and that in their great wafrs againft C*far y the Af- 

m ; of Gallia, commaunded them 

to bring up twelue thoufand men , when as the P;%- 
nes (ot PoiSevins) levycd but eight thoufand, andthe 
Lcmovices ( or Limofins) teniie. 

Xaintonge aboundeth in Corne , and Wine , and is 
one of the belt Countries in Prance* info much that 
they fend forth their commodities into Spagne , En- 
aknd, and other Countries. The ancient habitants 
were the Safttones* Cafir and others make mention 
of them,in the firft GaUikewm , in feme coppies wee 
read Xantcnes > but in his fecond booke Santoni , and in 
his third booke of the Civill warrs Santona* if it b e not 
afault efcaped. Strabo calls them PtolomieSa- 
tones in ftead of S ant ones y asStephanus writeth them. 
pBnie honoureth them with tne title otLibertie, in 
in his 19. Chapter : & f^immidnus MarceBinus rankes 
themamong the chiefeft ofthe Gaules.ByGallcn Santo- 
#w when he wrotof the Santonick herbe which tooke 
itsname fromhence. Civitas Santomm* Citedes Xain- 
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tonteou is called in Kotitta Provtnctarum Gallta , UE- 
vefihe des Stint es, the Biftioprick of Saintes. Thus 
much for the ancient Inhabitants. * 

The principall City of this Countrie is Saintes* 
fbundedby the ancient Gaules, which in ancient times 
was called OUediolanium Xantonum * or Santonum : by 
^ntonineOiediolanumSantomtn* uponhisway from 
tonrdeauxto Auton. In TabuUltinerariak is corruptly 
t^MediolmumSaneon*\>y Strabo &Ptolomie^- 
dblanium* and by Stephanas CMediolanum. After this 
People was fubduedby C^and the Romane Ca- 
ptaihes,thename of thisCity was changed.There are 
many ttungs which ftew the antiquity of this towne. 
Asfirftmarxy peeces of the ancient walls, which are 
feenevethcre andthere. Secondly the foundation, 
and ruines of the Amphitheater* which isaniwerable 
to that oiPerigeux, neere unto Sam Strop* Church. 
Thirdly upofT cW^bridge before the towne, 
where there is a very ancient Arch, upon the one fide 
whereofateengraventhefewords: Cisam INep. 
Diti IVLti Pontificis AvGVRi.andon 
the othet fide are diverfe letters, which are Co defa- 
ced, thatonecannot read the meaning ofthern. Fi- 
' naUv by the ruines of fome AqucduttsK Conduits ot 
? ountaines, which ledd the water into the towne now 
bSSriiCitie is called by Attfinm inbs 1 5 . Epiftlc 



Santonus* & in his 14. and 18. Epiftles Santones. It is 
r eated upon the pleafant river of Charent * whofe 
Source , or fpring-head beginneth in a place called 
Charemac* betweene Limoges mdAngouUfme. Itisaa 
Epifcopall Seate, &hath had , as Belief weft counteth, 
53. Bi(hops. S. Eutrofus was fent thither nrft by 5. Cle- 
ment * who having converted this people to the Chri» 
ftia faith, was afterward martyrized under the Empc- 
rour Domitian&c the laft Bilhop (as Belief oreft faith) was 
Trifiand deBifet. There is in it a monafterie of Nunhs, 
dedicated to the Virgine Marie by Geffrey Count of 
Saintoigne* and Agnes his lady in th e y ecre 1 047. The 
thirtith Bilhop otXaincfes was called Pierre de Confiu- 
fint* who builttheEpifcopaHhoufc, and Anno 1 100. 
reedifyedthe walls of the Cathcdrall Church. 

The other towncs are Roche 11, S. lean d'Angely* toy- j^dL 
gaire* Archauty Pom Louhkfe * Blaye* T tillebottrgh* Iarnac* 
. Barbefieux * Iofac* Marennes, Soubi^e and Brouage. The 
city of ifcdtf//calledin Latine Rupe/la, is icatcd in one 
of thefertilleft Countries of France* uponanarmcof 
the Sea , where it ebbs and flowes up to it twife a day. 
It was built fixe,orfeuen hundred veercs agoc, by the 

Kings of France; becaufe of the ute 6c the commo- 

dioufhefTe of the havens & to curbe the Pir4/«,which 
troubled all the Armorick Coajtf or it hath a very good 
port, and a brauc roade for (hipping to ride in, and 
indeed is a place impregnable, & foftrong, that iris 
impoitiblc to begottbutby familhing. On the South 
fide,it is almoft all fortified with a Gulfeof the Ocean 
Sea, ontheNorthfideofit, isnothinebut Marfhes* 
ouerflowne with water ( which for this reafon arb 
good for the making of Sal t, (comonly called Salines.) 
The other parts are fortifyed with Walls , Moatcs, 
Towres, Turrets, andftrongeBulwarkes, euery one 
of them , having their feuerall names j fo that they 
canbringeno Canon to batthcrthem. This towne 
was commaundedinancienttime by an EnglilhGou- 
vernour $ but afterward was brought under theobc- 
dience ofthe French Kinc by the Citizens rebellion j 



who drouc the Englifh out ot it; for which caufe Char- 
les the Fifth, Anno 1 5*1. gaue thofe of Rochcll many 
finepriviledges, afwcllconeerningmaritimatc affai- 
res, asforthechoofingofa^f/^, andafhrifeoutof 
thebodie ofthe Citizens, for the politick go uvern- 
ment of the towne , and for this reafon, no ftrang 
Gouvernours fliall be impofedupon them, or trou- 
bled with any garnifon, having alfo this priviledg, 
that no citadell or caftle fhal be built within their 
towne. 

Roch ell ( anno 1 57 3. ) was bcfieged by Henry de Va- n , P;f ^ 
fafr,Dukc of Anjon afterward King oiPoland be frame* t^A. 
& endured one of the harden: bloudieft & moft me- 
morable Sieges, as hapned in many ages. In which 
the Befieoers thundrcd with their Canon upon the 
towne; both by Seaand by Land , made many furious 
attemps & afiauks, poured in fliowresof Arquebu- 
fades among them , had {'calling ladders, & by lap* 
ping,and miningblew up the Bulwarks. In Brie e u(cd 
all the force and violence as poflibly they could: but 

was as brauely defended by the bcfieged as aflaultcd, 
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1formcn,wccmcn,andchildrcn(asfwclcffe)ranto 
anfwerc all alarms and aflaults of the Ennemic, ltop- 
>ed the breaches, encountred &: tumbled downc the 
lirft that came to enter, and bcatethem back agame 
into their trenches, and oftentimes {allied out after 
them many times with goodfucceffe, which did io 
wearie them with continuall alarms > and Tallies , that 
they tookenoe reft nightnorday , and having Hood 
out nine defpcrate affaults (which were as coura- 
riouily repulfedasgiuen) atlaft the Ambafladours or 
Poland on the 17. o( June , came to fetch Henry Duke 
ofAnjouy whome the States of their Kingdomc had 
chofen to be their King* fothat by thisjmeanes God 
wrought the deliveranceof the City of Rochetty after 
they had {pent almoft all their viduails , and am urn- 
tion of warre, andloftmany hundreds of men : and fo 
the Kinge by the articles of peace formed in the man- 
ner of anMtf , graunted thole olRochell , Mmtauban, 
Nifmes> and other townes the free exercife of their re- 
ligio. This fiege laftedfrom the beginning of March, 
till the feuenteenth of lune fallowing, and after an ex- 
ceffiue charge, & the loft of abouc 10000. men flame 
upon fervice , affaults , and dyed with ficknefle, was 
freed,the towne having endured in one month^o 00 . 
JJW.* Canonlhott. But whichis moft remarqueablc, and 
wrkrfQU. miraculous , when the Souldicrs and people were al- 
moft femiflied for hunger, the Lord muttered up an 
army of Mufcles & other Shellfifli&fent them into 
the haven of the towne which did abundantly relieue 
themj fome imagine that this was caufed by the thun- 
dringnoizc of the ordnance : howfoeuer God neuer 
forfakes his in their greateft diftreiTes. Rochell hath a 
PrefldiaU Seffionwith Counfellours and Officers for 
dicadminiftration of Iuftice. 

S.Ican d'Angeli is a fine towne lately built, and is 
one of the principaleft , and the beft compared in 
Xaintoigne. It tooke this name from an Abbey dedi- 
cated in the honour of S.Iohny whereof the founda- 
tion was laydinthe reigneof King Pepin > who kept 
his Court in the palace of Angeri (for there is but one 
letter changed in the termination of this word) feated 
upoft the river Boutonneih the territoire of Aulnis. It 
is reported (ifye will giue credit to it) that fome reli- 
gious men , coming from the Holy land* brought into 
this place (as they fay) S.John Baptifts heady upon whofe 
coming the Kingobtayned a great vi&orie ouer his 
Ennemiesj in acknowlegment whereof, he founded 
inthisplacewherehisownepalaceof^eriftood.an 

Abbcy,& called it after S.Iohns name,and there putt 
*into it Religious men to feme God , allowing them 
good meanes &revenews.In fo much that a great ma- 
ny people camefiockingthither,which by litle & litle 
built this towne , which now ftands there at this pre- 
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lent, and calling it after S. Iohns name hath euer nnce 
kept the ancient name. This hapned about the yeare 
of our Lord 768. when as King Pepin hadwarrs with 
Gaffer King of \Aquitaniay whome he vanquiihed , as 
appeares by the ftorie of the foundatio of this Abbey. 
This towne was befiegedbytheDukeof Anjou 15*9- 
and after it held out two months, it was yeelded upon 
compofition figned by thcKing,^ theyfhould march 
out with baggy and baggage, with their armes, horfes, 
and flying Colours. By how much this famous hege was 
followed and as couragioufly defended , by fo much 
is it the more remarkable, for the rafheand Hidden 
breach of faith and promifTe which his majeftyhae 
folemnely made. For the hiftorie noteth, that h< 
loft aboue term thoufandmen before it, &£ hue or 
fixe & twentie Gentlemen of the ordnance, allflayne 
uponthekdutie, who had ftiott upon the towne a- 
boue flue thoufant Canon ftiott , and themany runa- 
way es , that at laft his great army was fo weakned that 
it wasnot abouei8. or 10. thoufandmen. Pont Lou- 
blejiy orPwttisatowne which liethfoure miles from 
Sain&es. It is devided into two parts , the Vpper and 
the Lower towne , and that part which is called S . Vi- 
vian lieth now almoft defolate ; becaufe that the 
Iewes, who dwelt in it heretofore, having hung up 



in derifion a Crucifix upon the Hofpitall, the Lord 
thereof deftroyed them without any pine. The other 
part of the towne on the North fide is called Let 
Haires, and*. Martin is embellifhcd with: many Chur- 
ches, & Convents of White and Grey Fryers, whole 
Convent was founded by a Lord of the fame place* 
called Reonau tin the time of Charles the Fifth. But the 
Fryers Qoilters of S. BenediZlu* Order, and of S.Iohns 
of JeruCakm were founded by Guy oi^Angoulefme. It 
hath three Parilhcs, & three Hofpitalls, whereof two 
of them are for the entertaynment of ftrangers, and 
the other for the Natiues of this Countrie: thereve- 
ne ws whereof had wont to be employed in the main- 
tcnance of Schooles. There are under the jurifdi- 
ftionof Pontsy two and fiftie Pariflies , and twohun^ 
died and Mthic Fce-farmes y belonging to Noble^and 
Gentlemen. The Meddalls found there buriedun- 
derthebottomeof a pillar, {hew evidently the arm- 
quitieof this place, about the inferiptions whereof, 
were written upon the one Vivus Cajus Jul. Caf. Jmfe- 
rotor y teuvonthcoxhexiideAeliusPontusNeposPomp. 
Mag. Tumul. fothat it is credible, that this Caftle and 
Towne bore thename oUeDus Pontius 9 and that in all 
appearence ^Anthoni dePont Lord of this place was 
descended from the Romans: befides, there were 
fome ancient chartreskept init,wherein were written 
thefe wordes , x^frmadus Vfoerius Pontius & Anabalda 
Vxoty Diss Volent. and ^Albinus Cojfejus Pontius fflus 
Anab. vlneti. JD. X Pont, and Helheida Vxor hicjacent. 
moreouer, Ecmoratw* Comai D.A. Pont. Egilda Filia 
BrenniVxor. Howfoeuer, itisverely thought, that 
thefe ancient Romans tooke their name from Pontic 
or bridges in regard of the number of them which 
were made over the river Seugne under this towne , & 
for amemoriall thereof, there is yet feene in one of 
the arches thearmesof the Lords of P^/, which are 
three bridges 0r,in a UddGeuks upon a Scutdiioiu*r- 
gent.Blaye is more anciet then any towne in thisCoun- 
trev : for AuConius calleth it Bhviamilitaria , as beingh

title ofa Caftle , before the French inhabited Gallia. 

The Lord of this place was that mighty & vaillat Pala- 
tine Rollandywho Cued in the time of Charles the great. 
This Charks built a Church in it, & named it S.Ro- 
mans. Neere vnto the Port Santongeois lieth alfo the 
towne of Taillehourg or Bourg , which is reafonablc 
fairc,& weHfeated.£4ri#fe*.v is about nine miles from 
Sainhes , and {inzftomAngoujlefmCy from Coignac and 
from Ponts. It was in times paft a very fairc towne, and 
well fortified ,as appeares by the ruines of the walls,fi- 
tuatedinafertillplace though it lay aloofe from the 
river. There are in this towne two Pariflies, the one is 

called S. Mathews, the Church whereof was hereto- 
fore dedicated to the Virgin Mary: the other S.Eufta- 
chius.lt hath a faire Caftle in it,which was built by one 
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of the great Grandfires of the Counts of Rochefault jxot 
long fince $ becaule that from this houfe the Lords of 
Barbefieuxare ittiicd. Brovageis afmall towne , lying Broyas!t . 
foure (quare,buiit upon amar(h,wonne from the Sea, 
itismuchnoted for the abundance of Salt, whichis 
made there/ This place being beficged by the Duke 
of Mayenneythe 2, 1. of lune 1 5 77. was yeelded up up on 
compofition , and they marched out of it , with their 
armes, bagg and baggage , fo remayneth at the de- 
votion of [he Conquerour. There is alfo the great 
Bourrough diMarans defended with a ftronge Caftle. Mam** 
This place retayneth the name of the foile , bem~ 
built upon marfhie ground , where they make a worl» 
of Salt. The river of Sevre runneth by it lb that they 
may with great eafe bring their commodities to Ro- 
chelly confidering alfo the Sea flowes up to the very 
Caftle. The Saintongeok> make much money of their 
corne , which the Spaynards feth from them every 
yeare byjmarchants which fells it to them. Roche His 
very ricfi,becaufc it ly eth fo ne ere the Sea, and princi- 
pally in regard of the great commerce and trading, 

which they haue with the Englith, and Flemmings 
that refort thither.

The , 
firft arc thofe, which inhabit about Paris, & theadja 1 * 
cetCountricsrthc fecond tholethat now dwell about 
Toulouzcy&Monpdienhtit capitalltowncs.TheFrech 
tearmc,the one theComaund of the crooked Ipeechy 
the other the Gouvernmcnt of the right ipeecri. 

Languedoc is environned on the Weft fide with 
Gajioigne , where the G Around runneth betwixt them 
both: on the North-weft with Cadur cm , on the North 
With Alvernois vcAVorois: on the Eaft with Daulphine, 
and Proven faulx, fo that all the Rhode belongeth to 
Languedoc , and the Parliament of T oulouze, & on the 
South with the ^Mediterranean Sea i and the Pyrcfican 
mountaines. 

This Countric was very famous., cfpccially in the 
-time of the Romans, forwhichcaufe it was morea- 
bundantly inhabited , then any otlier part of France, 
Whereof I will Ipeafce Ibme thing of it in paffing by, 
before I come to thcparticular Dcfcription of the Si- 
tuation of this Countrie, as it lies at this day. 

The ancient inhabi tarits of this Pro vin cc were for- 
merly the Volffes , Areconiiaues ,Tc£hfiges 9 Septimanes, 
Vecumanes, ^Atacins, T olojates, G abates, ^dlbigeok ~iVe- 
launok, Confer anois, Helves, Remaufois •> ^Aktois > Beze- 
rois , Kjfgatou* Lutevains , tMagulannois , & Sontiates. 
The name of the Voljfesvizs very famous , and written 
after diverfc manners. For by Cafar> Livitts, Plinm> 
Sitiits, iMela and others, they were galled Voljfes, by 
Strabo & Ptolomy oJoAx9*,and infome oiCafar* bookes 
are named Velg& or Volgues. And by Dionyfius Halkar- 
najfaus oio\yt(. &by-4»/Zw^inhisdefcriptionofthc 
Citie Tolofi, Btktt> or tetffes. Touching the Volgues we 
lenowe there is a great concordance betweenc the 
Greekifh letters y and* , whereas they arc writen bv 
Diony fius oiohyn is fuppofed to be a fault , or at lcaft 
ought to be OvoKt&h Of the name Beljfes, which is 
found in \_Aufinius, there arc diverfe opinions, but in 
thelaftEditionitis thus written,

For he had read in the clcuenth booke of the Gal- 
ftfewarrs , that Cafir had nnderftood by the Remes, 
that the moft part of the Belgtczmc from the High- 
Dutches^ in ancie t times remouved over thcRhene, 
becaule the land there was vety fruitfull : in fo much 
that they chafed away the Gaules out of this Coun- 
trie:whkh as other things feemeth to be farre fctcht. 
For, what matters this riddle to the limites &: bounds 
of the Teftofages, & 7{arb(fntibu > which uiufiniusvh- 
ceth there? Jofephus Scaliger m this firft booktothis 
expofition upon ^jiufonius Cap.23. readeth :

Now what the word P&gana and P4gi meaneth , he 
expoundeth very learnedly , fo that the Bookes, 
wherein Primavo nomina Be teas is , ought to be reje- 
&ed.For the Bek*,isAufinm,who was a French man, 
writeth,being perhaps ipoken in the right fpeech, arc 
the lame people, which arc called^^«'/,wliich at this 
day is not heard of among the vulgar people; unlcffe 
fome will fay , that this word Belcarie ( arc the.nelces,

Some derive this name from Lugure, others from Lu- 
ctre, becaufe it ftandeth upon a hill, as a Watch- towre 
making farre , and neere a lucent & ftyning profpeft . 
Others againe , will have the name thereof fetcht 
from Lugdo King of Cdtes. In an ancient Journall, 
which was made from Bourdeaux unto Ieruialem , in 
the latter part thereof this Citieis named Lugdunum, 
whichis interpretedin French: La Montagnedefirie de 
Liomthe de fired Mountains of Lyons. But it feemeth 

thofe fearch the OrigtnaJl ot it forther , which derive

the cathedral! Church of Lyons , as appeareth mani - 
feftly by the ould marble ftones , and the infcriptions 
upon them. Of this Altar many Hiftorians have made 
mention. Sutton in the life of Claudius , chap. 2. faith, 
that it was dedicated to Augufhts in the yeare of the 
foundation of Rome 744» when Antonim Africanus, 
and QJabius Maxima* were Confulls , whichis like- 
wife affirmed in the Epitome of Livius lib. 137. Bio 
alfo lib. 5-4. writeth , that in the dayes of Auguftus, 

they celebrated their playes there , which were kept 

in his time. Sum in his 20 Chapter maketh mention, 
that r^*Wa eftablifoed Comedies there, to fee who 
could excell one an other in the eloquenteft , and pu. 
reft Latin, and Greeke tongues. In which Comedies 
he reporteth , that the Vanquished lave thepri%e to the 
Vanquishers , and that they were conjtraynedtomake ver- 
ges to their praife } but thofe which were not in fome fort 
applauded , sbouldbe defacedwitb a Spunge, orlic{edout 
with their tongues , if they refufed to receive blowesupon 
the palmes of their bands with a Furular , or be ducked 
, in the stiver , which luvenali likewife noteth in this

Aufonius nametn it 
Alpina. It is not onely at this daye an Arch-BiChop- 
rike,but alio honoured with the title of a Dukedo: - 



The opiniou is, that the firft Bilhop of it , was Cref- 
cens the Difciple of S.Paul. Man tertus was alio Pre- 
late of that place,who by the prayers of himfelfe, and 

others kept the towne from mine and diftrudtion * 
which he hath left unto pofteritie. Among the ex- 
cellent men , which were borne , and bred here, the 
Hiftoriographer c4fr , who wrot the booke of Mar- 
tyrs, was not accounted as the leaft , witnefle alfo the 

learned bookes of Claudius Mamercus, touching the 
ftate of the lbule,which are yet extant. It is reported 
that Pontius Pilatushvtd here in exile ; for there is yet

the power of fome Gallican,that is, under the French 
nation, for afterward it is vanquiftied by Anthonius ^ 
Generailof the Ennemies Army, borne at Touloufe, 
who had given him as afurname in his youth Beco , 
Which fignifieth a CocksbilL Vienne in the yeere 
i>43 liiftained great harme and lofle by the overflo- 
wing and breaking in of the Rhoane. In honour of 
the ViennanrWi&e, we may freely report , that which 
PUme in former times fpake thereof: There Is found noW 
(faith he) d Wine-fleck $ which jteldcth Wine of it [eft*

The Inhabitants relpc/ft their Superiours, and 
Prelats as Princes. The Kings ofFrance have given 
many and large priviledges to them as the abfolute 
adminiftration of Juftice. The right of coyning pf 
moneys,and other fuch like royalties. The Metripp- 
litan Citie of this Countrie is Ambrun* They have in 
it five Epifcopail Townes , as Valence , Die , Graino- 
ble 9 Saint utnthony de Trice/line, Gap. Faience taketh 
the name not from the Emperour Valentius , or Fa len- 
tinianus (as fome fuppofe ) but frota the valour and 
magnanimitie of their Souldiers. ItjsaBilhops Sea, 
aCourtof Juftice, and a Univerfitie: in which here- 
tofore lac ohm Cujacsm the glorie of his age , taught 8c 
lived* The towne and Coutrie beareth the title of a 
Duchie, in French it is called the Duchie of Volenti* 
nob.

fidehcie in it was very famous. Paulus i Cafiro by his 
expofitions upon the Civill lawe hath increafedthe 
honour of it, which arenow called the K^vhnonUn 
Pr*le#sones. Here liued that Learned Profeflour^ 
dreas Akiatus. Among the PaUaces , the Popes is.the 
faireft and moft fumptuous, called Brujle. The other 
townesare (as abouefaid) Carfentras CavasBon, arid 
Veyzo»> of which it is written at Rome in Saint Pu- 
dentians Church this Infcription :

The leuer tovvnes wee will pa(Tc over. Vpon the con- 
fluence of the rivers of Xhofne&c Sw^eftood heretofore a ftronge 
tovvne called Vlorm Vindelium , juft in that place, where Pmui 
Tralbe ot La Tariff* is now* 

The Ferrie men, which pafle over the Vhofnt , call the cable 
where with they hale and pull their punts & boats over the 
Rhofne , the ftvrifc, which other wife by rcafon of the (wift 
currant would be carryed dovvne the Itreame. Neere unto 
Avignon lieth Vauclufc, whither ( as it is reported ) that famous 
Philofopher Francifcus Vetrarcba reforted, when he had any con* 
templation or meditations inhis head. It lieth in a moft fvveete 
and pleafent valley , environned with dirts , out of which 
brings moft cleare water and Fountaines. The profits of the 
Pope ( as Mr. Ktjlm faith ) are not great in Avigton , by reafon of 
the ill neighbourhood of the Proteftants of Orange \ nay rather 
the keeping of this Countrie is a charge unto him. So that the 
peoplelikevvellto be under his Gouvernmcnt , as bringing 
more unto them, thenhctakcth from them. 
JstUtts Scabger vcruTyeth thus in comendations of this tovvne. 
Tby libtrtie, (6 Aviffion) tby worth, & boneft name, 
Makes theeto bereputed here, a ficond Rome for j 'met 
Thjftately Curcbes, Pallaces, and Houfes are yvelktwvne, 

But ninth umm, tbou ana lord and mafttr ofthne mm* 
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Rovekce tooke this name 
firft from the Romans, who cal- 
led this goodly part of Gallia, 
Provincial which reached from 
the river Far* to the city of 
r*,&beyond thei^W&^as fairre 
asGafiognk , becaufe rhey fub- 
dued it to the Rdmanc Em- 
pire) and had reduced it in t6 a 

Province) many yeercs before the corning of Chrilt. 
Yet at this day there is but a finall part of it which rc- 
taines the ancient riamc, to wit, about dkarfiilles and

Avignon, and partly with the Rhofne, which commeth 
itomLjens, to the city otArlts. It is fubjecl: to the 
Parliament of Lunguedoc. Ithathavery fweeteplea- 
&bt andawholcfomeaire. Befides the great ftore of 
Graine that is in it, this Soile yeeldeth excellent fruits 
without any great labour or tillage. They hauegreat 
ftore of Raifons, Eggs, Cheftnuts, Apples , Pcares, 
Oranges,Lcmmons,Ouves,Quinces, Pomegranets, 
Safftan, Rice, and fuchlike -fruits in abundance. Alio 
plentic of Rofemarie, Myrtle, Iuniper, Sage, and 
Palme-trees. Vpon the hills of tEfiertl there are a 
great manic Cork-trees. Neither want they deli- 
cate Vines , which make excellent "Wines. Thercis 
but litle mentionmade of the ancient Counts of dm 
Countrie. Howfocuer, wee read in ancient Annales, 
that in the time of Lewes the Eight, King of France, 
Mm end Berengier was Earle of Provence , and that 
Charles Count of Anjou , & of Mayne , Sonne unto this

©• <?.- heritnx of this Earle i who by this meanes innented 
ymm,*. ^ Countie, whome Charles (furnamcd) the Lame, 

Prince of Salerna and King of K^«;^fucceeded.Therc 
hisSonnc RobcrtDukeof Calabre and KuigofNa- 
ples^extQ^Ioane (her Father Charles,Dukc of C*- 
labre beingdSid) fucceeded^r/her Gran f re, who 
byceftamcntwasmadeQueene of Naples, & Coun- 
teffe of Provence. Shelepehmdeher£^«^»- 
««, theSonneof^/^»> forher adopted Sonne, 
torevengeherof hertnnemics, and to beherfuccef- 
fourafweTlinthis Earledome, as in her other eflates, 
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After him Lewes the Firft was created £arle 5 thcil 
Lewes the Second, and Lewes the Third his Sonne 
fucccedcd, being hkewue adopted by Ioane the Se- 
cond Qtieene of Naples , to be King of Naples &Duke 

of Calabre. But he dying without ilmc, left for his Suc- 
ceflbur in hisPrincipatcs,^ith the confent of Queen6 
Iome,Rene of Jnjou, viho unwilling to rcfigne over his 
Rights and pretenfes to the Kingaome or Naples 3 and 
to the Earledome of ProVcncc to Rhene Duke of 
Lorraine his J^Jcphew by Iolanta his Daughter ,made 
them o ver to Charles his Brother Count of Mans, who 
. having loft his Sonne cbarks , inftkuted King Lewes 
the Eleuenth his Vniverfall hcire in all his Seigno- 
ries. Some faye this was done by me teltimentary will 
oiRene, ag^inft thegreat and juft complaints otRene 
Dtikc of Lorraine. This Countrie was anciently in- Jb ^ m 
habitedby xhcSalians>AqwJes,Sext$MsJentiaty jMh** 
duntimSyl)inienfis,Vefdian^ 

cienfes, Vttlgicntes, Aptenfes, Retenfes, Oflavians,Commb± 

nes, Forth Julienfesi Segeftorins,UllhicinS, OxubinSiDecU- 

tes, and others. 

Befides the leflir Towncs $ there are twd Archbi- T >m**h 

ftopricks and eleven Bifhopricks. K^Aix and Aries are 
the Arch-Epifcopall Scatcs. <Jtix,KjiquA,Sextid, Co- 
Ionia is fo called by Ptolemie , by the Latins PateraUm 
Solin, and others, and gi Plutarke SextiUa in the life 0 f 
Marine. The ftonc which lies in Saint Benediftus at 
Lyons, he calleth Coloniam Infant Aquas Aix , from thd 
Iulian Colonic , in an ancient infcription, and an old 
piece of Coine ofVeff afian. Hubertus Goltius 6ith 
i t was called Colonta Iulia kA* u* Sexfia Lemt^ lt^m 
termed Aqua, or Water from the hot bathes^ and rrorri 
thence retaincth the name of Aix. SextUhomC.Sex* 
tins Calvinm Confdof Rome Anno fcto.who having van^ 
quilhed AeSalians^ eopied this place with thofe men j 
vAich he brought along with him, appointing and 
leaving there a ftrong Romane Garhifon, to hinder 
& refort the inroads and incurfiotis of the BarbariatSs 
intp thefe Coafts , and to kecpe the paffages , which 
went from Marfcilcs into Italic feing the Marfeiteani 
were not able to ftopp them themfelues. See Titus Li- 
vim lib. 61. It was alio called Iulia Augufta* from Cdjv* 
lulius CafarAuguJlusMio renforced this Colonic with 
oldSouldiers, which he dre^ out of the *s.Lcgion 
tliat he had brought thither. It is alfo the Court of 
Parliament. C. Marius overthrew part of the Cinu 
hri (a Germane people) neere unto ^Aix, and the 
otherpart of them in the Raudian Fields of Italy; but 
thofe which inhabited fince in thefe parts were the 
Ambrons and Tigurins, a Gallike people. Aries is limply Men 
called ArelasbyOroJim, and^^inhisregiftcrof 
Towncs,his title &7.verfe. Alio ^/calleth it u/r^- 
ttts in his vcrfes aboue (aid: as alfo Plinie, Sueton, Arela- 
u in his life of Tit. Likewife Mela &: others,but Sttabo 
Arelat*. Arelaton Salyorum Colonia* 5c by Ptolemie,*Co- 
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of the SaB/S, and by Plinie uirelat* Sexunorum. 

TheStdncs Ihcw afwell as ^^^^^ 
were avcry ancient people oiGdu. AndbytHe^x- 
/^ofthc toh Legion, which encamped there, 

Greeks, which formerlie inhabited there. And was 
furnamed Mameliaria ( for what reafon one knowne 
not) inafaireinfenption, whichis to bereadina pil- 
lar, as Learned ScaligertefM Fi Conflantwezhc 
Emperour,gaue order that it Qiould be called Conftan- 
^fandthatthegeneraU Aflembly ofthe feuenPro- 
vincesftouldbeheldtherctowit, for Vtennots, for 
both the Nar bonnes t for boththe i^qmtanus ,Neuf- 
P eople ^ndAcU^aritimate Afyes. ^vfinsusc&cthit | 
^/*Z<^Wifinhis verfes afore mentioned, becaufeit j 
was a very fcmous, and a commodious towne for 
Marchandizcs & for which reafon the RoraanCoio- 
nic ftrived , to make it like unto Rome their mother 
Cine: and, as it feemed, called it Litle Rome. It is feated 
atthisday, upon the left fide of the Roane. Butin the 
Tabula Jtineraria of Languedoc it is placed on die 
rightfide. ^*wfiith,thattheif^devidethit 
into two parts j which makes it feeme two townes. 
Now the fece of the place being chareed, it onely 
lieth on that fide, which looketh towards //4/r^ and is 
environned about with Marfhes upon which they 
feede goodly Oxen. It hath bene much greater, be- 
fore the Gothes deftroyed the one part of it. It. was 
once the pleafant Court of the Kings otBurgundie, 
aiid afterward the abode, and refidencie of the Earles 
of Provence. Her firft Bilhop was & Trophimus one of 
S. Pauls Difciples, who fent him into Ga/Ha in the fe- 
cond yeerc of the Emocrourj^lusreigne, from 
whofe headfpring (a^Pbpe Zofimus faith ) all Gallia 
was watered with th Arcamc of Faith. Within the 
itrcngthof her Caittc »»m*r &i#ik*r* two famous 
Prclats held their refidencie. The firft place of the 
clcuen Bifhopricks , without any prejudice to the 
othcrs^s J/^^/.AllthcLatinesandfome Greekes 
caSicdkUMajjtlia. StrabomdStephanusMaffatia>zsthc 
ancient coines withneffe. By [Pto kmie tMafalia , but 
now tMarfeilles in Tabula Itin. The Countrie here- 
abouts was called by the Grecians,6iY«*,having bene 
once a Golonie ofthe Greekifh Phocians of Afta Minor. 
founded faith Soli* inthe 45. Olympiad* in the dayes 
of King Tarquinim, as Iujtinw belceueth out of Plutar. 
lib. 43. Solon feithitwasbuiltby Protus, whomefome 
caUPr^ Ar4^makeththe nteof it ftonie, neere 
unto die mouth of the Rhofre with a long bofome 
and as a nooke of the fea : in fb much that lufiinus faith 
it tooke this name from T rogus. Cafar fpeaketh thus 
of it in his fecond booke of the civill warrs. Marfeiles 
is almoft warned with the Sea on three parts of itj the 
fourth on the land fide, is thatfpace, which belon- 
geth to the Caftle, fortifyed by the nature of the 
place , and a very Iowe Valley which would be very 
hard to conquer. Ckero commendeth fo highly the 
' gouvernment of this Conimon-Weale, that he durft 
fay upon the defence of Fontejus in a full audience 
or the peo pie , That the Policie and Confancie of this 
towne , was not onely tp^e preferred before the Gre- 
cian, but almoft before all other people. Itfetcheth 
hcrBilhopricks from the time of S. Lazarus, whome 
jejus railed from death to life. Thofe of Marfeiles re- 
port (beleeueitifyeUft) thathe being depriued of his 

. Goods, and dwelling, indietimeotthejperfecution, 
which tooke away Stephen the Martyr, he came into 



thefe parts with Mary and Mart fa his two fitters , and 
therepreachedthefaithof Chrift. And can y ct OieW 
hisheathintheprincipall Church icalled the Majom 
neere the wall ofthe towneby the Sea fide. Andthus 

much for Marfeiles. 

The other Epifcopall townes are Dtnt (called by

ces or Vmcium is a finall towne of the Nerufins m the 
maritime Alpes, called by PtoL & Dion. Ventia. K^fh 
by?)^t\jfptaIuUaVutgenmm.^ 
Iutia , which is not right in Antonine : for in the belt 
Coppiesitis^ptt/tfifc, as appearethin Tab. Jtin.Ries, 

Third, is readithe Citie Rejenfium, that is Rejus. In 
Tab. Itin. Rets AfppUnaris. Feriuls,ForumJuU, vxPlan- 
\ cm and Cicero , Forum Mum, was by Pto!. a towneof 
I the Commones. Col. lul. Otfav. upon the Coineof Jugt- 
\Jlus, zsGoltzamf^iforumluliumOfovorumCobni* 

qua PacenfoappeBatur&CUfftcainPUnio: but now 
I Marin. Cijleron is Segufiero in Ant. & in T ib.Ito. Ce- 
Jleroby Plinie, as to%rwriteth, which mPtolcmieis 
that Ceffero mentioned with Tobuze,md Carcajjonne is 
at this day Caftresm Languedoc. Tolon was called Teh- 
mm in the beft Latinifts,& in Ant.Telo Martins which 
was a finall towne , feated upon the falling back of the 
Sea, fome nine miles from Marfeiles. 

Provence hath on the South the GaBke Sea, and port. 
Marfeiles is zvety famous anda Safe haven, loekedin 
with a great yronchaine. The name of this Port was 
heretofore Lacydon , zsEuftathius noteth. Therefore 
it ought to be read in xMeU his ancient bookes Z<*or- 
don , the P ort of the MarfeiUois , and therein Marfeiles. 
Strabo obfervcth that there were formerly in this Sengtom 
towne fix hundred Senatours , who enjoy ea this ho- 
nour as longas they liued , out of this nomber were 
elected fiueteenc men to end and compofe all fuits in 

iawe. Thefe are they, whome Cafar calleth the fixe U99Sf9 
hundred UMarfeibijes and the fiueteene prime men. c»pm*i. 
Valerius the great faithlikcwifelib.i.cap.^ that there 
were fixe hundred of them. Now out .of the fiue- 
teenemen,thcy choofc the Triumviri, who had Sou- 

veraigne authority. The Common 
tMamansias Strabo witneffeth) was Ariftlcraricalli 
Ariitotle in his fifth Booke 6c 8. Chap, of his Pohticks 
&th,thatitwasgouvernedO%«rfAi4/^. Surely that 
is rich t Oligarchia to become Prince or a Republickc 
by blood , & not by vertue. Their lawes Elc&uarie 
('as Strabo &Iuftinus lib. 43. who related briefly their 
Cuftomesj were publickly propofed, and that almoft 
fromthe foundationof their towne. Theirmanner 
was to gju tt their gates upon Feftivall dayes , to keepe 
' Gards and Sentmells upon the Walls, to vifite houfes 
for the findingoutof Strangers, to gard their City, 
afwell in the times of Peace as ofWarre* Which they 
ufed not onely in times of neceffity , but alfofroman 
ancient C uftome which they allwaycs had. 
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H E Savoyards called heretofore Alio- 
broges 9 v/ere well knowne by the Vi<3:orie 
of Fabius 9 and the conjuration olCatili- 
na. Ancient writers teftifie, that this 
— Countrie was once a Kingdome , in the 
time of Hannibal, when as Bronm being chofen Ar- 
bitratour Judged that this Kingdome belonged to 
the eldeft Sonne , and fetled him in it. Lucius Florus 
writeth alfo of a King called Retutlus , who was taken 
prifoner by Fabius UMaximus. There was alio one Cot- 
tins King of Savoy , who was a great friend unto the 
Emperour Augufius , who called the Alpes after his 
name, by reafon of the many tops he flighted there , 
to make them paffable. The chiefe Citie of this 
pukedome was in former times called Vienna , which 
Citie iMela nameth Vienna Affobrogum: whence the 
name of Savoy came is doubtfull. Carol* BoviBus re- 
porteth , that this Countrie by reafon of the narrow 
pafla 

was foil ot Thee ves & Robbers, wnicneitner ma roo 
travellers, or murthered them 5 and therefore in re- 
gard ofthe daunger that men were in which paiTed by 
the high-wayes, it was called Maulvoye, that is an ill- 
way. But afterward a certaine Gentlemam beating & 
driving thefe theeves and murtherers away,it was cal- 
led Savoy,or Salvoy a fafe-way: but in what time this 
hapned , it is not recorded. Savoy ,in the Regifter of 
the Empire,is oftentimes rekonnedunder the Provin- 
ces of Gallia Narbonenfis: whence it appeareth,that the 
name thereof is ancienter,than the French,or Savoy- 
. i(h tongues,which they fpeake at this day. But thofe 
fufpend their judgements better , who derive the 
word Sabaudia from Sabatia, which is a ftiailowe water , 
caUed now Savon*. iMtk caUeth Tabitia , or Savm a 
towne. But howfoever it be, this is moft certaine,tnat 
the Savonifh waters are thofe, which the Emperour 
Pertinax through covetoufneue , & ambition traded 
in Marchandiie as a private man , which C*pUotims 
faith. Neither doth Plinie erre, or any other writers , 
when they affirme , that the Savoyards , or Sabau , 
dwelt in Italie , among the Li gurians . Semg Strabo 
witneiTeth, that the ancient Grecians counted Maiii- 
lia under the Liguftian Empire, which the French al- 
fo afterward oblerved, naming them theCeltian Li- 
eurians, who inhabited as far as the River ot Rhoan.

tries of France. Boratm in his verfes written unto 
the people of Rome, wherein he feemeth to have 
companion of them : becaufe of their inteftine wars 
calleth the Allobroges, or Savoyards ^^Jf™ 
men that longed after novelties , upon which place an 
S expofito? writeth thus : The Allobroges are

of lefle antiquitie. Marlianus faith they dwelt by the 
Boden-Sea, where Coftenz now iyeth. Paradinus af- 
firmeth,thatthe Countrie ,and the name of the Nan- 
tuates is feated at this daye , neere a petty towne cal- 
led Nantua, which ftandeth not fane from Chamle- 
Of thefe Nantuates Iofeph Scaliger to a certaine 
«iend writeth thus. Take heed that you give not cre- 
dit to beleeve that there is a Cioifter in Savoy fo cal- 
led, as fome fooies imagine, the which O&odurus, 
that is, S.Mauritius,which is properly S.Mauritio , as 
appeareth by the memorable fignes of theaffii&ions 
ofthe Legions of Thebe , in which'mention is made 
of Ododurus. Cafar placeth Octodurus among the 
Nantuates hard by the Countrie of Gavot , or ot the 
Veragris as he nameth them; fome read them Antua- 
tes. But thofe which place the Nantuates by the Bo- 
den- Sea, and affirme that they are thofe of Coftenz 
err as groffely , as thofe, who beleeve that it is the 
Cioifter of Benediftus. The Carocelli as Raimun-C" 
dusjudgeth, were thefe people , which inhabited un- 
der the Mount-Cenis, and were neere Neighbours to 
that people called the Medulli,whereof Vitruvius ma- 
keth mention in his eight booke. Philander and Bar- 
barus maketh them to be the Inhabitants of the Vale 
of Cilera of Dalechampius, Miollantios, and the Ta- 
rantoifes. The Countrie of the Veragris is called by 
Guilhelmus Paradinus Walliflerland, and by jEgidius 
Saidus, the Countrie of Gavot: Pingonius faith , it is 
the Dukedome Chablafy , by Marhanus it is called 
S.Bernards-mounts, and Bregentz, for he imagine* , 
that this people came from a Village,wherein the Ab- 
bey of S.Mauritusftand. Ca&r maketh the Nantua- 
tes,Veragriand Seduni.now the bounds of the Savoy- 
ards, to be from the Gcnffer-Sea, (or Lake Lofanne ; 
and the River Rhoane,evcn as farre as the Alpes .The 
Salaffy inthe days of Ptolomee where thought to be 
thatpeople, which dweltat Augftall, calledfo mhign 
dutch, and in Italian, Paldotta. In the memories ot 
France «*»« f * i «" «« morlf nf the Citie or Geneve 
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Biftioprick of Geneve , DoubtleflTe there hath bene m 
former times other Inhabitants in Savoy.whole names 
and habitations are at this day not knowne. 

The whole Countrie now.where Savoy.the Delphy- 
nie, & other neighbouring Provinces lye , wereinror- 
mer ages a Kingdome, as appeareth by the ar booke 

of livigshis Hiftorie-Savoy being a part otthat King- 
dome, had divers Princes & Gouvernours, but at this 
day for roo yeeres it hath beene ruled by Dukes , who 
have enlarged their bounds and limits , and were cal- 
led in times paft, Earles of Mmitnnt.

H E Countrie of Geneve taketh the name 
from the Citieof (7««/*,whereofthe middle 
fillable is pronounced as Elufa (hort, which 

commeth notonelyfrom the Swizers, who 
call it Genff,but fiomtjbe Pefants, that j°j*k?te 
abouts.8c from fome other Savoyards,who cal \t Zene- 
%a makingthe middle fiUable Ihort. But it* comonly 
theFrenclmanner, thatthey make a fillable which is 
foortinthemidfttobelonge . ^ appe^eth by an infi- 
nite number of others , as in this words p«bUque,fmle \ 
& others, which the Latines neverthelefie pronounce 
(hort. Atthisdayithathgott almoft the name oi Ce- 
«^toteftifieth inhtt excellent booke of 
Savells , betweene ML* and Sttaesburgl. Itisavery 
ancient Citie. Cafar maketh mention of a cettaine 
Bridge there,which lay ko&Geneveovet the River of 
RboL, that was broke off by himfelfe. Alfo of a wall, 
which 'reached from the Lake of Geneve^nto the 
Mountaine Sen*, i 9000 paces long, and 16 teete nigh. 
Wherefore itis very ftrainge , that other writers , as 
Sn*,, tii*k, ^tkmee, & many others,made no men- 
tiottSf this Citie. This Citie lyeth now by the Lake 
of^intwopatts , having a wodden bndge over 

whicfihath hottf»l^dingbni»th fides of ? . The 
greateft part of the faid bridge lyeth Southward , and 
the leaft Northward. Upon the end ofthe Iland ftan- 
deth a watch-towre, whome fome affirme was built by 
Otto. In the greateft part of the Citie ftandeth the 
Cathedrale Church of S.Peter.which in former times 
as appeareth by the antiquaires which are here yet to 
beleene, was built in honour of AftUt. In thefmaleft 
partftandethS.Gervais , his Church from which the 
greateft part ofthe Towne on that fide is named. He 
thatisdefirous fo knowe the ancient Monuments of 
this citie , and the controverfies which have hapned a- 
mong the Biftiops, Earles, & Duks of Savoy about the 
rule and Dominion thereof,let him reade Urancsfm St- 
mvirdus of that which he wrote to Sebaftianm Jtunft- 
rm. This Citie got their freedome about the yeere

bines' in the Towne-boufe, withthofe of Berne a 
3e of Swifzerland. anno . , ,36. with whome they

SnewS. Manie writers make mention Geneve 
hath often beene troubledfurprifed,and afflidred with 
warre in former times. The Countie of Jtowjw <hoo- 
Shout as farre as the River Arch , w j^re 'jft 
Church ftandeth , and therefore is called S. ohn of 
Worienne. It is a fine Towne having a faire Caftle in 
it , aud is femous in regard of thefepulchre of Hum- 
bert the firft , who obtained the Conntie of Mmenne, 
which is now the Dukedome of Savoy held in vafia- 
lage fromthe Emperour Henry thethird.who was en- 
tombed there Anno 1548. *ndin his fepulchre alfo 
was buried his Sonne Ami**, furnamed Cauda. 

The Countie of »«# is ^ in b ? 
Abes hills, and the Rivers Arch and Are, .which , at Cba- 
JouOe meet together. It hath the name from the town 
of ZZaife , which is now called by the Inhabitants 
tMtu/lier and by the High-dutches tfunHer m Taran. 
I taife, accordingto the opinion of h$as simcem.Him. 
bert thefeconl, Countof Monenne , and Marquefle 
of Liounois, who brought Tarantaife under his com-

""fhebomanie Fcfigni lyeth hard by the Lake _of 
Geneve, in which the Towne oi Espalta ftande th. which 
is a pleafant place, and famous in regard or Amdarn 
the eight, the firft Duke of Savoy, who leaving his 
Princedoms became a Monke , and afterward was 
made Pope againft Eugenins the IV. as isfaid, and 

was named FtBx the fith.^ 
Unto the Dukedome of Savoy belongeth the Conn- 
trie of Breffe, lying bet weene the Rivers of lAre , and 
the Bhtane. In former ages this was the Court of the 
Sei^asfomewitnefTe. There ftandeth the towne 
cated Beurgb, & Brefe. In this Countrie,arethe Coun- 
ties of nrz Hontrcniel, PentdeVeaKx, Bmfgen. Vlrick^ 
Count oiBaufgen, and Lord of the Countrie of Breffe, 
left an onely daughter behinde him, called SibiSa, 
which Amedtus the fourth, the 8 Earle of Savoy mar- 
rying, the Countie of fyufgey, and all Brejfc fell to him 
by inheritance and came under his commaund. And 

thus much for Savoy* 
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I H I s Map following reprefenteth 

unto yow the Lafy Lemanus , & the 
Sigoeurie of Geneva, lying upon the 
j Frontiers ofthe Dutchie of Savoye, 
the Countie of Burgmdze , the Ter- 
ritoires ofthe Swifter s , and the Bi- 
Ihoprick of FUes(. Then the names 
ofthe Countries, Bailywikes, Baronies, IurililidJions, 
Waves, Rivers, Mountaines, Townes, Villages , Ca- 
ftellainlhips, and Caftles lyingabout the Lake. Savoye 
is inhabited by a people dwelling on this fide , or 
beyond the Alpes , which fpeake a kind of broken 
French ? in times paft called AU&rogcs , as Casfar faith 
in the beginning of his commentates , that AUobrox 
King of the Gaules floarithed about the yeare fince the 
creation of the World 2423 . Moreouer, an ancient In- 
ter pretour writeth thus of their EtymoIogie,upon the 
eignt Satyr of JuvenaU: The AUobroges (faith he) are 
Gaules. Now they are called Ahbroges , becaufe the 
Gaules called a field Broge , and went further. They 

were therefore fo named,in regard they temoved out 
oftheir owne Countrieinto an other place, afterwards 
Bagaud* (as the prefident Fauchet witneflfeth : then at 
lmSabaud$ 9 m French Savoifians 9 cz\\tA now vulgarly 
Savoyards, and their Countrie Savoye. In the yeare 
1 126. this Province was gouverned by Earles , and 
from the yeare 1420. till now by Dukes, It is repor- 
ted , that at the fiift it was for a longe time inhabited 
byacrewoftheeues , .and robbers by the high way 
fide. But at this day it is well gouverned , and one may 
Temper** travell fafely through it. The Natiues complaine 
me * much of the great heate in Summer, and the extremi- 
ty of cold in Winter ; crying out pittifully, Ob bow cold 
tsitlOb bowbottisit ! &yet neverthelefle neither the 
Roane nor the Lake is feldome frozen ouer with y ce: 
neither is it fo hott, as it is in Dapbini , nor fo colde as 
it is in the Louw Countries , where fome times the ri- 
vers are fo frozen , that they may drawe Canon over 
Fertility, the yce. The foile is very good, & kind for manuring, 

5c affordeth much encreafe : for it yeeldeth good 
ftore of Wine, Grains Peafe, Rapes, Turneps , white 
& redd Cabbage , French or Turkilh Beanes , Spena- 
ges, Millions, Pompions, Leekes , Oignons , Beanes, 
Pulfe, Barly , Fitches and Oates. Befides thefe fruits, 
Nutts, Peares, Apples of di verfe kinds , red and mur- 
tie Cherries,MuUeries black and white,Cheftnutts & 
Almands , but feldome beareth any Figgs. Ye haue 
here alfo variety of all kind of Cattell and beaft with 
land and waterkmles. Thofe of Dievat ( heretofore 
called Sniffers & Vandales ) which dwelt in Laufanna, 
and the adjoining quarters, were once fubjed to the 
Signeurie of Berne , in whofe name they had Gouver- 
nours& Deputies fent them, which ftayed amonge 
them fiue yeares for the managing of their affaires , as 
they thought good# 



According to the ancient Chronicles , in the yeare Tw»«, 

ofthe World 27 90. Arp entine one of H mules his Ca- 
ptaines, Iayd the foundation of Laufanna^ from whece 
the name of Carpentras was taken, and which was alte- 
red , when they removed this towne upon the moun- 
taine , about the time of Martin the Biflhop of Law 
fanne in the yeare of our Redemption 5-93. The towne 
called N;oft&j»,heretofore commonly Benevis, being 
ruined before the coming of Cwfar , was afterward re- 
paired and reedifyed under the Emperour Veftafian, 
by a Captaine ot his called Nyon. Coffonex was buik 
Anno 442. and Aubone begun in the yeare ^6. andfi- 
niflied feme yeare after. Geneva is a noble, a free, and 
an Imperiall City , which may ftampe and coine cur- 
rant Moneys oftheir owne. It was at the firft called 
Genevre, becaufe (as fome affirme) itwasbuitin that 
place,where a Iuniper tree flood. It ftands upon a hill. 
This fite Lemarmus (the Father of the Alman s or Ger- 
mans)gaue it, the Sonde of Paris, and the grand Child 
of King Priamtsfa the yeare of the World 2994. After 
this it was called Aurelia from the Emperour Aure* 
UuSj who repaired it, and brought it into a better efta* 
te,then Heliogabalus had left it, who burnt it downe to 
afhes. Afterward Cafar , and fome other Latine Au- 
thourscalled it Geneva , and the Poets by a Poeticall 
licence Gehenna* The Allmans Genef, the French Ge- 
neve, $r an Anagramme very fitly Vengee , or Jtyenge, 
For, notwithstanding all the attemps of their efjne- 
mies , and thefecret confpirations which they had a- 
gainft it : yet hath it alwaies held out and defended it 
felfe ' efpecially on the 12. or 22. of December Anno 
irfo2. It is moft pleafantly feated. On that fide where 
the Rbofne commeth fromthe £0^Z^w*»,itisiome 
whatlowe, but a litle further rifes finely upon a hill. 
Geneva ftands as if it were two townes , through the 
middeft whereof the Jfyojhe runneth , having a bridge 
over it , which joynes them together. The greateft 
part of the City lieth on the South, and the lefferon 
the North fide. It is very well fortified , &furni(hed 
with ordnance , and all manner of munition and war- 
like provifions. They keepe alwaiesin it good watch. 
It is a great throughfare into France, Germanie, and 
Italic Morge-Cajtle was founded by King Clotarius 
Anno 113;. And Evian, called heretofore Aquianum 
by Peter of Savoye, the Brother of Amcdeus , and his 
Vicar anno i2$7.The LahfLeman on the Swifler s fide, 
is fixteene French , 12. Savoy , and 4. Germane miles 
in Breath. It hath ports and defcents in it, at leaft fixe 
good avenues,or paflages to come to it. From Morge* 
port, and the they tranfport good Wines to Ge- 
neva. From the Port called Pormetitou and Nerny, or 
Neronis, they carry thither good ftore of Wood , and 
Coales. The Jfyopte runs through it , but is not deepe

Hijpanus , as Iuftine witnefle th : ot- 
hers fay, that it is fo named from the 
famous City of Hifcalis now SMIL 
Abraham Ortelius ', a man very well 
ftudied in Geographie, is of opinion , that the word 
Spania came from Iberia , a Countrie in Afia , for- 
merly called Pania after Pan, which bionifw when 
he had conquered this Countrie , placed him there 
Captaine Generall , astheAuthour, who had defcri- 
bed the Rivers and hills of this Region. The Apoftle 
Paul'm the iy Chapter of the Romans , and 28 verfe 
calls it alfo Spaine , in faying ; 1 mil come by you into 
Spaine. The Grecian writers , as Ptolomee and Ste- 
phanas call it Ijfrania, without an h. Strabo, Plinie 9 and 
fome others (hewe, that in ancient times, it was named 
Iberia and Helena: Iberia from a Countrie in Afia>or 
after King Iberius,or as fome fay, from the River Ibe- 
ruu Avienes afiirmeth , that it was called Iberia fro 
Iberia , a City of Betica, & had the name of Hefieria, 
from Hejperus the brother of Atlas , or as Horatius 
thinketh

Northerne temperate Zone K and almoft in thc midft 
but wholly in fifth, and part of the fixth Climates : the 
longeft day being 1 y howers in length, where the bell 
temperate , and the fitreft aire is for all things , being 
not fo hott , nor fo parched by the fcorching heate of 
the Sonne as Africa is : neither as it is in fome parts of 
France , becaufe there are continuall coole gales of 
winde, which doe allay, and refrefti the aire, & makes 
the heate of the Sunne to be more temperate, both in 
Winter and Summer : fo that the aire in Spaine is very 
healthful 1,& aslujlinus faith,is not infeded with ftinc- 
king foggs, which rife out of moorifh, and fenine pla- 
ces, for there comes out of the Sea,fuch coole Brizes, 
which expells and drives awaye thofe dampesout of 
the grounds, and makes the aire very frefti, & whole- 
fome. But the conftitution of this Countrie , is not in 
all parts alike : for that which iyeth Northward (as 
fome write) is colder and rougher,fubje<Sfc to ftormes, 
comming out of the Sea without any inlandifh pooles 
or watersrand is overgrowne with woods, as a wilder- 
neffe , foil of rocks and clifts , which canles this place 
to be unhealthfull. But in the Southerne part,through

J P AINE is accounted to be 200 Spanifh miles 
in length , but in the greater! breadth thereof not a- 
bove 140 , and in the narroweft place <So. Iohannes Fa- 
feus in his Chronicle of Spaine mentioneth,that Spat- 
ne is fo fmall by the Pyrenean Mountaines , thattra 
veiling over them,and ft anding upon the top 01 Saint 
Adrians mount , he could difcerne , both Seas, which 
Ferdinand Colombus , who was a skillfull Geographer 
(hewed him, namely , the Ocean next unto them, and 
a great way,as farre as ever they could fee, they could 
difcerne the white breaking furges of the Mediterra- 
nean Sea. The whole circuit of Spaine is about 00 
Germane, Sc 1 893 Englifh miles. Strabo ptolomee ,and 
others , liken Spaine to the figure of an Oxe hide , 
whofe neck being the Ifthumus tieth it into France, & 
fpreadeth it felfe over the Pyrenean hills , from the 
Mediterranean Sea to the Britifh Ocean, then ftret- 
cheth its fore leggs out from Cartagena,to Bi(cay,and 
the hindmoft leggs from the ftraight of Gibralter , as 
farre as Galicia, & the Britifh Ocean, & the laft which 
makeththemnsfle, orthetaile , is the Promontorium 
Sacrum, called now Saint Vincents Cape 9 which fhoo-

Kings Apples , your many kinde and delicate Peares, 
which have an excellent taft , asyour Mufcadell , and

bitants She reguia. Your Olives growc about Sivill, 
which arc bigger then a wall nutt. W hat fhall I fay of 
other tniits, which in fome places growe there twife a 
yeare, as Oranges, Citrons, Lemons, and Tome-gra- 
nats , the pills whereof being prefcrved 3 make excel- 
lent fweet meats, and are rliyficalL W hat fliall 1 fpe- 
ake of your excellent and curious Spanifli Wines, 
which have fuch delicate taft* fmelhbut they fall bet- 
ter in one place, then in an other. Spain e was hereto- 
fore very rich in mines of gould,fil ver, copper, yron, 
lead and other mettals. W hat (hall I fpeake of the fait, 
that as Solium witnefTeth, is not onely boyled in Salt- 
panns,but alfo they havefuch ftore of it,that they digg 
it out of Salt quarries: yea which without thchelpeof

Cypnans,Pb<Bmciam,Epptims,Milefms,Cmeans,^ 

bians, and Chaldeans , who ftiould have planted many 
Colomes there , and built diverfe towne but verely

of the Gothes, Vandalet, Saracens, Alanes, Suevianssmd 
Humes. When the fani; or Carthaginians , and other 
people of Africa , domineerd farre and neere in Spai- 
ne, & had fpred them fel ves over this continent Cne- 
jits and Pnblius Cornelius Seipiones were lent to warr 
againft them with a mighty Annie , and hoft from the 
Romifh Senate , and Republick in the beginning of 
the fecond Punick warre, who in the feventh yeare of 
their warre were difcomfited,when QJfulvius Flaccus, 
and Jppius Claudius Pulcher were Confuls of Rome: 
the yeare following was fent thither in the ftead of his 
Father and Uncle, P. Cornelius Scipio Africanus Ma- 
jor , who by his heroicke Adfcions reduced this Coun 



ght Confullhip of the Emperonr Honorius 
third Confulatof Tbeodofius, being about 494 yeares 
after the nativity ofChriftrin which time the Vandals, 
Sue vi, and Alani, being abbared to come into Galia by 
Stilico,getting over the Rhene,tooke in and became 
mailers of all this Countrie, and lived in it, like madd, 
and Barbarous men : till they were by Adolphus and 
VaUia ( whome the Emperour Honorius fent into 
France) expulfed and beaten out of it, who afterward 
gaffing over the Pyrenean Mountains , tooke Spaine 
from the Romans,and held it alonge time under their 
Power. Afterwardinprocefleoftime, when the Go- 
dies were warred upon by the Frankes , they turned 
their armes once more againft the Vandals , and the 
Frankes,dri ve the Gothes out of France,and the Go- 
thes pgaine chafed the Vandals , and the Alani out of 
Spaine , and extirpated and deftroyed all the Suevi 
which were in it. Iuft in that time when the Vandals, 
and the Alani were called by Bonifacius into Africa, 
where he gouverned then in the name of the Empe- 
rour, and to cleared all Spaine of the Gothes, who ha- 
ving brought the fame under their owne fubjetftion, 
turned all the Roman garrifons out of it, having their 
owne Kings, who ruled over them a longe time,at laft 
the Arabian Saracens overrhrowing them in a mighty. 
Battell,in which their KingRodericus was flaine,they 
loft all Spaine. Yet a remnant of them retiring 8t 
faving themfelves in the Mountaines of Afturia , Bi- 
fcay , and GaUicia recouvered , and tooke in againe, 
litle by litle, their laft Territoires^Townes^and Catt- 
ies. But at laft the *S«w«i/,gathering a head together 
in Btetica Hi^ania , the State of their affaires decrea- 



ttie into a Province , and layd the firft foundation of fing , & dechning , the Gothes got t all Spaine againe

Scarcely two 
yeare. were expired , but there arofe a great warre a» 
gaine , fo that of neceffity they were driven , to fend 
thither a Confull for their general! with a mighty ar-

Spaine, as its chiefefupporten A fecond maine prop to 
uphold their decaying Religion is the Spanifti inqui- 
fition. This Countrie was in ancient times devided 
into diverfe parts : the Romans devided it firft into 
the Citerior and Vlterior parts.They called that the Ci- 
terior, which lay next unto Rome, & the Roman Pro- 
vinces, betweene the River Iberus, and the Pyrenean 
Mountaines , and the Ulterior was that tra& , which 
lay beyond the Iberus , and reached as farre as the O- 
cean: In fucceeding ages, wee read that Spaine was fe- 
parated into fixe great Provinces , as into Tarraconia, 
Cartbaginea , Lufitania , Galicia , Btetica & Tingitania 
lyingin Africa, over againft the (freight of Gibraltar. 
In the times of the Moores , there were five Kingdo- 
mes,as Cafiile, Arragon, For tugaU,Granada and Navar- 
re : but afterwards they made a new devifion of the 
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his head is in 
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ount Idubeda , where it is called Sierra 
dt Cocolo, parting the VeUone% from the A flu res , & the 
Lufitani from the GaUci : having faluted Turn's Sala- 
na, (now TordzfiUas) Salabria, Mtranda, 8c fome other 
towns,running with a fwift currant, (;o miles beneath 
Lamaca,by a towne in Portugall called Portus) into the 
Wefterne Ocean. This River is called by Ptolomee 
Doris, by Strabo Bursas, and at this day by the Spain- 
yards Duero.Tagus ovTajo well knowne to Ptolomee, 
and others, fpringeth out of the top of thcMountaines 
called Orofped* fome fifty Furlongs from the fmall to- 
wne of Trajacet, not farre from Concia, or Cuenca ,and 
then running throug the Carpetanian feilds faluteth to 
the royall City of T^A,where there is a bridge made 
over him,and fo taking his courfe by Talavera Augu-

Arragon,Caftde,& Portugall. Under the Kingdome (fide of £//Kdifburdeneth him felf into the wefterne 



of Arragon, ('befides Arragon it felfe) were compre- 
hended Catalonia , Valentia, Majorica, and Minorica : 
under Caftile,they counted Bifcay Leon, Afluriafiale- 
cia,EBremadura, Andalusia, Granata, Murcia, & both 
the CaJliles,together with the lies of Canaria ;they rec- 
ko under Portugall, befides PortugaUk felfe ,Algarbia. 

The Cities and Townes in thefe Kingdomes are ai- 
moft innumerable. The chiefeft whereof are thefe, 
Sivitt, Madrid, Tarraco, Lisbona, Granata, Pampilona, 
Valentia, Barcelona, Leon, S. Lucas, Corduba, Nebrijja, 
Compoflella,tolledo, Salamanca,Comflutum,Pintia, Sar* 
ragoffa,Afturica ,Augufta and others. 

There are alfo many Lakes and Meeres , for neere 
unto Beiara there is a Lake, noe Iefle profitable , then 
ftrainge. In which there are a kinde of blacke fifties, 
called Turtures, which according to the teftimonie 
ofMarineus Siculus, forefee raine and a ftorme be- 
fore it comes 



taking a roaring noize (as if they were 
Bulls) which one may heare 18 thouland paces off. 
Vpon the topp of Mount Stella, there is a Lake as Va* 
frsts writeth , in which is found peeces of old (hip- 
wracks, though it be above j 2 miles from the Sea, He 
relateth alfo that the Inhabitans affirme, when the 
Sea is troubled , and rageth then there riles alfo a 
great ftorme in it , which tofles the billowes up and 
down, Suetm in the life of Galba reporteth ,tbat there 
fell into a Lake of Cantabria Thunder-dart , and that 
twelve Axfes were found in it. Plinie lib.3.Natur.hift. 
cap.3, maketh mention of Stapnus amanut , not farre 
from Valentia, which no w is called Albufera. 

Some reckon up above 1 so Rivers and Currents in 
this region , and above 700 bridges , which are made 
over them* Among which that of Segovia , and Al- 
cantara, are the chiefeft : but the one River furpafleth 
the other in greatnefie a faireneffe. The Iberus men- 
tioned in Ptolomee ( which is now called the Ebro){pnn 

eeth out of Mount Idubeda in Bifcay , with two head- Septianas, which at this prefent is called Lugo, lying a 



Ocean, being thore two thoufand paces wide : the in- 
habitants call this River T«w,and the Portugals Teio, 
This Tagus heretofore famous, 8c excelled all the Ri- 
versinSpaine, for the peeces of gould , andcorrall, 
which were found in the fends thereof, as Solinus and 
JJidorus witnefle : which Emanuell Enrictss confirmeth, 
that this River is yet to thisday rich in gould : as alfo 
fome other Rivers in Portugall, abounding alfo with 
delicate fifh and Oifters. Yea which is more Pompo- 
nius Mela reporteth , that fometimes alio there are 
found in it precious ftones. The headfpring of the 
River Anas, well knowne to the Greefctfh and Latin 
writers , rifeth out of the great Lake , and Handing 
Pooles in the Laminitanean Feilds , which in thefe 
dayes is called Campo de Montiel, being not farre fi 
the towne of Cagnamanes , running by the Oretanos 
to Metallina (where it is fuppofed, that Vitetiius ftiould 
have encamped his armie , according to the ancient 
inscriptions , which are yet there to be feene ) where 
going under the ground, and having runne fome miles 
at laft , rifing up againe with (prings and bubbles by 
Vilarta, taking his courfe by Emerita Augufta (where 
a long ft one bridge with arches is made over him, pat 
feth by Pacea Iulia, & running by fome other townes, 
lying Southward , by Caftro^Marino falleth into the 
Ocean. This River is called in Spanifti J^o Guadiana, 
according to the Arabick word G««rf,which fignifieth 
a river. The River Beet is rifeth out of mount Crofpe- 
da by Caftaona, as Strabo and Stephanus teftifie. This 
mount is now called&Vrra a H Alcarazfiom his head he 
taketh his courfe Weft ward faluting Corduba, & fome 
other townes » then winding Southward towards Si- 
vill, with a wide mouth al moft a mile over difchargeth 
himfelfe into the Atlant ick Sea , not farre from Cales 
Males. Miniusis a River in Hifpania , Taraconenfis, 
whofe head-fpringbeginneth smiles above the Aras 



fprings or Fountainesj whereof that on the right hand 
beginneth in the Aucenfian wood,called Monte a 9 Oca, 
and the other on the left hand by the towne of Fuen- 
tibre(wd then by the waye receiveth into him a great 
many runing (prings , and broockes) where it growes 
greater , and then running through the Calaguritan 
feilds(now csilcdCalabora) pafleth forward by the Na- 
varrean townes called Iuliogriga , and Tudella, & fo by 
lulta and C^,commeth to Saragoffd,znd from then- 
ce turning towards the South, and then winding di- 
re<ftly South-eaft , traverfing through the Catalanean 
territoire, by the rich City of Derthufa , at laft having 
enlarged him felfe with many other Rivers, after he 
hath runne a courfe of foure hundred and fixty thou- 
land paces,with two fwift ftreames and violent outlets 
difchargeth himfelfe into the Mediterranean , & Ibe- 
rian Sea , retaining hisfrefti water after he hath runne 
ro paces into it 'The River Durius is accounted the 
greateft in all Spaine , in regard of the innumerable 
fprings and brooks which fall into him, thefourceof 



mile from the towne Caflel yerde,cicavingPortumMe- 
rinum, and running through the bridge Belfario , 8c by 
the owne Ocenfas and then by VaUntia,vihztt meeting 
with the River.

bli(hed in their ancient Towocs, andfome new ones 
created. In our dayes they count there are 7 Arch* 
Bifliops in Spaine , under which there are 40 Bifliops # 
The prime Arch-Bifhop is he of Toledo, who is aU 
fo by Office Lord Chancellour of Caftile, & next unto 
the King and his Infants, no roan is of the like dignity 
mid riches , as heis. Under his commaund is the Bi- 
Ihop of Burgos , for which realbnhe was then called 
A6ritanus: but in fome Councills , and publick Adts 
corruptly , and by an errour Auxitanus : from thence 
this Sea was removed by Alphonfo the fixth , and by 
the authority of Pope Urban theth^rd, Anno iop7to 
Bu rgos. Alio under this Arch-Biftiops obedience,are 
the Bifliops of Cutna, or CunquenfisM cinque nea, or Ci- 
g*nie*fts,o( Ofm^otOxfim^Stlvrho is mifcalied alfo 
in the Councils^ Oxovmfts,K&C$rdnba , which is a very 
ancient Bifliopricke , and had once a molt: famous Bi- 
fttop called Ofius; alfo the Bifhops of Jacenenfis, Pal- 
tinenfis,or Patentings, and Segovienfis. The Second 
Arch-Bifhop is he 6f ShviS, undefhim there had wont 
here to fore to be n Bifliops , but now. there are bnt 

three,namely,theMaIacitanos,Gaditanus,andhim of 
Canaria. The third is the Arch-Bifhop of Compofltlia, 
who held formerly his Epilcopall Sea in lm Flava , 
where he got the name Irienfis, being a Port-tow «e in 
GaucU ) commonly called Pair on* From hence this 
Bifliopricke was transferred to Compo8effa,znd now he 
bears the name of CompofleUanus > or of S. James. He 
hath thefe Bifliops under his jurildidion, as thofe of 
CorienfisvPlacentinus , Afturicnfis , Samorenfis , Sal- 
cenfiSjOracenfis^TuienfiSiBadaiocenfis^lindo- 
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whqfefrfc%lence was in ancient tii 
deum, now called" $j^pdonnedo. The fourth Arch- 
Bifhop is he of (7r4««itf 4 who hath thefe Bifliops fubjeel 
onto himj as of Almeria, G^adicatfis, or Gu adit anus , who 
Was alfo formerly entitule&jfctia/jus: for that place , 
which was heretofore called Acfitana Colonic is now na- 
med GuatHx. The fifth ArcfcB&op is he of Valencia, 
whofe Suffragans are thefe : the Bifliops of Cartagena, 
QrigntlU, SegoMenfn* or rather Segobrkenfts , fo called 
from the City Segobrsca, now named Segorbia, alfo the 
Bifhop *>£ Majorka. The 6 is the Arch Buhop of Tarra- 
cinenfis , having thefe Bifliops under him , as the ller- 

denfis, or of Lerida,Dertofanis,or of Dertofa,Hertua; 
Barcii 
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tenus 3 Gerundenfis,Vrgellenfis, and Vicqu 
fis.The feventh & laft isthe Arch-Biftiop of Saragc 
nnder whofe fubje&ion are thofe of Pampelum, C 
gurfitahus,Ocenfis , and Balbaftinenfis.

The Spaynards are of a quick apprehenfion, but ape 
to learne any mifchiefe , when they have ftudied a 

while in the Univerfitie, they thinke they have lear-

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ning enough : they dwell long in Sophiftrie. They 
choofe rather to'fpeakeSpanim , then Latin in their 
Academi£s,mixing not a few barborous words among 
it. Theyfeldorneconferre their learning and know- 
ledge to their poftcrity, much leffe to Forreiners, and 
Straingers , the reafbn is becaufe they cannot fpeake 
much Latine* Howbeit ibme of them have bene,and 
are yet at this day many excellent men,who have pub- 
lished many learned Bookes , & writings as ornaments 
to their Countrie farre and neere. x 

The Spay nards>are commonly of a hott , and a dry 
conftitution , of a blackifh complexion, which their 
women , ufe to helpe with painting and a Box of com- 
plexion, but for the rnoft part (though fliort) yet are 
they well limmed, and proportioned. The Spaynards 
for the moft part are proud, high-minded great Inful- 
ters and Domineerers, over thofe of whome they be- 
come mafters. They are good Souldiers, & will hard- 
ly be beaten out of any hold , where upon they feize, 
unlefle they be fired out : but being well encountered 
upon any peece of fervice fas experience hath taught 
in the low Countries,) they are humble and fubmiffi ve 
enough. They are Braggers, whereof I willhere al-^ 
ledge one example of Duke d'Atoav , who having for a 
long time tyrannized, and executed the Spanilh bloo- 

J "~ 'iquifitiointheLow Countries(fpoken of before) 
an number of innocent Soules,profefling the re- 
formed Religion returning againe into Spayne , and 
being feafted at the Court by fome of the Dons and 
Nobles heated with wine^ind puffed up with the blad- 
der of Vaine glorie could boaft , that he thanked God 
he had difpatched and put to death 1 8 thoufand Heri- 
ticks by the hand of the Hangman , befides what the 
bullet the fword and the pike had devoured f 

For fuperftition they exceede all other nations, for 
ceremonie, flatterie, and giving of great titles , they 
are their Crafts -mafters. They can keepe cloffe the 
fecret plots of their hearts, and are cunning Fanners 
and £)iflemblcrs. They can retaine their gravity with 

a kind of affable aufterity and feverity 5 which makes 

them much hated among all nations, as Maria/14 hira- 
felfeboafteth; Their women are not very fruitfull , 
bearing few Children. They abftaine from drinking 
of wine (though they have wine there in abundance) 
and herein as M r . Heyhn obferveth, verifieth the En- 
glilh Pro verbe,*&i/ none is mrfe shod then the Shoomakgry 
wife, but they alledge in fome doing , they imitate the 
old Romiflr women. The jealoufie of their hul bands 
mues them up like haukes, fothat they are fcldome 
feene , which reftraint (as it is reported ) makes them 
to be the more wanton gentile, and tradable, when 
they gett loofe , andfinde their opertunities. Strain- 
gers are in little, or fball refpe<a among them,and fel- 
dome welcome unto them , but oftentimes are dif- 
tourteoufly ufed. W hen the Spaynards are in forraine 
Countrie, they complement with one another, and 
ufe a great many Baft los mams 5 extelling on an other 
up to the Heavens, & thofe which in their own Coun- 
trie were before but Coblars, & Figg-basketmakers, 
fwagger it out in other Count ries,as though they were 
grand Dons, and Gentlemen. Yet this is to be much 
commendedin theni,they are great lovers of Iuflice, 
and Equitie, for the pooreft , and meaneft , man (hall 
have as good j uftice fhown him, as the proudeft, grea- 
teft and rtcheft; in fo much that by the diligence , and 
care of the Magiftrate. There are almoft none or ve- 
ry few Murders committed , becaufe by their Lawes 
they curbe, and ke?epe them in awe , as much as poffi- 
ble may be , to keepe them from ftaining their hands 
with any bloodie fa&, leaving none unpunifhed which 
fhall tranfgreffe the JLawe againft his neighbour, or 
whofoever he be that fhall attempt any murtherous 
aft. Notwithftanding they are of a ftirring and a 
turbulent Spirit, and cannot keepe themfelves quiet, 
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Bifhop of Gerunda>£iQm the 
Baftuli the ancient Inhabitants 
ofBattca : For they fleeting out 
of Ljbia into Hijpania Batka , & 
being chafed out of it by the 
Moores, made their recreate in- 
to the Mountaincs of Galicia, 
where fortifying and fetling themfeiues it retayncd 
the name of this people, fo that from that time for- 
ward this territoire was called 8 a flu Ik. O thcrs againe 
fay, that this name is derived from th e Vafcones^zit of 
which people , when they had left their old habita- 
tions, came inco this Countrie, naming it firft Vafiaia* 
then rifeaiamd by changing of ^into B isnow called 

Bifeaia. 

This Countrie of S/>4//^lieth upon the SeaCoaft, 
environncd with Mountaincs, the aire being more 
milder &: temperate, then in any of the other parts of 
Spame:£ot by meanes of the loftie'Mo untaines, where- 
with it is rounded , the coldis not Co vehement there, 
neither is i t fo fubj eel: to the extremity of heate. The 
Countrie is every wherefull ofTrccs , excellent good 
for timber for mafts & fhips : befides they haue iUch 
abundance ofYron,that a wholeNavie of Shipps may 
herebe built, rigged &fett forth. Hereareallb great 
Fertility. ft or eofCheftnutts &otherNutts,Oranges } Rozzen, 

Gummes , diverfe Mcttalls , as Yron and Black-lead, 
with diverfe other commodities. In ftead of Wine, 
they preflc and make there a kinde of pleafant Cider. 
Moreoucr they haue there all kinde of fourc-footed 
Beafts and Cattell,Fifhe and Fo wle, and all things ne- 
ceffary for thefuftenance of man. 
^Cneient This Countrie was in old time inhabited by the 
inhabitants. Cafttabri,thck limits extending in thofe daies further, 

thenBifcaie doth at this prefent: for they poflcfTcd 
alfo Guifufcoa & Navarre.Theic people were in ancirn t 
times famous Hiftoriographers, and thought no life 
or profefTion, comparable to a fbuldicrs. When all 
otherpeoplc of werefubducd by the Romans, 
they and the Afiures their next Neighbours were not 
vanquifhed , till Ottavianus Augusts came himfelte in 
perfbn againft them , & thofe which were not as then 
fubjugate to the Romans , by the valour & dextcritie 
of rtpfaMusiy*grippa> andfomeother Chicftancs and 
Lieutenant Gcneralls that camcaiong with him ,.at- 
ter a longe warre,which lafled fiftie y cares,at laft they 
wearied^hem out, and overcame many of them. 
, - f% The people of this Province (as M r . Hcylin faith) 
$het\l ufe a language, different from th e reft of SpaineM is 
■ reported to'haue continued without any great alte- 
ration , fince the confufion of Babel. That it is of this 
agehewillnot ftandtoprouc, though an argument 
hereof may be, the fmall or no affinity it hath with 
other tongues. Yet that it was the ancient language 
of Spaineismotc then probable, becaufe wis : people 
haue ever continued without any raixru re of rorramc 
nations, as being never thrughly conquered, eitncr 
by the Romans, Carthaginians- Gothcs or Moom, and as 
they remained in their liberties, not wholly mattered: 
fo in their language, not altered. In like manner, the 
^/r^to^ continued incorrupt, in the hilly parts or

from the reft of Spaine in language , but in cuftomcs 
alfo. Three of thcm(faith hc)I will let downcas a light 
to the reft. Firft they account thcmlclues free from 
taxes, and Contributions to the Kings of Spaine: ycel- 
ding them obedience with their bodies , but not with 
theirpurfes. Andwhcnany of the Spanifti Kings » in 
their progrefles come to the Frontiers of this Coun- 
trie;hebarethoneofhisleggs,andin that manner en* 
rrcthinto|it.Thereheis mettby thcLords &: Gentle- 
me there dwelling , who proffer him fome fmall brafle 
peeccs (LMaravidis they call them whereof 600. goes 
toacrowne ; inalcathcrncbagg, hangingh them at 
the end of a Lance ; but withall they tcllhimhcmuft 
not take them. This Ceremonie performed, they all 
attend the King in his journey. Sccondly,they admitc 
no Bifhops to come amonge them, &: when Ferdinand 
theCathohque came in progrclfe hither, accompa- 
nied amongft other by the Biihop of rmpclona, the 
people arcle in armcs, drouc back the Bifhop, andga* 
thering aU theDuft, on which they thought he had 
trodden , flung it into the Sea. Thirdly , the women 
atallmectings doefirft drinkcacuftome which hath 
continued ever fince Ogdona Countefle or Caftile 
would haue poyfbned her Sonne Sancho.

Navigie- 
Htfwriteth, thatthcir isib much Yron and Steele dig- 
ged here our of the bowclls of the hills and moun- 
taines, that the £ainc thereof amounts yearely aboue 
the Summc of 80. thoufand Ducates.

Cap-4f • That 
there was in this Countrie a hid which was all Tron.

le chiefc towne in this Countrie is T ?h^a , lying 
upon rhe confluence of the rivers praxis and Oria> 
there are other townes befides as Via c r/w, where there 
arcanincrediblenumberofForgersofyronp!wclling. 

Mo trie 0 or as (bme write Monte de Trico, after the name 
ofaciifc, whichlvcthby thistowne.

are tempered therewith. Iuftinus faith, that after the 
name of this river, thefe people were called Chalybes. 
This townc hath a very largehavcn,made not by the 
art of man, but rather by nature , where (hipps may 
harbour, and fhelter themfelucs againft all ftormcs & 
tempeft. The cntrace into it is bctweenc two Caftlcs, 
that which is Eaft ward ftandeth upon the top of a 
high hill, much high cr then the other, b ut that to the 

Weft ward upon a Clifte. 

The Inhabitants of this Countrie, for their be- 
haviour and fpeech are like to the Bifcaines , they are 
flurpe-wittcd, politick and well mannered, which al- 
lures other nations to con vcrfc with them : they will 
not willingly be forced to any thing. They are Lo- 
vers and f c vere maintainors or their priviiedges : they 
arc full of aeilitv and animofity , and can handle their 
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weapons with great dexter itic, & arc giuen to folio wc 
the warrs. Their woman arc of a ftrong conftitution, 
and as couragious as the men , hauing good counte- 
nances, envred to all manner o&labour , neither arc 
they puffed up with pride. Thofewhichinhabiteby 
the SeaCoaftluie forthe moft partupon navigation 
and Fiflung > which brings them in a great dealc of 
wealth and richefie.

The Inhabitants of this Countrie were heretofore 
an animous 8c a warhke Nation , who oftentimes eaft 
of the Roman y oake, till at laft they where tame d and 
fubduccL, Foraftcrthat Cajus Iulius Ditfator of 'Rome 
was made away, & that O&avianus Auguflw fucceeded 
himin the Empire, this people felt the fur ie & (harp e 
edge of the Romane fword , after that Auguftus fent 
4lLegiohs againft them, who deftroyed this whole 

Province with fire and fword : feing themfclues thch 
ovci'maftercd, &\hatthey wcrenotableto refiftany 

longer the power of the Romans,many of them fledd 
up into the Mountaines, which for thectaggineffe 6c 
ftecpenefle of the they eoldfearcely clime up , called 
at this day Navaia,& fcootc out farrebctwxene Me feu* 
& Eulate\&et they had dwelt upon the copps of them 
a good while , they gott the name of Navini from the 
fame Mountaines, butaftcrward, when the Moores 
had brought all Spaine under their power , then they 
called this people Navarres. Thefc Moores tyranni- 
zing over them , and plaging them forcly , th cy were 
driucnto abandon againe theic Scats & habitations, 
and to betake themfelucs into the Pyrenean Moun- 
taines , where having elected a King of their owne, 
they liued under diverfe of their Kings , according to 
their owne lawes & ftatutcs, till the yearc of our Lord 
1513. that Pope lulim the Second excomunicatcd Iohn 
JlbertKing ofNavmefiS a Schifmatike,& as an Adhe- 
rent with/>i>vtttheTwelftKing oiFrance& by afcn- 
tencc depofed him from his Kingdome , & gauc it to 
Ferdimndthe Catholique, who hadlong gapeojafter it, 
whichhapnedin thismancr:F^»^/having Icviedan 
army , under the coulour of extirpating the Moores, 
turncth upon thcFrenc &King &him,& 
thefe Princes , not onely a free paflage through their 
Countriejbut alfo to haue ccrtaine places of ftrcngth 
putt into his hads for his better affurace.Thefe uniuft 
demaunds theNavarroys deniedjwhercupoi^r^^^ 
with all expeditio, fent the Duke of Aha to invade his 
Kingdome, which he tookc without giving a blowc, 
& chafed King 10 hn out of it , 6c fo left it to his Succe£ 
fours.TheFrech King being as backwardin affording 
due afliftacc , as the other was unprovided of meanes 
for defcnce.TheFrench nctlcd with this lofle,diverfc 
times attempted the recouery of it, butinvaine, for 
the Spainard keepeth itftill to this da) r .The Metropolis 
of this Kingdome is Pampelona, which fbme call alfo 
Pompetopoliriy as having bene founded by Pompeitss Ma- 
gnus. It lieth under the longitude of 16. degrees, & 11. 
minut. & under the latitude of 44.degrccs, &43.min. 
The other townes are S. lohan , Pedis Portus y Mon Real 
Jmaya,EjleBa>Olyta, taffala and TudeU. The reft of the 
chiefc townes as Leon, Aftorga y SantiUana y Riba de Sella, 
Palencia , Comora & Miranda comprifed in this Map of 
i^f/luria Santi/lana jfhUbcmorcmly defcribed in the 
next following.

The honour or title of the Eldcft Sonne of Caff tie 
is called Prince of the Afiurias, which feme fuppofe 
to be giucn unto them ( as M r . Heylin faith ) becaufe 
this was the firft principalitic , that held out againft 
the Moores. But indeed, the true originall hereof is 
to be referred to the marriage of Catharine Daughter 
unto Iohn of Gaunt , and in the right of her Mother 
Con/lance true heire to theRealmc of Caftifau ntoHen- 
ry Son to John the Firft, then in pofleiTion of thisKing- 
dome. For to this new marry ed couple it was graun- 
tcd,faith Marianain his Hiftoric, that as it is the man- 
ner of England* that die Heire apparant is called 
Prince ofVales , fo they ftiould be called Princes of 
the AfluriaSi And thus far re M r . Heylin. 
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Ortvgall wasinancient 
time by Ptolomie and others 
called Lufitania, though Afpia- 
ntis maketh it to be Lijitania. 
M. Varro and Plinie witneffe, 
that it tooke this name from 
one Lufits, the Sonne of Libe- 
ra* and Lyfa his miftrefTe with 

whome he liued in luxuriej 



1 whomeit was called Lufttania>zs theCountrie of 
£^.ButMarcianusis ofan other mindc",that£^- 
nia tooke this name from a river fo called , which pof- 
fibly is now Tagua or T tjo. It hath the name oiPortn- 
gaU giuen it, from the Haven to wne Porto, lying upon 
thcmouthofD»<?r«r, where the Gaules ufed toland 
with their marchandize:&therefore was calledPiyfl* 
GaBorum, and fince the whole Countrie t P<?r//ig4& An- 
dreas Refendius (ofwhofe opinion are diverfe other 
Learned men befides ) deriveth this name De Portu 
Cale,and{o (heftith) itgottthenameof^r/*^. If 
ye will reckon the breath of it from the South part to 
tat&ttfu theNorth, it is greater then Old Lufitania , and if ye 

meafurethelengthof it fromthe Weft to the Eaft- 
ward, it is much lefTer. 

The limits of Portugall in our times reacheth 
Northward beyond the confluence of the rivers M- 
nius and Avians farre as the'towne of Ribaldama,\ying 
upon the river Avia towards Ga/licia. From thence it 
ftiooteth Eaft ward to Miranda, feated upon the river 
Duerus, andfb turning Southward goeth diredly to 
the mouth of the river \Jin*, where Portugall borde- 
reth upon Caftile, Extremadura, and Andaluzia: on 
the Weft the ^Jitlantick Ocean beateth upon it. The 
Circumference of it is counted to be 880. Spanifh 
miles, the length 32 o. and the breath £0. 

This Countrie liethin a very good, and awhole- 
fomcairc. For Wine, Oyle, Oranges, Citrons, Lem^ 
raons j Almand , Honey , Waxe , AUimi , Salt , white 
Marble, Fruit, and Fiftie they haue abundance, but 
the fruitfulleft part of all the Country is about Co- 
nimbra. The fruits for goodnefle , and taft execils all 
the adjacent Countries. And though the fbile bea- 
rethnotfomuchGraine, as wiUfufficethepeople of 
the Countrie : yet are they furficiently furniflieth 
therewith out of Prance* Gerntanie, andEwland. This 
Countrie is alfo full of all kinde of CattelT and Beads, 
efpecially, it aboundeth in horfes, touching the cclc- 
ritie and fwiftneiTe whereof , the ancients did vcrcly 
beleeuethat they were engendred by thewinde. 
w WOTrTffr ^ yeare of our Lord 1100. Portugall begann 
?ri*'Zr& firft to be a Kingdome » for till then it was alwaics 
Gc»vtm- comprehended under Spaine. The firft Progenitor of 

Portugall (as Hiftories relate unto us ) was Henry Duke 
of Lorraine, and Earle of Lirnburgh , a braue vaillant 
Prince , who making his abode in Spaine , cfpoufed 
. Tyrefia the baftard Daughter of ^flphonfi the Sixth, 
King ofCaJiile and Leon* and had in dowrie for her 
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marriage, that part of Gallicia and Lufitania which is 
now called Portugall. This Countrie by his magnani- 
mity and valour ne hath taken out of the hands of 
the Moorcs and Sarracens , anddeceafing Anno 11 12.. 
his Sonne Aiphonfo the Firft fucceeded him, &entitu- 
Ied himfelfc Duke of Portugall , afterward Anno 1 1 55). 
he was honoured by his Souldiers with the Royal! 

title of a King, having obtained a great viefcorie in the 
Obrichian Field, againft ifinarim* and foure other 
Kings of 'the Sarracens, lcaving(as a pcrnetuallmemo- 
rie of this defeate ) to his Su ccc/Tours hue Shields for 
their Armes. After this Aiphonfo fu ccecded in a right s^rfid, 

UneSancho, Ahhonfo the Second , Sancho the Second, 
aiphonfo the *Third, Denis* who cntitulcd hirnfelfe 
Firft King of Algarbid. After them followeth in order 
Aiphonfo the Fo urth , Pedro , Ferdinand* Iohn, Edward, 
Aiphonfo the Fifth futnamcdAfiicanJohn the Second, 
Emanuell* Iohn the Third, Sebaftian , Henry the Cardi- 
wOd,Antonio GouvernourofPwiiifg4//,whom (becaufe 
they accounted him a Baftard) being chafed out of 
the Countrie, Philip the Second King of Spsinc, as 
being the next heireunto ifahella the eldcft Daughter 
o(King Emanuel/ pretended a right to the Crowncof 
Portugall, and though he made a (hew, it mould be 
lawfully debated to whome it truely appartained,yct 
meaning to make fure worke (as M c . Heylin faith) 
made Canons & fwords his Oratours, by maine force 
tooke it , and fo his Sonne King Phillip the Third kec- 
peth it and rulcth over it to this day. 

The chiefe towneof Portugall is Lifbon upon the cm** <y 
Tagus , a famous citie for trarfiquc , the PortugnUs in all 
their navigations fetting to Sea from hence. The La- 
tin writers call it Clifippo & Vliftppo, becaufe as fomc fay 
Vlyjfesiti his ten yeares travels coming hither, fliould 
haue built it, which is improbablcln M. Varro, Plinie, 
Anthonine Mela, and fomc other ancient &authen- 
tique coppics it is called Oliftppo, andfometimcs Oljfip- 
po and Vlyftppo, but now by the inhabitants Lifbona, & 
Ltfboa. It may truely be accounted one of the chicfcft 
Marchant towncs of the whole world , aboundingiil 
all manner of wealth, and as a rich trcafurie for all 
wares and commodities, that arc brought into it out 
of Afia, AfiicoyZnA America. Itis icatcth in the mouth 
of the river Tagtts in a very fine and plcafan t placcand 
isfo great, thatitcomprchendeth fine fcucrailhills> 
and as many dales within the circuit of it.Hcretofore 
it was much icfle having but one hill within it , now 
greatly enlarged. It is in compafl e feuen miles, 8c con- 
tayneth upwarts of twentie thoufand houfes all of 
neat , andelcgant building. Towers and Turrets it 
numbrcthondie walls about 67. Gates towards the 
Seaihorc, v. and 16. towards the continent. It hath 
25.ParochiaIl Churches in it,befidcs many Cloifters, 
andMonafteries. This city is hcldof allothcrslying 
beyond Ta*m for a Nurcing mother. Finally, it was 
taken from the Moores bv Aiphonfo the Firft King of 
diisCountric Anno n47.The townc called by Plinic, 
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and others 2$#rtf, by Ptolomie £*tou > hath now got 
the name of Evora. Begfc now ft»or A** > was for- 
merly named by Anthonine, and Ptolomie Pav /«&. 
^fo/heretofore called ( in C/«/*f his opinion ) 
&r**, which never chelefle FarreniuszndiMoraliff\i^ 
pofctobcAkafirdeSalinAlgarbia. Aim Ada is Ptolo- 
mies Catobrix, and Anthonins Catobriga. On this fide 
of die river Tagus , not farre from Lif bon lietli North- 
ward the towne Cajcala, and fome what neerer the city 
MUkm. Bethlehem. Thereabouts alio are the fmall townes of 

Leiera, Ternary and Guar da. Not farre from Tomare 
lieth Cekt , which Anthonine calleth Celium. Neere 
unto the river lieth alio ^sf lan quora, thenatiue 
towne of Damianus GoeJitu,'which he affirmeth ought 
to be rather called ^dlankcrcke, zSf^Alanorum Fanum, 
beingfoin aliJikeliehood. Anjthonine caJleth it Iera- 
brie a. Betweene the rivers CUonda and Dicerus lieth 
€$*imbfit4. ConimbricA , or Conimbra , formerly the Capitall City 

of all Portugal?, which' '"is now a famous Vniverfity, the 
matters of which made the Commentairie upon the 
moft part of Ariftotlc, called Schola Conimbrkenfis* Fi- 
feum is now commonly called Fifeo, Fkenfis Civitasin 
Concilsorum of ere. The towne now named Ponte Fouga, 
is thought to be Plinies Facca. Lamec& is now called 
Lamego, mentioned in the third Council! of Toledo. 
Finally , be t weene the rivers Ductus and Minius ftan- 
deth the gallant towne of Braga fo called at this day, 
but formerly by Ptolomie Bracar Augufia, and Antho- 
nine Brae at a Augufia, and ?Umt Augufia Braccarum. It 
is reported that this towne was founded by the Galli 
Braceati 2*0. yearcs before thenativity of Chrift : but 
the Romans taking it in , gaue it the name of Augufia. 
In ancient times this towne was accounted famous; 
becaufe it was. the feuenth convocation or meeting 
place for citerior Hsjpania, from whence (as Plinie 
faith , 24. townes fetch their lawes. 
The rivers of tjiis Countrieare i^Jna, or Guadina, 
• r 4BP» Vmdegp Duerus, and Minim : but the chiefeft 
ofaemallisaier4gMf,andP)WTj». OntheWeftand 
. South part of Portugal!, lieth the Atlantike Sea,which 
J: befides the abundance of Fifhc bringcth in many 
JfcamnU- other Benefits, and commodities, for indeed the Sea 

makcththePortugals rich , whichthcy aknowledge 
inagratefullmanner , giuingit rather the title o(Au- 
riferunty then eMjfilusi becaufe all commoditic are 
„ brought into it from all the corners of the World,and 
thcrcforcwants nothing, but contraricwife furniflieth 
other parts with abundance of all things , whereof 
they make great gainc and profit. Befides, the Sea- 
Havens abouc mentioned, there is alfo the Haven 
Setuball, lying zo. miles to the Southward of Lif ben. 
There are but few hills in Portugall, and thofe that be 
in it, arc not very great. The chiefeft of them arc cal- 
led by the Inhabitants Sierra icMonchique, de Chalde- 
cetaeje S ordedas,hcrctofotc called Monies Luna, fome 
of them haue woods and trees growing upon them, 
• There are alfo throughout all Spaine many woods, 
wherein the Spanifh Princes may take their pleafurc 
in hunting. 

InBethlebem is Saint Maries Church, the ftruaure 
whereof coft an infinite fommc of Money , as ame- 

monallof King Emanuefl of Portugal!, who began the 
foundation thereof in his life time, and afterward was 
braucly finilhed by his Sonne King lohn. In that part 
ofPortugallyih\ch lieth betweene the rivers, as Fafam 
witneffe th ( befides the Cathedrall Church of Braca- 
M»W ra >™* th *<hkfc(koi Portugall, andfiueothers) there 
a.ijhrs <? a . r "houe 150. Cloifters, whereof fome of them haue 
r>UffK tichsincomes, andi^o. Parifti Churches , whereof 

800. of them are reckoned to be under the Bracirren. 
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fan Prelate : whence one may eafely gather how de- 
vote and religious thefc people were in old times. Be- 
fides all thefe Ipafle ouer in filence, the many Gcft- 
houfes, Hofpitalls, Orphan-houCes, Leprous-houfcs, 
Towers, fair e buildings andpleafant Gardens & Or-. 
chards,& fuch things.In this Kingdomc there are two 
Vniverfiries, the one is at the other (asisiaid) j^**^ 

is Coimbra. The firft of them was founded by Henry " m 
the Cardinall, King of Portugal!, &: Bilhop of thefame 
place:the other was lately ere&ed by lohn thcSecond, 
King of Portugal!. Amongft all the Spanifh nation the Mammu 
Portugallszrc She fulleft of agility, and dexterity , who 
quickly will fett upon an ennemy , and foone fall dff: 
they are very light handed , and labourious : they 
makemuch of thcmfclues,are wife in thei t ownc con. 
ceits , and fo fcede themfelucs rather with a vaine 
oftcntation, then indeed. 

They arc fkillfull Navigators, and by their farre 

Voyages, faile into the moft remote parts of the 
Earth , whereby their Commerce and Traffickc is 
much enriched.

X 7Ndcr Portugall is now the Kingdome of Algarve, The orip- 
V which was fo named by the Arabians, and figni- •/ 
ficth in their language a rich field or a fruitful! foile* Mmt ' 
wherein there is plenty of all things, bothtoiiue u- 
pon,& to fend abrdad.Itwas anciently called Regnum she. 
Algarbiorum. It beginne th in a right line (from the Eaft 
to the Weft) by the river Ana , betweene the waters 
Fataon and Carei-vas,and endeth at a finall towne cal- 
led Odefii^a,whctcAlgarbia is feparated ftomPortttgall, 
beingdie lcaft 6c the'ooorcft ICingdome of all Spaine: 
but there is a great relbrt unto it from diverfc parts of 
Spaine, by reafbn of the fwift current of the river Ana, 
which brings into it Sack,Baftard & Romaine Wines, Wate$. 
befides diverfc other commodities , which are Qupt 
and ttanfportcd from thence into Prance, Eng!and,thc 
Low Countries and other parts. 

The chiefe townes in it are Balfa , fo called by Pto- ntena. 

lomic,Plinie,Antonine,&PomponiusMcla;Coquus 
thinks that it was that which now is named Tavila, by 
Plinie and Anthonine Offonobo. Plinie giues it the 
fiirname Lujluria. Ptolomy nameth that ojfonabo , 
which now is called Silvis. Neere unto the Promonto- 
riumSacrum,nov9cdlcdthcCapeofS.Ftncent9 becaufe 
the bones of S. Fincent, being religioufly preferved 
by the Chriftians, were b urn t here Scfcattrcd abroad 
by the Sarracem,Viho were then the pofTcflburs of this 
Province. Here abouts had wont to lye Lacobriga* 
mentioned by Pomponius , the ruines and peeccs 
whereof arc yet to be feenc by the Sea-port Ztfga*, in 
the village, which the Portugalls call in their ipeech 
Lagua, as Fafaus witnefle th. 

Algarbia was at the firft an Earledome (as the an- The _ 
cient Annalls mention) But the Sarracens being beaten Pr '«« » 
out of it, made way to the good fortune of the Kings 
of Leon, to whofe crowne this litle Countrie belon- 
cd , till Alphonfo the Tenth of that name in Leon , and 
ourth vxcaftile, gaue it in dowrie with Beatrix his

E>l v e t i a was fo called heretofo- 1 
re by the fyma ns , Sc at this day the 
greateft part of it is corruptly na- 
med Suttia or Suicia from the 
Saxon people , whome Charles the 
Great chafed for their rebellion , & 
perfidioulheffe out of their owne 
habitation s into the AlPes, as alfo many thoufendsof 
the JSfordalbingi fleeted then into Flanders and Brabant. 

It may wellbe , that this Countrie had this name 
from the Sued or Sweeds , who in the time of King Si* 
gebert , by reafon of the inundation of waters , or the 
multitude of their Inhabitants , being expulfed out of 
their owne Countrie , came and fetled themfelues 
here. For, Swi^erland (as M r - Heylin faith) ieas in C*> 
Cars time fo populous , that the Countrie being not 
able to fubftaine the people , they fet fire on their 
townes and houfes , and went all with a generall reio- 
lntion, to feeke new dwellings, The men, women and 
children amounted to the number of 35800000. which i 
notwithftanding were by Cdfir compelled to returne 
againe into their former habitations. It is very likely 
alfo , that this Countrie might be called Switzerland 
from the village Smt^ It is named alfo the Confede- 
rate ot VmteiQ>untrie> in regard of the confederate, 
& alliance whereby they are united together , which 
confederacie the Germans tearme Eydgemtfihaft.

Tins is reputed to be the higheft Countrie in all 
Europa, as fending forth foure famous rivers , viz.

The whole Countrie hath a healthfull aire , and ^££ # 
though it hath many high and unmanured moun-^^ # 
taines , rough & craggie , yet by the continuall labour 
of the Inhabitants,it is now lb tilled that it is no where 
unfruitfull , but yeeldeth afwell ail neceflarie fufte- 
nance, as dainties for pleafure and delight. It beareth 
much Graine , though in fome grounds they are drive 
firft toburne the clods , before they begun to fowe 
their corne, which barrennefle isholpenby the dili- 
gence & good huf bandrie of the Inhabitants. In many 
places the Countrie produceth excellent Wines , 
which excellcth much your Rhenifh Wine, both for 
fraell, taft, and ftrength. Add hereunto their rich and 
fatt Paftures for their many heards of Cattel to 
feede in , where by the Inhabitants get great gaine. 
I There are alfo abundance of Wilde-beafts, as Beares, ™™ g $ 
Staggs, Hinds, fallow- Deeres, Goates and Kidesboth^mc 
wildeand tame, Lynces,Lofesor Wolf-hearts, Wilde, 
boores & diverfe others, where with the Inhabitants 
often times take pleafure in hunting , neither want 
they good ftore of game for hawking and fowling* 

This Countrie is free , and fubjed: to no Prince, for 
when any inteftine broiles or detentions arife , they 
I punilhed moft feverly and cruelly the Ringleaders & 
Authoursthatbegannit , by which meanes comming 
into the hate ofthe nobility and Gentrie , they made 
a league , and a confederacie amonge themfelues , ca- 
lling of allforraine yoaks , to gett themfelues liberty. 

The Zrpitzjers then at laft being ouerburdened 
with the tiranny of their Gouver nours , and feing the 

Empire , by the Popes Fulminations , diftrafied into 
diverfe rations , they contra&ed an offenfiue & a de- 
fenfiue League , into which firft entred the Franiatu, 
Switz, & Vnderwaldens , Anno 1316*. neither were they 
I all united together into one confederation , till the 
yeare 1 ; 1 3 . At their firft beginning to free themfelues 
from bondage , Frederick? Duke of Jufiria fent his 
Sonne Leopoldto warre upon them , but they prote- 
ftine that they never aknowieagea tne 
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who will ftand 

Sinthe day ofBatteU, & finceby reafon of their 
fituation , they haue no vent for their men by traflick, 
they ufe to employ themfelues in the fervice of any 
Prince ; that will giue thementertainement. The rirft 
time , that euer they got any reputation by their va- 
rhev*- lour , wasin the warrs which Charles Duke ^o^ Burgun- 
lour ofthe die ma de againft them , whome they difconfited in 
fritters. three fctt Battels# x warre begun on very imali occa- 

fions , and leffe hopes : the Countrie being fo barren, 
Shepeoplefop'oore, that their ^baffad^r^ 
theDuke(as Comines reported!^ ^protefted , thatir all 
his Countrie men were taken , they would not be able 
to pay a ranfome , to the value ofthe fpurrs & bridle , 
Ht!inhiscampe.

Rotweil Anno 14^3. en- 
tred Confederation with the Zwitzersforxs.yeares, 

which was often renewed, and Anno 1 r 19 . ratifyed for 
ever. Mulbufen Anno 1468. made an alliance with the 
Ztyitqers. Bierma or 2fr>/ made with thofe of Berne, 
1303 x30^. X3f 7. and 1 3^7. a moft firme Alliance Alfo 
Geneve made a very ftridt League with thofe of Berne, 
Anno if 36. though it be not accounted one of the 

%wit%ers Cantons. . * 

In the third part are thofe PreeinBs and Corpora- 
tions , which the J^wit^ers haue conquered by armes, 
or which did willingly yeeld themfelues ouer to them. 
As Turgou came under the obeiflance of the %?it- 
sprs Anno 14*0. and (lands now under the fubje&ion 

of the feuen Cantons, Baden was taken in by them 141 r . 
and isfiibjed to the eight firft Cantons, styegufti 1491. 
was gouverned by the feuen firft Cantons , as alfo now 
by the thirteene. Sarunetum or Sarungans 1483. was 
fould by George of Werdenbergb , to the 7. firft Cantons, 
by whome it is now gouverned The Free* Provinces 
werefubdued irrr. and came under the commaund 
of the feuen eldeft Cantons. Thefe foure PrecinBs as 
Lugano , Locarno , Mendrejium 8c VaUis Media , were 
giuen , and beftowed on the %vri&(ers Anno 1 c 13 . by 
Maximilia S force , whome they eftated in Milan % and 
all the Cantons faving Apenfol , haue commaund ouer 
them. Belltyna 1J13. came under thepower of the 
three firft Cantons. 



Valefia or Willis-land, contained in this Mapp , is 
devided into three feuerall people, & into there Con- 
federacies,whereof the two firft are the Vibtri and the 
S edtmi, which are called by one name Libert Valeftifu- 
periores, and are devideth into 7.

for the Religion of this people , they are devided into Pa- Religion, 
piftsand ProteftantSjfiue Cantons are whol y Papifts, viz, Zwitx., 
Crania Vnderwaldt , Lucerne and Zugb, but (jlaeis & j4penz.ol 
aremixt. The reft entirely Proteftants. The devifion begann 
Anno 15*19. or thereabouts , when Zmiugtim Minifter of Zu rich 
of tigurtsm , feconded the beginning of r Luther , which innova- 
tion the reft of this people not liking , mouved warre with them 
of Zurich , & the reft of the Reformation , in which Zuinglim 
was flaine^nd the Tigurines difconfited : but Anno 1 f 3 I . an abfo* 
lute peace was concluded betweene them ; fo that notwith (lan- 
ding this diverfity of Religion , they liue now in a happie unity, 
gouverning after a Democraticall forme. See M r - Heyiing in his 
DefcriptionofZwi/JuriW. 

There are not a greater number of Lakes in any countrie in*-*k'« 
the World then there are in this Province , the chiefeft whereof 
are the Lncernia-Lak* » Zurich-Like , W Jim- Lake , Nuwen- 
burgifh-Lake : but the greateft of them all is Lacrn Acronises or 
the Bodcnzj*, which Sohnus & Plinius call Brigantsnumficksor 
mianus Brigantinum , after the name of an old towne fb called. 
The length of tins Lake reached 24. thoufand paces , and the 
breath where it is narrowed twelue thoufand. Touching this La- 
ke and the Rhene , I will fett downe Ammianus his owne words, . 
which are to this effe& : 

The Rhene ( feitb he ) powreth downe fix>m betweene the The H$ne. 
windings of the high Moantaines , with afwift ftreame , which 
like Channells ancfCutters fall from the fteepe Alpes as tie river 
Nilw doth at his firft head : it is as a poole,which receiving much 
waters into it , runneth flowly forward with a fort motion, 
which encreafmg and growing greater by the abundance of 
melted fnow , which tall downe through Channells and Gut- 
ters, at laft make a round and a huge Lake 3 called by the Rheuans 
and Grifcw the Brtgamine' Sea* The hideoufhefle of the vaft and 
thick woods , is the caufe that it lies fb defblate , and unhabited, 
laving there where the vertue , and induftrie of the Germans ma- 
de place for Barbarous men 5 the fituation and nature of the pla- 
ces never the lefle & the diftemper of the aire ftriving againft 
them. The mnning rivers then with their crookling ioame, The Be- 
falling into this Lake , gliding through the ftill wanes thereof, fcn^ce* 
cuts the fame as it were with aline juft in the midft ,. and as an 
element which after a long fight part one from another doth 
neither diniinifh nor encreafe his waters brought into it , but 
runneth his courfe without either changing the name , or the 
vertue : yet which is more admirable , this Lake for all the fwift 
currant of waters , that falls into it , is not once troubled or mou- 
ved , neither the courfe of this river hindred by the mudd or durt 
which is caft up , as not confufedly mingling the water of this 
River and the Lake together : which would feeme impoffible ,if 
one bad not feene it with his owne eyes , and that the water of 
the one and of the other may be difcerned and knowne one from 
the other. 

The Rivers which water this Countrie , are the Rhene , the tijnets. 
Roane, Mua, Ttctnis, Ly magus, Byrfi , Langanm , Sara, Taurus 
or Dur v£n*s, or in Jitda & others. 

It is in vaine to relate here the Rhetian Alpes, and Mountaines, Moun- 
fince they are well knowne to the whole World. Who is it tomes. 
not but hath heard of the ftraunge mountaine called S. Got hards, 
brmerly was named Snntmas Alpes. Next unto them are 
thePfw** ^/,abouttheS4//4 J Jjarethe Cottia Alpes>8cMoant 
Silius. The 5. Btrnads great and fmall Mounts , andbythe£c- 
pontii the Gray- Alpes ; Adala or the Fo wle Mount, which reach as 
farreasthe/^ySwi. Neere unto the Vale of EngadeU , liethe 
Alpes Iu&e , and Mount Permurna, then neere unto the Vcndenes, 
the Mounts Valarius & Brantms, By the Rhstcanti is Mount Rhe» 
ticus & by the Lake of Geneve Mount luraflius, upon the borders 
ofthe7Vi»£< are the Mounts AnnobU , and thefe are the moft 
famous Mountaines of this region , wee will fpeake more atlarge 
of thefe Alpes in the Defcription of ItaBo. 

There are alfo abundance of Woods , all parts of the Hires- Woods* 
man Foreft or Swan-mod , the chiefeft of them changing their 
names here & there , are the Brigantine-wood , Rhcn-wood , Bon- 
mod, and divetfe others. 

The Zvpitzjrs Common wbeale confifts of the chiefeft and Forme of 
the common people mixed together: fome of their townes, 8c Gouve ™' 
Communities confifts in a meere Democraticall gouvernment, & 
where all caufes are confulted and refolued of by the vulgar 
people , namely, in thole Content , which haue no walled townes 
in them,as Priana, Zmtz.Vnderu>aldt, Glaris , and j^ppenzjol, as 
alfo Z ugh , though it be a towne. Others are gouverned & ruled 
by the chiefeft ofthe people , viz. the Helvetian Townct, as Zu* 
rich, Berne, Lucerne, &c. and yet fb, that the fiipreme power re- 
maineth amonge the Communaltie , who choofes their owne 
Magiftrates , in fo much that indeed this Common wheale 
being a commixed gouvernment , fome are ruled after an Art- 
ftocraticall , and others after a Democraticall forme , which is , by 

fome chiefe men, and others by the vulgar people themfelues.

The Seile in this Countrie,efpccially about the ca- 
pitall city of Zurich, is very fruitfull, and rich in Come 
and Wine,buthatha very fowrilhtaft, byreafon the 

high Abes next adjoyning .to 15 keepes away the 
heate oftheSunne.that the grapes can notgro w ripe, 
but after the Wine hath laine/ome time in a good 
1". Cellar, it loyfeth the tartnefle, &: Iharpncflc thcre- 
having then a more plealant taft. 
Thecfliefeft towne of this Province is called by 
theI^tiniftsrigiw'»w>andinfomecoppies Thurtgum, 
and now in Dutchjzr**-^. It is a very ancient towne, 
ieated in a^pleafant pjace at the end o(L*eutTiguri- 
tm, or the Zuricifh i*fe,put of which the river called

In this 
city Anno 1431. was held that notable Councill, 
wherein (though the Papall authority was then at the 
height) itwas decreed that a Gcnerall Councill was 
aboue the Pope. Whatwas then enafted, was imme- 
diately put in pradtife, the Councill thereupon depo- 
fed PopeEugenius the Fourth , placingin his roome A- 
madeus Duke o( Savoy, who was afterward called Felix 
the Fourth.

This Territoire hath bred many able and ex- 
perienced Souldicrs in the warres, which hauc bene 
a terror to their Ennemies. 

The Inhabitants of this Iurifdidion , Hue moft u- 
pon that which the foile of this Countrieproduceth, 
andyceldethdayly: from this Vflage of Switz all the 
whole inhabitants of thefe Countries are called by 
Straungers Switzers , either becaufc they fought 
there firft for their hbertie,or inrcgard thelnhabitats 
thereof lived here a long time in great trouble and 
difquietnefle mththc Eremitans ot Binftdelars, orelie 
becaufe they were the firft & the chiefeft of the three 
Cantons, that endured the firft invafion , & brunt ot 
xheAufirians, confidering alfo thatofthe three Can- 
tons , this is the mightieft , and therefore the name ot 
the other Cantons are included under this , as being 
the moft famous of them all from whence all the 
other confederated Allies, tooke the name ot Svvtt- 
zers. It may be alfo , that this name was giucn to the 
Switzers; b ecaufe in this Village of Switz, thecom- 
monLcaguewashcrcbegun betwecne thofeof Prj> 

Svvitz,andFnderwalden.

parts, which they call £uartav. 

The Canton of Fndervvaldt Anno 1315. entred 
intoaConfcderaciewiththofeofrrjFand5'i/W^. It 
is a Free village , & en vironned about with the Alpes, 
as it were with a^all, & hath excellent Pafturcs for 
the feeding of Cattcll 5 from which the Inhabitants 
rcape a great benefite. 

And albeit thofe of Fry , Switz , and Fndervvald 
were heretofore bound and fubjed to their Abbots, 
under ccrtaine limited conditions : yet in fome de- 
gree , they retayned allwaics their owne hberty, 
being gouverncd by the Impcriall Pretours , in the 
fame forme as the Romans were, which office was of 
the feme nature as our Bourough-Counts or Vi- 
counts are: for they . had fupreame authority * to 
judge of matters concerning life and death. 

Now for the reft their policie, andgouvernment 
(methinkes) it is not much unlike the forme of die 
ancient Rom ane Monarchic. For the Gouvernours 
in thofe daies ruled not according to their owne lawes 
andappetits , as they thought good themfelues , nei- 
ther choofe they the Magistrates from outamongft 
themfelucs,but they were fent thither,andappointed 
by the Senatours, and Monarks themfelues. 

The Command and Iurifdi&ion of Fndervvald, is 
devided into two Convent us , or Affemblies (the one 
of them is held at Kctnvvaldt) namely into the Vp- 
permoft, and Nethcrmoft , but both goes under the 

name of Fnderwaldu 

Glarone, or Claris is a Dale , or Territoire under the 
Switzers League4ying along the merLimagus,being 
not very greatandnot aboue three Germaine miles 
inlengtn, and taketh this name from the principaleft 
village of the whole Countric fo called: three parts of 
it is environned with the Alpes, bounding on the 
South,and Northupon the Grifons\on theWeft upon 
the Fri, and Switz 5 and on the North upon Caftra 
Rhctica, where the Limagus leaveth the Dale. 

Thelurifdiaion of thisTerritoire,with fome other 
revenues in the time of Saint Fridolintts was giu en by a 
certaine Earle to the Monafterie of Seckingen in the' 
yeare of our Lord 500. when as Clodovaus the firft of 
that name raigned in France , and was alfo' the firft 
Chriflaan King of it,whofe commaund alfo extended 
then over Rhetia, Alemonia, and Helvetia. 

In fucceeding ages, this fmall Territoire gott their 
owne jurifdiftion and libertie, entringalfo intocon- 
federaciewith the Switzers Anno 1355. 

The Inhabitants liue here for the moft part upon 
milke , making of Butter and Cheefe , andkilling of 
mcate, they haue fewe or no Corne fields, neither 



many Vineftocks , becaufe the land is fo (hurt in With 
the Aloes & Mountaines: yet they haue braue Or- 
chards^ goodly Paftures,for Corne&Wine there 
is enough brought unto them from other parts. The 
Lakes and Rivers furnifh them with Fifhe, and the 
rough and woodie Mountaines afford them ftorc of 
Foule,andVenaifbn. "i k 

Two famous Learned men, Hcnricus Glarcanus,and 
AcqidiusTfcudtts whofe birth-place this was,haue bene 
as ornaments to their Countrie. Vnder this Terri- 
toire alfo is the County of Hamburg , and the tree 
Lordftups ofHumberg and of Ringenberg. 

The Commaund of Glorona is devidcd into nuc- 
teene parts orWikes, which they tearmc Tagvvans. 
Vnder the jurifdiftion of Claris is the Countie of Mcr- 
denberghy which they purchafed Ahnp 1*17. 

They place alfo officers with thofe of Switz by 
turnes:as at F^enac h,Fifnach,andvn Caftra Rhetica VVe- 
fim, and thus much in particular touchiug the Gou- 
vernmcnt, Townes,.and-ViUages 'of €ie Switzers, 
Cantons;*: Prascinas.it reftetli no w,that wee briefly 
fpeakc fome what of the ft rauhgc, &: wonderfull Lake,

The river Vrfa (which they callaHb Rufa by fetting 
the r before the u) fpringeth out of thefligheft^^ 
called S. Got hards, and prefendy winding towards the 
North , whereas on thecontrarie the Ticimes ofTefin 
gufheth out of the fame Mountame , andturnethto 
the Southward, taketh his courfe through the Lcfon- 
tii , &: pafling firft by Vrfula or VrftUa the firft Dale of 
the Grifons , and then by FriaTaurifii , remnants of 
the Gaulcs , falleth into the Lake , which watereth the 
foure Walt-townes called at this day, Fry , Svvitz,

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Hoe t i a, or the Countric 
of the (7r//5/w,lieth halfe in Ger- 
manic, and halfe in Italy, fb that 
they ufc bothlanguages.lt was 
called Rhcetia from one Rhatus, 
who flying out of T ufcanie from 
the furieof the Gaulcs, planted 
here anew ftt of people about 
187. ycares before the com- 
ming of Chrift, whofe Gofpell they did recciuc in the 
yeare 448. The fTufcans then having their Countrie 
taken from them (which lay betweene the Alpes, and 
thePw) by the Gaulcs i fled up unto the higeff Moun- 
taines to a people, which dwelt updn the Alfes , called 
the Taurijci, and making afterwards a confederate 
with them,in theDaleofr*OTi/w,upon a high ground 
neere unto the Caftle of OtteJlein,bvuk there a to wne, 
Which after the name of their natiue Countrie they 
called Tufiana , about whichalfoichey built three Ca- 
ftles, calling them after the name of their Chieftaine, 
the firft whereof was Htgh-Rastia, the fecond Low- 
Jtor/w,and the thkdRtetia. Thefe plcpple alfo for their 
better fafcty , caft up there abouts many other For- 
treffes. Their pbftcritie then being envrcd to that 
Oiarpc aire, andgrowing more magnanimous, fparin^

Ward , & feded themfelues on bothfides of Locus Acre- 
nius ot thcBedenzecte by theFFaMeimfhLakc tooke 
in Como,Fcrona, & Trent, whence followed that Trent 
was made the Metropolis of the Grifins,*sAuJ}>*rgh was 
inFindelicia. The Countries which they tooke in be- 
tweene the Rhene , & the Plavc were aknoft two hun- 
dred milei in lcngth,&iio.in brcath,to wit,betwcenc 
Ferena and Schauze fo-thattheir Dominion reached 
farre &neerc. But afterward they were fubducd, and 
overcome by the Armies of the Emperour Auguftus, 
conduced by Drufus, and Tiberius his Stepfbnhs, who 
brought thefe people ( faving thofe which dwelt a- 
bout the head of the Rhcne and thejnna ) under the 
Romanc fubjeftion, Now when the Gothes , Longo- 
bar is and Bums fell into Italie,and disjointed the Ro- 
manc Empire, then they were fubje&ed to endure 
. the fame invafion & fpoyles as the Italians were. For 
intheycarc78o. when ChilderickemsKing of France, 
the Hunns (as they did other Countries ) deftroyed 
the Countric of the Grifons, as farre as the Clqiftcr, 
or Monafterie of Defirtin with .fire and fword. 

Dlverfe Countries Common-wcales then com- 
byning themfelues together made leagues one with 
an other, that in time of warrc, they might be the bet- 
ter able , to rcpulfe and refift the incurfions ot their 
Ennemies, and to kecpeand maintaync their owne 
lawes, rights, and priviledges. The Grifons fcing that, 
did thehkein diverfe places by making of confedera- 
tions and unions with diverfe neighbouring Nations, 
and people. 

Anno 1.282. Frederick, being defcended from the 
houfe of the Uontforts, being Bifhop of Cbur, Peter 
Bithopof^madeaconfcderacic, and a league on 
withanothcr. The like alfo hapned in the yeare 1400. 
betweene John Abbot of Difcrtin* and the CbaPitcrwith 



the Communaltics. Fldericke Brune , Baron of Rhoetia 
made alfo an alliance with his two S ones, Henry & Hul- 
derici,mth fome others. In the yeare Efo*. a peace was 
concluded betweene the Bifhop of Chut, &nisCom- 
munalty,and betweene thofe of Glaron* Switz,BntiU 
borch and Agrie : That if the State of the GrifinsQxovdd 
be warred upon , and aflaultcd by any Ennemies or 
mightie Potentates they fhould defend themfelues. 

The chicfc Lords, uw UU wu. M . r— 

petuall confcdcracic one with another in the village 
of Tyon, which from that time forward was called the 
Grifon-Confederocie. This was made in the yeare of our 
Lord 1424. The Chapiters , & die Clcrgic alfo o 
bined themfelues reciprocally one to an other , w 
afterward came likewile under the union of the Gn 
fins. This was made alfo with the towne of Chur, an 
withthe/^r^fe^i', or foure Villages. Thepcoplec

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o jgethcr,and afterward entred alfointo a con- 
federacie with the Grifons. This came to paffein the 
yeare o^our Rcdemprion 1471. in which time thefe 
three fevcrall people mett al together at BeUofort, who 
for the maintenance of their-Iawcs , rights & Privi- 
Icdgesmadeamutuallalliancconewithan othcr,and 

confirmed the 6mc by oath, which cucry twelft yeare 
was to be renewed. . !

tions : to unitcfomany difegreeing languages of men, 
by the bencfite of one common tongue, &£ in a word, 
to reftorc man to humanitic. 
The ftyerau This Region heretofore had divcrfe namcs.Dw»y- 
nam** & ftusEdUcdmajfam in his firft bookc of theRomaine an- 
tiquities faith, that the ancient Inhabitants thereof 
were called Sdturnm,bcczu(c Sdturne drive (tomCrete 
by his Sonne Iufiter , hie Utebat abdiw. ThcGreekcs 

Hejperia, Aufonia & Oenotrid : & that in Hercules d ayes it 
wasfirft called Thenameof ^/^rawwasgiuen" 
unto it by King Sdturntts, which denomination exten- 
ded not it felfe over aHltaly, but onely o vcr Latium. It 
was called Hejperia (zsHygtnHS witncfleth) cither from 
Helper t(Si .who fled from his Bro ther Atlas tot as Macro b. 
will hauc it , becaufc it is fituated under the Evening- 
ftar called by the Latincs Vejperugo. It gott the name 
of Aufonia from Anfonim ^thc Sonne of Vlyjfes. Oenotrid 
cither from the abundance &goodnefTe of its Wines, 
or from Oenotrius King of the Sabins. The name of Italy 
came from ZteiW,whome t^Ariflotelefoith, was King of 
Oenotrid' Feftus thinketh (Lib.y.) that Itdly tooke this 
name from It dibs or great Oxen , whereof here was 
then good ftorcand mat the Vituli or Calues,v?czc cal- 
led there Italy. Timatts faineth that it was fo called 
from Itdlns Boveue one of Geryons Oxen , which being 
driven away by Berciiks, fwomc over die ftraight of 
the Sicilian Sea \ in regard that in the Tyrrhenidn 
tongue Italus fignify cth T wrus,%Bull or an Oxe: but,if 
you will giue credit toHef/anicus,itwas formerly called 
V it alia : all other ancient denominations of Italy , be- 
caufc they concerne not Italy in General!, but fome 
parts thereof, I will paffe over. 

Strabo ^and Ptolomy make Italy toht&Peninfukt oral- 
moft anUand,whichNatttrc hath girt in on three fides 
wirhthtIonian>Tynhenian&Adriatiique$cas, andon 
the fourth fide is (hut in with the ijilfti ; for on the 
Weftcrncpart, Uethct^^«, to which the ancients 
gaue fcverall names , calling them the Maritime Cot- 
tU, Grata, Rhetica, as farreas the river of Arfia: on the 
North fide of it lie the ^Aflfes Poena and Iulia, and then 
the Venetian Sea,reachingfrom theinmoft bofome to 
Sinus IoniusMiich mectcth them Eaftward: and laftly 
on the South and Southwell , the ^Mediterranean Sea 
beateth a great way upon it, which is called there the 
Tufcan or Genoyifh Sea : on which fide alfo , to the 
Sourii ward, it hath a part of the Adriatique or Venetian 
Sea, where both the parts , namely Friul & Iftria reach 
to the continent and are joyned to it. 

The lenffhot Italy from i^iugufta Pratoria , to Capo 
Brutio, or the Promontory of Leucopetrd is ioio. miles, 
the greateft breath in fome places is but 41 o .miles , & 
mothers 1 a 6. miles, the whole Circuit of Italy after 
Cdftdldm calculation is 3448.miies. Eufiathm likeneth 
Italy to anlvie-leafc : Plinie, Solin and others to an Oa- 
kcn-lcafc , fo that it is a great dcale more in length 
theninbreath, turning on theleft tide witha (harpe 
point, and end in the forme of xa^/Imaz4>nian target. 
Our Moderne Writers compare it more fitly to the 
*Thygh and Schacke bones ofa man, whereof the hip

reacheth, & turneth towards the NethcrmoH Sea, the 
huckle bones towards the VfferntoH Sea, &: the whole 
feete towards the Ionian Sea, and the hceles towards 
Efirtu. And comparcth Sinus T mnttnus , being the 
hollownefle, & the fleihie parts,to the three Capes or 
?romontorics,as Zephyrium,Carrinum &: Brut cum: and 
the toes turning towards Sicily , the Knee to Cape Po- 
pulonium , and the Vpper part of the hip with a large 
extention to be the uAlpes. 

Concerning the qualitie of this Countrie, which 
confiftcth in the Site of the firmame t , you (hall finde* 
if you will diligendy confider it, that the Meridian 
line that turneth towards the Weft , will fall in th e % 9 . 

degree of longitude , & the furtheft part Eaftward in 
the 43. degree, contayningin latitude 8. degrees , for 

the diftance of the Southerne Parallells is about 38. 

degrees from the^tttfor, as the Northcrne is 46. fo 
that Italy containcth &c licth under the 5 . & 8. Climats 
with all the ParaMs, which are betweenethe 11. and 
the 1^. in which Countrie the artificial! day differeth 
an hower : for the longeft day in Summer to the 
Southerne ?4r4iK?/contayneth 14. ho wers and }. and 
the moft Northernc P*rtf i5.howers, andasmany 
fifth parts. 

Scing then that this is the celeftiall Site, & that the Fm#%. 
Apfennine Mountaines trace through the midft of Ita- 
ly f>y devidingitinto two parts , efpccially , where the 
Meridian Sunne is hotteft and moft po werfull , there 
the foile, fields & hills are very fruitfull,and therefore 
is it no marvell, thatin//<r/^inallfealbnsofthc ycare* 
they hauefuch a fertility and abundance of all tnings j 
though in fome parts more, in others lc(Te: butif ye 
take it generally the foile is fo exceeding fruitfull in 
producing Corne , Wine and other things , that they 
haue three harvefts in one yearc , the Earth being til- 
led, fowncand planted with lide labour and charges. 
r*wwriteth that Kjiger Rojfelanus and the Countrie 
about it, lyingin fiw^rw neerc the Lake Vclinus , had 

wont to be fo exceeding fruitfull , that the Emperour 
Vopifcus ufed to call that trad of Land , The fatt and 

marrowe of Italy. 

IhebmeVarro tcftificthalfoin relating what rich 
gifts Nature hath beftowed upon Italic 5 that i^gr 
Campanm yecldcth abundance of good Corne; the 
Country of Falernus excellent Wine \ that of Cdfjtnu* 
delicate Oylcj thatiof Tufculanus great ftore of riggs; 
that of Tarcntine Honey , and the !7)for abounding in 
Filhc. P^calleth//4/y the Nurce and Produ&rix of 
all kinde of Trccs.For there growes your OrangCiCi- 
tron,Lemmon,Quine-trecs and others. Take for an Frmtt * 
cxcmple the Coaff of LiguriatndGenua, what abun- 
dance of braue and flourilhing trees growe thercnot 
onely bearing great ftorc of delicate fruits , but alfo 
moft delightrull to the eye?howmariy fine Paradiccs, 
Gardcnsand Orchards haue yow there? that the very 
light of them expells mclanckoly and rcfrelhcs the 
mindc. What wee relate here ot Genua, the like could 
wee doe in a thoufand places. Plinie witncfleth alfo, 
that Pepper trees had wont to ero we here. The Fields 
about Otzanto arefo befet with Oliue- trees, that they 
looke like woods.TheCountry of Bariano mApulsaPeu- 
cetia is fo fruitfull in OylcWine, Corne, Almones &c 
tottos,thatonewouldfcarcely bclecueit. The Vale 

of Onelia inLiguria is fo exceeding rich in Oylc, that 
every yeare there is 18. or 20000. barrellsmadeinit. 

Nature hath not denied Manna to Italy: for neerc M***, 
unto Alfomentia in Brutio they gather it, which in the 
night falleth as a dew on the ground: efpccially if a 
Iweete (howre of rainc hath falne the day before, 
they gather itandftricke it from of the lcaucs of the 
trees.Suchakmdof^wwwis found likewife in Magna

Italm,Morgetus,Roma,Rhcmanaffus,la[tw & others, and 
that Ianus his progeny Anno Mundi i<W. multiplyed 
thereexcecdingly , & peopled//^ with the tribes of 
the Laurentini, Brutii,Samnites, Etrufct,Sabtnt,Tarentt- 
*/,&c. But the moft authentiquc Authours both Gre- 
cians & Latins, who haue diligently fought out the of- 
fering of this Nation , efpccially Dionyfm Haticarm- 
feus, Pomponius Trogus 3 Solinus Polyhiftorius and diver fe 
others haue found that many ages before the foun- 
dation otRomc diverfe nations and people Dominee- 
red here in Italy, namely, the Sicuti, Aborigines* Ligures 
and Fmbri , who lide by lide canie under the power or 
the Romans, or were extirpated by them. Againe as U. 
Hey lin citeth; the fecond that came to enjoy the hap- 
pineiTe of this Countrie wz$Evander,te certaine other 
Arcadians, who banilhed their natiue habitations, fea- 
red themfelues about the place where Rome was built. 
Thenextthatfetledthemfelucshere, was sneassxid 
his Troyans, who flying from their ruined Countrie, 
and enraged Ennemies, fought new habitations. For 
Carthaee being built but 135. yeares ( or as others will 
i4 5 .y eares before Rome) & that there was no lcflfe then 
416. yeares , betwecne the beginning or thcreigneof 
/Eneas in Italy , & the beginning of the rcignc of Romu- 
lus in Rome ; it is impoflible that eucr Queene Dido, as 
rsrrjBGaxh , fhould haue feeoe , or falne in loue with 
Eneas, unlcffe in imagination orpi&urc. Hereunto 
confenteth Aufonius,who honoureth the S tatua of this 
abufed PrincelTe with an Epigram of eicuen verfes 
whereof part of th em are thefe : 

Why didft thou fiirruf Firgils envious Mufi 
Falfely my name, and honour to abufef 
Of me let Hi/lories he heard, not thofe, 
FFhichtoiheFForldIouesThefts,andlufisexpoJe. 

Perhaps the unfortunate death of this Queene,who 
laydviolant hands on herfelfc , gaue occauon to the 
Poet to faine,that it was for the loue ofMn ft#,whcrea s 
it was indeed to avoy d the luft of Iarbas a potent King; 
whole violence defired to haue his pleafurc on her. 
Whether /Eneas euer were in Africke or no , it mat- 
ters not , but certaine it is he arrived in Italy in a happy 



hower. For he was noe foner landed,then gctly cntcr- 

tavnedbv King of the Lauretini : who to make 

his way more apparent , eipoufed his onely Dai. giucr 
I^w untohim. This by the way of digreflion. 

At the firft forthefpace of 144. yeares, was 
crouvcrncd by Kings, as Dionyftus and Ltvius wirnefle, 
?wo credible Authours of the Romane Hiftone, 
whereinvemayalforcad,howtheRomanepoWtr,& 

empire crew, & encrcaied lide by litle,as well by their 
Martialldifciphncas by their mannc^cuftome ,aild 
well ordered gouvermcnt,as alfo by their wholelome 
lawes , ordinances anddiipofing of places and oihees. 
Morcoucr , how that after they had expulfed their 
Kings for their tirannic and luxurie, which vices haue 
cauied great changes and alteration in States & Kihg- 
domes. The Kings of Rome were thcie: Romulus foun- 
der of Rome reigned 37. yeares. Kgm Vomftlw the 
Authour of the Ceremonies 43- Tulltus Hofitl/us who 
fubdued^z. AncusMartius^obuiltOjlsaL*. U 
TarquiniusPrifiut the A dorner ofTriumphs tf.Servius 
full, who brought the people into Cenfe 44- And r * T - 
auinius Super bus, who for his infolcnt behaviour, and a 
?apecommittedonchaltX^/4, Vift w to 
bv his Sonne Sextus , was together with all his kindred 
banilhed the towne. A. M. 3457- The peopleforhis 
fake euer after loathed the name of a King,and there- 
fore the City was gouvcrned by two Confab or Bur- 
rouvhmafters, anhualy chofen out of the chiefc CtttzSs 
calledF4mf*/.Thefe Confuls tookc their name aConju- 
^fromCounfellingof, &fdngrothcgoodofthc. 
people & Commonwealth: Ft Confute fe fits avibus 
debere meminiffent : their name being a memoriallot 
their charge. This Magiftracy of the Confuls held not 
longe,but that firft the Decemviri,t\icn the Tribunes ot 
Cofular authority & others difpofeffed them of their 
aouvernment : concerning whichthus T mm: Vrbem 
Romam a mntifio Reges &c. The City of Rome then was 
in the beginning gouvcrned by Kings : Liberty trie 
Confulfriip L.Brutus brought in. The D&atours were 
chofenbut for a time: the Decemviri palled not two 
yeares : neither had the Confulary authority of the 
Tribunes of the Souldiersany long continuance , nor 
C#^4,nor^i^Dominion. Pompey & Craffus quickly 
yceldcd to Ctfirs forces. Lefidus & Antony to Augtsfius, 
and afterward was gouvemed byEmperours. Thus 

farre Mr. Heylin. 
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As long as Italy wis gouvemed by Confuls, it con- 
tinued a tree comon wealej but afterward was oppref- 
fed and brought under the Romane Princes. From the 

luttus Cdtfar the firft Emperour , to Con- 
(tantine An.310. there liiccceded 43 . Emperours.This 
Emperour Confiantine though very famous (as being 
thefirft Chriftian Emperour) did mo re prejudice the 
Empire,thcn any of his predeccfTours, hrft in tranfla- 
ting the Imperiall Seate from Rome to Btyantium or 
Confiantinofle , whereby the Empire loft much of its 
growth & vigour. For this reafon Camiftus would not 
f iiffer the Romans,to rcmouc their Seate to return then 
newly conquered> but to prevent their delires fet fire 
on the towne, and fo conf umed it , VtmncVeiosfuife 
(faith F lor us ) labor et Annakum fides. A fecond fault of 
this Conflantine was the dividing of the Empire, be- 
twecne his children : for though it was quickly againe 
reunited 5 yet by his cxemple , others lcrncd the fame 
tricke in renting thcEmpire in peeces,which occasio- 
ned the lofTe of the whole. The third fault of this 
Prince was , his tranflating the Legions and Colonics 
into theEafterne Countries , which lay on the North 
Marches as being a Bulwarke aeainft the Perfians: 
thereby opening that gape , by which not long after 
the barbarous Nations entred. For though in fteadof 
thefe Colonies they plantedGarnifbns &made forts? 
yet thefe quickly failed and became in a manner un- 
fcrviceable. After this the Weftcrne Empire from 
Honorius the Firft, till Anno 473. was gouvcrned by 
11. Empcrours more , till that Momulus Aaguftulus was 
thclaft, thateuerkepthisrefidenciein//^, athing

By Genfericus King of 
rhe Vandals,vfho facked Rome.+ Ry BiorgusKing ofthe 
AlaniorLithuani. 5-By odoa cer King ofthe Meruit, who 
drouc this Auguftulus out of Italy ,znd twife in 13-y eares 
lay d the Counrriedefolate.

And?, by Gundebalde King ofthe Bttrgundians, 
who having ranfacked all Lombardy, returned home, 
leavmgtheG<?/jSwin poflelfion of Italy: who after they 
hadraigned yi. yeares in Italy, where atlaftfubdued 
by Bellifarius and Narfes, two ofthe braveft Captaines, 
that ever ferved the Romane Empire. 

The Romans in former times , were warie of beha- 
viour arid cxpences , of great valour , as fubduing the 
grcateft part of the World, very defirous of glorie, as 
Cicero&ith , Semfer af fetentes gloria f rat ercaterasgentes 
funtRomani-Inthofe dayes lived the famousCaptaines 
Camitlus the Sword, and 2 .Fabius Maximus the Buckler 
of Rome. yScipio. ^.Pompey. ^.C&far,Uc. The famous 
Oratours, Cicero, HortenJtuszndAntonius, &c. The 
worthyHiftoriansrm/^,r4f/>^ &Salupus,&. the me- 
memorable Poets Fir gill, Ovid, Catullus, Horatius, &c. 
. The revenues of thisEmpire,when it was i n its flou- 

/tU™ ri(h,as Liffius faith in hisTracL De Magnitudine Romana, 
pre. was cftecmed to be ^.millions of Crownes. 

Forthereftof the vertues, magnanimous and he- 
roick aftions,warrs,inteftine broiles,and feditions,till 
Rome attayned the Monarchic of the World,& how 
that afterward by riott, exceffe, Civillwarrs, and the 

fattall changes of this^orld^t was ruinated,&loft its 
former grcatnefre,power,glorieandrichefle:I will re- 

fcrre the Courteous Reader to the Hiftoriansaboue 
mentioned and to others , who haue written at large 

thereof. , 

Italy hath many gallant, flouriftung, populous and 
rich cities and towne s,befides a World of villages, the 
defcription of the chiefeft of them are elegantly de- 
fcribed by Thomas Edwards an Englifti man in thefe 
Latine verfes following :

The chiefeft rivers of Italy are the Po, Tefinus, Rubi- 
cus, Tiber, Arnus, Olius 8c Abdua. The firft place we will p*. 
giue to the no ble river of Po, or tadus , which as Strabo 
witneffcth , is. the greateft river of Europe , except the 
Danubius. By£w/^,r/^i//andotherLatine , W'riters 
it is called Padus, & by the Italians at this day Po * And 
as P^/<?teftifieth, itis called Padus, in regard ofthe 
number of Pine-trees , which grow about the head of 
it,3y the G rccian Poets it was called £r/W*»jWibccaufe 
Phaeton theSone of Mas Servius rclateth,was drenckt 
in this river for his light behaviour. This river alfo, as 
p#/wnoteth, was called Bodincus , and by Poly bins Bo- 
dincos: becaufeit was thought to be botomcleflei This 
river (as p/^wmetioncth)fpringethoutof the Mount 
Fefilot Fefulus , lying in the Frountiersof Ligurus Ga- 
bienorum , from a very rranfparant and a cleare foun- 
tainc named Fifendo, which runeth through very nar- 
row clifts, &: falleth from high Mountaines withfuch 
roaring andfuch a noifeinto the Valley, that it makes 
men admire it: thence he takcthhis courfc through a 
plaine-field,with fuch a ftrong ftrcame,that he fcttcth 
many Water mills a workc for the grinding of Corne* 
andaftcrward enlargcth himfclf without keeping of 
any certaine Channell, till he hath runne three miles 
together as farre as Paifana, where he goe th under the 
round into fome hollow-Concaues , fo that one can 
icarcelyfceit: but a mile further by Paracola rifes up 
againe /& taketh along with him many other brookes 
Springs , which fall from the Alpes Pennina, whereby 
he is much encrcaf ed and enlarged , taking his courfe 
forward towards Lombardy, & a part of Romania: at laft 
difchargcth hirnfclfc into the Adriatique oiFcnettaSca* 
with feuen great mouthes or outletts. And becaufe he 
runnethfarreinto the Sea with his outlctts, is faidto 
make feuen Seas. He that defireth toknowmoreof 
this river, may read Plinie Hb.3. cap.i^. Polybius lib.i. 
Strabo\b.S.Pomponius<Mclahb.). Solinus cap.7 Alio 
Uandcr Albert andothermodcrncWnttcTs. Ftmllin 
hisnmth^/^faith,£ri^i#xisthc Kingofthen- 
vers. z«r^inthefccondbookeaffirmcth, that this 
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m isnot much lcffc then the rivers tftius and Panu- 
i*.Thc river Athefts fo named by VirM 
v Strabo ^higis, by the Italians VAdia oxVAdefe, 
iihethoutofthcrr^/yiMountaines, whichathis 
D erinningisfinaU,butaftcrward encrcafeth mightc- 

lvfby reSbn of the abundance of waters, which tali 
intol^,whichaftcwardwithalwiftcurrantturning 

Southward, beneath Bel/ana glide* towards Trent 
with a fofter courfe through a plainc,& having palled 
thefe cucn fields runneth againc betweene the nar- 
row Mountaines > with fuch a vehement torrent, as if 
he fcemed to carry before him all that came in his 
way, and fo palling with the like fwiftnefle through 
Verona , beneath this city devidcth himfclfe into two 
armcs or Channclls , whereof the one runneth into 
theft**'* and the other dilburdeneth himfelfe into 
the Sea at To (Rones ,making there a very braue Haven. 
From the head thereof to Verona , one cannot pafle it 
by (hipping or bpate , becaufe of the fwift torrent 
thereof; andflialiownefle, but onely carries downc 
floatcsof plankes, and Pinnc-trces faftned together, 
which comeoutofthe Trentifh hills & Mountaines: 
but from Veron* to Fofltones it is navigablc,& commo- 
dious for boates & (hipping. ToreSusin his Hiftoricof 
Verona fuppofcth , that AthcfisfooxAA. be Ptolomies A- 
trunm andfome are of opinion, that Athefis & Adriav 
Ihould be but one river, whereof Stephanus andibmc 
others makemcntio. The third river is Rubtcon,vfinch 
hvPtolomy, Strabo, & other Grecian Writters is called 
fv&xu9 & now Pifit alius : this is that river as plinie wit- 
neffech, which after that the bounds of the rivcret 
je]us were removed made the Frontiers of ltd]* as Lu-

The fourth is the Tifer,j>zrting the bounds o(Bttu- 
ria ULatiuml beleeue vercly,that in the Romanc Hi- 
ftories there hath not bene mention made of a more 
famous river then this , and therefore is called by fun- 

Snamcs,l4nus,AlbuU,Rutnon,Tiber> Serra. It was cal- 
in ancient times Ianus , after Ianus, as Athenaus wit- 
neffcth;& thatitwas named >4#*&,appareth byVarro 
and others. 1 Paulus JDiaconus and Seruius imagine , that 
he tooke this name from the withnefTe of his water. 
That he is called Rumon by reafon he eateth fo into 
die ground. Some fay he tooke the name Tiber from 
Tiber Kin. # 
his eight booke of his jEneidos , or as Feftus will from 
the King of the Tufcori.Lvvius,Ovidius,PeftuSy Pompejus 
zndEufetiusfay , that he wasfb named by Tyberinus 
Sylvius, Prince of the Albani. r^wmainteyneththat 
tnis river was called by fbme the Heberim, & that after 
the name of Hebrus , a Prince of the Vekntiu The 
name Serra , the Romans ufed in their Sacrifices as Ser- 
vius noteth. Befides itisnot onely called Tiber* butal- 
foTibris bcTtberinu* , and at this clay in Italian T were* 
This river fpringeth out of the Appennine Alpes, y from 
about the midft of them , in the Frontiers of the Are- 
tint > not farre from that place , where the river Arnus, 
aboue Areiio, hath his head & beginning. At the firft 
he commeth out of afmall fpring, but then enlargeth 
himfelfe as he taketh his coutfe forward with iome 



other fprings & Fountaines, and afterward having re- 
ceived fome other river ets& brookes into him, gro- 
wcth bigger and more navigable , not farre from7V- 
phernohut&om thence toward Rome is fo iballow,that 
onecannotpaffc it by Ores & final! Boates, and then 
running forward by Perufium and Otriculo feparatcth 
Etruria from the Vmbri and Sabin'u Some 13000. paces 
{torn Rome, parteth againe the Veientes from the Cru- 
jlumini and the Fidenati , as likewife Latium from Fati- 
canum, and comming to Rome fwells Co great , that it is 
not paffablc but by a bridge and Clipping. From 
thence taketh his courfe forward to Oftia , where he 
loofeth him felfe in the Tujcan Sea. The whole courfe 
of this riveris lively defcribed by Pliny lib-jxap.* and 



by Servius in the eight booke of his Aneidos, alio by 
F&wlib>i.eap.4. by Yearn lib.4« de Lil. Touching the 
delicate Fiftie qf Tiber, Paulus lovius hath wrote afpc- 
ciall treatife thereof. Pliny mentioneth that there are 
two and fbrtie fprings,brookes & rivers, which r urine 
into the Tiber. The river called at this day Arno, is by 
Plinie , Strabo and Ptolemy named Arnus, whofc Head- ^Cmut. 
fpring, as Strabo writcth,rifeth on the right fide of the 
AppemneMountzincs , which at thefiritisveryfinall, 
and taking his courleWcftward , falleth downc from 
exceeding high & fteepe cliffs into theDalcs,& there 
growing bigger by the many fprings and Fountaines, 
which run into him with a gjreat ftrcamc,highcth into 
the Florentine IurifdiOion, parting the fame from Pifa, 
& taking along with him a great many other brookes, 
& rivercts : at laft difburthencth himfelf into the Sea. 
The river Mencio or Menz,io> is called by Strabo, Virgill, Af*»&. 
Plmie,znd others Mencius,znd runneth into the Mecrc 
of Beneco, making the waters thereof very clcare, and 
afterward environning the city of Mantua, with a fmali 
Meere, about i3.miles fromit falleth into theP^. The 
riverr^isbyXiw, Plinie , Silsus , Palybius, Strabo, 
Phtarke, Ptolomy, andSfttt bonus called T/f/*^, and in Tidnm. 
Tabula Itineraria Tianus. His head commeth out of 
Mount Summano,now called S. GethardsMoxmt,om of 
which alfo in other places fpring the Rhone and the 
Rhojhey thcTecin, and others 5 from thence runneth 
through thcLepotii Southward,bctwecne very fteepe 
clifrs,unto theftrongtowne o(Belin%ona: there he bc- 
ginns to waxe bigger, by reafon of the fprings and 
waters that runneth into him , and then taketh his 
courfe forward into thcLakeofr<fr^3andflouwin 
through it , as Plinie tcftifieth , runneth afrerwai 
through aplainefield, and fo with his inoft cleare wa- 
ters, difchargeth himfelfe into theP<>, but not with 
fuch abundance of water as he brings into the Lakes 
becaufe that afterward his waters ar ejed away by ma- 
ny channels and ditches. This river is fo exceeding 
cleare, that ye may fee a penny, or thelcaft thing that 
lies in the botome of it , and in the fands thereof are 
found oftetimes many fmall pecces of Gold & Silver. 
The river wmchPfi*wcancthoZS»,&the/^i^, 
aboundethwithdehcateFifhe: in this river not farre 
from Palatiola they make many whceles of Oifiers, 
which at a certaincfeafbn of the yeare they laye in the 
river, andtakeaworld of Eelesin them, whichthcy 
fait and barr ell up. The right head of this river is not 
certainely knowne, but the moft opinion is, that it 
comes or two finali waters , which runns out of the 
hsktFrigidulpho , lying betweene the Alpes, whereof 
the one, that is, on the right had keeping the name of 

Fripdulpho at length falleth into the oSio. The other 
on the left had runeth into an other water, which the 
Inhabitats hold to be the head of the Ollio * but others 
agree not wirfi them in this. This river running by Po- 
foniummto thelakejjf?^,& then paffing throughfomc 
champian fields , is led from thence by many chan- 
nel's & draines into the commaund,&: villages of Cre- 
menaznd Brixia, whereby the ftony ground, through 
which he runns , is made very fruitfull. The water of 
this river is every where very cleare,and loofeth none 
of it : alfo he fevcreth the Brixian territorie from that 
of Cremona and Bergamo , and carrieth along with him 
about 37.rivercts and fprings.The river Adda is called w4S ^ 4 * 

by Plinie, Tacitus, Polybius and Strabo, Ahdua or Addua. 
This river parteth the Cenomanni from the Injkbri , his 
head beginneth in Mount Braulio , and not in Mount 
Adula as Strabo mentioneth. He runneth through the

ion Italy on three fides.Therefore Plinie fpeakes true- 
ly olltajy, It wereimpoffible for mee(faith he) to relate 
all the Seas, Gulfes &: Havens, which Italy on all fides 
powreth out of her lap for the whole World, and for 
the invitation of all Marchants and men, yea and rea- 
ched* farre into the Sea , for the accommodation of 
* commerce and trading. Amongft the Gulfes and Bo- 
fomes of Italy, thefe are reckoned the chiefeft, as Sinus 
Rappalinue,Erycss, Amuclanum Mart, Sinus BaianU4,Fafta- 
nus,Hipponiates,Scyliticus, Tarentinus, Ortas, T trgejiinus 
FsrtiMtl Zargus & Flanaticus. Touching the Sea HzveriSyStrabo 

wr i t ethof them in his fixthbooke,that they aregreat 
' and admirable,fome of them lying very conveniently 
to hinder the invafion of an Enncmy, and fituate very 
well, to offend an Ennemy, being alfo very commo- 
dious for traffiqu e. The chiefeft of thefe Havens are 
Partus olivuU,Anadnis,AviJbnis, Her cults Momeci,Mau* 
rid,^jilbingauni,Vadorum,Sabatiorum, Savon*, Genua,

Mo*»- ther ye will attribute them to France, Germanie or Italy, 

it matters not , feing that at this day in the length of 
diem they feparate Italy from France and Germany, as it 
were with a mighty Bulwarke or WalL Feftus is of opi- 
nion, that the Alpes v/cte called fo from the whitneffe 
of them : for faith he , the Sabines named that Abu m, 
which the La tine s called Album, that is,YYhite.lfiaorus 
willhaue, that the name of^lpium is an old French . 
word,and that in the ancient GalHcan tongue Alpes fi- 
gnific high-Mountaines. The high-Dutches call the 
alfoatthis day^^i, butnotin thatfenfeas Iftdorut 
taketh them , for Alp and Alp en, among theputches, 
betokenMountamesrichinPaftures,uponwhichno 
graffc is mooed , but where Cattel are turned a gra- 
zing. Strabo writcth that the Mountaines formerly 
were called mdAlpiona,md Stephanus mmevi 
them alfo Alpta and Alpiu Phavorinus giveth them the 
dcnorida.znono(Olbia,&cLycophron 01 Salpios. Ovid 6c 
ZucannmethcmAlpUfandDiony/tusAferAlpius. In 

ancient writings , they haue given diverfe names to 
the Alpes, afigne that in old times there were many 
parts of the Alpes, over which men paired. The names 
of the are! thefe : Alpes Maritima or Liguftica,thc Cottia, 
Graja,PBnina>AlpcsSumm*,Leponti*,Rhatica,IuUa2Xid 

Carnica, and thefe are thofe Apes, that by a continuall 
ridge , feparate Italy from France and Germanie. Next 
follow the Appennini , which (hoot out betweene the 
Vpper & the Nether Sea, and in their length feparate 
Italy, as itwereinto two parts* Some will fay that it is 
called A ppenninusjkom the Pom or Carthaginians,who 
cutt apafiagc through it, when Hanntbauthtk Con- 
• du&our fell into Italy : other agairie af&rmc , that this 
name came from an ancient Captame,caUed^W,who 
overran all/fa^. ByP^&wjfandothefSj thisMoun- 
taine is c^\to^penninus,byStepbanwAppeninuMon}^ 
Appenninus faith Pliny is counted the greateft Moiuu 
tainein/te/y, reaching with a continuall ridgetoone 
another from the Abes , to the ftreight of the Sicilian 
Sea. Befides thefe, there are divers other hills in/^/y, 
asparcells of the Appenini. 

There are ?. palTages over thefe hills into Italy , viz. thre» out 
of Fw»ce,andtwo outof Gerw^.The firft from Frrfwethrough 
Tmtnctfr fo dofe by the Tyrrhenes* Seas through IgWM, which 
fctheflj/k/fc Thefecondi$throujhthehilkcalledGe»«iw,into 
the Marquifatc of Saluxxes, & io into Umharij^s is the place 
tover y vhich the invincible Hdtmiball marched with fuch diffi- 
culty, and through which alfo Charles the Eight pafled with his 
Army towards Hop Us. The third is over Mount Caw, through 
the Countrie of T«ri», which was firft hanfcUed (if weebc- 



Iceuc antiquity )by HerculesiFiom the paflage of thefe Captaincs 
were thefe latter Mountaines called Alpes Graia. The firft way 
out of Germany into Italy, is through the Country of the Grifint, 
by the Country of the Valtolme. Tnefecond out of Germany into 
hah is through the Country otlyroUs, by the to wncs of tofpiath 
and Trent , and thus much of the Alpes , their fcvcraJl names and 
paflages over them. 

Thefe aforcfaid Mountaines, Dales and ficldes,are here and y^a p m j 
there covercdanddcckcdvvithmany fine Forefts and "Woods, jfafr 
whereof fomc of them were famous in ancient times » and 
knowne by ipeeiall names , as in Btruria the Sdltut now called 
Boftodi Monte ttawui alfo that of Volfinto or Bolfena , which heth 
upon the way, as ye goc to Viterbo and as Leandriuv vitnefleth, 
was called by the A ncients yvljinienfium Lucm. Vpon Mount 
Cimionin Etrur'ta was fuch a hideous,& fearcfull vvood,through 
which noc man durftgoe tillLmes time , but onely the guide 
himfelfe. In Latum by Catenates was Lucm Fcrone, whercor Siliiu 
verfifieth thus : 

Dives ub't ante omnes colitur Feronia Luco : 
Er facer humtftdt Fluv'mlia ruta Capenas. 
Pltnte vvriteth,that by the river Numico there was a woodfa- 
cred to Ion Indigeti.The wood ca\lcdI)i4n4i£tolica,LtTie maketh 
to be by AgmmmCompttu.Tht wood Navia Feftus placeth to haue 
flood about foure miles from Rtme. The wood of the Camsnari, 
livie writcth lay without the Gates ofCapena. And that wood 
which he then called Algidum TXemus is now Silvadel Aglica. Albu~ 
nea Syha, as Serv'tus faith,ftood upon the very top p of the Mount 
Tjbur 9 and another of the fame name within the iuriftidtion of 
tne Laurentini. Virgill writcth that the wood Mtgttia lay by Ma 
Mar forum. Cicero faith that Farina Imus flood within the pne- 
cinclsot FioThe. Plinie maketh mention , that the wood Vacant 
was by Mount Ficelb in Vmbr'ta. Campania had wont to glorie in 
her Lucm Sacer and in GaBnaria Sylva.Saccr Lucm , fo named by Ii- 
viusyis now called HamuSylva Gallinaria is mentioned in Cicero ad 
Foetum, and Strabo lib.5. Amongc the Lucanians the v voods FMi, 
Peregrimtlis ^,and Veliarum were very famous. Amongc the Apu- , 
Hans, BatiniSaltm and Imcus Gargani. Among the Bruin Rhegius or 
Regtnmm Salt us. Alfo in Gallia Cijfadana, Sylva Lucina and Pedant* 
Sylvd, In Trajpadania Caflorum Lucm. Strabo placeth in the Coun- 
trie of the Venet'ti two woods, whereof the one was called af- 

. v. i of Juno Argw*, the other Diana ts£tolica. 

Now I come to the publike Edifices and Buildings of Italy, f^^L 
afwcll Ecclcfiaftique as temporall, which are moft exquifite m ^* 
and many in number : for, within Rome alone there are at this 
dayc aboue joo.Churchcs &ChappellSjWhcreof feven of them 
are vifited with great devotion. Saint feters Church in the Vait- 
tan excelleth in Magnificencie and iiimptuouincfle, for marble 
and other ornaments, all the Churches of the "World, where , 
e may fee many raretics,as namely, fome pillars^ wbch were * 
rought thither out of Salomons Tern pic, two bralcn Fcacock* of 
theI^4fnwfcbroughtintoitbyC&fwi^5fl^i</^ which 
heretofore ftood in the Dale oWatuanax There may ye fee alfo 
the Sepulchres of many Popes , and the Marble Tombe of the 
EmpcrourOfto the Second. Aboue itftandsthc Popes Chap- 
pell , where yee may fee the day of judgment painted out by 
31 it he U Angelo.To be briefe,I will pafle by al the fiatcly Cio»fters> 
Hofpitalls , Orphan-houfes , Old-mens-houfes", Findelings- 
houles andthemoftftatelyPalaccs belongirtgto the Pope, and 
his Cardinalls. The Popes Palace ftandeth upon the Vat k an > in 
a place elevated , built very fumptuoufly and (cited plcafantly* 
eucr fince the Pope left Lateran he came to kcepc his court here 
in regard of the delightfomcnefTe of the place , and the'hcalth- 
fiilncfle of the aire.The Palace was firft begann by Pope N'uotat 
the Third,and was afterward enlarged and made better by his 
SucceSburs, and at laft byl«totfrheii.andl« rhe Tenth was 
rully finif hed , and by Xtjm the Fift adorned with moil exceU 
lent Images and Pictures, fo that thisftrufturefeemethto exalt 
it felfe up to the Heavens* yea, & hangs at it were in the fkyes. 
The flares by which yegoe up to his Court arefbcommodiou* 
andeafie, that one may come up to the Palace on all fides, yea 
and are fo broad,that yemaygoe up them on horfeback, to tht 
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Church, here the Cardinalls meete, when they are to choofe a 
new Pope & that the Papall Scate is vacant.This is commonly 
called the Conclave: to number up all the other Palaces & houfes 
in Rome would be too tedious , and therefore will let it reft till 
wee come to the particular Defcription thereof. --^ 

The Government of Italy is at this day twofold, to vvit,Po- 
foMwand Rt&/W^Ke.ThePolitiqueand CiviUGouvernment wof9ldt 
is now fo ordered,that they haue rent this famous Empire into 
diverfe Signories and Dominions. Amonge their fcverall Sci- 
oncuries & Dominions at this day next unto the Pope,theKing 
ofNdi&f, the threefrce Common weales of Veniu>Genua,lAUd 
& others, thechiefcfl are thofewhichbe in the SeptcntnonaU 
parts,as thePrinces of Tofcanyjerrara, Mam**, MsUayne, Mutfu^ 
rateJarmatSalucenin&Verona.

But fromall antiquity hane bene all- 
vvaies ambitious and vaine glorious : yea from the very brefts 
theyhaue fucked in lufts as milke, being much inclined to Idlc- 
ncfle,a delicious life & vencrie : but which is worft,to un natu- 
raU lufts & vile affections fpoken of by the Apoftlc Rom .cap. i. 
ver£i6*.& 27. (and as U r . Heylin feith; are fo befotted with jca- 
loufic, thatlooke how many Italians there are.therc are forjthe 
moft pan as many'jaylours to their vviues , for they fhut the 
upfrom the common view, and permit them not to difeoui 
with fevv.or none. For there was once a Gentleman in Venice* 
who was focxtteamely jealous of his wife, leaft fheefhould 
cornutehim, thatinhis abfence he had alocke for her. More* 
ouer, they are exceeding re vegefull: in £b much that when they 
can finde oportunity to revenge themfelues of thofe to vvhome 
they beare a grudg or fplenc , either by the fword, piftoll or 1H- 
letto , they rejoyce, glorie in it & counting it as precious to 
them as their ovvneliues : but if they cannot effect it them- 
felucsjthen they hire others,or lay their commaundsupon their 
heires,& children to execute their revenge. Of the natiire,con- 
dition & manners of your Italian Donna's & "Weeman, ye fhall 
find them liuely fett out in an ancient manmcript , or the lame 
old booke in this manncrfollo wing.

fitc*, thofe otuua capable for *he building of Townes; thofe of 
CrwwMlKilh^mmeordcringof Battailes-, thofe of Venice fo? 
rigging and fetring forth of a navie; thofe of Padua good Riders 
of horfes; thofe of Bergmo fozhying of plotts & Ambufcadoes.

the Italians at thiutayare conftant in matrimonie, and will 
notfurTerany bills of divorce to be giuen, as the Romans by a 
bad cuftome had wont to doe , throw the feducement ofsp. 
Qtrvtlius. The firft borne of the Princes, Lords and Gentlemen 
inherite their Fathcrslivings, according to the ancient cuftome, 
but for the common & meaner fort of people; they dc vide their 
lands & goods alike amonge their children , if they be lav vfull 
borne. 
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Touching their J^they are very fearing and fober , and ufe xy# # 
no great dainties at their tables if neceffioe require it not. They 
goe nor alwaies in one fafhion of cloaths , but change their 
doaths as time and occafion femes. 

The Apf *reB of the Venetians are wide and longe. Of late uppant 
yeares their weemen went with their armes, breaft & fhoul- 
ders naked, but now they deck them, wearing great and long 
Slecues , a la mode BfftaignotU. Nextuntothe Venetians the Ro- 

rcntinesgoe the hanfomeft and ncateft,in their appareiL Thofe 

of Milan 1 as alfo> all thofe oftAEmilia & tiguria goe very brauej 
but their cloathes are of a fhorter cutt ; the Courtefensof Borne 
putts them all dov vne for gallantriejongnelfe tc variety of Co- 

j lours, but the com munaltie goe there ncate 5c hanfbme,thongh 

" not coftly,efpedally their private weemen, but of late they arc 
gott into the Tufcan fafhion. The Neapolitans had rather goe 
neatc in their cloathes then coftly; the reft of Italy got plaine. In 
all Gallia Ciftlpina or Lombard] y Princcffes & Ladies take moil: de- 
light in the Spanif hj and their hufbands,in the French fafhion* 
This booke mentidneth alfo what meates they loue beft in 
the townes, and how they carry themfelues to Ennemies, and 
ftraungers,* namcly,the Florentines are frugall and thrifty;thofe 
of Luca neate and cleanely 5 thofe of Mantua plaine and fimplt; 
the Calabrians rufticall and unferviceable ; thofe of Luca truftie; 
thofe ofSena kind hearted} the Venetians foothers; thofe of Padua 
auftere and churlifh; theF/wenriiif in their bargaincs arc fubtile 

and wariej the Genoa'spzticitVy thofe of Milan openhearted} the 
Venetians crafty andJordly. 

The commodities vvhichlfti^atTofds, and which arc tranf - Mmhan- 
ported into forraine Countries are Rice, Silks, Velvets, Satins, dx*. 
TarTaties, Orograinnes, Rafh , Fuftians, Gold wire, Armour, 
Alom and Venice glafles, &c. 

.Their language is grave, courtly and fluent,thebeft whereof 
is about Ilorme and sitm. And thus much of Xta h in ^encrill. 
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H E Seigneurie of the Venetians rea- 
cheth farre, and containeth within three 
Provinces or Tcrritoires,as IdMariaTer- 
vigiana Friuli, and HitJria , with a part of 
I ombardy, lying upon the Pa, to wit,B«- 
[cia&rgotno, and Verona , with the jurifdidion of O*- 
mona. On the Eaft it boundeth upon the Aufterian 
Confines, and is partly (hvjtt in with Golfo M Vem'ta, on 
the North it hath the aforefaid Dutchie of Auftria, 
with theTridentine commaund,and alfo the Rhetian 
Graubunters,and Switzers, on the Weft fide lyeth the 
Dukedomeof Mantua, & the Popes commannd. The 
Marquifete of Tervigiana hath on the Weft fide the 
Rivers Mincius,Benacus,andSarca: on the North the 
Moutaines Taurifani, which feperate Germaniefrom 
Italy, on the Weft part lyeth the River Timavi,& the 
Venetian Sea , on the South the River Athefis , with 
the Melarian, ahd Brigantime Pooles. This is a noble 
and a rich Coantrie, full of gallant townes , whofe In- 
habitants are very laborious, andingenions, great lo- 
vers of aUprofeffions, artsand fciences,Sc good Soul- 
diers. The foiie yeeldcth all forts of graine , good 
wine, and delicate fruits , having befides many hott 
bathes: wholfome Fouptaines and Rivers , abounding 
in dainty fifh. The aire is alfo very heakhfuil,pleafant 
and milde.fo that this Countrie may truely be accoun- 
ted one of the beft Provinces of Italy. Forum lulii, or 
which the Venetians call their Pairs* , or Native 
Soile,reacheth Eaftward as farre as the River Foruiio, 
and Northwards to the Alpcsluhi, on the Weft it is 
(hutt in with the Alpes,Vindelic«, dr Norua? , where 
the River Kiquentia parteth Friuli , from the Marqui- 
fateTcrrigluua, on the Southfide lyeth the Golfe or 
Venice, The Soile is exceeding fruitful!, the Coun- 
trie being full of pleafant feilds , and watered with di- 
verfe rivers, brookes andfprings. For wine, woods, 
mettals, and all kind of ftone quarries they have fuffi- 
cient. By the famous river of Hydra,they finde quick- 
filver : the Inhabitants are given much to all kinde of 
manufactures, and ufe great trading, and commerce. 
Hiftria lyeth on the other fide of the Golfe of Venice. 
Itisaroushandacrasgie Countrie, with many hills 
' ' rough it, which nevertheieffe are truittull. 
It hath alio many woods in it , where they gett excel- 
lent timber, for the building of (hipping. In the ftone 
quarries , they have Free-ltone and Marble, which is 
tranfported to Venice, and other Cities. By reafon ot 
the barrennefle of the Countrie, the people are not 
very rich. Brefciais an exceeding fruitful! Countrie, 
which affordeth Winepyle,Peafe,Beanes & allkinde 
of Fruits in abundance. They have alfo in the Moun- 
tainesyron, and Copper mines, which yeelds thtln- 
habitant s noe fmall profite : within the confines there- 
of lyeth LagodHfeo, or the Lake of ldro , alfo manv 
pleafant Dales, adorned with populous townes & Vil- 
laaes. The Country being full alfo of Caftles 5 Ncble- 
m?n,and Gentlemens houfes. The Territoire of Ber- 
eamo is very Mountainous , rough and to the North- 
ward very barren, bnt the other part is more f ruitfull , 
havine fine Dales in it,where they make curious wine, 
and great ftoreof Oyle : they haveyron alfo , and a- 
buncfance of Sheepe , which yeelds them excellent 
wooU,wherewiththey drive a great trade in Italy. 

^u' o u;* „f 17^1-noa is f eoarated from the Bre- 



fciancommaundby Lago di Garda > beginning at Bru- 
chclio, and reaching in length 65 Italian miles to Riva, 
lying at the end of the faid Lake. This territoire is not 
behinde with the others in fertility: but yeeldeth a- 
bundance of excellent wines, oyle , and moft pleafant 
fruits. They make great gaine of their wools , and 
ftone-quarries^nd their Rivers and Lakes abound in 
delicate fifh. Upon Mount Baldo growes many excel- 
lent firoples, and phyficallherbes. Cremona is a fine 
pleafant Country,in regard of its fruitfull trees, which 
are fett in rowes on by an other the Vines clafping & 
climinguptothetopsof them, whofe juycie grapes 
every yeare, cheeres the hearts of her Natives. The 
gallant, ftately, and famous C it ie of Venice lyeth in 
Swu Adriatic 0 commonly called Golfo di Venet 'ta. And 
may feeme to take its denomination from Vcnetia , 
which in elder Latin is taken from the feething,or fro- 
thing of the Sea,on which it is fituate. It is built upon 
7* Ilands,diftant from the maiue land five miles , de- 



tended againftthefurieof the Sea, by a banke exten- 
ding 60 miles in length, through which in feaven pla- 
ces there is paffage broken for boates, but no way for 
Veffells of greater burdens faving at Malamuco and the 
Caftles of Lio, ftrongly fortified. Touching the foun- 
dation of this Citie , many Hiftorians are of theopi- 
nion,that when the Hunnes invaded Italy,many of the 
Vcnetians,tofecure themfelves from the furie ofthefe 
Barbarians , fled from the continent , and harboured 
themfelves in thefe Hands, upon which Venice is now 
built , and whence it was fo called about the yeare of 
our Lord 420. Since which time it was fo mightily en- 
larged, and grew fo populous, that the circuit of jt is 
above Soco paces, which makes 8 miles in compafTe,8c 
isfo well fortifyed,that it is impoflibleto be taken,but 
by an Ennemie , whofe Armie muft have a Une of cir- 
cumvalation of above x ro miles. For convenience of 
paffage, there are 4000 bridges, and 1 aooo gondeloes 
or boates. And though this Citie be environned about 
with water, & noe land left, but that whereupon hou- 
fes are built: yet they are ferved with abundance of 
all manner of provifions,both for neceffity & delight , 
which is brought unto them by water , and where is 
great trading and commerce. The City is divided in- 
to 6 parts,ftanding in the flaves aforefaid,the buildings 
are faire, fumptuous,well compacted, &: adorned wh 
glaffe windowes, an ornament; not common in Italy. 
There are 2oohoufes in it,fit to lodge any King whom 
foever , moft of which ftand on the grand Canaie. 
There are 6 (. Parilhinall Churches in it , 17 Friers 
Cloifters,and 24 Nunneries : the Patron of this City 
is Saint UMarte, whofe body they report to have bin 
brought from Alexandria, and is here buyried in Saint 
Markes Church , one of the goodheft , and richelt 
Churches in the world,vvhere in is piled up aninfimta 
mafle of treafurie, belonging to the Venetians. It is 
built through with Mofaique worke , ot which worke 
they vaunt themfelves to bethe Authours. "Nowthe 
Mofaique worke is a moft curious worke , wrought of 
ftones of diverfe colours , and divers mettals into the 
fhapes of knots, flowers, and other devices, with that 
excellencie of cunning, that they feeme all to be but 
one ftone: and rather the worke of nature then of art. 
Neere unto this Church, ftands the Senate-houfe,and 
the Dukes Palace, moft rare ftruftures. The Arfenall 
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The dcfcriptiqn ofth Seigneurli <f VENICE,

is above aooo paces in compaffe , wherein cve^day 
there are ac worke above 400 men and Ihipwnghts for 
t e making of Ihips and Gaines , in which are kept 200 
GaUte ,* nigh to which are houfes ftored with malts 
Lies, and other tacklings , fo that they can fbeedily 
Ski and fett out a Navie. in their Magazin or warre 
Save armour for a hundred thoufand Souldiers 
among which arc athoufand coates of plate,garniflied . 
with sold, and covered with Veluet ; lo that t hey are 
fit for any Prince in Chriitendome to weare. Round 
about this Citie lve thele Hands , among the which is 
that of Umm. ^here they make their curious fine 
Venice Glaces, and io from a bafc, & an abje6t begin- 
nin&thisCitieis growneto be thechiefeit Bulwarke 
of Chriftendomef The chiefe Policie, whereby this 
Commo-weaith hath fo long fubfifted in an Ariftocra- 
cie , is firft the exempting of their Citizens from the 
warres,& hy ring others in their places,by _ w hofe death 
the Common-wealth fuftameth the leile loffe. Se- 
condly, the entertaining of fomeforraiue Prince for 
their Generall , whoroe after the wares ended, the^ 
prefenttydifcardj by which courfe they avoid fadtion 
^fervitude:whichwereliketohappen,if theyfhouid 

employ in that fervice any of their owne people : who 
by his vert ue, & courage might chance to make him- 
felfe their Prince. The Lawes alfo of this Citie permit 
not the yonger Sous of the Mobilitie to marne , leaft 
the number encreafing , (hould diminilh the dignity : 
howfoever they permit them uniayrtull pleasures , and 
for their fakes allow pubiike ftewes. The Dukes au- 
thority is but fmall,as being in allthingsfubjetf tothe 
Senate, and the three officers, called the Capi , with- 
out whofe confent he may not goeoutof the towne, 
St by whome he is prefcribed an order in his apparel! : 
fo that he may be counted li tie better then an honora- 
ble fervant. His revenue is as litle as his authority, he 
being allowed out of the common treafune but 40000 
Jucates. a yeare. The people of Venice are either 
.Centtcmen,or Artificers,or Commons. 

Verona, for a naturali lite, lying upon the Athefis , 
may be compared to Bafiiin Germany, feated in a fine 
plaine feild, on the Eaft, South,and Weft fides: but on 
the North fide rifeth upon a Utie hill, and is embraced 
with the River Athefis, It hath large and taire ftreets 
paved with bricks, 3 f Churches, 1 o Cbifters Sc N un- 
neries, foure bridges and two Caft les vpon the hill ; it 
boafteth of an Amphitheater , which will containe 
So 00 people. This City was a longe time under the 
power of the Romans, and as well as the other townes 
in Italy hath endured many fhrode brunts : Afterward, 
the Gothes pofleffed it, and came under Theodo- 
ri cus,who called itfafter his owne name , & anno 1404 
was under the fubjeaion of the Venetians. Padua isa 
very large,& an ancient City, built by Antenor.whofe 
tombe is ttill here to be feene. It is feated in a very 
fruitfully a pleafant foile environned with the River 
Brenta, which US ignore Carrafta led about it; the cir- 
cumference of this City is 700 paces. Befides the Ca- 
thedrall Church, there be zz others , 23 Fryers Clou 



fters arid 2pNunneries,abraveSenate houfe, 5 Mar- 
ket places,^ ftone bridges, 3 Hofpitalls , three Mala- 
deries and about 4000 boufes in it : it is an Epiicopall 
Sea, accounted one of the tatteft in Italic The Coun- 
trie round about it , is very fertiU in peafe and wine, 
here is made the fineft 5 and the whitelt bread of Italy. 
Vicenza is very neately built aud compacted together 
adorned with fumptuous houfes , through which the 
two Rivers Bacchibe, and Rezo meeting runne.The cir- 
cumj acent territoire furnilheth this City withail pro- 
vifions in abundant manner , about it growes many 
Mulberie trees, with whofe leaves the Citizens keepe 
a multitude of filke wormes. Brefcia lying under the 
foote of a hill, is accounted the fecond City for big- 
neffe, and beauty in all Lombardy , being finely com- 
patted together. It hath endured much harme by the 
Hunnes,and anno 412 theGothes burnt itdowneto 
as(hes,but anno 4 was built up againe by Martianus. 
The Emperour Henry the 6. did demantle it, & took 
their priviledges from them, whentheGibellini and 
Guelphi factions domineerd in Italy, whereby it fuftai- 
ned much dammage and falling into the hands of ma- 
i ny Lords, the Venetians at laft fnapt it from them. It 
is alfo the feate of an Archbifhop , who is an Earle , a 
MarquefleandaDuke. Bergamo is an ancient towne 
feated upon the top of a hill: in the Preaching Fryers 
Monaftery,is moft antike and curious carvings, and a 
fine Library to be fhowne: the people fpeake the worft 
language of any in Italy: but are nevertheleffe men of 
good capacity. This towne anno 1419 in the time of 
Philippe Maria fell into the hands ot the Venetians. 
Crema ly eth in a very pleafant ground, being ftrongly 
fortifyed with walls,againft the Millanoys,haviug gal- 
lant houfes in it,and being provided with all things ne- 
ceflary for the fuftentation of man , till anno 1405 , it 
was fubjed to Vicounts,in which time fbiUppo Maria , 
chafed thofe Tyrants away. It proved difloyali to this 
Philip , and gave themfelves over to the Venetians. 
Tarvifium is not very great, but ftrongj the River Sili 
di videth it into two parts, the moft of the lands about 
it,belong to the Citizens of Venice. This tpwne in the 
time of theFrencb,and Imperiall troubles ftood con- 
ftant to the Venetians. In Fruili are diverfe townes a- 
mong the reft Udine being five miles about. Aquileia 
lyeth upon the borders ofHiftria, & is a very ancient 
towne , which had above a hundred and twenty thou- 
fand perfens dwelling in it,according to the Romainc 
taxation. Attila after along feige layd itflattto the 
ground. Not farre from thence is the new towne of 
Palma, built by the Venetians anno 1593. It is built in 
a circular forme, fortifyed with nine great Bui warkes, 
and a deepe moate, and an exceeding thick wall,in the 
midft of it ftands the Citadell, which hath alfo 5 Bul- 
warkes about it. InHiftriaare thefe two townes, Capo 
^fwlyinginafmalllland, witha bridge overitto 
the continent. In the midft alfo of the towne lyes a 
ftrong Caftle. Trijl is a Sea-haven, uot farre from Ca- 
pe d jflrid. 
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His part o£&dy> which is now 
called Lombdrdie is a braue and 
a moft pleafant Countrie, as 
well in regard of the gallant 
townes as for the fragrant 
fieldes, and Meddowes that 
areinit, & therefore is rightly 
ftiled the Garde* of Italy. 
This Lombardy was knowne

tide of Duie wzs lohit called Guletzo, becaufc at his 
birth the coc|k crew more then was ordinary,who for 
this dignity paid to theEmperour rTtnceprnxoawo. 
Crowncs. Afterward the Dukes of SfirUmth the

Councellours at lawc , fomeof the clcrgie and the 
choifeft men of theCitty.TheCountrie round about 
it is very fruitful! abounding in all things. 

Crmm is a very ancient torvne,built in the firft ycare of the 
lecond Punicke warre , and was burnt to the ground by Vtjfr*- 
fians fbuldiers, after the defeate of ViteHim his forces, which 
overthrow was given under the walls of this towne. For 
when Antonius Vejfafutm Generall , after his vi&orie firft cntred 
into it a he went into a bath to waf h away the fweat and blood 
from his body, where finding the water fome what too cold, 
he ftid by chance , thatit fhould anon be made hotter, which 
words theSouldicrs applying to their greedie defires, fct fire on 
the towne, andipent foure dayes in the fackingof it. By the en- 
couragement of Vejpaftan it was againc recdifyed. It lieth fo 
upon the Po, thatit often itiftabeth much dammage by high 
floods. The Streets are large and broad, the houfes ftately builr, 
with a very, ftrong Caftle , and a high tower, which may be 
accounted one ofthe wonders of Europe, built Anno 1284. 
from which grew the byword: VntTunk'tnCremona^musPe- 
tr us in Roma, mm Portm in Ancona: In the yeare 537. when T. Sm- 
prowiw, and P. Cornelius were Confulsit was made a Colonie to 
hinder Annibals invafion into Italy. 

Afterward this ciue was miferably deftroyed by the Gothes 
& liewifc by the Lombards was almoft turned upfide downe 
Anno 6 jo. Then having continued a while under the Italian 
Kings, at laft following the exemple of other townes purcha- 
fed her owne fteedome & came under the comaund of Rome. 
The inteftine warre rifing betweene the Guelfhi and the Ge- 
bellinh , fhe loft her prifcanglorie and liberty by degrees : finally 
comming firft under the power ofthe Galeazes , and then un- 
der the sforzaes, was at laft takenin by Lewes the Twelfth, and 
by capitulations of peace delivered over to the Venetians , who 
having gouverned over it ten yeares, the French gott it againe 
into their hands. Then they being beaten out of Italy, it came 
under the Dominionof the Sforces, & afterward under the Kine

The 
Countrie in fome places is le veil and ft uitfull,but in others hilly 
and barren. 

Within the Dutchie of Millanlieth lo^and Alexandra now ^ Mnr

The new name and greatnefle muft be alcribed to 
the often overthrowes of Millainc by Fredericks Barbaroffa , the 
people whereof at the feuerall deftru&ions of their citty, reti- 
red to this towne, calling it fo for Pope Alexander the thirds fake, 
whofe part they then tooke againft the Emperour , and gott 
this new name : it lieth dolle upon the river Tanar diftant tome 
feven kalian Miles from Tertana.

It is generally held that in Italy no Countrie can 
puttitdowne,eitherinregardof the fertility thereof 
or for the many pleafant and fruitfull hills wherewith 
itisadorneci Itbearcthallkindeof Graine,moft de- 
licate fruits , and curious Wines , which they in abun- 
dance tranfport out of this region into the neighbo u- 
ring Countries : befides they haue great ftore of 
Cheefe, Butter, Rice, Hcmpe , Silkc , and fuch like 
pro vifions with diverfe forts ofMettals. The fruitful- 
, nefle hereof may appearc herein , that in the time of 
twentie yeares warres, betweene the French and the 
Spaniards, for all their armies lay in it and eate it up, 
yet was there no want of Vi&ualls and Pro vifions. 
Likewife notwithftanding the warrs of Duke Charles 
Emanueliyczufcdby reafonof the Reformed ReUgion 
brought into France and his Countrie, yet this Prin- 
cipate of Piedmont in a few yeares contributed to 
die maintenance of them aboue eleuen millions of 
Ducats.To pafTe over in filencc aho the late warres in 
which this Countrie paydto his owne Lord, as like- 
wife to the King of France an unfpeakeable mafle of 
money. 

This Countrie as it is fruitfull , fo was it populous, 
and exceeding well peopled: for wherefoeuer they 
fetded themfelues in it they found very commodious 
fituations and dwellings. And though the townes be 

not very many and greatjy e t there are in it abou e 15 o. 
places walled, which arc fo populous, that once a 
picdemontane Gendeman , being af ked ofthe extent 
of his Countrie, (aid, thatitwasaCittyof 300. miles

This Countrie is parted into 
eight Bifhopricks, namely, the Epifcopates of Vercetti, 
Jfii 9 Oft a^ T urino> Mondovi, Pojjano and that of Saluzzo. 

The chiefeftrivers>which water this Countries are 

the Po, Stura , Tanar us, Duria , andaboue 28. others, 
befides greatandfinall. TheP^ foringeth out of the' 
Marquuate of Saluzzo , from under the Mount V ofi> 
and after he hath turned towards the Northland pad 
fed by T urin y windeth againe Eaft ward,and traverf cth 
through the Marquuate of Montferrate. The Stura 
gusfhet out of the Ligurian Mountaines , which ly on 
the Southfide of this Countrie,and borders upon the 
Srigncurieof<7«w4, and beneath Alexandria falleth 
into the Poo. Vnder the name of Duria, or Doria are 
underftood two rivers both of them comming out / 
of the Alpes, and difcharge themfelues into the Poo* 
Duria Bathe a hafteth from the North, to the South- 
ward and cloffc by Crefiehtio runneth into the Po. Du- 
ria Rifarta rifeth up not farre from the head of the ri- 
ver DruentiaMdax winding towards dip Weft falleth 
into the Rhoane. But Duria which runneth Eaft ward, 
and warereth the valley of Suza beneath Turino dif- 
bur deneth himfelfe into the Po. 

The principall towne of this whole countrie is Ton- 
rin called of old Augufta Taurinorum , becaufc it was Tmrin „ 
the mother towne or the Taurini, not onely mentio- Twin. 
ned in ancient hift ories } but alfo in regard it is the re- 
fidenceand Court ofthe Dukes of Savoy at thisday. 
Stephanus the Grammarian thinketh, that it tooke 
this name from Taurus a bull , which the Majjilienfes 
giue for their armes, whofe Colonie was quartered in 
this towne. It was in former ages larger, but now is 
lefTer and narrower, but compacted well together, 
& if ithad continued fo large it could not haue bene 
fo well fortified. It is featedj uft in that place , where 
the Duria and the Po meetc together , and is built in a 
quadrant forme with many fine Turrets, and Gates, 
and is adorned with ftately houfes , and fumptuous 
buildings,wherein the Noblemen and the chicfe Ci- 
tizens dwell , furnifhed alfo with abundance of all ne- 
cefTarie provifions. Emanuell PhiUbert Duke of Savoy 
built in it a braue Caftle, with fiuc points, and Charles 
Emanuell,who dyed of late yeares embellifheditwith 
a fine garden like a Paradiceand a Parke into which 
he putt all kinde of Deere , to take his pleaiure and 
delight in hunting. The principall Church is dedi- 
cated to Saint John , befides which there are 20. mo re; 
having in it alfo a moft magnificent and princely Pa- 
lace , being alfo the Archbilhops Seate , and the Vni- 
verfity , wherein the renowned Schollar Erafinus of 
Rotterdam proceeded Do&or of Divinity* In this 
City (as it is reported) was fett up the firft printing 
houfe in all Italy : not farre- from this towne alfo arc 
Yron mines & Stone quarrics,out of whith they digg 
Marble. Vpon a fmall hill not farre from it lyeth th c 
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populous firall towncof Jliwfi, where Duke CAtffe

the people hereof driue a great trade with thcFrench 
in Provence; for which caufe many Marchants dweU 
hcrctobuycattellandtodcaleinyronworkcs. | 

tMondoni (otMonsBegulis) as many thinke, was firft 
founded by theEmperour Conrade , is featedupon a 
reafonnablehighhiH, betweene the rivers Etta and 
TMnaro. Itisthoughttobethemoftpopuloustowne 
in Pimont. The rcafon is becaufe of the incredible 
fruitfulneffe of the circumjacent Countrie, which 
pardy rifcthwith hills, andis partly enterlaced with 
fweetc plaincs, which He here and there betweene the 
hais&mountaines: the hills are loaden withpleafint 
Vines , which beares huge bunches of grapes that 
eheeres the hearts of the Inhabitants euery yeare. 
The Dales yeeld all kinde of delicate fruits , and ex- 
cellent Come,andabundanceofCheftnutts. The 
Inhabitans are of afhort ftature, high minded, faft- 
fifted, and boaft much of their gentrie. Ithathtwo 
Suburbs , the one called Vico , in which the laft decea- 
iedDuke built afine Church,andcalledit Smila Vir- 
gin* , and a Chappell in it , wherein the Dukes which 
ftiall dye here after are to be entombed & buried. 
Here the Inhabitants having digged deepe into the 
ground difcouvered many veines of blacke Marble, 
with traces of Mettall Stones mingled amonge them. 
Foffan wasmade by the Duke an Epifcopall Seate &: 
lieth upon a Steepe hill, underwhich runneththe ri- 
ver Stura. The whole foile round about it, is excee- 
ding fr ritfull,and y celde th fo much Graine,that they 
reape euery yeare aboue a hundred thoufand quar- 
ters of Come, being moiftred with fine fpringsand 
brookes, alfo it hath good Paftures , and Mcddowes 
wherein a great many Cattel &: Neatc feed. Amonge 
the faire edifices it hath a gallant Caftle. Beneath 
Foffan betweene the rivers ot SturazndGieffoliesConi, 
whofe Inhabitants by their labour & induftrie make 
that ftonie and barren ground fruitf ull $ by reafon of 
the many channels , and ditches which they haue 

ledd throughit. Here growes an infinite number of

Cheftnutts, betweene which trees they fowefecdes, 
which returnes them a double encreafe. Vine-hills 
and Paftures, they want not. The people are giuen to 
labour&tillage, having likewifecarryedthemfelues 
brauelyandcouragioufly, during the time ofthree 

fiC ^nder Foffan we muft likewife reckon Afih which is *gu 
reafonably well fortified, with a Wall and aMoate. 
There are other leffer townes in Lombardy which 
forbrevitiewewillpafferover. Thewhole Countrie 
is watered with many pleafant rivers and brookes, 
there are alfo in it many braue woods & thick groues, 
wherein are good ftore of Deere of all kinde,and here 
andthere the Countrie rifeth with pretty hills , plea- 
fant, and fruitfull Dales, where there is abundance of 
honey,wh ereof they make great gaine,befides di verfe 
othercommoditiesnecelTaryfortheufeofman. The 

Inhabitants of this Country haue formerly bene fo 
animous that they haue wagged warre with Montfer- 
rate and their Confederates , and oftentimes gott the 
I better of them : Betweene Mondoni and Ajli lieth Che- cftmefo 
I rape , beneath which the confluence of the rivers of 
I Stura and Tanaro meete , it hath broad ftreets , fine 
I houfes , andis well fortified having a healthfullaire, 
andwarlikepeople. Not farre from thence is Poknti* P*U*i*. 
neercunto whidi^wwtheVice-Roy of thcGoths 
defeated StiUcon> and after that he had deftroy ed P*. 
lentia marched towards Rome. rerceSiiszvcty ancient rm*. 
towne (andin former times was the Capitall City o£ 
the Lybtei) lying upon AcSett, and is inhabited by 
I braue people,wno braggmuchof their nobility. The 
bread which they bake there , is exceeding good and 
white,and here haueyc alfo large & fatt CaponsXeo 
the Tenth heldhere a Council againft Berengarius. 
Plinie faith that here abouts had wont to be found 
gold-mines , the markes whereof are feene by Ponde- 
rano> which is though t was fo called from Auro Ponde- 
rano. Oucr^hdtVerceBlictti Inure*, which thean-*"** 
dents called£^f«^i,andtheNatiuesatthisday Lam- 
porreggio. This was the chiefe towne of the Salafft, and ; 

the territoirc of/the Ccmabefn fo named from Canmbe ! , 

or Kemfe.lt liethupon the entrance of the Dale Augu- 
Jls upon the river Duri* , which runneth through the 
midftofit, and hath a ftronge Caftle with exceeding 
high Bulwarkesinit. 0/fewas the Capitall towne of 
Valdi Ofia, named by the andents Augufta frmtm*> af- 
ter Augufius C*fr y and lieth in the Nor therne bounds 
of this Country,under the Gray and Pennine Alpes>cal- 
led the great, and the litlemounts of Saint Bernard. 
This towne hath many antiquaries and monuments, 
bywhichisevidently leene the antiquity of it. This 
Dake is fo long, thatitis counted two dayes journey 
to goe through it, and hath fo many villages in it 
(landing foneere and cloife together, asif they were 
b ut one towne.The left fide ofthisDale is fowne with 
Come , whereof euery yeare they reape abundance. 
The right fide is full of vine-Fields , which yeelds 
them y earely much Wine. The County Nsz&a lieth 
upon a lake by the river Faro, which parts Italy and 
France aflunder. It is a barren and hillie' Country*. 
The towne of Vitia Franca hath an excellent Haven, 
which the Ancients called Her cults Monad Per turn.

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N Lombardy, alongc thcM or 
m Lombard ta Cijpadana, lyeth 
the pleafant , and deHghtfull 
Countrie of the territoirc of 
tMontferrat, called fo either a 
LMonteTcraci from the fertility 
of the mountaines in it, or a 
tMonte Terr at 0 of fomc moun- 
taines here ftorcd with y ro: for 
as yroh fiirpaflcth all mettals in fblidity, &c hardneflc : 
fo this Countrie excclleth all others in fruitfull en- 
creafe, e/pecially in delicate Wines i which arc made 
there abouts. The Empcrour Otho the Second, made 
formerly feuen MarquilTes ouer this countrie, name- 
ly the Marquiflcs of LMontferrat, oifera, of Ponfion* 
ofBufehiy of Salutia , of Savonamclof Tinarium. The 
firft were the feuen Sonnes of Aleranus King of the 
S axons. Anno 1 5 19. it was united to Mantua , by the 
mariage of Duke Frederick with the; Daughter and 
heire of Gulielmm PaUologus^which. houfegouvcrned 
this Marqui(atc,tillthcycarei534«itt which nmeSaint 
Georgius PaUologus dying without iflTue, Charles the 
Fifth gaue this Marquifate of Mont f err at % to Fredericie 
Gon^aga, who was created Duke by him Anno 1514. 

tMcrula in his 6. bboke of the defcription of Mont- 
f err at , touching the ahtiquitie of the Vice-comites 
fpeaketh thus:// is a mon famous Countrie>exceedingpka- 
f ant and fruitfully full of inhabitants and hufbandmen. It 
beginneth almoft a daies journey from the Abes , and 
isfcparatedfrom the^^jbyitfclfe,6^ ale veil Coun- 
trie lying betweene the Alfesy ye Ihall not fee a patch 
of ground in it , but is manured j for it lies in amoft 
fruitfull, and a fatt foile. On the left fide of it runneth 
the river Tanarus, and on the right fide it is watered 
with the rivef Po.

former times there wasabridge here over the Tanary 

where John of Mcdices Cardinall of Florence , and Le- 
gate of Bononta , who afterward was called Pope Leo the 
Tenth was taken prifoner in a bloodic battel , fought 
by the French Anno 1512. and was carry edpnfoner 
into France. And being relcafed and fet a liberty 
out of the power of the French, came againe to Bo- 
nonia> from whence he was fent as a Legate : then fol- 
lowes the ancient townes of Valence y then fomaro with 
..-'iba. a Caftte ftandirig upon a hill. Alba once called Alba 

Pompeiay where Pertinax the Roman Empcrour was 
borne, who being of bafe and obfeure parents , was 
after the death of Commodus (flaine by and 
Bus ) called to the Empire. But being overzealous to 
reforme the corruptions of the. State , he was by the 
Pretorian fouldicrs (loathing now the Princes for their 
verrues, as much as formerly for their vices) barba- 
rouflymurdred, and thclmperiall dignity fold unto 

-*f4S.V4$. Julianus for 25. Seleniums the man. Cafil S. Vat of late 

yeares was befieged , and taken in by MarquefTe Spi- 
- nolaytedfoFrafwetto. Cafil was heretofore a Bifli op- 
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ricke , but was bereft of this dignity by PoteSixtus the 
Fourth Anno 1474. The Marquifcs ot Montferrat 
held there their court and rcfidencie. Thercaretwo 
Caftlcsinit, in which the Marquifes formerly dwelt. 
Alfo there is another which heretofore was built by 
Vincent Gon%aga Duke of Mantua , and of Montferrat > 
whichis exceeding ftrong, and well fortified ; bearing 
thenamcnowofaC^D^. Initwere borne thefa- 
mous CardinaUs 0/^,defcendc th from the blood Ro- 
yall of Aleramusy and Theodorus Palaologus , alio Bernar- 
ds Cotnanusy who was the firft Bifhop of Cafil, alfo 
Georgius Cacatoxicus an excellent Divine, and a Phi- 
losopher with divcrfe others. Befidcs Bafftgnana, upon 
the hills to the Southward lie feme other townes,and 
villages,amongc which are thcfe,called MonteCaftetto, 
Pavony S.Sah*torc,which hath a ftrong Ca(tic,Gerella, 
Suizan, Cafielletto, LugOy tMonteMagno, &c. As ye goe 
from Cafilto the fide of thcP*, ye Ihall come to Ponte 
de Stura, Camino, Gabino, and other townes. Vpon the 
Confluence of the two rivers of Bormia and Tanarus 
lieth Alexandria della PagUa , fo named after Pope AU- 
xander the Third,having the furnamc Della PagUa,bc- 
caufe (as fomcbelecue) he that was chofen Empc- 
rour, wasto rcceiuc there a Crowne of Straw,but this 
is thought to be a fable. This towne is featcd be- 
tweene two rivers, namely the Tanary which fcpara- 
tetha part of the Suburbs from the city it felfe, and 
the river Bormia in a very pleafant place* The Inha- 
bitants thereof are able men, and lharpc witted. The 
Vicounts had for alonge time the rule and Govern- 
ment of this place, after themfuccceded the Sforza's, 
and then the Kings of France ruled over it , as Ion gc as 
they had commaund over OHtllaine. 

Beyond the Tanar lieth Borgolium, which is a peece ivgoiim. 
of theSuburbs oiAleJfandria,ca\icA fo from the village 
of Ber go, which lies not farre from it ; there had wont 
to dwell in it the Gilders y you muft goe over a bridge 
into the Suburbs , and being pafTed over the river Ber- 
mi*y on your left hand, as you traveli upwards, you 
Ihall fecftanding by the river fide, the hne towne of 
Bo ft *,which formerly gaue denomination to thcMar- */<•• 
quifatCi Here Bartholrhcw Bergoma Gencrall of the 
iMillanois Army , overthrew the French , and routed 
them.

Two miles from Aleffindria Ucth Maricor urn y whofe M*ricct»m 
Inhabitants in former times fleeted to Aleffandria , as 
alfo from an other village called Forum , where how 
there is fcarcely a ma dwells, they were formerly built 
mthcfamcmanceras^/^Wmwas , &: were ftrong, 
commodious 3 and very populous. The mines of their 
Churches arc yet to be fecne,with braue floores, and 
ftatcly free ftonc walls, marble tables , & monuments 
with Epitaths written upon them. Befides all thefe 
things , theancient cuftomes of the inhabitants and 
folemnities of thefe places {hew evidently the anti- 
quitic of them, as alfo their language and fpeech ; for 
they haue yet in ufe many of the ancient words of the 
Romans , as Strena , Toga , Profi , and others.

At laft this Marquifate,and the 
Dukcdomc of tMantua, fell to the Dukcof Nevers, 
who calling in the King of France,&c the Scigneury of 
Venice,** his AlUes,& Afliftants to fettle him in them, 
againft the Emperour and the King of Spagnc , who 
would haue kept him out of it,caufed a bloodie warre, 
conduced on their fide by their Generall Marquefle 
Spnola, who tooke in CafaU as is aboue faid , but at laft 
by the mediation and intcrceffion of the Pope and 
fgpe othcrgreat Lords,this warre was compofed and 
ended uponcertaine Capitulations. 

The order of Knighthood in this D ukedomc ( ac- 
cording to <M*. Slcdan ) is of the blood of our Lord lefut 
Chriil, inftitued Anno i6o%. The authourof it was 
Duke Vincent Gonzaga , when the marriage was fo- 
lemnized betweene his Sonne Franc is , an d the Lady 
Margaret Daughter to the Duke ofSavoy.lt confifteth 
of 20.knights,whercof the Mantuan Dukes arefouve- 
raigncs. The collar hath threads of gold layd in a

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H E Commaund of Genua de- 
lineated in this Map, was once 
very great, and reached farre 
beyond Liguria , or Riviera di 
Genua , although it now coprc- 
hended not that whole trad of 
Land under it:for to the Weft- 
wardit went no further then to 
theCountieof Nkda, and not 
to the river r^r^which arc the utmoft Confines and 
bounds of Liguria ; but to the Eaftward paflerh be- 
yond the river of iMacrai wherein lieth the towne of 
SarfynairiEtruria, and other places, onthcNorth it 
reacheth to the Appepine , & in fome places further. 
It hath bordering upon it rhe principatc of Piedmont, 
and thcDutchies of Montferrat ScMfUaine, with fome 
other Domainesj & fee-fiinples belonging to the Em- 
pire. 

This commaund heretofore extended farre, ha- 
ving Capha with the adjacent Countric in Taurica 
Cherfonefus belonging to it , alfo Per a in Thrace , a part 
of Tufcany, Sardinia , Corftca, Lefbos, and many other 
Hands difperced'in the Greeke Seas. They hauenow 
hothingleft them but Liguria, and Corijca. Sardinavras 
taken from them by the ^Arragonians , Capha and the* 
Hands by the Turkey their Landin Tufcany, by the 
great Duke, and th^rftrength at Sea brooken by the 
Fenetians.They brougljjth^r^/^ once info great 
an exigence , : that the Senate of Venice font unto Peter 
D^rwCaptaineof "the <7«wM»Nav£a blankc charter, 

. toprcfcribc,thcmwhateoricUripnshe^uId,&thcy 
would gladly except of them.Doria proud of his adva- 
tagc , would haue the Citty tit Venice to ufeas he beft 
pleafcd, where upon the Venetians growne defperate, 
aflaulted the fecurc Gemys* & tooke a hiidrcd of their 
, Boates, and Gallcisj after which loffe, thewnof Ge~ 
**4ftillhadtheworft, and wereatlaft compelled, to 
fubmit themfclucs to the protedion of the King of 
i^/if^then tothejy^, then to the Duke of OMii- 

nowto the Spanifhy as being Lords of MiHaine, 
and moft able to helpe them. While they were under 
theTuition of <MiMnc> thei 
Sfor^a cxaded a great mafic 
Negotiator (as the tale goe th ) was invited by a Genoys 
to dinner , and walking in the garden he (hewed the 
Ambafladourthehearb Bafil, he gently ftroakin

S. NicoUs his finger , kept there with great de - 
votion. Three mflesfrgmr«r//w^heth^.^w, in s .^m». 
a very pleafant and a fr uitfull place , where there is a 
pleinc field, betweene the Sea and this towne which is 
not very great, bur full of Citrons,Lemons, and Phy. 
ficall hearbs, which makes a braue fho we.From hence 
the Citrons are tranfported into France, and other 
Countries, who returnenofihall quantity of Corne 
for them into their owne Gountrie. Betweene thefc 
Citron trees theyhaue fett many Palme trees,where- 
of thofe of the towne makes v ^ 
lhall fee lying upon theSeafi3e, befide fome (mailer 
t;ownes Tabia, Port us Mauritti, Diana and Araza. The 
B^wne of Albium Ingaunum , now called Albenga lying 

upoii the (hore of the Ligurian Sea. This towne was 
named fo frbm the Alpes , which were heretofore cal- 
led^^and now by the Inbitants Ingaum. It is a very 
ancient tbw ne > feated in a plainc fome fiue hundred 
paces frornthe Sea. It ftands in a thickc, and in an un- 
wholfome aire , caufed by reafon the people perhaps 
(bake , & rott a great dealc of hempc in their ditches, 
from whence this proy crbe came : Albengana piana , fi 
foffefmtiy Jideman{hrelrbeDiana>howCociicr, it is a rich 
towne,andfurniihedwithallthings. Next to it lies Fi- 
narium, now Finale y vfhich is alfo a fine towne in tigtt- Fftktt ^ 
ria, feated a litle further from the Sea fide, having rhe 
title of a Marquifate. Seuen miles from it lieth Naukm 
nowJ\fofi,aBifhops S 

uponahillJookingmto the Sea, which the Inhabi- 
tants call CabodiNoli. This towne is fome s'. thoufand 
paces from Vadi , or Vade, which place heth 30. thou- 
fand paces from AlUnga, or Ingaunis. This towne was 
formerly called Sabbat a , and gott the name of Vada, 
fromthe adjacen t mo orifh grounds, that lie about it. 
Fiue miles fr om thence lieth Savona, a towne mentio- 
ned in Livie, is populous, well compacted, & adorned 
with fine houfes.efpecially the Pallace,which lulius Se- 
cundusPovcofRome built init, flouriftine alfo in tra- 
ding , and Commerce. This lieth u pon the Ligurian 
S ea, & hath a very ftrong haven, lined with huge piles 
of (tones, to ftopp the furieof the water , .many braue 
fhipsmay harbour themfel ucsinit, on the South fide 
hcthaftrongeCaftle. Her e were) borne Georgius the 
VII. Sixtus the IV. & lulius all three Pppes,next unto 
itlitVutro, Siflr/Sywhich lie all upon the^SeaCoaft, 6c 
the famous village called Cornegliano renowned for 
the houfe of the Spinous. 

Next folio wes the Metropolis of Liguria called Ge- 
nua, fome (ay fo unded by Ianus , who firft dwelt in ita- 
lusy being as braue, as rich, and as mightiea towne, as 
any is in Italy faving Venice. Her fkuation is this : the 
firft part heth Southward (hooting upward verylar 
and wide in the forme of halfe moonds, and on t 
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Next icalonge thejhore ftandsF/»//iw^,formcrly 
callcdAlbiumlnteme,lium>once a braue towne,& is now 



falls with a defcenr, leaning 

thefootcofthe hills, which (heltersit from the cold 
Northerne winds, itisneither veryhiUie, norlevell, 
being about fome 4. thoufand paces in compafli.This 
City may truely be called the Gouvernefle, and Lady 
of Liguria. For their dwcllsin it not onely exceeding 
rich Citizens & Burgeflfes , but alfo many braue Mar- 
chants from farre Countries , who haue their houfes, 
and fa&ours there. The buildings for the height of 
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two Stories , arclmadc of Marble curioufly wrought, 
\>m the lawes forbid marble to be ufed any higher: 
they arc very coftly , fcdecked with all manner of or- 
namcnts. The Haven ofit is very faire , &: capacious, 
iafe from the violence of a tempefhand well fortified, 
fo that the Spagnards fay , that were the Catholique 
King, abfolutc Lord oiMa^edes in Provence* &: Genua 
in Italy, hennght commaurid the whole World. They 
haue abundance of (hipping , and are good Naviga- 
tors, who haue had many navall fights with their en- 
nemis.Fdr(as M'.Heylin notcth) they fentfeuenfeve- 
rall armies into the Holy land, fcgrewfo powerfull, 
that in three day cs they lent to Sea j8.Gallies,& eight 
Pamphili(being boatcs of 1 40. or 15 o . Oares on a fide) 
and on an other occafion fuddcnly armed irfc.G allies 
at once. By this^ftrength they got the better hand di- 
vcrfc times of th^Vcnctiansjthey won divcrfe Hands, 
and bcate the P&tni out of Sardinia , Corfu a * & the Ba- 

leartS i cdflapclling them to pay 135000. Crowncs for 
thcirpeaqc*; bunng this profperity they were ruled 
by acornmbnCouncill,without any fupcriour power. 
But the people in they care 1339. in afeditious tumult, 
choofe on Simon Beganegra for their Duke 5 the name 
of which office is ftul remaining , but not the authori- 
ty j the Carfcafle, but not the body. The Duke being 
at this time new choffen every y care, and haying his 
rity limited by S. Gduvcrnottrs , and t. Prote-

clours, and 7. Recorders. Now fortune moved retro- 
grade, and the people fell to private factions, fir ft bc- 
tw.ecne the Do rn and Spinoli* agairift the Frifci and Gri- 
tuldi 1174. Secondly thc^mand^^iagainft the 
Sadvatki* & Embriaci iz8*. Thirdly betwecne the Spi- 
noli* mdDoriii#6. Fourtly the nobility , and Com- 
mons 1 339-Thcfc Factions and thec|verthrowes giuen 
-them by the Venetians, together with the furprifall 
of their townes & Hands by the Turkes , fo diftra&cd 
them , that they were glad to fubmit thcmfelues to 
the Princesaboue named. The Kingofijp*af*,isnow 
their Protc&our, and that not for nought, he being 
indebted to them a Milion and a halfe or Gold, which 
they, andMarqucffe Spinolafenthim to mainteyne 
his warr sin the low Countrics.So that in former ages, 
by the ftrength of their (hipping that might truely be- 
fiudofthc comon wealth of Genua, which was boafted 
ofScipions-houfe, that by nature tfiey were ufed and 
lent by G od to vanquifh &c ouercome their ennemies 
by (hipping. Among other (hipping they haue many 
great Caracks built of the timber which cpmes from 
theLigurian mountaines, their snafis from France & 
Corfica. On the North fide of the City lieth upon a 
hill,a very ftronge>andafafe Cattle. On the Weft fide 
of the Suburbs , the Inhabitants by their labour and 
induftriehaue made anew Haven,called the Arfinall* 
in which their Gallies lie at ancker * which are to be 
employed agairrft Pirates, and Turkes. The ftrcetsin 
this citic are large, and broad. The Citizens goe very 
braue and gallant, and for the moft oart goe all in one 
habit of cloathes, madeof black dikes or cloath, fo 
thatyecanfeardy know a Tradfinan from a Gentle- 
man. The women are very faire-an d comely, wearing; 
for themoft part their heir e in treffe$, which they call 
over their backs. Yellow haire they account the fi- 
neft , and if they haue it not naturally, they take 
~reat paines , to colour it lb by art and calling of Gold 
uftuponit,thatit{hines, glifters& looks yello we. 
In this citie are many Reliques of Saints among the 
rdft in the Cathedrall Church of S.Laurence, is a difte 
of a Smaragd, or Emerald famous through the whole 
World,ithathfixecorners,beingafingerthick,being 
about foure £almes , & a halfe in compaffe &: a palme 
high (landing upon a round foote, Saving on each 
fideandearcto take it in ones hand. This ftone is ex- 
ceeding greene, and of an ineftimable price. The an- 
nuall Itorie of Genua witneffeth , that aboue 514. 
yeares agoe,when the towne of Cafariain PaMinams 
taken inby Baldwin King of Ierufalem with the helpe 
of the Genouvvayes* it was brought from thence, to 
Genua \ but Spanifli Hiftorie makes mention, thatit 
came from Alnieria in Granado. Within this are $z. Pa- 
xifhes,a braue and a ftatelySenate-houfe,guardeth by 
SoaGermane Souldiers. Inthemidftofitftandsthc 



Statu* of Andreas Aurea,madc as bigg as a Gyant,ha- 

ving upon his head a laurill wreath , and the heads of 
three Turkes lying under his feete. By the Sea fide 
lieth the village ofPoegio * in which is his Palace of 
Captaine x^Adamus * aSurgeflc of Genua* with a braue 
orchard,an admirable fountaine,& a delicate garden 
full of fruits , and fragrant flowers miniftring delight. 
The Lanterne upon the top of the tower ftands fo 
high , as if it were the Phartts of -/Egypt, fo that the 
flupps mayc fee to come in by night many miles into 
the Sea. 

On the South fide lieth the Ligurian* or Tyrrhenian 
Seas. The ancient Inhabitants of this Countrie were ^imat 
the Deceases, Oxi/ii, Emburiades* and the Ingauni. They habitants. 
were vanquiftied by the Romans* and this city was ta- 
ken in, and deftroyed by Mago the Sonne of Amilcar, 
and rebuilt by Lucretius* by commaundfrom the S.P. 

: R. that is, from the Senate, & Citizens of Rome. 
After the end of the firft Punic ke warrcs , thcRomans 
with much labour and paines became mafters of it: ^ 
by rcafon of the woods , mariftes , and Mountaines 
within & behirfde, which they retired, & faved them- 
feluesin. And indeed it was amattcr of more difficul- 
ty, to finde,then fo conquer them. Aliquant 0 labor erat 
major (laith Florus) invenire : \quam vtneert. They had * 
diverfe times moleftcd the Romans ; till atlaftvP^tf- 
ruins fo difweaponcd them , that he fcarcc left them 
inftr uments to plowc the Earth. Afterward it was ta- 
ken in by Rhotarius King of the Lombards * who tookc 
Deftderius their King prilbner in it , fo that a t laft it was 
drjuen to giue it felk over into the hands of Pipin* the 
Sonne of Charlemaigne , who was King of//^> and fo * 
comcundcrriisfubje&ion. And afterward carrying 
her felfc obedient to the Emperours, purchafed their 
owne liberty, to choofe aDuke and their owneoni- 
cers ,as£rW<frwimelTethinhisDefcriptionof Ligu- 
ria* and diverfe others. 

In Genua haue bene borne diverfe illuftrious men , as the p^^Car^ 
Popes Imtxent the Fifth , and Adrian the Fifth 4 defcended of the ditudUcr 
Noble houfe of the Frj/fi,of vvhich familly,there haue bene 50. fammmm. 
Cardinal] s 3 bcfides Archbifhops & Bifhops: of the braue houfe 
of the Cibcni came Pope Innocent the Eight : of the progenic of 
the fregefa Paul and Iredericke: of the houfe offetifia, N«af«,and 
from the defcent ofSaulsa BendincHas all of thenvCardinalls.The 
famous miters of Genua , among others was Augtjfinw Iuftia- 
nut Bifhop of Hebui, loatmet Balm , Andatotm Niger* lacobutCepa, 
lactbusBrafiuw and others. Among the Illuftrious and braue Ca- ■ 
ptaines were Lamba, TbtUippuf * Paganvs^lMmm, Oberm * Petrus* • * w * 
Andrea MagrWyWtKtftinw^l defcended from the houfe ofAurea. 
The famous Sea Captaine and Finder of the new ^orld,Cfcri- 
jlopbom Columbm was like wife a Gaw^called by theSpainyards 
the AdmiralL This was the birth place alfb, of the moft re- 
nowned Generalls , and Brethercn Ambrofim , and frederkus Spi- * \ 
nola, the firft having bene one of the braveft Captaines, that 

eucrthclCing of Spayne employed in his warrcs of the Low/ 
Countries, who after many viftories, dyed of a burning Feavcr 
at thefic^eofGi|y Annor^i. and his Brother Frederick. dyed 
alfo honorably in a Sea fight, betweenc the Spanif h Galleys, 
and the Sutesfhips,inthcyeareofour£ord itfoo."Whatthofc 
of Genua were formerly, wee haue already made knowne by 
their exploits, but how they are addicted rather to marchan- 
dize 9 then warre , the moft of them all being given to ufury, 
a vice which the Chriftians haue learned of the Iewes , and are

now thought to equall, if not tp exceed their mafters. 

The next which folio we are the Villages of Nepermuth * Bu- ViUgu 
liafcum, and J^»mm,and then Camclium and RepaUium. Along the 
whole Countrie , the Coaft of Genua to CamoUum the houfes 
ftand fo thick together, that one would take them to be a con- 
tinual! toy vne. 'Within the Golfe orbofbme of Ripaillc, lieth 
Chiaveri * a fmall towne , which was built a hundred and fifty 
yeares before the birth of Blcndus t zshc himfelfe mentioneth.l4- 
varita t called in Italian lavagno , is a village by a river that bea- • 
reth the famcname,calledft^ri de lev ante* by Plinie and Antho- 
nine , it is now named Segefia. The name of De lay ante is added 
tcrit as an adjunct, to diftinguifh it from another village fb cal- 
led, which Heth upon the Weftfide of the fhore. Alfo the 
towne Portus Ventru* and right oppofite to that Portus Iritis, the 
firft had wont to part the bound of the commaund of Genua* ' 
and the other ofPfu 

Vpon the Confines of tiguria * lie alfo fbme Caftlcs , as the Cdftles. 
Caftle of tabia* CaJhUo Levante, Monte Rojfo* Vernaza Manarela* Ri- 
ffi^it, CafeJlo deUaSperia, and upon the river Macra, which lieth 
in the u t moft confines of Ligurta , is Vejfano* Abriano * Podentiano % 
"Riutna, UtzxMo 9 && Molavzoson the other fide of the Macra lieth 
Sarzana , built ftonrthe ruines K and hcapes of Old Una. And 
thus much for the State of Genua. , 
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US C I A 9 orTufcany, was well known 
ro the Ancienrs by three names, to wit, 
Tyrrbenia*Etmria*zxidTufiia* being now 
called Tufcany* from the laft name. It is 
_ bounded on the South with the upper 

Tyrrhenian Sea, on the North with the Apennine , 
where U mbria, & a part of Gallia Togata lye, on the 
Weft with Liguria, being parted from it by the River 

Macra, and on the Eaft with the Tyber. That trad of 
land.which reacheth to the Seafide, is leveU atid plea- 

I, though the inmoft part is hilly, but it 
ye take it generally, it is a brave and a good Soile, and 
fo bleffed, that it may be compared with the beft Pro- 
vinces of I taly, for there are abundance of large,plea- 
fant and fruitfoll feilds , meddowes, valleys , hills and 
dales in it, which are adorned with brave Orchards,& 

Slantations with Orange, and Citron-trees, a 
iuceth great ftore of excellent wines. 

The ancient Incols of this Countrie, were former- 
ly the Tyrrheni,Etrufci,& ThufciJt was called Thuf- 
tans from M facrificing,and Tjrrhenis (tomTtrrhe- 
**,Son to Ati* King of Lydia, who planted here a 
Colonies The firft Kiug was Tarquin Prifwin the year 
of the world 25 jo,the laft was Turenu* C^,after whole 
death the Romans tooke it anno mundi 3682. Forthe 
Romans made warre upon the Tufa , fince the time ot 
the raigne of Romulus the firft , King and founder ot 
Rome, who were fometimes put to fuch exigencies, 
that they were faine oftentimes to choofe a Di&ator , 
tobefentagainftthem. In theyeare after the foun- 
dation of Rome 47* when the Vulftnienfes * and W«- 
entes * being the mightieft people of the Etrufa were 
vanquifhed by Tit. Coroncanium the Romane Conlull, 
thefe parts then came under the commaund of the 
Romane Empire, whofe Dominions reached asfarre 
as the river Amm.kbsx that time it was never known 
that there were any warres with the Tufci , femg that 
from thence forward they allwayes continued raith- 
fuil,and conftant to the Romans. But when the power 
of the Romans began to decline, 8c grow weake, they 
endured many Ihrode brunts from theGothes , Lom- 
bards,Hungarians, and other forraine nations 3 and at 
laft were brought to that extremity , that they came 
under the obedience of the grand Duke of Tufcany , 
or Florence. Under the grand Dukes commaund are 
thefe townes, Florentia, Pifa> Sena* Prato* Pifloia* Vol&ter- 
ra, Monte Politiana, Arrezio* Comnafefciafientta, Mont 
Alcino , Livorno , Piombtno, and others. Under the 
Popes called Saint Peters fatr'tmonie , which reacheth 
from the River Pefiia * and from Saint Suirico to the 
Caftle Cafarano in Novo Lotto * which lyeth not tarre 
from the River Liri , or Garigbano. Pontromoli belon- 
eeth to the King of Spaine , lying by the head of the 
River CMacra, which place heretofore appertained to 
the Duke of MiSaine : Alfo Porto Hercole , Orbttello , 
Monte Argentario, the Caftle of Piombino, the Vale ot 
Carfeniana or Grafiniana, under the Appennine, lying on 
both fides of the River &r*/*,where the new Caftle 01 
Granfiniano ftands, befides fome other Caftles, and pla- 
ces under the commaund of the Duke of Ferrara. Sar* 



[ana upon the River Ultacra is fubjeft to the State pf 
Genoa. tM&jta and Carraria have their owneMarquef- 
fes , to whome they are obedient. There are betides 
thefe fome other townes fubj e& to fome chiefe Lords 
of Rome,as Braciano*being a Dukedome, belonging to 
the Vrfini. Among ail the townes in Tufcany % P if a is ac- 
counted one of the chiefeft , and ancientelt ( as they 
fay) built by the F/p, a people of Bits in Greece , who 
following old Ntlior from Try , were by the violence 
of winde , and Sea driven into the Mouth of ^Arnu* , 
where they built this towne, and called it after their 
owne name 5 by Trogtts and others it is called Pope. The 
Inhabitants thereof have a good memorie,which is at- 
tributed to the groflheffe, and thickneife of the aire. 
It lyeth as Strabo witneffeth betweene the Rivers of 
Auferus and Arnm* over which there are 3 fine bridges. 
The antiquity, and gallantneffe of this towne,is much 
commendedby Dionjfiu* Halcarnaffam in his firft book. 
The great Duke of */*rw*holdeth his Court moft in 
thisCitty. It is accounted one of the twelve Cities of 
Eutruria. Here refides alfo the Knights of Stephens 
order,madebytheDuke, the great Church is called 
&D*/w,being 4/0 paces in compaffe, fupported with 
to brave pillars, alfo the Bilhops Palace,which the Pi- 
lans built with the boote and pillage,vvhich they gott 
by Pilemo from the Satracen$,round about this town 
there are fine Corne-fields, which beare fuch goodly 
crops of Corne , which not onely ferveth Tufcany it 

felfe , but alfo furnifheth fome other neighbouring 

Countries. The wines there are not very good j but 

they have delicate Melons. 

Luca according to the teftimonie of Julius Ciefar 

Scaliger, is the ornament of Tufcany , famous in all 
Grecian, and Latine Hiftorians. It was likewife called 
Luca by Strabo and Ptoiomee , and ftill keepes that 
name. It is adorned with many Churches,ftately buil- 
dings, and is populons : feated in an even plaine with 
fome fmall hills rifing roiyid about it, ftrong walls,fine 
paved ftreets , and though it be of noe great circuit ; 
yet is replenifhed withBurgeffcs,which have good tra- 
ding. There are brave Burgers, provident, and (harp 
witted, who have maintained their liberties a long 
time,though many times they waged warre with their 

Neighbours. 

PtflotA is an other brave towne , which was firft wal- 
led and enlarged by Defiderius King of the Lom- 
bards^ whom they were afterward flighted,^ their 
whole Country (bared among the Florentines and Pi- 
fans, and at laft came wholly under the commaund of 
the Florentines. For here began firft the querrcll of 
the Neri and Beanchi , as alfo that teadious & bloody 
faction of theGuelfi andGhibelhni, two Duthmen 
brethercn ; whereof Guelfe thought the Pope , and 
GhibelltheEmperourtobe more worthy, in which 
quarrell theyflew each other, difpercing their caufc 
through out all Italy. Thefe Ghibellines were fo hate- 
full to the Popes, that on an AJhwedncfday , when ac- 
cording to the Popes inftitution , the Pope being to 
caft allies on the heads of the Cardinalls, was to %

' is the chiefe Citty of Tnfcany .feated mgh

townes. It is < Italian miles about , and « • "plemfced 
Withninety thonland Inhab.tants, feated m a . plame 
place, whei-ethe River Arnus runneththroughit, ha- 
Wfourefinebridgesover it. It foabounderh W .th 
goolly buildings both for divine , and civill nfes , and 
Eatb fo many ftreight , and cleane ftreets m it , it is 
fbch a beautiU, & a gallant City . that it ts common- 
ly called Hereuza label; the Inhabitants thereof are 
ingenious wife grave , andacute , lovers ^ of Am ;and 
Sciences , but Covetous of money and lucre which 
makes ttemfeeke , and travell into the furtheft parts 
of the world. Thewomenare feireandchaft, &both 
men and women goe decent, an dfome^n their ap- 
parell. It was firft bnilt by SiOa that bloodie Difta- 
tour, and was made a Colonie bj and 
lepidm, the TriumvtripiA called Flonntu^limna, 
and was rafed by the Lombards,* reedifyed by Char- 
lcsthe great. Here were borne three Monfters viz. 
.^lexahderdt Uetices , that fpoyled Florence of her 
liberty, the fcireft City of Italy. ». Cffhtrue de Medt- 
tes, that ruined France the faireft Kingdome or Eu- 
rope. 3 . UkAm mcbUviU, Recorderof this towne , 
whofe Policies have poyfoned Eurefe , the taireft part 

of the whole world. „,,,,_ 
i Ptolemies Volaterra, or Aqua VolatensSo called in T*. 
hula itencrariap feared upon a fteepe & a craggte hiU, 
fcarcelv Mountable : the walls are built with foure 
iquare ftones, 6 footelong andbroad, curioufly joy* 
ned together with ciroent. Tbs towne hath five 
gates .every one of them having a fweete fpnnging 
Fountaine before them. The antiquity of this towne 
is marked by the old walls, & in diverfe tombe ftones, 
withfuperfcriptions onthem , with Etrunan letters , 
befides many marble ftatues , which have bin digged 
there out of the ground. 

Ptolomies Sena, or Siena lyeth about 800 furlongs 
from Rome upon a high hill on this fideof theRiver 
Atbia,inanookepf rheGolfe, and that by rcafon of 
the crooked ridge of the hills.on the one fide it is nar- 
row.hangingonthehiU, andasit were makmgthree 
corners, whereof that which is Southward , is broader 
then thofe which lye Eaft and Weftward. The aire a- 
bout it is moft pleafant & healthfull , though it be of. 
ten troubled with tempeftoous winds : the Poets calls 
itth< Paradice ef Italy. The ftreets thereof are ftreight 
and long paved with brick batts , there are alfo many 
highturretsScfpires,withfumptuousbmldings. The 



Inhabitants are very civill, curteons , and exceeding 
kind.efpecially to Straingers , they are given much to 

profile. 

Ptolomies Perufia,is called at this day Perugia.This 
towne is feated upon one of the Appenine hills , and is 
by nature very ftrong, and hath in it many faire, large 
and lofty buildings, as well for Gentlemens,as private 
houfes. Viterbo lyeth in a large, anda fine plaine, ha- 
ving behindeit the bilUQw«»M,itis built with route 
fquare ftones, with many turrets, among fome of the 
IlruaureSithereisabravefpringingFountaine.much 

admired. The Soile round it,is good and fruitful!, a- 
bounding in come and wine. In Tufcany are many 
Meeresor Lakes,as Lacttt Trafumtnw , but at this day 
Lege di Perugia, becaufe the towne of Perugia lyeth not 
farre from it. Antonmcs AfriUt Lacutjs now called But- 
beta Palude. <JU*ri»w Locus , which is otherwife called 
Haifa >,is now called Lege d Orbit tUe , the other Lakes 
are Lacttt Vaimtnt, Ciminuu , reljtHieu/is, SabatmPdlu* 
Sitntina Cuna. The chiefeft Rivers , which waters 
Tufcany are the Laventia , Trigidm, Atteer, Arvc, Cedmu, 
Cornia, Alma, Bmg.rmbra, Ofa ABengU, Fieri ,iiartbt , 
Htmo, Em, Vatina, Sangmm 'u, Arett, and others, all of 
them abounding in fiftu There are alfo moft wholc- 
fome , & healthfull bathes, befides fome other fprings 
endowed by nature with m excellent vertue. The 

principallMountaines are MensClimnim well known 
to Ltvie, rirgill and rbit*. Plinies SeraSet is called at 
thistey, iMontedtSMveftre. In Tufcany alfo lye the 
orejy, Fejulani JW«/«,and the Ctrttm«fu,x.o the North- 
ward of LacusTrafumtm. Among the woods and Fo- 
reft,the chiefeft are Lucm VeVimei^tm, Sjlv* CtmlwU, 
Mtfia, &c. There are alfo in Tufcany three excellent 
U uiverfities, namely at Pifs.Sieiu and ftn^befides 
divers famous Libraries , as at Fife in the Dominican 
Fryers Monaftery, at luca in the Frauafans Cloifter; In 
Florence there are 6. one at Sitna, and an other at Pe- 
rugia. Livius and Diodoras, it is faid, that the Etrufet 
were much addifted to armes, and riches, and given 
ready to fuperftitions & ceremonies, which appeares 
: at writers , as havingbeen firft theauthours 

for rhe Romans learned of them Divinations

Eaft with Modem & and

This Countrie is very pleafant and fruitfull in Fa- 
ilures, & all kind of fruits, abounding in healthfull # 
Phificall Bathes and Waters, and line Paftures,where 
they make excellent Cheefcs called Parmafans , and 
ftcare excellent Wool, which in every Countrie is 
much commended, Martiall praifeth the Wool in 
fayingthus:

The citty of Parma is built as other townes are with- 
in the Confines of Tufcany , and was firftmaftered by

» ww ans>whoplantedacolony ink, Anno 1570. Cke- 
rolamenteth much the mifcry &: dcfolation of it in his 
PhiUp. which L.Antonine brought it to. Afterthe Au- 
thority of the Romifh name was decayed , then with 
the ad acent townes it became free 5 yet fo that nowc 
they put themfelucs under the Emperours , and then 
under the Popes obedience, but alwaics contmucd 
good frends with thofe of Boulogne. It once cttdured 
1 hard fiege by the Emperour Frederick the Second 

about the Tyeare 1.48. Waufe they -fided with the 
Pope,&aftcrwardbeinghumbled,haddivcrfeLords, 

as the Correm> Scaligcri, Ateftini, Vkecomites, Gdaam 
Sforciu & the trench* with whomc the Popes of Rome 
oien contendedfor the fuperion^&atlaft were dn- 
UcnoutofItalybyC^^B^,who became fole 

inafterof it: this towne having felt the divcrfity of 
Fonuncbcing alfo fome times under thcFenettans ,&c 
othefwilcs under theM/to^,came finally under the 
Roman Prelates. For Paul the Tird. g^*e reve- 
nue thereof to his Sonne Petro AlvtgtVar ncfis. Anno 
i? 45> . adding in recompencc to the Church the 



znorie of Camerine, which he had taken from Cmio 

MariaDvkcofrrhin*. This Petro ^Ahigi , .or Lewes 
Varnofts ( as M'. Hey lin faith) was of amoftvillanous 
behaviour, and among other crimes committed an 
unfpeakablc violence oU thePerfon of Cofmm Chanut 
Biihop of Vanum , and then poyfonedhim * for which 
deteftableaaion, hercccrvednootherchaiHfemcnt 
of his Fathers Chrifts- Vicar then* Hoc vitiame non 
comntonfiratoreiidkit. Atlaft behaving himfelfcfo in. 
folent,hcwas flaine by CountlohnAuguz^ScPU- 
e entia was ycelded up toF^^^^^^cSpaniih 
Vice-Roy in tMillaine. Parma being fortified by the 
Pope, was given to his Nephew bclavian Farnejts. Yet 
could not this donation allure the eftate , but that O- 
£ta via* had quite loft it,if Henry the Sc ondotttznee had 
not taken him into his protection. For the Empcrouf 
Charles fully determined ( notwithftandinc that 0^4. 
^hadmarryedhis bafc Daughter) to hauemade 
himfelf e Lord of the Towne , & the French King was 
loath to fee fo great a ftrenght added to the Empe- 
rours poffeflions in Italy. When the warre had now 
laftcd foure y cares, Phillip the Second , which fuccec* 
ded Cfer&j, confidering how neccfTairy it was for "his 
affaires inlody, to haue this off avian his frend , relto- 
r ed into him againe Plaifance,or Placentia, and fo with- 
drew him from theFrench faction, Anno 1 5 p. ye t be- 
caufe he would befure to kcepe this houfe in a perpe- 
tualldependanceon S{>agne, hcreftorcditnotabfoJ 
lutciy,but oncly for foure gcnerations^aiid to oblidge 
them themore , he made Alexander Parnefis Gencrall 
of the Netherlands, ( one of the belt that euer he had 
in the Low Countries ) therein giving that famely 
fome fmall fatisfaction for ftepping bctweene them, 
and the Kingdome of Portugal! : his fonne alfo fuccee- 
dedhim. 

Without this towne (as Aga/Hne witnefleth ) was an 
Amphitheater. It hath many faire houfesilargc & broad 
ftreetcs * furnifhed with abudancc of all things ncedc- 
full for the fuftcnancc and delight of man,famous for 
the multitude of Nobility , and Gentric, which dwells 
in it: islcated in a plaine ground & enjoyeth a wholc- 
fomcairc: info much thatP/wwwritcth, that there 
were three Burgcgesm^m*, which liued 120. and 
two i*30.yearcs. TTEe Winter and Summer there is 
niilde & temperate. It hath a ftrongc Caftle, & many 
Princely Palaces , Noblcmens & Gcntlemens houfes 
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fLldtfcent. There*adehcateWaineftan- I dcUcate«Kffe thereof , and is trahfportcd mto numy 
^SSS^S^^^^t 1 parcsoftheworld. . . .

dren , Wiues and Seruants which could not be fewer

In this citty vras the Capttoti, faucd from the fiiry of the Gaules 
by the cackling of Gafe. Tacitus called this houfe Sedan lovis OpW- 
mt Mdximiauftcdto a majmbuspignus imptrii conditam. It was tvvife 
burnt^nce in the civill vvarrcs of SjUa & M t 4rius i 6c againe in the 
vvacres of Vejpaftan and ViteUtu , and a third time fired in divers 
corners by N*r#.

The 
ancient Rive? lm is now called Gorigtian from Mount 
Gauro , which lyeth not farre from the outlett ot it. 
The River Vulttmm retaiiteth his old uame : not iarre 
from thence is the fmall River of G/4W,now Clamo: 
tCLo disburdeneth himfclfe into Golfo A Htfdu 
At MafTa the land (hooteth out farre into the Sea , ana 
maketh the Golfe of ^.which in the utnnoft pom 
maketbthePromontoire orCapo d. Minerva Over, 
againft it lyeth an other Promoutoire, called i Capo M,- 
S.which ends the other part ot the _ Golft : of ^ apks. 
"Neereunto the Citty of Cajca lyeth the : Cape otCa- 
jeta, from whence the land crook leth with a nooke * 
maketh ilCapeCajtta. Cajcta was lo called e^hcr of g- 
ieta, the Nurlfe of iEneas here buned.or trom ^be- 
caufe the Troyan Ladies, beinghcreamved out of A

If France had but onely fortifyed it, and the Caftle of 
Nap es the Realme had neveroene loft. Round about 

thSh of the Garighm lay heretofore thefe towns, 



KJnfinia, VeHtno, Minturna, alfo Trifaeum. Suefla now 
Sefa , ftandeth upon the hill JWaftco and Coleno , not 
farre from Cariimla, where they make excellent wine. 
Galatia, now CajazM , lyeth not farre from the River 
VuHurno, being but eight miles from Capua, & 24, from 
Naples, and was in former ages a very famous Citty- 
U ponthe Vukurno lyeth Capua, a very ancient Citty. 
whofe pleafures enervated the victorious Army ot 
Hannibal. Flotut faith that (hec might be accouted one 
of the 3 great Citties , and to be raunged with Rome 
and Carthage. This Citty fecht downe the pride and 
I braverie of the Romans, for Cicero writeth , that the 
Campani , efpecially thofe of Capua , in regard of her 
unfpeakeable fertility , & the abundance of all things, 
would alwayes exalt themfelves above others : but 
their combes were cutt.when Hannibal invaded Italy, 
for then Hannibal and his Souldiers ruined ir. After- 
ward Genfericus, King of the V andals tooke it in and 
razed it, and though N arfetes built it up againe : yet a 
hundred yeares ^tter it was againe utterly deftroyed 
by the Longobards, and at laft from her decay ed walls 
and ruinous heaps Capua was rcedifyed . Averfa lying 
betweene Naples & Capua.was built out of the mines 
of the towne of Attik. To the Northward a litle be- 
I neath Noia lyeth A vella, from whence the A vella man 
bafell-nuts tooke their name. Cuma neere which is 
SybiSa antrumjtty which ffineas(as the Poets faine) went 
downe to Hell, to talke with his Father , and not ferre 
from thence is the Lake called Locus Avenue ; the 
ftinke of whichkilleth birds as they fly over it:it ftood 
in ancient times upon a high hill neere unto Capo Mt- 
ft/w, which lyes now in heages , and yet by the rutnes 
thereof one may eafely conje&ure, what a large and a 
fpacious towne this hath benein former ages. 

Betweene Mount Mifeno , and the Citty of Naples 
lay the lands garden and Paradice, of that rich Citizen 
: of Rome Lucuttm, where he built many ftately boules, 
and made diverfe nfhponds.whichcolt himaniufinite 
fumme of money. BaU famous for the warme bathes, 
where the chiefeft Citizens of Rome had their houfes 
ofpleafure. Butthebeautie pleafantnefle andtecun- 
ditie of this place lyes vaft at this day, and is become 
rather a haunt for wilde beafts , then a recreation tor 
man, yet the hott bathes are there to this day. The 
Romans heretofore taking their delight in this place , 
were here given to lacivioufnefle and uncleanneu€r& 
therefore it is noe mervell , that God hath deftroyed 
this place, & made it dcfolate. Puteleu 1 is a fmalltowne, 
ftanding on a creeke of the Seaoppofite to Baule, from 
which it is di ftant three miles and a halfe , & lyeth b c - 
tweene the Cape Mifeno.and Mount PauUlypo. Thele 
townes are famous forthe bridge.built betweene them 
bv Calimla : it was cornpofed of fundry veffells , com- 
pared together in that fort , that there was not onely 
a faire and a large paflage, but divers tents and victua- 
ling houfes fet up on both fides. Caju in tnumphall 
habit marched and remarched over this bridge : prai- 
fethhimfelfe with his Souldiers as men, to whole he- 
roick enterprifes.neither earth nor fea was an obttacle. 
This he did to keepe in awe Neptune , and to exceed 
the like a<fts of Zerxes and Darius , memorized in old 
hiftories. Antrum Caninum is a wonder.being a deepe 
cave in a Mountaine, for if ye caft a dogg or any other 
beaftintoit, it lyes as though it were dead, but it ye 
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?be iefcripion of the n%hm of Naples. 



andtaftitintothe next Sea, it revives and 



ctmescSit felfe again*. Through Moi^fi^ 
there is a hollow cave cutt.which is twelve ™ad 
and Xi footehigh, & tromthe mouth of it to the fur-

I hem' NTapte* the Metrapolis of this Kingd 
faire and a famous Citty,lying upon the Golfe of Na- 
ples : it is of a large circuit, lying betweene hills and 
dales, fortifyed with brave Bulwarks , towers and Ca- 
ftles and with adry ditch so fooredeepe,havmg eight 
Gat€s,large & broad market-places , many Fountaines 
and conduits made very fumptuoufly. This Citty lyes 
in the forme of a halfe Moone, the compaffe whereoi 
was heretofore three^but now is five miles about/Tou- 
ching the foundation thereof Authours agree not,but 
concurreall in this,thatit is a very ancient citty,being 
before the time of the Romans , counted one of the 
Grecians chiefeft towncs in Italy. Here VirgiU feing 
it was a quiet place (as other famous men did) choofe 
to write his Georgtcks , whofe tombe is yet to be feene 



upon Mount Pauffly po , as the Inhabitants affirme . It 
hath a very pure, cicare, and a lweete aire , in fo much 
that ye can icarcely feele any winter there , w ch makes 



this Citty to be inhabited by a multitude of Noble 
menand Gentle-men. Here they have a great many 
moft magnificent Palaces and houfes. InSaint Claras 
Church the Kings lye entombed. Among all other 
things here is a Hofpitall the revenewes whereof is 
60000 Crownes: wherewith bcfides other good deeds, 
they nourifh in diverle parts of the Kingdome aoco 
poore Infants. In this Citty the difcafe called xtoorbtu 
GaSicui or Neopolitanw : the French poxe was firft 
knowne in Cbriftendome. This Citty is feated on the 
Sea (hore,and fortified with foure ftronge Caftles,viz: 
Caftle Capodna, where the Kings Palace was Ermo , Ca- 
fiello del Ovo , Caftle Novo. Next followes Principato 
Citra, and Principato Vltra . Principato Citra on the Weft 
bordereth upon terra ni Lavoro , reaching along the 
Sea.coaft,asfarreas the Province of Bafilicata , with 
which as alfo on the North-fide , and further is boun- 
ded with Principato Vltra. Not farrc from Salerno is the 
Epifcopall towneof Nuceria, whofe circumjacent ter- 
ritoire is very fruitful!, having many pleafant Villages 
about it. Saktnois a brave town, lying upon the GoLfc, 
which borroweth its name from it, and is called Colfo 
At Salerno* It is aprincipalitie and an Arch-Bi(hoprick, 
andaUniverfity , where a certaine Phyficall booke 
was printed, called Schola Salermtana, dedicated to our 
Henry the eight. The Countrie round about it, is ve- 



ry fertill,ef})ecially in Apples. &vo\i not farre from the 
River Silaro, is a wealthy place , and a pleafant towne. 
VolicaHfo is both a princedome & a Biflboprickc. Prin- 
cipato Vltra lyeth within the Countrie, betweene Princi- 
pal Citra&nd the Province Capitanata, upon which it is 
bounded on the North , on the Weft with Terra di La- 
wr*,aud on the Eaft with Bafilicata. Next to Principato 
Citra lyeth Bafilicata,which by Colfo PolicaHro toucheth 
the Sea with a nooke , where on the South-fide it is 
bounded with Calebria Citra, and reacheth on the other 
fide,Eaftward to Golfo diTaranto , it is a craggie and a 
hilly Country, heretofore not well inhabited. In the 
greateft part of this Province,as likewiie that of Prin- 
cipato C*toi,inhabited heretofore the Lucani, and there* 
tore is called by ancient writers Lucania* The Rivers 
in thefe parts are the Smo t Agri, Salandrella, Baftento, Bra* 
dan, which difcharge all their waters into the Golfe of 
Taranto. Not farrc from the head of the River Braian 
lyeth Venofa , honored with the birth of Horatius. 

Calabria Citra hath on the North Bafilicatapnd on the 
South Calabria Vltra, on the Weft it is (hut in with the 
Colfo diTaranto, and on the Weft with the Sea, & is cal- 
led in Latint Calabria Superior, or (Magna Cracia , from 
diverle colonies of Grecians that there where plan- 
ted,wherealfo dwelt Architas, Pythagoras , Parmcni- 
des, Zeno,with diverfe others,famous men , & among 
the reft the Poet Ennius. N ext followes Calabria Vltra, 
or Inferior, on the North-fide of it lyeth Calabria Citra, 
all the reft ofitis environncd with the Sea. In the We* 
fterne parts of thefe two Provinces the Brutij inhabi- 
ted. The Rivers in Calabria Citra are the Lafno , Baca- 
nclta,CoMlo,Crate,Trunto } Neeto ? &c, Confenfia or Co* 
fenza,is the prime Citty of this Country, and an Epif- 
copall Sea. On the other fide of Crate is Sjbaru&here 
there had wont to dwell great Drunkards & Gluttons* 
Rofana (where there growes Rofes thrice a yeare ) is a 
ftrongtowne and a Bimoprick , having many fuffragan 
Bilhopsfubjeft to him. In Calabria Ultra are thefe 
Rivers , Amato whichr unneth into Golfo di Euphen- 

na , Angetola, Mefliina, Cems and Alece , which par- 

teth Magna Grecia from the Brutii,as alfo the Apennc 
Mount,which runneth through the midft of Calabria* 
IntheWcftendof Calabria t lyeth Regio oppofiteto 
Meffina in Sicily,where in the opinion offome ancient 
Authors, Calabria was by an Earth-quake rent from 
Sicill. Not farre from Capodi Burfano lay Locru upon 
Jonian Sea, where thefemous Temple of Proferpina 
was,and where lived the Law-giver Zaleucust who or- 
dering adulterie to be punifhed with the lofle of both 
eyes,was compelled to execute his Law on his Son the 
firft offendor. Therefore to (hew the love of a Father, 
andfincerity of a Judge , he put out one of his Sonnes 
eyes and one of his owne. Next followes Sinus Scilia- 
ticus or Golfo di Squilacci,and the towne of Squilace* 
About 150 furlongs from Capo della Collone , called 
by the ancients Lacinum Promontorium , lyeth Cro- 
tona, the men whereof were fo active : that at one O- 



lympicke game all feven, that overcame were Croti- 

ans. But their glorie much decayed in a battle againft 

the Locrians,where 1 aooo of them were overcome by 

15C00 of theEnnemy. And thus much for the King- 
dome of Naples.

iscalledAfrt^ fo that it is thought .that this Vt- 
mMciJ, becaufe of ttef*e« n ^«lW. s 
MrtcadeU : for the grapes which the Bees defires fo 
Sch to feede upon, are called ^Apiauesor Bee-graps 
which Bees and flics feeke much after, andtheretore 
are called Moufcatelles a Mufca , from which they 
n^kefuch fweeteand pleafantwine, ^t^alht 
Muskadell, though fome imagine it is made , Sc min- 
gled with muf ke^This lland alfo aboundeth in Oyle 
Sugars, Safran, Honey, Salt M.neralls and fruitfull 
trefs, which beare excellent fruits, alfo in Cardoons 
or Arringoes,and abundance of wild Date-trees .They 
ha^e fto" of all kind of Silkes. This lie ^producejh 
likewife precious ftones.as Emeraulds,Agaths,Benls, 
lafpers. There isalfo Porphiriesof wo forts,theone 
mixed with white, the other with greene and a kinde 
of red Diapre more precious then porphme.

Thefe were rooted out by the Sicam , a peo- 
ple of Spaine.who called it Sicma.bvx. the truth is, the 
laftname came from the who being by Evandcr 
andhis Arcadians driven out of Uttum, came and let- 
led themfelves in this lland.and having overmaftered 
the Sicani , calledit attertheir ownename. >/ow in 
fucceedine aees,this lland once known to the Greeks, 
there came from all part of Greece colomes to inha- 
bits it,as from Athens, Sparta, Corinth, Sbefena , Mogaris 
and the reft , who gaining upon the natives planted 
themfelves in this Countrie. Intratfoftimehcre was 
mannaeed a great part of the Peloponnefian warre , 
the Athenians fiding with the Leontines, &the Spar- 
tans with the Syracufians : in which the whole power 
of Athens was broken by Sea and Land, and their two 
Captaines Nicies and Demofthenes murdred in pn- 
fon. Famous was this Countrie of old,for the Tyrants 
Dionyfi the elder and rhe younger : for Hicron and 
Hieronymus, in whofe time broke out the firft Pumck 
warre,for the Sicilians calling in the Romans to expell 
thence the Carthaginians , became matters of a great 
part of this Hand: fo then the Greekes firft , and then 
the Romans ruled over them. After the divinon ot 
theEafterneand Wefterne Empire, it was fubject to 

the Conftantino Fohtans.weU nigh z hundred yeares 
Afterward in the time of the Emperour Juftinian,the 
Gothesfeized upon it,who within if yeares after were 
beaten out of it by Belifarius. Then the Saracens gott 
it under Michel the Stutterer, and kept it +00 yeares , 
who were likewife expulied by the N ormans .and af- 
terward gott new Lords,as the Longobards, Suevi SC 
Germans, who were driven out of it by Clem nt the 4. 
After the Tyrants had bene rooted out.and this liana 
conquered by Marcellus: it alwayes followed the For- 
tune of Naples: andtogetherwithitwasotftedto Ri- 
chard Earleof Cornewall, brother to our Henry the 
third, aman of that riches , that he was able to lpend 
for ten yeares a hundred markesaday: according to 
thofe times was noe fmall fumme. The conditions by 
the Pope propofed.were fo iropoffible for the Earle to 
performe, that his Agent touldthe Pope, he might as 
well fay to his Matter ,1 give thee the Moone,clime up, 
catch it , and take it. T he Earle thus refufing it , it was 
offred to the King his brother for his fecond Sonne 
Edmund, who wasinvefted by the gift of a ring and 
in his name the Pope coyned money with the inlcnp- 
tion of Ainmndm Rex SicilU- But the King being over- 
burdened by his Barons warres , and the Pope having 
fucked no linall ftore of treafure from him , it was in 
the yeare 1261 given to Charles Earle of Provence 8c 
Aniou.brotherto Lewes thctenth. Under him thole

1 2S 1 , in which time his Competitor Peter of dragon 
promiflinghimto fight a fingle combate before our

The chiete townes ot it are 
Nicofia in the Midland, Mikfo on the North promori- 
toir v , and Mefim a gallant City , lying in the ftreight 
iuft oppofite to Rheze in Italy , a towue whofe haven 
and entrances are fo ftrongly fconced and bu worked, 
that the people let their gates ftand continually open. 
It is alfo an Arch-Bifhops Sea. Catma a famous towne 
fo often vexed by Zyotiifi* the Tyrant of Syracufa. And 
Erix where Venue was worfoipped, and born hence cal- 
led £w/»4. The OHepmns called afterward the Me- 
mmins were famous in the time of the Pumcke and 
Attickewarre. Tern*, heretofore Tammmmm , is an 
ancient towne built by the Zancleans. Ltonttum, now 
Leontini, where the Sophi ft Gergiut was borne . Augu- 
0a heretofore Megaris,Ca/lregi*, formerly Enm , Drepa, 
i*w/«and others. This Hand is watered with a num. 
berof Rivers & Lakes.which abounds in fifli , as Mul- 
lets,Shads,Eeles, Tenches and Trouts. All the Sea- 



coaft as well by Pachina as Palermo , along the Tyrrne- 
neanfeais Tonne ffih , Congres, Murenes or Toung- 
leffe 0h,Lampreys and others. The chiete Rivers are 

cious ftones. And fourthly Arethfa memorized by 
the Poets i into which the Grecian River Alfhm ha- 
ving received 140 leffer ftreames,and making his way 
under fo great a part of the Sea , is thought to nfe a- 
saine. In this Countrie is the hill Hybla , fo famous 
?„-t>^ v.r»npv Rr the hill ^tna,now named Mun- 
i* wiMtu tuuuuuouj »hforth flames of fire 
trom the abundance of Sulphure, and Brimftone con- 
rained in the bofome of this hill, which isblowneby 
the winde, drivingin at the chaps of the Eartb,as by a 
paire of bellowes. Through thefe chinkes alfo, there 
is continaall more fuell added to the fire, the very wa- 
ter adding to the force of it,as we fe that water caft on 
coaies in the Smiths forge fcth make them burne 
more ardently. Erix was much renowned for the tern- 
ple,which iBneus dedicated upon it to Venus. There 
are fome other Mountaines, namely, Nebreda & Npt*- 
nim upon which there ftands a watch-tower to looke 
into- the Tufcan fea. The abundance of Does and 
Hindes, which are upon it in great heards , gave the 
name to Nebroda. The Sicilians are for the moft pare 
of an ingenious fpirit, eloquen^wittie and accute,but 
reat talkers,fulpitious,jealous,malicious a rude and ru- 
tticall, but good Souldiers, full of fpleene, & thirfting 
after revenge. They follow the Religion oftheRo- 
"ilh Church, and ufe the Italian language , but very 
much impaired, and falne from his true elegancy, as 
havingcommixture of the Greeke,Saracen, Norman, 
Spani(h& French tongues. The totall number of the 
Inhabitants is about one million and 300000 Soules,

It is in length not aboue no miles, though Strabo 
makes it to be 160, and Plinic 150 miles. AndPhme 
makes ittoberomilesmbredth,&^/r^<[o, which | 

is foo indeed , according to the mcafure of the Com- 
pafTe. The circuit of this Iiand by Plmies calculanon 
isziomilesabout. Others fay but 305, or jo^at the 
moft: but itfifgi^writcth, that he himfelre measu- 
ring it cxadly, found it to be 325. miles in compaile. 
There is very hard cornming into this Hand on all 
fides j by reafon of theloftie and fteepe Chfts and 
rocks, bemg within very montainous, ^d therefore 
unfit to bearc come and fruits , which grow but m 
fome fewe places, where the land is levill, and open, 
and where it is watered, and moiftened with nvers. 
That part which lieth towards Tufianie* is reafonable 
plaine, andhathafertiUfoile,which produceth noble 

anddelicate fruits. . . . . 

This Band afifbrdech excellent arid choife wmes, 
which were in great efteeme amonge the ancient Ro- 
rrtoes. mans, & therefore were called Corfican Wine. It y eel- 

dethaho abundance of honey , oyle, figgs, reafons, 
& roflin. Servius &ith in his 4. booke of the Geor- 
gicks,thatthehoney ofCorfica is bitter, &unwhoIc- 
fome ; becaufe the Bees feed much upon the leaues 
ofYewe-trees called in Latin Taxis , which is vene- 
nous and caufeth this bittcrneffe, for Ovide didyerely 

beleeue , that the honey in this Hand was poy fon. 
ThepreciousftonecaUedC^fto«, bemgdammy 

like gumme, isonely found in this Hand , which Be- 
mocrim Abderites ufedin the battle he fought againft 
theAf*£ n Rhenniuswriteththusof Corfica: 

In Corfica and Sardinia is found alone (as menfay) 
the precious Catochitanftone,wmchlikebkd-lime 

cleaues to ones bodie. « 

The like fUnic fpcaketh off lib. 37. cap. 10. and So- | 
fo«fcap.9. bntPUnieh in doubt, whether it be true | 
orno. Hereisfound^ogoodft<>reof AUome, and 
in the Countie of NeHio , neere unto the river of Bt- 
vinco, areYron mines,andnot farre from Saint Fbreo- 
rwhauen areSalt-pitts , commonly called by the In- 
habitants MaRoia. Neere unto Niola are very deepe 
vallies,allwaies covered with fiiow, under which it is 
faidlies abundance of Criftall. In this Hand , as Plme 
and Diodorus affirme , growes a great many Boxe- 
trees and venomous Yewe-trees. 

This Countrie yeeldeth alfo excellent hounds for 

hunting,exceeding great good metded horfes , fierce 
Maftifes , & the Beaft called Mufili , not found in E u- 
rope,excepting this Hand and Sardinia. They are hor- 
ned likeRarnmes,& fkinne d like ftags,whole fkinncs 
are of fuchan incredible thickneffe , andhardnefTc, 
that this beaft falling, headlong downe a rock 50 
foote high, takes no hurt , but flies nimbly away from 
his ennemie, to his Denne. It is of thebignefle ofa 
Hart,andrunns very fwiftyand the flelhe is very good 
and favourie :befides there are in this Hand goo d ftore 
of Cowes, Oxen,and Sheep e.

This Hand was firft inhabited by the Phofiians^eti &JMAflllfr# 
by the Ligurims, and afterward by the tomans, who 
planted two Colonies in it, to wit, CMwana,ax&Al- 
Wnow Gallcria. The other parts were in thofe daiw 
inhabited by barbarous and fauvage people , which 
whenthe^w^ became mafters of this Hand , they 
carryed abundance of thofe Ilanders flaues to Rome, 
but receiued litle good or benefite by them, though 
they bought them very cheape , becaufe they were lo 
curnft, dogged, and brutift. After the i^^, the 
^r^/dommeercd in this Hand , till xhcGenowates 
chafed them out of it. Afterward the Ptfans turned 
them out of it: but at laft the Genowayes expulfed 
hthem againe out of it, and fo continues at this daye 
under tie Signorie of Genoat ' notion.

The people ( as they were in ancient times ; are M«men. 
churhih, dogged, ftubborne, which their very coun- 
tenance bewraies. They arc alfo poore people, given 
to ftealing and lying , very ignorant, and bloclafti in 
learning of any fciences , arts or handicrafts. Their 
i language is a corrupt Italian. They are faid to be the 
1 progeny of the <i daughters of King The/pas, who 
I being gotten with child by Hercules in one night, were 
by their father put to the mercie of the Sea , which 
brought them into this llaud> & which they and their 
pofterity peopled , tiU the comming of mc-Tyrians. 
The Biftiopricks of Corfrsjwhich are under the Arch- 
bifhop of Pifa are thefe of Ajacenfis, Alarienfts, Sagoncn- 
fis 9 Civitatenfis. TheBifhqp ofNubio* or Nebiam is un- 
der the Archbiihop of Genoa. Et thus much ofCorfica. 

SARDINIA. 

THe Hand of Sardinia tooke its name from Sardus 
, thefoimeofHmwfci. Timaus named it Sandatiotes, 
becaufe it rcfembles a pantofle , or the foale of a mans 
foote. KjMirfilus, and chryfiffus calls it Ichmfa from the 
printofafooteftepp. It is now named at this day, Sar- 
^4,&isboundedontheEaft with the T*/c*»fea,on 
the South with the Adriaticie, on the Weft with the 
Sardinian, & on the North with the Corfican fea, which 

partsit komSardinia* . _ 

The aire in this Hand is very unhealthfull , tor which 
reafon alfo M. Cicero doth warne & admoniCh Stjra- 
ter, to takeheedetohis health, and to caUto minde, 
when he had his health beft, that he was in Sardinia. 
He iaith further in one of his Epiftlcs, that one TigeU 
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CORSICA and SARDINIA.

Here alfo is the Beaft Mufoli , which wee euen 
now defcribed, of whofe fkinne carryed to Corduoy & 
there* dreffed , is made our true Corduan leather. • 
Wolues and fuch ravenous Beaft s here are none , nei- 
ther arc there in this Iland any Serpents , or Adders j 
upon which Siliut vcrfifieth thus : j

But in ftead of (hakes theyhaue a kind of a perm- ! 
ciousanimall , caUed ^S/mMm, Sc is but a Htle creatu- 
re about the bigneffe of a fpider , Lncanus cals it Salpi- 
& Plinie SoBfkga, becaufe it (hunes the light,andliues 
tor the moftpart in filver mines j (for this countrie * 
richinfilver.) Itcrecpesflowely forward like a ftouw 
*orme;and if onefitts upon it unawares, itfendetn 
forth amoft banefuU and pcftilent poyfon. Finally, 
here is the Sardonian hcrbe,whichP4#fa/*f in Phocat- 
zis faithis like Parflcy or Srnallage, called by the Gre- 
cians b Afiyn , and by the Latins Rtmmculus , and 
Strumea, which if one eate of it, is faid he (hal dye with 
laughter, whence came the pro verbe JRifis Sardonkus. 
This herbe being of apoyfonousnature> caufeth men 
to dye withfuchaconvulfion,or contraction of their 
finewes , that they feeme to grinne, or laugh. 

The people are finall of Stature , laborious , given 
tohuntmg,proneuntorcbellions,whereforethcSpa- I 

niards , as Ortelius obferveth , permitteth neither 
Smithnor Cutlartoliue there, and therefore neither 
wearctheyfword,rappier,orponiard; yetaretheyin- 
different peaceable amottge themfelues , and in fome 
meafurecurteoustoftrangers. In matter of religion 
they are lide curious, going to Maffe on Sundaies, U 

Saints daies,which once done,they fall to dauncing in 
the midft of the Church , fineing in the mcane time 
obfeencfongs tooimmodefttoran Alhoufe. Nay it is 
thought (asM r . Hcylin faith) that their dergie it felfc, 
is the moft rudc,ignorant and illiterate of any people 
in Chriftcndome. The language they fpeakc is a cor- 
rupt Catalonian. Their dyct and mcates common,and 
grofle : their apparell in the townes (efpetially that of 
the women) gorgious, 6c that in the villages clownilh, 

and bafe. 

The Countrieisdevided into two parts , viz. Cape 
Lugudori towards CorSea , and Cape Caghary towards 
Africkc. Ofthefc, when this Iland was jointly under 
the Pifans and Genowaks, the firft being the leaft, 
6c withaUfo mountainous, 6c barren belonged to Ge-

The principall citties are r. CaHarkww called Cag- t*v>u*. 
Ur, built by the Pifitn, ftandingupon the top of a hill, 
by the Seafide , juft oppofite to Africke, enjoying a 
goodly hauen , and much frequented by Merchants: 
adorned with a beautifuli Temple , (lately Turretts: 
the fcatcof tht Viceroy 6c an Archiepifcall feate. This 
Cittie hath many fine priviledges , andhaue two Ma- 
jours or Bourrough mailers or heir owne , which the 
Citizens themfelues elect , who haue power them- 
felues alio to punifh malefaftours befides the Kings 
lawes , as likewife to ftatuate , and cnad new lawes, 
with the confent of the Communalrie. In this Citty 
reftcd the bones of Saint Auftm a long time , till Heli- 
prando King of the Longobards tooke them up and 
\ carryed them to Pavia. Here alfo the kings Viceroy 
keepes his refidence , together with many Earles, 
Lords, Barrons , andgentlemen of quaUty. Mela and 
Plinkfhceth hereabouts the Citric of Sulchitana. 
I Next unto Caia ris are thefe townes , as Orijlagmm, **S« 
! bcmgacapitaUdtriefeatedinaplaine,ahtleway from ttnm * 

j the Sea fide. The Countrie about it was heretofore 
I c2.Uedi.Jr borea, but now the Marquijatc of Orifiagno. 
\ Here was in ancient times a colonic of theRomansyCsX* 
ledTurrita. The towne of Safari lyeth in a plealant 
foile,fiill of fwecte fprings, andhaving abundance of 
all manner of fruits , but it is ill fortified, higher is a 
new finall towne, but very populous and ftronge, ad- 
orned with many fine houiesandbuildings , whereof 
the moft of the Inhabitants are KJrragniam* There 
is alfoS^SontheWeft fideanArchbiftiops refidence, 

I alfo&!t4p4rtf*onC*^^^ 
the Eaft fide. Sardinia hath befides diverfe other lef- 
fer townes , and Villages, which for brevitie I will 
pafle over. There are many faire and pleafant rivers 
in thislland,but in Summer fcafon arefo (hallo we that 
one may eafcly wade over them. 

Here are in diverfe places of this Iland the Remain- 
ders of fundry towers and Forts, which the people 
a&Noracies , from Nora one of thefonnes otGeriom 
whoas they thinke came into this Countrie, and built 
the firft manfion in it. It was firft under the Iolatenfes: 
fecondly fro them taken by the CarthaginiansiTh.it dly 
by the Romans j Fourthly by the Saracens Anno 807. 
From thefelaft itwasrecovered by the Genois^d Pi- 
fans \ and becaufe they could not agree about then- 
bounds , Son face the eight putting his finger into an 
other mans pye, gaue it in fee to Ieames King of ^Arra- 1 
I gon> andhis liicccffours,who driving thence the Ger* 
\ woks made themfelues abfolute Lord of it, Anno 
132,4. TheSpanifli Vkeroy hath (aswe nowfaid; his 
refidence in Cdliori>and rules al'moft with a great p.o- 
I wer and authority as a king , and no man rauft of ne- 
celfity mannage this place j but he muft be a natiue 
Spaniard, under whome are two Deputy Governours: 
I alfo Spaniards, one for Capi CaHary , and the other for 
I Cape Lugudovi. The Vkeroy , hath alfo an Affejfor , ap- 
pomteoTumbytheKingwhomuftbe an Atturny at 
thelaw, heisalfotennediieiri^w<gw»/,having 
like\ndfe other Counfellours under him, by whofe ad- 
vife he difpofeth of all things, & hisfeflions or Bench 
is called the RoyaU audience. Every third yeare a newe 
I onewasfentinto thisplace,but now they ftay longer, 

at the kings plealure. 
There are in this Iland three Archbifhops & 1 J 

I Eifhops. 
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Ext to 5//r^followeth Afia. 
Varro faith , that fhee taketh 
her name from^iaNymphc, 

of whome & of Iapetns Prome- 
thet&vtas delcended : of which 
opinion Lycophronus and Hero- 
dotus were, who thought that 
thefe three parts of the World 
had tooke their names from 
three women. This fable of the women was rejected 
by others : which faye, that Ihec was fo called , either 
from Afim the Sonne olArtis^ or from Aj/tts a Philofo- 
pher , who gaue the picture of Pallas to T ros for the 
Gardianand Safetie of this Citie, and that he in the 
acknowledgment of this favour , calledall his Coun- 
trie Afidi which before was called Epyrm j & that lincc 
all the reft of Afia was fb named from the nobleft part 
thereof. No we as they called Lybia, af Well the third 
part, as a part thereof: fb was it obferved that this 
word Afia fignifieth all the continent 8c parts thereof, 
which reacheth betweene Mount Taurus , wherein 
dwelt the Lydians, Cares , Lycaones> PafhUgons, Ionian s 3 
jEoks & others,which part for diftinction is called Afia 
the Lejfer. The TurcKS call it Hatolia , Varro in h is 4 . 
Booked Lan. fpeaketh thus thereof: Afia> which is 
not Europe in which Syria lies , but thisAfiais called a 
part of the firft Afia , wherein/*;/; wand our Province 
lieth. All Afia is called in the holy Scripture Semid. 
She is fited almoft all in the Northerne parr of the 
World, from the /Equator to the 80. degree of the Bo- 
realllatitude&ving fome lies, which are in Afia: where- 
of fome of them extend themfelues beyond the Equi- 
tio&iall, whence arifcth a great diverfi tie, touching 
the length of artiflciall dayes throughout all Afia. 
For in herfardeft parallel, which reacheth nor farre 
from the Equinodiall, and runneth through the laft 
Coaft of the Kingdome of Malaca, the longeft daveis 
well nigh twelue ho wers long. About th e midft or the 
parallel of Afia it is 15. and in the fame parallel which is 
next to the Pole Ar&ikc, there is a con tinuall light in 
Summer almoft 4. Months. But according to the la- 
titude, which extendeth from the Meridian of the 



j2.degrce, to the Meridian of the 19 ^.degree accor- 
ding to the opinion of fome. Now if wee foliowe the 
defcription ofMercator, the moft Wefterne Meridian 
paffcth the 57. degree, in the laft Wefterne Coaft of 
Afia Minor: and the moft Eaftcrne by the 178. degree, 
from that part which lieth moft towards the North, 
and were uSe is conjoyned to Europe. Lower th e river 
Tanalsy the Lakes 6c Moores oiMeotls , the Pont Eu- 
xine, 6c the Propontidc feparate her from Europe. She 
hath on the North the Scythian Sea , on the South the 
Indian , on the Eaft the Eafierne Sea , on the Weft the 
Arabicke Gulphe or the Red-Sea>thc Mediterranean and 
VoxitEuxine. And as toward theNorth,or higher part, 
fhee bordercth upon Europe-, fo towards the South 
(hee is joyncd to Africa by an Ifthmtt*, or a fpacc be- 
tweene the Meriditerranean and the Arabicke Seas.Ne- 
verthclelTe Plinie, Strabo and fome others ftretch her 
out to Nilus y and make all Egypt to be in Afia. For th e 
Afiatike ftiore , doth not extend a right lyne from the 
laft entrance of the Red-Sea towards the Eaft , as Mela 
thought i but is cutt in the midft by a (hore , which 
hath many turnings &Gulfes.The principall whereof 
are thefe. The Perfian , which now is called Elcatiue & 
Mefendme:TheAwrickehetetoforc called thcGulph 
or Benigala , and the great Gulph which Ortelius ima- 
gineth to be the fame which Plinie calleth Chryfits, 
nraire^d mmcf ^ at ^ day Mm Cin. x^ffia hath a Temperate 
\™* er * aire very hcalthfull, fwcete and pleafant. Yet Ihee en. 



joyeth not this temperature a like in all parts : for the 
right and left climes arc according to Alarms his opi- 
nion , malignant and intolerable , in regard or the ex- 
tremity of heate & cold,which they arc lubjeel: unto. 
The delicacies of this Countrie are fo great, that they 
are become a Pro verbe. The Soilcisib noble tor her Fer:ih: ,. 
fertility, diverfitie of Fruids, abundance of Pafturcs, 
and the multitude of commodities,which are carryed 
out of her, thatfhe cxcelleth eaf ely all other Coun- 
tries. There groweth abundance of Fruifts, Spices, 
Mettalls 5 Pearles and precious Stones. Here is Balme, 
Galanga, Incens & Myrra, CafiajCynamon^Cloues, 
Safr*ra,Pepper,Sweete^woods,Vincs,Grapes,Mufke 

6l Pearlcs of all forts. Here are alio a great varietic or 
Beafts, & an infinite number of Elephants, Camels, 
Lyons and many other Animals , both tame & wilde. 
Wee muft note alfo the ingenious fpirits,riches &po- 
wer of her peoplcForhereGod created the firft Man 
in Paradice. Here was the firft feate of the Church 
of God. Here were Arts firft of all invented. Here the 
Law was firft given, & here the do&rinc of thcGof- 
pell was preached to poore finners, with hopes of a 
blefhed 6c an cverlafting life by Iefus Chrift the Sone 
of theEtcrnall God. Herewas the divcrfity and the 
confufion of Languages , which God lent as a pu- 
nifhment upon man kinde for raifing the proud To- 
wer of BabelJn fine,here was firft introduced and im- 
pofed the domination &commaunds of the mighty 
over the weake.Herc Nimrod the great Hunter began 
to domineereand raigne over mil erable men , fpoken 
of in Genefis. For the firft Monarcks of all Afia, were 
rhe AfTyrians. The laft whereof was Sardanapalus a 
Prince wholly addicted to luxuric, andgiucn over to 
alllafcivioufnefTc, among the crue of his whores, who

8us was burnt with all his riches, in a fire that he had 
prepared for his lufts 5 and caufed this vcrfe, as an Epi- 
tath, to be engraven upon his Sepulchre :

After that, there began the Empire of the Perfian 
Monarchic , among whome Xerxes the Sonne of Da-

with the confent of the Commttealtie; IhthisCitty 
reftecUbe bonjes of Smi Aufim , a long time >x& He&

JHcre alfo the Ym&riceroy 
kecpes his rcfidenc^e > tbgethcr with many'Earlcs, 
Lords, Barrens j andgendemen of quality.

Varro faith , that (hee takcth | 
her name ftomJfia aNymphc, 
of whome & of Tafetus Prome- 
theus was deicended : of which 
opinion Lycophrontts and Hero- 
dotus were, who thought that 
thefc three parts of the World 
had tooke their names from 
three women. This fable of the women was rejected 
by others : which faye, that fliec was fo called , either 
from Afitts the Sonne of Art is > or from Ajius a P hilofo- 
pher, who gaue the picture of Pallas to T ros for the 
Gardian and Safetie of this Citie, and that he in the 
acknowledgment of this favour , called all his Coun- 
trie Afia 9 which before was call ed Epyrus ; & that fince 
all rhereftof was fb named from the no bleft part 
thereof. Nowe as they called Lybia , afwell the third 
part 3 as a part thereof : fo was it obierved that this 
word Afia fignifieth all the continent & parts thereof, 
which reacheth betweene Mount Taurus * wherein 
dwelt the Xyjfiotf) Cares 9 Lfcaones, Paphlagons* Ionians, 
jfLoles 6c o thers,which part for diftin&ion is called Afia 
theLefier. The Turcks call it TXatolia , Farroinhis 4. 
Booke deLan. fpeaketh thus thereof : Afia y which is 
not Eur of e in which Syria lies , bur this Afia is called a 
partofthe firft^fo, wherein Ionia and our Province 
Heth. All Afia is called in the holy Scripture Semia. 
She is fited almoft all in the Nbrtherne part of the 
World, from the Mquator to the 80. degree of the Jto- 
reall latitude-Swing fome lies, which arc in Afia: where- 
of feme of them extend themfelues beyond the Equi- 
rioctialij whence arifeth a great diverfitie , touching 
the length of artificiall dayes throughout all Afia. 
For in herfardefl parallel, which reacheth not farre 
from theEquino&iall, and runneth through thelaft 
Coaft of the Kingdome of Malaca, the longeft day e is 
well nigh twelue ho wcrs long. Aboutthemidft of the 
parallel ofAfia it is 15. andin the fame parallel which is 
next to the Pole Arclikc, there is a continual! light in 
Summer almoft 4. Months. But according to the la- 
titude, which extendeth from the Meridian of the 
52.dcgree , to the Meridian of the 6". degree accor- 
ding to the opinion of fome. Now if wee followe the 
defcription of Mercaton the moll: Wefterne Meridian 
paffeth the 57. degree, in thelaft Wefterne Coaft of 
Afia Minon and the moft Eafterne by the 178. degree, 
from that part which Ueth moft towards the North, 
andwere ihe is conj oy ned to Europe. Lowertheriver 
Tandis , the Lakes & Moores oiMeotis , the Pont Eu- 
xine, & the Propontide feparate her from Europe. She 
hath on the North the Scythian Sea , on the South the 
Indian , on the Eaft the Eafterne Sea , on the Weft the 
Ar abide Gulphe or the Red-Sea y the Mediterranean and 
VontEuxine. And as toward theNorth,or higher part, 
Ihee bordereth upon Europe : fo towards the South 
Ihee is joyned to Africa by an Mmus, or a fpace be- 
tweene the Meriditerranean and the ArAbicke Seas.Nc- 
vcrtheleiTe Plinie , Strabo and fome others ftretch her 
outtoNilus, and make all Egypt to be in Afia. Forthe 
Afiatike more , doth not extend a right lyne from the 
laft entrance of the Red-Sea towards the Eaft , as Mela 
thought; but is cutt in the midftby a fhore, which 
hath many turnings&Gulfes.The principall whereof 
are thefc. The Perfian , which now is called Elc atiue & 
Mefindine/Thc Argaricke heretofore called theGulph 
otBenigata, and the great Gulph which OrteUus irna- 
gineth to be the fame which Plinie calleth Chryfas, 
fUoite^d £ ame a a t t hi s day Mare Cin. ^fia hath a Temperate 
£T wr airevery healthfuU, fweete and pieafant. Yetiheeen. 



joycthnotthis temperature a like in all parts : forthe 
right and left climes are according to Marius his opi- 
nion , malignant and intolerable , in regard of the ex- 
tremity of lieate & cold,which they are fubjed unto. 
The delicacies of this Countrie are fo great, tha t they 
arc become a Provcr be. The Soilc is lb noble for her fertfht ^ 
fertility, diverfitie of Frui&s, abundance of Paftures, 
and the multitude of commodities,which are carryed 
out of her, thatlhc excelleth eafeiy all other Coun- 
tries. There groweth abundance of Frui&s, Spices, 
Mettalls,Pearles andprecious Stones. Here is Balme, 
Galanga, Incens & My rra y Cafia^ynamonjCloues, 
Saffra,Peppcr,Sweete-woods,Vines,Grapes,Mullce 

& Pearles of all forts. Here are alfo a great varietie ot 
Beafts, &aninfinitenumber of Elephants, Camels, 
Lyons andmany other Animals , both tame & wildc. 
Wee muft note alfo the ingenious fpirits,riches &po- 
wer of her peoplcFor hereGod created the firft Man 
in Paradice. Here was the firft feate of the Church 
of GecLHere were Arts firft of all invented. Here the 
Lawwas firft given, & here the do&rine of thcGof- 
pell was preached to poore finncrs, with hopes of a 
bleihed & an everlafting life by Iefus Chrift the Sone 
of the Etcmall God. Here was the diversity and the 
confiifion of Languages , which God lent as a pu- 
nifhment upon man kindefor raifing the proud To- 
wer of BabeLIn fine,hcre was firft introduced and 
pofed the domination &commaunds of the mighty 
over the weakc.Herc Nimrod the great Hunter began 
to domineereandraigne over miferable men, fpoken 
of in Genefis. For the firft Monarcks of &YLAfia> were 
the Affyrians. The laft whereof was Sardanapalus a 
Princewhollyaddiaedtoluxurie, andgiuen over to 
all lafcivioufnefTe, among the crue of his whores, who 

being a while after vanquithed in a Bartaile, by Kjirba- 
ftw was burnt with all his riches, in a fire that he had 
prepared for his lufts,and caufed this verfe, as an Epi- 
tath, to be engraven upon his Sepulchre : 
Hachabeo qua edi, quaqueexfaturata libido 
Haufity at ilia manent mult a &pr&clara relicla. 
After that, there began the Empire of the Perfian 
Monarchic among whome Xerxes die SonneofD*- 
rius , ipent flue yeeres in making his preparations for 
warrc,which his Father had begun againft the Grecim 
& brought out of Afia into Europe ten hundred thou- 
fandmen, having layd abridg exprefly over the Hel- 
lejpont for to pafle over his men, accompanyedalfo* 
with ten thoufand Ships provided with all equipage 
& neccflairies. But all in vaine,for he that durft threa- 
ten God, menace the Sea, would lay Neptuneby the 
heeles, fought to obfeure the Heaves with darkneiTe, 
to cutt and plaync his way through Mountaines, and 
tohauemade thecarth to quake; after his army was 
defeated, could lcarcely getta Cock-boate to efirapc 
into Afiay when his bridge was broken by the violence 
oftempefts in Winter. Darius being the laft Monarck 
of that Empire , was vanquilhed &c overcome by Ale- 
xander ',who traced out a way to thcMacedonia Monar- 
chic &brought the firftEmpire out of Afia intoEurope.

The third part is held 
by theGrandc ham Emperour of the T *rtarians,whofe 
Limits ftretch Southwards towards the Cafiia Sea, the 
River iJf^r/^Mount/w^&Eaftward and North- 
ward is bounded with the Ocean Sea, and Weftward 
with the Kingdome of Mufcovie. The Sophie King of 
the Per pan holdcth the fourth part , who on the Weft 
hath the great Turie , on the North the T trtarian , on 
thcSouth the W-Sea, & on the Eaft fide the River 
Indus. The fifth part conteyneth India, afwell on this 
fide as bey one Ganges, which is notcommaundedby 
one alone as the others , but by many petty Kings: 
for almoft every oneof thefeProvinces hath his owne 
Prince, whereof fome of them arc tributaire to the 
GreatC&ww.The fixth is pofleffed by the greatKing of 
China. The feuenth con teyne all the lies in the Indian 
Ocean, Eaftward, difperced here and there: among 
which are Taprobane called Sumatre UZeilan , the two 
laves ducouvred in over dayes by the Portugal*. Bor- 
neo, Celebes* Palohan, Mindanao y Giklo with the Sficeres 
of the Molucques. The Iapan 8c Guinea called the New, 
becaufe it was lately difcouvered & is not yet kno wne, 
whether it be an lie, or part of the continent of the 
Countries Antarticke. The ancients as Stra bo lib. u. & 
Arian Ub.%. divide^* into many pam.PtoUm$nto 47. 
Provinces , all which he reprefented in 12. Mapps in 
the 5. tf.&7.bookes ofhis Geographic No we the Re- 
gions which Ptolomie fetteth downc are thefe, Pont us 
and Bithania, Phrygia the Great, Lycia > Galatia , Paphla- 
gonia, Pamphylia, Capadocia y \_Armenia the Leffer, Ctlicia y 
Sarmatia > Ajiatica , Colchis Iberia, Albania , Armenia the 
Greater. The He of Cyprus,Coebfyria,Phcenicia y Paleftina 
of ludea, ^Arabia Petraa, Mefopotamia y ^Arabia Veferta, 
Babylonia,Ajfyria,Sufiana,Media Perfida, Parthia^C arma- 
ria theDefertjthc other Carmania, Arabia the Happie, 
Hyrcania, Margiana, BacJriana, Sogdiana, the Region of 
the Saces. Scytia betwecne Imaus 3 and Scythia : without 
Imasts,Serica,Aria Paroponifm, Brangiana, Arathofia x Gc- 
drofia , the India on this fide , and beyond Ganges , the 
Kingdome o£thcSines, thclle T aprobana with others 
adjacent. 

She hath had three Cities famous throughout the whole 
\t'orld, BabeU> Ninivc and Icrufatem. Babylon the Capitall Citie of 
Ajfyria or of Babylonia : thegrcatcft (according to Paufania in his 
Arcadicks )of all the Cities that ever the Sunne f hone upon,but 
now their is nothing remayning of it, but the walls. Ariftotle 
calleth it not a Citicbut a Province. Dion Prufeus in his 6. Ora- 
tion faith,it was 400. furlongs in com pafle. Orofiuslib.u. c.6.ad- 
dcth 8o.moretotheni.Hwedor«f lib.i.Curtius Alfo Fhiloftra- 
tus lib. 1 . defcribes it cxi&Ly.Thtvetus calleth it Boughedot, Caftaldus 
Baldach, Barrius Baggadad. Bu t that which Strabo v vriteth there- 
of,and after him S.lerome, i$,thatB«Mwi the great Citie, is now 
become a great Wildernefle or Detert. 

Nineve is called by the Hebrcvves Rahaboth as Arias Montanus 

writeth. Ptohmy nameth it No^and NivjjwS , who placeth it in 

Ajfiria. Arnmianus doth the like, 8c (aith it lay in A&abena. Shee is 

called by fome Mufikla 8c Moffa, according to the tcftimonieof 

Marks, Leo nameth her Mojfall. She laye upon the river Tigris, 8c 

vy as built by Nmmw fonnc of Belus the firft King of the Ajfj/rians, as 

S.Auft'm vvritcthin his ij.booke of the Citie of Cod.l hefe arc 

his words , Ninus the Sonne of Btlus was the Founder of the great Citie 

of lS'mm 9 vvhicbbtmgderivedfromhkname, that u from Ninus , was 
called N'tneve. 

lerufalem was the moft famous Citie, according toPtinies 
opinion.not oncly of Iudaa % but alfo of ail the Eaft. Heretofore it 
was ca\kdHierofyla afterward H'urofoljma zsLyfimacbus writeth, 
witnelTe lofepbus againft Appion.Shc is alfo called lerufalem, from 
Salem and Iebus, in the holy Scripture : Solyma, mdSolyma by the 
Poets: Pfe/wwineftifycth that fhe was calledin his time ts£lia 
Capitolia from ts£Uus Adriamu Emperour her reftorer, as Dion 
Caput relatcth, Ajiabzxh a great manic Lakes, abounding in 
fif he,and a Sea called Qafjia in the forme of a huge Lake:whieh 
notvvitftanding difcarges it felfe not into the Ocean. She hath 
many Rivers , whereof the moft famous are Tygris Euphratus 
fpokenof by Mofis'm Gen. Alfo Giordan, thtlndm and Ganges. 
She hath alfo many marveillous 8c highMountaines. Among 
which Mount Taurus is the chicfeft, beginning from the Ea- 
ftcrne Coafts,andcutteth through all Afia, being with his fcve- 
rail bendings in & out <?25o.milcslong,5c }7f.broad. It is very 
high,and inhabited with aninfinitenumberofpeoplcThereit 
£ ilethfrom the IndianSQa, it hath the North on the right, & the 



South on the left fide & fo turning tovvards the \Ceft prelleth 
through many Countries , till the Sea meetes it , as if Nature 
with a deliberate purpofe would ftopp & appofe it with other 
Seas as here the Pbanician & there the Pontic^, now the Cajpian 
& then the Hircanian , & on the other fide the MeotidianMarfbes, 
where it is men crouded up ,and f hocked on the one fide & on 
the other betwecne the (heights & endoflurcs : nevcrthelefle 
it broaketh out at laft with finowes bending backward victo- 
rious, & rifcth like the topps of the Bipbean Mountaincs, having 
manie diverfe & new names, & notable markes in every place, 
being fbmetimes called Imaus then Emodus , Parcpaftmus , Circius, 
Cambades* Harpbariadcs y Chroates 9 Oreges y Orontes, Niphates 8c Taurus. "^Zgtl 
Likevvifc there were itovertoppetnOwf^ , 8c there were it tbe^hns 
ftreatcheth out oftentimes with Armes\ as if it would found zrCoumrics 
the Seas, is called Sarpedon, Coracefiusy Crage 8c Taurus againc. But thr ' u f h 
where it openeth and (prcadeth our, 8c taketh the names of di- 
vers places and Portes , which are called there the Armenian, ' ' 
here Ojp'tan , and in other places Cilkian. The largnefie of it in 
many placesis three thoufand furlogs, the length cquailcth that 
of Afato vvit45.thoufandfurlongs, that is, from the Coaft of 
Rhodes to the furdeftConfines of China ScTartariaJTo come now public^ 
tothepublickvvorkes, the magnificent Buildings which Afia works*. 
hath had, defcrue to be fett dov vne, for one of the (cuen won- 
ders of the World. The firft whereof was the lofty "Walls of Th Walls 
BabyU, which being falnewere made up aeaine, and repared •/ £a hu. 
by Qucene SmiramisAyncd with burnt bricKs,faftned together 
with a glewie lyne like pitch being two hundred feete high,& 
f o.broade,that foure coaches might mccte upon ir,andturnc at 
their pleafijre , having 300. Turrets todefend them in. There 
fhould hauc bine more,if the moorif h grounds, in fomc places 
1 had not endofiedit as a Wall. Three hundred thoufand men 
were employed in the Conduct & finifhing of this prodigious 
workemaiifnip. Herodotus writeth , that the Walls of Baby" 
were $o.R.oyall Cubits thick $ 8c that this Citie had a hundred 
brazen Gates. Then the Temple ofD'tana ofpphefis, which ne- The Temple 
ver had the like : for all Afia was no.yeeres a building of it in a 
moorifh place, to preventh Earthquaks and the rcnts,and ope- 
nings of the Earth, and to the end the foundation of Co hughe a 
worke might not be layd in a unfteddic and an infirme place. 
They ftrowed firft of all coalcsupon it, and afterward flcces 
of vvolLThcrc wasinit i27.Columes orPillars,cTo.feete high. 
Every King made oneforhimfelfe,and 36".of them were carved 
v vith a marvaillous fkill 8c cunning. The whole Temple was 
45o.foote longe , and 120. broadc. The Architeclour thereof 
was Ctefiphon.One may putt aKb into the ranke of the wonders 
of Afia, the fumptuous Sepulchre , which Artemifia QUeene of 
Carta caufed to be built in the memorie of Msufola herdeceaied 
hufband being 25. cubits high, encompafied with 3 (i.Pillars, 8c 
was from the South to the North fide cTj.fcete. Scopas built the 
Eaft, Briax the North Jymotby the Southland Uocares the W eft 
fide. The Quecne dyed before this worke was finif hed :Nc- 
verthelene the Artifans left not the worke, till it was fullyper- 
fetSted. Thefe things arc num bred among the miracles or the 
World. There was likevvife the Temple which Solomon be- 
gann to build in the fourth yeere ofhis raignc, which was al(b ** 
magnificent and defervedtobe accounted amonge one of the 
fcuen wonders of the World. Thirty thoufand men were em- 
ployed to hew downe Cedars and Cipres trees in Libahon. 
Then to fetch, cutt & to doe other mafonncrie of ftoncsfoure- 
fchore thoufand. The breath was io.cubits:the Icnght 6*0. and 
the height from the Arches and vaults fixefcore. The fluff of the 
lower building was white ftone.The largneflc of the entrance • 
into the Temple was ten cubits. The Chambres in it were ao. 
in number, opening one into anothcr,& anfvvcring one to an- 
other, and fome others lower under-neaththem. The rafters 
were of Cedran, and the Scelings all gilt over, 8c all the Walls. 
The Holy place was fcparated from the reft of theTemplc by a 
partition, whereof the Gates were engraven, & the vales fine 
andthinne , enriched with curious flowers and rare compart- 
ments,withmanyinterlacings and excellent figures, with two 
Cherubins of pure gold, the ftepps 8c fcjuares of the pavement 
gilt. The Gates ao.cubits high, fhyning with the gould which 
embellifhed them. At the enuanee into the porch of theTeplc 
ftood a.brazen pillars, 18. cubits highj and n.in circumference. 
There was a brazen vcflell fo great and large , that for the re- 
fern blancc thereof it was called a Sea : fupported by n. Oxen, 
which bare it up, three & three on a fide,according to the foure 
regies of the World, towards which everyone of the locked. 
He kept 30oo3uiiders.There were many other figuresj which Ntt * 
would be toolong to reprefent. The Altar was of Brafle ten ****** 
foote highe, and twife as long. A Table of gould, and 10000. 
Cupps and potts of gold, andfoure times as many of filvcr. Ten 
thoufand candlcfticks made of gould and filvcr ; next to the 
Temple,there was a large hall in which the people ftood.This 
worKemanfhipp was finif hed in the fpace of feuen yeares , 8c 
^ this may fuffice for this part of the World s lett us come to 4- 
1 frica, the third part thereof. 
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E I N G come into Afia, the Turcks 
Empire prefenteth it felfe firft of all 
to our view. Chalcondilas Iheweth, 
that the word Turck betokeneth a 
maD , whofe manner of life is fome- 
what auftere & fauvage* Poftell a£- 
firmeth, that the Hebrews call them 
Togarma, and alfo Benjamin of T udele doth the like. 
But they themfelves name one another Mufulmans , 
that is 9 citcumjtjedpv as fome interpret it right Believers, 
They cannot endure to be called Turcks, having this 
terme in deteftathnfs figtrifyingin Hebrew bannifhed 
men, or according to fome mens opinion Deftroyers , 
which fpoile and ruinealU This Empire of the race 

_ e Othomans or Ofinanides is veryly 
riflant,aadof a very large extent , embracing 
'rovinces in Afia,Europe and Africa. In Europe 

it reacheth unto the Coaft of the Adriatick Sea,from 
thence unto the confines of Epirus , now called #agn- 
24, and fo running all along the 2Ega?um Sea , and the 
Propontide,withnofinallpartof Ponm Euxinnt unto 
Tbeodofia, a Citty in Taurica cberronefa, now called Caf- 
fa for the fpaceof 8000 miles. Forthe inward or mid- 
land parts, his dominion extendet hit felfe from Java- 
rine, a Citty in Hungaria, which the Natives call Rab 
unto Conftantinople,fituated upon the utmoft ends of 
Europe. Then in Africa he holdeth all the Sea-coaft, 
from BeM de Gomcra unto the Arabick Gulph or Redd 
Sea/avingfome few places fubj eft to the Spaynard 9 6c 
reacheth very farre into Afia. TheCountrie is forthe 
moft part fruitfull in graine , as Wheate, Barlie, Oats , 
winter wheate,Beanes, Peafe, and all manner of Pulfe. 
It aboundeth in Rice, Flaxe and Cottons. They have 
Vines, whole fruit they makeufeof after divers man- 
ners.The Chriftians make wine ofthem,& the Turcks 
prepare a kind of fweete meate,by mingling honey 5c 
grapes together,which feemeth allwayes frelh,bothto 
the fight &taft, this they call Vfum Tur/i. The ground 

beareth alfo great ftore of Pompions , Musk-Melons, 
Cucumbers,Nutts,Peares,Peaches,Oranges,Citrons, 

Cheshuts,Figgs, Cherries , butnotiu ail places alike: 
for in certaine places as in Cappadocia and Armenia 
the lefTer, no fuch fruits will grow there by reafon of 
the extremitie of the great colde. They have Vei- 
nesof Gould, Silver, Yron, Copper and Alum , di- 
verfe kindeof Beafts,as a great number of Camells , 
Mules and other Cattaile. The Turckifh Horfe and 
Dqggs arefiiU ofmettle,&bein great account. Their 
firft chiefetaine was Othomau aTartar,a Souldicr fer- 
ving under the Grmd Cbam, a ftrong bodied man , and 
full of courage, who upon fome difpleafure received, 
retyring himfelfe with fome 40 Horfemen from the 
Tartarians, lay upon, and kept the (heights and nar- 
row paffages of Cappadocia , unto whome (hortly after 
reforted di verfe others,partly for hope of Booce, and 
partly to efcapc the punifhment due unto the iufolen- 
ces and violences, which they had committed, where- 
by he tooke courage to put into execution his inten- 
ded deffigne , which was to make himfelfe inafter of 
Cappadocia, Ponm, Ehbynia, Pamphilia and Cilicia , moft 
rich Countries , which came to palTe about the yeere 
of our Lord r 300. After him his Son Orchanes fuc- 
ceeded, he maintained and encreafed this Empire by 
the fame meanes as his father had left him , but with 
greater forces , and riches then he had received : ma- 
lr in<y nfp r»f rhe ^ifatrreeances & ouarreils, which were 



zed upon Myfid, Lycaonia* Phrygia and Carta, befeiged 
and tooke initio, and ftretched out his Empire as 
farreas Hettefpont* A murathfucceeded him, a moft ex- 
cellent man in feigning, and diflembling his concep- 
tions, but very laborious and couragious , & well pra- 
<ftifed in the Art militaire,no wife inferiour to his pre- 
deceftburs. In the yeere 1363 feized upon Callipolis 
in the Cherfonefus, after which the moft part of Thro- 
da followed. Then he fubdued Myfia , Beflfes & Tri- 
balles. After that having taken in Adrianopolis by 
force , would have fell upon Servia and Bulgaria : but 
was (tabbed by a Servian,heretofore Vaflali or Servant 
unto Lazarus Defpote of Servia, whome he had com- 
mitted prifoner. He left for heires Soliman and Baia- 

zet, who after he had put his brother to death, was ac- 
knowledged Lord, & fell upon the conqueft of ITbra- 

cia, aperibnageof a high lpirit, afpiring after great 
matters , couragious in his enterprifes , deliberate ia 
managing them, exceeding laborious , fu brill and dif- 
creete in laying hold upon all occafions , and conftant 
in the execution of his deffigaes : infuch ibrt,that ha* 
ving fubdued all Thracia , eerhe attempted ConBanti* 
mple , refolved to make himfelfe matter of The ff alia , 
^Macedonia, Pbocide & Attica* Then brought under his 
fubj edition the My/tans, called at this day the Servians , 
the lUyridei and TribaUes , which are named the Bulgari- 
ans, and put to death the Prince of Bulgaria. His Chil- 
dren were Calepin, Mofes, Mabumet & MuHapbm. They 
murthered CaJepin, and his Sonne Orchanes was Uayne 
by his Uncle Me/es , whome afterward alfi? xMabumet 
put to death. He fubdued Valachia and Macedonia , and 
advanced his Turckifh ftandards as farre as the Coafts 
of the Ionick Sea. And eftablifhed Adrianopoli for his 

Court and rcfidencie, and I7yeeres after dyed in the 
yeere 1422. After him Amurath the iecond obtained 
the Empire, who by ayd and favour of thofe of Genes , 
defeated in Thracia his Grand-father Muf/apbsa, whome 
the Grecians did favour and helpe, ruined Theffalonica, 
an ancient City , & in thofe dayes very famous for the 
greatnefle,beautie, riches & commodioufnefle of the 
lite, whereof the Venetians were Lords: tooke in Cy- 
yrtu ) Epim and APtotia. Then deeming that the ami- 
tie and confederation of George Delpote of Servia 
would muchavaile him , as well for the advancement 
of his affaires, as for the weakning of the Chriftians, 
did perfue it in fuch fort , that he obteyned hisdefirc, 
and afterward marryed his daughter : fo that with the 
helpe of his owne forces, and thofe ofhis Father i a 
Lawes,he undertooke the feige of Belgrade, where he 
loft 7000 Turcks. Mahumet the fecond Succeeded 
him, who having fetled the Empire upon himfelfe by 
the death of his brother, tooke in Conftantinople an. 
1455, upon the laft day of May. Two yeeres after he 
befeiged Belgrade, where he loft fo many men , and 
where himfelfe was lb wounded , that he was forced to 
quit the feige : then he fell upon Bulgaria, Dalmatia , 
Crocia and all Rafcia. Befeiged and tooke Trapequntc, 
otherwife called Trcbiyonde and Mytelen with fome o- 
ther lies of the JEgean Sea. Tooke Eubea and Tbeodo- 
fta 9 now called Caff a , > towne belonging to the Geno6 9 
he reigned 3 2 yeerei. s Baiazet the fecond madewarre 
againlt the Venetians,£rom whome he tooke Naupacla, 
eJMetbon & Duras, heretofore called Vyrrachium. Then 
having overrun & ipoiled all Dalmatia^ was poyfon- 
ned. His Sonne Selim tooke the fcepter upon him, who 
having befeiged Caira, became matter of it. The chie- 
feftCity of egjft , and put to death the Sultan, and fo 
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made himfelfe Lord of Alex 
tookeinDamas. Ssjliman hisonely Sonne lacceedea 
him, who tooke in Belgrai , not onely the Bulwarke of 
Hungarie 5 butalfoof aU Chriftendome. Rhodes, Strt- 
eonia>Buda and other Citties, befeiged Vienna , and [af- 
terward dyed at the feige of Zjgetb, having reigned47 
yeeres. SeUm the fecond fucceeded him, who made a 
trace with the Emperor Maximilian for 7 yeeres. He 

bereft the Venetians of the He of Cyprus , feized upon 
Tutsi and the Gonletta , and dyed anno 15 7$ • Amurath 
fucceeded him,and after him came Habumet the third, 
who began toreigne by muicheringof his bretheren: 
the Emperor of the Turcks then hath great and large 
Dominions. In Europe Hongaria and Tbracia , with all 
Creek, that is , (Macedonia, Bpjrsss , x^chm , Feleponne- 
(us, with the lies belonging to the Bgezn Sea : befides 
a part of the ltiyridefix of Sclavonsa , then Bofit a, Servia, 
Hafcia and Bulgaria , which regions are all defcribed in 
the Maps of Europe. In Africa he hath Algiers , Tfra*, 
7V#o#, all Egypt from Alexandria unto the Citty of 
^/3?4 a which is But in Af* he hath iteo/w , which 
is Aftamimr,qpmjalaftina, and befides thefe , Gr/<$- 
r/*, Babjlonia^dll Arabia with Armenia He hath in his 
Dominions 4 moft famous and rich Cities,to wit, Con- 
stantinople, A Icairo, Aleppo 8c Taurus. CanftanthoplehttQ. 
tofore called Byzantiun?, which for the multitude of 
people furpaffetfi all the Cities of Europe : for it is re- 
ported,there are more then 700000 men in it : contai- 
ning three German miles in circuit , and is rightly and 
truely called a world of the world , & the royall Seate 
of the Turckifh Emperors. Aleppo is the greateft Cit- 
ty of Syria, and the moft famous place for traficke,and 
is as it were the center, unto which all wares and Mar- 
chandilesare brought out of Afia, It is watered with 
a braunch of the River of Euphratus , which one of 
their Sultans led thither. Taurss or Taurifium was here- 
tofore the greateft Citty of the Perfian Empire,which 
the Turcks have razed. The circuit whereof was well 
nigh 16000 paces, wherein it is vereiy thought , there 
lived 20CO00 Citizens. Alcatrois the moft reuownedft 
of all Africa , and doth furpafle all others : the circuit 
thereof is abov e 8 miles. And is not onely as it were 
the Garner & StoreJioufe of Egypt,** a great part of 
Africa: but alfo of India,whofe Treafures are brought 
thither by the Red-Sea,and from theuce are carried u- 
pon the backs of Camells unto Cairo, and fo are diftri- 
buted along the Regions , which lye upon the Coafts 
of the Mediterranean Sea. The Turcks delight great- 
ly in building of Mofquees or Temples , Cariarfara or 
Hofpitalls, Bathes, Stoves, Conduits , Bridges, High- 
wayes and other publickworkes, which are veryre- 
markeable among the Turcks, and make a faire (how. 
The Temple of & Sophia in Confiantinople is the faireft 
edifice, that is to be feene yet ftanding,and in the opi- 
nion of Belionfurpafleth by art the Pantheon of Rome. 
For all the inward parts ot this Temple is built with 
arches, which are open in the upjper part to give light 
unto it, fupported with pillars 
temple hath as many doores to it, as there be dayes in 
the yeere. The Othomans Government is wholly 
defpotiaue: fortius Emperor is fo abfolute a Lord of 
aliwhatloeveris in his Empire , that his fubjefts dare 
not call themfelves Matters or Lords of any thing,but 
account themfelyes Slaves of the grand Seignor , fo 
that noe man is'mafter of himfelfe , much lefle of the 
houfe wherein he dwelleth , or of the lands which he 
palfeiTethjlavingfomcfew famillies in Constantinople, 
to whome Mahomet the fecond , our of favor gave 
feme rights and priviledges in acknowledgement of 



their merits. Among his Minifters the Interpretor ot 
the Alcoran called Muffle, like to the Pope of Rome,ta- 
keth the firft place. The Cadilefqum have the fecond , 
which are as chiefc Tuftices in all caufes , and as Patri- 
arcks , to whome they appeale for all fuits and caufes. 
Heretofore there were but 2 throughout the whole 
Empire : the one ordained for the adminiftration of 
Rumelie, that is Romania, or of Europe , the other for 
Natolia^ but the third was added by Selim the firft, 
whofejurifdidion over all Egypt, Syria, Arabie, and a 
part of Armenia : thefe have commaund over the par- 
ticular ludges of every Province, who are called Cadis. 
After thefe Cadilefquers the Vefire-Baffes follow in or- 
der: thefe are the Emperors Councilors , and are at 
this day about nine, whereof the chiefcft of them is 
called rezirazem . thefe adminifter the fole Govern- 

_ _ t authority, with whome for 

the moft part the Emperor advifeth of ferious affaires. 
Next nnto them are i n very great authority three Beg* 
M^whofe office anfwere to the dignity of him, who 
is called General! of theCampe : the firft \i Rumeli 
Beglerbeg,thsLt is,of Romania : the fecond Anatofy Beg- 
lerberg, that is , of Anatolia or Afia : the third Demzi 
Beglcrbeg,thatis, Admirallof the Sea. The Turcks are 
fevere Executors of Iuftice, for if any man fheds an 
other mans bloud, he is punithed with the fame penal- 
tie. He which is taken in adulterie , is ftoned to death 
with the adultrefle, without any mercy, remiffion or 
delay. He which is found to have committed fornica- 
tion, is tojfindnre 800 ftrips with a whipe or a cudgill. 
A theefiffor the firft or fecond time is beaten with as 
many b!owes,if he be taken the third time,he hath his 
hand cutt of, if the fourth his foote. It would be too 
tedious to relate aU their Lawes and cuftomes. They 
have divers fchooles, wherein many are taught in their 
civill Lawes , given by the Kings for the adminiftra- 
tion of Iuftice, and the defence of the Realme, where- 
of fome afterward are advanced te Ecclefiafticall fun* 
flions,others to fecular. They are dull (pirited, bloc- 
kifh and lafie : curceous to one an other, botcraellto 
Straingers, great bdafters , arrogant and proud : they 
fliunne all play of hazard, but delight in tables.ln ftead 
of Religior^theirfalfe dodrine Mahumitifme and fo- 
perftition beareth fway among them, which was firft 
invented and forged by Mahomet about the yeere tfzi, 
when Heraclius reigned . In the Law of Mahomet all 

things are abfurd & rediculous, as touching the crea* 
tion of the world , and the end thereof, of Paradice , 

Hell, Heaven, Earth, the creation of manandMaho- 
mets voyage into Paradice. Neverrhelefle he ac« 

kowledgeth one God , and commaundeth alfo to ho- 
nor Chrift,as a great Prophet , as alfo Mofe« and him- 
felfe. He will have them count the yeere not by the 
courfe of the Sunne,but by the Moone: the Hufband- 
men which dwell in Villages, till their lands by their 
fervants : the Handiecrafts-men mainteyne them- 
felves by mechanicall arts : they trade diligently in 
Merchandiles : they eate three times a day , lying upon 
the ground, layingtheirieggscroffe one upon an o- 
ther: their vidlualls is rice, nfliand flelh,but no porke: 
they ufe a kinde of bread, which hath no ill taft, called 
Echmecb, both white and browne as ours is. In dreffing 
of their meate they ufe divers arts and fundry fauces: 
they drinke no wine , becaufe it is forbidden them by 
their Law, but in ftead thereof^they mingle water,ho- 
ney, fugar or juleb together* opium is in great ufe a~ 
mongthem: they are allcloathed in long rayment: 
they weare.a white Tulban upon their heads,but thofe 
of the race of Mai 
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His part of Afia was called by the 

Romans Afia Minor , to diftinguiih it 
from Afia Major, when they made it a 
Region. It is now called Anatolia, & 
corruptly by the Turkes Natolia , for 
theEafterne foliation fro theGreeke 
word &w dvaw'Ars , according to 
Bellon'tus his opinion in his moft lear- 
ned obfervations. Some ofourMo- 
dcrnes names it Turkic the Great.'Wee 
Nevv TurJgje and the Barbarians Rom as Mar 'tus noteth , to wit, 
that part which con taineth Bitbjnia, Galatia 8c Capadocfc, to the 
Northward, and that quarter which lieth Southward, asLycia, 
Cicilia, 6c Pampbitia is named by them Cottomanidia. . 

Anatolia is bounded on the Eaft wirh the river Euphrates, on 
the South with the Mid-land Sea, fometimes called by the name 
of the Region through which it pafTeth, as thcLycian y xhc Vam~ 
phiUan , the Ctlician or Gtramanian Seas ; On the Weft with the 
t^gaa »,or Archipehgus of Greece: and on the North with Pontus 
Bixinus, & Mare Major, comprehending all that part of Cher [one- 
fiu, which reacheth from Mare Majus to the Ctlician 8c Pamphilian 
Seas. According to Plin'te it is 20 oooo.paces in bredth, or there- 
abouts, to wit, from Sinus Ifiictu , or the Gulph LaUz^a and 
Ports Amanitas to Trebfc>md, which lieth upon the Coaft ot Pon- 
tus, agreeing therein withRerodotus, who faith, that the Ifihmus 
of Afia Minor is fiue daies journey for a good Traveller. 

This Countrie fas M . Heylin noteth) is fituate under the fifth 
& fixth Climates of theNortherne temperate Zone, thelongeft 
day beingif.howcrsanda halfe.Itis adorned with many com- 
modious Hayens,& was once of great fertility:butis now layd 
waft and defolate , greeveoufly lamenting the mines of 4000. 
Citties &Townes. 

Thefe people were once valiant and induftrious, nowfb 
much addicted to a luxurious effeminacy, that the Turkes (un- 
icfte conftrained by urgent neceffity ) never inrole their chil- 
dren in the number of lankAriesMezc once flourilhed the faith 
o£ Chrift,fealed by the blood of many of this nation.Here were 
the feuen Churches, to which lohn dedicated his Revelation. 
1 Jphefus, iJPampbilia, $.Thyatyra> ^Laodicea, $.Pergamut,6.Phth- 
delph 'ta , 7. Sardis. All whole Candlefticks hauc bene long fince 
remoucd,&now cur fed Mahumetifine hathfb farre encroached 
on them , that fe we Chriftians remaine , and they which are 
of the Church & communion of Greece. 

Touching the mildenefle of the aire, & the goodneffe of the 
(bile heretofore, Cicero writeththus : The Annuall tributes & reve- 
nevves of the other Provinces (6 Romans,W* fo litle,that tbty vviU fiar- 
tely defray the charges of mainteyningthem. But Afia is fofatt &fertiU,eU 
tber in regard of the revenevves of the Lands, or the varietie of Fruits. The 
great Store of ?*fiurage>& the abudance of all things,vvhich are tr aborted 
out of it, that on may e truely fay it furpaffeth all other Countries. For- 
merly then it was rich in fruitfull fieldes , fatt Pafturcs, Med- 
dovvesand Rivers, which yeelded Gold. Once it was content 
v vith its owne bleflings,and had enough to maintaine a happie 
and a blcfled life, without any neede of others. For "Wine and 
Oliues it came Ihort of noe other Countrie. But herein it was 
unhappic, in thatitwas morefubj'ectto Earthquakes, &ivvai- 
lovving up of towncs, then any other Countrie in the World, 
as Plinielib. 1. in the raigne of Tiberius Cafar relateth : fo that 12. 
townesin one night were fvvallovved up. The Turkes when 
they travell , accuftome to a(Temble themfelues in troups and 
bands , which they tcrme Carvans , that they may travel! with 
the more fafetie,every one ofthemdoathed according to their 
fafhion > having the Grand Signors p&Cpozt and an Interpretour 
8c a Guide to ihewe them the vvaye:and mayegoe which way 
he pleafes, but onely through the Deferts, 8c fardeft borders of 
the Countries as BeUoniw writcth. 
7U mndtm * n A f XA ^ ctc vvere heretofore many large Kingdomes , as 

that of the Trofutns,of Crdfus,Mithridates 9 u4ntiochus, or the Paphla- 
gons 9 of the Galatians, of the Cappadociam and others. It was firft 
taken in by Cyrus King of Perfia , afterward by the Macedonians, 
and with Syria, Egypt & Babylon ftrangly f hared amonge Alexan- 
ders Captaines,& then foccaged by the Romans: & being brought 
to deftru&ion by them , was at laft miferably loft to the Turkes, 
and reduced to that thraldomc and extremitie , that now there 
is nothing of moment left in it ; being all under the Scigneuric 
of the TurkithEmperour , who hath rooted out all the nobi- 
litie and bloo d Royall , to make them all alike , as Siaues of the 
grand Signor , over whome he hath placed Sanziacks 8c Begler~ 
beys in every Province. 
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Natolia comprehended the Regions of Pontus and Bytbinia Dr*if»». 
(which Province is properlie named Afia) Lycia, Galacia, Pamphi- 
lia, Cappadocsa, CtUcia 8c Armenia Minor. 

Pontus 8c Bitbynia were heretofore feparated by the river San- p 0 ntw 
gar, which ran through the midft of it, and vvere both reduced 
into one Province, which is named at this dsyBurfiaotBecfan- 
giaL This was heretofore the Kingdome otMsthridates. The 
moft famous Cittie was Trapexus, environned with a great 
Mountaine,formerly the Royall Seate of the Emperour of Tr*. 
pewncia , built out of the ruinesof Cbnfiant'mople , where Georgius 

Trapvzuntitu was borne, whofe learned writings giue fufficient 
teftimonie of his knowledge. %.CaUedon fituated oppofite to 
Conftant'mople , famousforthe4. GeneraliCouncill , allembled 
by the comaund of theEmperour Mart'tanm to rcpell the hercfie 
ofNe^flr#i«,vvhercin were 35o.Biihops. }. Nkomedia, an ancient 
tovvne feated upon a pleafant hill , whofe name declares the 
Founder: hereabouts are many fvvectc fprings , famous for the 
Baptifme of Confiantine the Great. 4. Prufa now Burps a great 
citty fituated neere unto Mount Olympus , once the chiefe citric 
of Bitbynia. This Cittie vvasfouuded by Prufias Kxngo£Bitbynia, 
which betrayed ArmibaU, who fled to him for fuccour. This 
Prufa was a long time the feat of the Ottoman Kings till Mahomet 
the Firft began to keepe his rcfidencie at Adrianople , and tooke 
Confiantinoplc.^ice formerly the capitall citty of Bif ty»w,where 
the firft gcnerall Councill was held Anno 314. to which there 
alTembled 3 i8.Bilhops, to beate downe the Ar'tan herefie. 6\Hc- 
racleaPonti. Herodotus makcth anexadk defcription of all thefe 
parts, and Cu'th moreover, thatthetownesof Ttum, PfyUum, 
Diopolis, Catpa-port, Artaca, the Temple of Diana & Cbryfopolis lay 
all upon Pont Euxtne. Afia is properly called now Sabrum or Sar- 
cum, being bounded on the Eaft fide vvithG*&ri*on the North 
with Pontus and Bitbynia , the reft is eaten up with the Sea. It 
comprehendeth Plnygia and ty<tof ,both the Myfca's, Carta, ts£olis, 
lomazn&DorU.ThcK&TCtvvoPbrygid,PbygrMMM . 
Major. The Greater lieth Eaftward.-therc arc in it few towncs; p ' : v 
but many villages. Amonge the reft. 1 . Midaium feated neere . 
the river Sangar , the Royall Seate of Mtdas Sonne to Gordius. 
uAppatma the greateft citty of Pbrygta, lying not farre from the 
river of Mea nder. 5. Docymeum is a final! towne. 4. Colojfe where 
dwelt theColofiians to whome S.Paul wrote one of his Epiftles. 
a..Synnada 8cPepinms,whcK the Goddeflc Cibele being worihi- 
ped was called Dea Pefimncia. In Phrygia the LefTer or Troade 
flood. i.iHfiimorTr^,aramouscittie,reedifiedby Prjamus,vvho Try. 
fuffredhisSonne^wtoravilhHe^vvife to Menelaus King of 
Sparta, whole rape caufed the Greckes to fitt downe before it, 
and after ten yeares fiege, forced the tovvne, havingloft of 
their owne men 860000. and of them o*6'6oooo. A.M. 1783. 
Co as that of Ovid may truely be inferred. 

Come fit for Sithes novvgrowes, where Troy once flood 
And the Soyle's fatted with the Phrygian blood. Againe, 

So rich , fo povverfull, that fo proudly flood, 
Tbatcouldfortenyearesfiacejpendfomucb blood, 

Now profirate, onely her old ruines fhowes 

And tombes that famous Amefiors inclofe. 
This cittie is renowned alwell by the verfes ofHonur as in 
Virgils <s£.neades.i.Pergamus vvhichKing /iw/iif ofaCaftlcmade 
afaire and a large cittie , by enlarging it with new edifices and 
buildings. This was the birth-place of the Oratour Apollodorus, 
and of Galen the Phyfician. Bellonius witneflcth, that amonge the 
rubbifti & ruines of Troy there are yet remayning fomeTombcs, 
and Sepulchres of Marble, 8c the ftumpesoffome Towers, and 
the ruines of the "Walls. Here is that famous promontorie of 
Sigeum,8c a finall towne honored with the (epulcher of Achilles: 
which Alexander (vifitingit in his Afian expedition) covered 
with flowers,and ran naked about it,as then the cuftome was 
in funeralls, facrificing to the Ghoft of his kinfman , whoma 
he reputed moft happie , that had fuch a trompct as Homer , to 

refbund his venues. 

Lydsa called alfo Meeonh, renowned for the birth place of H«- iyd,\ 
mer , who is therefore named Maonius Vates , the chiefc cittie is 
5<rr^,theRoyaliSeateofKingCr^. Mjj/wuponlfrffejjcwf bor- Mjfa 
dcring wpotiTroas. Here ftood Lampfacus a towne 8c people of 
the Vavtans, where the beaftly God Priapus was Worlhipped in 
as beaftly a manner and forme, alfo Abida and Ci<aas. 

Carta lyeth bet weene Ionia and Ljdia, w h of the Metropolis C*rim. 
was heretofore M'tletum, which is thought 1.0 be at this day 
Malaxo, but erroneoufly : for this fame was Mylajfc amonge the 
ancients, which P/iwccallcth lib. f. cap.zo. Villa Fr4»f4.There is 

alio at this day Magnefia neere unto Meander. But touching thefe 
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L)&r AjuconfipbofPbrtpa, *^^*^*2K

The Seas which cmbrafocc beat upon Leffer ^Jiaaxc Pontus Euxinus, 
the ^€etean,x\itPamfbitian, the Pr*pontide,ffetU^nt: thofcflfcarusfii 
MjrttSc of !{*o<i«,vvhich are not onely moft commodious for the brui- 
ging of all commodities into thofc Countries : butaToaboundethina 1 
kindof fifhc, whereof they make greatgainc. Efpecialy the Pontus is full 
of filhcbccaufe it is fo ihallow , that no great V V hales or Browne filhc 
can fwimcinit, but onely Sea CaIues,Thornbacks ScDaulphws, as IJido- 
rus obferveth, forthc greater filhes doe commonly devoure thclc(Ter,for 
here they gather panly together in Ihoalcs, to caft their fpavvnes, and arc 
partly allured thither.by reafon of the fwcctncflc & frefhnefleof the vva- x 
ters / and by fiihcrs arc taken by making of hedges of wichers , bov vrcd 
about when they come to fport, code & rcfrc(h themfelues under them 
from the hcate of the Sunne. , 

The moft famous Mountaines are &>mmms in P 9 nt»s, & Myfius called Mouv 
alfo Oljmpos. The Sytmadicl^Mountaines are commended for their Cur- 
rwwiand Spinie topps. Ida a Mountaincin Phryg*, famous forthc ftntc 
of the Goddcfles , in fpending their Judgment about Paris. Tmolusin Ly~ 
dia yeelding Gold. . ~Argms in Cappadecia, *Aman now Mount Nigro in 
Gri&c* upon which grovves tallCcdais. Iuneferus theGrand , & Mount 
Sabina, which produceth moft excellent 6c phyficall herbes. Dindima and 
Mount Cbimara in thetopp whereof Lyons roared,in theroiddle Goatcs 
grazed, and in the Lower part Serpents lurked. Hence is Chiracra,by the 
Poets faincd to be a monftcr , having the head of a Lyon, thebody of a 

goat, <c the tailccf a Serpent. 

This Ml ountaine caft out fire as Mount Gibel , winch as Plinit repor- 
teth encreafeth by the infufion of waters . This is one of the higheft topps 
of Mount Taurus. To conclude, through this Countrie runneth Mount 
Taurus, which reckoning his fevcrall bending inand out, is 625o.milcs 
long, 6c 37$. broad. For it beginneth about c7«r/4 & Lyciaia ^Anatolia, 
ancfis in divcrft places called by diverfe names, as Csmafut, Parafomifus,

j At this day in Natoba and the Turkilh Commaund , there is no great Marmtrs 
! matter to be feenc, butthcir magnificent Temples tic T formes, and Bathes, ^ 
which are all like gieat Palaces. They haue alfo many Hofpitalls Sc Laza- 
rus-hourcs,caUcdC*ri4wr4. Throughout all Turkicthcy haue no Inns ob 
AlchouTes for travellcrs,but onely thefe common Edifices, built for divers 
ends and occafions , efpecially tor this : The grand Lords , which are 
growne very rich, built thefe Edifices in their life time , as memorialls 
after their death . The Turkes arc contented vvith homely fare, arc filthy 
in their dyet , and not acquainted vvith fuch delicacic as arc amongft us. 
They louepevvdred meates , which having taken fait , ftrovv cummin 
powder upon it, and them hang it a drying like Bart hoi mxus beefc , or 
(raooktflclh in Dutch, They take Beefc , and the fatt of a mutton , and 
lord the leane with it, which they cutt into mammocks , lalt it a little, 
andthendricit. TheTurk^s haue diverfe vvaics for the dreffing of their 
mcate, amon he reft a kind of a diih called in Grceke Stopidos. Which 
they make in this manner; they cut a great nuttinto foure quarters, and 
draw athred throw them the length of a bodkin and dtpp them often 
into hott wine, juft as chandlers doe their candles. Some ftrpwes rneale 
up on them to thicken them the (boner. Thus alfo they prepare their Al- 
mands, Kutts, and other hard fruits. Their Handiccrafts-mcn liue moft 



by mcchanickArts, Cc occupations , and many ofthemrefbrtunto Mar- 
kets and Faircs very diligently , 6c thus much for lefler *Afia or Anatoli*. 
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YPRUS hath the honour to be the grcatcft j 
Hand of the Mediterranean Sea , dedicated to I 
Venus i to whome the firft Temple in this He j 
was confederated. Heretofore(as Pline witnef- I 
(eth) it was called Acamantis, jifyli*, A mathts- I 
fa, CoHnia. Alfo Crypttst in that it was often hidden of the S ur- 
ges. It was once called Salaminia, Lapetkia, Paphia 8c Maca^ 
rsa or Blsjfed , becaufe of the wonderfull fruitfulneffe thereof* 
containing in ancient times nine Kingdomes • Finally, it was 
by fome named Cy frits from the abundance of Cyprefle trees 
that grow therein. It is fituate according to Ptolomie in the 
midft of the Iilick Gulfe , called commonly Golphe de Lasvtfi$ 
lying betweene Cilicia & Syria , haveing on tbe Eaft the Sy- 
rian Sea, and the Iflick Gulfe, on the Weft the Pamphslia»,on 
the South the Egyptian Sea , & on the North the hard and 
craggie Rockes of Cilicia, called otherwife Tssreemama, Sc by 
fome Caramama. It is in circuit according unto Strabo 427 
miles , 60 miles diftant from the rockie shore of Cilicia, 
Sc from the maine of Syria a 1 00, from whence it is laid to be 
devided by an Earthquake, fee Sr George Sandijs, 
. It hath many Promontoires or Capes: in the Weft-part are 
the Promontoires Acamas , Drepan, Zephyr** t on the South 
the Promontoires of Phruria, Curia, Dades & Throna , on the 
. Eaft Pedafia, & in the North part Crommyon. The aire for the 
moft part is unhealtbfull & unpleafant,by reafon of the foggs 
& damps, which arife out of the Lakes 8c pooles : notwith- 
, Handing this lland is every where exceeding fruitfali , and 
aboundeth with all things necefiTarie,pleafant and delightfull 
for humaine life: becaufe of the great ftore of CorncWheate, 
Barly & other graine, which *e Earth 8c Soile beareth,befi- 
des ,it yeeldeth moft excellent Wines ,* which for goodneflc 
may contend with thofe of Candia, & have bene kept 80 yea- 
res.lt affords alfo delicate Oyie,Sugars,Honey,naturall Salt, 
digged oat of die earth , Pomgranates , Orenges , Citrons, I 
Lemmons, Dates & other daintie fruits, Alfo Cotton-Wool, I 
Saftran, Corianders, Silkes & Lentils. Befides al manner of I 
herbes, there growes EgyptianBeancs or Colocafes & other I 
herbes,which have a favourie taft:There are alfo many Phy- 
ficall plants, as Terebinth*), Coloqmnta, Rbtubarbe, Scantmoma & 
diverfe other fimples. There are in it alfo many mines of I 

Gould t of Chryfocola , of Calchanta , of Alum and of Yron. I 
There are found alfo fome precious ftones , as the Emranld, I 
Diamants , Chriftall , white and redd Corall, and your Load 
(tone ; but it yeeldeth more copper & braffe then anything 1 
elfe. The Inhabitants reape great benefit bv their Cottons, j 

Wool and Goats hay re, whereof they make chamlots. There I 
is a parcell of ground neere the fmall towne oiLymifi , which I 
is Co full of vermine and uncleane creature$,that noe man da- J 
res dwell upon it.Never the leiTe,there is a monafterie where v 
they breed fo many Catts , which roames into the feilds and 
deftroyes tbem much , and when a bell rings in this monafte- 
rie they returne from their chafe. J>w<*wm#S<ff#7.1ib.id.re- 
- porteth that itwas commanded by nine Kings, never theleflfe 
all of them tributaire and obedient tothe Kings of Perfia. It | 
was alfo governed by the Tyrants of Grcece.Devided it was I 
(as Sr. George Sandys notetbjinto 4 Provinces , SaUmma % 
tAnsathufi* , Lapethia 8c Paphia , fo named of their principall 
Cities. Hispofterity poifeffed it to the daies of Euagorat, 
whome his lonne Niceties fucceeded , to whome Socrates 
made an Oration. Afterward as Strabo witne(Teth by the aide 
of the Romans, it fellintothe h5ds of the Ptolomiesjwhereof 
the laft of them not giving content to the common wealth, 
was depofed and afterward poy fonned to death,and fo came 
to fall into the lappof the Romans. Their Empire beginning 
to decline, it was held by the Conftantinopolitan Em perour, 
for whome it was governed by Dukes about 800 yeares.The 
Latine Kings fucceeded them difcended of the moft noble fa- 
milly of the Lufigtsmte oCGaule. Finally, this Had became fub- 
ieft to the Venetians by right of Inheritance , who governed it 
from the yeare of our Lord i473»tiU Anno 1570, wheit was 
taken in by Soothe Turkish Emperour. ,It was once famous 
for t $ Cities 5 whereof the moft of the are ruined . The chie- 
feft whereof was new Paphos, now Pavho. At ancient Paphet 
the natives fay Venus firft landed. Weft of Baft or new Paphos 
ftood Cythera, alitle village at this day called Ctmeha, facred 
alfo unto Venus , and which once gave a name unto Cyprm. 
Curias, Amathus & Ceravina erefted by Cyprm , arc now of 
great ftrengtb & called Cerines fituated in the Septentnonall 
part of the He. Nicofia hef etofore Letta , is partly in habited 



by the ancient Greekc-Cy prices , and parthy by Turkes and 
Moores. Famagojla is feated in a plaine , betweene two Pro- 
montoires in forme well nigh quadrangular , whereof two 
parts are washed with the fea, in differently ftrong, and con- 
taining two leagues in circumference.Befides thefe Cities «c 
Townes there arc about 800 villages in it. 

Neere unto the fca-coaft tbere is a very great Uke, which 
is 1 2 leagues about, into which tbere falls a fmall river which 
comes fr6 Mourn Olympus , which running a 16g the fca-coalt, 
is called Saline, from which they make fait in abundance ; for 
the Lake it felfe is oftentimes congealed into falt,wherewit& 
they lade ships of great burdeh.Tberc gushethout of Mount 
Olympus % fine rivers hyem 8c Lapetbus, the one runing South 
tbe other North , fome calling tbem Torrents rather then ri- 
vers : for fome times they are dryed up and exhaufted by the 
Sunne , fo that the Inhabitants were much troubled for want 
of water. There is but one haven neere unto F4i^a/f4,where 
ships can come in , but in times paft there were many , which 
arc now choaked up with fand. There are many Mountames 
in this Hand 5 but Mount Olympus furpafleth all the reft in 
height, heretofore called in Greeke Trohodos, now the Moun- 
taineofthe/ft!; CwjMotbed with trees of al forts, &ftored 
withFontaines,andfruitfulltrees, whereon are a number of 
Monafteries pofleft by the Greeke CeUneros of the order of 
Bafil. The Inhabitants, of this He are civil!, and live well and 
delicioufly, they love ftraingers, and ufe them curteouily.

8c Mount Athosin Macedonia^ The Countrie is plaine, 
if compared with the adjacent Hand. It is very fruitfull in 
Come , Wheate ,Pulfe,Peafc, Beanes, Wine,Flaxe,Hempe Fertility. 
and other things. It wanteth wood efpecially in the Eafterne 
part,which is dry. Bat that which lyeth in the Weft & South 
is more moid and flourishing. In tbe middleypart and the 
plaines fituated 1 betweene the Hills there growes Figg, 
Nutt, Date and Olive trees. Here is digged that fowaigne 
minerall againft infec!Uons,called Terra Latent* & Sigitlata,xc» 
cerving thofe excellent vertues of curing of wounds,ftopping 
of fluxes,and expulfing of poylbns. It is called Terra fgJUata in 
that it is fealed(after it is made up into pellets)with the Tur- 
kish Charabler and figned & fo difperfed over Chriftendome* 
In regard of the quality of this earth , which is hot , the Hand 
was confecrated to Vulcan , who fignifieth fire. They ufe % 
great ceremonie in digging of this Earth , which they doe 
onely upon the fixth of Auguft , when they open the hole for 
it j neither is it lawfull for them fo much as to looke into it all 
the yeare ; but upon that day. The Inhabitants are forbidden 
upon paine of death to tranfporc it noe where elfe , and the 
place out of which they digg it, is called Mount Vukau.Thw 
are many Horfes in this Had of a roane or yealowish colour* 
The molt of them arc pacers , the others trott. There are 
abundance of Serpents in it. The chiefe Cities are Hepbefiia 
where Vulcan was adored now altogether decayed. The fe* 
cond Lemnos or Myrirna , ftanding in a pennifula joyned to 
j tbe lie by a narrow Ifthmus , It is a poore towne and of noe 
great luftre. It containeth in all 7 7 villages inhabited by the 
Greekes, all except three fortifyed by the Turkes. Piinie 
faith there was in this Hand a Labyrinth , reputed the third 
next to thofe of Egypt , and like unto that in Creeta but Bcllo- 
mtes faith there are now noe raarkes remay ning of it.

ICinehts of lertfaltm , who kept an d defended it many times 
againft the furie, & affaults of the Turks, til at length it was 
I taken by Solyman the magnificent , {VtUeriue being then great 
maifter) after fixe montls feige , with a world of people and 
thelofleof moftofthem,intheyeare t 5 a2,afterit hadben 
by the defended againft the Infideh 24oyeares, havingthen 
one Cittie onely , but that well fortified , feated towards the 
morning Sunne, on the afcending hill , apart on the le veil 
shore,embracing as it were a moft fafe and admirable haven, 
treble walled , adorned with towers, and fortify ed with five 
ftrong fortreffes. It was famous aHb for the mildneiie of the 
aire the art of Navigation , the ftudie of Eloquence , and for 
the ferenity, and brightnefle of the Sunne. In this Hand was 
erefted to the Sunne, that huge Celofim of bra(Te,woxthily re- A Cdffi 
puted among the worlds feven wonders , made by Charetm fut. 
ofLindtu, the fervant of Lyfippw, & whereof as fomeaffirme, 
they were called Celofians. in height it was 70 Cubits, every 
finger as great as an ordinary ftatue,and the thurobe to great 
I to be fathomed. Twelve yeares it was a makeing, and a bout 
66 yeares after throwne downe by an Earthquake, which tif- 
ribly shooke the whole Hand , prophefied of by Sybel. The 
peeces thereof made wonderfull ruptures in the Earth : & an 
other wonder it was to fee the maffe of ftones cotained there- 
in, whereby the workemen had confirmed it againft the vio- 
lence of weather, with the brafle thereof poo Camels were 
I laden. Noe place in times paft was held fuperiourumo this 
for con veniencie of harbour, magnificent buildings, & other 
excellencies. Famous it was alfo for government , & men fo 
expert in navigation, that they became Lords , and for many 
I yeares held the Soveraignity of the feas . 
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N former ages this was one of the 
moft famous Provinces of #ra,cal- 
led firft the land of C*nun> from ca- 
jMMtbeSoone of Cham, who by his 
often chafings was driven to pofleffe 
and inhabite the fame. Secondly, it 
was called the land of Prtmife * be- 
taofe the Lord had promiiTed it to the Patriarcks lA^

Countries under theSttnne,efpeciallyinregardofthe 

falubricie and wholefomcneffe of the aire.being feated 
under a temperate dime , where the winter is not too 
colde.northe fummertoo hot. And for fertility ^aland, 
that flowed with nulke and honey.adorned with beau- 
timll Mountaines 8c delightfull Vallies,the rocks pro. 
ducine excellent waters, and noe part emty ot delight 
or profit, for the Soile yeelds abundance of all fruits , 
and encreafe^iaving at once fuftained of her own thir- 
teene hundred thou&nd fighting men. 

This land alfo aboundeth in fweete fprings, 8c Plea- 
fant Paftures , where they fed a great many flocks ot 
Sheepcand Heards of Cattell 8c Bullocks.which gave 
as excellent milkeas auy countrie in the World.l Here 
isalfobravehunting, 8c hanking, for £eere , Goates, 
Hares, Partridges, Quailes, and other Birds 5 bkewifc

The land of Ctnaan was heretofore divided into %o 
Kingdomes and Kings, when the lfraehtes conquered 
it the moft of the ancient Inhabitants, being for their 
finnes by God expulfed this land , and put to rhefword 
Sy the lfraehtes.

brthat forraine Princes were ambitious to incorporate 
this happy land) holy writ, and Hiftoriogr^hers wit- 
neffe the fame at large. For how oftentimes were they 
fubdued and brought into flavery & bondage* becaule 
of their finnes, and that they did not govcr ne and be- 
have themfelves well; for fometimes their necks were 
brought under the yoake of their Neighbours. O- 
therwhiles udder forraine and remote N ations , as the 
Egyptians * Chaldeans, Medes; Petfians , xMactdomm — 
Romans, yea, & would never ceafe by their rebellion , 
feditions & confpiracies , to bring their Government 
and Common-wealth to utter deftrudion , to perfe- 
cute & put to death the Saints & Prophets fent them 
from G od, yea, & at laft to crucifie the Sonne of God* 
the Lord otGlorie, and the Saviour of mankind, by 
their horrible and murderous hand,and to naile him to 
theCrofle* After this, what plagues 3c puniftunents 
fell upon them againeby thejuft j udgement of God;

_ Turkith Empire:the Tartars Zaga- 
theans the Kingdome of Cambaya,bctween e the Hir- 
»man or C^Sea, and the Perfian Gulfe : m fuch 
fort ^that onthe Eaft it bordereth upon Ind.a , an<^ ^the 
Kingdome of Cambaia, from which it « fcparated by 
Moultaines and a witderneffe « on ^e North are the 
Tartars, partly fevered from them by the River Abw 
ii?orbW and on the other part the Cafpian Sea 
beateth upon them: on the Weft lye the Turkes , the 
River Tigris , and the Lake Giocho , being betwrx t 
them , Sonthe South is the Perfiau Gulte and the 
India Sea. The circuit of this Countrie ^is of a .very 
large e«ent,for from the Eaft to the Weft,it reacheth 
38 degrees iolength,andalmoft ao from the South to 
the North in breadth. . - 

This Country is not in all parts of a hke nature^ in 
that tra«a, which lyeth ^next ;the Perfian Crfman 
Sea,ismoftblefled and happie by reafon of tte. fweet- 
neffe of the Rivers » which waters it , the mildeneffe 
of the aire , and the coole gales of winde , which re- 
freQieth the Earth , makes hertobe as a nu/ang-mo. 
ther in veelding abundance of all manner of Fruits, & 
alSdl of CaU, as Wheate.Barly.Pnlfe and other 
graine, alfoitisnotwantinginmettallsand precious 
Ees havingpleutie.alfoof wine and diverfe other , 
frurts: but the reft of this Countrv in regard of the 
heate and drought thereof lyeth vaft and barren.

Meither are there Mountaines 
wanting, amongwhich the chiefeft are in Media as 0- 
rittfes, in Hitcania mount Cor onus, alfo mount Taurus, 
which reckoning his feverall bending* , in and out is 
$230 miles long and 3? $ broad , and runneth cleane 
through Perfia, and hath diverfe names after the Re- 
gions and nations throw which it pafleth.

allmoft all covered with woods,efpecially in the rs or- 
therne parts of Hircania % where there are huge wood* 
full of pakes and Pine-trees for mafts . In thefe woods 
haunt;many fierce and cruell Beafts, as Tigers , Leo- 
pards, Panthers and diverfe others, xjitia isalfofuU 
of woods & Mountaines,as likewife Perfis for the moft 
part. Now touching the publick edifices & buildings 

it isfo , that heretofore in this Empire , efpecially in 
Babylon,were many fumptuous andftately buildings : 
as firft the magnificent bridge , which Queene Semira- 
m made over Euphrates. Moreover,ftiee made in Ba- 
bell an admirable garden, whereof you may reade the 
rarenefle and ftraingenefle thereof at largein Munfter. 
Iu Sufiana in the Citty of Sufia was a Cattle , where the 
Median Kings held their Court: which Cattle as Cafi* 
odorus witneiTeth, was built by Memnon with an admi- 
rable cunning,the ftones whereof were cymented to- 
gether with gold/o that it was accounted one of the 
ieven wonders of the world. But for brevities fake, I

They cie<Sed hereto- 
fore their Kings out of one famiUy: he that did not o.£»*« 

' d 8c armes werecuttof,& his car- Manners ' 

keife onburied caft away. Every man might mary ma- 
ny wives for procreation , and were befides permitted 
to keepe a great number of Concubines,and the King 
gave a reward and recompenfe to him, that could gett 
moft Sonnes in a y eare. To the end they might endure 
colde and heate the better , they ufed to mime over 
Torrents and violent Rivers : they never entred into 
CounciU about affaires of importance » bn t they were 
drunke , fuppofing that their deliberation would be 
more firme and reibiute. Their ncereft frends and ac- 
quaintance of a like condition, killed one an other in 
all humiiity , but thofe of a meaner fort doe great re- 
verence one to an other when they meete: theyburie 

theCorpfesof their dead, after they haveannointed 
their noddies with waxe: either to laugh or fpit before 
the King,they hold for a horrible offence. But at this 
day the manners of the Perfians are more gen til then 
thofe of the Turkes , Tartars or Saracens. They are 
by nature bountifull,courtcous & civili, given to lear- 
ning and to the attaining of liberall Arts & fciences : 
efpecially unto the learning of Aftrologie, PhyfickSc 
Poefie. They ufe and entertaine their parents & kin- 
dred very kindly,and make great account of their No- 
bility,andof mendifcended of a good houfe, wherein 
they differ from the Turkes which acknowledge no 
difference of men of quality or high difcent. They ufe 
and entertaine Sfraingers with all curtefie, but are 
mightelyfubjecltojealoufie, for which reafon their 
women are not tolerated to (hew themfelves to For- 
reiners,though they honour them,& love them deare- 
ly cbntrarie to the Turkes , vhich keepes their wives 
likeflaves: the Perfian woemen are exceeding faire- 
Mechanick Arts, efpecially working in filkes are in 
great efteeme and ufe among them ,and they tranfport 
them into all Syria, and other Orientall Countries. 
They drive alio a great trade in pearles , precious 
ftones , fpiceries and all forts of filkes , whereof they 
have an incredible ftore: for Lewes Patri Rom. faith, 
that at Eris a citty of Perfida , they have fuch abun- 
dance of filkes, that in one markct.day they may buy 
enough to loade 3000 Camells. 1

ThcT4rfc^ufe groirc dyeti efpeciaU y meate, which they Dy*. , 
eate» either raw or halfe enough : they feede much upon milke 
andcheefe. Theyabftaine from eating of S wines flettie , but 
drinkcMarcs milkc a which though they prepare in fuch a ma*, 
ner, asifitfeemedtobevyhi^Nfinej yet it is very fulfome. 
They arc very naftiein their dyct , ufine neither table clothes, 
napkins , nor towclis , neither wafhe they their hands , faces, 
bodies or doathes.

The Marchandifes which arc fent out of TarttftA , are Rice, Martha*. 

Grainc,\7ool, Silkes, Hcmpe, Rhcvvbarbe, Muike, excel- 
lent ehamlets,Pearle:and from Tcbcth,abundance of Corrall, 
fo that it fcometh togiue precedencic to any of the flourilhing 
I Provinces of Ewrf/ff. 
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The delcription of the mighty Kingdome 
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H E moft large & moft mightie King- 
dom of Chin* , is the feme Countrie, I 
which Marke Paul nameth Mangi : the 
Natives Tsrnt : according to Magtnjz 
our Mercator,or as the Authour of the 
Hiftorie of China faith r^binco^ They 
call them felves Tmgis. Ptolomie calleth them, as Or- 
telius beleeveth , & as their neighbours fay Catajans: 
but Mercator app ro veth beft of the name of S ines* All 
this Countrie lyeth upon the Eafterne Ocean , and is 
thought to be the further! Countrie towards the ri- 
ling of the Sunne. It boundeth Eaft ward upon the O- 
cean fea, and a ii tie further upon the He of Corea, and 
then upon the lies of Up*. Southward, partly upon 
the Ocean,and partly upon the Kingdome of Cauchin* 
chin*. Weft ward » upon the Bncbmdns , and a part of 
Tartar ia. Northward,onely upon Tartaria,fr6 whome 
they are feparated by Mountaines, & a very long wall. 

So that the compafle of this wallj and the Mountaines 
. are counted to befivehundred thowfend paces. The 
Hiftories oichina report , that this wall was made two 
hundred yeeres agoe by King T r/»^,after he had de- 
livered his people out of the hands of the Tartarians, 
; who had bin matter of them 91 yeeres. Nowe this 
.. Kingdome reacheth almoft from theTropick of Can- 
ctr , unto the 5 1 degreeof latitude » and containeth in 
" length all the Meridians,comprifed betweene the 1 30, 

TempeH- and the 160 degree.Th? aire and Soile is fo temperate, 

that by the Induft rie of men, it becometh fruitful! for 
all things. For the Inhabitants there, are notgivento 
Idlenefle, but are ufed to labour , and cannot endure 
a Lazie life. Whence it commeth to pafle , that there 
is noe peece of ground in thefe parts , but yeeldeth 
fomething upon the hard and dry lands y though they 
be ftonie yet they fowe Corne , as Barlie , Peafe and 
Oates. In the moift grounds, plaines and marflies,they ; 
fowe Rice, whereof they have 4 harvefts in a yeere. 
The hills and Mountaines are full of Pine-trees , be- 
tweene which they fowe Panick or pulfe,fo that there 
is not a place, which yeeldeth not fome profit.In eve- 
rie place they have Gardens full of Rofes and other 
flowers , with great varietie of fruits. Flaxe groweth 
there in abandance.There are a great nuber of woods, 
& Mulberie trees for tne nourilhing of Silk-wormes. 
Befides all thefe, they have good ftore of gould Silver, 
copper , Iron and other mettails , precious (tones and 
. Gemms , as Pearles of all forts , Sugar , Muf ke , Rhu- 
barbe, but that which is mod excellent , is that which 
is brought unto us through Perfia beeaufe the fea 
doth much diminifh the vertue thereof.lt beareth alfo 
awood moft fouveraigne in Phyfick, called by thofe 
of China Lafahjttvk us Radix China>ox the Chtna root, 
which is ufed much through all India againft Apoftu- 
mes Patfies, & the French difeafe. It hath a hard root, 
heavie.and of awhitifh coulour. There are infinite 
Herds of Cattaile in the meddowes, paftures, & upon 
the Mountaines. The Forefts and woods are full of 
Wild-boores, Foxes, Hares, Deere,Connies, Martins, 
Sables and diverfe other Beafts,whofe skinns make ex- 
cellent Furrs. There is very pleafant hunting,hawkmg 
and fowling. There are great ftore of towle, efpecially 
of waterfoule, whereof there are fuch abundance,and 
principally ofDucks, that in one of their leaft Townes 
called Carton , they devoure in one day 10 or 1 2 thou- 
fand. And though the Countrie of it lelfe is very firtill: 



yet the Inhabitats thereof help it greatly by their Art 
and Labour. In the Springtime , they cover under 
Dung 2 or 3 thowfand eggs, by the heate whereot , in 
time, there are hatched young ducklings : 8c in Win- 
ter they doe the like without dung , by laying them m 
a Bafskett of Flaggs , under which they keepe a lit le 
fire , fo that in time there are hatched ducklings m the 
fame maner as before. All this large Countrie obeyeth ju Go* 
one Monarch, whome they call Lord of the World and vtrmmt. 
Sonne of God. Anthonit Pigiafetta calleth the King ot 
China , the mightieft of the World , and faith, that his 
Royall palace is fortifyed with 7 walls,and rounded in 
fuch a fort, that within the fpace of the one wall to the 
other, they make lodge 10 thowfand fouldiers , which 
have the ordinarie gard before the Kings palace. And 
that he hath commanded over 17 Roy relets or petty 
Kings, that he keepeth 10 thowfand Elephants,and as 
manie Archers. He hathinhisfervice 94*35° horfe- 
men , and 5 8 4650 foote , which at leaft are under his 
I oath. Thefe are the ordinarie garnifon of his King- 
dome. He keepeth his Court at Paquin, which is a Cy- 
ty lying towards Tarraria. He never goeth outot it, 
butinthetimeofwarre. His predecelTours dwelt in 
the City of Manquin in memorie, and honour wRereof 
they keepe a table of Gould. There is almoft cotinuall 
warrs betweene the Chinaes& the Tartars. The Tar- 
tars excell them in force,the Chinaes in craft and fub- 
til tie: In fuch fort, that they are often vanquifhedby 
the ftrength of the Tartars, & they likewife overcome 
the Scythians many times by their frauds and wiles. 
This Kingdome is divided into 1 5 Provinces,whereof 
6 of themaretheMaritimateas Cartam, Foquiimfihi- 

queam i X*ntora£{jqui & £&oci : and 9 Mediterranean 

to wit, ^uichinjnana 9 £uancy i Suinan 9 Fuguan> Canfij, 
Xanci/, HoAum & Sanci/. They have 240 famous Cities, 
the names whereof end all in Fu which fignifyeth a Cu 
ty^as Cantonfit , Panqmnfnt The Townes whereof the Townes. 
number is great end in cheu. The Bourroughs are infi- 
nite and populous, by reafon of their continuall ma- 
nuring. Almoft all their Townes are fituated by a ri- 
vers fide, which is navigable, encopaffed with moates 
and deepe ditches, girt about with walls made of Free 
ftone from the lower to the upper part , and upon the 
tops they are lay d w ith bricks made of the fa me mat- 
ter, as ther porcellaine diftes , & fo cunningly cimen- 
ted together,that in a Ihort timc,they become fo hard, 
that they canot breake or loofen them with pickaxles 
or hammers. Some of thefe walls are lb broade on the 
topp,t hat 4 or 6 men may march in fvount upon them. 
Upon thefe walls there are high turrets and Forts a 
prettiediftance one from an other , which are feene a 
great way off. The circuit of Canto, ^ whereof we fpake, 
i is i2ocopaces& more. It is oneofthe greateft places AUrcha- 
for traffick in all the Eaft.There arrives often j co mar- ^fis. 
chants (hips at a time. 1 here is great ftore of kopper, 
Al!um,Cy namon, Mu^ke,Rhubarbe,Swords & Silver. 
Some what nee;c unto this City the lefuits have Chur- 
ches, gutnfay defer veth rather the name of a Kin£- 
dome,thenpf a City: the circuit or* it is a iod miles. 
This payeth greater tribute to the Pi ince for Salt and 
S piceries , then the King of Perfia recei ved heretofore 
for all his tribute of Babylon It is fituated upon a Lake 
of frefh water, and hath 12000 bridges in it , whereof 
fbme of the have fuch high Arches, that the (Hps may 
pafle under them with ttieir maft upright, & with full

failes.The plcafantneffe of this place is memorable,by 
rcafon whereaffomecallit the City of Heaven ,forthe 
word^py fignifyethfomuch. It wereanendlefle 
tnatterfor him , that would defcribe every thing. A- 
mone the pleafant Lakes , which are here , that in ttic 
Province of Sanctis remarkeable, where there napned 
cnundatio anno is 57, by which there was 7 townes

drowned, befides Bourroughs,villages & agreat num- 
ber of people, none efcaping but a yong child , wnicn 
was faved upon the bodie ot a tree. The rivers and teas , [ 
here are full of fifce. All that part of this Countne 
which is toaricimate , is noe leffe inhabited in Imping, 
than in ho wfes , for fome of them never come out ot 
their fhips,but betake themfelves to fifbing & fouling, 
whereupon they live. They have a maner of fifhng re- 
markable in the townes fituated upon the rivers.Thcy 
keepe in Cages a great cumber of Cormorants , called 
in Spanilh Sea-Ravens a Which they carry in their boats, 
and binde a firing about their necks fome what loofe, 
fo that they may fwallow a ffihe,but not putt it downe. 
This done they let thefe Cormorants goe fo tyed, and 
then they dive afteta ftraing maner unto the bottome 
of the ponds and ditches, and having take a fi(he>they 
come againe to that place where they were lett loofe, 
and then they take the pray from it, or they vomit it 
up. Among the publick wpr kes the Gates of the Cities 
are exceeding faire. Their ftreets are made as even as ft 
line, 8c Co large and fpacious, that 1 o or 1 5 may eafely 
paffe one by an other, diftinguilhed one from a^ other 
by great, & taire arches of polifhed ftone adorned raa- 
gnifccetly , which the Gpu vernours make with diyerfe 
inferiptions , before they depart but of their Cities, 
when the time is expired,which theJUng hath prefcri- 
bed them. SomePortu galls report , they fawein tte 
Citie oiFuchco a tpwre rounded upon 40 pillars allot 1 
marble 40 palmes high , according to Architccl: mea- 
fure, & 1 a in breadth : the workemanfhip was fo great 
& of fp rare a bewtie that it furpaffeth , & putts downe 
all the fuperbe buildings of Europe. Theyhavemofc 
fumptuous Temples jafweUin t|eir xownes as in the 

fields. The King hath under him a Go vernour, as a 
Lieutenant,whome they name T utanytho is Iudge of 
all the controverfies in the Kingdome , & adminifters | 
fevere Iuftice. Theeves & Murderers are comitted to 1 
perpetual! prifon , untill they dye of hunger and cold, 
or withtheftripesof awhip :for whenfoever they are 
condemned to death (which comoniy is done by whi- 
ping) yet never the leflethe execution thereof is de- 
ferred €0 long, till the moft part of the codemned dye 
in prifon. In every Totvne there are fuch a number of 
Malefa<2ours, thatin Cam alone there are oftentimes 
more then 1 yooo. Theeverie among them is accoun- 
ted the moft odious crime , and Theevesare punilhed 
with moft cruell fcourgings , they whip them in this 
manner , firft they make the Malefadtour to bowe 
downeward, & bind his had* behind him,& then they 
lalhe him upon his thighes , & the calves of his leggs, 
With a whip,or a fcourge made of a Cane,or of a reede, 
whereofthe lafheis fo violent , that it fetches blood at 
the firft bio we, & the fecond,taketh his ftrength from 
bim, that he is not able to ftand upon his feete. Every 
hang-man is to wbipe his legg , which they doe with 
fuch violence , they many ofthem dye upon the 5 o or 
60 bio we : for all their nerri, fynowes and mufcles are 
tome and rent in peeces. And the Portugals affirme, 
there is not a yeere that pafTeth , but there dies more 
then 2000 of them. This fcourge is 5 fingers broad, & 
one in thicknefle which they dip into water to fupple 
it and to make it ftifF. x 

Their men may marrie many wives , whereof one ofthem 
keeps his howle, and the others are elfwhere. They have noc 
ftewes within their Cities , but the whores are bound to live 
in the fuburbs.They hold their marriages at the new moones. 
and moft of all in the month of March , which is the firft day 
pf the yeere , in which they keepe their feafts with great pre- 



paration & Solemnity. Their Feaft lafts manie dayes within- 
itrumentsof muficke and gamings.The Cbinaes for the moft 
part have broad vifages , imall eyes , flatt & crooked notes, 
noe beards, but a fewe thinne hairs on both fides of their 
chinns. True it is.that fome of them have broad eyes a good 
beard,& have a faire countenance, but the number of them is 
few. They have a like coulour asthofe of Europe, but thofe, 
'which dwell about Qam are morc Browne & blackish. They 
feldorae,or never goe out of their Countrie,and doe not wil- 
lingly entertaine any ftraingers in their Countne , unlefle, 
they have the Kings leave and letters. They are naturally in- 
clined to feaftings, and drinkingsin noe leffe manner then 
the Germans and Netherlander. For their religion, they be- 
leeve that all things created and inferiour with the Govern- 
ment of them,depend upon the fuperiour & of heaven, which 
they think to be the Soveraigne God , and marke him with the 

firft charader of their Alphabet.They worship the Sunne,the 
Moone* the Starrs and the Devill himfelfe to the end,as they 
fay,that he may doe them noe harme , & paint him out in the 
fame shape , as they doe in Europe. They have two forts of 
Priefts,the one are cloathed in white, with their heads shave, 
and live in coraon as the Moncks doe here. The others weare 
black cloaths,and long haire,and have their dwellings a parr, 
as our Priefts doe here. Neither of them mutt marrie , but in 
the meane time live a luxurious and a villanous life. In every 
mechanick art , and manj&fture they are fo exceeding skill- 
full and cunning, that their wockemanship feemeth rather to 
be made by nature, then by the had of man .The Arts of prin- 
ting, and making of ordnance are fo ancient, and have bin in 
ufe with them fo long , that tbey knowe not the Authours of 
them. In writing and printing , they doe not as wee doe , in 
reading their lines from the left band towards the right , nor 
according to the manner of the Hebrewes , which doe the 
contrarie : but they draw their lijies from the top of the page 
downeward to the bottome.Their letters are neither vowells, 
nor confbnants wherewith they forroe,their words,but every 
letter maketh a word : the firft. betokeneth God , the others 
Something elfe,for which they have more then 1 yooo marks: 
and yet never the leffe underftand one an other, not like anto 
the Hieroglyphkks of the Egyptians , which were but pictures 
& fimilituds of things, which they would expreile, but after 
the manner of characters. They uie alfo carving s,& are great 
Painters & drawers, of leaves flowers birds and beafts,as ye 
may fee in the bedds, hangings & tables, which are brought 
out of the Kingdome. The Portugalls report many ftraynge 
things of the (ubtilitie of their fpirits , among the reft, which 
is moft to be wondred at,they have wind-chariots or wagens 
with (ailes and knowe how to fteece and govcrne them with 
fuch dexteri tie, that in a short time they can carrie themfelves 
where they pleafe. Their poterie is deare ,neate* and whiter 
then fnow , which wee hold in fuch great efteeme under the 
name of Porcelaine , ought not to be forgott. It is made as 
they fay in this manner , they mingle and mix or breake in 
peeces certainefea- shells with the yQikes of Eggs , adding 
unto them fome other ingrediens, which they knead ^ and lay 
in lumps, and burie in the ground , where they lett it lye and 
{often tor 80 or too yeers , and leave it as a rich treafure to 
their Inheritours , which they make ufe of as bequeathed to 
the by their Fathers & Grand-fathers , & keepe this ancient 
cuftome to emplaifter as much new , as they take up of the 
old. The fashion, and manner of their dyet is delicate 5 not 
much unlike thofe of France & Germanie. They dreffe their 
meate well and make curious bancketts. They fit at a table 
as they doe in Europe, upon ftooles or formes , and not upon 
the ground as the other people of Afiadoe. And though the 

Chinaes have great abundance of Fowle,of Venaifon & both 
Shell j and fealc iishe, yea moft daintie meates; yet the meate 
which they efteeme moft of all, is (wines fie she or porck. 
They ufe pincers,or forks of gould and iilver to take up their 
meate. The rich and wealthie men, cloath themfelves in (tike 
of divers coulours, the meaner fort in black cotton , & in lin- 
nen cloth , for they have not the knowledg to make wollen 
cloth among thc.Their men weare longe hake,as our we men 
doe here , and binde them together upon the crowne of their 
heads, tying and faftning them together with a filver button. 
Their women adorne themfelves with gould and precious 
ftones. Their greateft trading is in Spiceries , but chiefly in 
filks. For they bring from Malacca , Bengala and other places 
Pepper, Cloues, Safran, Nut mufcades, Caflia & other kind 
of Spiceries, which yeelds them great profir. But their chie- 
feft trading is in wej?bs of filke. For Iobn Barrius writeth in 
his Decades of Afla , that certaine Portugalls have noted , that 
out of the Citie of 2vu»/w,which others call Liampo, there hath 
bin brought in the fpace of jmonthcsxtfo t ho wfend pounds 
offilkc, 
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And the Lefler lies lying about it. 
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His Hand is called by Mar cm 
Paulus Zifongrt: in Magnus his 
opinion it was named Chrjfisfic 
hytMercator held to be t^siurca, 
Cherfinejus: but at, this day it is 

commonly called lafenia or la- 
pan. There are three principall 
llandsas PetmMaffefusmtxitC' 
fcth, befides fome other fmall 

ones betwixt, which afcQaUarmeofthe Seaflowing, 
fcparatcrJhbnefrom another. 

The chiefe and greateft Ilandis called Iatan > and 
was divided into 53. Princedomcs or Kingdomes , a- 
monge whichthofcof Meacum, Amaguncum&Tenty 

were the mighrieft. 

The fecond Ilandis caUcdXimo, con{iftingof nine 
Kingdomesi whereof Bungumin&Fig&sxcmt prin-

The third Hand is Xicoum, and containeth fdure 

Kingdomes or Provinces. 
* . The length of this whole Iflandin fomemens opi^ 
nionis £00. miles, but the breadth is nothinganfwe- 
rableto'thelength, forinfomciplaces it is notabQue 
30. yea in the broadeft partbtit po.milesover : how 
many it is in compaffc is not certainely knowne. It 
lyeth lSlorthward of the line from the 30. to the 38. de- 
ee. It isfeated over againft Nova Hiftma, on tlie 
r - J - it ha th the Schytians and Tartars* with other 
unknownc fauvage people , on the Weft the Chi/tois, 
& on the South the vaft Or^heateth upon it. There 
borders uponit alfo fome unknowne Countries. 
Theconftimtionoftheaire in this Hand is whole- 

fome. This Countrie is fubjeft to much colde and 
fiiowe, which makes it not very fruitfull. 

In September they reape their Rice , and in fc 
partsmowetheirWhcatcinMay.Thcy make their: 
bread as wee doc , but a certaine kindc of Dow like a 
haftie pudding.' The Inhabitants digg outofthebo- 
wells ofthe earth di verfe kinds ofMe ttalls,wherewith 
they allure forraine nations to come & traflScke with 
them , and as LMarcus Paulus Venetus witnefle : th , this 
Countrieisfoexceedingrichingolde,that the Kings 

Palaces arc oyerlay d & covered with plate of Gould, 
in the fame manner as fome great mens houfes a- 
mongft us arecovered with Lead or Copper. 

The Trees there ( both fuch as bcarc fruit , as o- 
tliers)arcnotmuchunlikeours.Inmanyplacestherc 

growes Cedars, exceeding tall and thick,whereof they 
make pillars for Churches,^ long mafts for (hoprng. 
Thclapomteskccvc in their Houics, neither Sheepe, 
Swyne,Hcnnes,Geefe,noranvimclcane^ In 

their Paftures they breed and feed whole hcards of 
CattcU, and troupes of Horfes for fervice. In their 




woods and Groues, there are diverfe kind of game, 
andwildeBeaftsjDcerejHansjHareSjCorimcSjWilde Be ' 0jha 

Swyne, Wolues, &c. 

There are alfo great ftore of Phefents , Wild- 
Ducks, StockdouesrTurtlcdoUes &: WildeJiennes. 

All tapan heretofore was fubjeft to one Empcrour n*** 
(whofe title or name was called ther< ~ * 
by a long and continued peace, hav 
the mire of luxurie and floth? grew into contempt, 
and was at la ft made away by his two principal! Gou- 
vernours of Cutis: The one of them afterward ambi- 
tious of gouvcrnmcnt brought the other to his end. 

Thatkirig which now holdeth Mcacum and the ad- 
jacent Countriesf'which tra&bcareth commonly the 
name oiTen^e) withCaftlcs &Armes,is accounted the 
greateft &xnightieftofa^^fox(asJtf^H^faith^ 
Kingdome ot ten^ of it felfe,comprehendeth Sue o- 

ther jpetty Rcalmesalllyingabout Hearth & ddthnow 
Loraitoverjo.ofdiefeft w * 
King of Tea&e writeth bisxiCducSoveraigneLordoflapo. 
Of late yearethe Tyrant Nobununga gott thefe places 
under his powerrin his Throne fuccceded FaxsSa 9 onc 
of thcjprincipallLords of the Countrie, the Father of 
Taico/ama now living , who with his faction brought 
the &d Tyrant to his end , putting forhe of his Chil- 
dren to death, and banifliing bthers : & that he might 
thcbetteraffureru^clfeoth^ncwconqucft, tranf- 
ported the vanquilhed Kin^^&om one Countrie to 
another, to the end that being removed out of their * 
commaunds , & placed among ftrange fubjects, they 
(hould remaine weake , and without meanes to revolt 
gainft him,aPoliticke&: a raercifull courfe. At this day 
the;Monarchof all Idponia, whoraigncth over them 
is called Tascoifama oiTaico. What the revenewesof 
this King arc 3 wee cannot certainely tell , oneiy wee 
may gefle them to be very great : in that he hath two 
millions of gold for the yearely rent of that Rice, 
which is gathered out of thofe pofTcffions , which he 
hathreferved for his Derneancs. 

The chiefe Citrie is Oticaeum , a very crear to wne, Gtties. 
which' was heretofore zi. miles about, But through A&4 * tf * M *' 
the inteftine warres is much decrcafed , yea almoft to 
a third part. Here refideth the fupreame Magiftrate 
confifting of a Triumvirate or of three men . 

Th ere is alfo ofdeaia^ braue,mizhty & aFree Citty, 
held for one of the richeft in all the Orientall parts. 
Hither comes a great cocourfc of Marchants, where- 
of the meaner fort are accounted to be worth at the 
leaft three thoufand pounds , but the richer fort arc 
men of an incredible wealth. 

Bungum is feated in a very commodious place , and 
is the eapitall Cittie of thofe parts, wherein it he th, 
having many Chriftians in it.

Their p«/#- The Qouvernment of this Countrie .( as is laid ) 
o>o*Gm- confiftethin three men,whicharecfteemedthecbie- 
<>trmeut. f e fl : i nl; hcKingdomc,andbearethegreateftfway,and 
. authority. The firft they caU their high Prieft, 
who hath the adminiftration over their Clergic. The 
fecondisnamedr^&hehaththe charge and difpo- 

ccs and dignities. The third they tearme 
fscamoy &hehadrthedu^ung&rnanaging 
affaires touching Peace and w arre. 

The whole people are devidedinto fiue States or 
Degrees. The firft degree are thofe which hauc the 
Gouvernment, 6c thele they call T onos> of thefe their 
be fome of them that are of a higher Degree 6c Qua- 
lity then the others, as are our Kings, Dukes, Mar- 

Siifes, Earles, Lords, &rc The fecond Degree arc 
e Spirituality, all thefc haue the haire of their heads 
and beards ftiavcn cleane ofiand never marriejhaving 
many feels amonge them, and though they be Spi- 
rituall yet fome of thefe betake themfelues to the 
Warres, like the Knights of Mahay being all called by 
one common name Bonzy. The third Degree confifts 
of Cittizcns, Burgefles 6c of the Gcntrie. The fourth 
Degree are men of occupations} f killed in all manner 
of occupations , Handiecrafts and Manifa£tures:and 
the laft Degree are the Hufbandmen and Pefants. 
Malefaclours of what State or condition foeuer 



they be, arc for the leaft crime or offence , either ba- 
nifhed , or putt to death , and are 
wares runnc through the body with afword. But in 
fome places they fctt their murderers 6c pvrates upon 
Carts through their ftrects to be mocked & laughed 
at by the people , and without the towne they naile 
them to a crofle after the manner of the Iewcs. 

In their Religion they are great Idolaters and erre 
grofly. Their Minifters and Teachers are the Bonzy, 
as wee hauc mentioned before. * 

Amonge their Gods they call upon Amid* & Xaea, 
whomc they worlhip with great humility. They haue 
others which they name^/^w from thefc they ex- 
pcfi Hfe Eternall 3 befides thefc they haue their petty 
Gods, which they termeGiw/Sr, thefe they adore for 
thedifpofing of their houfehold affaires, for health 
and riches, and for the procreating of Children. 

They haue alfo in fomc Cittics Vniverfities , as at « «w- 
Bandumy which is faid to be an Vnivcrfity bigger then 
I Paris.Hm their Bonzyshznc fpcciall ceremonies,and 
1 roccede in learning. MBtutgumiszKozSeminarie,ot 
jhoolc o(ldmtes> whctethclaponites fpeake Pottu- 
cal, and the Europians leamc the Iaponian language. 
6 Theartof Printingisalfoinufcamongthem. ^f'" 

The people for the moft part are induArious,wittie, ,h*m. 
ingenious, docibleficof agoodmcmorie and under- 
ftanding. Poverty is accountcdnoc (hamc amonge 
them: they hauc in dcteftation chiding, brawling, 
thwerie, vainerwearing and playing at Dice. To be 
tall , and a well proportioned bodie they like excee- 
ding well 5 they are of a ftrong conftitution i till they 
are fixtie yeares of age, they make good Souldicrs: 
they lett their beards grow rcalbnable longc : they 
pull their Childrcns haire out of their foreheads with 
a paire of finall tongues or pincers. The vulgar fort 
& the hufbandmen cutt halfc the haire of their head 
off, and the gentry ahnoft all, leaving bu t aiitle tuff of 
haire in their hecks , which they hold as a lhame , if 

any man touch it. 

The Floures of their houfes arc covered with 




matts, 6c arcmadcin the faftuon of ihatraffes, where- 

upon they lye, hauingoncly a ftpnefor a pillow un- 
der their heads : They eate upon their knees* leaning 
upon iJidrthighcsahd fitting upon iheir arfes,thcy 
are as punftuall and neatc as the Chinois. , ' 

In eating of their meate they ufe two finall fticks 
leaft it Ihould fall on the ground, neither doe they 
walhc their hands before dinner. 

>e to dinner, or nipper they pull of 
fhey Ihould foule their matts. 
The meaner fort, dpcrially thofe which dwell by n ' ir 
thcSe^Goaft, cateHcrbes, Rice and Fifhe 5 but the 
richer know how to dreffedaintie Gates c^Diflies. At 
every courfe their geft haue a cleane tabic ( but with- 
out cither table cloath or napkins; made of Cedar- 
boards 3 being about a hand bredth high from the 
ground. 

' Their Confitures and Banketting fluff they fett 
upon their tables in the forme of aPiramidc, gilding 
them 6ver,and befet ting them round about with Cy- 
preffeipnngs and branches: they ufe alfo' to gild the 
bills, and the leggs of their foulc & birds, before they 
diftithcnup. 

The Portugals driue a great trade in thefe par ts , for Thtfvn*. 
here they findc great ftorepf Pearle, which arc round 
andthicK,andofareddifhcolour. Theyfindethcre 
alfo many precious ftones , which with the abun- 
dance of Gould they haue, enriches this Countrie 
mightely. 
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Nd 1 a is the biggeft , and no- 
bleftCountrieofallAfia, &is 
fo called from the tivcz Indus, 

* 

Ptolomie divideth this great 
Region into two parts,namely 
into India intra Gangem, and In- 
dia extra Gangem. India beyond 
Ganges is called in the Holy 
Scripture Hevila , or as fome 
mkcHavilathy otEvihtth. India on this fide Ganges is 
alfo called Sem 9 and by the Inhabitants CMacym, or 
Magtn, as Marius writeth. Likewife Mangi and China. 
Joannes Barms faith,that it is named alfo Indaftan.fom- 
pnius affirmeth , that India is of fuch a large extent, 
and takes up fuch a fpacc and tract , that one cannot 
faile along the fea Coaft in £0 daies,& nights. 

Strabo and PUniebound Indiaon the Weft with the 
river Indus ( which feparateth Perfia from India ) 
ontheNorthwithmountr^m, ontheEaftwith 
the Eafterne Sea , and on the South with the Indian 

This Countrie (as Mr. Heylin faith ) extendethin 
length from China to Perfia 3*00 miles , and ftretcheth 
from Taurus to the Ocean : this being the biggeft 
Countrie, comprehended under one name of any m 
the world, excepting Tartarian & China. Itisfituate 
betweene the firft and fixth Climates,the longeft day 
beingin the South part of izhowers onely; but in the 
Northfiueteenehowersandahalfe. ... 

j^/aisahalthfull Countrie, being ref refhed with 
many fweetewefternewmdes,- butisnot everywhere 
of a like teperature,in regard of the greatneffe there- 
of: for in fome places, efpecially necre vnto the line, it 
isextremehott, and in other places very temperate; 
but towards the North cooler. .... , 

ThisCountrie throughout furpafleth all the other 
partsoftheworldforagoodfituation , atemperate 
aire , a fatt and a fruitfull foile , having an other face, 
and countenance than other Countries : for here 
new ftars doe rife and fett : it hath two Summers, 
beareth fruits twife a yeare, betweene which there 
blowesmany coole Eafterne gales ofwinde , which 
doerefrelh & allay the extraordinarie heate thereot. 

And though there gro weth not much Corne : y et 
haue they plenty of all kinde ofFruits,efpecially Bar- 
ly , Rice, and the like , which they pull up with their 
handes.There are likewife many fruit trees. 

ThisCountrie alfo produce* abundance of Pep- 
per,Franckencenfe,Myrhe,Aloes,Cloues,Ginger,& 

intheSoutherneparts,Cynnam6,Calmus,Nardus^ 
other Aromatick fpiceries,&as in Arabia&i£thiopia, 
fo the Canes haue honey in the. There are alfo many 
Phvficall Hearbes and drugges , many wholefome 
r oots,and fome poyfonable: what fhaU I fpeake of the 
rnineralls,mettals, precious Stones, and other git ts ot 

Nature,which are there >From hence comes gold and 
fiivcrinabundance,copper,yron,andLettanie,asDw- 

dorus withnefleth,though Plinie be of a contrane opi- 
nion, that it affords neither Copper, nor Leadjbut in 
flead of them Pearles,and S tones,for from hcnccalfo 
comes greatftore of precious ftones,as Benls,Chry- 
fophrales^damant^Carbuncles^Chryfohtsandex. 

ceeding great and f aire pearles. Here they haue fuch 
abund^ceofulke,thattheyfurnift the whole world 
therewith. All Bcafts are larger , and greater bon d 
here then in any other part of the world. Here are 
w« wilde Bulls , Camells , Lyons, Rhmocerots, 



Elephants, and Doggs. In the wiidernefTe are terrible 
Dragons, which arealmoftas bigg as Elephants, with ° B<a ^ St 
whome they fight continually : There are fuch fierce 
Maft ies, that they dare feize upon a Lyon. 

Thereare alfo an infinite number of Serpents, 
which the Indians eate, after they haue roafted them, 
as they doe akind of Ants which they eate with pep- 
per as wee doeCrabbs. There are found alfo white 
Apes,and Chatnale<>ns 9 which\i\ie onely by theaire, 6c 
can tranf forme themfelues into any colour. There 
are alfo many kinds of ftraunge foule and birds never 
feenc by any other nation, befides an infinite number 
ofHennes, Phcfants, Partriges and Parrets of diverfe 

fine coulours. 

Touching the governement of the Indians Plinie ^ ^ ^ 
writeth thus , Amonge all Nations the Indians?* 'ere Q^ mi . 
never beaten out of their Frontiers , or habitations. 
They count that , from the time of Liber Pater > till A- 
lexanderthegreatyXhcy had 153 Kings,whichfucceedid 
one an other and raigncd over them 1911 yeares , and 
three monthes.Strabo writeth alfo of the Indians , that 
no man had ever any vi&orie over them , but onely 
LiberPatery ot Bacchus, whowasthc firft that entred, 
& conquered this countric,thcnHw«fc & Alexander 
the greath : though Gyrus and Semiramis Queene of 
AfTyria had affaulted them , and made part of this 
countrie tributairie to her , and flew Staurobates the 
Kingthereof.Next unto her Alexander the great inva- 
ded it,at which time there were many Kings, and free 
Citnes, whom the 6>ww^fc/?/perfwadedto defend 
thcirliberty. Thofewhich accomfadnedi^lexander 
the great in his expedition, relate, that in this trad of 
India, which they fubducd, they found fiue thowfand 
townes, whence one may eafely marke what a great 

and a large Region this was. . 

7he Metropolis of this Countrie is Calecute y which 
for three miles together lyeth along, the fea (hoare, 
and is the moft famousMart-towncand a ftaplc of all 
the Indian trafficke. There are befides many goodly 
Citties,as Cambaia, Dtcan , Barticalla , Cononor , and di- 
verfe others. 

Neither want they great Lakes. Inthchiftorieof 
Alexander Magnus mention is made ofaLake, which 
is befett roundabout with woods and trees , and was a 
thoufand paces broad ; where his Armie being almoft 
dead with thirft refrefhed themfelues.But the greateft 
of all is the Lake Chiamay, being foure hundred miles a ***> 
about,and lyeth <>oo miles ffom the fea,from whence 
many famous rivers haue their fource and head : next 
unto this there is the Lake Cincuihay>6c diverfe others. 

Here are alfo wonderfull great Rivers : Hiftorie ^ >m - 
relateth,that Alexander the great fayled every day 600 
furlongs up the River with his {hipping, &that 
hecouldnotfaile unto the end of it inlene then fiue 
months and o dd days, whereas it is manifeft,that this 
river is lelfer then the Ganges. This river fpringcth 
fro the topp of Mount C**r4/i*,heretofore called Pa- 
ropamyfuSjZndnowNaugocroiyand after he hath runne 
900 miles in length difchargeth himfelf into the 
South,or Indian fea with two mouthes, carry ng alon 
withhimnineteene others rivers,whcreofthe chiefei 
is thcHydafpif , into which there falls foure other ri- 
vers , and the Cantabra , whofe waters are encreafed 
with three rivers more. 

Touching the river Ganges fome write, that it hath 
no certaine head , others that it arifeth in the Sy thian 
hills , and carryeth 1 9 other rivers along with him. 
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that it guftictb out with a great 
noife 7 and ?o falleth downe ftcepc clifts , and then 
runneth through plainenelds.Sndfo forward with a 
STe ftreame full he difchargeth himfelfc utto the 
fca. Thebredth thereof beinginthenarroweftplace 
8, and in the broadeft io miles,and the depth there* 
never lefle then toofoote : fome haue fuppofedttus 
to be the river tifon , mentioned in the holy ben- 
ptures,which compaffeth the Land of HtviUh, where 
there is gould.Somc alfo are of opinion.that this is the 
fcme river, which tunneth into the GMc of Bengtla, 
and rhatin regard of the ukenefle of thename: for he 
is called inrhofe parts by the Inhabitants Cuengu*:\nt 
Mercator with good rcafonfoith , that Ganges is that 
River , which is now called at this daye Sto dt Cimmn. 

Befides thefe rivcrs,thefe following are rhe chiefelt, 
MthcMa»dtM,Chaberif,Ava,C*mpum<>,Me»a,Me»t>,& 

fome others. Megtfthtnes mentioneth that there arc 
fixtv rivers in Inau,

flow (astheNiiedoth) & fattens the ground, wtoch 
is the principaU caufe of the fr uitfulnefTe thereof.lt is 
reported that Conges as the Nyle breedeth&feedetn 
Crocodeils, Dolphins, and Cunngers, which are 30 
footelong,asP//w relate*. » 

The beft and faireft part of India, ly eth alonge the 
Indian or Southerne Ocean. And though there be 
manygoodhavens: yethitisvery dangerous fcybng 
along this Coaft ; became of the many Rocks , Qkits, 
and Qrickfands , which lye about this Goaft. 
rrh&s at Solinw writeth that in the Indian Ocean , there are 
«her bm# w hales,as bigge as foure acres ofground,and an other 
ffi». h ugc fifte called fhyfttcras, or a whire poole , which 

are fo exceeding grear,that they feemc as Pilars to rife 
aboue the Sayle-yard and hatches of a fhip,& drawes 
infomuchwater,that when they caftit outthrough 
thierfpouts fometimes it overwhelmes and finkes a 

fliiDoneerevntothem. m 

' up all the Mountaines in this Coun- 

tne , the mod whereof are without Trees , or any 
greeneneffe, would be here too tcadio us s but the 
Imaus yEmcdusond Paropamijfus are allparts ofMounc 

Cauatfw* and thechiefeft. 

The woods in India, as .Wi/M* relateth,grow fo ex- 
ceeding thick , that one ca fcarclv ftio ot an arrow into 
them.In orchards there growes figg trees 3 fo bigg,that 
they take up 60 paces of ground , thearmesand 
bougheswhereot overfhade two furlongs in circuite. 
Their leaues are as broad as an Amazonian Targett, 
and the apples of them are exceeding Sweete. 

In moorifh grounds there growes fuch thick reedes; 
that they ufe them in ftead of boates. In India onely 
groweth the Ebon tree , and upon fteepe clifts : 
there are fome trees,which fweats outFranckincenfe, 
andan otherkinde ofa tree , which beares great In- 
dian nutts. 

This whole nation was in times paft dividedinto 
ieven orders or ftatcs.The firft was Philofophers: the 
fecond Hufbandmen for the manuring and telling of 
their Landsrthe third was (hephards:the fourth Han- 
diecraftsmen: the fifth Souldier* the fixth Epophors, 
fpyes,orouerfeersof the people,as being the chiefeft 
of them which remonftrated to the King whatfoeuer 
hapned in India : and the feventh were Counfellours, 
whereof there were but a fewe in number chofen out 
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ly affifted the 

King with their Councills, 6c decided all ambiguous 
caul es.By thefe all Captaines,& Princes were elected. 

Touching their Lawes , and Statutes, themoftof 
them liued without any written Lawes, others gover- 
ned themfelues according to their written Lawes , in 
which they ufe fimplicity without guile , as they doe 
likewiie in all their contracts 6c dealings , 6c are never 
giu£ to difputes or cotroverfiesj for they truft out any 
wares,or commodities,neither ufe any obligations,or 
rnorgages , but credit one an other fimply upon their 
bare word.Thofe which are covinced of bearing falie 
witnefle, the firft ioynts of their fingers are cuttoff.

They are had m 
greatre verence , and Hue for the moft part,a very aufierc : and a 
iolitairy life'in Caues and defcrts , feeding on herb cs , vveanng 
poore and thinne vvecdes , and for a certaine time doe abitainc 
from all kind of vvickednclTe.But that time once paft,maye f as 
itwere ) by priviledge defloure Virgins , and committ what 

Ph Thc people arc indirferently civiU,and ingenious. Both men Mmtms, 
andvvomcrlimitateamajc%mtheirgping&a P pa^ 
they fvvectcn vvithoylcs and perfumes, adorning themfelues 
with lev vcls ,Pcarles 3 and other ornaments befitting. 

They are nowanation (as/^.H^»obterveth; coropoted 
offiuefcvcraU people. I. The wtoworNatiues , which are in 
part Gentium part Cbrifi'ums.ThoCc which are GMf fforetayiung 
amonge them many of their old Cuftomcs , as not knowing 
their vviuesafter they hane borne themtvvo children. Se- 
condly , not accompanying tnem it ancr nue 
tion they can raife no uTuc by them , but exchanging them for 
others: Thirdly, they are never revvardedfor any railitaine ex- 
ploit ; unlcflc they bring with them an enncmieshead in their 
hand : Fourthly, killing their trends when ficknefle withereth 
the. Moreover, the people of Xorfag* ufe to burne their wmcs 
with their huf bands, andfhecis toughtto haue bene moft lo- 
ving, during his life, which is now moft willing to accom- 
pany him in his death,& offer herfclfe to hisM4»«atthe Func^ 
rail pile> where unto thus alludeth the Poet:

As for the Christians ( to which religion they were con- 
verted by samt Tbonw) they ftill retaine the name , and profel- 
fion,^ich they haue now deformed , or rather reformed ac- 
cording to the Church of Rome, vvich was efTe&cd in the Sy- 
node, held for that purpofe at Goa, Anno 1599. at v vhat time, 
they deliuered up all their bookes, to the cenfure of the Mm- 
Spmfb Archbifhop ofGw,tobeby himcorrcacd : and per- 
mitted their liturgie alfo to be by him altered. Before this 
uniontheyufedfirft to adminifterthe Sacrament with bread 
feafoncd with fait ; Secondly, in fteadof wine (becaufc India 
affordcthnonejto afe the juyce of raifms,fofinedinwater one 
night,and fo preficd forth.Thirdiy,not to baptife their children 
tiff 40 daics old^efie in danger of death.fourthlyjto pcrmitt 
noe imagesin their Churches,but ofthc croffeonely : Fiftlv , to 
debarre their Prieftsfrom fecond Marriages : and Sisctly to 
paint GOI> with three heads on one body denoting thereby 
the Trinity. The fecond fort of People, which inhabite this 
Comtxic ztcMtbumttanPerfim, and Tartm, cfpeciallyfince 
the Mquds great victories here. Thirdly , the urns, who hue 
ftrangly dUperced in all quaners The fourth are j4rabians> 
and Moms , who 200 and odde yeares paft , fcized on fome 
Hauen-townes , driving the natiues up higher into.the land- 
Countrie. And thefifthPflrf^^vvho poffeffing fome fe vvSea- 
touwnes , commodious for trafficke,bragg ot he conqueft of 
the whole Countrie , which they arc in no poflibility to con- 
quere, the Englifh and Dutch having their fhares,Caftles , and 
holds in thofe parts afwell as they.HithertoM' Heylin. All the 
Indians weare long haire , their greateft braverie confiftethin 
Pearlcs, and precious Stoncs^jut they haue fundry forts ofap- 
parell, feme vveares woollen, fome linnen, others arc dothe4 
with fkinnes of Beafts , and Birds feathers : fome goe ftarcke 
nailed, others couver onely their privities 5 they arc commonly 
o|aduf Idfh and a tannie colour, which they bring with them 
from out of their mothers wombes. They are tall and af alargc 
ftaturc, they haue many married vviucs giuen them by their 
Parents : buying them for a paire of Oxen. Some they u(e for 
fcrvile workes , others for pleafure , and the propagation of 
children: they maye lie with other vvomen,unIefle their vviues 
can perfvvadc them to chaftety. Artificers & Handycraftsmcn 
are in great requeft & eftecme amonge them , being not onely 
free from all taxations , but alfo haue a proportion of Corne 
allowed themout of the Kings Garniers. Theydriue a great 
trade here in many places* efpecially in precious Stoncs,fvveete 
fpiccs, cottons, and filkes.

they makebread , and drawe

^TheNatiuiesareBatbarousjand Cruell , and as their 
Predeceffours heretofore, fo now they willeate maps 
flelh. TheIlandc^fojwithfomeothers 3 whichgoe 
vnder the fame name , doe lie weftward from the Mo- 

luccos. Thefe Ilands haue good ftore of Viniger.Thc 
Natiues are white, Anthropofhw iOiMcn-cathersMo- 
laters,andPiiates.Thejgocniedihiding onely with 
aihirctheirprivides. ThoUeAmban giveth denomi- 
nation to certaine Ilands, lyingnektyntoit. Itisfo. 
iniles in circumferenc. This He yecldeth noe great 
ftore of {pices-, but the {hipping, which comes from 
Malacca to the Moluccos ftrikes there , and refrefhes 
themfelues in this Hand. The Inhabitants of thefe 
lies, giues their owne parents one to another to be 
eaten and devoured , when they are broken with age, 
or are afBi&ed with any incurable maladie. And l>y 
their piracies trouble muchaile the adiacent Ilands. 
Banda are fe ven finall lies, or thereabouts , lying on

Thefe Ilands haue Nutmegs, and 
Maftick growing vpon one and the fame trek The 
Nutmegg-tree is tail , and brauncheth out like to our 
Oake.The Nutt hath threefliells, or coverings : the 
firft is thick to defend it againft the violence of the 
weather,wittdes and raine : the fecond is a thin Acin* 
which covers it after themianherofnetti & is encom- 
pafTed with si third fhell : the thin fkin is the bloflbmc 
oftheNutmege,whichthe Spanjardscallilf4«Xj and 
we&Mace, being an excellent and wholefome kinde of 
fpice. The Ginger, which growes in all thefe Ilands 
are of two forts. Theone wilde 4 the other planted: 
whichis better than the other^avingalesu% like Saf- 
fran>ahdafweet-fmellingroote* but being eaten bit- 
teth Hke pepper; and is hotter then pejpper.The Hand 
Timor is utuate in the tenth degree or Southerne La- 
titude* It producethgreat ftore of white, and yellow 
Saunders , which the Uandersfwoppaway foryron, 
hatchesjcniuesandfwordsi There are threekinds of 
thefeSaunders>yellow,white, andredd. Thereare 



groues of the white,and y ellow,both Very good in the 
Iland ofTimor .* but the red groweth in the quarters of 
ChoromanditeCI majferim.

rbt a«M- The Cb*e~treegccm out of rocks, anddifb, but 

bcares no fruit , till they be foure yeares old: they are 
thick,and haue leaues like a Bay-tree. Thebloflbmes 
ftoote firft out like fendl-feed or like Oreng-budes. 
Thebloffomesbeing&lneoflF, .thenfprouts outthc 
fruit, lide bylidelike a naile: atthefirft they atered, 
but being dry ed in the Sunne,become black 3 and that 
theymayebetheharder, and keepe their vertue the 
longer they ufe to fpringle fait water uoon diem.

•on the Eaft Cyrenaica* and on the WeA Algiers- The 
ibilein this quarter is reafonable fruitfull , fittobeare 
fhrits , and breed Cattle : very fcr till in trees , cfpe- 
ciaHy in the Weft part, but on: the Eaft fide is barren, 
wanting water. It is divided into five provinces, bea- 
ring the name of their MetropoUes.i.BugisonceiKm%- 
dome of its owne Iurifdiftion, agreat Citty &: popu- 
lous, which Peter of Na varretookt in by force, andra- 
ced it Anno ijo$ , being at this day inthepoffeffion 
of the Turte, after they had chaffed the Spaniard out 
cnjtm*- of it. i. Cenjtantina in which Bona, built by the Ro- 

mans a ioo miles from the Sea, where S.Augufttne was 
trorne: & Hippo whereof he was Bifhop. Somethinke 
that this citty was ancient Cirta , where king Mafsi* 
„. u » held his refidencie, and which PtoL called Iulia. 
It is rich,faire,&: girt about with high & ftronge walls. 
$.T*»*viilgarly called Tunifi, and by PtoiomkThcmu 
fa. InitebcginningitwasaveryhUc^owncjbutwas 
enUrgcdby thcruinesof Carthage. In this Citty there 
is a Mahumetan temple called ^Arneth Benatos, which 
they holdin great reverence, being the Refuge and 
Sanftuaircfor offenders , whereof SeaBger verfifycth

when they of Tunis had regayned it , it fell into the 
handes of ferdinando King otCaftile, whofe nephew 
Charles the fifth,gaue it to theKnfchtsof Malta A they 
not long after loft it to SinauBaJfa lieutenant to Seism 
thefecond 15 ji . tf. Carthage once a citty of great c- 
taiinencie,peopledby the Phoenicians, which fled from 
theviaoriouslwordof/tf/Zw, & the Jfraelites.To thefc 
jDa&fiftcr to Pigmalion joyncd her Tyrian troopes, and 
built this citty. A. M.3078. before the biuldugof 
Rome 135 ycares. This towne flood juft oppofite 
to Rome , whofe Rivall it was in wealth , valour , and 
defire of the univerfall Empire , whereof one ver- 
fifycth thus : 

There was an ancient Citty c aid as then 

Carthage, and built by banifh't Tyrianmen* 
lull gainfi oldTibers mouth & Italy, 
Great in wealth, fkiidinmartiallchevaky* 
In the midft of it there was a Fort called Birfi , built 
by queene Dido, which was thought to be two thow- 
fand paces about, as much as a Bulls hide cutt out in 
thonges could encompafle. The Citty it felfe contai- 
ned 2*1 miles in circuit. The Cittizens were called 
Pant> and are ilill infamous for their perj ury, and falfe 



hearted dealing. That they were of the Canaanitefh 
race may be proved by the name Pani, or Phani, litlc 
differing from the Phanices. This Citty was almoft 
girt about with the Sea. Apfianustothe Puhicksde- 
Icribeth at large the fituation thereof. The power 
thereof was not onely fel t in Africa, but farre & necre 
in Europe: for it conquered Spaine from the ftrcight of 
Gibr alter, as farre as the Pyrrhe nian Mountaines , and 
plagued Italy and Sictk with a long warr e ftrivine with 
the Romans tooth and naile for the Monarchie of 
the world, but loft their owne liberty, being throwne 
in three feverall Battailes by the Romain. The firft 
Was for the poffeffion of Sicilie, Sardinia, and Corjica. 
Thefecond was begun by Hanniball, who terrifyed rhe 
Romansvnth many fatali overthrowes , but was at laft 
overcome by Scipio, having kept the Romans worke 
18 y eares , was at laft taken by Scipio, and burnt feuen 
daies together. Afterwards, it was rebuilt by Cajns C<e- 
fir, who planted there in a Colonie of the Roman 
people,butwasafterthatruincdbytherrf»^/f,(7^w, 
and Sarracens : lb that now it lyerh vaft like a wilder- 
nefie , andretayneth nothing of its prifcan Majefty, 
but fome ruinous heapes ot ftones , and fbme old 
Aquadu&s. 

The rivers which waters Bsrbarie are Bagradas , Cy- 
Mps,TenJiJl,Omirabit>SubH,LmuvMdotfa 

are many hills and mountaines, among the which At- 
las, whereof wee haue fpoken heretofore, is the chie- 
feft. The natiues haue rhe rcpure of good people, 
fimple & without diflimulation , having very ftronge 

boddies and well fett. 

TheNoble,and ancient Countrie of Mgypt was firft 
inhabited by Mi/raim the Son of Chus , the Sonne of 
Cham, and was called in the Hebrew tongue Mifreia-, 
the footfteps of which name remaineth ftill amonge 
the Arabians, who c&itMifre* i.It was named Oceana 
fromC^^iwakinghereot3.<^^fr6m(^r^,and i 

4.JEgiptttS from Mgyptus, being the furnamc ofRame^ 
fes a prince of gre;at power. The Turkes call it now 

Elquibet , or Ekhbet. 

Itis bounded ot} the Weft beyond thfrNile , with 

xkeDcfcrtso(Barca,Libiaaiid.NMmidia, & the King- 
dome of Nubia: on the South with the Countrie of 
Bupa, andthe river Nile, where it turncth ahtle from 
the Weft towards the Eaft 5 but Plinie bounds it on 
that fide with the Citty of Siene called now Ajha : On 
the Eaft fide are theDefertsof Arabia, which lie be- 
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tweene Mgypt and the Red-fca : an d on the North the 
Mediterranean now called the Egyptian Sea. This 
Countrie is in length fro Siene to the Mediterranean 
Sea 56* milcs,and in bredth from RofittaWdk tp.D*- 
miata Eaft about 140 miles But it continueth not 
alwaics in this bredth: for leffeningit felfc Southward 
like a Pyramis , rcverfeth being in fome places but 37 
miles broad, and at the very point , or bpttomc , but 
foure. It is fituate betweene the fecond andthe fifth 
Climates, fo that the logeft day is 1 3 ho wer s & a halfe. 
Thcairc is hott, and fubj eel: to Northerne windcs,ha- 
vine feidome any Eartquakes or raine, which it nee- 
deth not , becaufe the foile is fatted by the fwelling 
& overflowing of thcNik, which makes their grounds 
exceeding fruitful!, and a mod nourrifhing-Mother 
both to Man and Beaft. For which eaufe this Coun- 
trie was called Horreum Populi Romani : and in the time 
of Io/eph fupplyed Jacob and his familly with corne. 
Now alfois the gopdneffeof the foile fuch, that Lu- 
cans braggs areftile good of it. 
The Earth content with its owne wealth, doth craw 
No forreine Marts, nor loue himfelfe, they haue 
Their hop's alone in Nilm fruitful waue. 

Manie haue commended the happineffe of this • 
foile. Iuftinus reporteth that the Land of Egypt is fb 
fertill in graine, that it may e truejty be called the Gar- 
nerof the world, for the abundance of al kinde of 
encrcafe and fruits neceflarie for the fuftentation of 

Man.

Man. And Plinie affirmeththatthecreatnefleof the 
Roman Empire ,could not haue fiibutted without the 
riches, and Fruits of Egypt, for as much as the abun- 
dance^ r famifhment of the R omaine People depen- 
ded on the T^ti*. He faith moreover , that the coun- 
trie of Egypt aboundeth fo in herbes and rootes to 
feede upon , in regard thereof furpaffes the corne: 
though they haue great ftore of al kinde of graine , as 
Wheate,Rhye,Barly ,Oates,Beanesand Peafe, excel- 
lent Wincs.and fatt Paftures.This countrie yeeldeth 
litlc oy le and wood. Befidcs the fierce and wild beafts 
whereof it is full. They haue many kinde of Domefti- 
call Beafts; as Buffles, Kine & Oxen, Camels, Horfes, 
Afles and Sheepe,and Goates all of an extraordinarie 
greatneffe (as Belonius rclateth ) becaule of the milde- 
neflc of the aire , the abundance of paftures where 
upon they feede, and the ftore of roots and graffe 
which is overflowne with the Nile. Among the reft 
there are very large and fatt Weathers withlongand 
thick tailes hanging do wne to the ground,with Dcaw 
claps like an oxe , and blacke fleeces. And becaufe 
this Countrie is warme in winter overflowne & ma- 
ri(h , there comes into it abundance of waterfoule 
into the grounds 6c meddowes thereof, fothatthey 
are all covered with them , 6c efpccially with Storkes . 
Thev haue abundance of froggs alfo in thefe parts, 
that if the Storkes didnot devourethem,yowfhould 
fee the lower grouds bedecked with them. There are 
alfo many Chamaleons (as Belonius writeth ) which are 
The manner found amounge fhrubbs. Hennes doe not ufc to fitt 

tfUUhing U p on or hatch their eggs here in Egypt,- but to this 
if themes. they heate ovens madc {o artificially , t hat 

laying three or foure thoufand henns Eggs into 
them , they know fo to moderate and to temper the 
heate , that al thefe egges hatches together, which 
Arifiotle relateth of the Egyptians. There are alfo in 
this countrie divcrfeMettals,efpecially in thofe parts; 
• which border upon Mthiopia, as likcmfc^methifts,&: 
many other precious ftones. Egypt hath flouinfliod 

Th'King* undcrmany Kings, and with diverfe names ,< till the 
— time of the Ptolomies , and Pharaohs which laftcd not 
long. ^^/Awinhishiftorie of Egypt maketh a Ca- 
talogue of 300 kings wanting eight, which raigned 
before ^Amafis under 17 Vyapnies , whofe names it 
would be needelcflfe,& tedious to recite, ofiris onely is 
worthy mention,in whofe time itis thought/^Awent 
downe into Mgypt, who faies that he & his Succeflours 
were then all called Pharaohs. The name of the Ptolo- 

s untill the time of the Roman 
Empirerwho placeS over them a Gouvernour, that 
remained there, till the time of the Agarenes ot Arabta 
Felix, undertheirPrincethe^^,asthcy namedall 
their CMahmitans following , whe ^Domineer d there, 
till the Turkes droue them out of it, who comman- 
ded there under theirEmperour,by whome there was 
a jio vernour eft ablifhed called the Bafa of Egypt. Part 
of itwasalfo under Alexander of Macedonia , as appea- 
red by the names,& governments of Townesjo that 
Herodotus maketh li.Strabo i^Ptohmie a,6.UPhme^o> 
a ddiiiKalfbhereunto,thatfpmeofthemchaged their 

namef, fo that one muft not thinke that Egypt hath 
had heretofore fo many Governmets,as one may col- 
led out of the names of hiftories 5 foingthatone, and 
thefameGovernmentmi "

Thebes was built by the Tyrant 
Bufiris, containing 17 miles in circuit , and as Herodo- 
tus relateth opening with a hundred gates , having 
many fumptuous buildings,afwell pubiick as private. 
But now no more mention is made of it. Tentyraxz- 
keth this name from an He in theNile.

rodotus 10 10. Themoftfamous,andchiefeftof them 



Egyptians, Arabians tolcwesmth others. Babylon ftan- 
deth ahtle aboue Memphis, as Behnius writeth , where 
are feene the ruines ot the mighty , and magnificent 
ancient buildings. Itisnow but a village inhabited by 
the Chriftians.^&#*»*W* built by Alexander the great, 
now called by the Turkes Scandria,a famous and a no- 
ble Citty,featedinavery fwe^te,anda pleafant place. 
Itisatowncof greatmarchandife. Pelujium now cal- 
led Damiata Jbefeiged by IohndeBrenne the titulary 
King of Ierujaiem. The fiege continued 1 8 months, 
during which time the plague and want of fuftenance 
fo raged together , that the towne was in a manner 
difpeopled. Of tftofe extremities the Befiegers knew 
nothing,till it fortuned that two venturous iouldiers, 
admiring the filence and foUtudeof the people, in a 
bravado , fcaled die walls, but faw no man to make re- 
fiftanccThis being certified to the Commaundours, 
the next day the whole army entred the towne, 
where they Found in every houfe,and every corner of 
the ftreetes whole heapes of dead bodies, iomeflaine 
by famine, others by the peftilence: a lamentable and 
ruthfuUfpedaclej befides thefe, there is Rofetta and 
diverfe other Citties and townes , which for brevitie 

wee will paffe ouer. 

Through this Countrie runneth the Nik , the ™w>i< 
moft famous river of the world , in one conti- 
nuall Channel! : Some fay it hath his head , either 
in the Mountaines of the Moone,or the LakcZembre. 
But king luba affirmeth that his head begins in a 
mountaine of Mauritania inferior , not tarre from the 
Ocean,out of alake, which turneth it felfe intoa pond, 
called;N*&ii: Running out of this lake pafTeth a longe 
courfe 3000 miles in length through diverfe Coun- 
tries full of land. In the place where this Egypt,and 
Habuffia meet is the laft Catara0o£ Niks, which is a 
fall of the waters,after much ftrugling with theRocks 
for pafrage , an incredible way downe into the lower 
vallies: The hideoufneffe of the noize , which it ma- 
keth , not onely deafeth all the By-dwellers ; but the 
hils alfo are torne with thefound : for as Lucan hathit, 
The noife the mountaines fhakes, who roare inpght, 
To fee the vanquifhed wanes cloath'd all in white. 

This Nilm from the 15 day of Iuncfwellcth aboue 
his bankes, thefpace of 14 daies, and in as many more 
gatheredhis waters againe to their proper bounds. If 
it flowenottotheheightofis Cubits, then the Earth 
is deficient in her abundance of encreafe , for want 
ofmoifture.AndifthewatersfurmounttheTi/'^f^ 
of the Earth more then 17 Cubits, thenlikeadrun- 
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ken man it cannot produce its^ naturall operation. 1 
Duringthis inundation the Bcafts and Cattle hue on 
Ml* & in the towncs to wbichthcy are driuen before 
handandthcre foddered. Another ftrangc thing in 
this river is , that keeping its water together, it :chan- 
gcththe colour of the Sea further into the Mediterrs- 
%m$3 then the fca can thence be difecrned. Having 
travcrfed the Jtf^W of Egypt , before its influx into 
the Sea, itdevideth it felfe into feuen channells. A 
fourth miracle is, that not in fruits onely, but in pro- 
ducing alio liuc Creatures, as Ow^hathit.

Among the reft there hues the CrecoOile. Famous is 
this Countrie; alio l for that raine is feldome feenc 
amongft them> whofe abfenceis fupplyed by theltifc. 
S ccondlv, for the Pyramidesybvdk nigh unto Memphis, 
whereoftwo are moft famous, thefirft andgreateft 
was built by Cheops: the Bafis whereof containedin 
circuit 8 Acres of ground, and was in heigth 1000 




foots, being made all of marble. The greateft was 
the chiefeof theworlds feuen wonders, being lquare 
at the bottome,cvery fquare being 300 finele paces m 
length,the fquare at the top confifting of three ftoncs 
onely « yet large enough for threefcore men to ftand 
upomafechdedby zsoftepps, eachftepp abouc three 
fectc high. The other Pyramide was almoft equaU 
to the &(i>2sHerodotus writeth.lt is fuppofed by many 
ood Divines and recorded by Iojifhvs , that the 
riekes* which the children of ^Zdidburne,were 
partly employed about fuch Py ramides, but now 
Let Barbarous Memphis teas to raife 
Her vvondrousPyramideswithjuchfraife. 

Herealfo arc the Mummes of Egypt lying in a place, 
where many generations haue had their Sepul- 
chres, there bodies having bene cnbalnVd with Caf- 
fia,Myrrhe, and other Aromaticall odours with 
nieth and the juyce of Cedars , which by the extrcame 
bitterneffe & ficcatiue facultie , haue preferved then* 
ftom corruption , the continuance of abouc three 
thoufand yearcs , being of Soveraignc vertue for 
Phyfike. 
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HAT part of Bubtrit, which formerly j 
was called Mauri t am Tinpntint, compre. 
hendeth at this day two Rcalmes, name- 
ly Marecct and Tefie, which wee will here 
defcribe in order. The Kingdome of 
Marecct taketh its denomination from the Metropolis 
Marocco it felfe. It lyethbetweene Mount Atlas, and 
the Atlanticke Sea, almoft in the forme of a Triangle. 
It is a very plea&nt Countrie , abounding in all kinde 
of Fruits,having alfo goodftore of Oyle, Honey, Su- 
gar, Dates, Vines, Figgs j Apples and diverfeforts of 
Peares. There are alfo many Cattle and Sheepe, with f 
an incredible number of Goates , whofe shins are cal- 
led Manor-skins : the haire whereof is excellent good i 
tomakefineChamlotsof. The Provinces thereof are I 
thefe,as firft Hea^hnt in on the Eaft-fide with the Ri* I 
ver Effivala, on the South with the Atlanticke Sea, Sc j 
on the Weft and North-fide with the maine Ocean » j 
being a craggie,a hillie, 8c a woodie Country,but rich 
& well inhabited. And though there growes not much 
Corne in it,but fome Barly* Hirfeand Buckwheate,and 
that the Inhabitants want di verfe kinde of graine : yet j 
this cannot be imputed to the barrennefle of thefoile 
or the aire* but rather to the Uoth and negligence ot 
the people : howbeit they have abundance of Honey , 
where upon the Natives for the moft part live. Here 
are few townes, but many Villages, Hamlets Scftrong 
Caftles.TheProvinceofSulabathontheNorth-fide 

of it Mount Atlas , and on the Eaft the River of Sus. 
It is afoutfuUCoimtrie, rich and very pjeafant. fa 

the Hill of Ilalemo are gold-mines* The chietett 
townes in this countrie is Taradent , bunt by the old 
Africans * is reafonable great , and is inhabited by or- | 
verfe Englflh and French Marchants , which barter & I 
exchange, yron, lead and tinne for fogar. There isal- 
foMafla, a towne abounding in Amber, under which 
three finall townes are comprehended , which lye not . 
above a mile one ftom an other . built alfo by the an- 
cient Africans upon the Se*coaft. The towne ot Ttt- 
jeut was in times paft alfo built by the Africans in a fair 
plaine, feated upon the fide of the River , and was di-, 
videdinto three parts , which being joined together 
made a triangolai forme. Tedfi is a great towne,foun- 
ded by the Africans,* fituate in a very fruitfull place. 
Tangovifta is the greateft citty in this countrie. In this 
territoirelyeth the citty of Marocco, built by Abera- 
menonce the Metropolis of Barbary, and thonght to 
be Ptolomies Btcamm Hemtm , contained rooooo 
houiholders, and accounted oneof the greateft citties 
ofthe world, inthetime of Prince Hah, the Sonne of 
Iofeph,bntnowis inferiourtoFeffeforpopuloufnefie, 
fpacioufneffe & beauty. The chiefe buddings hereof 
are the church and the caftle.: the church t! i bigge r, 
though not fo beautifull as that of Feffe , and hatha 
towrefo high, that the hills of Azafi , being ,130 miles 
diftant, maybe thence eafely decerned. The caftle 
is very large,* on a towre thereof ftand three Globes, 
made of pure golde, weighing 1 30000 Barbary Due- 
kats. Diverfe Kings have gone about to take them 
downe, and convert them into money.but have all de- 
fifted by reafon of fome ftrange misfortune that hath 
bene aftUed on them , fo that the common -people 
imaginethey are kept by a guard ofSpmts Unto the 
Rofalty of this citty belongs other townes , namely, 

ElgWuhaafmalltowne : Tenezzars aftrongtowne, 



feated on that fide of Mount Atlas , which is called 
Ghedmina. Delgumuha is a new towne,lying upon a 
hill , with a ftrong Caftle. Imizmizi is a great towne , 
fituated upon a Rocke. Tefraft is a Bourrough , lying 
by the River Afifelmel : there abouts are alfo Agmec 
and Hanimmei. Guzzulais bnilt upon a ridge ofthe 
Northfideof Atlas , bordering on the Eaft-fide upon 
Hea. This country is exceeding fruitfull in Barly , ha- 
ving many heards of Cattle , copper and yron mines* 
The townes and caftles here are uuwalled, having ma- 
ny great and rich Villages in it : yea the wholejCoun- 
trie is full of Inhabitants. The Province of Duccale 
beginneth on the Weft-fide of the River of Tenfifto f 
& in the North is environned with the maine Ocean , 
on the Southit hath the River of HaWel , and oo the 
Eaft the River of Hammirabith : in cms Countrie

there are but few walled townes » among which Aza- 
phi,lying upon the Seacoaft is accounted the cbiefcft . 
Contt was built by the Gothes 4 and Tit by the Africans. 
Ehnedha is the Court for this whole Province 5 Cento* 
poTuis a finall townc,the others are Subest,Temaraco/t , 
Terga* BuUtm>Atamr and Hetamtr. The Province of 
ffafcora is bounded on the North with Duccale, on the 
W eft with the River Tinfit, and on the Eaft it is fepa- 
rated by the River Qgfdelbabit from the territoire of 
Tedeletest In this Countrie there are many rich and 
populous townes, as namely , the Citty of Alemdim , 
feated in a Valley r and envirouncd with 4. hills, where 
many of the GentrieJ4archants & Handiccrafts-men 
dwell. TagodaH iyeth upon the top of a high bill,wbicb 
isencompaiTcdwith4otherhills # B^mmda lyeth al- 
fo upon a very high hill, betweene two others of a rea- 
fonable heigth : the towne of is ancient,feated u- 
pon afteepe mountaine, lying about ao miles Weft- 
ward from Elgiumuha. The territoire of Tedies is 
not great, being bounded on the Weft with the River 
Servi and Ommirabih , on the South with mount At- 
I -las , on that fide which lyeth next unto the River Om- 
mirabih. In this Province there are alfo fome townes , 
the chiefeft whereof is Tefa, built by the ancient Afri- 
cans, and is reafonable well inhabited. Theprincipall 
Rivers of this Kingdome are Tenfift and Ommirabih, 
which have their heads out of Mount Atlas, and dis- 



charge themfelves into the Ocean: but Ttnfifi fpnn- 
geth out ofthe Moroccoith territoire^nd is encrcafed 
by many other Rivers, amongft which the Sifelmel & 
the Niffis are the moft famous. Here and there upon 
the fands they finde many burning fipnes , which are 
tranfporten from thence by the Portugals and other 
Forreiners. Here are alfo many M6untaines , but Ni- 
fipha,Semeda and Seufana are the chiefeft. 

The Inhabitants of thefe Kingdomes , are in fome 
places very civill, but in others exceeding rude and 
Barbarous. And thus much for Marocco.

Septa or Seutais avery great towne , feated opon the 
ftreight of Gibralter , having bene in former ages the 
Metropolis of all Mauriim*. Akazer Guer was the 
towne, nigh unto which the three Kings Sebaftian ot 
Portugal , Mahomet and Abdelmelech competitours 
for this Kingdome were flaine in one day.ro which bat- 
taile alfo was flaine the great Englilh rebeU Stuckley, 
who fled out of Ireland to Rome anno »}7o,though he 
had great proffers made him by the Pope, as a dutifuU 
Sonne tothe Church. The Province Ernta beginneth 
abont the ftreight of Gibralter,and reacheth Eaftward 
to the River Nicor or Hoccore: on the North as Leo 
witneffeth.lhootethoutto the Mediterranean Sea , «c 
on the South-fide reacheth to the rough Mountaines 
of Feffe. This Counnyiscraggie,&fullof cold tolls, 
producing title Corne,but abundance of Vines,FiggS* 
Olives and Almones : there are but few Cattle, but 

' " alls are great ftore of Goates* 
Affesand Apes. The Province of Garetum beginneth 
on the Weft-fide fromthe River of Medulus, and rea- 
cheth Eaftward to theRiver of Mulvia » on the South 
it borderetb upon the Defarts ofNumidia, andonthe 
North ftretchetb out to the Mediterranwn Sea, This 
countrie is moorifh,barren and until'd, of the fame na- 
ture as the Defarts of Numidia are.

with the Mountanies of the Moone , on the Weft with the river 
Nig«r,or Senega, with theKingdomcs ofcongo&Nubia & yv4th the 
river Nik which watercthit-Thefe bounds it feemes old&tbtopta 
gaue it&mzmcd/GthiopUunder l^puTrogUMca, and Cmnamomt- 
fera , andpart of Lybia interior. Thofe who haue laft travelled 
through thefc Countries afTure us, that it is very fruitfuU; that 
they haue two Summersin ayeare whichlaft almoft continual- 
ly : in fuch fort,that in one , and the fame feafbivin one place they 
fovv theirfecds,andmanotherreapetheirharveftJnfomequar- 1 

terslikcvvife they fow theirnew graine every month,efpeciaUy 
peafe, beancsandpulfe, with other graine withftalkes. This 
Countrie yecldcth but lide wheace , but in fteed thereof it bea- 
reth great ftore of Barly, Millet or Buck-weate , Dry-pcafc, 
Beanes and graine unknovvne to us. Here is alfo plcntie or Per- 
fickEborne,Gith,or Bifhops-wort,Pepper,Cynnamon,Omgcr 
andothcr fpices. It produceth alfo abundance of Sugar, butthc 
Abaffinesknovv nothovv to bakcandrcHneit. Theyhauealio 
good ftore of Vines. Heregrovves alfo an infinite number ot 
Orenpe,Citton,and Limmon.trees.More oucr,they hauciabun- 
dance ofHoney, and fo much Waxe, that they make great ftore 
ofCandels with it,vvithout ufing, any tailbvv. The Countrie 
alfo yeeldeth much flaxc, but the Inhabitants know not how to 
make linnen cloath there with, which caufes them oftentimes to 
make Cotton of it,vvhereof they haue abundance. 1 here arein | 
this Countrie alfo many mines of Gould,Silvcr,YronandBrafle, 
but the Inhabitants are fo blockifh, that they knowne not ho w 
to diggthem out,andrefinethofe «c"akMoreoucrthisCou^ 
trie hach airnoft allkinde offoure footed Beafts,and alfo all forts 
of foule and birds . which are feene in Europe and other rem ote 
Countries, as Elephants, Lyons, Tygers,vvildcHorfes,Onces, 
Rhinocerots,Bagers,Apes,Monkies,Harts,(contrary to the opu

Weimto being attayned by the permiffionof his tather , he 
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was accompaincd into his Country afwcll with Le vites,as with 
fome of the Nobility of euery one ofthetweIueTribes,as Aflb- 
ciates in his journey , and being returned into the Kingdome of 
^Ethiopia, tooke upon him thegoYcrnmcnt,and eftabliihed in it 
theLavvc,and Circumcifion.

Bernagaffum is fhutt in with the river Abanthi, and the red-Sea. 
The chiete citty thereofis Beroe , or Beam a colonie of Ptobm'ws in 
the opinion of Sanutus. The Pro-re* refidethhere , vvho payeth 
every yearc as a tribute to the King; of the Abaftnes 150 Horfes, 
with fome pecces of Velvct,and other Marchandize. And to the 

Turkes Basthaw 1 000 crownesyearely. 

Tig re m a o n famous for her mines of golde lyeth neere un- 
to the river Marabo, the Red Sea andthe gaUant citty of Caxunto 9 
I or Cajfutno, the ancient r efidencie (as their Annals record ) of the 
I Queene of Saba,znd. afterward of the Queene of Candate and gi- 
I veththe King yearely 200 Arabian horles. The Kingdome of 
A* gote is an inland Province, feated betvvcene Tigremaon>&nd 
Antara : they haue no money, but in ftcad thereof the people ufe 
falt,pepper,and yron. They feed on raw fifhe. This cuftome of 
ufmg Salt, &Pepper,and the like in ftead ofmoney wasin for- 
mer times amongftmoft people in thofe parts and the onely bar* 

tery or way of exchange. 

A mara is fituatcd inthe middle of the Countrie,inthis there 

is a hill from vvhenceitis fo callcd,bcing in circuit 00 miles, and 
a day es journey high: on the toppe thereof are 54 palaces, in 
which the jongcrfonncs of the Emperour are continually en- 
closed to avoyd fedition.They enioy there v vhatfoeueris fittfbr 
delight, or princely education , & from hence fome one of them, 
whoismofthopcfull, orbeftliked, is againe broughrout,ifthc 
Emperour die Sonnclcfle to be Succcflbur. This Mountains 
hath but one afcent up,which is impregoably fortify ed,and was 
deftmate tothisufe Anno47o,or thereabouts, by the Emperour 
Abraham fbihp 1 advifed hereunto as he gauc out by a heavenly 

virion. . ....

miles long & n$ broad. The chiefe citty wasM«'oe J fo named of 
Ueroe, mother to Ofl»^,in vvhofc memorie her fonne built this 
Citty, 6\Fatagar, 7J>ancali, 8.

Xoa,lide famous,of the lake Zembre inGojamiQ vide fingeth thus: 
VVho doth not know the Ethiopian Lake ,

The chiefe citries (as Mt. Heps notcth) are firft Saba, built by Citae* 
Queene Maqueda, or rather by her repaired 3c beautified. It hath 
fouregatesmadeof^^fr, and lafp'ts Stone wrought with 1 an- 
tiquevvorkes, andthe doorcs thereof curioufly carved. It hath 
5000 houfes great andfiimptuous , the ftrccts fpacious , and fo 
I lhaded with Penthoufes , that men mayc walkc fafe from the 
violence of the Sunne orraine. z.Aruma built by King Aruc. 
2.Co(fomum.±Zaineta.s Erocco,8c Swacben,the onely hauens of this 
Empire are now under the Turkes. 6. The Kings court,vvhich 
is as a wandering cittie: for which his tents, and Pavilions be- 
longing to him , and his retinue covereth no Icfle then ten miles.

The Chriftian faith was firft preached here by the Bumh of 
Queene C^,vvhovvasbapti«dbyP^theDeacon,butnoC 

totally propagated ouer the whole Empire tiU the raigne of the 
£ m /JoJIrahm, anno ^470, vvho in his life ume impaled 
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wherewith they 

thcfeanidesoffaithafliteaiy. They belecue in one God onely, 

acatorofHeauen&ofEar*^ 
God theFtffor; God the ^begotten of his Fa f "fromaU 
Etcrnitie, which tooke humaine fleihe upon him for our lakes, 
dyed androfc again* & God theH^ GhoH proceeding from the 
Father and the Sonne. And this is the Summaire of their belicte, 
towhkhvvee vviUaddherc fome particulars, couching their 
nradtize. They ioyne the old Teftamcnt with the new inluch 
Fo^tbttheymixefomeludaicall, ^ C hrimanCer« 
together. They doe not onely circumafc the Malc,butalfo the I 
Female children on the eightdav : and yet afenbes no fdvauon 
to circumcifion , which they place onely by their faith inlefus 
Ghrift. They Baptizethc Males the Females 80 daicsatter 
thcircircumcifion,ifforncaccidentoffickneue happen not in the 
rneanc time. They rebaprizc thcmfclues every ycare , afvyell the 
aged as theyonge children , uponevery ^tphany day m lakes ,& 
™ndsA>ronound^ 

tbett, of the Serine , and ofthe Moty Gbofi ; becaufe that day they lup- 
pofc thrift to haue bene baptized by lohn in lordan. This cu- 
ftome they haue obferved religiously from their Anccftors, not 
for to dimini Ih or v veaken their firft Baptizme, but to putt e very 
ro an in mindc of the rcmiffion of their finnes. They oVerue the 
adminiftration of the Lords fnppcr under bothfpeaes,afwell the 
Clcrgic as Laymen.They doe nothold connrmation&Extrcamc 
Vndionfora Sacrament,neithcr doe they pra&ize them. They 
celebrateafweUtheSabbath, & the Sunday after the fcfhion of | 
the ancient Chriftians. And this they account thegreateftule or 
the Lavve,that itlhewethus ourfinnesr&bcleeuc vcrchr,that no 
roan can keepc it , but onely Icfus Chrift , who hath fulfilled it 
for usfThey loue well the Saints,and reverence them, but never 
pray unto them.They hauethe Virgin Mary ingreathonourrne- 
vercheleflc they doc not worfhip her, or require her ayd or 
hclpe. Marriagcispermitted afirvell to the clcrgic and Pnelts,as 
to Lay-men. They punifh feverelyall fornication and whore- 
dome. They haue a Patriarch Prefident of their Churches,a man 
ofan approved vertue,grave,excellcndy learned & vveliftricken 
inage Vhofefundionis tokcepe, andconferue the Church 
and Ecdefiafticks in union, to maintaine the Church difciDUne, 
and to excommunicate the rebellious. TheEleaion of Bilhops, 
'' & other Churchmen is onely in thepower of the King. 

CONGO. 

THeKingdomeof Congo>oi Mm Congo is rich and mighty. It 
rcacheth from S.Katherins Cape , vvhichis vvithin two de- 
grees and a halfe of the Equinotfiall , and meeting to wards the 
SouthasfarrcasC^Z^. Itisboundedonthe\^cftvviththe 
tj£tb wpkkpcean , on the South with the hils called Una Uontes 
and the GiJJw,on theEaffe with theMountaine from whence the 
. rivers fpring, which run into the Fountaines of Nil« : and on the 
North with the Kingdome of Bemnm .Thefe Countrys were dif- 
couvercd by Diego Gtn, a Portugal, Anno i48$.and are populous. 
The aire there is very milde and temperate, having never noe 
winters. Neither is the Summer ouer heate or offenfiue to the 
Inhabitats. The foilcaboundcth in all forts of graine,asWheatc, 
Turcky Hirfe, Barly,& ftuitfull trees. In the fields there gro vves 
many kind of Palme trees/ome of them bearing Dates, otbersin- 
dianNutts. There are another kind of P4lww,rrom vvhich they 
make oyle, wine, bread & viniger. They make oyle ofthe m like 
our Butter,vvhich they ufe in their meates, Vn&iens, and lamps. 
The wine they extract by percingthctopps of the trees, out of 
which there ninm a vvhite kinde ofhquour, deare& fteftie : at 
the firft itis fweet,and afterward becomes Iharpc,fo that in ftead 1 
ofVinigcr they ufe it among their "Whit-meates , and with the- ! 
Nuttsot thefe Trees they make bread. Thefe Nutts are like AI- 
mands , but fomevvhat harder. Your CaJSia or Aromaticali 
vvood, and Cedars erow there in abundance.Their Gardens, & 
Orchards are full of all kind of herbes and fruits, *s Pompons* 
Mulke Melons , Cucumbers ,and thelike with diverfe others, 
which grow not under the climates of Europe. They haue in 
fome places atree called E«/*to, out of the braunches whereof 
their Ihootsfbme fcions 3 vvhichhaving touched the Earth,ihoot 
andgrovke up in trees with a great defire of multiplication. All 
this countrie is rich in mines ofmettals:e(pecially of Silver,neerc 
unto thelle of loanda.'They haue agreat number of vvilde Beafts, 
chiefly bfElcphants.They haue a Beaft there,-which the Nauucs 
call Z*fctf,very like aA4«&,(aving in the act of generation,he hath 
ftrangehairc > for from thetoppofhis back dovvne to his belly, 
he hath as it were laces of three colours,that is,white,black,and 
ycllowjbeing ofajuft proportion & diftance one from an other, 
either oftherabeingthree fingers broad. They are very wide, 
and can by no mcanes be tamed , nor made ready for the ufe of 
man. They arc exceeding fvvift, in fo much that the Portugals 
haue a provcrbe amongc them,fce is asfrvift footed as zZebre. There 

arcaifoLyons, Tygers,Bufflcs, vvilde Affes ,\Tolues , Foxes, 



Stages, Hares, Cormies,Apes,Charnalioiis with diverfe kind of 
Serpents & Snakes. Alfo Oxen, Swine, Sheepe, and Goatcs, but 
diey haue neither Horfes , nor Mares for the ufe of man : but in 
ftead of themas^hw witneffeth , they haue woddenWcs 
madeafier this mannen they c0uverthemvvithanOxehide,or 
with a Coathes maifc in the fafhion of a

They 
hafeagreatmanycir^likeour Catts;butarelcffir,frovvmch ^ ^ 
they takcZ^.Moreover,theyhaueabundanceoffoule,& birds hlfiu 
of all kind , efpecially Greene, Gray, and Afh-colourcd Parrats: 
Auftruches, Piacocks,Turckie Cocks,Phefant,Partriges,D ucks, 
Pigions , Ringdoues , Turtledoues, and an infinite number or 

faiall birds, called Bern FifW.. 

ThisKinedome is divided unto fixe famous Provmccs,name- d/wjEm. 
Iy ftirtf , Soige, Stmto, Vango , Basta and Pmba. The Province of UmU. 
BambareacHcthtothe Sea Coaft, from the river AmbruAW »the 
river Coanz*. Misgoverned by diverfe Lords called Mmu. The T>y>™ % 
prime CittietsB4W^, fcated in a plaine , betweenethenvers or 
Uzj, , and Ambriza. The Governour of this Province tepesl his 
refidencie in it, being ahundred miles diftant from the fea. The 
fecodProvwce of thcKtogd^ 

the rivers oiZtaaU Xw^o.Thc Capitall citty is alfo called So/g*, 
where the Governour dvvcUeth. The Province of Sundt, rea- 
chcth from the cittv of Cwigo,v vhich thePortugals now -call Saint 
Saviour unto the river Zaira. This Province aboundeth in diverfe 
kinde of Mettals. The Natiucs prefcrre yron aboue all others, 
becaufcofthat they can make fvvords,kniues, and armes. There 
are alfo Sables , Martines and other Animals afwell as in other 
Countries/The chiefc towne of this Province is ^»^.ThePro- 
vinct of rango bordercth Northward upon Sundt , on the South * * 
upon B4fW,ofi the'Weft upon Congo , & on the Eaft upon Mantes 
Sol*. P4»«isthe prindpall Citty, where theGovernour kcepes 
his abode. The Province of Bttta boundeth on the North upon * »• 
P4ngo, ontheEaitupontherivcrofB^k, andextendethto 
■ Montet Sobs^wd to the foote of the Mountaines Apkronilespnd on 
the Southfide of thefe Mountaines , it bordereth upon the river 
oftiarota even to the burning Mountaine. The chicfe towne is 
alfo calledBtftt , where the Prince kcepes his refidencie. The 
fixth Province is tank* , lying in the midft of the Kingdome , in 
vvhichftands the prime and royall Cittie of Congo 9 novvcalled 
Samtsamttr, but heretofore B4^,wmchfignifieth a pallace, in saint Sr 
which the King or Governour for the moft part kept his Couffc 
It is fituated upon a hill, being about 1/0 Italian miles diftant fro 
the Sea. This Countric is watered with many rivers, the chiefeft 
whereof is Z*m , Springing out of the Lake ofZembre , beingin 
fome places 5 miles broad,carrying with him a great many lefler 
rivers andbrookes,vvhich fall into him & rctaines hisfrelh yva- 
ter fome times ten,at other dmes,vvhen he fv vells^i 6 miles into 
the fea.Thcir boates,and (hipping arc made there with a kind of 
vvood called Itfowi capable to hold 200 men. In this river they 
take Crocodiles , Sea-horfes, andakindofa great filhcaUed AmbUe 
Angub , which weighs 500 pound weight , of an excellent taft, 
atlbone as the filhers haue taken it they muft prcfently bring it to 
theKinguponpaineofdeath. There are befides other rivers as 
LeGmd* (upon which the Royall Cittie of Congo is builtj AmbrU 

P«m£g, makes the lie ofl<wn(<<i, which is plaine without hils. In 
this Uandifyedigg into the ground, when the river flo vves, you 
fhallfindefrcfh-vvater,butifvvhenitebbsfaltvvater.They fiihe ^timilm. 

outofthis water ihells, which goes as currant Money through Jw** 
the whole Kingdome. The rivers are very full of filhe. The Sea * 
makes there many large Bayes, Rdades a and Gulfes. They take 
there abundance of fmall fiihe , which the Inhabitants call Sardi- 
nm % wee Anchieves. Towards winter the Sea Coaft is couvered 
I withthefekinde offiihc,whkh comes thither in whole Ihooles. 
I They haue alfo other delicate fi(he,as Sturgions, BacbilsAndthe 
like, and Crabbs in fuch abundance, that the Inhabitants which 
dwell upon the Sea Coaft make them their ordinary foode. For ^ibmrtami 
the Mountaines , the higheft are called by the Portugals Stem 
Complida , that is , thcLonge Mwntainc, the Chriftall Mountaine, 

I Sierra de Sol,Thz Sunnes-Mountaine, Star a de Salnitre , The Salt- 
peter Mountaine or Mount Cabamba. The natiues , efpecially 
thofc of Bamba are very rail , and as ftrong and nimble as Fencers, T y Confbi* 
\ they are wclllimmed with great Mufcles, & vveare longe two- Mlon \ 0 fU* 
I handedfwores like the S vviflcrs, which they buy of thejPortu- dieso-Man* 
I gals.Thcy haue a delight to cuttoffa mans body in the midft,and ner '« 
I likevvife to chopp of the head of an oxe. Some of them are fo 
* ftrong % that tney are able to carry a velTell of v vine , which 
weighs 5 25 pound upon their armes. Angola is of moft efteeme, 
which not long fincc revolted from their fub je&ion , and allea- 
giance to the King of Congo ; and it is certainly a moft populous 
Province:For in the battaile betwixt the King of this Countrie,

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U I N E A lyeth in that quartt , in 
which the BkofknGa/giminhabiu 
The Inhabitants are called Ghinnks , 
being one of the countries of the 
groes.Thc Negroes are the Inhabitants 
about the River Niger , which run- 
neth through the midft of this coun- 
trie, which after the manner of the Nik fettens , and 
makes the fieldes thereof fruitfulL It fwelleth & over- 
flowethastheNile doth in the beginning of Iune for 
the (pace of 40 dayes , during which time they goe in 
boates, & wherries to vifite their neighbouring coun- 
tries, The grounds being couvered withllime makes 
it exceeding fatt: and fertill for the bearing of come , 
graffe, and all kinde of fruits. Nigh unto this River 
there is a great Plaine, no Mountaines nor hills,but an 

Woods & Forrefts,whichferve as paftures 
to Elephants. There are many Lakes made by the in- 
undation of the Niger. The aire is very healthfull,fo 
that if any man that had the French poxe did- goe thi- 
ther , he would be furely cured . They Tpeake diverfe 
languages , according to their feverall climes & coun- 
tries : they are alfo of fundry religions : in the mid- 
land countries there are Chriftians , Mahumetans and 
Gentils. In the maritimate parts they worihipjldoles : 

oes have three Kings , the Kin 

ga. The 

Gwtotf havea King alfo of their owne, being excee- 
ding black, which they count fcireneflfe. The King- 
dome of Guinea lyeth betweene Gualata, T otnbmm & 
CMeHi , and from the River Niger to the iEthiopicke 
Ocean. v The aire of Guinea is contraric to the nature 
of our bodies. afwell 'by reafonof the diftemper, as for 
the raine which engendreth putrifaftion &vermine- 
Yet this country aboundethin Barly,Rice, Cotcbn,Y- 
vory,Golde,Ghinnie Hennes and Sheepe, and a kinde 
of fpice,which taftes like Pepper, called by the Portu- 
gals Metegnete , and an other kinde oi fpice they have, 
which bites twife as ftrong as the Pepper of CaMctttei 
which the Portugals name PinnenU del Bah , 8c is for- 
bidden to be fould, leaft it (hould bring down the prife 
of the ordinary Pepper. This countrie affordethnoe 
other fruits but Dates, the reft they fetch from GuaU- 
u or Numidia. They have abundance of foure footed 
beafts,efpecially of Elephants, Apes , Monkies, Foule 
and Birds in abundance, principally Peacocks and alh- 
coloured Parrets. The Guinois have neither townes 
nor Caftles , but onely a great Village , where their 
Princes, Priefts, Phyficians and Marchants dwell : the 
others live here andtherein woods , & other places m 
troopes. Neere unto the Cape of Lupus Concho , the 
Natives adore the Sunne , theMooneandthe Earth, 
thinkine it is a great finne to fpitt upon it. They cutt 
their slun rather then facrifice it, then they belmeare 
and paint themfelves with a coloured oyntment , as 
they imacineafine and a pleafing fpe^acle to them- 
felves, but to us an ugly and a gaftly fight. The people 
here alfo account the principal! part ot beauty to con- 
fift in a Hat-nofe,and therefore they prefTe them down 
in their Infancie. They falute their Princes upon their 
knees with their hands foulded,crying one to an other 



FuioMot They live long though given to glutton ^ 
nie and ryot, in fo much , that fome of them live with 
alacrity, & ftrength unto the age of a hundred yeares. 
They drinke not at their meales,but having dined they 
drinke either water or palme-wine, which is not that 
palme-tree that beareth Dates, or Indian Nuts , but an 
other kinde , which diftiileth infappe and juyceatall 
feafons in the yeare^ They pierce the body of this tree, 
and fuck the liquor out of it, till they be drunke, ler- 
ting the liquor of it alfo droppe into a Vefleil , which 
they have prepared for that purpofe : for this liquor is 
more noble & ftronger then any wine one can drinke , 
being of an aflicolour, and called Mignolum : this tree 
dift illing forth ordinarily every day a or three quarts 
or meafures full. It beareth befides 3 forts of Olives, 
an oyle alio which fmells like a Violet, and another 
oyle, which tafts like an Olive, it lelfe that growes yel- 
low like Satfran,where with they eate their meate.The 
moft of their men and women goe bareheaded : lome 
of them covers them with a Cap,made of the barke of 
a tree,or with the (hell ofan Indian Nut. Some of them 
have holes bord through their upper lippes and No- 
ftrils,hanging peeces of yvorie or (hells at them, thin- 
king thereby that this ornament makes them very fine: 
fome after they have made a great hole through their 
upper lippe puts their tongue through it as a fine tricke 
to falute one. They couver their nakednefle and privi- 
ties with the rindes of trees, they weare not onely for 

ufe , but alfo as an ornament and for gay clothes the 
skinnes of Apes , Alpine Mice , oj Mountaine Ratts, 
tyed together with knots of the fame , with a bell. 
They paint one of their eyes with a red, and the other 
with a blew colour : the richer fort of women weare a- 
bout their leggs a ring of yron, fome of copper, others 
of lead and tinne. Finally , they delight wonderfully 
in thefe ill fevored^fottifh fit Barbarous felhions. Their 
Money is gold without any ftarape pi&ure or infcripti- 
on upon it. In buying of trifles or petty things , they 

ufe to give litle peeces of yron. 

When the Portugalls firft failed into thefe Coafts, 
the people hereof tooke their (hips for great birdes 
with white wings : and after upon better acquaintance, 
they could not be brought to beleeve, but that the 
eyes,whicb were cafually painted on the beakes of their 
(hips , were the eyes by which they faw how to dired: 
themfelves in their courfe. Gunnes feemed to them 
for their hideous noife,to be the workes ofthe Devill, 
and for Bag-pipes they tooke them to be living Crea- 
tures: neither when they had bene permitted to feelc 
them would they be perlwaded otherwife but that they 
were the workc ofthe Gods owne hands , fo voyd were 
they of the ufe of reafon. The very Nobles are fo ftu- 
pid, that when they arc in prefencc of their King, they 
never looke him in the face, but fit flatt on their but- 
tocks with their elbowes on their knees, & their hands 
on their faces: and for their greater gallantry they an- 
nointtheirhaire with the fatt of tithes , which makes 
themftinkeabhominably. n , 

The Countrie is abundantly ftored with Gold and 

Silver, very fine aud pure.

The Portugals have here a Citty called Uvotfa, 
built by a Riv«fide , in which they have 700 Fami- 
lies, befides their Bifoop andhis Clergie men. It hath 
a good haven, and isfeated upona fine & a wholefomc 
River. The Sea round about it yeelds abundance of 
fiih,whichinvites them to timing. It is a wonder tofee 
what an infinite number of Whales are uponthe coaft, 
as alio upon all the coaft of Africa. There is in the 
midft of this lie a Mountaine full of trees , ordinarily 
focouvered with clouds, that there comes Ihowres or 
raine enough from thence, to water the Sugar-canes, 
& the higher the Sunne is , the more cloudes encteale 
and are about this Mountaine. The Inhabitants of this

THIS lie was fo called , becaufe it was difco- 
vered upon New yeares day,and therefore ta- 
ken as a prefage of a good yeare , it is fituated 
beyond the iEquator, under the lame South- 
erne diftance, as the former is towards the N orth. It 
is inhabited : but there is excellent fiftiing upon the 
coaft thereof, here arealfo fiying fifties : there area 
great many of Crocodils, and other venomous Crea- Croetdib. 
tures. The Crocodile is in fliape like a Lizard,& fome 
' of them of an incredible greatnelTe : fo great from fo 
fmall a beginning , is more then wonderfull } feme of 
them being above 30 foote long j hatched of Eggs 
nobiggerthen thofethat are layd by a Turkic His 
taile is. equall to bis body in length , wherewith he en- 
foldethhis prey, and drawes it into the River. His 
feete are armed with clawes, and his backe and fides 
with fcales fcarce penetrable, his belly tender,foft and 
I eafely pierced ,• his teeth indented within on an other, 
I having no tongue.but moving his upper jawonely: his 
I mouthfowide when extended , as lbme of them are 
I able to fwallow an entire Heiffer. The Female layes a 
hundredEggs,asmanydayestheyareinhatching, 8c 

as many yeares they live , that doe live the longeft : 
they will devoure and teare in peeces both man and 
beaft, which makes the countrie-people to fence thofe 
places, wherethey fetch their water. By day for the 
moft part he lyethon the land , whe n betweenc. flee- 
ping and wakeing, they write that a litle bird , called 
rw<«/««,doth feede herfefe by the picking of histeeth : 
wherewith dclighted,and gaping wider , the lenumen 
his mortall Ennemy,fpying his advantage , whips into 
his mouth , and gliding downe his throate Uke an Ar- 
row.gnaweth away through his belly ,& deftroyes him: 
for which the Egyptians themfelves gave divine ho- 
nour nnto the lenumen, for the benifite he did them in 
the deftroying of that Serpent. And thus much at 
well for Cuiaea and thefe lies, as for Africa , now let ns 
come to America, or the new found World . 
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Hriflopher Columbus having di- 
(covered to our PredeceC- 

unknowne Coun- 
tries called it India , others for 
the grcatneffe thereof The 
World&oi it is exceeding 
large , &: almoft as great as our 
world: reflembling thefe three 
parts,JB«r^,4/^,and Africa^ 

may ealilie beeieene by theGenerall Mapp, which 
wee haue publifhed of it : It is called America. , from A- 
merictts Vefoufm a Florentine* who was the firft after Co- 
lumbus which diicovered that part ofit, which lyeth 
teyond the JEquAtor towards the Eaft , in which are 
thcRegionof Paria&BraJilia: It isnotknownewhen 
it was firft of all Inhabited. But certaine it is, it was be- , 
fore many ages unkno wne? for that which fome ima- ( 
gine of the Romains,may rather be faid, then proved, 
which opinion by Go/par Varrerius is well refuted: 
fome againe perfwade themfelues , that Seneca being 
tranfported with a rapture , with a Poetical furie and 
Divination fung fomething of it in his Medea.

fo^that helping toiTed up and downe by ftormes, 
wandred here and there out of his courfe , and at Iaft 
was caft upon thefe Countries, and returning from 
thence, arrived in the Iland of Madera , then under the 
Iurifdiftionof Portugals, and feated himfelfe in Africa: 
In which Ile hewly found dwelt then this Chripfher 
Columbus. This Mariner being kindcly entertained by 
Columbus, related all that had befalne himin his vo- 
vage. Columbus being on fire with the newes thereof 
under Ferdinando King oiCaftile& otlfabella his Wife 
with three (hipps undertooke this voyage , An. 1 4 W . 
& bemg the firft of September,upon the Ocean made 
faile 6c difcovercd firft the lies Hijpaniola, Cuba and It- 
maica. Amog the other memorable things which hap- 
nedinthis voyage, after they arrived in the He iamau 
ca he& hismenwerebroughtintogreateextremity 
&daneeroftheitUves^orwantofviaualls.The54r- 

bariam doping by this means to overthrowe this fmall 
Chriftian Armie, from which danger neverth el eiTe, 
hv a notable Stratagem , he preferved himfelfe and his

portunitieofan£rf/^mtheMoone, which appro- 

chednigh, beingveryexpertin 
knewwell,that{heewouidfoonebeEcchpfed: upon 

this he advertized the Iamaick Captaines, that unlefle 
thev did fend him all pro vifions neceflane,that fhort- 
lv thev Ihould be affMed with many great evills, 
W for the confirmation of his faying, that the night 
following, he would caufe the Moone to ^become 
darke. Thefe Barbarians ^hearing this , defoifed his 
rhreatnines, butfeing afterward that it fell out lo,

tothattheMoonebcganbyhtd^andlittletodar-

ken,being frighted & feized upon with feare, rann to 
him and cafting themfelues downe at one of the Ca- 
ptaines feetes gauehim abundance of viitualls , and 
withall oromifed willingly tofupply them with what- 
ioeuer tney wanted. Americus Veftafius a florentineuxi- 
dertooke the very fame difcoverie after him, at the 
charge and fetting forth of Emanuell King ofiPortugalh 
fo that in acknowledgement of his honour &: delerc, 
it beareth to this day e the name of America. 

Now all this new World,rcacheth from the South, 
towards theNorth, in the forme oftwo greatPaw*- 
Infuls , joyned together a litle Ifthmus* or a narrow 
Strait of land. The one is called Northerns America ^the 
other the Southerns The longitude thereof exten- 
deth betweenethe Meridian of 190. to £7* degrees. 

The bounds of the largcnefle thereof to the South- 
war d is the Strait of Magellan, that lies under the 52.de- 
gree:but to theNorthward from the 67.degree,many 
Countries lying beyond that,are yet unknowne to us. 
It hath then on the Eaft fide the Atlanticke Sea , com- 
monly called DelNoort, on the South fide, theSou- 
therne tMagellanick, feparated by a Strait , which run- 
neth bctweene them : on the Weft > thcUMare Pacifi- 
cum> or Del Sun on the North fide it is yet uncertaine, 
whether there be land or Sea. All the circuit of the 
Navigation about it is 3200o.miles , according to the 
opinionofrnanyfldlfullmeni for all the coaft thereof 
haue bin difcovered,faue theNorthemcIn General*, 
this Regionis full of diverfities & varieties. 

At the fiiftityccldethndthcrWine,norWheate,butinftcad Fertility, 
thereof, they ufeda certaine kinde of Pulfe, or a Gt aine with a

growes up by litde & little yeelding, abouc a hundred graines.

It beareth no feede , but 
ftif canes, and ftalkcs full of knotts , having greene leaves like 
hempe. In harvefttime they cleave thefe Canes in pceces,fome 
1. paulmesbrcdthlong, thefe they fettin hillocks, which they 
call Cbmcbes, & cover them with earth, and when they make 
this kinde of bread they take out as many of thefe rootes as 
they hft,though but a few at a time,becaufc they are foonc rot- 
ten. There are alfo two forts of rootes, called Pattaw & Hates, 
almoftofalikeforme,{avingthat thcHaies arelciTe andrnorc fa- 
vourie: thefe they plant alfo, and in ©".Months eate of the fruits 
of them : fome ot them haue a fwcete rdliih , but they ate 
quickiieglutted , and grow wearie of them, and feeing they 
haue butlittle juyce inthem, they caufe windineffc. They haue 
alfo many trees vvhichbeare a fruit like wadegrapcs,their ker- 

nills are covered with a blacke ikin like Bullaces or Sloes, 
which grow in hedges , but becaufe there is a grcate kernel, 
and litle juyce , the narives of the Countrey make no ymc ol 
them. They haue Trees alfo which beare Oliucs : but haue an

The Ptoiiwarcmorelongethcn thick, & the leflcr much bet- 
ter then the greater : this tree beareth broad leaves a Palme in 
breadth and foure in length, in the midft wheteof a branch 
fprouteth out,ftom whence a hundred lcflerP^iw grovy:bue 
if greater, then if. ora few more. Thistree is tender and bea- 



ge th other fpriggs: when this fruite is ripe they gather 1 t,but ne- 
ver greenc&havinghcvven downe the ttee.thcy lay it in ahott 
place : There thefe Platains grow ripe quicklic, & become yel- 
low. Thcyarecovrcdwithapcclc, thethickneflc of the back- 
fide of a knire, aU the reft is a Coare,or a kcrncu,vvhicjus good 
to eate, delicate, wholefomc and good for nounlhrncnt. The 
Pines grow from litle i hrubs of a yellow colour, when they be- 
gin ro be ripe they haue a fwcete odour and an excellent taft: 
Thefe they hold for great dainties , and according to Bau*

Among thereft there 
arc four e (lately Palace j fbr the greateft Lords,vvhich haue the 
Gouvernmenr,& of managing t iblick afeires, built very fum- 
ptuoufly, raifed with Marble tree Stones i and rich pictures, 
vvhich coft an infinite charge. Their Streetes goe right out, by 
reafon that in fome places they nwetecrolTe wife, yet there is 
not fo much asone of them, but hath alittla channell or a wa- 
ter running through the midftof them , with a ftone wall on 
both fides.

The 
ThiTempe* Englilh habitations are certamely upon the beftgtound, and 
rattrc. fweeteft climate in thofe parts, agreeing well with the tem- 
per of our Englilh bodies, being high land , a wholefomc and 
a lharpe aire : and though moft of our Englilh touwncs bor- 
der upon the Sea Coaft , yet are they not often troubled with 
mifts , unwholefome foggs, or cola weather from thefcajfor 
the fituations upon the lea Coaft, which in other Countries 
ate unwholcfome and cold , are otherwife here , becaufe in 
the extremitie of winter, the North-Eaft, and South winds 
comming frpm te fea, produce warme weather, andoringing 
the w arme working of the fea , lbofeth the frozen Bayes,car- 
rying away their yce with the tides , melting the Snow, and 
thawing the ground. And though there comes many lharpe 
Frofts,yet the extremity of this cold weather lafteth not abouc 
two months,or ten wecckcs,beginning in December, and brea- 
king up thetenthdayof februarie, which hath beene a paflage 
very remarkeable, that for ten or a dozen yeeres the weather * 
hath held himfelfe to this day, unlocking his ycic Bayes,and ri- 
vers , which are never frown Jigaine the fameyeare. To arme 
therofelues againft this , they haue abundance of wood , and 
timber to make braue fiers wherewith our Englilh mayc 
Warmc and heate thcmlelues. And for the heate ot Summer, 
it is not fo overhott,but that the Inhabitantsare refreshed with 
the cool* Mies , which commonly blowes out of the fea, and 
the many lpreading trees, w hich with their great leaues o ver-

Thefc marines being rich grounds 
bring plenty of hay , as alfo the broad meddows for the fee- 
ding of Cattell. Befidcs, the abundance of Indian Mm*, there 
growes as good Englilh corneas can be defoed: cfpecially 
RyeOates, barly,andwheate: moreouer, there areTurneps 
Parfoips, Carrots , Radilhes , Pompions , MiilkmUions, Con- 
combers, Onyons, and whatfoeuer growes in England gro- 
wes afwel there. Aifo many pot hearbes , without either 
the art , or the helpe of man , as fvvecte Marioran , Purfelane 
SorreU,PcncriaU,rarrovv,Mirthe,SaxiferiUa, Bayes,&c. and 
abundance of great ftravv-bcrries, fome bein^ tvvo ynches a- 
bout,vvhereofone may gather a bufliell in a fore-noone: Like- 
wife at other times Goofeberries , Bilberies , Ralbernes, 
Treacle-berries , and Currents , Hempe, flax, and rapes, itis 
certainely reported, that there is yron, ftone, black-lead, and 
Sea-coale.

The ordinarie Deare , be much bigger then the 
Deare of Old England, of a brighter colour , more indyning 
to redd, with fpotted bellies: when the fnovv is hard frozen, 
the Deare being heavie finkes into the fhovv , the greyhounds 

and doggs being light, run upon the top , overtake them and 
pull them dovvne : fo that fome, by this meancs haue gotten 
twenty fart Buckes , and Does in a winter. The Ounce a or the 
wilde Catt , is as bigg as a Mungrill dogg. This creature is by 
Nature fierce , and more dangerous to be met with all , then 
any other Creature , not fearing cither dogg, or man. The 
wolues in fome rcfpecl: are different fro m them of other Coun- 
tries,being greater and much like a mungrill, big-boned, Iangc- 
paunched, deep-breafted, having a thick necke and head.prick 
cares, a long uioute with dangerous teeth , long flaring hairej 
and a great bufhe tayle: and yet it was ncverknovvne,thata 
vvolfecver fetcuponaman, or a woman.

They haue Conjurers, andNigromancei^mongthe^^^^te 
theycaU?#tf-mro, betaking themfclues % tf^cWdScfSes, 
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anc&^egromantick charmes by which they bring 
things , if we may bcleeue the Indians , who report 6t one 
fijfactmtvv* > that he kan make the Water burhe , the rocks 
mouc > the trees dance, and metamorphize himfclfe into a fla- 
ming man, all which is but deceptio vifus. But fince the EngUlh 
frequented thofe parts, they daylie fall from hiscolours , relin- 
quiching their former fopperies* & Idolatrie , and acknowlcdg 
our God to be fupreame. They acknowledge the Englifh 
mans God , became they could never yet haue power by their 
conjurations, to damnific the £ngU(h,eitherin body or goods, 
became (fey they) he is a good God , that (ends them fo many 
good things, fo much good corne, fo many Cattle , temperate 
raines , and faire feafons, which they likewiie are the better 
for, fince the arriyall of the Englifli , the times and feafons . 
being much altered in feuen 3 or eight yearcs , freer from light- 
ningh, and thunder, long Droughts, fuddain and tempeftuous, 
dalhes ofraine , and lamentable cold winters. They tooke 
tc firft fhip they faw for a walking Iland , the maft to be a tree, 
the (aile white clouds, and the difcharging of Ordnance, for 
1^ lightninp and thunder. They doc much extoll and wonder at 
the -£ap£h for their ftrange inventions , efoccially for a vrindc 
miU * Which in their eftceme was litle lelle, then the worlds 
wonder , for the ftrangneflc of his whilking motion, and the 
lharpe teeth, biting the corne fas they tcrmeitjintoiuch fmall 
peeces r they where loath at the firft to come neere his long 
Armcs : though now they dare goe anywhere, fo farre as they 
haue an Engliih guide. They arc very kind and loving to the 
Englifh , and loue juffc and upright dealing. The Engliih are in 
thefe tovvnes,and plantations bctwecne Sue and fixe thoufand 
'Inhabitants, whereof they haue fome two thowfand trained 
men, vyith good armcs arid fo 

dinance, and Munition , having bredd there great ftore ofE_ 
glilh Catde, which they prcierue,andkeepe 'fir 'more encreafe, 
returning many commodities from thoie parts into England 
to tic enriching and benefite of the Planters & Owners. And 
thus mud* briefly of this Cotrotrie,colle&edtor the benefite of 
the Reader put of New Englands profpecV 
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HERE are frctti water wells and 
pits , digged but 4 or 5 foote from 
the Sea. The aire is clearc, rnilde , 
moift and reafonable warme. The 
Soileycelding much encreafe , and 
produceth all things in abundance , 
that are brought thither from other 

Countries and parts , & becaufe the heate is not over- 
much , many fruits growe not ripe ; the trees are all- 
wayes greene though fome of the leaves fall of. They 
have a certaine kinde of graine called Maize,of which 
they majce their bread of throughout all the Weft-In- 
dia. It nourifheth and feedeth thofe that are ufed to it 
better then our graine doth, and is much more fruit- 
full then ours: for one graine of it yeelds fometimes a 
pound weight. They fow it there twife a yeare (as they 
doe other graine) once in March , which they reape in 
Iuly,and agaioe in Auguft, which they cutt in Decem- 
ber. One caaftarcely fee there any fignes of fnow 6c 
ycej neither is there any great heate , leing the winde 

blowechwithcoolegales,c6ming out of the Sea the 
whole yeare through, which purges & cooles the ayre 
greatly. Thunder and lightning happens there more 
often then with us in Europe, with more fearefull claps, 
bat doth not fo much harme as in thefe parts. There is 
noe vencmous beafts, not fo much as alpider,but one- 
ly a plant , which growes like beanes , or peafe having 
leaves like a Vine,which hath a venemous quality , but 
is very weake« When the Englifh came firft to inha- 
bits there, this Iland was all decked with greene trees 
and plants 3 fome knowne, others unknow ne, of diverfe 
forts, 5c now it abounds in all fiuitfull trees, which are 

E [anted in it. The Seaand waters in and about it, a- 
ounds with delicate fifh , whereof fome of them are 
not knowne in Europe, There are alfo great ftore of 
Foule and Birds. In the beginning of the yeare , they 
take there a great many Torteifes , which is a great 
nouriftiment to the Inhabitants. The Englifh report , 
that they finde there a plant which grows in the Weft- 
India, called Nxchlj and 7iw4w 5 from which they ga- 
ther Couchenille as in Nova Hifpama and other places, 
though they bring noe Couchenille out of this Hand , 
but a certaine fruit called by the Englifh fpeckle peare , 
which they finde in fuch places , where noe other fruit 
can grow, to wit, among (tones by the Sea-fhore , as if 
it tooke delight in growing by the Sea-water. 

cJW r . Henry May , an Euglim man defcribeth this I- 
land in this manner : The Iland of the Bamudas arc 
divided into many fmall Hands , whereof the greateft 
is not above 4 or 5 miles long,and two mi les &c a halfe 
broad,planted with trees andtiruits of allkindes: efpe- 
cially Cedars and others. In the Southerne part there 
are fome wildeSwyne, but are found to be leane , and 
notfitto be eaten, thereafon is,becaufethis Soile isfo 
hard &drye$ but for other provifions they have abun- 
dance of fi(h,Torteifes and Foule. On the Eaftfideare 
commodious Bayes and havens, where (hips may come 
in and ride of 400 tonne. There is likewifegood fi- 
tting for pearle. Thefe parts are very fubjed to feare- 
full thundrings & lightning , favingin theMonthes of 
Aprill & May, when the aire is exceeding milde, tem- 
perate and pleafant. There is not much frefli water,but 
it is verely thought, that if they digg their pits deeper 
into the Earth , as experience hith taught them , that 
they (hould finde good ftore. 

There is an other difcription made by Sir Thorns 
Summers, who likewife fuffred fhipwrack here , which 



was the occafion, that the Engliih difcovered & found 
out this llland. His difcription is this : the (hape of 
this Iland ((aith he) with the circumjacent, lyes in the 
forme of a halfe Moone,but fome what rounder,being 
divided into many litle lies. It hath diverfe Havens & 
Creekes: yet we found but one, that had a fafe com- 
ming in & going out. At our firft entrance into it, wee 
found but three fadome of water,but within it 6,7,yea 
8 fadome, beinga very good harbour, & commodious 
for (hips to ride in. Wee bound our (hips with our Ca- 
bles fait to the bodies of trees : the entrance is fo nar- 
row,thac it may eafely be defended withCanon ,There 
are plentie of daintie fifli and many Swine, and birds as 
bigg as pigions , which lay their eggs by thoulands u- 
pon the Sea-fhore. Ye find alfo there a kinde of Foule 
which dives to the bottome of the water, whofe e^gs 
differs btie from Henns eggs. There are abundance of 
Herons, and many Torteifes of awonderfullbignefTe, 
and yeeldeth Ipeckled peares-, which hang greene all 
the yeare long upon the trecs,with white and red Mul- 
beries : there are alfo upon them filke-wormes, which 
Ipinne white and yellow filkc, and a kinde of Palme- 
tree, that beares acornes , which taft viery well , there 
alfo they finde orientali Pearle,good & round,as Uke- 
wife Amber, which is much commended. Along the 
Coaft, and upon the fands, ye (hall often fee Sea-M on- 
fters and huge Whales , which might eafely be taken 
here (as in Greenclandjforfromlannarij till May they 

play round about this Coaft. Here alfo growes reafo- 
nable good Tobacco. 

I will conclude with a ftrange accident, which hap- 
ned here in the yeare 16 1 6, of five men, that put from 
hence to Sea in a fmall open boate , which held not a- 
bove 6 tons, and by the admirable providence of God, 
pafled over , the raging Ocean with great danger in 
the (pace of feven weekes: &arrivedlafe & found in 
Ireland. whereof noe man ever living heard the like. 

This Iland tooke its denomination from the firft ^ mfT 
Difcoverer Ubn Barmudas, being alfo called Summer- 
Hand, becaufe Sir Thomas Summers gave a more ex- 
adt relation of them then before had bene: this Hand 
was likewife named LaGarca, from the name of the 
firft Engliih (hippe rhat arived in it. It Iveth ( as the ffMt & 
Mexican Gulfe doth) under the hcigth of 32 degrees, s, te f 
and 2$ minutes,and of 270 degrees of longitude,from 
London about 3 300 Englifh miles, and from Roanack 
to the South Eaitward of Virginia 500 miles. This I* 
land hath 400 (mail lies about it,& lyeth in the forme 
of a halfe MooncThc King of Spaine was once coun- 
celled to fend thether a Colonie under the condudt of 
Harn&ndo Camefo a Portugal], anno 1 5 27 , becaufe the 
(hipping which came from the Havana to Spaine, might 
ftrike faile there, and take in frelh water , by the Strait 
of Barbabam, CM*. Barbotiere a French man , £y reafon 
of his carelefle fayling fuffred (hipwracke there anno 
15 9 3, and fo did likewife Sir Thomas Summers an En- 
glifh man in the yeare 1609 .his fhip ftricking,and bea- 
ting upon the Sands,and his men efcaphig, difcovered, 
andvewed this Hand. Here upon it was refolved, to 
fend thither an Englifh Colonie , who inhabite here 
ftill,and manure the land fo that in the yeare 16 12, 60 
Englifh were brought thither under the conduit of 
Captaine Richard Moore,having bene ever fince from 
time to timeencreafed. This Governourhad three 
yeares time given him to fortifye diverfe places, & to 

furnifh them with ordinance, men and amunition.But 
it fo fell out, that at the firft they were troubled with a 
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multitude of land-Mice and Ratts , which ate up and 

fpoiled the fruits of the Earth , ^Inhabitants too- 
~%L not how to remedied but as they multiplyed& 
encreafed on a fudden.fo to the encouragemeut of the 

new Inhabitancy quickly ^S^Sr^u 
After Maifter Moore , fucceeded Maifter Tucker as 
Governour.he was very diligent & laborious in plan- 
tioeof trees.which he brought and got out of the c.r- 
cuSiacent Hands in the Wett-lnd^s , & alfo tilled the 
grounds well, reaping from them a good eucreafe.and

and the profit of the Owners. This Iland was d. v.ded 
intothreeparts.-fothat every manhad his fhare , and 
ieht few or plant whatfoever he thought beft , asye 
mav fee every mans part defcribed by number m this 
Map. Afterward,in the yeare 1619 Maifter Butter was 
Tent Governor thither with 4 mips which brought a 
Colonieinto it of jooEngliih , and fo the number of 
the lnhabitants.were augmented. This Map alfo de- 
iftrates the circumjacent llands,withtheir names, 
as they are called by the Engliflu

S °Thefe Hands are environned with Rocks , Clifts, Then*- 
Shelves and foule ftonie ground , which makes the en- t>*' <f 
trance into them very difficult and hard, and fo confe- ** 
qnently are very ftrong and invincible. There are but • 
two fate havens without danger tocome into , which 
are well knowne to the Englifh,and ftrongly fortifyed. 
The rocks arefeene every low water, & when it is high 
water , they are not all ovetflowne , becaufe the Sea 
. flowes there but five foote. The Ihoare is ftonie and 
broken,and is made fo hard by theheateof the Sunne, 
thatthebillowesof the Sea makes them not once to Soile. 
move: fothatonecanuotcallitclayorfand, but ra- 
ther of anaturebetwixtthemboth,thatwhich isred, 
is the worft,the whitilh is good, and the browneft clay 
better,bnt that which is commixt with both colours is 
beft of all.

Ex 1 c o giving name to halfe Ame- 
rica is now called Nova Hifpan'u, 
whence the Kings of Spaine ftile 
themfelues Bi/pantarum Xeges. This 
new Spaine is a region of a large 
extent , and is moft inhabited, and 
mannurcd of any province in the 
new-World, beingapleasat Conn- 
trie , and populous. This Region 
reacheth very farre : namely , rrom 
Tarafcoot the River Grw/w leftward , to Saint Michaels Land, 
and Culiacan. It is bounded on the North with New-Granada, 
and other Mexican Countries: on the South with the fhoare 
of Mare Tacificum. It lieth almoft all of it betweene the iEqui- 
no&iallline, and the Tropicke of Cancer : where' there is litle 
difference betweene the length of the daies and the nights, 
which makes it feeme as a continual! fpringe. In the months 
of lune, Lily, Auguft , and September , it raines there almoft 
continually, and the extremity of heate is by the Mifts,Dewcs, 
and fwcete gales of winde, which comes from both the leas, 
cooled, to parallell the heate of the day, 

Quodque die SoUe vtoknto excanduit aftu ; 
Humida noxrejkit>paribufquerejrigerat horis. That is: 

What is by day Sun-burnt, the night retimes, 
Andjufl as much doth cook vv'ttb pearly denes. 
And this is the principall caufe that Tropicus ^fiivusmzyhc 
coramodioufly inhabited , againft te opinion of the ancient 
Philofonhers, & that this Region hath a temperate aire though 

it lie under the torrid Zone. 

It hath many rich mines of golde , HI ver, yron, and copper. 
There is alfo CafsiaFtJluU , andfome fruits , which the Inhabi- 
tants call Cacao , being almoft like Almands, \rhcreof the Na- 
tiues make akinde of drinkemuch defired of them. There is 
alfo abundance of Cottons , and all manner of Fruits » which 

Wheate,Barlie, and pot herbes in abun- 
jull up with their handes , having alfo 
Lettice, Cabidges, f urneps, Garlicke, Onions, Parfley, Ra- 

dimes.Parfiiips, Carrots, Beetes, Spinage, Peafe, Beanes,Pulfc. 
AndforrruitsOregcs^immons^nronsjPcacheSjfomeApples, 

andPearcs,afcwDamfons a abundanceoffiggs,andgreatitore 
of Quince, andPomgranatc-trees, but cherric trees vvil not 
thercThere are alfo Vines which beare grapes,but they 
make no wine of them. They haue alfoOliues , Sugar, and 
Mulberies. In this Countrie is that excellent tree ( noted by 
M'.Heylin) called Metl, which they plant, and drefle, as wee 
doe our Vines. It hath 40 kinde of ieaues, which feruefor 
many ufes: for when they be tender, they make of them Con- 
ferues,Paper,Flaxe, Mantles, MatSjShoocs, Girdles and Cor- 
.X tret of dage. On thefe leauesgrowescertaine prickles, fo ftrong and 
*4mirabb fharpe, that they ufe them inftead of Sawes. From the rootc 

of this tree commcth a juyce like Sirrop whichif jou feeth, 
it will become honey j if youpurifieit,itwill becomefugar: 
you maye alfo make wine and Vincger of it.Therinde rofted, 
healeth hurts Sc fores,& from te top-boughesiflueth a gummc, 
which is an cxcellct Antidote againft poifon.There are alfo many 
other fruits, unknovvne to us, efpecially M*w,vvhichgrovvcs 
there in abundance, and whereof they make theirbread. 

- This Countrie alfo breedeth many kindes of Catde, and 
Beafts: As Sheepe, Bullockes, Kine, Goates, Swine , Horfes, 
A(Tes,Mules, Doggs,Catts, and the like ; Alfo Lyons , Tigers, 
Bearcs, wilde Hogges, Foxes , and other wildc beaits. A lio, 
Stages and other Deere , Hares , and Connies. There isalfo a 
kinde of a beaft of the bigneft of a pigg, which hath his navell 
upon his back-bone : thefe run up and dovync the woods in 
vvhole heards. There are alfo abundance of allkinde of fovyle, 
and birds, as Geefe, Duckes, Indian Turkics,Henns,Quailes, 
and diverfe others, vvhichfor brevitie I will pane ouer. 

This Countrie was conquered by theSpainardsarmom* 
under the conduct of Verdmando torte*; but not .without xhz 
lofTe, & ovverthrovve of a great many mer- Hehadgmen him

as a reward for hisfervice from theEmperour Charles, the fifth, 
the Tcrritoire of Teconantepet , lying in new Spaine : The Mesa- Ti \ e 
tans firft were the Inhabitants of Now GaUicia , whence they 
•nadeaviolent irruption, as is conjectured anno 7 20. They lin- 
red in diverfe places , till the yeare 9 o 2. when under the lea- the J>4- 
ling of Mexi their Captaine they built the Citty of Mexico , and 
called it after the name of their Generall.They were in all feuen 
Tribes, which ruled long in an jfriftoeratkall ftatc , till the moft 
puiuant of the tribes called WavataUas, elected a king, to whom 
they fubmittcd themfelues , and fo had nine kinges , which 
raigned ouer them in Mexico, namely. - 1 • V'tthzjlovitb. z. Aumo- 
piuly. 5. Cb'tmalpapoca. 4. Uxhoalx. 5. Motecumo the firft. <J. Amis, 
j. Axiaca. 8. Antzd. & 9. Motecumo the fecond. Thefe raigned 
Koyeares, to wit , tfipyeares ere the kingdome of Mexico was 
firft fubdued , and taken in by the Cbubimercy. The moft unfor- 
tunate of thefe kings was Motecumo , who in an uproare was 
brought to his end , and fo the royall ftemme of thefe kings 
failed: for he was vanquif hed by lerd'mando QrtC(> and Mexico 
madefubjedtothekingof Spaine 15 2Ll heArmic which Cbr- 
tez. led with him , to conquer this fo puillant and flourifhing 
cftate , confifted of a hundred thovvland Indians , or Ameri- 
cans , poo Spaniards onely, 80 horfe, 17 peeces of fraal ordi- 
nance, 1 j brigandinesjanddooo wherry boates, which he em- 
ployed in infefting Mexico from the Lake. Moft of thefe 100000 
Indians were of the Citty and territory of TUfiaUn , who ne- 
ver held good fide with the Mexicans: for which caufc,thatcitic 
en joyeth many immunities to this day. 

The Spaniards dwell ftrong in thefe parts^having fetled there 
many colonies & plantations , as that of CompofteHa, Olina, ?u- '* 
rif cation , Guadalajara , Mecboaca , Cacatula , Mexico and diverfe Deyifon. 
others. New Spaine is divided into foure famous Provinces 
viz.

The people hereof, that liue upon the fhoare 
feede mo ft on fif he , thoie of the Inland parts on flefh, which 
they take in hunting.Thcy goe for the moft part naked, and be- 
fore the coming of the Spaniards acknowledged no Lord, but 
liued in a Common liberties That countrie which lieth be- 
tweene the two rivers of Piaftle, and 5.

The men are tall, ftrong, 
and a&iue : They fpeakc a moft elegant, and copious language, 
and fecme to be of a very good wit. The chiefc tovvnes arc. Toy*nes. 
i.Sinjbnfexhc refidence of the old kings of this Countrie. 2. Paf- 
cuar. j. Colima. ^Vakdolit a Bifhops Seate. The chiefc hauens 
are Saint Antbonies, and S. lames or 5. lago.

^Ib the knowledge of aU handiecrafts , they are wonderfull 
expert and ikilfuU , cfpeciallyinthe connexing and letting or 
FcaThcrs, 8c the ordering of wilde-bcafts furrs & fkinns : with 
plumes and feathers they knew how to lovve and joyne to- 
«ther, with fuch varicac of colours , thatit is admirable to 
behold, and foinduftrious and laborious in taking this patnes, 
that they wouldfitt atit a whole day vvithout cither eating or 
drinking, to joyne them together with the beft luftre & grace, 
fometimcs in fpending a good whilein looking onely upon 
one feather in the Sun-ihine or fide-wifc , where it and the 
olimps thereof might ftand beft.

it were living. Their moft IkiU is in meltine, where by they 
cancaftthe likenefle of any herbe, that youflxall fee with hdc 
Mcrcn«,bemcenethethingpourttaacd , and thcnaturaU. 
If one confider wei the Citric of Mmso , there was found in 
it both good manncrs,civility , and poUcie: which were m the 
whole land before it was fubdued. And for as much as this Oc- 
tie, was the Metropolis of the Mexican Empire,all forts of people 
refortedto it, cither to dwell there, or to ufc marchandize: yea, 
they had fuch good orders amonge them , that every nation 
dwelt in a place appointed for them, having a market every 
fifthday, wherein they might buy abundance of all wares and 
commodities. Befides, every handiecraft and occupation had 
their fcverall places ordained for them, & no manmightdweU 
vvithin them , but them fclues : whence we may eafcly marke, 
what policie & government they had amonge them in times 
paft. ForasXew^fto»vvitneiTeth,aT6wne or a houfe cannot 
be better governed then when every thing is onkreaui 
its owne pkee appointed > which rule was vvel obferved by 
thefe Indians. Tile moft part of this Citty of late ycarcs vvas 
drowned & periChed by an inundation of waters. This 
Countrie was exceeding populous before the arrivall of the 
I Spaniards , who with their cruelty , and tyrannic , with Thtamtlty 
1 unheardof torments, & tortures in the (pace of 17 yeares flew jT^^r 
1 in this Region , and the other parts of Amerm, fix millions ot MtxicM4t 
them,roftingfome,pluckingout the eyes, cutting oft the armes 
of others, and catting them living to be devoured of wiide 
beaftsias a Spanilh Bil hop, and their ownc hiftories relate. 



The mountam*^^ is of the fame nature 
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Florida was firft difcove- 
red by the EngliJh , under 
the condud df SeLjtian Or 

hot Anno 1467. But after- 
ward was poffeffed by/ok* 
'Ponce a Spanjard iyi7.who 
called it Horida , either be- 

caufe he came firft to it on Eafter day , which 
the Spanjards call Tafcha Fhrida: or elle (as 
M r Heylin laith) QuU floruit erat Xeiio y becaufe 
it was a flouriflbing Countrie , and as it were 
ouer-decked with greene trees , and flowers. 
The Inhabitants call this land Iaftafa. It is a 
very great, and a large province,& is bounded 

ontheEaft with MardelNmhy Bahama, and 

the Ifles Leuc$4s : on the Weft with Jitex*?, on 
the North with 2fo* FrancU , & on the So\ith 
with G&d, lucatan, and Virginia : and by lucam 

Chooteth otit in the forme of an fjlkms, a hun- 
dred thoufand paces , and where it is finalleft, 
and narroweft , there it is not aboue 30 miles 
broad. To the Northward oflbriJa lie the 

Countries of Canada Virgtna , *New Snghnd , 2&n> 
TSletherUnd, drvanares and T$<rva FrancU. 

This is a veiy pleafant , and a fruitfull 
Countrie, abounding with goodly fruits , and 
all manner of provifions,andhatngood quan- 
tity of gold and filver: Smeradds are alfo found 
here, and here are Turftoyfes and TearUs. In the 
months of March & Iune, they fett their*8&*% 
which in three months growes ripe,and is car- 
ryed into Barnes. There growes alfo diverle 
other fruits, as Mulberries , Cherries , Cheft- 
nutts, Grapes, Medlars, and diverfe plummes 
which haue a fbwriCh taft. They haue alfbo a 
kindeofroote there called/?^, whereof in 
time of dearth they make bread off. 

There are here alfo abundance of wilde 
Beaft, as Staggs, Hindes, Goates, Beares,Leo- 
pards, Wolues, wildeDoggs, Hares,and Con- 
nies. There are alio great ftore of foule, and 
birds , as Peacocks, Turkie Cocks, Partriges, 
Pigeons, Stock-doues , Turtle-doues , Black- 
birds , Crowes , and luch like, Befides there 
are diverfe kinde of Serpents and a certaine 
Beaft , which is not much unlike an utfricm 
Lyon , & an other ftrange Jtnknall of the (hape 
of aFoxejwhich hath a bagh,or a pouche han- 



ging uhder her belly , which opens and Ihutts, 
into which (hee whips her younge ones in the 
time of neede, and fo fcudds away with them* 
This Region was for a time unhabited

after he had travelled up and downe this 
Countrie to noe effed: > dyed for very griefe: 
and his AfTociates , and fouidiers were confu- 
ted , and brought to their ends by the fa- 
vadges. 

Mer this lohn XHaulte and his French in the 
raigncofi^4r/pithenineth x 562 madeavoyage 
into Florida , wherein they had noe good foe- 
celTe , nor likewife their Captainc Laudmere, 
who went thither in a fecond voyage, which 
tooke as litle effedtfor the Spanjards envying 
to let the French be eye-witnefle of their rich 
booty, wayed warre with them fo long , that 
they tooke their new built Caft le of Carolina 
from them 5 this warre laftingfo longe , that 
there was not a man left on either lide , to 
maintaine the Quarrell : & Florida was againe 
abandonned Anno 1 567. 

Two yeares 2&ct^ommia^C0trgt^s mder^

Mis part or South Atncrtc4,vvhich 
wasat the firft called (JafieBa del Ore, 
and afterward Terra ftrmjteth very 
narrow limites ; in regard the Audi- 
ence oz Court which onely refidcth 
there , foe the maintenance and dis- 
patch of the Spaniih Fleetes, and for 
the adminiftering of juftice to the 
Marchants , which goe and come 
from Peru , being from the Eaft part 
to the "Weft but ninetie Spaniih miles in length , to wit, 
from the Governcmcnt or Cartagena andPopajan, to CaftiUode 
Veragua, and is in bredth from the Southerne to die Northerne 
Sea, where it is broadcft,but 6omilcs,& in the narro weft place 
bctweene NombredeDiospt Puerto Beb, and the towne o£ Pana- 
ma, but 18 miles. 

This tract of Land is for the mod part rough , barren and 
Montainous,full of pooles,and moorilh grounds, with a thick 
aire,often times having many foggs and Dampes, which arifcs 
from them , which infe&s the aire , and makes it moifte,hott, 
and fidfrie , and therefore exceeding unhealthfull , efpccially, 
from May to November. Neither is this Countrie very friiit- 
full; becaufc it wants many things » f having none or litle Maize 
grovvingin it.

This 
Countrie is pardy plaine,and partly hillic,which for thegood- 
nefle of the Paftures, and confequendy for the abundance of 
Catde of diverfe kindes is much commended. It yeeldeth alfo 
in many places M4it«,like wife found Corne,and other fruits of 
Cafiile. They haue there moft pure gold,and copper. The Inha- 
bitants are wary and craftiein their trading, being doathed in 

cloathes made of Cotton.

length of it from Eaft to Weft , is joo Spanilh miles, 
the bredth 15 , and in fome places alfo twentie miles. 
The Trofiicke ef Cancer cuttethit in two. 

Thole triuch haue feene this Iland „ compares the 
forme of it to a Willow le^fe ; becauie it Ueth much 
more in length then in bredth. It hath a temperate 
climate, but is fome rimes coldrfh. The Soile is very 
fertile, producing brafleof excellent perfe&ion, but 
gold fomewhat droflie. There grbwes much Rubia 
Tw&orum, orWoad. It abounded} alfo with Ginger, 
Caffia, Mafticke , Aloes , Cinamon , Sugar, and hath 
of fle(h,filhe andfowlenofcarcity. The peoplehere 
are prohibited the eating of Serpents, as a daintie re- 
fcrucd for the higher powers. In the Woods are many 
wilde-fwine, bullocks andkine.There are in this Iland 
fixe townes , whereof the chiefeft are Santiago* na- 
med fo from lames de Valafco> who foundediit , and is 
aBiihops Seate.Andifri^iw the fafeft rode for (hips in 
the whole Iland, &nd a ftaple of marchandize. Here 
ride th the King of Spaines Na vie , till the time of the 
yeare, and the conveniency of the winde joinc toge- 
ther, to waft them homeward to Spaine. Heere lie 
likewif e fome Gallies, to fcowre the Coaft from their 
Ennemies. This towne is feated upon the Northerne 
fhoare. The lelTer townes are Saint chrifiefher , and 

S. Trinidad. 

. This Hand hath many gold-ytelding Rivers > with 
frelh and delicate waters 3 good to drinfce. There are 
alfo many frefli and /alt water lakes , of which they 
make good ftore of fait. It is a rough , a high and a 
mountainous Countrie , out of which much gold is 
digged. 

In this Iland notfarrefrom the Sea fide* thcreisa 
hilljout of which there flowes pitch , which is ufefull 
forthe tarring of (hips* Gon^aks d 'Ovtedo writeth of 
an other ftraunge wonder in this Iland* which is , that 
there is a Dale, lying be tweene two hills , being about 
two or three miles in length* which the Ancients ( as 
thofe of Langnedoc did) called Stone-felde, where they 
finde ftones as round as a ball, and are fo circle-round 
by nature , that a Turner ( if they were wood ) cold 
notpoffibly make them rounder , being found here 
in fuch abundance, that they ballace (hips with them. 
Zhe nature The Natiues in this 1 land before the Spaniards ar- ' 

ntt^y rived herc > were in P aft contented with what 
inhabitants, nature afforded them,andliued like Tenants in com- 
mon : money not beingknownc amonge them , thev 
neither quarrelled for it, nor were troubled with

that covetous defire. They liued among themielucs 
without lawes , and if any had tranfgrefled or offen* 
ded , they didjuftice , as they where tought by the 
law of Nature. They went forthemoft part ndced, 
having feldomc a garment of Cotton aoout them. 
They obferved a ftrange cuftome at their marriages; 
for the Bridegrome lay not with his bride the nrft 
night > but if the Bridegrome was a Land-Lord , an 
other Landlord muft lie with her that night, if a mar- 
thant* a marchant , if a pefant his Land-Lord (hould 
cdriiute him and doe him thisfervice. Huibands fot 

a trifle turn'd away their wiucs, if they liked theta not, 
but the wiues for no caufe whatfoeuer muft forfakc 

their hulbands. The tnen are much giuen here to 
lecherie , and luxurie. When chrijiofher Columbus & 
the Spaniards tooke in firft this Ilahd , it was very po- 
pulous, & well inhabited, but is now inhabi ted onely 
•y the Spaniards : the moft part of the Inhabitants 
being familhed for hunger , dead With over labouring 
thtmfelues, many of them confumed , with the Spa- 
nilh poxe, andthoufands of them made away by the 
Spaniards; The rttnhant were font into New Spaine t 
after that Cortez, became mafter off it : fo that now 
there are fcarce any of th e ancient Natiues living in it. 
Not farrc from S. T rinidad, were the Lucaie , aboue 
46oin number,which glorie in the matchlclTe beau tie 
of their women,and mourne for the lofle of a million 
of the Inhabitants, murdred by the Spaniards. 

The Natiues called this Iland heretofore Haitie, &: 
£mfi]Heia> afrer-wardsitgottthenamcof Cifangh but 
after being difcouered by Columbus , it was in honour 
of the Spaniards named HiJbanioU * lamenting now 
thelofTc of three millions of her Inhabitants , mur- 
dered by her new matters pf Sfaine. It was like wife 
called aS*. Domingo, in whole honour they built there a 
towne, whichis the Metropolis qvlcx the others. Itisih 
compalTei4oo miles, and 500 in length, the bredth 
being according to the promontoires , and Capes fome 
rimes more and fome times lefTe. Peter Martyr calleth 
it , The mother of all Jlands* The middle of this Iland 
lyeth 30 degrees from the JEquinottiall line. Towards 
the North it (hoots out fomewhat long, from whence 
it growes larger, and fpreadcth out further from Eaft 

to Weft. It hath a temperate aire , which makes the 
trees to be al waics greene* and flourilhing, very fruit- 
full and pleafant. The Sugar- Canes are greater, and 
fuller then in other places, for one fugat Cane hath 
filleth 20 & fome times 3 o meafures , yea the fertility 
of the foile for tillage is fuch , that here one corne 
yccldeth a hundred fold. Bcfides, this Ilahd produ- 
cethCaflia, Ginger, Mafticke, Aloes, Cinamon y Su- 
gar, Amber, and rich mines of gold, and ill ver, with 
diverfe minerals , efpecially Afcurc, and abundance 

ofialt. 

Before the arrivall of the Spaniards there were 
but three kind of foure footed- beaft's in this Iland, 
fince it is exceedingly ftored with all kind of foure 
footed Beafts, brought hither from other Countries, 

o. X fothat 
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w mat now there arc an incredible number of fkins : 
andhides (fcrwhichthey kill their catdc) tranfpor 
ted from hence by ihipping into Spdne. 

There are many townesinthislland, thechictci 
whereof is SaintDomingo taken fcranfackt by P.Fran 
tis Drake 9 thzt famous & braue Sea Captainc An. 1585. 
Ic is Tea ted upon themouthof thcrivcr Ozama. Here 
the Kings Gouvcrnourholdethhis refidencie, being 
alfo a Bifhops Scare. The other townes are ifabeUa. 
S Thome which was taken in &plundred by Wil- 
ier Rawleigh ,S.Iuan, iMetuma , Fort* di flat* , Porto 
del Bey, Cma*a,Xaragua,md&vct(e others. 

. There are alfo in this Band , many rivcrs,Lakcs, « 
Fountain es abounding infilhe: but the Principall ri- 
vers which yeelds the Inhabitants moft profite and 
delight, fattens thefoile , andenriches aU the foure 
quartersof the Countrie: viz. u J***,theEaft. z.Ar- 
tihinnacus, the Weft. 3. Iacchm, the Norths and 4. Na- 
thus* the South : all fourc (bringing from one Moun- 
taine, which ftandcth in the very midft and Center 
of the Countrie. 

There is alfo in Brno* a huge lake, called by the In- 
dians Haguiagabon and by us tMtre C*fpi*m>fr though 
it encreaceth much by the confluence of many rivers 
andwaters which runns into it: yet Hathitncutran 
outlet ; but is fwallowed up through fomc fccrci 
whire pit under the Earth , and it is very probable, 
that there arc fome chaps , and holes through the 
Spunete Clifts and Rocks which lye about it , which 
drawes the fea water to it, the likelier becaufe there 
are many fea-fifhc taken in it , and thatthewatcrs 
thereof are brackifh and faitifh. There are befides 
this fome other finallcr fait lakes,and befides an other 
great river, having brackifli water, notwithftanding 
the many frcft rivers which falls into it.

THc Hand of Margarita or Pearle-Iland is otherwife 

called Cnbagna,i$ fituatc ncere unto CaftellaAurea. Grmt. 
It is 1 o leagues in circuit, and lieth ten degrees and a 
halfe from the Aquinoftiall line. It is deficient in 
Cornc, grade, trees, and water: in fo much that if 
the People , by rcafon of the contrarinefle of the 
windc, cannot get frelh water from the continent of 
C#»^»thcywouldgladly change for a bucket of wa 
teir, a bucket of wine. The abundance of Preciou- 
ftones, makethfomc amends for thefe defc&s 5 from 
whence the name of Margarita is impofed upon it : in 
cfpeciall it yeeldeth thegemmes, which tncLatinc 
writers call Fniones\ becaufe they alwaies grow in cou- 
ples. Nulli duoreperiunturindifcreti ( faith PlinierJ unde 
nomen Vnionum > fciUcet Komma impofuere delicto. There 
are abundance of Connies , fifhe and fait ^nd excel- 
lent fitting for 'pearles. The Inhabitants are of a fwar t 
colour , having litle haire, and the moft of the men 
without beards: they are wilde, and lavage. They eatc 
the oy fters out of which they take their pcarlcs. 
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He Government of Venezuela 
upon the Coaft of TerraFirma, 
hath on the Eaft fide Nova An- 
daluzia, on the Weft the Go- 
vernment of Mia de Ix Hacha * & 

Saint {Martha* being counted 
130 leagues betweene thefe 
two Governments, 

The Soile is very fruitfully 
producing great ftorc of graine , becaufe in thefe 

;arts they fow, and reape their corne twife a yeare. 
Tiey haue here alfo abundance of Catde. It fiir- 
niflieth the neighbouring Provinces , with Corne, 
Bifcuit,Cheefe,and Bacon , and alfo Cotton- Linnen.

But about the HaUen of Guayra within the Confines 
of Caracares , they haue many Bullocks hides and 
much Sazzapari/la. , Here is excellent hunting for all 
kinde of game, &: rhe river of War a abounds in fiflie. 
Which is the Cauie, that the Natiues haue had great 
warres one with an other for the maft erie of this river. 

There arealfo in this quarter mines of 
great Province: was by a ContraftgiuenBy thci?«f^- 
rour Charles the fifth to the Velfm of ^Aufbnrg anno 

152,8 to conquer,who fent thither their fubftitutc Go- 

vcrnours. This Countric in every place was full of 
Deare , and game : when the Germans tooke upon 
them firft this government, they fought no t to people 
it, but onely to make a prey of it , info much that tnis 
Countrie was ahnoft difpcopled of its Inhabitants, 
the Spaniards being jealous , and diltruftfull added 

fuell tlio this fire. 

This Province was named Venezuela , that is , Litle 
Venice, becaufe that wh en Alphonfo de Ovieda , firft dis- 
covered it Anno 1495. he foundinit ahabitationof 
the Indians , whofe houfes were built in the water 
upon high piles, ftroke in cloffe one by another, fo 
thai they went from one houfe to an other ou er wod- 
den bridges, and fo into the maine land. This Go- 
vernment is exceeding great & vaft, but chiefly with- 
in the Continent, contayning many grcatandlarge 
jJiyifim provinces,as Curiane > Cmcas i Caraca* i Bariquic'meto> t TU' 

-cuyo. ThisCountrieisverywellfeatedfortradingjby 
reafbn of the great Lake of Maracaybo , which run- 
neth farre into the Land : for twife a yeare there fares 
from hence many fmall vefTells , laden with mcale, 
Bifcuit , and.other Marchandize,amongthe which 
they haue good Tobacco , Hides of Beafts , Waxe, 

ana fome Gold. 

The Spaniards inhabite here in thefe parts eight 
townes, whereof Coro is accounted the chiefeft, lying 
under the height of eleuen degrees to the North- 
ward of the MquinoQiall line. It ftands in a good aire, 
bu t being fcated in aplaine, wants riversandfprings, 
the Countrie about it beingjfcll of hills. This Towne 
Anno 1595 was fiirprized by theEnglifh, and burnt. 
The Indian call it Coriana. Thereis aGouernourin 
Coroy and the CathedraleChurch is under theDio- 
ccfTe of the Bifhop of S. Domingo. It is fo healthfull 
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Carvelleda, lying in the Province of Catracas 80 lea- cH^ltd^ 
gues to the Eaftward of Coro. It hath a dangerous,and 
a bad hauen. 

Vpon the Sea Coaft the Spaniards haue a Fort, 
as ye goe to Saint logos 3 which is commonly called Ca- 
racas. It ftands upon a hill , as high as the topp of 
Teneriffe, the Sea under is very cockling,and high, in 
fo much that their is ill landing, but onely in a fmall 
crecke, right under the forr. The Thrid is Saint Iago s. de 
de Leon , lying in the fame Province of Carracas , being 1 ww - 
feuen miles within the Countrie, and three leagues 
Southward from CarveUeda , 7 o from Coro , and as 
much from T tmyo: the Govcrnour of this Province 
keepes his refidencie heere : This towne was likewife 
taken in, and plundred by the Englifh Anno 15 $$. 

The fourth is Nova Valentia , lying 6 o leagues from a»*4 v 
Coro, and 25 from Saint Iago de Leon , and feuen from Untu * 
Burburata. 

The fifth is Neva Xeres , feated 1 5 leagues to the N*y* 
Southward of Vdkntia, and 10 from Nova Segovia, Xtr "' 
and 60 from Coro, being lately built, 

Thcfixth is NovaSegovia y lying within the Coun- 
trie, upon the river of Bariquici iw^.The Inhabitants « 
liue here for the moft part upon breeding of Cattle, 
and felling of Mar chandizc . It ly cth ao leagues to the 
Southward of Xeres , & to the Eaftward of Coro 80. 
Juan de VMalegas was the firft that planted a colo- 
nieinir. 

The feuen th is Tucuyo , bearing the name of aval- rw«>#, 
ley, wherein it lies , and is 50 miles from the (ea, and 
8f fromOw. There arc there fome fiigarmakcrs, and 
much Cotton gathered , there is alfo here fome gold, 
and abundance of wilde bcafts. 
' The eigth is rr»x/&, otherwife cdled iVi^?r* 
noradela Paz,, being in the province of Cuicas, lying 
almoft 80 miles to the Southward of Coro* & 2 5 from 
Tucuyot and 18 leagues to the Wcftward of the Lake 
LMaracaybo, having a village upon it , from whence 
they bring meale , Gammons of bacon, bifcuit and 
other commodities , which are tranfportcd from 
thence into otherparts of the Weft~Tndic* There is 
an other habitation called Lagunna* lying upon the 
Coaft, 40 leagues to the Weft-ward of Coro, towards 
Capodelavela. There are many wilde bcafts, cfpccially 
ofiierce Tigers , which by night come to tcare & de- 
vouremeninpeeces. 

The Golfe or Lake of Maracaybo runneth fortic 
leagues into the Countrie, being 10 leagues broad, 
and 80 in circuir. It flowes and ebbs, and is fubj c& 
to ftormes as the fea is , & by reafon of the many frefh 
water rivers, which runn s into it, the water is reafona- 
blegoodtodrinke; at the end of this Lake their is a 
river, which cometh out of Nova Granada , along the 
which is great commerce & trading. About this lake 
inhabite the people called Pocabuyes and Alcohela- 
das, which had once great ftorc of gold. 
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The Havens , Capes and Heads of this Govern- 
ment, as alfo the Hands , berinn firft ^* r ?£ 
pana. The Vrchil* is an DancTlying ouer gunft the 
river Oynare, and an other befides namedin Spaniin 
BocoadelosJpos. Here beginns the Cape of Order*, 
and the haven of Flefchado : Alfo 

lite to it is the Hand called Des Antes* Alidefarther 
lies the Haven of Burhurata , where there are bait- 
pannes, andahabitationof Spaniards. 

Sixe miles within the Continent , lieth the fweete 
lake of Tocariqua , next unto this lies upon the Sea 
Coaft Golfo trifle , and ouer againft it Bonayre, hkewiic 
<Me Sen , and right ouer againft ic thcllcof Curacao, 
upon theNorth fide whcreof,there is good anckorage 
for (hipping : a litle further to the Wcftward lyeth 
Curacante, and ouer againft it CaPoS.Roman, and then 
the fie ofAmb*. Thcfe three lies Curacao , Bonayre, 
and Arubam inhabited by the Indians , which are 
become Chriftians. Thereisin this Hand a certainc 
kindc of Red-wood , whereof the Dutches fetches 
much of it. S. tomans Cafe foooteth out zo leagues 
into the Sea, the Countrie about it is plaine, butin 
the midft thereof there rifes ahigh mountaine,which 
isfceneagreatway offinextthis lies Golfo deVenecuel* 
and the river tMetare with the threcllands called Los 
Monies. Then Capo de Cequibocoa> i.3aia,Ronda,*n&l . 
Delportcte, andlaftly Cabo de le <veU , lying under the 
heigth of n degrees, and x8 leagues from the river 
laUacha. The Germans mentioned before were min- 
ded to haue built here a towne, Anno i y 3 b ut when 
they faw that it was a plaine Countrie without any 
WUs,barJ^>withoutfruit,anddcftimteofrivers,that 

the Natiues ate no tftfefe* > *>nt lined one y upon 
M ^ _ and filhing, and in ftcad of bread ufed to 
eatc the feedes of hcrbes,defifted from their purpofe, 
notwithftandingh under this Cafe there is a very 
coodhaven,andafirmcfand.

the leaft figne of gold. Nccrc hereunto lyeth a place, 
named Nueftra Sennora de los remedios , a thoufand 
paces from thefea,uponafinall hilL Here they finde 
gold, and precious ftoncs and haue many fait panns. 
N*v*sAv mva^Andahfta , licth to the Eaftward oZVcne- 
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***** <u*«« likewife called Pari*, 
trie, not yctwelknowne, in which there is a great ri- 
ver named Oronoque. Cumana, is likewife compre- 
hended in this province, and is a finall towne , lying 
upon the (?#of Cariaco.Kight ouer aganftit lies the 
famous Saltpanns of Puna deKjlraya, the which after 
they lay open many y eares for eueric man , cfpecially 
for our Nation, were of late y cares fliut up by the King 
of Spainc, and a Fort made upon the entrance into 
them. The Spaniard haue here a ftrongc towne , cal- 
led S. Thomas, lying upon the river of OronoqueMach 
difchargethhimfelfe into the feawith manymouths 
and oudetts , which towne was takenin fomeyeares 

fince and pillaged by S\ Walter ifowi?/£,a famous Sea 
Captaine , who was executed for it. The Spaniards 
W er ealong time eerthey difcovered this their deh- 
red Guiane , or Dorado. Many finall Hands lie upon 
this Coaft, whereof the principaleft is S. Margarita, 
difcovered firft by chriftopher Columbus , anno 1498. 
It is h leagues longe , and fix broad, a very fine and 
a plesuant lland, well inhabited, lying fix or feuen lea- 
ses from the continent. Betweene.this Hand, and the 
maine land,are two finallllcs Cubagua , and Cocke. But 
Margarita is much commended for the many pleafant 



Trees, pafturcs , and the abundance of Mfce which 

* Tfcere are alfo two townes belonging to the Spa- 
niards, onehes upon the Coaft with a Caftle, where 
Sc Go vernour holds his refidencie. The other is fea ; 
ted two miles within the Land. Vj^ttoNoriiiac 
of it therearefomeShelues, andlmaUIles called los 

TeJl & Countrie men report , that diis Hand hath 
very high land,on both ficfes is full of hills , & craggie 
clifts : S> that ot it felfe , is not able to feede the Inha- 
bitants! Thereisan exceUent fiftiing under this Hand 
forPearlcwhercupon themoft of thefe ^ndersliue. ^ 

They haue here many Canev wr, which putts them 
into the fca, whg they fifte for thefe pearles/This they 
doeby Blackes,orMoores , (which are excellent Pi- 
vers) bought for flauesat CapoVerdein Guinea, &: An- 
aoU, and are brought thither , where they diue and 

fwimme , and are kept a long time under water with 

great cruelty. , „ . , 

The Indians out of good wiUlet the Spaniards come 
into this Hand, & (ho wed them this ineftimabletrea- 
fure of filhing for pearles, litle regarded by them ; tor 
which the King of Spainc declared them a free 
peoplc,&forhisfrends, and Allies , which didmake 
ihem much affeft the Spaniards. Butatthisprefent, 
this taking of pearle is come to nothing: to that 
this Hand is likewife forgotten. ^ 

The Continent of 2(£v* ^indalufia beginneth at 
Cape de Satin* > and reacheth to Punta d^raya, where 
there is good Saltpanns. There lies a lake of felt wa- 
ter not tarre from this fhoare , well knowne to the 
Netherlander. In the Countrie round about it 
there arc many Deare , Staggs , and Hindes, Pea- 
cocks , wilde Swine jHares , and Connies, likewiie 
harmefull creatures , as Serpents and fierce Tigers- 
The chiefeft province is Cumana, lying ouer againft 
S. Margaritas lland,it is full of ftrange beafts,ealled by 
the Indians Caimannes , and by the Spaniards Lagan- 
tes i in fhape much like unto a Crocodile. 4 » 

A litle aboue Cumana there runnes an arme of the 
fcainto the continent > called Golfo di Cariaco 3 the In- 
habitantsroundaboutitarefevage,wilde andgoe na- 
ked, which notwithftanding when theygoe to warre, 
they caft a mantle about them, &adorne theirheads 
witnbraue plumes of Fhcathers. Vpon their feftivall 
dayes they belmearc their bodies with a kinde of f aft: 
cleaving lime , and then cleaues fine feathers upon it. 
They fhaved themfclucs aboue their eares, and pull 
the naire from off their beards and chinns. Black 
teeth was in great requeft amonr 1 

gott by eating of an hearbe. 
The Maid 
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countand efteeme of their virginities. They loued 
I to haue thicke calues on their leggs , and therefore 
I ty ed them hard about with a lace,or a band, that they 
might fwell and gro we the bigger. The women couer 
their nakednefle do wne to their knees , and liuerea- 

fonablc honeft , andchaft, being in the power of the 
hufband to punifh adtilterie. The chiefeft of them 
may marrie many wiues , which they giue to their 

gefts,that comes to vifi t them, to abufe them as often 
as they lift, and takes it as a curtefie from them. Their 
~***fin> are taught to fwimme, leape, and caper , and 
are not long in childbed. They bindc their childrens 
heads with laces of Cotton, that their cheekes may e 
l>s finall and leane , and not fatt and thick , whiph 
tjjey hold for an ornament. 
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N the defcription of this Province, 
the firft thing that weemeete , with 
is the defcription of the River of the 
Amazons \ the Countries lying Eaft- 
ward,thcn thofe which lye betweene 
this River and Oronoque , and laftly 
the River of Oronoque it felfe. This 
exceeding large and mighty River, is called by the 
Spaniards SJmnde los Amazon**. The % Mouth of this 
River is very large,fome % 6o,others 5 o leagues, and 
runnes with fuch a violence 3c noife into the Sea , that 
it rctaineth its frefh water many miles within the Sea, 

cfpecially io the ray nie times and feafons of the ycare, 
for then this River iwells and rifes exceedingly,which 

happens commonly betweene September and March. 
The wefterne nooke of this river lying upo the heigth 
of two degrees and a halfe of the /Equator , is called 
Cape de Nerd. The exadeft Mappe , which hath bene 
made hitherto, is that which makes Sapenov to lye $0 
minutes to the Sontbwardof the iEquinodiall t and 
right over againft it to the Eaftward the lie of Coaria, 
and to the weftmrd of the faid River a litle above Se- 
feniw. lyes a litle River North ward,called Anew* , 6c 
to the Southward Paricores, two habitations of the Sa- 
vages, and to the South-eaft ward Arrow* it felfe : but 
on the weftfide almoft under the line , is an other Ri- 
ver, which makes a triangular lland in the very mouth 
of it, where the Village of Mature* lyes , & a litle f u r- 
thctii^thchnd 9 Soal^&Anarcapreci 9 and over a- 
gainft it South Baft {he He of Sapanapeedt, and Matiana 
rig;ht under the line, and to the Southward of the line 
within halfe a degree,the He of Coropekpy. A litle fur- 
ther up this Kiver under the height of a degree to the 
Southward of the line , ye come to an other of 
this River, where there are many habitations of the 
Indians , as Aropoya, Corpopfy, Capitan&hich in an other 
Mappe are called Wayecorpap, Manneiibi, Corpappt* and a 
litle further Matorion and Human two habitations of 
theSavages* The Inhabitants in winter time dwell in 
trees for feare of inundations, making on them many 
Artificiail Villages, and ranges of building. The Ne- 
therlander built upon the mouth of this River a fmall

In the Mouth of this River there lyes anlleland cal- 
led Cenney-ile under the heigth of a degrees , and 45 
minutes* Thirty leagues to the weftward lyes Cram- 

{^oere^ot Campapoori^ feme call them,being many lit- 
e Hands. From thence to the wcftward,as farre as the 
nooke of the Bay , and River of Wiapoco , ye come to 
many Rivers. Mu Harecourt placeth in this diftance 
thefe places, Arrapoco y ArawaryMcary^ Conamny & Caf- 
fipurog : the River Arrikary lyeth under the heigth of % 
degrees : the River Wiapoco lyeth under the heigth of 
almoft 4 degrees Northward, being at the Mouth two 
fadome deepe. The Indians there abouts are of the of- 
fpring of the layos or Cepayav , though others thinke 
, they come from the Arwacca*. 

The fituation of this Countrie upon the Sea-coaft 
is very unhealthfull : this River hath many fells of wa- 



ter, the one higher the other lower , which one can 
hardlvhetup,eipeciallyintheMonthof Auguft. U- 
pon the Northweft-fide of this ri ver,ly eth the Mdnn- 
taine Gomeribo, at the fbote whereof growes Tobacco, 
Maize, Cotton-trees , Annoto-trces,Vineyards,5c lome 
other plantations. On the North-fide of this River 
lyerowesof veiy high hills, reaching unto the River 
of Apurw*c*,thc Soile being good to plant Tobacco in it. 

The Seafons of the yeare uponxhis Coaft,& in this 
climateis differing, for in the Orientall pacts of Guya- 
ft*,next the Amazons ,it beginneth to be dry weather in 
Aujguft, which they call S uramer,& the winde & raine 
which makes their Winter beginneth in Februarie. 
But in the wefterne parts , which lye towards the Oro- 
noque, their Summer beginneth in October a and the 
raine and winter in Aprill. There are litle difference 
betweene heate & colde,becaule thefe Countries lyes 
lb under the 2Equino<ftialI,and that the dayes & nights 
be of an equall length. Thefe people make no dmfion M***#*< 
or calculation of times & numbers , but reckon by the 
Moones, as 1,2,3 Moones, &c. And for their dayes » 
they count them from one to ten , and then backward 
from ten ro one againe : and for the better cxpreffion 
oftheirmindes , when they tell 20, they put up their 
fingers & lay their hands upon their feete. When they 
promifle to pay any thing within the fpace of certainc 
dayes, they will give one a litle bundle of fticks of the 
feme number, which they kecpe, and every day till the 
appointed day be expired , will take away one ftick 
from the bundle,till they have the laft,6c fo they know 
their promifled time is out , and that they muft kecpe 
, theirpromife and pay their Creditours. Thejr are of 
noe Religion, yet make they great account ofthe Sun 
and the Moone , but never adore them , norfacrifices 
any thing unto them,unleiTe they ufefome fuperftirion 
in their Srunken Feafts. For when any of their Cafi* 
^x,Captaines or fiends come to die, they keepe a fo- 
lemne teaft for 3 or 4 dayes , or as long as their drinke 
lafts ,paffing that time away in dancing , leaping fie fin- 
ing: in which vices they put done all other Indians , 
ng him for the braveft fellow, who is firft drunke, 
now while the men be a drinking , fome woemen of 
their neefeft kindred of the dead , makes a houling 
noile, and cry : and th'isls their kinde of fuperftirion. 
Sure it is alfo, that their Priefts or Sooth-fay ers which 
they terme Peenios , have fometimes conference with 
the Devill,whome they call Wattip* 3 and are often de- 
ceived by him : ne vertnelefle they hate and feare him 
exceedingly , and fay he is the evill one, and not with- 
out caufe, tor he oftentimes beates then black & blew. 
Afterward wee found, that they worihipped likewife 
one Tamauco, who as they fay dwells above , & governs 
all thing. They beleeve that the good Indians after 
theirdeathgoestoHeaven,whichthey call Coupe, 8c 

that the wicked difceud downewards pointing to the 
Earth,which they call Soy. If any of their Paciguesov 
chiefe men dye , if he hath any Slaves or Prifouners , 
they will likewife kill them , if not, one of their for* 
vants^lv ch muft ferve him in the world to come. 
The qualitie of the land in thefe quarters is di verfe 
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S'lSS places thefe low grounds

There is 
alfo a kinde of hempe ornaxeof great nfe, being .al- 
ias fine as filke, and is cxceUent good to make bn- 
nenof. They have there lingular Dyes , whereof one 
is called ^/•,aredberrie,whichbeingprepared& 
ufed as it ought , dyesagoodOiange-tawnie colour: 
there is likewife a certainc Gumme taken from a tree , 
which dies a good yellow, and there are fome leaves of 
atree,which dies afcarlet,oradeepc red colour, and 

likewife fome kinde of wood , whereof the one dies a 
purple and the other a yeUow. Here are found alfo 
precious ftones,as Iafpes, Porphyr,Sec. Finally , here 
growes good 7Vfow , and great hopes of finding rich 

The River CrMoque feparateth Ngv* Aahkfu from 
Gtnuu, & was called heretofore by the Spaniards Orel. 
Una. The Spaniards and the Englilh report ftrange 
things of this River, thinking that loneinay faileup it 
toGMenGigm, and the Cittie of lUnto , being the 
steateftof America, yea as fome relate of the World 
too. But this paflage hath coftthe Spaniards manie 
men,8c much money to fearchit out , but all in vaine. 
The head of this River beginneth firft in Nuevt Rejno 
de Granada x and is there called tmfm : the mouth of 
this River lyeth under theheigthof 1 8 degrees , and 
<o minutes. Upon the feme alfo lyeth the Province 
^w4J4M 4 rich in golde,but hatb a low fite. The waters 
and Rivers which runne through Moorilh, and filthie 
places are reddilh,being full of a finall venemous beaft 
which fpoiles them , apd makes them dangerous to 
drinke.

H E King of Spaine in the name of 
the Kingdomc of Portugall poffef- 
fethin Ameria the region of Brafile, 
lying to the Southward of the line 9 
which the Pottogals called the Pro.

Countrie being firft difcovered by 
Peter Alvarj Cafrafy , at the expences of Emanuel King 
of Portugal ijoo , but was more exa&ly furveighed 
by Ammcm Veffuccm , at the charge of the faid Ema- 
nuell: next by lohndi Empoli , a Florentine 1503. Af- 
terward by Ubn Stadm a G er man 1554, and was by the 
Edid: of Pope Alexander the 6. appropriate , & given 

to the Portugals,the reft of America being allottedto 
the Caftilians. 

&4/ile hath on the North Guiana , on the South Rio 
de U Plate 8c Chile s on the Eaft the Vergivian Ocean,& 
on the Weft the Mountaines of Pm 9 called the Andes. 
It beginneth in the opinion of NiccCu dotiveira, at Pa- 
ra , which is a Caftle of the Fortugals , lying upon an 
arme of themightie River of the Amazons , within % 
degrees to the Southward of the /Equator , or as fome 
fey from the River or the Hand of Marannon , and rea- 
cheth from the North-Sea to the Eaft , which trad: is 
called North Brafile , and from thence turning with a 
nooke by CipoS.Attguftinc towards the South , beyond 
the Tropins of Capricorn, to the height of 3 5 degrees, 
of the Equino&iallline Southward, containing 1041 
miles in length, wWchwas once all under the jarifdi- 
&ion of the Portugak : the feme Author divides this 
countrie into 14 Capitanias,orGovernments,fo called 
by the Port ugalls : namely , the Capitania of Para, Ma- 
ranhaon, Ciara y Rio Grande,Parajba>Tmar*ca % PernmbMco, 

Seregipe, Bahia, Ilbeos , Spiritu San&o> Porto Seguro , Rio de 

Jaaeyro^AS.Vincente, whereof 6 of them have their 
owne Lords , which tooke them in by force of armes, 
and are yet to this day intheir owne pofleffion : the 0- 
thers belong unto the King. The breadth betweene 
them is differing, from Para the 1 Capitania , to Ma- 
ranbaon the 2 is counted 160 miles , & from thence to 
Ciara 12 5 9 & from thence to Rio Grande loo, fro thence 
it is counted 4$ to Parayba, & from thence to Tamariea 
25, & from Tamaricato Par/fambuco 6 , from thence to 
Soregipe 70, from Seregipe to the Bay deTodos lot Sandos 
15 ,Trom thence to Ilbeos 30, from ilbeos to Porto Seguro 
3C& from thence to Spirit* Sanfto 6 ? , from thence to 
Rio lanejro 75, and Iaftly from ^.Vincent to the armeof 
the River de la Plata 220 miles. But in Herrera his opi- 
nion and fome others , BrafU reaches not fo farre 5 but 
onely comprehends that tra<5t of land , which lyeth 
betweene the JEquator,& the Tropike of Capricorne, 
and which was given to the King of Portugall from 
the 29 degree ofiongitude,unto the 3 9 degree, that is, 
from the Meridianus Toletanus 200 miles from Eaft 
to Weftj but from the North to the South 450 miles » 
betweene the fecond degree Boreall,or Northward 3 to 
the Auftriall , orSouthward,towit, from the Cape de 
Btmos, to the Hand of ' BoUnabrigo ,fo that from the firft 
Colonic of the Portugals , to the furtheft is counted 
3 50 miles.This Authour maketh mention of no more 
then S Capitanias , among the which the chiefeft a 
ancienteft is Tamaraca, Pernambuco, Todos los SanZtos , 
Los llhtoh Potto Seguro, Spiritu SanSo, laneyro znd S.VM- 
cents. Unto thefe have bene added fmce the Capitania 

dC Vi»£u*iez Pinton, by order from the Catholique 
King,and after him Diego de lepe in the yeare J yoo,and

7 months after Pedro Alvarez Cabral 9 arrived here un- 
expected by ftonmesin this Countrie , when they in. 
tended to have gone with a Portugall navie into the 
Eaft-India, andfeckingtoftiunnetoomuch the coaffc 
of Guinea, fell upon this coaft which they named Santa 
Crufy beca\ife they difcovered it upon this holy day. 

1 here lyes upon this coaft 8 or nine brave Bayes 3c B*y* s ond 
Havens,befides many famous Rivers, as firft Rio SanSo 
Domingo & dela* Virtudes y S.Francifcoes , lying under the 
height of 10 degrees & ahalfe : a litle further ye have 
the Bay or Gulfe of Todos los Sanclos , being at the 
mouth three miles broad , and runneth into the coun* 
trie x 3 miles , as farre as Santio Salvador* Then have 
ye the River and haven of Tranado , where many paC- 
fing that way refreftuhemfelves ; the River Canamum 
lyeth in the heigth of 14 degrees: S.AuBins River, 
otherwile called lasCuemas lyeth in theheigthof 14 
degrees,and ahalfe .-the River <fc A* Vimnes underthe 
heigth of 16 degrees* Porto Seguro in the 17, Parayba 
by the River Spiritu Sanfto 20 degrees : & laftly S.ria« 
cent 24 degrees. 

PetmiMaffem writeth , that this territoire exten- 
ded, from the fecond degree of the iEquator,tQ the 45 
of the Southerne latitude, and lyeth in the forme of a 
tr iangle,the Bafts whereof windeth towards the iEqua- 
tour and the Norrh,& from the Eaft to the Weft, as it 
were in a right line 2 the utmoft confines to the South- 
ward butteth upoaunknowne Countries : the Eaftfide 
lyeth over aeainft the ^thiopis Helperios,being fepa* 
rated from them by the maine Ocean : the other fide 
is (hut in from Pern with the hideous high Mountaines, 
which they report aFoule canfearcely fly over , much 
lefle to be clirned over , feing that to this day there is 
but one knowne paflage over them. The aire here is Tempera* 
of a healthfull and a lweete temper, & the whole laud . 
flourilhing & pleafint: having many coole gales,com- 
ming out of the Sea, which allaycs the heate , and re- 
frefhes the aire. The whole Region is foil of fwcete 
fprings, Rivers and tine Woods, where the trees are of 
thatbigneffe^ that whole famillies live in an arme of 
the, every tree being as populous as many of our Vil- 
lages : the wood whereof is called Brafile or Farnam- 
buckrvood, being red and excellent good for dying , 5c 
colouring of red cloth : among the Rivers there is the 
fcmous River called Bio do la Plat apt the filver River* 
which runnes with fuch a foaming noife into the Sea , 
that Mariners report , they have taken up frelh water 
that comes out of it before they difcovered the Qiore. 
The Soile is fatt,being partly plaine,and partly hillie , 

which beareth all kinde of graine with good encreafe , * 
and efpecially great ftoreof Sugars, being rich alfo m 
Mines: this gift from Heaven excelled, farre in fwcet- 
nefle your Atticke honey:it groweth upon high canes, 
out of which they preffe a molt fweeteliquor,which is 
fod in Copper Kettles or Caldrons, & afterward made 
upinfusar loaves: theyfeethit oftentimes twifc , and 
make of it all kinde of formes and figures,which they 
die with colours. There are abuudance of Sugar-mils 
in this Countrie,which the Portugals call Ingcmos , to 
that they tranfpoit from thence to Lif bon in Portu- 
gall onely , every yeare 26000 chefts of Sugar , each 
cheft cofting at the leaft 2$ pounds , this was done in 
the yeare 1 017, in which year there arrived alfo at Fta. 
»* 5 oooSurgar-chefts : befides more, which came in- 
to the other Havens of Portugall, which without all 
queftio were many. For thefe Sugar-chefts,they muft 
nav a cuftome of 10 the hundred to the King of Spaine

ter, that they cannot findc him. The Antes are much 
like nnto Mules , but are leffe, having a very fmall 
fnout, laving the undermoft lip , which is as long as a 
trumpct,having round eares,8e a Ihort tayle,flying the 
and feeking their prey in the night. The Cotia 

\ of a tiare,and tafts Uke one: having 
cares like a prick card curre,with a fmaU tayle , being a 
Utle greater then theothers, w A they call Paca , which 
is almoft like a Catt , but of a duf ki(h colour , mixed 
with white foots, the Belh whereof is good meate. 

The Tatufes are ftrange Creatures to beholde , ot 
thebigneffc of a goodpigge, the hide whereof covers 
it as it were with a target, fo that it lyes like a Snaile m 
a (hell, and puts out its head and leggs , as aTqrteize, 
J puis them in againe: the Cerigoms have 2 baggs 
hawing under their bellies , in which they carry their 
yon|lings, it is a beaft of a ftrange nature and quality, 
wWc* the Portugal calls Pare/a, that is lazie bones , 
becaufe of the OowneiTc thereof : there is alfo an o-. 
ther litlebSft , which cannot goe in leffe then four- 
teene day es , &s farrc as a man can throw a ftone , and is 
therefore called by the Spaniards Pigritia. 

The Natives worfhip noe God, but are fo mightily 
adi&ed tofbodifaying, and telling of things to come , 



thatthey oftentimes goe out of theirwits , and grow 

idde. Howfoever, the people are endowed with a 
ectv underftanding,as may feemeby him, who tartly 
amed the covetoufneffe of the Spaniards, for com- 
mine from the other end of the world 3 to digg for gold 
and holdingupawedgeof gold, cryed out Bcboldtbt 

God cf the Cbriftiam ; but in moft places they are Bar- 
barous. Men and Women goe ftarke naked, and on 
high Feftivalidayes, hang Jewels in their hps. Thele 
Fetti vail dayes are, when a companie of good N eigh- 
bours come together, to be merry over the roalted 
body of a fatt man, whome they cut in collbps .called 
Boucon, and eate them up with great greedmefle and 
dileftation, fuch Cantoris are fome ot them. They 
have two vile qualities, as being mindefull of injuries, 
and forgetfull of bene6ts : the Men are cruell with- 
out nieaJ'ure,* the Women infinitely lafcivious. They 
cannot pronounce the letters L. F. and & the reafon 
of which one being demandcd,made anfwerc, becaufe 
they had arnongft them neither Law,Faith nor rulers. 
They are ftronglyhmmed,and are able fwimmers , as 
well women as men , & will ftay under water an houre 
together. Women in travell are here foone delivered 
without any great painc,and prefently goe about their 
bufineffe , belonging to good houfe wives, they weare 
long haire on their heads , letting it fly at length , but 
can not endure any haire in any part of their bodies : 
they runne together conftfedly introopes,in a ftraing 
manner, & w* great fileoce,the women going before, 
-nd their hufbands following them. Hitherto they 
^ade their bread , andpreffed their Wine out of the . 
roote called Mandtota, whereof they alfo make mcale. 
Many houftiolds and tamillies live together under one 
roofe,which is long in the forme of a long fliip , which 
is turned upfide down. A nights they lye in their Ha* 
macks or hanging nets, leaft they (hould be troubled 
wirh anv vermine or flies. Their Ennemies , which 



they take in the warres, they firft make, them fett, and 
then roaft them,and dancing round about them, eates 

them up as is already (aid. _ 
There are divcrfetownes arnongft , which thefcare Turns, 

the chiefeft , as S. Salvador, or Bahia de Tnks Us SanBos 9 
in which the Viceroy or Governour with the Bifhop 
keepes their refidencie. The Weft-Indian Companie 
in the United Netherlands, being crefted anno t6i$, 

font a fleete thither under the commaund of their AdU 
mirall Ucob Wiffekes, and the land Souldiers under the 
conduct of Colonell ZJ^r.Thefe fet laile with 26 good 
(hips out of the Netherlands the a 1 of December , & 
arrived the 29 of Iannarij 1624 new ftile in the Bay of 
S.Vincent,&onthe weftfideof the Salt-Hands, which 
place was their rende vous/They fett faile from thence 
the 12 of Aprill , and the 6 of May came into the Ity 
d* Tcdos Us Sanfies to furprife , and make themfelves 
matter of the towne of S, Salvador , which notwith- 
ftanding was well provided for a fudden attempt , as 
well with ammunition , ordinance , as with 25 00 men. 
Neverthelcfle our Souldiers being fet a land , in fburc 
fmall Blips , tooke in the Suburbs in the night , & ftay- 

! ing in them all night , they entred the towne the next 
morning,on the 10 of May, &c«

Coma, or Bamba is fo called by the Natiues, & lieth 50 miles 

Southwardfrom Saint "Bramifeo. 

I*«ofZrfrjiliethi(Jmiles tothe Southwardof Cutrua. Za- 
mm 80 miles from Qmo and Saen^nd is accounted to be 55 
milesfrom Loxa. 

SMtbuU. S.Mkbaelsw3iS the firft Colonie,vvhich the S pan jard placed 

in thefe parts , and lieth in the Dale of Pma no miles to the 
Southward of Quito. It hath a rcatonable good hauen called 
^W.being ^ within $ degrees, andfome fcruplesff om the v£- 
WmikaU line to the Southward , and within 15 miles of the 
iaidcitty. On the Weftfidc of the haven lieth a finall towne 
which was taken in,and pillaged by the English. 

In the Province de LosQuixos are foure townes,namdy B*f* 
Jinhtiona, Avtla, and SeyiUa del Or* T)u. Province lieth in th 
territoire of^\^cftward,is very hot, but by the continual 
dowers of raine much moyftned. 

Thi-ft. thn>i> tnwncs are in the Province of Brotomororum, 0 
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Guofpng>.yiz. Vdlodotit beyond the Mountaines of Andes; being 
10 miles from Uxa.Ujolai or Cmbmama and S. logo de latUnh 
tamasjn a Countrie rich in Gold,which partes downe aU the 
ncigbouring Countries about it for fincfle of gold. ThisPro- 
vince lycth to the Southward of thefe Countries before men- . 
tioned. v 

The jiadiintta of urn a , beginneth within fix degrees of the Th*** 
jZttufe,andendeth within 16* , or 17 degrees of the Southerne $ 
latitude. This Audteiuc runneth alonge the Coaft of the South- Limm * 
Sea almoft 300 miles^ndis not much leffe in bredth : In which 
the Span jardes poflefle thefe tovvnes. 

. . Lima , ,or Los tejes is the Metropolis of this Countrie , and is a Zm* 
very rich raarchant towne , thou^i it be fc ated two leagues 
within the land from the Searyetit hatha, very faire hauen,and 
alargeGulfpto come into , which is Ihutt in with an llan d, 
, lying over againft it .called CoUao. It is built trith much art, fot 
alltne chiefe StreetesardVereto the market place, and there is 
fcarce any private houfe, which hath not water conveyed to it 
from the river. There are m any braue houfes in i t with all forts 
of Marchandizes,ar»d is fortified with Forts and w alls againft 
the attempts ofthcBgfi^b and the Hollanders, who haue vifited 
it heretofore. It is the faircft and moft populous Citty of this 
Region ; into which all the lllvetis brought , which comes 
out of the South Countries , and from thence is tranfported to 
Panama: this towne was firft built by framifie Pizarro Anno 
Here is the refiaencie ofthe Penman Viceroy. The-^rd- 
Seate, who hath many Suffragan Bifhops under him , 
and this is the Cbancerie for the whole Province. 

The other townes are Miraflores , lying upon the Sea $y Mr*M* 
leagues to the Southward ofli«*. : Tfi(pl^is 80 leagues from Tr*&Mo. 

Uma, having adangerous hauen to come into , vnlefie it be . 

With aforc-winde. Parilbcot Santa is $$ leagues to the South- P*riB* 
ward of lima , and is accommodated with a good hauen, 
where they haue abundance ofwood and frefh water. Aruedo 
is ten leagues to the South watd of lima: and Canettt, or Guarco Cauttu 

from Jama is rich and wcUfumifhed with good meale. Fi- 
nally,^r«^ipji lieth 1 2o,ot ijoleagues frbrnliw<,and 12 leagues **"f»t 
from the S ca , feated on the river of Plat a , and was heretefbre 
as famous isPoiofi, all the ill ver having bene brought unto it, 
butis nowoflitleaccount.Bctwcene Valyerde4vr&(k lieth 3 J 
leagues to the South wardof liiw) and Jrequipa are very fine & 
pleafant dales with hauens , where the Spanjards inhabite 
here and there , having fortifyed them againft attempts in 
diverfe places. 

In the midft of this Countrie , and firft of all in the Province 
ofCachapoyarum, youfhallmecte with^iiff iMondeUfrtntiera, 
being 1 20 leagues Southward of liiw. t\XtoSaintla#4tUiVaU ™*" m 
lot , being in rhe Province of Moybamb* , and is 25 leagues fn 
S. luan aforcfaid,and to the Northward o£Lima aboue a hi 
drcd miles. Uondt Guanuco is forthie milestotheNorthwarti^ 
of lama , feated in a plcafent and a frmtfull foile , wher* vmmmo* 
there are filuer mines. Guamanga ,or Saint Iuande la Vteem 
60 leagues to the Eaft wat d of Xi$na , about whichtfierc are 
many mines otGold,Silver, Quickfilver, Coppep Tron. Let- 

ume,andofLoadftone. Laftly , Cufco the ancicif Seate ofthe 
Indian Kings & Monarchs,before the arrivall of *e Spaniards. 
The King, the more to beautifie this citric , corfmanded every 
one ofthe nobility,to built apallace here for hisfcntinuall refi^ 
dencie : it hath a faire mat kct place,in the midft of which two 
hi$h waiesthvvart onean other , which 4re 1000 miles long 
ftrait,and levcll,and whichrun aoffe the Countrie. Notfarre 
from Cfyfr Eaft ward Hcth the lake ofTttiaca\ out of which 
there runneth a very fwift riucr towards theW" eft, whofe 
waters fprcad themfelues out very large,but afterward grovvc 
narrovver,as if they Would difchargc themfehaes of their great 
burden: but being againe encreafed by the confluence ofmany 
rivers, they make againe a fmall lake, and at laftloofing them- 
felues under the ground,fall into the Sca.In this Countric there 
arc richand excellent mines of Quickfd ver , called by t*- " 
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vincesin it Vhcreof many of them al 
cold, outofrheboweiis of which an infinite treafure for a 
long rime hath bene digged outofchera, &tranfported£rom 

thence into Spainc. 
In thisterritoire arc thefe tovvnes following inhabited by the 

Spanjards uNutfira Seuneradeia Parking within the Province 
bf Cbuquiafo, vhich is a part of Cdto , and lyeth 80 , or 00 lea- 
gues to the Eaft Ward of land. There is here exceeding fine 
gold ; yea many are of the opinion that the very bowels of 
tidemonntamesaipmllofpuregold. J 
ThcMen-^&iP^isiJ leagues &om V'tVadelaplata* or the 

SUvertoVne, called alfo by fome Agmpfr : but is no cgreat 
towne. ThcSilver mines here abonr the Monntame of Patefi, 
are&excecdmgrich.thataquintallyeelded 8omarkes offine 
Silver, which was never heard off in other places. The In- 
dians in tra veUingfound out firft thefe rich mines,which being 
kno wne in Argyropolis, they prefendyf hared this mountaine 
of Petofi among thecirtizens thereof, who through the labour 
of the Indians, haue digeedfo much Silver out of it, thatit hath 
fufiiciently furniihed Iff Europe. , (IJi . 

Vponthe Sea Coaft they haue abrane hauen called yfrK* 
from whence at this day they tranlport all their Silvef , . and 
licthftom the Silver mount of Par*? about 70 leagues , being 
execedingtorffn^ttfyd againft the attempts of theEnghih, 
an4ih%r%therlanders» In former ages there were 8 Indian 
Kings 6f Peru. vitz. 1 tag**** *.rang*a*qtiaque 4. P*- 

mbuiu 5. Guamafapa.6.Guafcar and Atabafya.j. Mangotapa, and 

The moft lucky Prince of thefe eight was Guaimaup*', who 
* extended hisEmpire to the largcncfie it hath no w : Since his 
death fortune hath frowned on them all. For his two Sonnes 
G*afiat',*nd AtabaliU , immediately after the folemnizing ofhis 
funerall , ftriued for the Empire, «UFr^tfPtty»T# aSpanilh 
Captaine (who rlrftdilcovcredandfbund out this richCoun- 
trie in the rime of Charles the fifth) ended the controvert; by 
fearing on the Kingdotne, to the ufcof his matter oFSpaine. 
Guafcar was flaine » and Atabaltfa ieing the whole Kingdome 
lay at ftake ,layd all his riches, life, and liberty upon it > and caft 
the dice on aplaine , nigh to the Citty oCCaximaca, where the 
dice running on the Spanjards fides gauc them the gloric of die 
day,and hapleue Atabalipa remained a prhoner, after an infinite 
{laughter of his Subje&s. He gaue unto the Spaniards, as aran- 
fome for his life andhbercy, ahoufe piled upon all fides with 
refined Gold, &Silver, being in eftiraation about ten millions, 
which when they had rcceiucd they moft pcrfidioufly flew 
him. His two Succeflburs laboured for the reftoring of their 
ruinated inheritance, but prevailed nothing. For the wicked- 
neffe ofthc Peruvians was now full, and Cod fent thefe Span- 
iard! amongft them , as executioners ofhis Vengeance, Anno 
1533. The Span jardsfince there com ming into Amerka, haue 
here and in otherparts behaued themfelues moft inhumainely 
towards thefe pooreandunarmedliR&iw , killing them up like 
fheepeto the (laughter, and forcing them like Beaftsto labour 
intheirmines , carry allburdcns,and doe all drudgeries. Hatbney 
at noble man being with many applaufiue arguments perfvva- 
ded to embrace the Chriftian religion , demanded firft , vyhat 
place was ordained for fiich as were baptized, aufvvere was 
m&deHeaven, and its ioyes: Secondly, what place was bequea- 
thed to them, who would not be bapcized,anfwere was made 
&eB , and its torments : Thirdly which of thefe places was 
allotted to the bpanjardsi and when anfwerevxas made, that 
Heaven was,he renounced his intended bapttfme, protefting that 
he had rather goe to M with the unbapttaed , then to hue in 
Heauen with fo cruell a people. 

-The plaine Countrieof Peru is fandie and for the moft part 
barren, themore,becaufe there are but a few rivers , and lakes 
in it,or by reafon it feldome raines. The chiefe rivers are Mara- 
gon, Guaraquil and Rio delaplata> being 150 miles broad at the 
mouth and 2000 long or thereabouts. There are Mountaines 
inPir&wbich ft re tch out a greatway fubjed to colde and often 
times covered with fnow : upon thefe mountaines arc t a 
great many Lyons , "Wolues , Blackebeares , Geefe , & 
a beaftlike a Camell , of whofe wollthey make Gouthcs, 



andptherthingj. Here aMb in this Countne is averyftrange 
fieaft , which hath about her neckhanging dovvne by her 
belly abaggofindih^rentgreatnefle , mtx>whkhlhceput- 
tethher younglings,at the approach of any body, and fcuddeth 
away. Betvvcene thefe Mountaines arc many faire , great, 
deepc,fruitfuUandrich Dales and Valleys, vvhichpamcipate 
ofawarmerayre , which makes the Inhabitants of thefe val- 

feysmorelharp-wi^ "tf^ite Tbe^Us. 

haue better manners, then the other Indians. Andes are hkc- 
wife Mountaines without Dalcs,vvhich runn from theNorth 
to theSouth with continued toppsand ridges. Thefe Moun- 
taines environnc the Province oFCaUao. . rftMBtfflnfr 
Touching the manners of thefe people in General!, Uvmus ™£ Mnn 
ApoUmm yvrketh ^thus. The whole Countric is divided into s SttnyiMft 
three fcuerall kindes of people, and every of thefe into diverfc 
Habits, for they tookc dehghr in their fe vcrall ralhions diffe- 
ring and unlike one another, were diligent in learning the 
languagesof oneanother,and oftentimes provoked each other 
to warrcs living in continuall troubles and diflenfions , till at 
laft this whole Countric as farreas the ^Equator came under 
the Commandc of ^thcir Lorfds ( called Gjmana) who domi- 
neered ouer them , ib that every man learned the C«/?w^ 
Q>eech , wherewith they could travcU through the vyhole 
Countrie. The vveemen.weare long wpllen Coats dovvne 
to - their knees , ,jnd the men a ihirt do vydc to their thighes 
with a mantle caffbuer it. And though this fafhion be ufed 
commonly through all the land, yet diner they much in the tyre 
of their hcades,for in many places they ufe feverall head-bands, 
diverfe being ofone colour , and others of feverall dies. And 
there is not one of them,but is knov vne by thefe diftincl bands, 
and colours in what place Toever he dwelieth. TJicyare bj 
nature for the moft part of a fimple anc| a weake capacity : (u£. 
fring themfelues oftentimes to be deceived and coffoned in 
their barterics , and bargaines : being alfofo blockilh that they 
fcarcelybiovv what Gold and Silver they haue 1 ufing onely •* 
vnmuntedpeeces andlumpes,vybich they thufl & longpafter, 
as much as wee doe. Notvvith^anding this fbolifh fimpKcitie 
they arc more vicious , then thofe which dwell under the Car, 
being Hyppecrites,Diflemblers, filcnt murmurcrs and bearing 
private grudges like the Ie wes t & are alfo giuen toluftand lu- 
xurie, makinglitleornoe account of their wiues , Jiutufirig 
them like flaues and Drudges j land for a trifle vvill beatethem 
pittirMyitheymiketbemgc^inath^ . 
their fecret parts from their navcll dovvne wards , the reft of 
their bodies are ftarckc naked, and their armesand lc^es they 
adorne with round ringes about them, and as other Indians, 
boore holes through their lares andh'pps wearing fmarages, 
and yron rings in them. There weapons are Swords , Bowes, 
Clubbs,SdverpoieaxfesiyeafemeofGould,andthelike. In 

their temples they ufe to worihip two carved Images. The 
one being ofthelilccnefle of a black Goate,the other of alonge 
Serpent , before which they fall dovvne and worihip. They 
haue noe knowledge of any Arts,Letters or of pi£hirmg,as the 
Mexicans haue , who ufe in ftcad of words and letters Hiero- 
glipbs in exprcfiing their minds by figures and images : after the 
manner ot the Egyptians. They ufe v vollen threds, which they 
call Quippos, tycd together vvitn feverall knots , by which they 
reckon their numbers, accounting from one to ten, and to 
forward. Thefe knotts they die & gtue them feuerall colours, 
whereby they can diftinguiih diverfe things. Every Province 
hath its NotarUywho by thefe knotts ,noteth up everie memo- 
rable aft , which hapneth , Shd tells the people what came to 
pane many ages agoc. 

The People hold opinion, that men ufe after their buriall to 
eatcdrincke, and wantonnize with women , and therefore 
commonly at the deathof any of their trends they la.ll fomc of 
th|ir fervants (whom they bury with him ) to wait on him in 
the other world. They are of ^ good courage , and feare not 
death , aud know vvcll how to mannage their Weapons. 
When they hadconquered any Countrie, they ufed to divide 
it into three parts,alotting the firft to the fervice of their Gods: 
thefecond to the revencvv of their King : and the third to the 
maintenance and reliefe of thepoore, avery/uftandequall 
divifion,and in which there is nothing barbarous. 

The Permians haue thus much notice of the generall deluge, Thy h*»e 
that the Countrie was overwhelmed with waters and all men Jmekp*+y» 
periflied except fcuen, who hid themfelues in a hole, which M&bh*** 
they call Paticamho, where havinglived in fafety,till the fiirieof 
the waters were aflvvagedithey came out of the lurking place, ^ m 
and repeopled the Countrie. The chiefe of thefe feuen was 
Mangocapa, whofe pofteri ty pofTefling in this Countrie a pl3 1 of 
ground 10 miles in circuit, governed themfelues inanJi^acw- 
" ftate; & at laft ehoofe the a King,v vhich mutation of their 
comon- wealth , was (as by their computation itf coniedured ) 
Arm izSon or feme what niehit. as M c -HcvlinrelatcQh* 
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He Provihces Rio de h Plata, 
borroweth their name from this 
river ; the certaine bounds of 
them beingnotyet knowne,but 
onely that part, which looketh to 
the North Sea. Southward they 
begin at the (hoare of the faid ri- 
ver, lying under the 36*. degree 
of Southerne altitude , and rea- 
ching Northward are bounded in that part o£srafil y 
whicnliethundertheTr^«-^ of Capricorne* Weftward 
they Ihoote out as farre as the Province T ucuman > & in 
fome places border upon the vtmoft confines ofPeru. 
This Region is much commended for the abundance 
of all things,and the fertility ot the foile,yeeldinggood 
ftoreof Graine, Wines, Sugars, andagoodencreafe 
of all fruits growing there, tranfported out of Spaine. 
There are alfo goodly paftures . whichfeedes all kinde 
of Cattle, efpecially Horfes, which at the firft were but 
feuen and thirty in all, to wit, 30. ftone Horfes, fcfeuen 
Mares, in the fpace of forty yeares haue had fuch a 
breede, that the countrie is full of thern. There are 
alfo threefortsof Deere, thefirft fortalmoftas bi{ 

your lefTer Cowes, having great and lofty homes, 
lodge in fennie grounds, and amonge reedes :che other 
fort are of the bignefle of a fallow Deere and feede in 
fields: the other or the leaft kinde hue upon the Moun- 
taines. They haue alfo many Swyne and Babons, with 
beards and longetailes , almoftas bigg as a man, like- 
wife Tigers, Lyons, and other Wilde-beafts. And fuch 
great and long Serpents, whereof incredible things are 

written. In this Countrie alfo is the Chameleon, which 
turncth its mouth towards the winde and liveth by the 

aire, butisnothurtfull to man. Alfo there are many 
Lizzards. And though it was thought heretofore, that 
there were no Gold Mines in it : yet of late yeeres the 
contrarie is feene, &c many veines of Gold,Sil ver, Cop- 
per, Iron and Amathifts haue bene found in it. 
nether de ThcteMaxs call Rio deU Plata, P ar an agmza, 2nd zlto 
1* Plata, tar ana. Next unto the river of the Amazons, tor great- 

nefTe it will giue place to none in the Word.The mouth 
of it windeth towards the South, andlieth from Mar del 
Koort under the altitude of 35. and )6. degrees. The 
mouth whereof is 30. Spanifti miles broad betweene 
CabdeSantaMariaonthcNotth,ond CaboBlanco, now 
called Caio diSant Antonio, on the South fide.If y ou goe 
higher upward into the Continent,it is io.mi es broad, 
having many litle lies in it, which he difperccd h ere and 
there. This river in diverfe places , receiueth many 
other rivers into it, coming from the Eaft and from the 




Weft, as farre as Port ie Los Reyes : wbich is a creat Lake 
called Lago de Los Xarayes , lying litle lefTe them three 
hundred miles from the mouth of it, fwelling and en- 
creating with the rivers, which fall from the Andean 
Mountaines. Rio Parana neere unto CiudadReal hath a 
rear waterfall (much like unto that ofthc mtxNilus in 
jy p t) making fiich a roaring noize, and fending forth 
fuch a dampe, that no man dares approch within zoo. 
paces : it falls from the top of a fteepe rock fome ioo, 
fathome high, neither dares any man come neere it 
with Canovves or boates within a league , leaft they 
Ihould be overturned, becaufe the violence ofthc 
ftreame runs as fwift as an arrow out of a bo we. 

It is reported, that Jean Diaz de Solis was the firft that 
euer foiled up this river annoiyiy. and after him Seta* 

JtiaGabot an Engli(hman,fent thither by thofe ofSevilte, 

to paffe through the Strait of Magellan, to the Moluccoes. 

He having failed fome leagues up this river found a 
;reatdealeofSilver,which3ieIndians of their Warres 

_.ad gotten from the Peruvians, and for this reafon , cal- 
led it Riodela Plata, or the SilverRiver, which before 
this John had named {RiodiSolis) thcAWof theS/ww^- 
Thefe Regions are all under one Gouvernmcnt and 
Superintendencie:being fubj eft to the Viceroy ofPerm 
in regard of their vicinity. They are likewife under one* 
Bifhop , and haue three villages and Societies ofCaJM-* 
Hans. There are alfo in thefe parts a multitude of In* 
dians , which are very tall and haue ftrong hi corpulent 
bodies. 

The chiefe townes are theferfirft that of Nuejtra Seno- r*>rnet. 
radelAjfumcion, where the firft Colonie was planted, Sc 
is the ^r^tooftliisCoimtrie, lying under the ^.de- 
gree of the Southerne altitude, hrft founded by Duke 
IohnSalazar, by the Commaundof/Wr<? de Mendoza 
Gouvernour. On the right fide of it neere unto theTro- 
wrMlieth Ciudad Real,c*\\cd by the Indians Guyara, and 
alfo by an other name oliveros, being So.milcs from the 
towne of Ajfamcion, neere unto the river Parana&tunt 
in a fertile fbile , where there is plenty of victuals. On 
that part whichlooketh towards Perufimds the townc 
called 5. Cruz de Sierra, which was firft planted with In-* 
habitants by Nufio de Chaves , built upon the river Pa- 
raguay, having 300. Caftiliians Burgers in it, and 300- 
begotten by the Caftiliians of Indian women, which 
they call Mefiizos or Mungrils. Here the Gouvernour 
holds his refidcncie,having aCathedrallChutch,& the 
Kings miniftcrs in it , called dela Plata , and is fuffragant 
to the Arch-Biftioprickc de los Reyes. Thcrearein this 
region foure hundred thowfand Indians tributaire, the 
number whereof encreafed daylie. The towne of 
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Buenos ijly res tibth next unto the motith of the riVer, 
upon the South fide of it, being a goodfoile , it aboun- 
deth moft in CafHllian fruits, Petro & Mendoza putt 
Inhabitants into ft Anno It 535-. It is a plaine and a le veil 
Countrie throughout} laving that here and there are 
fomefoall hillocks and hills, neere unto the river fide. 
Vponthe South fide of the towne of K^ifiumcion lieth 
Suite Fe in a plaine, bordering upon the Province of 
Tucatnan and Cor dub a. There are barbarous people in 
it, which arc neighbours to the Calchinos , tMcnepes and 
ChiUacas. It is about no. miles diftant from Buenos 
Ayres, and almoft as farre from the towne Ajfumcion. 

Vpon the Edg of thefe Provinces, which reach from 
Brafif to the river dela Plata, there arefiue or fixe Ports, 
Very commodious for the rigging of {hipping, to wit, 
S. Vtncents Port , lying under the $3. degree of altitude, 
and befides the river Vbayizs alfo ihcPortde/a Canavea, 
under3y. degrees of altitude : likewife the Port del* Bir- 
ta, the river and Port o{ Sin t Francifio, the lie of San tCa- 
tharina>*(k£cphcc£6t fluppiflg, the fort Cerrado , the 
Port Riopholado , the river Tiraquiri being 31. degrees. 
In theyearc 1545. in which time the Duke Sata^arcom- 
njanded,afrer the Death of Don Pedn \diMendoza ,therc 
hapned a ftrange accident in this Prbvincc , that a 77- 
ger gittinginro ahoufe by night tore a CafiiHan gree- 
veoufly, lying in his bed in the fight of his wife , U lone: 
after pulling him out drag'd him to his Denne , where 
he devoured hinu The Duke goingout very earely in 
v the morning with yo. Souldiers to feeke this beaft, 
found him a devouring of his pray , & leaping towards 
him let fly his piftoll at him, and flioo ting the Tiger 
through his heart, kild hi

THe Province and Jurifdiction* of Tueaman hathits 
fituarion in the Midland, the tcrritoire whereof rea- 
cheth from the Province deLos chtcaswhidx are under 

the royaltie of the imperiall Citty of Potofi to the river 
dela Plata.lt is a temperate Countrie,and confequently 

fruitfull , but hath hitherto noe Mines of Gold and Sil- 
ver found in it. The places and habitations of the Ca- 
fiiBians under oncBiuiopare thefe. 1 . S. Iaeo delEftero, 
firft called delyarco, lying under the heigntof28.de- 
grees and 85. miles to the Southward of Potofi, by the 
Lakeand river Efiiero. This is the Gouvernours Seate, 
The Kings Mirufters , the Kings Treafurie , and the 
Bifhops Seate,having a CathedrallChurch.The towne 
of S. Maria de Talavera is fiue and forty miles to the 
Northward o(Sant lago 40. miles (torn Potofi under the 
height of atf. degrees. The towne called S. Michael de 

Tucuman lies 18. miles from Sant lago to the Weft ward, 

under the height of zj. degrees. It had a colonie putt 
into it, when as the father of Garcia di Mendoza , Mar- 
quefTe di {Zanieta commanded there in the quality of 
Vice-roy. There are alfo other new townes, as Lon- 
dres and Chalcaque, which they call the New Cordu- 
ra , in the Province de lot lurias and Dragnitas : the 
Inhabitants whereof removed of late yeeres unto 
fbjne other place. The Natiucs of this Countrie 

wcarc Wollen cloaths, cunningly woven with inter- 



laced leather after the 'manner of the Spanifii Car- 
pets. It nourilhethagreat number of Cattle, whofe 
wool they ufe,and y eelds them good profi t.They joyne 
houfe to houfe, lying not difperced or feparated one 
fcoman other, havinglong ftreets, and joyningcloflfe 
together, though the villages be but litle & few, everie 
familly dwelling within themfelues and fence their 
houfes round about with bufhes and thornes , becaufe 
of the continuall warre and ennimitie which is amonge 
them. The Inhabitants of the Countrie are very labo- 
rious, and are not given to drunkenefle, as fome other 
Nations of the Indians are. Seuen great rivers water 
this Pro vinoc,having befides aboue 8o.lefler rivers and 
currents,much commended for the gopdneffe of their 
waters. There are manygoodly large & faire paftures, 
alfo for the feeding of Cattle. It is of the very fame 
temperature both in Summer and Winter as Cafiileis: 
having a very cleare & fweete climate. The Captaines 
Diego de Rotas , Philifpo Gutierraz , and Nicolas de Heredi, 
were the firft that discovered it on the South fide from 
the River dela Plata* to Gobotas Fort*

SANTA CRVZ DE LA SIERRA. 

SAnta Cruz, de la Sierra* { whereof wee haue fpoken 
heretofore ) is likewife a Midland Province , borde- 
ring upon Peru , having receiued this name from the 
Capitall towne, feated in a dry place voyd of water. 
The towne is built atxhe foo te of a hill in a plaine,from 
whence the Mountaines begins to rife , the houfes for 
the moft part being covered with Palme4eaucs.There 
is a litle river comming out of a rock , which doth dif- 
chargeit fclfeinthenextLake, in which there are ta- 
ken many favourie fifh , which are brought into the 
towne. It aboundeth in houfehold fruits , agreable to 
the foile as Platanos, Guayabas, Pinnas, GranadiUas y Kjfm- 
habayas, Lurunias zndTucutnays , all well tafted. There 
arc alfo Dates, the meale whereof is exceeding nou- 
rifliing. There are likewife Grapes, Eggs and Melons, 
very Like to thofe of Cafiik. But the Trees grow not fo

nade of dirt, with earthen walls, and kept raine 
waterin pits, and oftentimes dyed for thirft. 

Thefe Indians were grecveoufly molcfted by others 
called Cheriguanfaes , as alfo the Thanes diftant feme 35. 
miles from them, who dwelt in a plentifull foile. In this 
Countrie of the Titans, there are Mines of Gold, of 
Silver and of Lead. And as by thefe Countries one 
enters into Peru : foatfirft was difcovered the Negotia- 
tion betweene them, and the people dwelling in Rio 
de la Plata found outfirft Anno I54i,by Nuflo de Chaves a 
Spaniard. Within 30. miles of this place Eaft ward,lieth 
the Province of Ttatin, being full ofMines of all forts of 
Mettall. Moreover, upon the Confines of Santa Cruz, 
tliere are other Countries andpeople, as the Chivuhu 
cock* Los Mexos , Cheriguanaes and Tipiones. Heretofore 
the Spaniards had here an other towne called La nova 
R ww,and the village La Bar am a,both deftroyed by the 
barbarous Cheriguanaes, in that time when as te Vice- 
roy Conde de Neyve commanded over Peru. 
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H e Province of Chile taketh 
its denomination from the ve- 
hemencie of the cold & chil- 

nes thereof, & lieth betweene 
the tropic te of Cajtricerne, Peru, 
and the Countrie of the Pata- 
gones i the one part of it South, 
the other Ityrthi On the Weft 
it hath tM&refacificum , (hut in 
by a very large trad, from the Confines of this re- 
gion , and the Empire of China. In the fame nature as 
Europeis , fo is it fubjed to raine , thunder, and light- 
ning, and alteration of the feafons of the y eare; fa ving 
that by the viciffitude of times , it is Summer there, 
when it is winter with us. You difcover and fee rhe 
The id* Pole Ant articke, by the revolution of afinalIcloud,thc 
<Antanitk: Circumference whereof hath the Pole forks center. 

All this region is partly mar inmate, and partly mo un- 
tagnous. And that part which lieth next the fea coaft, 
is moft fubjeft to heate. There are abundance of 
Cattle, and of x^ufiriges \ and the feeds, and fruits, 
which are brought thither out of Spaine profper and 
growc quickly. Many rivers are frozen too, and ftopp 
their currents in thenight , by reafon of the extremi- 

tic of the colde, but in the day e time the Sunne melts 
the ycc and they runne againe. The Inhabitants are 
of a great ftaturc and corpulent , wellimmed&cou- 
ragious in warrcThey ufe bowes and Arrowcs.Their 
cloaths arc the fliinnes, and furres of wild - beaft s, and 
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Sea-wolues. 

This Region extendeth 500 miles from North to 
South, andreacheth as farre as the Straiie of Magellan 
nns, and 400 miles from Eaft to Weft, or from Mar 
Pacificum to the KjLntlanticke^A.^00 miles beyond it. 
Neverthclefle if ye take the Province of Chile more 
reftri&ly, and as it is no w inhabited and manured by 
the Spaniards, it is not aboue 300 miles in length , & 
onely twentie in bredth, &fome times lefTe, but prin- 
cipaly towards the mountaines called Cordillera Us 
Andes, it is of a large extent, and almoft all waies co- 
vered with Snow. Now,thougitisfaxd, that the tem- 
perature of thefe regions are various , and that they 
are fubject to heatc,cold , ftormes , by reafon of the 
alteration of the heigth of the Pole , under which 
they lye: yet notwithftanding the aire in fome places 
is fo milde , and the climate fo good , that it will not 
giue place to any other part in India , either for the 
multitude of inhabitants,being almoft fituated ( over 
againft ) and in the fame heigth of degrees,as Cafiileis: 
or for the abundance of all forts of vi duals , and pro- 
vifiohs,theplentieof all things. The opulentie or the 
... mines, and other riches, as alio for the power , might, 
^/?»./agiUty, & dexterity of the Natiues, for which itmayc 
the natives. CO ntend , and compare With all the other Regions of 

India. The people are giuen to follow the warres 5 & 
are of a gigantine ftature, being fome of them eleuen 
foo te high , that can hardly be brought into order, &; 
Civilitie: In fo much that they yet fight vaillantly for 
their liberties in the Mountaines, and in thofe places, 
where the Cordilleras confine , cfpecially in the Pro- 
vinces of xyfrauco , Tucapel , and the valley of Puren, 
which lies betweene the towne de la Conception , Los 
confines, and thcimperiall Citty. 



It is devided into two provinces, viz. Chica , & the 
Patagones. The Countrie towards the midland is very 
mountainous, and unfruitfull : towards the fea-ihore 
levell, fruitfull,and watered with many rivers,flowing 
from the mountaines; this being the chicfe benefit 
the Countrie reapeth from them. The Spaniards 
finde here good plenty of gold , abundance of hony , 
ftore of Cattell, and wine enoug for their owne ule: 
the Vines brought hither out of Spaine profper ex- 
ceedingly. 

Inthatpartof Chile, which frontrethuponPwi,is 
the Valley of Copiapo, which in the Indian tongue fig- 
nifyethtne Land of Iajbes , for in the mount next ad* 
joyning to it, they finde abundance of thefe precious 
ftones , and becaufe there are fo many in thefe parts, 
they are litle fett by, andof no great value. This Val- 
ley hath an intervall, or fpace of 3 5 miles,andis boun- 
dedwithan other valley called Guafio lying under the V 1 "* 
heigth of 2.9 Degrees. Next unto that lies the valley >4 
of Chile, more famous then all the other vallies in this 
Region, and as fome fay , from whence this province 
tooke its name. Here were heretofore found the gol- 
den mines of SuiUota from which Validiva brought 
fuch great treafure, and riches. 

Now the firft towne next unto Peru is called by the Tm*»u 
Spaniards La Serena built Anno 1544. by ValdiviaGo- US(ttn4m 
vernour of Chile in the Valley of Coquimbo not farre 
from tMar del Zur , or the South fea. Ye haue the 
longeft day there upon the 14 of December, being 14 
howers longe, and the longeft night upon the ele- 
venth of Iune. Lopes Fas in the defcription of thefe 
regions reporteth , that there are but two hundred 
houfes in this towne which is confirmedto be true, 
b ecaufe S . Francis Drake landing here ab o lits , & mar- 
ching with fome of our Nation into the Countrie , to 
wit, with fome three hundredhghthorfemen,& two 

hundred footc , made the whole Countrie to fly be- 
fore him. For the reft, raine falls feldome there , and 



not pafling three or foure times in a yeare. 

Saint lames towne called by the Spaniards S. lago is 
the Metropolitan of all the Province, the firft co- 
lonic of Chile, plantedthere by Pedro de Vandivia An- 
no 1741, it lieth under the heigth of 34J degrees , 15 
miles diftant from the fea, and ten from the valley of 
the Chilois.ltis the Seate of a Cathedrall Church,and 
hath three Convents in it, viz. The Dominicans , the 
Cordeliers or Gray-frayers,&nd the Mercenaires. It is fi- 
tuated in afoile abounding in wheate, wine, and other 
things a efpecially,in rich mines of gold. It hath aboue 
ten thouiand Indians tributaire, divided into fixe fa- 
milies or tribes. The port, or haven of Valparayfo, 
lying upon the mouth or the river of Topocalma runns 
througnit, and lies very commodious fork. 

In tne Province of Chucuito , beyond the Cordille- Menl^& 
ras de Us Andes, mountaines fo called, are fituateina ££*^ f u 
chill and a barren region , the townes of Mendoza 
and Saint Iuan de la Prontera , which were peopled 
by Garcia de Mendoza. The towne Mendoza lieth in Af<*^v. 
the fame heigth as Saint lago doth \ being 40 miles 
diftant from it. There is an open way to it through 
the midft of the Mountaines , but very troublcfome 
to paffe , in regard they are covered continually 
witn fiiow, whicli one fliall mcete with al. Saint Iuan

infles from la Conception* and eight from the moun- 
tainesealled>^. It hath a Convent of lacobinszsA

towne cannot be kept and defended againft the at- 
tempts of the Barbarians, but with a great garmfon of 
fouldiers.

It is watered 
With the river Cauten* from which you may Culcinto 
the fea, though the haven be none of the iafeft. Itis 
the Metropolitan o£ the fecond Biihoprick of the King- 
dome of Chile. The foile is good tor come, but bad 
for vines,the grapes wherec 
ripe thereVlTiey haue goodftore of pafturag 

feeding of neatc > and cattell 
them no good milkc. 

Villa Riccais about feme twentie miles diftant from 
the fea,is fituatcd uponthelake ofMaBabaugien,which 
difcharecth it felfe into the fea by a'river called Rio de 
Tolton.ihctcis within it a boylingfountaine, (with 
two (prings ) as great and as bieg as a mans bodie. 
They haue alfo Pine of pels, which the Spaniards call 
PinonsdeLibane. This place was firft inhabited by the 

lame Valdivia* 

But Baldivias towne , which for fpight to its Foun- 
der was puld downe and fo naraed,is leated almoft in 
the very midft , to wit, bctweene the Northcrne con- 
fines or Chile 9 and the Strait of MageUanns in the Pro- 
vince of Guadalanguen , being two miles diftant from 
the Sea, and 50 from the towne of la Conception. This 
region is fertile abounding in Indian wheate, & pulfc . 
It hath excellent pafture grounds but yeeldeth no 
wine. Marchandizes , and other commodities are 
brought unto it by the river of Faldivia, which runns 

throughit. Itisalforichmmoftpuregold,hayinga 



thoufand Indians. 

Next this lies Capo , called by the Indians Chtlue% 
lying bctweene threeorfoure fcfortie degrees of the 
Mquator* in the midft of the ltes> which fpread them- 
feluesuponthiscoaftalong the great lake called ^fl- 
ow/. Thefe places were peopled by Lopez Garcta deCa- 
flro> whcnhegovernedintheEmpireof Peru. 

Now the Archipelagic of the lies is 42, miles diftant 
from Ofirno thegreateft of them,being 58 miles long, 
infome places 9 milesbroad,&inthenarroweftpart. 
but two. The Sea flowes in betweene them to the 
^Andean Mountaines. The aire is (harpe by reafon of 
the cold hills and mountaines, it is truitfu U in wheate; 
and Maize* which is rare there , having mines of gold 
within the limits of them.

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He Strait of MageBan%cs31cdisi 
Latin Fretum MagcBankumymd. 
in SpudfhEjhecbedeMagellaneJt 
was ib named from Verdinando 
tMageBanne a Spaniard, being 
expert in Navigation , was ear- 
neftly entreated by Charles the 
Fifth, to finde ( if pomble it 
might be ) a (hotter cut to the 
Moluccos. This requeft he willing to performe , ad- 
dreflcdhimfelfe in his voyage, Anno i5zo. takinghis 
courfe Southward upon the 14. of AugufLWhen the 
Sea grewe calme, and that the ftormie windes inWin- 
ter and the raging of the Sea begann to ceafe, he put 
out of the Haven, or S.Inlians Gulfe, where he had 
harboured, andlaync frill, to hcare what would be- 
come of the mutuall warre and ft rife , which was be- 
tweene the Caftillians and the Pottugalls,and having 
MedfbmedaiesSouthward, atlaft came, to Promon- 
toriuth S.Crucis, or the Cape of the H. Crojfe % in which 
place one of his (hips by aftorme had ftrookc, and by 
good happ came ofweu>wthoutany harme: he per- 
ceiving uiere , thatthe.fhoare, & Coaft bending litle 
by litle Wcftiwrd, was in good hope to finde out a 
Fretum, or a Strait : fo that on the 2.6. of December he 
found an opening, lailiiiginto it with his foure (hips, 
and there comiiig into a Bay he lay (tillatancker,^nd 

fcnt threeofhis (nips out to difcoyer theStrait,w!iere- 
ofoneofthem, iriyNHchw&$Ahar*Me/chita,Magel- 
Unes Brother , gaue him the flip out of the Strait, and 
fleered their courfe Northward towards Africa , and 
fromtjienceafter eightmonths voyage returned into 
Spaine , where he and his Companions were by com- 
maund from the Emperour Charles the Fifth clapt up, 
and put in prifon. The feoond fluppe brought MagcUa. 
nus intelligence,that this ou verture was but a B olome 
oraGulfe, orfomcgreatBay, which was (hallow and 
not decpe enough. The third (hip had obferved bet- 
ter by the flowing and ebbing of the Sea, thatitmuft 
of neceffity be a Fretum* or a through-faring Strait. 
This difcouvertc was made in the Winter time, when 
thenight were 19. howers long. On either fide of the 
fflioares,^wellontheirrightason their left hand, they 
fiiwan overgrowne wildernifle , but not a livingcre*. 
turein them , but onely on their left fide , they percei- 
ved aloofe, as farre as they could difcerne, a great 
many fires: in fo much that they called this part of 
Jjmd,TerradelFuego, & were of the opinion, that the 
Natives had difcovered them. Magellanusjhtii having 
loft two of his (hips, trimmed up, and repaired the 
other three as well as he could, and upon the zi.day 

"it, came into an other Sea, 
gard of the calmeneflc thereof, na- 
ePaeticimmA&oMaredelZnr. 
th fides of this Strait are high Mountaines,

7*.Dutch miles. It bearethno eertainebredth,forin 
fome places it is two, thrcc^ucor ten leagues broad, 
but where it is narrowed, and there itis properly cal- 
led the Strait ofMageBanet it is not aboue a mile , or 
halfeamile, the courfe of the water being fultof tur- 
nings and changes , and fo violent, that men a (hip is 

The water of the 
North-Sea , which runnes into this $trait upon the 
Eaft fide, with an en trance of 17000. paces, where the 
water of the South-Sea meets it (flowing in from the 

Weft) at Promontorium defideratum or the Veftrcd Cape, 
With fuch a violence andraging noize, that all the wa- 
ter in this Strait (ccmeth to be a foame. On the Weft 
fide, it hath a more fbfr and a flower courfe of ebbing 
& flowing, being here exceeding deepc. Biit the Eaft 
fide is very dangerous and hazardous to paffe , bc- 
caufe on both fides of it, there lies here & there many 
Shelues and lies , which are much troubled with the 
raging & beating of the Sea : by the (hore-fide growes 
exceedinghigh trees, & from thelofricMountaiiifo, 
contufuafly covered with&ow, comes thofe dange* 
rous counter-windcs,thatbcateonallfides of it. Af- 
xxxMageBane had flayed almoft halfe a yearc upon this 
CoaflSic difcoverednothingjbut Shoares & Sahdcs, 
the inland part.of this continent bcingunknowc un- 
to hiin, otiely he faw that it was a vaft , and a Mountai- 
nous Countrie covered with (how, &integardof.thc 
fires they difcouvered , gaue itthename oiTerra del 
tuego, as is laid before. 

wc ufc to fay, that S r . Francis Drake was thefirft Aat 
('through this Strait otMageBane) failed round about 
the World, which may be true (as Mjiejlim faith) in a 
mittigated fenfe : vk. that he was the firit Captainc 
or man of note, that achieved this enterprize. J^e&- 
nrn himfelfe being flaineinaBattaileby the Danders 
of the Moluccoes , and perifliing in the midft of it: and 
thercforeis reported, to haue given for his device, a 
Globc,wimtms;if*tf*,r*^^ This 
navigation was begonneAnno 1 $77-and in two ycarcs 
and a halfe with great viciflitudc of Fortun finifhed. 
Concerning which his famous voyage , a Poet dicn 
living durefted to him this Epigrammc.
